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PREFACE  TO  THE  SECOND  EDITION 

HEN  the  former  edition  of  this  book  was  printed  in  the  year  1882, 
no  thought  was  prefent  in  the  mind  of  the  writer  that  a new 
and  enlarged  impreffion  would,  in  his  lifetime,  ifllie  from  the 
prefs,  and  until  a comparatively  recent  date  his  imagination  had 
not  ranged  beyond  the  production  of  a few  fupplementary  pages. 
But  when,  in  procefs  of  time,  his  accumulated  notes  were  found 
to  have  grown  to  confiderable  dimenfions,  and  a mafs  of  correfpondence  had  been 
brought  to  light,  the  exiftence  of  which  had  been  previoufly  unknown  to  him,  it 
was  found  that  no  courfe  would  be  fatisfaClory  which  did  not  involve  the  entire 
recalling  of  the  book.  When  this  had  been  refolved  upon,  the  writer  felt  that,  in 
view  of  the  abundant  materials  he  had  colleCled  relating  to  the  name  of  Mayo  in 
Wiltlliire  and  the  neighbourhood,  the  work  would  be  made  interefting  to  a wider 
circle  of  readers,  if  a chapter  were  added,  containing  the  refults  at  which  he  had 
arrived.  This  thought  has  taken  lhape  in  Chapter  III,  and  in  this  way  and  by  the 
fubdivilion  of  what  had  been  Chapter  IV,  and  by  a new  chapter  on  the  hiftory  of 
the  manors  of  Andrewes  and  Le  Mote  in  Chelhunt,  Herts,  and  by  other  additions 
in  various  parts  which  need  not  be  enumerated  here,  the  fize  of  the  book  has  been 
greatly  extended,  fo  that  whereas  the  text  of  the  former  edition  confided  of  165 
pages,  the  prefent  occupies  600.^  Advantage  has  alfo  been  taken  of  recent  improve- 
ments in  the  procefTes  of  photo-engraving  to  provide  better  and  more  numerous 
illuftrations.  The  new  edition,  like  the  former,  is  limited  to  250  copies.  One 
neceflary  omillion  from  the  volume  has  been  that  of  the  large  tabular  pedigree,  fet 
in  type  by  a coufin  of  the  writer,  the  late  Mr.  Theodore  Mayo,  of  Quatford  Houfe,

tributed  fome  years  previous  to  his  death,  but  a few  copies  on  thick  paper  are  ftill 
in  exiftence,  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  writer  by  thofe  who  defire  to  have 
them.

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hands,  and  Mr.  John  Browne  Mayo  for  his  adive  afliftance  in  gathering  the  data  of 
the  American  Branch  in  Chapter  X.  Mr.  Herbert  Druitt,  author  of  A Manual  of 
Cojlume  as  illuftrated  by  Monumental  Brajfes^  has  alfo  rendered  invaluable  aid  during 
the  preparation  of  the  work,  as  well  as  in  the  corredlion  of  the  prefs,  which  is 
gratefully  acknowledged.  It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  none  of  thofe  who  were 
mentioned  by  name  in  the  preface  to  the  former  edition  furvive  to  fee  the  prefent 
iflue. 

In  conclufion,  the  writer  ventures  to  exprefs  the  hope  that  in  years  to  come 
others  may  arife  who  will  add  the  refult  of  their  refearches  to  his  own,  and  chronicle 
the  departure  of  the  old  generations  and  the  arrival  of  the  new. 

P.S.  It  will  be  convenient  to  add  here  a fummary  of  the  chara<5leriftics  of  the 
Family  treated  of  in  Chapters  V to  X. 

1.  This  is  diftindly  a Univerfity  Family,  and  the  writer  believes  that  few 
examples  can  be  found  of  fo  many  as  thirty-eight  Oxford  and  Cambridge  men 
being  defcended  in  the  diredt  male  line  from  a Angle  pair  in  a period  but  little 
exceeding  two  hundred  years. 

2.  This  fcholaftic  training  accounts  for  the  fad  that  the  Family  has  not  fought 
diftindion  in  Naval  and  Military  Affairs,  or  in  Mercantile  Enterprife,  but  has 
purfued  the  lefs  ambitious,  though  no  lefs  ufeful  walks  of  life,  viz.,  the  Service  of 
Humanity,  as  exemplified  in  the  Clerical  and  Medical  Careers.  Of  this  charader- 
iftic  the  employment  for  generations  of  the  Dove  with  Olive  Branch,  as  an  heraldic 
creft,  is  a moft  harmonious  index. 

3.  Yet  this  devotion  to  the  lefs  ftirring  departments  of  human  adivity  is  not 
due  to  any  lack  of  a courageous  fpirit,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fad  that,  of  the  few 
members  of  the  Family  who  entered  the  Naval  or  Military  Forces  of  the  country, 
Midfhipman  Arthur  Mayo,  of  the  Indian  Navy,  obtained  the  diftindion  of  the 
Vidoria  Crofs  in  1857,  while  ferving  aftiore  during  the  Mutiny. 

4.  The  lines  moft  generally  chofen  have  been  thofe  of  Medicine  and 
Divinity. 

In  the  former  of  thefe  the  blue  ribbon  of  the  profeflion  fell  to  Dr.  Thomas 
Mayo,  a Firft-Clafs  man  at  Oxford,  and  Fellow  of  Oriel  College,  who  for  five  years 
filled  the  office  of  Prefident  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians  of  London,  at  a 
critical  period  of  its  career.  His  brother,  Profelfor  Herbert  Mayo,  obtained 
diftindion  as  an  acute  phyfiologift,  a lucid  writer,  and  a brilliant  ledurer.  Their 
contemporary  was  Charles  Mayo,  F.R.C.S.,  the  pupil  of  Abernethy,  in  whofe  day 
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the  Hofpital  at  VVinchefter  was  “ equal  to  one  of  the  fmaller  London  Hofpitals 
in  the  extent  of  its  pradlice  and  means  of  profelTional  education.”  The  verfatile 
career  of  his  fon,  Charles  Mayo,  D.M.,  in  fcenes  of  war  and  ftrefs  in  Sumatra, 
America,  and  during  the  Franco-German  conflidt,  contains  the  elements  of 
Romance. 

In  the  department  of  Divinity,  the  role  of  the  parifli  prieft  has  been  confiftently 
fulfilled.  The  name  may  be  mentioned  of  Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.,  Fellow  of  Brafe- 
nofe  College,  who  devoted  himfelf  to  work  in  the  Eaft  End  of  London  for  fifty- 
eight  years,  1744-1802,  firft  as  Curate  of  Whitechapel  and  next  of  Spitalfields,  and 
finally  as  Redlor  of  St.  George’s,  Middlefex — refufing,  with  this  end  in  view,  the 
leifured  collegiate  life  of  Oxford,  and  the  comparative  repofe  of  an  eligible  country 
cure. 

Another  name  is  that  of  Charles  Mayo,  Redlor  of  Beechingftoke  and  Huifh, 
two  fmall  benefices  in  Wilts,  where  he  lived  for  fifty-four  years  the  life  of  a fimple 
Country  Parfon,  at  the  fame  time  engaged  in  literary  ftudy  and  authorlhip,  full  of 
fchemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  rural  poor,  and  eventually 
the  founder  of  exhibitions  for  the  fons  of  Wiltlhire  clergy  at  the  Univerfity  of 
Oxford.  At  a later  date  Charles  Theodore  Mayo,  Vicar  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Hilling- 
don, is  fpoken  of  as  “an  able  organizer  and  indefatigable  worker”;  and  perfiftent 
regard  to  the  call  of  duty  could  not  be  better  exemplified  than  by  the  career  of 
William  Mayo,  of  Salifbury. 

5.  The  devotion  of  the  Family  to  the  caufe  of  Education  Ihould  be  noticed — 
and  at  Caine,  Wi.mborne,  Cheam,  and  Nibley,  its  members  have  been  found  occu- 
pying  pofitions  of  more  or  lefs  moment  in  the  fcholaftic  world.  To  Charles  Mayo, 
LL.D.,  belongs  the  honour  of  introducing  the  principles  of  the  Swifs  educational 
reformer,  Peftalozzi,  into  England — principles  which  have  been  generally  afiimilated 
fince  that  time.  In  another  diredion  James  Mayo,  of  Wimborne,  is  feen  eftablifhing 
village  day  fchools  in  Weft  Dorfet  in  the  early  part  of  the  laft  century,  and 
Dr.  Mayo  and  his  fifter  Elizabeth  promoting  the  training  of  elementary  teachers 
at  the  Flome  and  Colonial  Inftitution. 

Nor  have  the  claims  of  Archaeology  been  altogether  ignored,  Charles  Mayo, 
B.D.,  F.R.S.,  F.S. A.,  having  been  the  firft  Profeflbr  of  Anglo-Saxon  at  Oxford,  and 
another  Charles  Mayo  having  produced  a valuable  account  of  the  ancient  Minfter 
of  Wimborne.  The  writer  of  this  book  is  following  their  lead. 

6.  Numerous  medical  works  proceeded  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Thomas  Mayo 
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and  his  brother  Herbert,  which  were  highly  efteemed  at  the  date  of  iflue,  and  fome 
of  the  latter’s  works  palTed  through  feveral  editions  and  were  reprinted  in  America 
and  Germany.  Charles  Mayo,  of  Beechingftoke,  was  the  author  of  works  relating  to 
modern  European  Hiftory,  and  Charles  Mayo,  LL.D.,  and  his  fifter,  of  various 
books  bearing  upon  Education.  John  Horfley  Mayo  will  be  remembered  by  his 
monumental  Treatife  on  the  Medals  and  Decorations  of  the  Britilh  Army  and 
Navy.  Jane  and  Mary  Mayo,  of  Winchefter,  have  pubhlhed  numerous  examples 
of  vocal  and  inftrumental  mufic. 

7.  It  may  be  taken  as  generally  true  of  the  members  of  this  Family,  that  they 
have  been  confcientious  workers  in  their  refpeftive  fpheres  of  labour — not  feeking 
honours  or  high  remuneration — quite  content  with  following  the  path  of  unobtru- 
five  duty  in  which  they  found  themfelves,  wholly  alien  from  felf-advertifement,  and 
even  Ihunning  notoriety;  and  withal  generous  and  charitable  beyond  their  means. 
This  abfence  of  ambition  is  feen  in  each  of  the  five  main  branches  of  the  Family, 
as  the  reader  of  this  book  may  difcover  for  himfelf.  Charles  Mayo,  F.R.C.S.,  of 
Winchefler,  Herbert  Mayo,  of  Hampftead,  and  his  brother  Richard  Mayo,  Herbert 
Mayo,  D.D.,  and  Jofeph  Mayo  of  Ozleworth,  and  his  fon  William,  may  be  par- 
ticularized as  pofiefiing  this  trait  of  charader.  Even  of  Dr.  Thomas  Mayo  it  has 
been  faid  that  he  did  not  feem  to  care  whether  he  had  a large  pradice  or  no;  and 
the  writer  is  confcious  of  the  fame  lack  of  ambition  in  himfelf. 

It  has  been  faid  that  every  man  has  the  defeds  of  his  qualities.  This  is  true  of 
families,  as  of  individuals.  And  the  devotion  to  the  fimple  daily  round  of  duty  has, 
perhaps,  in  the  Family  in  queftion,  been  accompanied  with  too  great  felf-referve 
and  felf-effacement.  It  is  needlefs  to  fay  that  thofe,  whofe  expedations  are  fmall,  are 
fure  to  efcape  the  pangs  of  difappointment. 

8.  It  need  only  be  further  mentioned  that  the  pofleflion  of  a playful  humour 
has  been  found  in  many  inftances  in  the  Family  now  to  be  defcribed — notably  in 
the  cafe  of  James  Mayo,  of  Caine;  and  the  famous  preacher.  Dr.  South,  was  not 
more  partial  to  a pun  than  Dr.  Mayo,  of  St.  George’s. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  a Mayo  has  never  been  known  to  cut  a knot.  The 
race  has  alfo  poflefled  a vein  of  mechanical  ingenuity,  which  from  time  to  time  has 
made  itfelf  apparent.  Theodore  Mayo  was  a fkilful  amateur  compofitor,  and  he 
and  his  brother  accompliflaed  change-ringers.  The  carvings  of  William  Mayo  are 
moft  curious  and  intricate  examples  of  the  art.  Charles  Mayo,  D.M.,  was  Ikilled 
in  the  conftrudion  of  the  organ.  The  tafte  of  the  Colledor  of  China  has  de- 
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fcended  from  John  Mayo,  of  Bath,  to  his  great-niece,  Matilda  Jane  Druitt,  n^e 
May  0.1 

* Some  of  the  Mayo  charafteriftics  are  found  to  be  perfiftent  in  defccndants  through  females.  Of 
the  four  brothers,  Robert,  James,  Thomas  and  William  Druitt,  two  followed  the  medical  and  one  the 
clerical  career,  and  the  fecond  fon,  who  embraced  the  profeflion  of  law,  had  many  traits  derived 
from  his  mother’s  fide.  The  tradition  of  Univerfity  education  has  been  carried  on  among  their 
defendants.  Samuel  Bethell,  of  Clayton,  Suflex,  like  his  maternal  relations,  was  generous — to  a fault.

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Y attention  was  firft  drawn  to  the  hiftory  of  my  own  family  at  an 
interview  with  the  Rev.  Edward  Hawkins,  D.D.,  the  venerable 
Provoft  of  Oriel  College  in  Oxford,  on  28th  February,  1863. 
He  afked  me  on  that  occafion  what  relationlhip  I bore  to  Thomas 
Mayo,  D.M.,  who,  like  his  father,  John  Mayo,  D.M.,  had  been 
a Fellow  of  that  Houfe.  I was  unable  at  the  time  to  give  more 
than  the  vague  reply  that  a relationlhip  exifted,  though  I could  not  ftate  the  precife 
degree,  but  I then  refolved  to  put  myfelf  in  a polition  to  anfwer  in  time  to  come  any 
queftion  of  a limilar  charadber  which  might  arile.  I found  ready  to  my  hand  a 
quantity  of  valuable  material  for  a genealogy,  which  had  been  colledled  fome  years 
before  by  my  mother,  whofe  thoughts  had  been  turned  in  that  diredlion  by  inquiries 
from  perfons  of  the  family  name  in  the  United  States.^  Into  her  labours  I then 
entered,  and  by  flow  degrees,  and  by  employing  intervals  of  leifure  which  from  time 
to  time  occurred,  I have  colledted  the  further  material,  of  which,  together  with  that 
previoufly  at  my  command,  the  prefent  memoirs  are  compofed. 

The  plan  I have  here  adopted  has  been  to  point  out  in  an  introdudlory  chapter 
thofe  families  of  the  name  of  Mayo  which  I have  met  with  in  my  inquiries,  as  a guide 
to  others  who  may  follow  me  in  the  fame  field  of  genealogical  refearch,  prefaced  by 
fome  remarks  upon  the  name  and  arms,  and  then  to  give  an  account  of  the  Elton 


* This  correfpondence  was  opened  by  Charles  Mayo  (defcended  from  John  Mayo,  the  emigrant 
to  New  England  in  1639,  fee  page  92,  note),  who  wrote  from  18,  MalTachufetts  Block,  Court 
Square,  Bofton,  29th  May,  1855,  to  William  Mayo,  M.A.,  Salilbury.  He  was  a native  of  Brewfter, 
Mafs.,  where  he  was  born  loth  February,  1808.  He  became  a member  of  the  Hift.  Gen.  Soc.

The  interchange  of  letters  was  continued  by  Robert  Mayo,  D.M.,  Waftiington  City,  31ft  Auguft, 
1856,  one  of  the  Virginian  Mayos,  derived  from  Poullhot,  Wilts. 
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family  of  Hazle  in  the  parifh  of  Ledbury,  Herefordlhire,  from  which  four  branches 
of  my  own  family  are  defcended,  and  thus  claim  kindred  with  John  Elton,  alias 
Baker,  Canon  of  Sarum,  the  founder  of  the  Elton  Fellowfhip  at  Brafenofe  College 
in  Oxford.  In  the  fucceeding  chapters  I have  given,  in  the  form  of  a narrative,  the 
hiftory  of  my  own  family,  concluding  with  fhort  notices  of  fome  other  families  allied 
to  it  by  marriage,  the  pedigrees  of  which,  for  the  moft  part,  have  not  been  publifhed 
hitherto.  The  folding  pedigree  exhibits  the  Elton  and  Mayo  families  in  a convenient 
form  for  reference,  and  traces  a defcent  from  Charles  the  Great.  Anderfon’s  “ Royal 
Genealogies,”  Dugdale’s  “Baronage,”  Harl.  MSS.  1396  and  1982  (“Vifitation  of 
Shropfhire  ”),  Vincent  MSS.,  Royal  College  of  Arms,  Meyrick’s  “ Heraldic  Vifitations 
of  Wales,”  “ Stemmata  Shirleiana,”  Robinfon’s  “ Manfions  and  Manors  of  Hereford- 
Ihire,”  and  many  other  works  have  been  confulted  during  its  compofition. 

I have  to  exprefs  my  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  Mayo  family  who  have  fo 
readily  given  me  all  the  information  at  their  command,  and  alfo  to  many  other  perfons 
who  have  courteoufly  alTifted  me  in  various  ways,  and  allowed  me  to  take  extradls 
from  regifters,  MSS.,  and  documents  of  various  kinds  in  their  cuftody  or  pofleflion, 
among  whom  I may  particularly  mention  the  authorities  of  Brafenofe  College, 
Oxford,  of  Belmont  Priory,  Herefordlhire,  Sir  Albert  W.  Woods,  Garter  King  of 
Arms,  Colonel  Chefter,  Rev.  C.  J.  Robinfon,  W.  H.  Cooke,  Efq.,  C^C.,  G.  H. 
Sawtell,  Efq.,  and  Dr.  Robert  Druitt. 

The  particular  fources  of  information  confulted,  beyond  thofe  already  mentioned, 
need  not  be  enumerated  here,  as  they  will  be  named  in  their  proper  places  in  the  text 
of  the  volume.  In  conclufion,  I beg  the  kind  indulgence  of  the  reader  for  any 
defedts  in  the  prefent  work  which  may  prefent  themfelves  to  the  eye  of  the  pradlifed 
genealogift.  My  only  defire  is  that  what  is  here  recorded  may  be  of  ufe  and  intereft 
to  generations  yet  unborn,  which  might  otherwife  be  unmindful  of  the  ftock  from 
whence  they  fprang.

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A GENEALOGICAL  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  MAYO  AND

CHAPTER  I. 

The  Origin  and  Local  Distribution  of  the  Name  of  Mayo,  with  some 
General  Notes  on  Persons  and  Families  that  have  borne  it. 

^E  name  of  Mayo  is  found  occurring  in  various  parts  of  the 
world,  and  under  widely  different  circumftances.  It  has  been 
appropriated  to  an  Irilh  town  and  county,  to  an  ifland  of  the 
Cape  de  Verde  group,  to  an  anasftljetic  compound  of  hemp  in  ufe 
among  the  Chinefe,  to  a game  at  which  Lord  Strafford  played 
“ excellently  well,”  to  a dandy  frequenting  the  bull-fights,  and  to 
the  Grand  Vizier  of  the  King  of  Dahomey.^  Regarded,  however,  as  an  Englifti  family 
name,  it  is  moft  frequently  met  with  in  the  fouth  and  weft  of  this  ifland,  and  few 
parifti  regifters  in  the  counties  of  Hereford,  Gloucefter,  Wilts,  and  Dorfet,  can  be 
opened  without  prefenting  us  with  examples.  It  is  fpelt  in  many  ways,  varying  from 
the  extended  form  of  Mayhowe  to  that  of  Mao,  and  often,  as  it  will  prefently  appear, 
clipped  down  and  reduced  to  May  by  the  lofs  of  its  concluding  fyllable.  One 
leffon,  however,  is  taught  by  this  variety  and  diverfity,  viz,,  the  identity  of  May  hew 
and  Mayo,^  and  from  this  confideration  a ray  of  light  is  thrown  upon  the  derivation 
of  the  name. 

The  common  fuppofition  that  the  name  takes  its  origin  from  the  Irifh  town^  muft 
at  once  be  laid  afide.  And,  indeed,  the  name  appears  to  be  as  rare  in  Ireland  as  it  is

common  in  England,  for,  to  take  a fingle  illuftration,  while  thirty-four  perfons  of 
the  name  of  Mayo,  and  eight  or  more  of  Mayow,  graduated  at  Oxford  between  1659 
and  1868,  no  perfon  fo  called  is  to  be  found  among  the  graduates  of  Dublin  from 
1591  to  the  prefent  day.* 

In  the  Index  to  Prerogative  Wills  in  Ireland^  by  Sir  A.  Vicars,  1897,  only  one 
perfon  of  the  furname  of  Mayo  occurs,  viz.,  in  1753,  John  Mayo,  Lieut,  in  Gen. 
St.  Clair’s  Regt,  of  Foot,  but  his  will  had  already  been  proved  in  London  21ft  Feb., 
1742  (47  Boycott),  fo  that  he  may  have  been  an  Englirtiman. 

The  “ Table  fhowing  the  furnames  in  Ireland  having  five  entries  and  upwards 
in  the  Birth  Indexes  of  1890,”  given  in  the  Special  Report  on  Surnames  in  Ireland^ 
by  R.  E.  Mathefon,  1894,  contains  no  inftance  of  Mayo,  Mayow,  or  Mayhew. 
No  Mayo  occurs  in  the  official  lift  of  Roman  Catholic  clergy  in  Ireland,  regular  or 
fecular,  1903. 

John  D’ Alton,  at  page  159  of  his  Illujlrations  Hijloric  and  Genealogical  of  King 
fames  IP’s  Army  Lift,  commenting  on  the  name  of  George  Mayo,  a Lieutenant  in 
Sarsfield’s  Regiment  of  Horfe,  ftates  that  “ this  furname  does  not  occur  again  in  the 
Lift,  nor  does  it  appear  in  the  roll  of  outlawries  either  in  1641  or  1671.  Some 
‘ Meaghs  ’ and  ‘ Moyaghs  ’ do  appear  therein.  The  name  of  Mayowe  is  in  the 
Chancery  Rolls  as  in  Kerry  in  the  fourteenth  century;  that  of  Mayhew  alfo  occurs  in 
Iriffi  Records  of  about  the  fame  period;  and  in  a Roll  of  afleflment  of  fines  laid 
upon  Sheriffs,  Mayors,  Senefchalls,  &c.,  of  record  in  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s 
Office  here  (Dublin),  is  one  of  Geoffrey  Mayhoo  in  1428.” 

In  Scotland  the  name  is  alfo  rare.  It  is  not  found  in  the  regifter  of  teftaments 
in  the  Commiffariots  of  Glafgow,  1547,  of  St.  Andrews,  1549,  of  Hamilton  and 
Campfie,  1564,  of  Aberdeen,  171 5,  or  of  Edinburgh,  1601 — all  to  1800 — except  in 
the  folitary  cafe  of  a Thomas  Mayo  in  Leith,  6 July,  1720,  nor  in  the  other  Com- 
miffariot  regifters  publiffied  by  the  Scottiffi  Record  Society. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  name  is  found  upon  the  Continent.  Roger  de  Maio, 
1180-95,  and  Aeon  and  Robert  de  Maeio,  1198,  occur  in  the  Great  Roll  of  the 
Exchequer  of  Normandy.  {Lhe  Norman  People,  1874,  p.  327.) 

A family  of  De  Mayo  or  Majo  dwelt  at  Sorrento  from  the  fifteenth  century, 
derived  from  Spain,  the  name  being  conneded  with  the  month  of  May. 

The  Armorial  General,  by  J.  B.  Rietftap,  1887,  gives  the  arms  of  De  May,  of 
Bourbonnais,  Poitou,  Marche,  as  D’azur  a la  fafee  d’or,  accompagnee  de  trois  rofes 
d’argent.  May  of  Brittany  bears  D’argent,  a deux  fafees  d’azur,  accompagnees  de  fix 
rofes  de  gueules,  3 et  3.  De  May  of  Picardy,  D’or,  au  chevron  d’azur.  {Dili,  de  la 
Noblejfe,  by  De  la  Chenaye-Defbois  et  Badicr,  1868,  vol.  xiii.,  p.  536.) 

But  to  return  to  England,  an  early  occurrence  of  the  name,  and  in  its  extended

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of  the  name  of  Mayo, 

form,  is  found  in  Glover’s  Roll  of  Arms,  fuppofed  by  Sir  Harris  Nicolas  to  date  from 
between  1245  and  1250.  Herbert  le  Fitz  Mayhewe  (No.  78)  is  there  mentioned  as 
bearing  “ pty  dazur  & de  goulz  oue  trois  leonfeaux  rampants  d’or;”  and  Woodward 
in  his  Hiftory  of  Wales , page  415,  narrates  that  according  to  the  old  copy  of 
St.  David’s  annals  the  WellK  flew  Sir  Herbert  Fitz-Mahu,  apparently  in  1246,  near 
the  caftle  of  Morgan  Cam.  The  fame  Roll  of  Arms  gives  the  clue  to  the  origin  of 
the  name.  On  three  occafions  Mahewe  Is  used  as  a Chriftian  name ; in  the  cafe  of 
Mahewe  de  Lovayne  (No.  116),  Maheu  de  Columbers  (No.  191),  and  Maheu  de 
Redmain  (No.  218).  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  it  is  here  a foftened  form  of 
Matthew,^  through  the  old  French  Mayheu.  Bardfley,  in  his  'Dictionary  of  Engli/h 
and  Welfh  Surnames ^ 1901,  mentions  other  inftances, — Adam  fil.  Maheu  from  the 
Hundred  Rolls,  and  Mayeu  de  Bafingbourne  from  the  Parliamentary  Writs, — and 
takes  the  fame  view  of  its  origin.  Lower,  in  his  Patronymica  Britannicay  page  219, 
under  the  name  Matthew  ftates  that  “ This  baptifmal  name  introduced  here 
at  the  Conquefl:  has  not  only  become  a furname  but  the  parent  of  many  others;  to 
wit,  Mathew,  Matthews,  Matthewfon,  Mathie,  Mathiefon,  Matfon,  Mayhew, 
Mayo,  Matts,  Matty,  Maddy,  Madifon.”  Under  Mayow,  Mayhew,  page  221, 
he  fays  again,  “ Probably  one  of  the  many  modifications  of  Matthew.” 

It  has  already  been  ftated  that  the  name  has  fuffered  a ftill  further  redudlion  by 
the  lofs  of  its  final  fyllable,  and  inftances  may  be  given  where  an  uncertainty  has 
appeared  to  exift  as  to  the  form  of  fpelling  to  be  adopted.  For  example:  Walter 
Mayo  vel  Meye  admififus  in  artibus  26  January,  1511  (Gough  MS.  7.  Bod:  Lib:); 
the  will  of  Henry  Mayo  alias  May  of  Kellways,  Wilts,  1661,  proved  in  the  Court 
of  the  Archdeacon  of  Wilts;  and  the  will  of  Maria  Florentia  Mayo,  proved  P.C.C. 
12  April,  1677,  where  the  name  occurs  fometimes  as  May,  and  at  other  times  as 
Mayo.  Here  too  the  teftimony  of  armorial  bearings  can  be  adduced,  for  while  “Sable 
a chevron  between  three  rofes  argent  a chief  or”  is  afcribed  to  Mayo,  the  fame 
bearings  with  variations  in  tindlure  only  are  afcribed  to  May  of  Charterhoufe,  Somerfet 
(from  Wiltfliire),  May  of  Exeter  and  others.  Curioufly  enough  a family  in  North 
Carolina  has  changed  its  name  back  from  May  to  Mayo  within  the  laft  eighty  years.® 
If  it  be  granted  that  the  genefis  of  the  name  has  here  been  corredly  given,  and

that  it  belongs  to  that  wide  clafs  of  names  derived  from  Chriftian  names,  it  will 
readily  be  underftood  that  many  families  of  the  fame  name  may  be  looked  for,  which 
are  quite  diftinft  from  each  other  in  their  origin,  and  that  a common  appellation  is 
here  no  indication  of  a common  anceftry;  ^ and  the  reader  will  fee  that  this  fa6t,  com- 
bined with  the  great  diverlity  of  fpelling,  varying  from  Mayhew  to  May,  has  ren- 
dered the  tracing  of  an  early  pedigree  no  eafy  matter,  and  he  is  requefted  to  pardon 
any  fhortcomings  on  this  fcore. 

It  may  be  well  to  point  out  the  habitat  of  fome  few  Mayo  families.  To  begin 
with  Cornwall.  Pedigrees  of  Mayhowe  of  Loftwithiel,  and  of  Mayow  of  Looe, 
Bray,  and  Morval,  are  given  in  the  Vifitations;  from  the  latter  defcends  in  the  female 
line  the  prefent  family  of  Wynell-Mayow.  Here  alfo  belonged  John  Mayow,  Fellow 
of  All  Souls  College,  the  diftinguilhed  Oxford  chemift  of  the  feventeenth  century, 
and  that  Mayow  of  Clevyan  in  St.  Columb  Major,  who  was  hanged  on  a tavern  fign- 
poft  as  a rebel  againft  the  injundlions  of  Edward  VI.  concerning  religion.  Mayow’s 
wife  delayed  alking  for  his  releafe  till  too  late,  by  reafon  of  her  adorning  herfelf  with 
a French  Hood!  (Gilbert’s  Hijl.  of  Cornwall^  vol,  ii.,  page  198.) 

Dorset  contains  many  perfons  of  the  name,  but  here  it  is  now  chiefly  confined 
to  the  yeomanry  of  the  county.  A few  of  its  poflelTors  have  entered  holy  orders. 

The  name  is  common  in  Gloucestershire,  as  at  Kempley  in  the  north,  at 
Tetbury  and  at  Charfield  in  the  fouth  of  the  county.  It  alfo  has  occurred  at  Berkeley, 
Moreton-in-the-Marfh,  Weftbury-on-Severn,  and  elfewhere.  From  Francis  Mayo 
of  Charfield  fprang  the  family  feated  at  Bayford,  Herts,  which  gave  a High  Sheriff 
to  that  county  in  1668. 

Herefordshire,  again,  is  well  fupplied  with  this  family  name.  To  take  a Angle 
inftance,  the  regifters  of  Much  Marcle  are  embarraflingly  full  of  it.  Hence  was 
derived  James  Mayo  of  Tottenham,  whofe  pedigree  is  in  the  Middlefex  Vifitation 
of  1663. 

From  Holmden,  Northamptonshire,  came  Henry  Maio  alias  Nichols,  of 
Southam,  Warwickfhire,  whofe  pedigree  is  in  the  Vifitation  of  the  latter  county  in 
1619. 

Another  family  of  Mayo  was  formerly  fettled  at  Hadley,  Middlesex. 

The  villages  of  Marden  and  Staplehurft,  in  Kent,  were  alfo  the  home  of  families* 
fo  named. 

The  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Vifitations  give  pedigrees  of  Mayhew,  the  former 
at  Clippefby  and  Billockby,  the  latter  at  Clopton,  Helmingfton,  and  Bedingfield. 

This  flight  (ketch  may  be  fufficient  to  indicate  fome  of  the  localities  where 
families  of  Mayo  are  now  or  were  formerly  to  be  found.  Wiltshire  ftill  remains.

referved  to  the  laft  as  particularly  interefting  to  thofe  who  are  concerned  with  the 
contents  of  this  volume.  More  than  one  family  of  the  name  are  here  found. 
Mayow  of  Dinton  figures  in  the  Vifitations  of  1565  and  1623,  and  from  this  fource 
probably  fprang  Thomas  Mayhew  who  emigrated  to  Bofton  from  Salifbury  between 
1630-40,  and  whofe  defcendants  are  numerous  in  New  England.  Berwick  St.  John 
had  alfo  for  fome  generations  a family  of  the  fame  name.  Poulfhot  was  the  home 
of  another  family  which  alfo  has  given  its  offspring  to  the  New  World,  and  from 
William  Mayo  who  emigrated  before  1720  has  arifen  one  of  the  moft  influential 
families  of  Virginia.  It  may  be  remarked  that  in  the  Poulfhot  regifter  the  name  is 
written  as  May  previous  to  1635,  May  and  Mayo  indifcriminately  between  1635 
and  1 640,  and  as  Mayo  after  the  year  laft  named.  At  Potterne  was  a family  at  firft 
named  Mayow,  whofe  name  eventually  cryftallized  as  May.  Somerford  Magna 
was  the  home  of  another  Mayo  ftock,  and  from  Melkfham  fprang  a 
family  of  May,  branches  of  which  became  landowners  in  Broughton 
Gifford,  Wilts,  and  Charterhoufe  Hydon,  Somerfet,  the  latter  branch 
bearing  “Sable,  a chevron  or  between  three  rofes  argent,  a chief  of  the 
fecond.”  At  Devizes  was  married,  in  1671,  John  Mayo,  from  whom 
are  deduced  the  numerous  offspring  whofe  generations  are  chronicled 
in  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  and  loth  chapters  of  this  volume.  His 
defcendants  in  their  various  branches  have  borne  for  arms,  Sable,  a 
chevron  between  three  rofes  argent,  a chief  or; — a dove  with  olive 
branch  in  its  mouth  proper,  for  creft;  and  the  motto,  “Nuncia  Pacis 

It  may  here  be  noted  that  there  are  certain  diftindl  types  of  arms  borne  by 
families  of  this  name. 

1.  Where  the  fhield  bears  three  ducal  or  creft  coronets,  as  in  the  arms  of  Mayo 
of  Cornwall,  of  Dorfet,  of  Bayford  from  Gloucefterfhire,  of  Virginia  from  Poulfhot, 
and  Mayhew  of  Suffolk  and  Norfolk. 

2.  Where  a chevron  appears  charged  with  five  lozenges  between  three  birds, — 
a coat  which  is  attributed  to  Mayo  of  Dinton  only. 

3.  Where  the  charge  is  a woodman  or  wildman,  with  a club  over  his  fhoulder, 
borne  by  Sir  Peter  Mayo  (according  to  Guillim),  and  depidled  on  the  monument  of 
William  Mayo  at  Brington,  Northamptonfhire;  and  alfo  borne  by  a family  of  Mayer. 

4.  Where  rofes  are  the  principal  bearing,  as  in  the  cafe  of  Richard  Mayo,  Bifhop 
of  Hereford,  Mayo  of  Much  Marcle,  Tottenham  and  Devizes,  and  feveral 
families  of  the  name  of  May. 

This  introdudlory  chapter  may  be  brought  to  a conclufion  with  a reference  to  a 
few  remarkable  perfons  who  have  borne  this  family  name,  but  who  are  not  introduced 
in  the  fucceeding  pages. 

Richard  Mayo,  otherwife  Mayeo,  Maiewe,  Mayhowe,  May  hue,  &c.,  was  born 
at  Edmundfthrop  in  the  parifh  of  Kingfclere,  Hants,  educated  at  Winchefter,  became

Fellow  of  New  College  1459,  Prodor,  firft  Prefident  of  Magdalen  College,  King’s 
Chaplain  circa  1491,  Archdeacon  of  Oxford,  29th  January,  1496,  King’s  Almoner, 
was  admitted  “ ad  eundem  ” at  Cambridge  1 500,  Archdeacon  of  the  Eaft  Riding 
1501,  Prebendary  of  Ramlbury  (Sarum),  was  fent  to  Spain  in  1501  to  bring  the 
Lady  Katharine  to  be  married  to  Prince  Arthur,  and  was  made  Chancellor  of  Oxford 
1503,  and  Bifhop  of  Hereford  ift  November,  1504.  He  died  i8th  April,  1516, 
and  his  will,  dated  24th  March,  1515,  was  proved  loth  May,  1516,  P.C.C.,  18 
Holder.  Arms : Argent,  on  a fefs  fable  between  three  rofes  gules  a lily  of  the  firft, 
ftalked  and  leaved  vert. 

John  Mayo  was  a celebrated  painter  in  Germany,  nicknamed  “John  the 
Bearded.”  He  wore  his  beard  faftened  to  his  girdle,  and  though  he  was  a very  tall 
man  it  hung  upon  the  ground  when  he  ftood  upright.  John  would  fometimes  untie 
it  in  the  prefence  of  the  Emperor  Charles  V.,  who  took  great  pleafure  in  feeing  the 
wind  make  it  fly  againft  the  faces  of  the  lords  of  the  court.  See  Encycl.  Brit.y 
Article  “Beard,”  8th  edit.,  vol.  iv.,  p.  528,  9th  edit.,  vol.  iii.,  p.  463.  He  was 
born  in  1500  and  died  in  1559. 

Colonel  Christopher  Mayo  had  warrant  14th  July,  1652,  to  raife  3,000 
foot  in  Ireland,  out  of  fuch  natives  as  had  been  in  active  arms  againft  the  Parliament, 
and  tranfmit  them  for  fervice  of  the  King  of  Spain  to  Bilbao  and  St.  Sebaftian  and 
other  parts  of  Spain  equally  diftant  from  England.  The  Howard  Papers,  at  page 
80,  relate  a defperate  encounter  he  had  in  London  with  the  Portuguefe,  21ft 
November,  1653,  when  he  received  feven  dangerous  wounds,  and  had  twelve  men 
on  him  at  once,  and  yet  drew  his  fword  and  fought  with  them  as  long  as  he  was 
able  to  hold  fword  in  hand.’^ 

John  Mayo,  Esq.,  died  in  Charles  Street,  Weftminfter,  28th  January,  1735, 
aged  78,  “a  great  favourite  with  King  James  II.,  who  fettled  on  him  for  life  ,^8oo 
per  annum,  with  leave  to  j'ointure  a wife  in  and  he  beftowed  that  favour  on 

a maiden  gentlewoman  a few  days  before  he  died.” — Gentleman' s Magazine,  vol.  v., 
page  50.  See  alfo  the  London  Magazine,  vol.  iv.,  page  47. 


' On  i8th  May,  1654,  he  petitioned  the  Proteftor.  In  1653  I agreed  on  behalf  of  the  King  of 
Spain  and  of  Luke  Lucie  and  Francis  Owen,  merchants  of  London,  to  convey  300  [/?r]  Irifti  foldiers 
from  Dublin  to  Dunkirk  at  14  pieces  of  eight,  a man,  to  be  paid  in  Flanders,  which  not  being  paid 
by  the  Court  of  Bruflels,  I am  arrefted,  and  in  the  Upper  Bench,  for  the  debt,  at  the  fuit  of  Booly,  a 
Dutchman,  and  Co.,  who  have  the  one  fifth  of  Col.  Charles  Dillon’s  eftate  and  Fred.  Owen’s  bond 
for  payment,  as  foon  as  the  King  of  Spain  pays.  Having  received  nothing  from  the  King  of  Spain,  I 
cannot  pay,  and  my  bread  is  allowed  me  by  Lucie  and  Owen.  If  I am  in  reftraint,  I cannot  perfonally 
folicit  in  Spain,  the  ,^40,000  will  be  unpaid  to  officers  and  merchants  for  6,000  or  7,000  foldiers 
tranfplanted  at  their  charges,  and  unlefs  I can  fail  next  week,  I (hall  recover  no  money  this  year,  but 
be  wholly  ruined.  As  I afted  in  the  interefl:  of  Ireland  by  tranfporting  many  thoufand  men,  and  as  an 
agent  for  a foreign  prince,  I beg  proteftion  and  a pafs  for  Spain,  and  in  order  thereto  an  examination 
of  my  cafe  by  officers  of  the  army.  (S.P.D.,  vol.  Ixxi.,  No.  90.) 


CHAPTER  II. 


Elton  of  Hazle  in  the  Parish  of  Ledbury  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  with 
Descendants  in  the  Hall,  Watts  and  other  Families,  and  an  account 
OF  the  Elton  Foundation  at  Brasenose  College,  Oxford. 


IE  family  of  Elton,  of  which  an  account  is  given  in  the  following 
pages,  was  long  fettled  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  and  was  feated 
at  Hazle  in  the  parifh  of  Ledbury  early  in  the  fixteenth  century. 

The  manor  of  Hazle  was  held  of  the  Bilhop  of  Hereford,  by 
military  fervice,  by  the  fourth  part  of  a knight’s  fee,  as  of  his  manor 
of  Ledbury,  which  was  a part  of  the  temporalities  of  the  fee.  The 
latter  manor  pafled  into  the  hands  of  Queen  Elizabeth  on  the  vacancy  of  the  Bifhopric 
in  1559,  by  whom,  together  with  feveral  other  eftates,  it  was  never  reftored,  and  the 
Hazle  manor  was  in  confequence  held  fubfequently  of  the  Crown.' 

John  Elton,  alias  Baker,  who  died  in  1547,  was  concerned  in  or  poflefled  of 
this  eftate,  and  the  defendants  of  his  brother,  William  Elton,  continued  to  hold  it 
for  a confiderable  period.  The  exadt  date  at  which  it  pafled  from  their  hands  has 
not  been  afcertained,  poflibly  the  fecond  Ambrofe  was  the  laft  Elton  owner — but  it 
was  purchafed  about  the  year  1720  by  Jacob  Tonfon,  the  noted  London  publilher. 
The  manor  houfe  ftill  exifts,  and,  though  greatly  altered,  and  converted  into  a farm 
refidence,  retains  the  Elton  arms  and  creft  above  the  fireplace,  and  a ftaircafe  of 
oak,  with  carved  wicket  gate  and  baluftrade.  The  oak  wainfcoting  in  the  principal 
room  has  recently  been  removed. 

The  earlier  home  of  the  family  is  ftated  to  have  been  at  Elton  in  the  county  of 
Chefter,^  but  the  connexion  is  not  eftablilhed,  and  it  fhould  be  noticed  that  the  claim

^ It  was  fuggelled  to  the  writer  by  the  late  Mr.  W.  H.  Cooke,  Q^C.,  F.S.A.,  the  continuator  of 
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to  defcend  from  a Chefhire  anceftry  arifes  folely  from  the  words  “ defcended  of 
Elton  of  Elton  in  Chefliire,”  which  occur  in  the  Vifitation  of  1 569,  unaccompanied 
by  any  proof  or  line  of  defcentd  Apart  from  this  aflertion,  the  natural  prefumption 
would  be  that  the  Eltons  of  Ledbury  derived  their  name  from  a hamlet  or  parilh 
nearer  at  hand;  and  it  may  be  obferved  that  one  of  the  chapelries  of  Ledbury  bears 
the  name  of  Aylton  or  Elton,  and  the  frequency  with  which  detached  inftances  of 
the  furname,  in  the  humbler  walks  of  life,  occur  in  Ledbury  and  the  neighbourhood, 
in  the  fixteenth  and  feventeenth  centuries,  points  to  a local  origin.* 

Be  this  as  it  may,  the  Eltons  of  the  Chefhire  Elton  were  of  undoubted  antiquity. 
The  fecond  edition  of  Ormerod’s  Hiftory  of  that  county,  1882,  vol.  ii.,  p.  29, 
introduces  us  to  Sir  Jocelyn  de  Helfby,  of  Helfby,  Charleton  and  A6lon,  who  owned 
confiderable  lands  in  Elton.  He  affumed  the  crofs  for  theCrufade  in  1215,  and  was 
great-grandfather  of  Thomas  de  Elton,  alias  Helfby,  alias  Adlon,  living  in  1268, 
who  held  lands  at  Elton  in  the  parifh  of  Thornton,  and  elfewhere.  He  bore  Paly 
of  fix  argent  and  gules,  on  a bend  fable  three  mullets  of  the  firft.* 

But  it  is  with  the  houfe  eftablifhed  in  Herefordfhire  that  the  prefent  hiftory  is 


Duncumb’s  Hiji.  of  Herefordjhire,  that  the  Eltons  probably  entered  this  county  under  the  aufpices 
of  Bifhop  Booth,  Bifhop  of  Hereford,  1516-1535.  They  were,  however,  living  at  Ledbury  before 
Booth’s  appointment,  and  are  not  mentioned  in  his  will. 

The  writer  cannot  conceal  his  opinion  that  the  llatement  is  of  little,  if  any,  value.  It  is,  at 
beft,  a mere  tradition  or  conjefture,  alTigning  to  the  family  a diftinguifhed  or  ancient  origin,  and  it  is 
well  known  that  the  heralds  in  the  fixteenth  century  were  willing  to  oblige  their  clients  in  this 
refpeft.  The  origin  of  the  Cecils  is  a cafe  in  point  (Notes  and  ^eries,  6th  S.,  vii.  384).  A parallel 
inftance  at  a later  date  may  be  feen  in  the  Vifitation  of  Northants,  1682,  where  Anthony  Gibbes  of 
Wicken  is  faid  to  be  “defcended  from  the  Gibbes  of  Honington  in  Com.  Warw.”;  but  the  line  is 
not  traced,  and  the  refearches  of  the  writer  have  failed  to  eftablilh  it  (fee  hereafter,  chap,  xi.,  under 
Gibbes). 

The  earlieft  Elton  wills  proved  at  Gloucefter  are  thofe  of  (i.)  Humphrey  Elton  of  Preftbury, 
gent.,  1 6th  June,  1552,  proved  23rd  April,  1554,  bequeaths  to  Perfyvall  Elton  and  Miftrefs 
Barbara  Gray  (his  executors),  his  right  and  title  in  the  manor  of  Preftbury,  and  mentions  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Grace  Elton.  This  Humphrey  Elton  appears  in  the  Falor  Eccl.  of  1535,  vol.  iii.,  p.  3,  as 
bailiff  of  Preftbury  and  Senhampton  for  the  Bifhop  of  Hereford,  a faft  which  fuggefts  a Herefordfhire 
connexion,  (ii.)  Thomas  Elton  of  St.  Owen’s,  Gloucefter,  15th  Aug.,  1563,  proved  22nd  July,  1564, 
who  mentions  his  fons  Thomas  and  “louffe”  (?  Lewis),  his  daughter  Aylfe,  and  his  wife  Aylffe, 
executrix.  “ Thomas  Elton,  his  brother,”  was  one  of  the  witneffes.  (iii.)  John  Elton  of  par.  of  Corffe, 
hufbandman,  28th  January,  29  Eliz.,  proved  21ft  March,  1586,  who  mentions  his  wife  Anne,  execu- 
trix, his  fons,  John,  William,  Rychard,  Thomas,  Edmund,  Nycolas  and  Chriftopher,  and  his  daughters 
Margery  and  Margaret,  and  a houfe  in  Eldersfyld  (Worcefterfhire).  The  Regifter  of  Newent,  which 
begins  in  1673,  contains  many  inftances  of  the  name  fubfequent  to  that  date,  and  from  this  locality 
fprings  the  family  now  reprefented  by  Mr.  Samuel  Elton  of  Hanwell. 

* For  a further  account  of  the  Chefhire  family  the  reader  is  referred  to  Ormerod’s  Hiftory, 
fecond  edition,  cited  above.  Robfon’s  Britijh  Herald  ftates  their  arms  to  have  been  Paly  of  fix,  or 
and  azure,  on  a bend  fable  three  mullets  of  the  firft.

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concerned,  and  the  narrative  which  follows  is  bafed  upon  the  poll  mortem  Inquifi- 
tions,  and  the  Heralds’  Vifitations  of  that  county,  continued  and  greatly  extended 
by  extracfts  from  parilh  regifters,  wills,  and  other  fources  of  information.  Much 
help  has  alfo  been  derived  from  the  Phillipps  MSS.,  preferved  at  Belmont  Priory, 
near  Hereford.  The  pedigree  begins  with 

William  Elton  of  Ledbury,  “ defcended  of  Elton  of  Elton  of  Chelhire,”  and 
fo  defcribed  in  the  Vifitation  of  Herefordlbire  in  1569  (Harl.  MS. 

1545),  and  no  earlier  anceftry  is  recorded  in  the  Heralds’  College. 

The  armorial  bearings  afligned  to  this  family  are,  “ Paly  of  fix  or 
and  gules,  on  a bend  fable  three  mullets  of  the  firft.”  Creft,  “ a 
dexter  arm  embowed  in  armour  argent  tied  round  the  arm  with 
a fcarf  vert,  the  gauntlet  holding  a fcimitar  proper,  pommel  and 
hilt  or.”  ^ 

William  Elton  married  Sybil,  daughter  of  Roger  Wilfe  of  Pit- 
houfe,  in  the  parilb  of  Dymock,  Gloucefterlbire,  and  had  ifliie  three  fons,  William 
Elton,  his  heir,  and  John  Elton  alias  Baker,  and  Edward  Elton  alias  Baker,  the 
two  latter  being  ecclefiaftics.

A difficult  queftion  here  prefents  itfelf  for  folution;  What  is  the  origin  of  the 
alias  “ Baker,”  poflefied  by  thefe  two  fons.^ 

In  three  other  cases  an  alias  occurs  in  connexion  with  this  family,  the  alias  of 
Birte,  of  Willifon,  and  of  Wynnyate.  The  fuggeftion  adopted  in  the  former  edition 
from  the  late  Mr.  R.  B.  Phillipps,  that  the  fecond  appellation,  in  the  cafe  of  Elton 
alias  Birte,  was  a mark  of  illegitimacy,  feems  unwarranted.  If  true  in  this  cafe,  it

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would  be  applicable  alfo  in  the  other  inftances.  There  is  no  indication,  however, 
that  John  Elton  alias  Baker  was  born  out  of  wedlock,  and  his  lawful  birth  is  fet  at 
reft  by  the  fadl  that  the  claim  to  be  of  his  kindred,  traced  through  his  brother, 
William  Elton,  has  never  been  queftioned  by  Brafenofe  College,  in  the  cafe  of  thofe 
who  have  been  required  ftritftly  to  prove  their  title  before  admiflion  to  his 
foundation. 

In  the  cafe  of  Elton  alias  Birte  it  is  noteworthy  that  at  the  marriage  of  Arthur 
Elton  with  Anne  Drue,  30th  June,  1572,  the  original  paper  regifter  of  Ledbury 
terms  him  “Elton”  only;  while  it  is  the  parchment  tranfcript,  made  by  Richard 
Hall  in  1599,  which  terms  him  “ Birte  alias  Elton.” 

Another  alias  occurs  on  7th  Auguft,  1572,  when  John  Evans  and  “ Anne  Elton 
or  Wynnyate”  (called  in  the  tranfcript  “Anne  Elton  aV s Wynnyat”)  were 
married. 

Laftly,  Richard  Willison  of  Sugwas  ftates  in  his  will,  dated  1574-5;  “All  the 
refidew  of  my  landes  I geve  and  bequeth  to  Ambrofe  Willifon  alias  Elton,  my  fonne, 
and  to  my  cofen  Edmonde  Skippe  and  theire  heires,”  etc.;  and  Anne  Willifon,  his 
reli(ft,  in  her  will,  1 590-1:  “I  give  to  my  adoptive  or  reputed  fonne,  Ambrofe 
Willifon  alias  Elton,  tenne  poundes.”  Ambrofe  Willifon  alias  Elton,  here  mentioned, 
was  the  fecond  fon  of  Anthony  Elton,  and  fucceeded  to  the  Hazle  eftate  on  the 
death  of  his  elder  brother,  William,  in  1593.  The  quotations  from  thefe  wills  fhow 
that  his  aunt  and  her  hulband  had  made  him  their  adopted  child,  and  fuggeft  a 
fimilar  origin  for  the  other  cases,  where  Baker,  Birte  and  Wynnyate  occur.^ 

But  to  proceed  with  the  fons  of  William  and  Sybil  Elton; 

Edward  Elton  alias  Baker  is  ftrft  mentioned  on  15th  July,  1514,  when  he 
received  a pardon  from  the  king,  wherein  he  is  called  “late  of  Ledbury,  Hereford- 
fhire,  alias  of  Hynxfey  Hall  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  scholar  alias  clerk.”  {Pat. 
Roily  6 Hen.  VIII.,  pt.  2,  m.  7,  623.) 

The  pardon  runs  as  follows:

Edward  Elton,  fecular  chaplain,  fupplicated  for  the  degree  of  B.C.L.,  6th  June 
and  I2th  July,  1519,  and  was  admitted,  21ft  July,  1522;  fupplicated  for  B.  Can.  L., 
I ith  June,  1526,  as  Elton  alias  Baker,  and  was  admitted  to  this  degree,  as  Edward 
Baker,  i8th  February,  1527-8.  {Reg,  of  Univ.  of  Oxford^  vol.  i.,  p.  no.)  His  will 
runs  as  follows: 

In  DEI  NOMINE  Amen.  The  fecounde  day  of  Maye  in  the  yere  of  our  Lorde  god 
mv'xxxiij.  I Edwarde  Baker,  preeft,  make  my  teftament  in  this  maner  and  fourme  folowing. 
Firft,  I bequeth  my  foul  to  almightie  god,  to  our  blifled  Lady  faint  Mary  and  to  all  the  holy 
companye  of  hevin.  And  my  body  to  be  buryed  in  the  chaunfell  of  Ledbury.  Alfo  I bequeth 
to  the  churche  of  hereford  xij**.  I bequeth  to  the  churche  lights  of  Ledbury  xij^.  I bequeth  to 
my  brother,  matter  Baker,  my  trufle  bedde  w*  all  ye  appteymts  to  hym.  Itm  I bequeth  to 
Elizabeth  Androwes  my  bett  Fetherbedde,  bett  boltter,  bett  pelowe,  my  bett  gowne  w’out  the 
furre,  ij  angell  nobles  befide  hir  falarie.  I bequeth  to  James  Browne,  my  Punt,  his  horfe  that 
he  rideth  on.  I bequeth  to  S'"  John  Lumbarde  vj  filuer  fpones,  and  to  my  preett  iiij®.  All  the 
Refidue  not  bequethid  I comitt  to  matter  John  Baker,  my  brother,  and  make  hym  my  foie 
executour.  wittenes  to  the  fame  S'"  John  Lumbard,  William  Elton  and  Jameys  browne. 

Proved  26th  May,  1533,  by  the  executor  in  the  perfon  of  Mr.  John  Talkar,  notary  public, 
his  proflor.  (3  Hogen,  P.C.C.) 

John  Elton  alias  Baker.  Under  the  name  of  John  Bakar,  B.C.L.,  he  fup- 
plicated for  the  degree  of  D.C.L.,  26th  March,  1506;  for  B.  Can.  L.,  24th  January, 
1 506-7,  and  was  admitted  the  fame  year.^  {R^S'  Univ.  of  Oxford^  vol.  i.,  p.  44.) 

' There  was  another  Oxford  man  about  this  time  named  John  Baker.  He  became  D.D.  in 
1 51 3-4,  and  was  inftituted  to  Limington,  being  then  S.T.B.,  2nd  July,  1509,  in  fucceflion  to  Wolfey, 
and  to  Crocomb,  14th  June,  1513,  both  in  Somerfet,  and  thefe  livings  were  filled  up  on  his  death  in 
I 520. 


and  makes 
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Edmund  Audley,  Bifhop  of  Sarum,  previoufly  (1492-1 502)  Bifliop  of  Hereford, 
was  his  firft  patron,  introduced  him  to  the  Diocefe  of  Salifbury,  and  collated  him  to 
the  Redlory  of  St.  Peter’s,  Marlborough,  iith  December,  j 510,  to  the  Redtory 
ofSherfton,  loth  January,  151 1,  and  to  the  Prebend  of  South  Grantham  in  Salifbury 
Cathedral,  5th  April,  1512. 

In  1513  Elton  exchanged  the  Redlory  of  Marlborough  for  the  Wardenfhip  of 
St.  Katherine’s  Hofpital,  Ledbury,  and  vacated  his  Prebend  on  collation  to  that  of 
North  Grantham,  alfo  in  Salifbury  Cathedral,  24th  OAober,  1514.  On  ift  Odlober, 
the  fame  year,  he  quitted  the  Redlory  of  Sherfton  on  inftitution  to  the  Re(5lory  of 
Mildenhall,  Wilts  (as  John  Baker),  on  the  prefentation  of  Walter  Hungerford,  Knt., 
which  he  held  until  his  death. 

On  31ft  March,  1515,  he  was  collated  to  the  Prebend  of  Norton  Epifcopi  in 
Lincoln  Cathedral,  and  here  may  be  feen  the  hand  of  Bifhop  William  Atwater,  who 
from  the  Deanery  of  Sarum  had  been  promoted  to  the  See  of  Lincoln  in  1514.^ 

On  9th  May,  1515,  he  was  collated  to  the  Prebend  of  Withington  Parva  in 
Hereford  Cathedral,  and  on  the  30th  March,  1517,  to  the  Netherhall  portion  of 
the  Re6tory  of  Ledbury.  “ 30  Mart.  1517.  Mr.  Joh’es  Elton  alias  Baker  collatus  ad 
Redloriam  feu  Porcionem  de  Netherhall  in  EccI:  Ledbury,  per  refig:  Mri.  Horneby, 
S.  T.  P.  Penfio  annua  x librar.  folut.  refignanti  jam  feni.”  (^Reg.  Booths  Hereford.) 

The  28th  September  following  he  was  inftituted  to  the  Redlory  of  Welford, 
Berks,  as  John  Elton  alias  Baker,  the  patron  being  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of 
Abingdon. 

On  22nd  Auguft,  1519,  he  was  collated  to  the  Prebend  of  Grimfton  (as  John 
Elton),  vacating  that  of  North  Grantham,  and  became  Canon  Refidentiary  of  Sarum. 
On  24th  September,  1526,  he  was  inftituted  to  the  Vicarage  of  Cricklade,  Wilts 
(as  John  Baker  alias  Elton),  on  the  prefentation  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Sarum, 
and  in  the  Bifhop’s  Regifter  at  this  date  is  added  an  entry:  “ de  unione  Eccl’ae  de 
Myldenhall  cum  Eccl.  Weleford.”  On  i ith  December,  1529,  he  was  made  Recftor 
of  Childrey,  Berks  (as  John  Baker  alias  Elton),  and  in  1534  (as  John  Baker)  Vicar 
of  Yetminfter.  On  13th  Auguft,  1539,  he  was  made  Chancellor  of  Hereford 
Cathedral;  but  a ftatement  in  the  Phillipps  MSS.  that  he  was  collated  to  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Hereford,  13th  Auguft,  1 543,  appears  to  be  incorredt.  He  was  executor 
and  refiduary  legatee  under  Archdeacon  Robert  Audley ’s  will,  proved  28th  June, 
1546  (12  Alen,  P.C.C.).  He  died  between  17th  April,  the  date  of  his  will,  and 
22nd  Auguft,  1547,  when  the  vacant  Prebend  of  Grimfton  was  again  filled,  upon 
the  death  of  “ John  Baker.” 


^ One  “Mafter  John  Elton,  clerk,”  was  inftituted  23rd  November,  1516,  to  the  Reftory  of 
Halton  Holgate,  co.  Line.,  on  the  prefentation  of  William  Willoughby,  Lord  of  Willoughby  and 
Erelby,  but  as  his  fuccelTor,  William  Cooke,  chaplain,  was  inftituted  i8th  March,  1535,  on  the  death 
of  “Dominus  Johannes  Elton,”  he  cannot  be  identified  with  the  Prebendary  of  Norton  Ep’i. 
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In  Mich,  term,  25  Hen.  VIII.  (1533),  a fine  was  levied  between  John  Baker, 
clerk,  Roger  York,  fergeant-at-Iaw,  David  Walker,  William  Edwards,  William 
Marble,  clerks,  Philip  Balkerfyld,  efq.,  Richard  Warnecombe,  efq.,  and  Lewis  Nafhe, 
plaintiffs,  and  Nicholas  Gibfon  and  Alice,  his  wife,  deforciants,  of  the  manor  of  Hafelle, 
with  appurtenances,  and  of  four  meffuages,  300  a.  of  land,  100  a.  of  meadow,  100  a. 
of  pafture,  40  a.  of  wood,  20  a.  of  furze  and  heath,  and  a rent  of  26  Ih.,  in  Ledbury 
and  Fordyn,  by  which  the  faid  deforciants  acknowledge  the  aforefaid  manor,  &c., 
to  be  the  right  of  the  faid  John  Baker,  as  that  which  the  faid  plaintiffs  had  by  the  gift 
of  the  faid  Nicholas  and  Alice,  for  which  they  gave  the  faid  N.  and  A.  ,^40  fterling. 

This  is  the  firft  record,  yet  difcovered,  of  a connection  of  the  Elton  family  with 
the  manor  of  Hazle. 

The  beft  known  aCl  of  his  life  was  the  foundation  of  a Fellowlhip  at  Brafenofe 
College,  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford.  By  deed,  dated  20th  May,  1529,  he  gave 
lands  in  Stanlake  and  Duglington,  Oxfordfhire,  and  in  Kemmerton,  Gloucefterfiiire, 
to  the  Principal  and  Scholars  of  Brafenofe  College  for  the  maintenance  of  one  fcholar 
of  his  kin  from  the  Diocefe  of  Hereford  or  Worcefter,  and  he  directed,  in  default 
of  fuch  a perfon  being  found,  the  faid  fcholar  to  be  a native  of  the  Diocefe  of  Sarum, 
or  in  default  again  to  be  chofen  from  among  the  moft  fitting  perfons  in  the 
Univerfity. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  the  entry  in  the  Compofition  Book  of  Brafenofe 
College,  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  Principal,  by  whofe  permiflion  this  tranfcript  has 
been  made:

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M*"  William  Elton  my  brother  and  Richard  Willifon  to  whom  I giue  and  bequeth  a ftanding 
piece  that  was  M""  Greyes ' to  difpofe  to  the  honor  of  god  and  the  welthe  of  my  foule  according 
to  their  difcretions  and  confcience  whom  and  e{?y  of  them  I do  ordeyn  conftitute  and  make  myn 
Executours  of  this  my  will.  And  further  I do  ordeyn  and  make  M''  John  Ernie  thelder  efquyre 
and  S'"  Luke  [Jic\  to  be  myne  Overfeers  praying  them  to  affifte  and  ayde  myne  Executours  in  all 
matters  concernyng  my  laft  will  and  teftament.  In  wytnes  wherof  I haue  fubfcribed  my  name 
with  my  owne  hande  in  the  prefens  of  thefe  pfons  vnder  wryten  being  wytnes  fp’ially  requyred 
by  me  to  teftefie  the  premiffes  and  effy  pcell  therof.  Subfcriptu  eft  tefta  hoc  p me  Johem  Baker 
ats  Elton  fubfcriptu  manu  propria  By  me  Robt  Burton  curat  of  the  Cath’  churche  of  Sag  by 
me  Robert  Byrde  pfon  of  Chilnike  p me  Rob’tum  Tyderleigh  by  me  John  Coryate  by  me 
Robert  Eyer  by  me  Andrew  Wylde  By  me  Thomas  Elton  mayftres  Mawde  Hanney. 

William  Elton,  the  brother  of  John  and  Edward  Elton  alias  Baker,  was 
buried  at  Ledbury  19th  Auguft,  1558,  and  the  entry  in  the  regiller  runs — 
“ Wyllyam  Elton  gentylma’  whas  buryed  the  xjx  Day  of  Auguft  feftu  fanfti  magni 
Die  veneris,”  He  was  one  of  the  executors  of  his  brother,  John,  and  is  ftated  to 
have  held  lands  of  the  Chantry  of  our  Lady  in  the  church  of  Ledbury  in  the  reign 
of  Edward  VI. 

In  a fubfidy  gathered  from  the  hundred  of  Radloe,  14  Hen.  VIII.,  1522-3, 
the  name  of  William  Elton  appears  firft  in  the  lift  under  “ Villata  de  Ledon  infra 
paroch  de  Ledbury,”  as  aflefled  for  goods  valued  at  xvj^  viij®  {Subfidy  Roll^  Here- 
fordPiire^  P.R.O.). 

In  another  fubfidy  gathered  from  the  fame  hundred,  12th  March,  28  Hen.  VIII., 
1537,  by  Thomas  Bafkervile  and  John  Biryton,  Commiflioners,  under  the  ty thing  of 
Ledonis  Holiwater,  appears  the  name  of  William  Elton,  afTefled  in  goods  at  xxij  li., 
and  paying  xi  s.  [Ibid.^  tty)*  20th  April,  i Edw.  VI.,  1547,  John  Lyngen,  efq., 
and  Rychard  Seborne,  under  Walyngton  Holywater,  return  William  Elton,  gent., 
as  aflefled  in  lands  at  xxiiij  li.,  and  paying  xlviij  s.  {Ibid., 

He  occurs  in  the  Ledbury  regifter  as  godfather  to  Rychart,  fon  of  Mr.  Gabryell 
Blyke,  25th  January,  1557-8. 

A fine  was  levied  in  Eafter  term,  31  Hen.  VIII.  (1539),  between  William  Elton 
and  James  Warnecombe,  plaintiffs,  and  Robert  Strode  and  Margery,  his  wife, 
deforciants,  of  one  meffuage,  100  a.  of  land,  20  a.  of  meadow,  20  a.  of  pafture,  and 
6 a.  of  wood  in  Codyngton  and  Collowall,  by  which  the  faid  deforciants  acknowledge 
that  the  premifes  were  the  right  of  the  aforefaid  James,  and  quit-claimed  the  fame  to 
William  and  James,  and  the  heirs  of  James  for  ever.  William  and  James  paid  the 
deforciants  ,^40.

‘ William  Grey,  Archdeacon  of  Berks,  was  Elton’s  predeceflbr  in  the  Prebend  of  N.  Grantham. 
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ciants,  of  four  burgages,  lo  a.  of  land  and  4 a.  of  meadow  in  Ledbury  Ledbury 
Foreign,  and  the  faid  deforciants  acknowledge  the  premifes  to  be  the  right  of  the 
aforefaid  William,  and  received  ,^40. 

Adminiftration  of  William  Elton’s  perfonal  eftate  was  granted  (P.C.C.)  to 
Margerie,  his  widow,  in  September,  1558,  and  again  on  21ft  Odlober,  1577,  to 
Edward  Thrilkeld,  LL,D.,i  late  hulband  of  Margery  Thrilkeld  alias  Elton,  then 
deceafed.  By  this  it  appears  that  Ihe  had  re-married  after  her  firft  hufband’s  death. 
William  Elton  is  defcribed  as  late,  while  he  lived,  of  Colwall,  Diocefe  of  Here- 
ford, gent. 

The  inquihtion  upon  the  death  of  William  Elton  was  taken  before  the  efchea- 
tor  of  Herefordlhire,  i8th  January,  i Eliz,,  1558-9,  whereby  it  appeared  that  he 
held  in  dominico  Juo  ut  de  feodo  the  manor  of  Hafill,  with  its  appurtenances,  a tene- 
ment called  Halhoufe  in  the  parifh  of  Ledbury,  and  two  mefluages,  100  a.  of  land, 
20  a.  of  meadow,  40  a.  of  pafture,  in  Hafill,  Halehoufe  and  in  the  parifh  of  Led- 
bury, and  three  parcels  of  meadow  called  Longmedowe,  Pefebridgefield  and  Chap- 
nerfhorne  in  the  faid  parifh.  By  a quadripartite  indenture  of  30th  March,  2 and  3 
Philip  and  Mary,  1556,  William  Elton  had  granted  the  aforefaid  manor,  lands  and 
tenements  to  Richard  Seaborne,  Thomas  Clynton,  Richard  Willyfon  and  William 
Leighton,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  William  Elton  for  life,  and  upon  his 
death  to  the  ufe  of  Anthony  Elton,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  with  remainder 
to  the  faid  William’s  other  fons,  Roland,  Edward  and  Peter,  in  tail  male,  with  further 
remainder  to  the  ufe  of  his  daughters,  Anne,  wife  of  Richard  Willyfon,  aforefaid, 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  the  faid  Richard  Seaborne,  Anne  and  Sibilla  Elton  and  their  heirs. 
William  Elton  died  at  Collwall,  and  Anthony  Elton,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  gift,  is 
feifed  of  the  premifes  in  dominico  Juo  ut  de  feodo  taliato. 

The  manor  of  Hafill  is  worth  per  annum,  beyond  reprifes,  and  is  held  of 
the  Queen,  as  of  the  manor  of  Ledbury,  by  knight  fervice,  and  the  faid  manor  of 
Ledbury  is  parcel  of  the  temporalities  of  the  Bi/hop  of  Hereford,  which  had  come 
into  the  Queen’s  hands  upon  the  vacancy  of  the  See.  William  Elton  holds  no  other 
manors,  lands  or  tenements  in  the  faid  county.  Anthony  is  his  fon  and  next  heir, 
and  was  of  the  age  of  14  years  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Andrew  laft  paft.  William  Elton 
died  on  22nd  Auguft  laft. 


' Edward  Threlkeld  was  born  at  Burgh  by  Sands,  Cumberland,  circa  1526;  educated  at  Eton 
College;  admitted  fcholar  of  King’s  College,  Cambridge,  nth  Auguft,  1544;  Fellow,  12th  Auguft, 
1547;  B.A.,  1548;  M.A.,  1552;  LL.D.,  1562;  Archdeacon  of  Carlifle,  nth  March,  1 567-8 ; R.  of 
Greyftock,  Cumb.,  157 1;  Preb.  of  Cublington,  Heref.  Cath.,  6th  Dec.,  1 571,  and  Canon  Refidentiary; 
Chancellor  of  Dioc.  of  Heref.,  6th  Sept.,  1575;  V.  of  Tenbury.  About  1583  Abp.  Whitgift  com- 
miffioned  him  to  exercife  Epifcopal  jurifdiftion  in  Dioc.  of  Heref.,  John  Scory,  the  Bilhop,  being 
then,  it  feems,  fuperannuated  {Fajli  Cantab.,  vol.  i.,  pp.  43  and  $44).  His  will,  22nd  June,  1588, 
with  codicil  30th  Auguft,  was  proved  i6th  November  the  fame  year  (9  Leicefter,  P.C.C.). 
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As  the  fettlement  of  1556  was  poft-nuptial,  it  is  probable  that  William  Elton 
was  not  in  pofleffion  of  the  Hazle  eftate  at  the  time  of  his  marriage. 

William  Elton  twice  married, Margery,  daughter  of  John  Carew,  by  whom 
he  had  iflue  two  daughters : 

I.  Anne  Elton,  buried  at  Madley,  Herefordlhire,  22nd  June,  1591,  having 
been  the  wife  of  Richard  Willifon  or  Willafon  of  Sugwas  in  Eaton  Bilhop,  lelTee 
of  the  Upper  Hall  in  Ledbury,  and  another  of  the  executors  of  Canon  Elton’s  will. 
He  died  23rd  February,  and  was  buried  the  ift  of  March,  1574,  at  Madley.  The 
following  is  an  abftraft  of  his  will. 

Richard  Willifon  of  Sugwas,  co.  Hereford.  25  January,  17  Eliz.,  1574-5.  To 
be  buried  in  the  parilh  church  of  Madley,  “ defiering  myn  executors  to  make  there 
fome  convenyent  memoriall  for  me.”  “ Firft,  I doo  geve  my  land  at  Haglowe  in 
Gloucefterfliire  to  Gonwell  and  Caius  Colledge  in  Cambridge  ^ to  eredt  for  ever  twoo 
fcholerfhippes  as  Mafter  Cowper  doth  knowe  my  minde  therin.”  yearly  to  the 
poor  of  Ledburie.  To  Hughe  Mafon,  fon  of  Harry  Mafon,  the  houfe  in  Rofs  which 
I had  as  the  gift  of  his  grandfather.  To  George  Kempe,  after  my  wife’s  deceafe  and 
my  fon  Denton’s,  my  leafe  of  Hampton  Park.  To  Robert  Kempe  20.  To  Alice, 
his  wife’s  After,  {^10.  My  coufin,  John  Skipp.  4ofh.  yearly  to  be  paid  out  of  my  lands 
at  Madley,  whereof  lofti.  to  be  beftowed  in  reparation  of  bells  and  ropes,  and  jolh. 
in  ale  and  cakes  one  day  in  the  year.  “To  my  Cofen  Anne  Seborne  the  cheine  of 
gold  which  my  wiffe  hath.”  “ All  the  refidew  of  my  landes  I geve  and  bequeth  to 
Ambrofe  Willifon  alias  Elton,  my  fonne,  and  to  my  cofen,  Edmonde  Skippe,®  and 
to  theire  heires  for  ever,  to  be  equally  devided  betwixt  them,”  after  my  wife’s  death 
or  marriage.  Anne,  my  wife,  Mafter  Edward  Cowper,®  Archedeacon  of  Hereford, 
and  Alexander  Denton  of  Hillefdon,  efquier,  executors.  A ring  of  qofh.  to  my 
After  Seborne,  and  the  like  to  my  After,  Alice  Elton.  Proved  by  the  executors,  14th 
May,  1575  (20  Pyckering,  P.C.C.). 

Anne  Willifon  of  Sugwas,  widow,  in  her  will  dated  23rd  February,  33  Eliz., 
1 590-1,  and  proved  9th  September,  1591  (66  Sainberbe,  P.C.C.),  diredts  her  burial 
in  the  chancel  at  Madley  “ in  or  neere  the  tumbe  which  I lately  cawfed  to  be  eredled 
there  for  my  late  hulbande,  Richard  Willifon,  Efquire,  deceafed,  and  for  myfelf.” 
To  the  poor  of  Eaton,  Madley,  Stretton,  and  Braynton,  30  bulhels  of  rye,  and  to

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the  poor  of  Ledbury  20  bufhels.  ^^20  in  money  to  be  dealt  by  my  executors  at  my 
burial.  “ Item,  I give  to  my  adoptive  or  reputed  fonne,  Ambrofe  Willifon  alias 
Elton,  tenne  poundes.”  “ Item  I give  my  cozen,  Jane  Elton,  tenne  poundes  to  be 
paid  her  at  the  daie  of  her  marriage.”  “And  whereas  my  late  fonne-in-lawe,  Alexander 
Denton  of  Hillefdon  in  the  Countie  of  Bucks,  Efquire,  now  deceafed,  and  his  heires 
ftand  bounde  to  m.e,  the  faid  Anne  Willifon,  in  twoe  hundred  poundes  for  the  pay- 
ment of  one  hundred  poundes  . . . now  I give  and  bequeath  the  faid  hundred  poundes 
. . . to  my  welbeloved  kinfman  and  fervaunte,  Thomas  Brugge.”  To  him  all  over- 
plus. Mr.  Edward  Cowper,  clerke,  and  faid  Thos.  Brugge,  executors.  To  my  cozen, 
Edmund  Skipp  £,10.  To  Mr.  Edward  Cowper,  clerk,  my  filver  Salt.  In  a codicil, 
5th  June,  1591,  are  further  legacies  to  the  poor,  and  “I  bequeath  foure  poundes 
towards  the  repareing  of  the  Conduite  in  the  faid  burrough  [Ledbury]  and  alfo 
fortie  {hillings  towardes  the  buildinge  of  a markett  houfe  there.  Item  I will  that 
Ambrofe  Willifon  alias  Elton  fhall  have  tenne  poundes  more  than  is  alreadie  in  my 
forefaid  laft  will  and  teftament  bequeathed  to  him.”  Mention  is  alfo  made  of  my  lifter, 
Mris  Elizabeth  Seaborne,  my  cozen,  Miftris  Marie  Monington,  and  my  fifter-in-law, 
Mrs.  Alice  Elton,  widowe.  Mr.  Walter  Winter  of  the  Inner  Temple,  efquire,  and  my 
cozen,  Richard  Holkins,  gent.,  overfeers.  “ And  for  that  I was  troubled  with  in- 
firmities, I have  cawfed  the  faid  Ambrofe  Willifon  alias  Elton  to  fubfcribe  my  name.” 

Richard  Willifon  ^ had  iffue  by  this  marriage  an  only  daughter  and  heirefs, 
Anne,  who  was  married  to  Alexander  Denton  of  Hillefdon,  Bucks,  and  died  29th 
Odlober,  1566,  aged  18,  having  had  a daughter  who  died  in  infancy,  called  Joanna 
in  the  Vifitations.  In  the  Ledbury  regifter  Anne  Denton,  gentylwoman,  appears  as 
godmother  to  Rychard  Farmore,  23rd  July,  to  Rychard  Webfter,  24th  September, 
1564,  and  to  Rychard  Ofborne,  13th  Ocftober,  1 565. 

Recumbent  figures  of  Richard  and  Anne  Willifon  are  preferved  in  Madley 
Church,  and  others  of  Alexander  and  Anne  Denton,  with  an  infant  by  the  fide  of 
the  latter,  bearing  the  word  Joane  or  Anne^  painted  on  her  cap,  in  the  fouth 
tranfept  of  Hereford  Cathedral.  The  latter  monument  has  this  infcription: 

“ideate  Ipetlje  aicranhcc  3Denton  oflj^llcftion  I'n  f Countc  of  Bucbpnffljin  and 
^nne  topffe,  dotogljtec  and  Ijcgue  of  Ei'cliard  Vopllpfon  of  &u0;g;ctoa0  I'n  f Coiinte 
of  Ijcrefocd:  to’  ^nnc  deccaffed  f wiT**  of  ottobec  aim"  2Do  [1566  the  tlje 
peace  of  Ijec  ^ge,  ttje  of]  age.” 

Alexander  Denton  was  not,  however,  buried  here,  but  at  Hillefdon,  as  directed 
in  his  will  dated  2nd  January,  1576,  and  proved  27th  June,  1578,  by  Margaret

1.  Elizabeth  Elton,  married  to  Richard  Seaborne  of  Sutton,  Herefordfliire, 
and  buried  at  Pentrldge,  6th  May,  1605.  The  will  of  Richard  Seborne  of  Sutton, 
dated  i8th  May,  1584,  was  proved  7th  July,  the  fame  year  (15  Watfon,  P.C.C.). 
He  delired  to  be  buried  at  Sutton  St.  Michael,  and  mentions  his  fon  John,  and  his 
daughters  and  their  hufbands,  Anne,  wife  of  Thomas  Monyngton,  Elizabeth,  wife 
of  Francis  Berington,  and  Alice,  wife  of  William  Lockarde. 

William  Elton  married,  Jecondly^  Margery,  daughter  of 
William  Leighton,  of  Plalh,  in  Cardington,  Shroplhire,  by  Dorothy 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Lacon,  Knt.,  a lady  defcended 
from  the  royal  blood.  It  may  be  noted  that  Dorothy  Lacon  was 
afterwards  married  to  Sir  Richard  Walwyn,  of  Hellens,  Knt., 
from  whom  defcends  the  Shepheard  family,  of  which  an  account 
is  given  in  the  eleventh  chapter  of  this  book.

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Margery  Elton  furvived  her  hufband,  and  was  fubfequently  married  to  Edward 
Threlkeld,  LL.D.  The  Ledbury  regifter  records  her  burial  on  12th  Odlober, 
1577,  as  “Margery  Threlkeld,  gent.,  wyfe  of  mr  Dodler  Threlkeld,  Chauncelor 
of  hereP.” 

The  iflue  of  William  Elton  by  his  marriage  with  Margery  Leighton  were: 

Anthony  Elton,  eldeft  fon,  who  will  be  mentioned  prefently. 

Roland  Elton,  buried  at  Ledbury,  3rd  June,  i576,/./>. 

Edward  Elton,  buried  17th  March,  1 566-7,  as  “ye  Sonne  of  Wyllyam  elton 
gentylman.” 

Peter  Elton,^  buried  23rd  April,  1594,  “ St.  George’s  Day,”  the  hufband  of 
Ann  Norris,  whofe  defendants  are  recorded  later  in  this  chapter. 

Anne  Elton,  married  to  Thomas  Wyllys,  29th  September,  1572,  who  is 
termed  “ my  brother-in-law  ” by  Peter  Elton  in  his  will. 

The  will  of  this  Thomas  Willis,  “ of  Lyons  Inn,  Middlefex,  gent.,”  dated  21ft 
May,  was  proved  25th  May,  1601,  by  Thomas  Elton,  executor  (32  Woodhall, 
P.C.C.),  To  be  buried  in  St.  Clement  Danes.  His  daughter,  Margaret,  was  married 
to  Richard  Wattes. 

Sybil  Elton,  probably  the  “ Sibill  Elton  gent.,”  married  to  Anthony  Nafhe, 
17th  July,  1578. 

Anthony  Elton,  the  eldeft  fon,  born  on  St.  Andrew’s  Day,  1 544,  fucceeded 
his  father  in  the  poflefTion  of  the  manor  of  Hazle.  He  was  a recufant,  but  con- 
formed fhortly  before  his  death.  William  Rudhale,  the  Sheriff,  with  Mr.  John 
Garnons,  who  had  been  appointed  to  admonifh  recufants  in  Hereford  (hire,  informed 
the  Council,  4th  June,  1586,  that  they  had  reported,  “ not  only  unto  the  recufants 
in  the  fchedule  there  inclofed,  her  Majesty’s  mercy  towards  them  (whereof  Anthony 
Elton  and  Richard  Brydges,  gentlemen,  and  John  Gage,  efq.,  in  open  feflions

reconciled  themfelves  according  to  the  ftatute  in  that  behalf  provided),  but  alfoe  to 
ferten  others.”  (Duncumb’s  Hift.  of  Herefordjhire^  vol.  iii.,  p.  i6i.  See  alfo  .S’.  P. 
Dom.^  vol.  189,  May  2nd,  1586.) 

Anthony  Elton  died  at  Ledbury,  13th  September,  39  Eliz.,  1587  {Inq.  p.m.), 
and  the  entry  of  his  burial  in  the  regifter  runs : “ Anthony  Elton,  gent.,  of  the 
hafyll,  buried  xiijth  September.  Beinge  holyrode  yeve,  die  iScurij.”  Adminiftration 
of  his  perfonal  eftate  was  granted,  P.C.C.,  28th  September,  1587,  to  William  Ken- 
derdale  of  Ledbury,  his  next  of  kin  \Jic\y  and  a further  adminiftration  2nd  June, 
1604,  to  Fulk  Hawkins,  a creditor. 

The  inquifition  on  his  death  was  held  at  Hereford,  4th  06lober,  29  Eliz., 
1587,  before  Paul  Delahaye,  efq.,  the  efcheator,  when  it  appeared  that  he  was 
feifed  in  demefne  as  of  fee  of  the  manor  of  Haftiill,  a tenement  called  Hallhoufe 
in  the  parilh  of  Ledbury,  and  of  two  melTuages,  200  a.  of  land,  40  a.  of  meadow, 
and  40  a.  of  pafture,  with  appurtenances,  in  Haftiill,  Halehoufe,  and  of  three 
parcels  of  meadow  in  Longemedowe  and  Pefebrydge  Fylde,  called  Champiners 
Hern,  in  the  faid  parilh.  On  14th  February,  ii  Eliz.,  1569,  the  faid  Anthony 
Elton  had  infeoffed  James  Scudamore  of  Tretyre  in  the  faid  county,  gent.,  and 
David  ap  Howell,  and  William  de  Garwey  in  the  faid  county,  yeoman,  in  the 
manor  of  Haftiill  and  lands  and  hereditaments  in  Haftiill,  Ledbury,  Longmedowe, 
Brodemedowe,  Peafebridge  Fyld  and  Lane,  in  the  parilh  of  Ledbury,  to  the  ufe  of 
himfelf,  and  his  wife,  Alice,  and  their  heirs  [of  their  bodies]  and  in  default  of  fuch 
iffue  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  faid  Anthony  for  ever.  Anthony  Elton  died  at  Led- 
bury, 13th  September,  29  Eliz.,  1587.  Alice  furvives  him  at  Ledbury,  William 
Elton,  gent.,  is  his  fon  and  heir,  and  was  of  the  age  of  17  on  the  feaft 
of  St.  Michael  laft  paft.  The  faid  manor,  and  other  premifes  are 
held  of  the  Queen  as  of  her  manor  of  Ledbury,  by  knight  fervice, 
by  the  fourth  part  of  a knight’s  fee,  and  are  worth,  beyond  reprifes, 

£Z.  Anthony  Elton  has  no  other  manors  or  hereditaments  in  the 
faid  county. 

Anthony  Elton  married,  circa  1569,  Alice,  daughter  of  John 
Scudamore  of  Kentchurch,  and  had  iflue  a numerous  family.^  scudamore. 

I.  William  Elton,  the  eldeft  fon,  who  died  without  iftue,  was  born  on 
Michaelmas  Day,  1570,  and  was  buried  26th  April,  1593,  as  fon  of  Anthony 
Elton,  gentleman.  An  inquifition  was  taken  at  Hereford,  27th  Odlober,  35  Eliza- 
beth, before  Robert  WoodrofF,  gent.,  efcheator,  by  which  it  was  found  that  William 
Elton,  late  of  Ledbury,  gent.,  deceafed,  on  the  day  on  which  he  died  was  feifed  in

and  three  parcels  of  meadow  lying  in  Longmeadow,  Chabnorfhorne,  and  Pefebridge- 
field,  in  the  parilh  of  Ledbury.  That  he  died  25th  April,  35  Elizabeth,  at  Led- 
bury, and  that  Ambrofe  Elton,  gent.,  is  brother  and  next  heir  of  William  Elton, 
and  is  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  on  the  firft  day  of  March,  before  the  taking 
of  this  inquifition,  and  before  the  death  of  the  faid  William.  That  Alice  Elton, 
widow,  mother  of  the  faid  William  Elton,  and  late  wife  of  Anthony  Elton,  gent., 
father  of  the  faid  William  Elton,  is  now  furviving  at  Ledbury,  and  has  dower  of 
the  third  part  of  the  premifes.  That  the  manor  of  Hafill  is  held  of  the  Queen  as 
of  her  manor  of  Ledbury,  by  knight  fervice,  by  the  fourth  part  of  a knight’s  fee, 
and  is  worth  per  annum,  beyond  reprifes,  eight  pounds. 

The  fecond  fon  of  Anthony  Elton  was — 

II.  Ambrose  Elton,  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  inquifition,  of  whom  an  account 
will  prefently  be  given ; and  next  to  him  came — 

III.  Thomas  Elton,  a dodlor  of  medicine,  baptifed  at  Ledbury,  19th  April, 
1573,  Thomas  Clynton  efquyre  and  Thomas  Wyllton  being  his  godfathers,  and 
Martha  . . . godmother;  matriculated  at  Oxford,  14th  November,  1589,  aged 
15  years,  from  Brafenofe  College,  as  generofi  filius;  and  Fellow  on  the  Elton 
Foundation,  6th  July,  1594;  admitted  B.A.,  6th  February,  1593-4;  determined, 
1593-4;  licenfed  M.A.,  23rd  February,  1596-7,  and  incepted,  1597.  He  fettled 
in  Briftol,  where  he  was  pra<5lifing  medicine  until  within  a fhort  time  of  his  deceafe.^ 
He  married  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Afton,  Knt.,  of  Tixall,  Staffordfiiire,  and 
was  buried  nth  Auguft,  1618,  in  the  Abbey  Church  of  Bath.  His  will  was 
proved  9th  December,  1618,  by  Jane  his  relidt.  (125  Meade,  P.C.C.) 

Thomas  Elton  of  the  City  of  Bathe,  Somerfet,  Do6lor  of  Phifick,  the  laft  day 
of  July,  1618.  To  be  buried  near  my  children  where  they  now  lye  in  the  abbye 
Church  of  Bathe.  I bequeath  after  the  deceafe  of  my  wife  all  thofe  moneys  now 
remayninge  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Walter  Alhton  unto  my  children  equally.  My  wife 
whole  executrix.  Sir  Walter  Afiiton,  my  Ladie  Culpepper,  Sir  George  Ivie,  my 
brother  Ambrofe  Elton,  and  my  brother  Thomas  Afhton  to  be  overfeers  of  this  my 
will.  Signed  and  fealed,  Thomas  Elton;  in  the  prefence  of  Edward  Stirridge, 
Margaret  Edwards  her  marke. 

^ In  conneftion  with  the  refidence  of  Dr.  Elton  at  Briftol,  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  regifters 
of  St.  Philip  and  St.  Jacob’s,  where  two  of  his  children  were  baptifed,  contain  many  other  Elton  entries, 
about  the  middle  and  fubfequent  portion  of  the  feventeenth  century,  which  relate  to  the  anceftors  of 
Sir  Edmund  H.  Elton,  Bart.,  of  Clevedon  Court,  Somerfet.  This  faft  plainly  fuggefts  a line  of  defcent 
from  the  Doftor’s  branch,  which  for  this  and  other  reafons  is  claimed  by  the  family  of  the  Baronet. 
The  regifters  of  Briftol  are,  however,  in  feveral  cafes  defective  during  the  Commonwealth  period,  and 
the  connefting  link,  fo  the  writer  is  informed,  has  not  yet  been  recovered.  Guillim  (6th  edit.,  1724, 
p.  215,  fecond  index)  and  other  contemporary  authorities  give  the  arms  of  Sir  Abraham  Elton,  the 
firft  Baronet,  created  in  1717,  as  Paly  of  fix,  gules  and  or,  on  a bend  fable  three  mullets  of  the  fecond. 
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“ For  the  better  explanation  of  the  guifte  and  bequeft  of  the  fome  of  eight 
hundred  and  fiftie  poundes,  covenanted  by  me  fhould  be  preferved  and  difpofed 
amongft  my  children,  after  the  deceafe  of  Jane  my  wife  as  appeth  by  an  annuety 
granted  by  Sir  Walter  Afhton  to  us  both  during  our  lives,  I therefore  fay  and  do  give 
unto  Walter  Elton  my  fonne,  after  the  deceafe  of  Jane  my  wife,  the  fome  of  one 
hundred  and  fiftie  pounds.  Unto  my  fonne  Richard  one  hundred  pounds.  To  my 
daughter  Jane  Elton  one  hundred  pounds.  To  my  daughter  Anne  Elton  one  hundred 
pounds.  To  my  daughter  Bridget  Elton  one  hundred  pounds.  To  my  daughter 
Marie  Elton  one  hundred  pounds.  To  my  daughter  Magdalene  Elton  one  hundred 
pounds.  And  to  the  child  now  remayninge  in  the  womb  of  the  faid  Jane  nowe 
my  wife  the  fome  of  one  hundred  pounds  alfo,  if  it  live;  if  not,  that  hundred  pound 
to  be  divided  amongft  the  reft  equally.  Item  I give  and  bequeath  unto  the  poore 
of  the  p’ifh  twentie  ftiillings.” 

The  will  of  Jane  Elton,  his  relift,  then  of  Pontefbury,  Salop,  dated  14th  February, 
1647,  was  proved  14th  May,  1650,  by  Jane  Leach,  her  daughter  and  executrix  (66 
Pembroke,  P.C.C.).  She  fpeaks  of  “ my  fix  children.” 

“Whereas  I have  a bond  or  fpecialty  of  ^^loco  from  Walter,  Lord  Afton, 
bearinge  date  vicefimo  Jexto  die  Marti]  Anno  Dni  1640,  for  the  payment  of  ,^624, 
the  27th  day  of  September  the  next  following.  , . . Now  foe  it  is  that  for  almoft 
fix  yeares  I have  not  received  any  proffitt  or  ufe  from  the  forefaid  money,  foe  that 
I have  been  put  to  extraordinarie  Ihifts  to  my  great  greife,  and  am  ingaged  in 
feveral  bonds  for  monyes  taken  up  to  fupply  my  neceffities.” 

On  the  death  of  Jane  Leach  adminiftration  de  bonis  non  was  committed  3rd  De- 
cember, 1650,  to  the  latter’s  daughter,  Elizabeth. 

Thomas  Elton,  M.D.,  had  iflue  by  Jane,  nee  Afton,  his  wife,  eleven  children: 

i.  Walter  Elton,^  eldeft  fon,  living  in  1636. 

ii.  Jane  Elton.  She  was  married  to  . . . Leach,  and  in  her  nuncupative  will, 
dated  27th  July,  1650,  as  of  St.  Giles  in  the  Fields,  Middx,  and  adminiftered  6th 
Auguft  following  by  her  youngeft  daughter  and  refiduary  legatee,  Elizabeth  Leach, 
fhe  mentions  her  three  daughters,  Abigail  Leach,  Mrs.  Judith  Hamond  and  the  faid 
Elizabeth,  and  bequeaths  rings  of  10  fti.  each  to  Mrs.  Mary  Pipwith  and  Mrs. 
Margarett  Selbie.  (135  Pembroke,  P.C.C.). 

iii.  Anne  Elton,  iv.  Bridget  Elton,  unmarried  in  1636. 

V.  Mary  Elton,  baptifed  at  St.  Philip  and  St.  Jacob’s,  Briftol,* *  24th  February, 


* It  is  mentioned  that  Richard  and  Walter  Elton,  and  others,  owed  money  to  Richard  Green, 
delinquent,  fon  and  executor  of  Simon  Green,  late  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  17th  September, 
1644  {Com.  for  Advance  of  Money,  vol.  A.,  21,  p.  (or  no.)  36).

My  brother,  Walter  Elton,  executor,  and  the  faid 
Mr  Thomas  Afton,  overfeer.  Proved  23rd  January,  1636,  by  Walter  Elton. 
(9  Goare,  P.C.C.) 

vi.  Richard  Elton,  fon  of  Thomas  Elton,  gent,,  Dodlor  of  Phyfic,  baptifed 
at  St.  Philip  and  St.  Jacob’s,  Briftol,  29th  April,  1610. 

He  was  Major  or  Lieut.-Colonel  in  the  army  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
Deputy  Governor,  and  in  1656  Lieut.-Colonel  and  Governor  General  of  Hull, 
and  his  name  frequently  occurs  in  the  State  Papers  of  that  period. 

He  was  author  of  “ THE  COMPLEAT  BODY  of  The  Art  MILITARY: 
Exadtly  compiled,  and  gradually  compofed  for  the  Foot,  in  the  beft  refined  manner, 
according  to  the  pradlife  of  the  Modern  T'imes.

A fecond  edition  was  iffued  in  1659.  To  the  title  are  added  the  words,  “ The 
fecond  Edition  with  new  Additions,  By  RICHARD  ELTON,  Lievtenant  Collonel 
. . . LONDON.  Printed  by  R.  and  W.  Leybourn,  in  Monkjwel-Street , in  Lambes 
Chappel  neer  Criplegate,  1659.”  Between  the  body  of  the  work  and  the  Contents 
four  pages  are  added,  compriling  “ The  poftures  of  the  Mulket  to  be  performed 
without  the  Reft,”  etc.,  and  “An  Advertifement  to  the  Souldiery  of  the  Nation.” 
There  is  alfb  inferted  a “ Copie  of  a Letter  written  by  the  Honourable,  the  Militia 
of  the  City  of  London,  to  Sir  Nathaniel  Brent  f Guild-Hall,  London,  Aprill  1 1,  1649, 
commending  the  book. 

Among  the  complimentary  verfes  are  the  following :

Richard  Elton  was  an  officer  in  the  Militia  of  the  City  of  London,  and  in  the 
epiftle  dedicatory,  addreffed  to  Thomas,  Lord  Fairfax,  Captain  General  of  all  Mili- 
tary Forces  for  the  Parliament  of  England,  he  fays,  “ In  all  whofe  Honorable  and 
fuccefsful  Vndertakings  I had  an  aime  at  no  greater  happineffe,  then  to  have  been 
the  leaft  Part  in  fo  noble  an  Imployment  under  your  Excellency  . . . had  not  the 
military  affairs  of  this  Honorable  Metropolis  unavoidably  engaged  and  oblieged  me 
to  attend  the  Service  of  their  own  MilitiaJ  and  fpeaks  of  his  book  as  having 
“ broken  from  the  wombe  of  my  feven  years  endevours.”  “Aprill  13,  1649.  Im- 
primatur, Sir  Nathanael  Brent.” 

A third  edition  was  put  forth  nine  years  later.  “ LONDON,  Printed  for 
W,  L.  and  are  to  be  fold  by  Henry  Brome  at  the  Star  in  Little  Britain,  and  Thomas 
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Bajfet  under  St.  Dunjlans  Church  in  Fleet-Jlreet^  1668.”  To  Elton’s  work  is  added 
a fupplement  “ formerly  written  by  Capt.  Fho.  Rudd,  chief  Engineer  to  K.  Charls 
the  Firft,”  but  Elton’s  portrait  and  complimentary  verfes  are  omitted.  The  frontif- 
piece  difplays  the  arms  of  the  Hon.  Artillery  Company,  to  whom  this  edition  is 
dedicated.  Title  and  Dedication,  two  leaves,  -j-  pp.  192  with  pp.  [4]  of  Poftures 
. . . and  Advertifement  . . . The  pagination  is  then  refumed  at  p,  193,  and  con- 
tinues to  p.  255,  followed  by  pp.  [3]  “The  Contents  of  the  Chapters.”  W.  L., 
the  Publifher,  in  his  addrefs  to  the  Reader  at  p.  195,  ftates  that  he  has  now 
opportunity  of  reprinting  the  preceding  Treatije  of  Military  Difcipline,  written  by 
Lieutenant -Colonel  Richard  Elton,”  but  adds  no  biographical  details. 

Several  letters  of  Richard  Elton’s  are  among  the  State  Papers.  The  following 
is  quoted  from  Add,  MS.  21422,  p.  470,  in  the  Britifh  Mufeum. 

Honnored  Ser, 

I followed  your  advice,  I humblye  thanke  you,  whiche  obteyned  all  the  paye  in  Mr 
Dracke’s  hands  that  was  due  to  me;  I underftand  he  has  fent  a letter  by  Captaine  Northen  ' 
unto  the  Comity  of  the  armye  to  direft  him  for  the  filter  how  he  fhall  paye  me  the  Deputye 
Governor’s  paye,  acording  to  the  iftablifhment,  wherein  he  difcovers  a greate  deale  of  weeknes, 
for  none  that  ever  was  before  me  had  ever  that  trew  title  or  right  unto  the  place  of  Deputy 
Governor  of  Hull  as  my  felfe,  and  better  agreing  to  the  iftablifhment,  being  invefted  therein  by 
his  highnes  the  Lord  protedlor  by  fpeciall  comifion  and  conftant  mufter  from  the  going  of  Coll’ 
Sammon  unto  this  preflent,  befieds  feverall  letters  and  orders  from  my  lorde  Lambert  with 
diredtions  to  my  felfe,  of  greate  caere  of  that  trufte,  which  his  highnes  had  coinited  unto  me,  of 
this  place,  which  I hope  will  admit  no  difpuet  of  diredlions  for  futer  paye,  to  be  diredled  unto 
him  whome  at  plefluer  I have  power  from  his  highnes,  if  juft  ocafion  offers,  that  he  ftopes  my 
paye,  to  call  him  to  acounte,  and  make  him  paye  me;  for  the  experrience  of  your  fivell  refpeft 
and  confidenfe  of  your  favor  to  all  fervants  belonging  to  my  lord  Lambert,  and  more  perticuler 
(though  undeferved)  unto  myfelfe,  invites  this  boldns  when  opportunitie  falls  amongft  you  in  the 
cofhitye  to  difcours  herof,  to  doe  me  all  lawfull  right,  that  in  your  wifdome  you  fhall  thinke 
fitt,  wherin  you  will  perpetually  engaege

From  this  letter  it  appears  that  Elton  fucceeded  Lt.-Col.  Edward  Salmon  in  the 
poft  of  Deputy-Governor  at  Hull.  He  is  laft  heard  of  on  20th  September,  1659, 
when  he  writes  from  Derby  to  Col.  John  Clerke  that  he  had  received  orders  from 


* Capt.  Northen  may  be  a coufin  of  the  writer’s,  whofe  aunt,  Joyce  Elton,  married  Anthony 
Northen  of  Ledbury,  and  had  a fon,  John  (fee  p.  30).  Capt.  Northen  was  employed  at  Hull,  but  is 
called  Northend  {S.P.D.  Interregnum,  vol.  90  (12),  November  2nd,  1654). 
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Lord  Lambert  the  previous  month  to  draw  ofF  from  Hull  Major  Waterhoufe,  and 
Capt.  Overton’s  Company,  for  the  fervice  of  Chelhire,  the  firft  of  them  being  given 
by  Parliament  to  Lt.-Col.  John  Wade,  and  the  latter  to  himfelf — and  mentions  the 
two  companies  under  his  charge  at  Derby.  (S.P.D.  Interregnum,  vol.  204  (36)). 

Lieut.-Col.  Elton  had  a fon  Richard, ^ who  is  mentioned  as  an  Enfign  in  the  fervice 
of  the  Commonwealth.  An  order  occurs,  direded  by  the  Admiralty  Committee  to  the 
Navy  Commiflioners,  to  make  out  a bill  to  Enfign  Richard  Elton  for  ,^5  19J.  od., 
for  William  Blaydes  at  Hull,  dilburfed  by  him  for  necefiaries  for  the  AJfurance, 
29th  June,  1659.  (S.P.T>.  Interregnum,  vo\.  191  (10).) 

He  may  have  migrated  fubfequently  to  Ireland,  for  a licence  for  the  marriage 
of  a Richard  Elton  with  Clara  Crone  was  ilTued  in  the  Diocefe  of  Dublin,  1667.^ 
(^Appx.  to  16th  Report  of  Dep.  Keeper  of  Public  Records,  Ireland,  1895,  p.  278.) 

vii.  Simon  Elton,  baptifed  at  St.  Auguftine’s  the  Lefs,  Briftol,  as  “ fonne  of 
Thomas  Elton  Dodor  of  Phyfic  and  Jane  Elton  his  wife,”  ift  January,  161 1.  He 
was  buried  there,  6th  July,  1615. 

viii.  Margarett  Elton,  baptifed  at  St.  Auguftine’s,  as  daughter  of  “ Mr 
Thomas  Elton  Dodor  of  Phyfick  and  Jane  his  wife,”  29th  December,  1612.  She 
was  buried  there,  30th  Odober,  1614. 

ix.  John  Elton,  baptifed  at  St.  Auguftine’s,  as  fon  of  “ Mr.  Thomas  Elton, 
Dodor  of  Phyfick,  and  Jane  his  wife  ”,  i8th  April,  1614.  He  was  buried  at  Bath 
Abbey,  as  fon  of  “ Mr  Dodor  Elton  and  Jane  his  wife,”  22nd  December,  1616. 

X.  Magdalen  Elton,  baptifed  at  St.  Auguftine’s,  as  daughter  of  “ Mr  Thomas 
Elton,  Dodor  of  Phyfick  and  Jane  his  wife,”  6th  November,  1615.  Living  in 
1636,  unmarried.

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Powell.  In  the  Stoke  Edith  regifter  is  the  entry,  in  1 594,  “ The  4:  dale  of  Septemb^ 
Hughe  Scriuener^  Gent:  married  Margerie  Elton,  one  of  the  daughters  of  M*' 
Antonie  Elton  of  the  parilh  of  Ledburie.”  Their  children,  baptifed  at  Ledbury, 
were  Mary,  9th  September,  1597;  Anthony,  8th  November,  1598;  Francis,  loth 
May,  1601;  Ambrofe,  a8th  November,  1602;  Margaret,  19th  January,  1603-4; 
Edward,  27th  March,  1605;  and  Jane,  14th  Odtober,  1607.  Hugh  Scrivener, 
who  was  a Dodlor  of  Medicine,  fubfequently  removed  to  Sherborne  in  Dorfetlhire, 
where  the  greater  portion  of  his  family  died  during  an  epidemic.®  Their  burials 
at  Sherborne  were : Phillips  (daughter),  i9thOdlober,  1610;  Margarety,  i ith  June;

Hugh  Scrivener  is  termed  medicus  in 
rhe  Sherborne  regifter.  The  children,  Phillips  and  William,  may  have  been  born 
in  the  interval  between  his  departure  from  Ledbury  and  his  arrival  at  Sherborne. 
At  Ledbury,  Mrs.  Lettice  Scrivener,  widow,  was  buried  22nd  December,  1647. 

VI.  Edward  Elton,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  26th  February,  1576-7.  He  may 
be  the  fame  perfon  as  Edward  Elton,  generqfus,  who  was  buried  at  Sherborne  4th 
Auguft,  1611,  during  the  epidemic  already  mentioned. 

VII.  Joyce  Elton,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  24th  May,  1578,  and  married  I2th 
Auguft,  1594,  to  Anthony  Northen  of  Ledbury,  “by  licence  from  Mr  Dodter 
Bevans.”  He  was  baptifed  i8th  September,  1569,  as  fon  of  Wyllyam  Nurthen. 
Their  children,  baptifed  at  Ledbury,  were  Ann,  31ft  Odfober,  1595;  Sible,  4th 
February,  1596-7  (buried  5th  February);  Rychard,  12th  February,  1597-8; 
Elizabeth,  30th  March,  1600;  John,  21ft  March,  1601-2  (buried  14th  Auguft, 
1606);  William,  ift  May,  1603;  Charles,  20th  May,  1605;  John,  6th  April, 
1607;  and  Joyce,  28th  May,  1609,  married  to  Stephen  Guillime  of  Ludlow,  24th 
Auguft,  1627.  “Anthony  or  Richard  Northen,  for  land  at  Floyts  being  three 
Nookes,”  and  “ for  other  land  purchafed  of  Poole,  Mr  Scudamore  and  Jos.  Kinge”; 
valor  per  annum  ,^34  ioj.  od.^  Rent  30J.  (Ledbury  copyholders,  1629.) 

VIII.  Francis  Elton,  baptifed  12th  July,  1579. 

IX.  Richard  Elton,  baptifed  15th  September,  1580. 


' He  was  eldeft  fon  and  executor  of  John  Scrivener  of  St.  Nicholas,  Hereford,  buried  there  6th 
[yff]  April,  1598,  whofe  will,  dated  nth  April,  1598,  was  proved  i8th  September,  1602,  P.C.C.  (83 
Montague).  He  had  a brother,  James  Scrivener,  and  a lifter,  Margaret  Quarrell ; befides  Elynor» 
bapt.  19th  July,  1562;  Amy,  bapt.  17th  September,  1566;  Paul,  bapt.  6th  March,  1568-9;  and 
Kateryne,  bapt.  19th  0£lober,  1570,  children  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Scrivener.  James  Scrivener 
mar.  Mary  Phelpotts,  12th  February,  1593-4,  and  had  iftue,  John,  bapt.  12th  March,  1594-5, 
bur.

Humphrey,  fon  of  Nycholas  Addifle  of  the  Citie  of  Glouc’, 
buried  15th  May,  1615.  In  Folbrook’s  Hijl.  of  Gloucefter,  p.  136,  is  given  this 
infcription  from  the  north  tranfept  of  the  cathedral,  with  the  Elton  arms: 

Here  lyeth  the  body  of  Dorothy  the  wife  of  Nicholas  Addis,  of  this  City,  gent.,  daughter 
of  Anthony  Elton  late  of  Ledbury  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  efq.,  deceafed  Dec.  24.  1623. 

XII.  John  Elton,  baptifed  7th  February,  1584-5. 

XIII.  Alice  Elton,  baptifed  at  Dymock,  co.  Gloucefter.  “ Item  the  fowrteenth 
daye  of  Aprill  was  baptized  Alyce  Elton  daughter  of  Anthony  Elton  and  Alyce  his 
wief,”  1587.  (Dymock  reg.)  According  to  the  Vifitation  of  Herefordfhire  in  1634 

ftie  was  married  to Lettice,  a Lieutenant  in  the  Low  Countries,  The  Ledbury 

regifter  has  this  entry : “ Lettis  Lettis,  daughter  of  Alis  Lettis,  widowe,  baptifed 
15th  May,  1615.” 

Ambrose  Elton,  the  fecond  fon  of  Anthony  Elton,  became  the  head  of  the 
family  on  the  death  of  his  brother  William,  from  whofe  “ poft  mortem  ” inquifition 
it  appears  that  he  was  born  ift  March,  1571-2.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  22nd 
November,  1588,  aged  fifteen,  from  Brafenofe  College,  as  generoft  filius,  where  he 
was  Fellow  on  the  Elton  foundation  from  14th  December,  1588,  to  1594,  and  was 
admitted  B.A.  2nd  December,  1591,  and  determined  159 1-2.  He  afterwards  refided 
at  the  Hazle,  was  a Juftice  of  the  Peace,  ferved  the  office  of  High  Sherilf  in  1618, 
and  was  a Royalift,  but  was  not  fequeftrated. 

In  the  contraiftfor  the  fale  of  the  manor  of  Ledbury  for  ^1,400,  loth  December, 
1629,  by  the  Corporation  of  the  city  of  London,  he  appears  as  one  of  the  twelve 
purchafers.  At  this  date  he  is  entered  among  the  copyholders  of  the  manor  as 

“ Ambrofe  Elton,  Efq.,  for  one  yeard  land  at  Cyddington  and  for  other  land 
purchafed  of  Poole  and  Cleerdewes;  valor  per  annum,  ,^31.  5.  o.  Rent,  35lh,” 

2ift  March,  1650.  Information  that  Dr.  Edward  Alderne,  Hereford,  Clement 
Clarke,  Hereford,  Ambrofe  Elton,  Ledbury,  and  others,  were  all  delinquents  in 
arms  for  the  late  King.  That  Alderne  was  an  advocate  for  the  late  King.  That 
Elton  raifed  a troop  of  Dragoons. 

25th  September,  1651.  Information  that  they  were  in  Hereford  when  it  was  a 
garrifon  for  the  late  King.  {Cal.  of  P roc.  of  Com.  for  advance  of  Money.') 

He  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Afton,  Knt.,  of  Tixall  (and  Anne 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Lucy  of  Charlecote,  Warwickfhire,  Shakefpeare’s 
Juftice  Shallow),  and  fifter  of  Sir  Walter  Afton,  Knt.  and  Baronet,  created  Lord 
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Afton  of  Forfar  in  the  Peerage  of  Scotland,  1628.  A monument  on  the  fouth 
wall  of  St.  Anne’s  Chapel,  Ledbury 'Church,  bears  the  following  infcription: 


Near  this  place  [ were  Inter’d  the  Bodies  of  Ambrofe  Elton,  | of  the 
Hazel  in  this  Parifh  Efquire  | and  Anne  his  Wife,  | Whofe  virtues  and  Social 
Qualitys  | juftly  deferve  to  be  perpetuated.  | He  was  born  in  1578,  and  at  I2 
Years  of  Age  | Enjoy’d  aFellowfhip  in  Brazennofe  Colledge  in  Oxford  | that 
was  founded  by  one  of  his  Family.  | He  was  in  the  Comiflion  of  the  Peace 
upwards  of  50  Years  | which  Truft  he  Executed  with  great  integrity  | and 
ability.  | Anne  his  wife  was  Daughter  of  | Sr  Edw*^  Afton  Knight  and  Baronet,  | 
and  Sifter  to  Walter  Lord  Afton  ofTixall  | in  the  County  of  Stafford,  | by 
whom  he  had  three  fons  and  fourteen  Daughters ; | and  from  their  own  Loins 
they  Liv’d  to  See  above  120  Children.  | He  Dyed  the  19***  of  February 
1659.  I His  Wife  Dyed  of  February  1660.  | In  memory  of  whom  this  Monument  was 
Eredfed]  by  one  of  their  Great-Grandfons,  | Thomas  Levett  of  the  Citty  of  Lichfield  Efq*"  | 1753.

Above  this  infcription  are  the  arms  of  Elton  impaling  Afion. 

A portrait  of  Ambrofe  Elton  is  in  the  hall  at  Clevedon  Court,  Somerfet,  and  is 
here  engraved  by  the  permifTion  of  Sir  Edmund  Harry  Elton,  Baronet.  In  the 
upper  left-hand  corner  is  a fhield  with  the  arms  of  Elton  impaling  Afion^  but  the 
fcarf  on  the  creft  is  gules  inftead  of  vert.  An  infcription  on  the  right-hand  fide  of 
the  pidlure  runs  as  follows: 


Ambrofe  Elton  of  the  Hazell  in  the  County  Hereford  Efq*'®,  married  Anne  Afton  fifter  of 
Walter  Afton  Lord  Afton  of  Forfar,  and  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Afton  Knight,  by  Anne  Lucy 
his  lady,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Lucy  of  Charlecote  in  the  County  of  Warwick  Knight, 
anceftor  of  Sir  Francis  Fuft  of  Hill  in  the  County  of  Gloucefter  Bart.,  by  Elizabeth  Cocks 
grandaughter  of  the  faid  Ambrofe  Elton  and  Anne  Afton  his  wife,  and  lady  of  Sir  John  Fuft  of 
Hill  in  the  County  of  Gloucefter,  Bart.,  and  Grandmother  of  the  faid  Sir  Francis  Fuft,  and 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Cocks  of  Dumbleton  in  the  fame  County  Baronet,  by  his  lady,  Sufanna 
Elton  5*^  daughter  of  the  faid  Ambrofe  Elton  and  Anne  Afton  his  faid  wife.  Died — aged — . 

The  children  of  Ambrofe  Elton  and  Anne,  nee  Afton,  now  require  attention. 
Thefe  were: 

1.  Mary  Elton,  baptifed  nth  Odlober,  1601.^ 

2.  Anne  Elton,  baptifed  9th  December,  1602,  and  married  12th  November, 
1622,  to  William  Unett,  of  Caftle  Frome,  High  Sheriff,  1619,  who  died  22nd 
Auguft,  1624,  having  had  iflue  by  this  marriage  a fon  Richard,  baptifed  at  Ledbury 
29th  September,  1624,  as  “fon  of  Mr  William  Vnett  efquire  and  Anne  his  wife 
of  Caftle  Frome.”  Adminiftration  of  his  eftate  was  granted  loth  September,  1624, 
to  Anne,  his  relicft,  and  again  24th  April,  1638,  to  Ambrofe  Elton,  grandfather  of 
Richard  Unett,  his  fon,  a minor,  in  regard  to  goods  left  unadminiftered  by  Anne 


Thefe  dates  are  taken  from  the  Ledbury  Regifter. 
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Unett,  the  widow,  deceafed.  (By  his  firft  wife,  a daughter  of  Rowland  Bartlett  of 
Caftle  Morton,  co.  Wore.,  he  alfo  left  iflue.)  His  widow  fubfequently  became  the 
wife  of  Thomas  Cocks  of  Caftleditch  in  Eaftnor,  co.  Hereford,  anceftor  of  Earl 
Somers  and  brother  of  Sir  Richard  Cocks,  Baronet,  and  died  6th  July,  and  was 
buried  at  Eaftnor,  nth  July,  1636. 

Thomas  Cocks  died  29th  Odlober,  1649,  aged  forty-nine,  and  had  ifliie  by  Anne 
his  wife: 

i.  Thomas  Cocks  of  Caftleditch,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  17th  June,  1629,  died 

20th  February,  1704,  aged  75.  M.I.  at  Eaftnor.  Will  24th  Dec.,  1702,  and 
adminiftration  granted  to  John  Cocks  26th  May,  1705.  (92  Gee,  P.C.C.)  He 

married,  Mary,  daughter  of  Henry  Hackett,  M.A.,  Redor  of  Rofs,  who 

died  28th  April,  and  was  buried  2nd  May,  1675,  at  Eaftnor;  Jecondly^  Frances  Gates 
of  Kettleby,  co.  Leicefter  (licence  from  Vicar-General,  14th  May,  1678),  who  died 
I ft  Auguft,  1703,  aged  61.  M.I.  at  Eaftnor.  By  his  firft  wife  he  had  iflue,  inter 
alios y Thomas  Cocks,  of  Caftleditch  (heir  to  his  brother  John  Cocks,  of  Middle 
Temple,  will  19th  Sept.,  1718;  admon.  26th  May,  1719,  and  31ft  May,  1728 
(80  Browning,  P.C.C.)),  born  at  Eaftnor  i6th  July,  1666,  M.A.,  Brafenofe  Coll., 
Redor  of  Siddington,  co.  Leic.,  died  21ft  June,  1724,  aged  56,  will  9th  Dec., 
1723,  proved  i6th  Feb.,  1724  (31  Romney,  P.C.C.),  who  married  Mary, 

daughter  of  Hall  of  co.  Worcefter,  and  had  an  only  child  Mary,  born 

January,  1702-3,  who  was  married  at  Eaftnor  by  licence  3rd  Sept.,  1724,  to  her 
coufin,  John  Cocks. 

ii.  Dorothy  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Eaftnor  26th  Sept.,  1630.  Will  nth  Sept., 
1684,  proved  3rd  Od.,  1685.  Married  as  his  fecond  wife  to  Robert,  fecond 
Vifeount  Tracy,  who  was  buried  at  Toddington,  co.  Glouc.,  nth  May,  1662.  See 
prefently,  under  the  family  of  Watts. 

iii.  John  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  9th  Nov.,  1631. 

iv.  Richard  Cocks,  buried  at  Eaftnor  4th  Feb.,  1632-3. 

V.  Judith  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  5th  June,  1633,  the  wife  of  Tracy. 

vi.  Richard  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  2nd  June,  1634. 

vii.  Elizabeth  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  19th  July,  1635. 

viii.  Katharine  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  29th  June,  1636;  died  9th  July, 
1636.  M.I.  at  Eaftnor. 

Thomas  Cocks  of  Caftleditch,  after  the  death  of  Anne,  nh  Elton,  his  wife, 
married  Elizabeth  ' . . . and  had  ilTue : 

ix.  Henry  Cocks,  baptifed  at  Eaftnor  30th  Dec.,  1 640,  as  “ fon  of  Thomas  and 
Elizabeth  Coxe.” 
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X.  Catherine  Cocks.  Catherine,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Cocks,  died 
26th  July,  1646,  M.I.  at  Eaftnor. 

xi.  Charles  Cocks,  of  Worcefter,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  9th  Sept.,  1646,  as  fon 
of  Thomas  Cocks,  efq.,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.  M.P.  for  Worcefter,  1692,  and 
Droitwich.  He  married  (by  licence  from  Vicar-General,  3rd  December,  1678) 
Mary,  daughter  of  John  Somers,  of  Clifton  on  Severn,  and  ftfter  and  coheir  of  John, 
Lord  Somers,  Lord  Chancellor,  and  their  fecond  fon,  John  Cocks,  born  1 5th  January, 
1696,  M.A.,  Merton  Coll.,  of  Caftleditch,yar^’  uxoris^  died  24th  June,  buried  2nd 
July  at  Eaftnor,  1771,  married  his  couftn  Mary  Cocks,  as  already  ftated,  and  their 
fon  Charles  was  created  Lord  Somers,  17th  May,  1784.  (See  “Peerages.”) 

3.  Elizabeth  Elton,  baptized  21ft  December,  1603,  and  married  9th  May, 
1621,  to  Richard  Unett,  gent.,  of  Hatsford,  Ledbury,  brother  of  William  Unett, 
who  married  Anne  Elton. 

4.  Constance  Elton,  baptifed  i6th  December,  1604,  and  buried  13th  No- 
vember, 1653,  having  been  married  12th  December,  1627,  to  John  Skynner  of 
Ledbury,  who  died  14th  September,  1655  (baptifed  9th  Odober,  1597,  fon  of 
Edward  Skynner  of  Ledbury). 

Their  children  were  (a)  Conftance,  baptifed  24th  February,  1629-30,  married 
at  Lugwardine,  4th  Sept.,  1649,  to  Francis  Hall  of  Ledbury,  anceftor  of  Lord 
Biddulph:  fee  the  pedigree  of  Hall  hereafter  given;  (b)  Frances,  baptifed  17  th  Feb., 
1630-1  ; (c)  Elizabeth,  baptifed  8th  Jan.,  1631-2,  married  to  Thomas  Guillim  of 
Burghill;  (d)  William,  baptifed  2nd  Dec.,  1632,  died  13th  May,  1674,  married 
Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Skippe  of  the  Upper  Hall,  Ledbury,  died  24th  July, 
1684,  aged  56;  (e)  Edward,  baptifed  17th  January,  1634;  (f)  Mary,  baptifed 
4th  Odober,  1637. 

5.  Susanna  Elton,  baptifed  2nd  March,  1605-6.  She  died  loth  March,  1689, 
aged  84,  having  been  twice  married — fixft-)  to  Richard  Hall  of  Ledbury,  30th 
Odober,  1622,  who  was  burled  3rd  November,  1631 ; and  fecondly,  6th  May,  1633, 
at  Eaftnor,  to  Richard  Cocks,  afterwards  of  Dumbleton,  co.  Gloucefter,  created  a 
Baronet  7th  April,  1661,  High  Sheriff  1665,  who  died  i6th  September,  1684, 
aged  82.  A long  but  interefting  infcription  exifts  in  the  church  at  Dumbleton: 

In  Memory  of  Sir  Richard  Cocks,  Baronet,  and  of  Dame  Sufannah  his  wife.  He  was  the 
2nd  fon  of  Richard  Cocks  of  Caftleditch  in  the  County  of  Hereford  Efqr.,  and  of  Judith  his 
wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Elliott  Efq.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Ambrofe  Elton  of  the 
Hafle  in  the  County  of  Hereford  Efqre,  and  of  Ann  his  wife  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Alton  of 
Tixall  in  the  County  of  Stafford.  He  in  his  younger  days  accompanied  his  uncle  Chriftopher 
Cocks,  (who  was  honored  by  King  James  I with  a public  charadler,)  unto  Mufcovy,  and  after 
his  return  he  retired  into  the  Country,  and  was  concerned  with  no  publick  matters  more  than 
the  offices  of  Juftice  of  Peace  and  High  Sheriff.  She  was  a lady  diftinguilhed  by  very  great 
ornaments  of  mind  and  body,  the  vifible  remains  of  which  continued  with  her  to  the  laft  Hour. 
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They  kept  good  hofpitality,  loved  their  tenants  and  neighbours  and  on  all  occafions  did  them  all 
the  fervice  they  could.  He  lived  peaceably  with  them  and  kept  them  in  peace  one  with  another. 
She  healed  their  difeafes  and  cured  their  fores.  He  was  a great  fufFerer  for  his  love  to  the  Royal 
Family  and  for  his  zeal  for  the  laws  and  Eftablifhed  Religion  of  his  Country.  They  were 
indulgent  parents,  good  to  their  fervants,  and  charitable  to  the  poor.  They  gave  their  children 
good  fortunes  and  liberal  education.  They  had  three  fons,  Richard,  Charles  and  John;  and  two 
daughters  Judith  and  Elizabeth; — but  John  (the  younger),  and  Elizth.,  the  relift  of  Sir  John 
Fuft  of  Hill  in  this  County  Baronet,  only  furvived  them.  She  out  of  a juft  remembrance  and 
gratitude  to  fo  good  parents,  and  believing  the  memory  of  them  would  be  grateful  to  their 
neighbours,  ordered  her  brother  John  Cocks  to  ereft  this  monument  for  them.  He  died  Sept.  i6. 
A.D.  1684,  aged  82.  She  died  March  lo.  a.d.  1689,  aged  84. 

For  the  defcendants  of  Sufanna  Elton  in  the  Hall  and  Watts  families,  fee  the  end 
of  the  prefent  chapter.  Her  eldeft  daughter,  Sufanna  Hall,  was  married  to  William 
Watts,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Much  Marcle,  and  fubfequently  Canon  of  Hereford,  and 
was  the  mother  of  Gertrude  Watts,  who  became  the  wife  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  M.  A., 
Vicar  and  Portionift  of  Ledbury,  and  Prebendary  of  Hereford.  Anne  Prichard, 
their  daughter,  married  Charles  Mayo,  24th  April,  1714.  See  hereafter,  in 
Chapters  VII.  and  XI. 

Sir  Richard  Cocks  of  Dumbleton,  ift  Baronet,  brother  of  Thomas  Cocks  of 
Caftleditch — will  dated  joth  March,  1683,  proved  4th  July,  1688  (90  Exton, 
P.C.C.) — had  iftue  an  eldeft  fon,  Richard  Cocks,  baptifed  9th  Feb,  1633-4,  at  Led- 
bury, B.  A.,  Oriel  Coll.,  1653,  Barrifter-at-Law,  Middle  Temple,  1659; 
father’s  lifetime  “ apud  Vrich  in  partibus  Hollandie  ar’,  vid’,  def’ti.”  Adminiftra- 
tion  granted  28th  Sept.,  1669,  and  again  15th  July,  1685,  P.C.C.  He  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Cooke  of  Highnam,  co.  Glouc.,  who  predeceafed  him, 
and  was  buried  at  Dumbleton. 

Sir  Richard  Cocks,  of  Dumbleton,  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  grandfather  as 
fecond  Baronet,  i684,M.P.  for  co.  Glouc., Sheriff  1692,  died  21ft  Oftober,  1726,/.^, 
Will  27th  Nov.,  1724,  admon.  granted  atGloucefter  19th  May,  1737,  to  Sir  Richard 
Cocks,  his  nephew.  He  married,  firjl,  Frances,  daughter  of  Richard  Neville  of 
Billingbeer,  Berks;  baptifed  at  Waltham  St.  Lawrence  19th  May,  1664;  married 
theie,  17th  Oftober,  1688,  and  died  ift  February,  Jecondly,  Mary,  daughter 

of  William  Bethell  of  Swindon,  co.  York.  The  Baronetcy  then  devolved  upon  Sir 
Robert  Cocks,  of  Dumbleton,  brother  of  the  deceafed,  and  third  Baronet,  matri- 
culated at  Oxford  26th  February,  1674-5,  aged  15,  from  Oriel  Coll.,  Fellow  of 
Brafenofe  Coll,  on  the  Elton  Foundation,  1679-96,  M.A.  and  D.D.,  Reftor  of 
Great  Rollright,  1695-1715,  Reftor  of  Woodftock  with  Bladon,  1715,  Chaplain  to 
ift  Regt.  of  Guards,  17 — to  1730,  Chancellor  of  Dioc.  of  Glouc.,  died  9th  February, 
1735-6,  aged  76,  buried  in  chancel  at  Woodftock.  Will  14th  Auguft,  1734,  proved 
20th  January,  1736  (2  Wake,  P.C.C.).  He  married  Mrs.  Ann  Fulks  of  Oxford, 
who  was  buried  at  Great  Rollright  8th  November,  1712,  leaving  iflue. 
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6.  Margaret  Elton,  baptifed  31ft  May,  1607,  being  “ Trinitie  Sonday/’ 

7.  Joyce  Elton,  baptifed  23rd  April,  1609,  and  married,  8th  Oftober,  1629, 
at  Eaftnor,  to  Edward  Skynner  of  Ledbury  (the  brother  of  John  Skyniier,  already 
mentioned,  and  baptifed  4th  September,  1 590).  The  Ledbury  regifter  records  the 
baptifm  of  his  children — Edward,  28th  September,  1630  (buried  the  fame  day,  as 
“ an  infant  ”)  and  Elizabeth,  9th  Auguft,  1632,  who  was  married  to  Walter  Savage 
of  Broadway,  co.  Wore. 

8.  Gertrude  Elton,  not  regiftered  at  Ledbury.  She  was  twice  married:  Jir^, 
to  Sir  John  Anderfon  of  St.  Ives,  co.  Huntingdon,  Knight  and  Baronet,  who  died 
in  1630  at  Apfeourt,  Walton-on-Thames,/.  \ Jecondly^  to  Abraham  Blackleech, 
gent.,  of  the  City  of  London,  who  died  30th  November,  1639,  alfo  J.  p.  His  widow 
was  living  19th  February,  1658-9,  when  fhe  was  godmother  to  her  great-niece, 
Gertrude,  daughter  of  William  Watts,  Vicar  of  Much  Marcle.  She  is  there  ftyled 
“ my  Lady  Gertrude  Anderfon  ” (“  Canon  Watts’  Prayer  Book,”  quoted  in  the 
Watts  pedigree  at  the  end  of  this  chapter). 

In  the  fouth  tranfept  of  Gloucefter  Cathedral  are  the  recumbent  effigies  in  white 
marble  of  Abraham  Blackleech  and  Gertrude  his  wife,  in  cavalier  coftume,  on  a flab 
of  ‘‘  touch,”  refting  upon  a very  large  altar  tomb.  The  monument  bears  the  arms 
of  Blackleech  impaling  Elton^  Elton  impaling  Afton^  and  Blackleech  impaling  Gules, 
twelve  crofles  crofllet  and  a faltire  or.^ 

The  following  infeription  is  upon  a large  tablet  on  the  wall  in  clofe  proximity 
to  the  effigies:

Gertrude  his  wife^  daughter  of  Ambrofe  \ Elton  Efq''.  Anne  fijier  of  Walter  Lord  [ Ajlon^ 
hath  eredied  this  Monument  as  a Tejlimony  of  his  Fame  iA  her  Obfervance. 

His  will,  dated  28th  November,  1639,  abruptly,  and  is  fupplemented  by 
a nuncupative  codicil  of  the  fame  date,  and  was  proved  the  penultimate  day  of

I bequeath  the  fome  of  j^ioo  for  and 
towards  the  amendinge  and  pitchinge  of  a caufey  leadinge  from  Birdlipp  in  the 
county  of  GIouc*"  unto  the  hofpitalls  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen  neere  the  cittie  of 
Gloucefter,  and  towards  the  reparacions  and  amending  of  the  high  waie  lead- 
inge from  the  citty  of  Glouc"^  to  Princknalh.  To  the  poor  of  St.  Mary’s  ^^lO, 
and  the  poor  of  the  refl:  of  the  pariihes  of  Gloucefter  To  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  for  apprenticing  ten  poor  boys,  £s^” 

At  Clevedon  Court  is  a portrait  of  Gertrude,  Lady  Anderfon,  engraved  by  the  and  por- 
permiflion  of  Sir  E.  H.  Elton,  Baronet.  She  wears  at  her  neck  a miniature  of  a certruL 
Cavalier  in  armour  with  the  Ander/on  arms.  In  the  top  left-hand  corner  of  the  pidlure 
are  the  arms  of  Anderfon  impaling  Elton^  with  creft.  Out  of  a creft  coronet  a ftag’s 
head,  holding  in  its  mouth  an  arrow.  On  the  right-hand  fide  of  the  pidlure  is  the 
following  infcription:

The  faid Elton  was  great  great  aunt  of  Sir  Thomas  Fuft  of  Hill  in  the  County  of 

Gloucefter,  Bart.,  and  Sifter  ofSufanna  Elton,  Lady  of  Sir  Richard  Cocks  of  Dumbleton  in  ye 
County  of  Gloucefter,  Baronet,  who  was  by  him  Great  Grandmother  to  Sir  Robert  Cocks  of 
the  fame  place.  Baronet,  and  Sir  Francis  Fust  of  Hill  in  the  County  of  Gloucefter,  Baronet. 

The  faid Elton  married  to  Sir  John  Anderfon  of  St.  Ives  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon, 

Baronet,  fon  of  Sir  Francis  Anderfon  of  Eyeworth  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  Knight,  by  his 
2"^  Lady,  Audery,  Eldeft  daughter  of  John  Lord  Botelar  of  Bramfield  in  Hartfordftiire,  by 
Elizabeth  Villers  his  Lady,  daughter  of  Sir  George  Villers  of  Brookfby  in  the  County  of 
Leicefter,  Knight,  and  fifter  to  George  Villers,  Duke  of  Buckingham.  Died aged 


* John  Blackleech  of  Laylond  in  Com.  Lane,  (fonne  of  Nicholas  Blackleech,  Doftor  of  Phifick 
to  King  Henry  VIII.),  married  Janet,  daughter  of  William  Fleetwood,  fifter  of  Fleetwood,  Baron  of 
Newton,  and  had  iffue  William  Blackleech,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocefe  of  Gloucefter,  who,  by  Mary 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Kentifti  of  St.  Albans,  Herts  (licence  from  D.  and  C.  of  Weftm., 
23rd  June,  1570),  was  father  of  Abraham  Blackleech  of  London,  gent,  {yijit.  of  London^  1633).

The  narrative  now  reverts  to  Peter  Elton  (p.  22)  of  the  Nether  Hall,  fon  of 
William  Elton  and  Margery,  nte  Leighton,  his  wife,  buried  at  Ledbury  23rd  April, 
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1 594,  who  married  Ann,  daughter  of  [Richard]  Norris  of  [Perfhore],  She  furvived 
him,  and  was  married  to  John  Hdpe,i  gent.,  i6th  February,  1595,  and  buried  as 
Mrs.  Anne  Hope,  widow,  ift  November,  1637.  John  Hope,  gent.,  was  buried  4th 
March,  1621-2.  In  his  will,  dated  4th  April,  and  proved  30th  Odober,  1594  (66 
Dixy,  P.C.C.),  Peter  Elton  mentions  his  wife,  Ann,  his  three  fons,  Edward,  Elie 
and  William,  and  his  two  daughters,  Anne  and  Margerye  Elton,  and  defires  to  be 
buried  in  the  parifh  church  of  Ledbury,  “ as  nere  unto  the  bodyes  of  my  father  & 
mother  or  my  brother,  Anthoney  Elton,  as  convenientlie  maye  be.” 

Their  children  were: 

I.  Anne  Elton.  “ The  xxiij  daye  of  July  Ane,  the  daughter  of  Peter  Elton, 
was  chriftened  Anno  praedido,”  1581  (Woolhope  reg.).  Perhaps  the  Ann  Elton, 
gent.,  married  to  Thomas  Gardner  of  Painfwicke,  27th  June,  1603,  at  Ledbury. 

II.  Edward  Elton  of  Nether  Hall,  Ledbury,  and  of  Pauncefoot  Court,  Munf- 
ley,  baptifed  at  Ledbury  3rd  May,  1583  (as  were  the  reft),  and  buried  there,  from 
Munfley,  22nd  December,  1652.

He  is  ftated  to  have  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Parker,  D.D., 
Vicar  of  Madley,  co.  Hereford,  Principal  of  St.  Alban  Hall,  Oxford,  1620-4. 
Elizabeth,  “wife  of  John  Elton,  gent.,”  was  buried  at  Munfley  loth  January, 
1688-9  (Tranfcript),  aged  83.  The  Madley  regifter,  however,  ftates  that  “Jobes 
Elton,  gener’,  duxit  Martham^  Parker  ii  Feb.  1637,”  and  at  Ledbury  Martha, 
wife  of  John  Elton,  gent.,  was  buried  loth  March,  1649-50.2  Adminiftration  of 
the  eftate  of  Richard  Parker,  late  of  Madeley,  co.  Hereford,  deceafed,  was  granted 
2ift  April,  1659,  P.C.C.,  to  Richard  Elton,  his  grandfon  and  next  of  kin.

He  appears  to  be  the  Richard  Elton,  admitted  to  Lincoln’s  Inn  3rd  July, 
1661,  as  fon  and  heir  apparent  of  Richard  Elton  of  Pauncefoot,  co.  Hereford, 
gent.,  but,  if  fo,  his  father’s  name  is  incorredlly  recorded  there. 

iv.  Martha  Elton,  married  at  Munfley  to  Stephen  Hopkins,  7th  February, 
1663,  and  buried  there  22nd  November,  1685  (Tranfcript).  Stephen  Hopkins,  of 
Munfley,  then  a widower,  and  aged  54,  was  licenfed  to  marry  Heflier  Philipps  of 
Ledbury,  widow,  aged  61,  in  September,  1689.  The  next  year,  loth  Oilober,  he 
was  licenfed  to  marry  Ann  Bennett  of  Bredwardine,  fpinfter,  aged  43  (Hereford 
mar.  alleg.).  He  was  churchwarden  of  Munfley  1662,  1663,  1674-7,  1678-9, 
where  he  was  buried,  27th  April,  1706,  as  “ fenr,”  and  four  children  of  Stephen 
and  Martha  Hopkins  were  baptifed  there,  viz.  Elizabeth,  ift  January,  1664-5 
(married  to  Mr.  John  Sheriffe,  23rd  January,  1689-90);  William,  24th  February, 
1665-6;  Edmund,  15th  Auguft,  1669;  and  John,  14th  June,  1676.

He  died  6th  Haii, 
November,  and  was  buried  8th  November,  1753,  aged  78,  and  his  will,  dated  27th 
May,  1752,  was  proved  in  the  Hereford  Diocefan  Court,  21ft  January,  1754,  by 
George  Elton,  his  fon  and  executor,  to  whom  he  devifes  all  his  freehold  and  leafe- 

hold  lands  in  Ledbury,  except  what  was  in  jointure  to  his  wife.  He  alfo  names  his 
daughters,  Mary  and  Eleanor.  On  the  death  of  his  fon,  George,  a further  adminiftra- 
tion,  with  will  annexed,  was  granted  to  teftator’s  widow,  Eleanor,  mother  and 
adminiftratrix  of  the  faid  executor  deceafed,  22nd  April,  1764.  He  married  26th 
November,  1714,  at  Much  Marcle,  his  coufin  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Peter  Elton  of  who  marries 
Horn  Houfe  (Licence  at  Hereford,  i6th  November  previoufly).  She  died  3rd  EL'nm"’ 
Auguft,  and  was  buried  7th  Auguft,  1761,  aged  75,  and  in  her  will,  dated  26th 
March,  and  proved  in  Hereford  Diocefan  Court  28th  September,  1761,  gives  all  fails, 
her  eftates  to  her  “dear  affedionate  daughter,  Mary  Powles,  the  now  wife  of 
Michael  Powles,  gentleman,”  her  executrix.

Mary  Powles  of  Nether  Hall,  Ledbury,  widow,  by  her  will  proved  in  the 
Hereford  Diocefan  Court,  20th  Auguft,  1785,  bequeaths  all  her  property  to  her 
fon  and  executor,  Michael  Powles,  clerk,  fubjed  to  legacies  of  three  guineas  for  a 
ring  to  her  coufin  Thomas  Elton,  late  of  Milk  Street,  London,  and  £10  to  Martha 
Mayo,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Margaret  Mayo,  of  Munfley,  and  ,^10  to  her  maid, 
Sufannah  Shooter.  Valor  under  ;^300. 

Michael  Powles  had  ilfue  by  Mary,  nh  Elton,  his  wife,  a fon,  Michael  Powles, 
of  Nether  Hall,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Brafenofe  College,  7th  April,  1772, 
aged  16,  eleded  Frankland  Scholar,  3rd  May,  1774;  had,  from  the  college,  grace 
for  B.A.  20th  December,  1774,  for  M.A.,  15th  December,  1777,  and  for  B.D. 
and  D.D.  20th  December,  1784,  and  graduated  B.A.  nth  Odober,  1775,  and 
M.A.,  I ft  July,  1778.  In  Holy  Orders.  He  was  buried  at  Ledbury,  13th  March, 
1799,  unmarried.

Mary,  married  by  lie.,  9th  February,  1743-4,  at  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  to  Thomas 
Minors  of  St.  Philip’s,  Birmingham;  Elizabeth,  unmarried;  and  Catherine,  the  wife 
of  Frederick-William  Commerell,  a merchant  in  London,  of  Hanwell,  1790. 

Thomas  Elton,  the  fon,  was  buried  in  Little  Gaddefden  church,  unmarried, 
where  this  infeription  occurs :

his  manors  of  Bockleton  and  Hill,  otherwife  Hull,  co.  Wore.,  the  impropriate 
redlory  and  advowfon  of  Layfters,  co.  Hereford,  the  advowfon  of  P.C.  of 
Bockleton,  and  all  lands  in  Bockleton,  Layfters,  and  Hatfield,  cos.  Wore,  and 
Hereford  (504  Bilhop,  P.C.C.). 

E.  Elizabeth  Elton,  baptifed  at  Ledbury,  1 6th  January,  1679-80,  and  married 
there  to  John  Perks,  20th  April,  1710.  In  the  licence  at  Hereford,  12th  April, 
1710,  he  is  called  “John  Pearkes,  bachelor.” 

F.  Martha  Elton,  baptifed  24th  September,  1681,  and  married  to  Thomas 
Jones,  15th  September,  1724. 

G.  Charles  Elton,  of  Ledbury,  baptifed  15th  Auguft,  1683,  and  buried  there 
13th  May,  1740,  adminiftration  being  granted  in  the  Hereford  Dioc.  Court  to  his 
fon,  Richard  Elton,  14th  July  following;  valor  ,^101  15J.  He  married  at  Ledbury, 
1 8th  April,  1715,  Mary  Fowler  of  Worcefter.  Marriage  licence  at  Hereford,  9th 
February,  1714-5,  for  Charles  Elton  of  Ledbury,  aged  26,  bachelor,  to  marry 
Mary  Fowler  of  the  fame,  aged  i^^Joluta.  She  was  buried  28th  June,  1740. 

Their  children  were:  Richard  Elton,  baptifed  3rd  January,  1716-7,  living  1748, 
ob.J.p,\  John  Elton,  baptifed  14th  May,  and  buried  3rd  Odlober,  1719;  Elizabeth, 
baptifed  i6th  March,  17 20-1,  buried  6th  September,  1795,  aged  75;  Mary,  baptifed 
9th  May,  1723,  and  married  (i)  to  Chriftopher  Holyland,  (2)  to  Thomas  Wilkin- 
fon  of  London,  merchant  (mentioned  in  Margaret’s  will);  and  Margaret,  baptifed 
13th  January,  1726-7,  buried  17th  January,  1779,  aged  53,  unm.,  ftyled  in  her 
will,  of  Ledbury,  fpinfter,  8th  April,  1774,  which  was  proved  31ft  March,  1779, 
by  Mary  Powles,  widow  (loi  Warburton,  P.C.C.).

His  will,  as  of  the  City  of  Gloucefter,  dated  i6th  January,  1765,  was  proved 
14th  February,  1766  (54  Tyndall,  P.C.C.).  The  additions  to  vol.  ii.  of  Duncumb’s 
HerefordJhirCy  p.  383,  ftate  that  in  1738  the  manorial  rights  of  Ecclefwall  were 
fold  by  the  Duke  of  Kent  to  John  Elton,  efq.,  of  Much  Marcle,  who  conveyed 
them  in  1765  to  his  fon  John  Elton,  and  they  were  purchafed  in  1792  by  Thomas 
Weftfaling,  efq.,  of  Rudhall. 

He  twice  married:  firjiy  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Benfon,  M.A.,  Redlor  of 
Cradley,  and  ReAor  of  Ledbury  (Upper  Hall  portion)  and  Prebendary  of  Hereford. 
Licence  at  Hereford,  8 Nov.,  1716.  She  died  loth  July,  1719,  aged  33,  and  was 
buried  at  Much  Marcle,  13th  July,  having  had  iflue  two  fons,  who  both  died  in 
infancy,  viz.,  John,  baptifed  20th  November,  buried  2nd  December,  1717,  and  an- 
other John,  baptifed  21ft  November,  buried  22nd  November,  1718  (Much  Marcle). 

John  Elton  married  Jecondly  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Peter  Haynes  of  Gloucefter. 
She  was  born  in  St.  Nicholas’  parifli,  Gloucefter,  licenfed  to  marry  25th  November, 
1724,  being  then  aged  22  (Gloucefter),  married  at  Oxenhall  the  next  day,  and 
buried  in  Gloucefter  Cathedral,  4th  January,  1787.

4.  Susanna  Elton,  baptifed  31ft  January,  1729-30,  buried  6th  June,  1730,  at 
Much  Marcle. 

5.  Edward  Elton,  of  Burley  Hill  in  Lanfamlet,  Glamorganlhire,  born  at  Stone- 

houfe  and  baptifed  at  Much  Marcle,  28  th  June,  1731.  Admitted  to  the  College 
School,  Gloucefter,  28th  June,  1742,  as  “Edward  Elton,  anh.  io|-,  Dom.  Johannis 
Elton  de  Homhoufe  com.  Hereford’,  fil.”  In  1766  he  purchafed  the  manor  of  Tib- 
berton,  Gloucefterlhire,  from  his  mother,  who  inherited  it  on  the  death  of  her 
brother.  He  then  refided  in  Gloucefter,  and  probably  acquired  money  in  com- 
mercial enterprife,  and  died  at  Swanfea  in  1807,  aged  77.  He  married  at  St. 
Nicholas’,  Gloucefter,  25th  June,  1772,  Hefter,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Burroughs. 
She  died  20th  March,  1799,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Nicholas’  Church.  Adminiftra- 
tion  of  her  effedls  was  granted,  P.C.C.,  8th  Odober,  1799,  hufband.  Their 

children  were: 

i.  Gilbert  Elton,  born  in  the  parifti  of  St.  Nicholas,  Gloucefter.  Admitted  to 
the  College  School,  “ Pridie  Calend:  April:  1783,”  as  “Gilbertus  Elton,  annor.  7; 
Edwardi  Elton  de  Civ.  Gloceftr:  armig:  Filius.”  Matriculated  at  Oxford,  7th 
November,  1791,  aged  15,  from  Corpus  Chrifti  College;  B.A.  i8th  June,  1795; 
M.A.  24th  January,  1799;  Fellow;  in  Holy  Orders.  Redor  of  Tibberton  24th 
September,  1801,  where  the  following  infcription  occurs:

ii.  Hester  Elton,  baptifed  at  St.  Nicholas’,  Gloucefter,  in  March,  1776.  She 
died  in  1836,  unmarried. 

iii.  George  Elton,  born  20th  September,  and  baptifed  31ft  December,  1777, 
at  St.  Nicholas’.  Admitted  to  the  College  School  “quint:  Cal:  Aug:”  1785,  as 
“Georgius  Elton,  annor.  7;  Edwardi  Elton  de  Civ.  Gloc.  arm.  Filius.”  Matricu- 
lated at  Oxford  7th  March,  1794,  aged  16,  from  Brafenofe  College;  B.A.  26th 
Odober,  1797;  M.A.  12th  June,  1800.  Fellow  of  the  college  on  the  Elton 
Foundation.  He  died  loth  April,  1806,  and  his  monument  (a  marble  tablet,  fur- 
mounted  by  the  arms  and  creft  of  Elton)  in  the  north  aifle  of  the  nave  of  Gloucefter 
Cathedral,  bears  the  infcription: 
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Near  this  Place  | lie  the  remains  of  GEORGE  ELTON  Esq'®  A.M.  | and  Fellow  as 
Founder’s  Kin  of  Brafen-nofe  College  | Oxford.

6.  William  Elton,  baptifed  at  Much  Marcle  15th  September,  1732. 
Admitted  to  the  College  School,  28th  June,  1742,  as  “William  Elton  ann  9|-, 
Dorn.  Johannis  Elton  de  Homhoufe  com.  Hereford’  fil.”  He  was  apprenticed  to 
Samuel  Smith  of  Briftol,  merchant,  loth  Auguft,  1748.  Premium 
He  fettled  in  London,  where  he  died  between  1770  and  1779.  Probably  the 
William  Elton,  efq.,  of  Hackney,  who  died  21ft  Auguft,  1772  {Gent.  Mag.^ 
1772,  p.  392).  He  married  Mary  Carpenter,  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  Mary  Elton, 
Peter  Elton,  admitted  to  the  College  School,  19th  January,  1779,  as  “ Petrus  Elton, 
annor.  10,  Domini  Gulielmi  Elton  defundi  de  Civitate  Londini  filius,”  and  Edward 
Elton,  admitted  to  the  College  School  the  fame  day,  aged  9. 

John  Elton  and  Elizabeth,  nee  Gwynne,  had  iflue: 

i.  Elizabeth  Elton,  baptifed  at  Newent,  Gloucefterlhire,  19th  September, 
1760,  and  buried  there,  from  Gloucefter,  21ft  Odober,  1842,  aged  82,  and  un- 
married.

Born  i8th  April, 
and  baptifed  24th  April,  1768,  at  Newent;  admitted  to  Gloucefter  School,  27th 
July,  1778,  as  “Johannes  Elton,  annor  10,  Domini  Johannis  Elton  de  Newent  in 
Com.  Gloceft.  Generofi  filius.”  He  died  at  Hucclecote  17th  July,  and  was  buried 
at  Newent  23rd  July,  i8i2,/.7>.  He  married  at  Longtown,  co.  Hereford,  Septem- 
ber, 1 804,  Mary  Ann,  daughter  of  [.?  Edward]  Sparkes,  clerk  [?  Vicar  of  Clodock, 
CO.  Hereford].  She  was  buried  at  Newent,  from  Hucclecote,  27th  September,  1836, 
aged  61.  On  a white  marble  tablet  on  the  north  fide  of  entrance  to  the  chancel  at 
Newent,  facing  eaft,  is  the  infcription:

V.  William  Elton,  baptifed  at  Newent  20th  September,  1771,  and  buried 
there  21ft  Auguft,  1788,  having  been  admitted  to  Gloucefter  School,  22nd  July, 
1779,  as  “ Gulielmus  Elton  annor’  7,  Domini  Johannis  Elton  de  Newent  in  Com. 
Gloceft.  defundti  Filius.” 

Susanna  Elton  (iii),  the  third  daughter,  was  born  5th  July  and  baptifed  i8th 
September,  1765,  at  Newent,  and  died  15th  06tober,  1790,  aged  25.  She  was 
married  at  Newent,  by  licence,  12th  December,  1785,  to  John  Coles  of  St.  Nicholas’, 
Gloucefter,  merchant,  who  was  buried  at  St.  Nicholas’,  having  had  iflue  Sarah  Coles, 
who  died  19th  February,  1790,  aged  2 years;  Eliza  Coles,  who  died  ift  March, 
1791,  aged  14  months,  and  Sufanna  Coles,  who  died  at  Barton  Street,  Gloucefter, 
15th  Odlober,  1811,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Michael’s.  Sufanna  Coles  was 
married  at  Purton,  Wilts,  20th  September,  1809,  to  John-Mervin  Prower,  M.A., 
Wadham  College,  Oxford,  Vicar  of  Purton  and  Hon.  Canon  of  Briftol,  who  died 
2nd  April,  1869,  aged  85  years,  leaving  an  only  child,  John-Elton-Mervin  Prower, 
of  Purton  Manor  Houfe,  Wilts,  J.P.,  D.L.,  High  Sheriff  of  Wilts,  1862-3,  Captain 
in  67th  Regt.,  Major  in  Wilts  Militia,  born  iith  06tober,  baptifed  at  St.  Nicholas’ 
church,  Gloucefter,  20th  Odober,  18 ii,  died  at  Ramfgate  12th  May,  and  buried 
at  Purton  17th  May,  1882.  He  married  5th  July,  1844,  at  Cookham,  Harriett 
(born  29th  September,  1826,  died  7th  June,  1903,  at  no.  Elm  Park  Gardens), 
fifter  of  General  Sir  William  Payn,  K.C.B.,  and  youngeft  daughter  of  William  Payn 
of  the  Kidwells,  Maidenhead,  Berks,  J.P.,  County  Treafurer,  Captain  in  Yeomanry, 
by  Harriett,  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Morland  of  Weft  Ilfley, 
Berks,  and  had  iflue: 

I.  Mervin  Prower,  born  at  Purton  2nd  May,  baptifed  6th  June,  1847,  died  at 
Oxford  while  an  undergraduate  of  Brafenofe  College,  28  th  November,  buried  4th 
December,  1867,  Purton. 
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2.  John-Elton  Prower,  born  at  Purton  nth  Odtober,  baptifed  14th  November, 
1852.  Lieut.-Colonel  Canadian  Militia.  Medal  and  Clafp.  Captain  and  Hon.  Major 
Royal  Engineer  Militia.  Hon.  Captain  in  the  Army,  20th  March,  1901.  He 
married  in  Paris,  2nd  June,  1880,  Adele-Therefe,  daughter  of  Rene  Kimber, 
Gentleman  Ufher  of  the  Black  Rod  for  Canada,  and  grand-daughter  of  the  Hon. 
Rene  Kimber,  member  of  the  Legiflative  Council  for  Canada,  and  had  iflue  (befides 
three  children  who  died  young,  at  Quebec):

b.  John-Mervin  Prower,  born  at  Quebec,  9th  March,  1884,  Lieut.  R.  Donegal

ember, baptifed  14th  December,  1856.  B.A.,  Brafenofe  College,  Oxford,  1878,

6.  Beatrice  Prower,  born  at  Dover,  3rd  February,  baptifed  3rd  July,  i860,  and 
married  9th  June,  1891,  at  St.  Peter’s,  Cranley  Gardens,  to  Henry-Phillipfon 
Spottifwoode,  attorney-at-law,  fecond  fon  of  General  Spottifwoode,  Bengal  Cavalry, 
and  has  iflue.

From  the  entries  in  the  Ledbury  Regifter  it  is  apparent  that  certain  other 
Eltons  were  living  in  that  town  at  the  clofe  of  the  fixteenth  century,  but  in  what 
way  connected  with  the  perfons  already  recorded  in  the  foregoing  pages  is  not  known. ‘ 

Arthur  Elton  alias  Birte,  a taylor,  married  Anne  Drue  or  Drewe,  30th  June, 
1572,  and  ffie  was  buried  30th  Auguft,  1573,  having  had  a fon,  Anthony,  baptifed 
28th  September,  1572  (buried  13th  November,  1572),  and  it  is  fignificant  that  his 
godparents  were  Rychard  Wyllyfon,  Anthony  Elton,  gent.,  and  Margery  Threlkeld, 
gent.^  Arthur  Elton  muft  have  married  a fecond  wife  foon  after,  viz.,  Johann, 
buried  as  wife  of  Arthur  Elton  alias  Birte,  28th  September,  1619.  Their  children 
were  Edward,  baptifed  ift  April,  1576  (fponfors  being  Thomas  Wyllys,  Jhon 
Meyowe  and  Margery  Clarke);  Peter,  5th  January,  1577-8;  Ifabel,  30th  Odober, 
1579,  married  29th  November,  1607,  to  Philip  Prichet  alias  Sandie;  Joane,  29th 
September,  1581;  Richard,  loth  March,  1582-3;  Ann,  14th  February,  1584-5; 
Margaret,  20th  Auguft,  1587  (buried  17th  February,  1587-8);  and  Maude,  20th 
July,  1589,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Stocke. 

Arthur  Elton  (who  had  been  godfather  to  Sybyll,  daughter  of  Rychard  Ofborn, 
24th  May,  1573),  was  himfelf  buried  ift  December,  1619,  and  his  will  was  proved 
4th  December,  in  the  Hereford  Diocefan  Court,  in  which  he  mentions  his  wife 
Johane,  deceafed,  and  his  children  Edward,  Peter,  and  Maude,  wife  of  Thomas 
Stocke. 

His  fon  Edward  was  probably  the  Edward  Elton,  butcher,  who  married 
Elizabeth  Langford,  3rd  February,  1607-8,  and  was  probably  buried  as  Edward 
Elton,  26th  December,  1621. 

Subfequently  a John  Elton  of  Ledbury,  innholder,  makes  his  appearance.  He 
feems  to  have  married  Elizabeth  . . .,  by  whom  he  had  a daughter  Elizabeth, 
baptifed  i6th  November,  1639,  and  married  to  Richard  Childe,  22nd  May,  1662. 


* The  late  Mr.  R.  B.  Phillipps,  of  Longworth,  believed  this  family  to  be  of  illegitimate  defcent, 
an  opinion  with  which  the  prefent  writer  is  no  longer  inclined  to  agree. 

* It  Ihould  be  noted  that  in  the  original  paper  regifter,  the  marriage  is  entered  as  that  of  Arthur 
Elton  and  Anne  Drue.  In  the  tranfcript  on  parchment,  however,  made  in  1 599,  it  is  Arthur  Birte 
aFs  Elton  and  Anne  Drewe.  Richard  Hall,  the  tranfcriber,  feems  to  have  added  the  additional 
furname  from  his  own  perfonal  knowledge.

Elizabeth  Elton  was  buried  17th  November,  1639,  and  John  Elton  then  married 
Anne  Garners,  29th  November,  1640  (buried  22nd  June,  1676),  by  whom  he  had 
iflue  Sufannah,  baptifed  29th  OAober,  1641,  married  to  William  Hankins  5th 
November,  1664;  John,  baptifed  loth  June,  1651;  Richard,  born  20th  April, 
1658  (perhaps  buried  20th  January,  1661-2);  and  Charles,  baptifed  7th  February, 
1663-4  (buried  5th  Odlober,  1688,  adminiftration  being  granted  at  the  Hereford 
Dioc.  Court  to  his  lifter,  Dorothy  Driver,  4th  December,  1688,  Anne  Elton,  his 
relidt,  renouncing).  This  muft  be  the  Charles  Elton  of  Ledbury,  bach.,  aged  22, 
or  thereabouts,  who  was  licenfed  (at  Gloucefter)  30th  Odlober,  1685,  to  marry 
Ann  Shier  of  Tewkelbury,  fpr.,  aged  about  23.  John  Elton  was  buried  12th 
March,  1683-4,  and  in  his  will,  dated  6th  March,  1683,  and  proved  at  Hereford, 
22nd  May,  1684,  mentions  his  brother  Thomas  Elton,  his  fon  Charles,  and  his 
daughters  Elizabeth  Childe,  Sufanna  Hankyns,  Dorothy  Driver  and  Anne  Randolph. 

The  following  marriages  in  the  Ledbury  Regifter  have  not  been  accounted  for 
in  the  foregoing  pages:

Walter  Hall,^  buried  at  Ledbury,  as  of  “ Juggefgreane,”  20th  September, 
1593;^  married  Margaret,  buried  i8th  January,!  599-1600,  as  widow, 
late  wife  of  Walter  Hall  of  Juggefgrene — and  had  iflue  Richard, 
baptifed  i6th  June,  1558;  Jone,  buried  29th  September,  1560; 

Francis,  buried  nth  Auguft,  1561;  Edward,  baptifed  26th  July, 

1562;  John  and  John,  a twin,  buried  i6th  Auguft,  1565;  William, 
baptifed  17th  November,  1566;  and  Francis,  baptifed  24th  June, 

1571;  befides  Anne,  married  to  Thomas  Meeke  20th  February,  1573- 
4,  and  Ifabel,  both  mentioned  in  their  brother  Richard’s  will.  Of  thefe, 

A.  Richard  Hall,  whofe  will,  dated  ift  July,  was  proved  i6th  November, 

* The  Vilitation  of  Hereford,  1683,  ftates  that  Walter  Hall,  a younger  brother  of  the  Halls  of 
Grantham,  co.  Line.,  had  iflue  Richard  and  Francis  Hall,  the  firft  fettlers  at  Ledbury.  At  this  date 
his  defeendant,  alfo  named  Francis  Hall,  obtained  a certificate  of  arms  from  the  Heralds’  College. 
The  name  of  Hall  is  very  copioufly  reprefented  in  the  Ledbury  regifter,  and  is  borne  by  perfons  in 
various  ranks  of  life.  Many  of  thefe  are  not  accounted  for  in  the  prefent  narrative. 

“ The  dates  of  baptifm,  etc.,  in  this  feilion  are  from  the  Ledbury  regifter,  unlefs  when  otherwife 
ftated. 
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1621,  by  Richard,  Francis  and  John,  fons  of  his  brother,  Francis  Hall  (96  Dale, 
P.C.C.),  was  buried  9th  July,  1621,  as  Richard  Hall,  gentleman.  He  devifed 
the  eftate  of  Bullen,  which  he  had  purchafed  of  Thomas  Woodward,  to  his 
nephew,  John  Hall,  and  bequeathed  £20  to  remain  as  a ftock  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  of  Ledbury  for  ever.  He  married  Milboroughe,  daughter  of  Anthony  Wafh- 
borne  of  Bolbury,  and  widow  of  Richard  Capel  of  the  fame  ^ (buried  at  Ledbury, 
4th  May,  1601;  will,  24th  Odober,  1600,  proved  14th  May,  1601,  by  his  fon 
Richard  Capel,  35  Woodhall,  P.C.C.);  fhe  was  buried  the  laft  day  of  February, 
1628-9,  “ Mris  Millborowe  Hall,  wid.”  By  a former  wife  he  had  a daughter, 

Penelope,  married  7th  November,  1603,  to  John  Bernard,  and  23rd  January, 
1613-4,  to  Richard  Williams. 
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B.  Edward  Hall,  to  whom  the  following  may  refer:  “ 1594,  laft  of  Sept. 
Anne  Hall,  wyfe  of  Edward  Hall  of  Juggfgreene,  being  the  daughter  of  Sir  Percefall 
Harte,  Knighte  of  the  countye  of  [Kent]  was  buried.”

He  was  apparently  the  father  of  Francis,  baptifed  8th  Nov- 
ember, 1 5 90;  Richard,  fon  of  William  Hall  of  Juggefgrene,  baptifed  18th  March, 
1 59 1-2;  William,  fon  of  William  Hall  of  Wellington  Heath,  baptifed  29  September, 
1594;  Edward,  fon  of  William  Hall  of  Wellington  Heath,  baptifed  2 February,

I.  Richard  Hall  of  Ledbury,  gentleman,  eldeft  fon,  buried  3rd  November, 
1631;  will,  24th  Oflober,  1631,  proved  loth  May,  1632,  by  Sufanna,  his  relid

“ Whereas  I do  ftand  charged  by  covenante  unto  Ambrofe  Elton,  Efquire,  my  father-in- 
law,  to  fecure  and  fettle  the  benefitt  of  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  ufe  of  Sufan,  my  loving 
wief,  during  her  lief  for  the  increafe  of  her  joynture, — I will  that  fhe  fhall  hold  and  enjoy  all 
my  copy-hould  lande  called  Jugge,*  being  parcell  of  the  mannor  of  Ledbury  forren,  during  her 
life,  and  bequeath  her  the  two  tenements  in  the  Burrough  of  Bromyard,  which  I purchafed  of 
my  brother,  Frauncis  Hall,  together  with  all  profitt  and  advantage  that  ftiall  arife  or  accrue 
out  of  or  for  my  parte  or  intereft  of  the  faid  mannor  or  Lordftiipp  of  Ledbury  forren.  To  my 
daughters  Sufan,  Anne  and  Dorothy  ,^200  a peece  to  be  paid  them  at  the  age  of  eighteene 
years.  To  my  fon  Richard  the  fum  of  ,(^50,  to  be  paid  him  after  the  death  of  Urfula  Bagge- 
(hawe,  my  mother-in-law  [ftep-mother].  To  my  nephews  Richard,  William,  Frauncis  and 
Edward  Hill,  and  my  nieces  Millberowe  and  Elizabeth  Hill,  my  fifter  Elizabeth  Hill’s 
children,  40  (h.  a peece.”  “ I have  received  into  my  hande  the  fum  of  /^200  which  was  fettled 
in  the  hands  of  John  Webley,  gent.,  for  the  payment  of  one  annuitye  or  yearly  rent-charge  of 

unto  Urfula  Baggefliawe,  my  mother-in-lawe,  during  her  acftual  life,  and  afterwards  to  be 
equally  divided  betweene  my  fifter  Hill,  myfelfe,  my  brother  Frauncis,  and  my  brother,  John 
Hall,  to  every  of  them  £so  ^ peece  according  to  the  laft  will  and  teftament  of  my  father.”  My 
wife,  executrix.  My  brothers,  overfeers.  Signed  in  the  prefence  of  John  Webley,  Frauncis 
Hall  and  John  Hall. 

Richard  Hall  married,  30th  Ocftober,  1622,  Sufanna,  daughter  of  Ambrofe  Elton 
of  the  Hazle,  who  survived  him  and  died  loth  March,  1689,  aged  84.  She 
married  as  her  fecond  hulband,  6th  May,  1633,  at  Eaftnor,  Richard  Cocks,  of 
Dumbleton,  co.  Gloucefter,  created  a Baronet  in  1662.  (See  ante^  p.  34.)

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Richard  Hall  had  ilTue  (i)  Sufanna,  baptifed  27th  September,  1623,  buried  6th 
Auguft,  1696,  and  married  ift  0<5lober,  1644  (not  regiftered  at  Ledbury),  to 
William  Watts,  M.A,,  Vicar  of  Much  Marcle,  fubfequently  Canon  Refidentiary 
of  Hereford,  from  whom  defcends  the  writer  of  this  book.  (2)  Conftance,  baptifed 
i8th  December,  1624;  buried  17th  February,  1629-30.  (3)  Anne,  baptifed  i6th 
January,  1625-6;  died  1654;  married  to  William  Carpender  of  St.  Briavel’s,  co.

He  was 
alfo  a Commiflioner  for  railing  an  afTeflment  of  ,^1,000  a month  in  the  county  of 
Hereford,  from  25th  March  to  24th  June,  1657.  (Scobell’s  Atis.)  He  married 
Sibyl  Wilde,  27th  December,  1620  (.?  buried  22nd  January,  1663-4,  as  Mris.  Sible 
Hall),  and  had  iflue  (a)  John,  baptifed  25th  November,  1621,  who  married  Eliza- 
beth . . . , and  had  a fon,  Francis,  under  age  in  1662;  (b)  Anne,  baptifed  27th

In  his  will,  ift  June,  proved  2nd 
September,  1680  (i  1 8 Bath,  P.C.C.),  he  fays  “ a marriage  is  Ihortly  to  be  folemnized 
between  Anthony  Biddulph,  Efq.,  and  my  eldeft  daughter,  Conftance,  and  by  certain 
articles  of  agreement  of  i8th  May  laft,  I have  covenanted  with  him  to  pay  £2,000 
as  a marriage  portion,  and  ;^500  more  after  my  death  and  the  death  of  Conftance, 
my  wife.”  He  married  at  Lugwardine,  co.  Hereford,  4th  September,  1649,  Con- 
ftance, daughter  of  John  Skynner  of  Ledbury  and  Conftance,  nee  Elton,  his  wife. 
She  died  19th  June,  1703  (M.I.);  and  was  buried  23rd  June,  1703;  will,  9th  May, 
1695,  proved  7th  September,  1703,  by  Sarah  Cutler,  her  daughter  (i54Degg, 
P.C.C.),  overfeers,  “ My  loving  friends,  Rev.  Benjamin  Prichard  of  Ledbury,  clerk,” 
and  others.

Much  light  is  thrown  upon  the  hiftory  of  this  family  by  the  memoranda  written 
in  his  Prayer-book  by  Canon  Watts,  Vicar  of  Much  Marcle, 
Herefordfhire. 

This  book,  now  in  the  poflefllon  of  Mr.  Thomas  Leman  (fee 
chap.  VIII.)  is  an  edition  of  1633.  The  notes  begin  with  the 
marriage  of  Canon  Watts’  father. 

“ The  marriages  and  children  belonging  to  our  family. 

‘‘Impr  Mr.  John  Watts  of  New  rofe  in  the  County  of 
Somerfett  married  M’^®  Elizabeth  Gerard  of  the  fame  County  on 
the  25*^  of  Aprill,  1598.” 

The  fituation  of  New  rofe  has  not  been  afcertained.  The  fadl  that  Robert 
Gerard  of  Sandford  Orcas  and  Chilton,  Somerfet,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Richard  Watts  of  North  Cadbury,  about  this  time  (fee  0/  Somerjety  1623) 

makes  it  probable  that  John  Watts  was  conneded  with  this  part  of  the  county. 

The  memoranda  proceed: 

“Their  firft  borne  Son  was  borne  on  19^^  of  May,  1599,  whofe  name  was 
Richard. 

“ Their  2^^  child  being  a daughter  was  borne  on  5*^  of  Sept.,  1600,  her  name  was 
Joane. 

“Their  3*^  child  being  a daughter  was  borne  on  the  25*^  of  Auguft,  1602,  her 
name  Elizabeth. 

“Their  4*^  child  being  a fon  was  borne  on  the  19*^  of  Auguft,  1604,  his  name 
was  John. 

“ Elizabeth  their  third  child  was  married  to  Mr.  Thomas  Waller  on  the  9*^  of 
Aprill,  1618. 

“Elizabeth  their  firft  child  was  borne  on  the  13th  of  January,  1619. 

“ Thomas  their  2*^  child  was  borne  on  the  1 of  September,  1621. 

“ John  their  3*^  child  was  borne  on  the  6^^  of  06lober,  1622. 

“Mary  was  borne  i of  Aug.,  1624.  Anne  was  borne  12  of  febr.,  1625. 

“Sarah  was  borne  . Francis  was  borne  in  061.,  1628. 

“Will:  was  borne  24*^  of  febr.,  1629.” 

John  Watts,  the  fecond  fon  of  John  Watts  and  Elizabeth,  n^e  Gerard,  entered 
at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  and  graduated  B.A.  17th  July,  1624,  and  M.A., 
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Balliol  College,  Oxford,  7th  July,  1627/  He  was  fojourning  at  his  brother’s  at 
Much  Marcle,  Herefordshire,  in  1646,  when  the  following  interefting  entry  occurs 
in  the  regifter: 

“ Elizabeth  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Wood  of  Yatton  was  born 
friday  being  the  20*^  Nouember,  and  was  baptized  by  my  Brother  the  new  way  on 
Satturday  being  the  5*^  of  December.” 

“ The  new  way”  apparently  refers  to  the  “ Directory,’’  the  ordinance  for  putting 
which  in  force  was  dated  nth  Auguft,  1645  {Hujbandy  p.  715). 

On  19th  February,  1661,  he  was  inftituted  to  the  Redtory  of  Sutton  St.  Nicholas, 
CO.  Hereford,  on  the  prefentation  of  William  Watts,  fro  hac  vice.  An  entry  in  the 
regifter  there  ftates  that  “John  Watts  Mafter  of  Arts  of  the  College  confecrated 
to  the  Holy  Trinity  in  Cambridge  and  of  the  College  of  Balliol  in  Oxford  was 
inducfted  into  the  Redtory  of  Sutton,  20*^  day  of  February,  1661-2.”  Another  entry 
records  that 

“ Mr.  John  Watts,  Redtor,  was  buried  Mar.  14**^,  to  whom  fucceeded  Ben- 
jamin Prichard,  Mafter  of  Arts,  1678.” 

A note,  communicated  by  the  late  Mr.  W.  H.  Cooke,  mentions  that  he  was 
ordained  in  1627. 
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The  third  fon  of  John  Watts  and  Elizabeth,  nee  Gerard,  was 
William  Watts,  whofe  defendants  are  prefently  to  be  enumerated,  though 
ftrangely  he  does  not  add  a memorandum  of  his  own  birth.  He  alfo  entered  at 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  and  graduated  there  B.A.,  17th  July,  1624  (the  fame 
day  as  his  brother  John),  was  incorporated  at  Oxford  from  Balliol  College,  30th  June, 
1627,  and  was  admitted  M.A.  the  fame  year.  He  was  inftituted  to  the  Vicarage  of 


* According  to  Fofter’s  Alumni  Oxonienfes,  he  was  Reftor  of  Childerley,  co.  Cantab.,  1632,  or  Vicar 
of  Sibfey,  1632-44,  and  of  Thorpe  St.  Peter  (both  in  Lincolnfhire),  1639.  Thefe  identifications  may

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Much  Marcle,  21ft  November,  1636,  on  the  prefentation  of  the  King,  and  his  in- 
duction is  thus  recorded  in  the  regifter'there: 

William  Watts  M""  of  Arts  of  Trinity  Coll,  in  Cambridge  and  Balioll  in  Oxford  was  inducted 
into  the  parochiall  Church  of  Much-Marckle  by  Mr  Phillip  Tinker  on  the  23*^  of  Nouember 
1636  and  read  his  Articles  on  the  27***  of  the  fame  as  appeareth  by  this  certificate.

The  regifter  of  Much  Marcle  is  kept  in  his  handwriting  from  a baptifm  on 
17th  Auguft,  1637,  ^ burial  on  20th  April,  1677. 

It  is  ftated  in  Cooke’s  continuation  of  Duncumb’s  Hift.  of  Herefordjhire^ 
1882,  p.  46,  that  he  fortified  his  churchyard,  in  the  Civil  Wars,  for  the  King.  In 
fpite  of  this,  if  it  is  a fa6t,^  he  was  not  difpoflefled.  His  prayer-book,  above  men- 
tioned, has  at  the  end  a number  of  blank  leaves,  on  which  he  has  entered  the  form 
of  fervice,  which  he  employed  during  thefe  troublous  times,  framed  in  accordance 
with  the  model  prefcribed  by  the  “ Directory 

At  certain  interefting  moments  his  houfe  formed  a peaceful  retreat  for  his  lady 
relatives  and  friends. 

“ Robert  Tracy  Efq.  the  fonne  of  Robert  Lord  Vifcount  Tracy  (of  Tuddington 
in  the  County  of  Gloc’)  and  the  Lady  Dorothy  his  wife  was  borne  in  the  Vicaridge 
houfe  of  much-Marcle  on  tuefday  the  4**  of  Sept,  betweene  one  and  two  in  the 
morninge,  and  baptized  Sept,  the  17*^,  1655.” 

The  Lady  Dorothy  was  daughter  of  Thomas  Cocks  of  Caftle-ditch,  by  Anne 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Ambrofe  Elton,  and  therefore  coufin  to  the  wife  of  the  Vicar. 
See  ante,  p.  33.  Her  will  is  in  126  Cann,  P.C.C. 

“ Margarett  Vernon  the  daughter  of  John  Vernon  (the  third  Son  of  S"^  Edward 
Vernon  of  Sudbury  in  the  County  of  Darby)  and  of  Elizabeth  his  wife,  was  borne 
in  the  Vicaridge  houfe  of  Much-Marcle,  Dec.  the  17***,  and  was  baptifed  Dec.  the 
I9t^  1662.” 


' Can  the  following  circumftance,  noted  in  the  regifter,  have  given  occafion  to  the  report  that 
he  had  fortified  the  churchyard? 

“Mem’  That  during  the  time  of  my  being  Vicar  of  much-Marcle  I am  engaged  by  Couenaunt 
w'*"  S’’  John  Kyrle  to  make  a fubftantiall  hedge-fence  vpon  the  North-fide  of  the  churchyard  aforef** 
in  confideration  of  an  Elme-tree  beftowed  vpon  me  by  the  f*  S'  John  Kyrle,  and  to  keep  vp  the  f* 
fence  at  my  owne  charge  during  my  being  Vicar  there  in  teftimony  whereof  I fubfcribe  my  Name 
Will:  Watts  Vicar  ibidem.” 
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Elizabeth  Vernon  was  daughter  of  Fulk  Wallwyn  of  Hellens,  and  baptifed  here 
9th  February,  1629-30. 

Upon  the  Reftoration  William  Watts  was  made  Prebendary  of  Bartonfliam  in 
Hereford  Cathedral,  7th  Auguft,  1660,  and  Canon  Refidentiary. 

On  loth  Auguft,  1671,  he  was  inftituted  to  the  neighbouring  Vicarage  of  Upton 
Biftiop,  and  a memorandum  in  the  regifter  there  ftates  that

William  Watts  died  in  1679,  probably  buried  in  Hereford.  Adminiftra- 

tion  of  his  eftate  was  granted  to  his  widow,  20th  Auguft,  1680,  by  the  Hereford 
Dioc.  Court. 

A letter,  written  by  him  to  Archbifhop  Sheldon,  is  preferved  among  the  Tanner 
MSS.,  xlii,  105,  in  the  Bodleian  Library: 


May  it  pleafe  y''  grace  to  accept,  By  the  hands  of  our  moft  honourd  Chauncellour  S"^

the  Miniftrey  before  he  was  borne,  y*  in  order  thereunto,  you  were  pleafed  to  caft  an  aufpicious 
ey  vpon  him,  & to  comaund  him  to  fignify  vnto  me  y*^  you  w*'*  take  him  into  yo’’  care,  to  pro- 
uide  fome  preferment  for  him,  y^  (under  God)  is  the  ground  of  my  hopes  that  he  w°  is  the 
ftaffe  of  my  age  being  held  vp  by  foe  ftrong  a hand,  may  helpe  to  fupport  y*^  great  burden  of  a 
wife  & 10  children,  ly  vpon  my  aged  & infirme  body,  the  fraile  thread  of  whofe  life  being 
cutt  afunder,  they  muft  all  iraediately  be  driuen  forth  into  the  world,  into  a more  diftrefled 
condition  than  ordinary  and  coihon  beggars,  becaufe  of  their  better  breedinge,  w®’’  yet  capaci- 
tates them  to  any  thing  but  want,  from  w®**  good  Lord  deliuer  them  by  the  intailed  fauours  of 
your  Grace,  vpon  the  heyre  of  my  hopes,  & their  fubfiftence,  and  y*^  vpon  the  moft  humble 
& earneft  requeft,  moft  father  in  God,  of  your  Grace  his  | moft  Auntiently  deuoted  | 
Seruaunt,

William  Watts  married  Sufanna,  eldeft:  daughter  of  Richard  Hall  of  Ledbury 
and  Sufanna,  nie  Elton,  his  wife.  See  ante^  p.  62.  Again  to  quote  his  memoranda: 
“ Sufanna  Hall  the  daughter  of  Richard  Hall  & Sufanna  his  wife  was  baptizd 
in  Ledbury,  on  the  27^^*  day  of  September  anno  1623. 

“ I Will’  Watts  Vicar  of  Much-Marcle  married  their  daughter  Sufanna  on  the 
firft  day  of  Odlober,  1644.” 
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(Another  account  fays  5th  of  Odlober,  probably  a mifreading  of 

In  1687  Ihe  executed  the  following  deed,  now  in  the  polTeflion  of  the  writer: 

This  Indenture  made  the  two  and  twentieth  day  of  June,  in  the  third  yeare  of  the  reigne 
of  our  Soveraigne  Lord  James  the  fecond  . . . Annoc^  dni  1687  Between  Sufanna  Watts  of 
Much  Marcle  in  the  County  of  Hereford  widow  on  the  one  part  And  Benjamin  Prichard 
Vicar  of  Ledbury  in  the  faid  County  on  the  other  part  Witnesseth  That  the  faid  Sufanna 
Watts  for  and  in  confideracon  of  the  fume  of  Five  fhillings.  . . . And  for  other  confideracons 
the  faid  Sufanna  Watts  Hath  bargained  and  fold  and  by  thefe  p’fents  doth  bargaine  and  fell 
unto  the  faid  Benjamin  Prichard  All  the  Clofe  or  meadow  or  parcell  of  meadow  ground 
knowne  by  the  name  of  Stapeley  meadowe,  conteining  by  eftimacon  three  acres  ...  in  Bof- 
bury,  late  in  the  occupacon  of  William  Lylly  dec*^  and  now  in  the  occupacon  of  Abigill  Lylly 
vid’,  and  lately  purchafed  by  Richard  Hall  gen’  dec**  late  brother  of  the  faid  Sufanna  of  and 
from  John  Morton  gen’  by  Conveyance  dated  the  fourth  day  of  June  1674  . . . To  have 
and  to  hold  the  faid  clofe  . . . unto  the  faid  Benjamin  Prichard  . . . for  one  whole  yeare  . . . 
That  by  force  and  vertue  of  thefe  p’fents  and  of  the  bargaine  and  fale  herein  conteined  and  by 
vertue  of  the  ftatute  made  for  transferring  of  vfes  into  polTeflion  the  faid  Benjamin  Prichard  may 
bee  in  the  lawfull  aftuall  polTeffion  of  the  parcell  of  ground  & p’milTes  above  menconed  and  thereby 
capable  of  accepting  a further  grant  and  eftate  thereof  to  him  felfe  & his  heyres  & affignes.  In 
Witnefs  whereof  the  faid  parties  to  thefe  p’fent  Indentures  have  interchangably  put  their  hands 
& feales  the  day  and  yeare  firft  above  written.  Sufanna  Watts  [feal,  a chevron  between  three 
talbot’s  heads  erafed.]  Sealed  and  delivered  in  the  p’fence  of  Jos:  Watts  Ri.  Mathews  Sarah 
Pitts  her  x mark. 

“Mrs.  Sufanna  Watts,  widow,”  was  buried  at  Ledbury,  6th  Auguft,  1696. 

Eleven  children  were  the  iffue  of  this  marriage. 

I.  Susanna  Watts.  “Sufanna,  our  firft  child,  was  born  to  us  at  Collwall  on 
the  27*^  of  September,  1645,  about  12  a clocke  in  the  night,  being  Satturday,  & 
was  baptifed  there  061.  the  next  followinge,  Ambrofe  Elton  iun.  of  the  Hafell, 
Efq.,^  being  her  God  father,  Miftris  Sufanna  Cockes  and  M®  Joyce  Winnyat  being 
her  god  mothers.”  (P.  Bk.) 

“ My  daughter  Sufan  was  married  to  Mr.  Thomas  Head,  a gentleman-Comoner 
of  Hart  Hall  in  Oxforde,  on  the  23*^  of  Nov.,  1666,  by  me  w*^  a licence,  in  the 
parifh-church  of  Much-Markle.”  (P.  Bk.)  Marriage  licence  at  Hereford,  i6th  No- 
vember, 1666.  He  is  there  called  of  “City  Oxon.  gen.”  alleged  by  her  father  and 
Richard  Cox  of  City  of  Hereford,  clerk.  The  marriage  is  duly  entered  in  the 
parifh  regifter. 

This  Thomas  Head  matriculated  at  Oxford  29th  March,  1661,  aged  twenty- 
one,  fon  of  Henry  Head  of  London,  armigery  and  graduated  B.A.  13th  Odlober, 
1663,  and  M.A.  15th  June,  1666. 


' For  Ambrofe  Elton,  junior,  fee  ante,  p.  39.  Sufanna  Cockes  was  wife  of  Richard,  afterwards  Sir 
Richard  Cocks  of  Dumbleton,  Bart.,  and  the  child’s  grandmother.  Joyce  Winnyat,  2nd  wife  of  John 
Winnyat  of  Old  Grange,  who  died  1670.  She  died  1651. 
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“ Their  onely  fon,  Thomas  Head,  was  borne  in  the  Hofpitall  of  St  Catharine 
in  Ledbury  on  the  14th  of  November,  1667,  and  was  baptized  on  the  23d  of  the 
fame  moneth,  my  wives  Vnkle  Francis  Hall  of  Ledbury,  M* *"  Richard  Meredith, 
and  M®  Dorothy  Hall  my  wives  lifter,  being  witnelTes,”  (P.  Bk.) 

In  the  Ledbury  regifter  the  baptifm  is  dated  21ft  November. 

Thomas  Head,  the  father,  was  buried  at  Much  Marcle,  29th  May,  1673,  as 
“ of  Hereford,  Gent.”  “ M“®  Sufannah  Head  y®  widow,  relidt  of  M*"  Tho:  Head,” 
was  alfo  buried  there  5th  January,  1677-8. 

On  a flat  ftone  within  the  altar  rails  is  this  infcription :

Arms,  within  a lozenge,  the  centre  a crofs  moline  for  Sherwell\  dexter,  a chevron 
ermine  between  three  unicorn’s  heads  erafed  for  Head ; linifter,  on  a fefs  three  crolTes 
patonce,  on  a canton  a fleur-de-lis  for  Winch.  (No  tindlures  are  exprefled.) 

A black  marble  flab  once  bore  the  following  infcription:

In  the  regifter  is  “ M®  Sarah  Wynch  the  wid.  of  Robert  Wynch  of  London 
Efq  was  buryed  the  14*^  day  of  May,  1675.” 

II.  William  Watts,  eldeft  fon.  “Will’:  our  2^  child  was  borne  at  much- 
Markle  on  the  29*^  of  March  about  12  at  night,  1647,  ^ baptized  on  the 
firft  of  April  following,  Fulke  Wallwyn  of  Hellins^  & my  brother,  M'^  John 
Watts,  being  his  godfathers,  and  M®  Eliz.  Skinner  of  the  graung  being  his  god- 
mother.” (P.  Bk.) 

The  baptifm  of  this  fon,  and  the  baptifms  of  the  remaining  children,  are  duly 
regiftered  at  Much  Marcle. 

He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  14th  March,  1662-3,  aged  fixteen,  from  Brafenofe 
College,  graduated  B.A.  6th  July,  1666,  M.A.  13th  May,  1669,  B.D.  15th  July, 
1676,  was  inftituted  Redor  of  Abbey  Dore,  9th  January,  1676,  on  the  prefentation 
of  Jane  Scudamore,  widow;  became  Prebendary  of  Hinton  in  Hereford  Cathedral, 
30th  April,  1677,  and  Canon  Refidentiary,  Precentor  of  Hereford,  25th  February, 


* The  will  of  Henry  Head  of  St.  Mary  Woolchurch,  London,  was  proved  22nd  Nov.,  1639,  by 
Sarah,  his  relift  (175  Harvey);  that  of  Robert  Winch,  4th  Sept.,  1671  (117  Duke,  P.C.C.). 

* Fulke  Wallwyn  was  buried  at  M.  Marcle,  27th  February,  1660-1. 
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1685-6,  and  Archdeacon  of  LlandafF.  He  was  buried  at  Abbey  Dore,  1 5th  06lober, 
1722,  and  in  his  will,  dated  14th  October,  1718,  and  proved  8th  November,  1722 
(227  Marlborough,  P.C.C.),  fpeaks  of  his  property  as  already  fettled  by  deed,  and 
appoints  his  wife,  Mary,  his  executrix.

Above  this  monument  is  a fhield  bearing  the  arms  of  Watts^  Azure,  on  a fefs 
between  fix  arrows  bendwife,  feathered  argent,  three  blackamoor’s  heads  fidefaced 
couped  fable. 
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William  Watts  married  Mary  Wellington,  7th  Odlober,  1680,  at  Sutton  St. 
Nicholas,  where  the  regifter  records  that'“Mr.  William  Watts,  Bach,  of  Div^^y,  Parfon 
of  Abby  Dour  and  Le«5lurer  of  Hereford,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Wellington  were  married 
by  licence.”  She  was  at  that  time  of  St.  Peter’s  parilh  in  Hereford,  as  is  Ibown  by 
the  licence,  6th  Odober,  1680:  “Licen’  m’ron  [inter]  Will“  Watts  Clicu  Redor’ 
de  Dora  in  Com.  et  Dioc.  Hereford’  et  Maria  Wellington  po®  Sdi  Petri  intr’  Citem 
et  Decanat’  Heref’  concefs’  p mru  Johem  Clark,  clicu,  Art’  Mru,  Surru,  etc.”  (Here- 
ford Marriage  Allegations.) 

Their  children  were : 

i.  William  Watts,  baptifed  13th  November,  1681,  at  St.  Peter’s  in  Hereford; 
buried  at  Abbey  Dore,  29th  January,  1681-2. 

ii.  Susanna  Watts,  baptifed  15th  November,  1683,  at  Abbey  Dore.  She 
married  John  Floyer,  of  Whitehoufe  in  Lantillio  Pertholey,  Monmouthfhire,  and 
of  the  Middle  Temple,  London.  (See  Mifc.  Geneal.  et  Herald.,  vol.  i..  New  Series, 
page  124,  for  her  children.)  Her  hulband  in  his  will,  dated  29th  Odober,  1726, 
proved  21ft  February,  1726-7  (38  Farrant,  P.C.C.),  devifed  to  her  the  “ mefluage 
in  the  town  of  Abergavenny,  where  my  late  father  did  dwell,”  and  “ the  White 
Houfe,  wherein  I now  dwell.” 

iii.  Mary  Watts,  baptifed  31ft  Odober,  buried  8th  November,  1685,  at 
Abbey  Dore.

He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  4th  June, 
1709,  aged  eighteen,  from  Balliol  College,  and  died  apparently  in  his  father’s  life- 
time. There  is  an  hiatus  in  the  regifter  of  Abbey  Dore  between  1686,  when  the  firft 
volume  ends,  and  1724,  when  the  next  begins.  It  is  ftated  {ibid.,  p.  126)  that  James 
Watts  of  Llantillio  Pertholey,  gent.,  married  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of 
William  Prichard  of  Lloyngwin  in  the  fame  parilh,  and  was  living  6th  Odober, 
1716,  the  date  of  a leafe  of  land  in  Lanarth,  to  which  the  feal  of  his  arms  is  attached. 

III.  Elizabeth  Watts.  “ Elizabeth  our  3*^  child  was  borne  here  on  the  13^*^  of 
Nov.,  1648,  & chriftned  Nov.  16*^.  She  died  on  the  29***  of  Aprill  following,  & 
was  by  me  [interred]  in  the  chauncell  of  much  Markle.”

Anne  Watts.  “ Anne,  our  4*^  nuptiall  blefling,  was  borne  on  monday  the 
6*^**  of  Odober,  1649,  about  7 in  the  morninge,  & was  baptized  on  the  thurfday 
next  followinge,  Nov*^  29^^^,  M®  Anne  Elton  my  wives  grandmother,^  M®  Anne

& M*"  Herbert  Boughton  being  witnefles.”  (P.  Bk.) 

“ My  daughter  Mary  was  married  unto  M*"  Thomas  Kent  of  Bellington  in  the 
County  of  Heref:  on  the  24*^  of  January  167 in  ye  Savoy-church. 

“ Their  firfl;  child  was  a fon  borne  at  Ellington  in  the  County  of  Norfolke 
Aprill  the  i,  1673,  & was  baptized  Henry  on  the  Wednefday  fortnight  after.

Richard  Watts.  “ Richard  was  borne  on  the  lo**'  of  Nov.,  1655, 
between  7 and  8 in  the  afternoone,  & was  baptized  on  the  M*^  Richard  Wall- 


daughter  of  William  Cooke  of  St.  Martin’s-in-the-Fields,  Weftminfter  (will,  97  Leicefter,  P.C.C.),  and 
Frances,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Lord  John  Grey  of  Pirgo,  brother  of  Henry  Grey,  Duke  of  Suffolk 
— 2nd  son  of  Sir  Anthony  Cooke  of  Giddy  Hall,  Effex.  John  Wynnyatt  of  Old  Grange,  in  parifh 
of  Dymock,  born  1595,  will,  1670  (153  Penn,  P.C.C.),  fon  of  John  Wynnyatt,  alfo  of  Old  Grange, 
born  1547,  died  1626.

He  was  inftituted  vicar  of 
Much  Marcle,  1 6th  January,  1681,  on  the  prefentation  of  Sir  John  Ernly.  The 
regifter  there  records  his  burial,  25th  June,  1700.

Hoiurdt  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Holland,  who  was  baptifed  at  Much  Marcle,  22nd 
November,  1664.

The  adminiftration  of  eftate  of  Hugh  Lewis, 
of  All  Saints’,  Hereford,  S.T.P.,  was  granted  i8th  January,  1722-3,  to  Cave 
Woodhoufe,  efq.,  principal  creditor  (Hereford  Deanery  Court).  Adminiftration  of

Adminiftration  of  the  effeds  of  John  Watts,  late  vicar  of  Much  Marcle,  was 
granted  to  Blanch  Watts,  his  widow  and  relid,  26th  March,  1701,  in  the  Here- 
ford Diocefan  Court;  and  a little  later,  23rd  February,  170 1-2,  adminiftration  of 
the  goods  of  Elizabeth  Watts,  alias  Holland,  late  of  Much  Marcle,  deceafed  (the 
former  wife  of  John  Watts),  was  ilfued  to  William  Watts,  uncle  and  guardian  of 
Sufanna  and  William  Watts,  her  children,  during  their  minority.

Mr  Edward  Sandys,^  Mr  Henry  Clements,  & my  Cofen  Bettee  Wallwyn,®  being 
witnefTes.”  (P.  Bk.) 

He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  24th  Odober,  1676,  from  Hart  Hall,  aged  feven- 
teen,  was  ordained  deacon  at  Hereford,  20th  September,  1685,  and  prieft,  3rd 
May,  1686,  and  inftituted  to  the  redory  of  Kentchurch,  3rd  December,  1688,  on 
the  prefentation  of  the  King. 

He  was  buried  at  Kentchurch  29th  April,  1737.  By  his  will,  dated  24th 
Auguft,  1734,  he  bequeaths  his  real  and  perfonal  eftate  to  his  niece,  Anne  Mayo, 
wife  of  Charles  Mayo  of  Hereford,  “ to  difpofe  of  as  fhe  thinks  fitt  for  the  good  of 
her  family,  upon  this  condition  that  Ihe  pays  unto  my  niece,  Lucy  Minors,  the  fum 
of  fifty  pounds  within  a year  after  my  deceafe,  and  alfo  to  my  niece,  Sufanna  Lewis, 
the  fum  of  fifty  pounds,  and  to  have  the  Bill  of  twenty  pounds  her  hulband  owes 
me  fettled  upon  her  for  her  ufe  only.  And  laftly  I defire  I may  be  buried  privately 
in  the  neareft  Churchyard  I Ihall  die  convenient  to,  without  any  charge  more  than 
the  meaneft  is  put  to,  and  to  be  buried  in  the  North  or  Weft  Side  of  the  Church 
without  any  Graveftone  or  any  ground  rifen  higher  than  the  reft  over  me,”  In  a 
codicil  of  26th  Auguft,  1737,  he  revokes  the  legacy  of  fifty  pounds,  which  he 
had  given  to  his  niece  Lucy,  wife  of  John  Minors  of  Clement’s  Inn,  co.  Middle- 
fex,  gent.,  and  for  her  care  and  trouble  in  attending  him  in  his  illnefs  and  old  age, 
and  in  managing  his  family  affairs,  bequeaths  her  an  annuity  of  ten  pounds,  to  be 
paid  by  his  executrix.  If  in  arrears,  he  appoints  his  friends,  John  Wind  and  Charles 
Floyer,  gents.,  to  fue  for  and  recover  it.  Proved  by  Anne  Mayo,  loth  March, 
1737-8,  in  the  Hereford  Dioc.  Court.  He  married  (i)  Catherine  Whittington,  of 
St.  Peter’s  in  Hereford.  Licence  dated  13th  March,  1690-1.  (2)  Frances  Merrett 
of  King’s  Capel,  aged  forty, He  was  then  a widower,  aged  fifty.  Licence 
13th  July,  1717.  (Hereford  Marriage  Allegations.)

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CHAPTER  III. 

Mayo  and  May  of  Wiltshire  and  several  adjoining  Counties. 

N the  prefent  chapter  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  exhibit  in  an 
orderly  and  connecfbed  narrative  an  account  of  feveral  families 
bearing  the  name  of  May,  Mayo,  or  Mayhew,  which  of  old 
exifted  within  the  county  of  Wilts  and  beyond  its  borders,  in 
the  north-eaft  of  Dorfet,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  fouth-weft  of 
Gloucefterfhire  on  the  other.  As  the  genealogies  are  almoft 
entirely  new,  and  where  not  wholly  fo  have  received  fubftantial  additions  from  the 
refearches  of  the  writer,  they  will,  it  is  believed,  be  of  fervice  to  fubfequent  workers 
in  the  fame  field.^ 


Mayo  of  Cann  St.  Rumbold,  Dorset. 

Richard  Mayo^  was  living  in  the  parifh  of  Cann  St.  Rumbold,  adjoining 
Shaftefbury,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  eight  of  his  children  were  bap- 
tifed  there  between  the  years  1563  and  i579*  ^ leafe  of  lands  called 

Whitemore  from  the  Webb  family,  25  Eliz.,  1 582-3,  for  eighteen  years,  and  another, 
33  Eliz.,  1 590-1,  for  ninety-nine  years,  on  the  lives  of  his  fons,  Richard,  the 
younger,  and  Chriftopher,  and  his  grandfon  John,  fon  of  William  Mayo  {Chancery 


' No  notice  has  been  taken  of  the  numerous  Mayos  or  Mayows  of  Cornwall,  the  Mayos  of  Kent, 
or  the  Mayhews  of  the  Eaftern  counties,  as  being  too  remote  to  interefl:  thofe  for  whofe  benefit  the 
prefent  work  has  been  undertaken.  Nor  has  it  been  polTible  to  record  the  many  fcattered,  difcon- 
nefted  bearers  of  the  name  who  have  come  to  light  in  the  courfe  of  the  writer’s  inveftigations. 

The  name  Richard  is  frequently  found  in  connexion  with  Mayo  in  S.  W.  of  Wilts.  Richard 
Mayowe  married  Luce  Stone  at  Eaft  Knoyle  28th  Oftober,  1 544,  and  had  five  children  baptifed  there, 
viz.  Richard,  25th  June,  1545;  John,  2nd  Oftober,  1547;  Luce,  22nd  July,  1552;  Mary,  24th 
December,  1552;  and  Mary,  25th  May,  1554.  At  Wifhford  Richard  Mayo,  clerke,  married  Edeth 
Bodenham  27th  November,  1602,  and  figns  the  regifter  as  “Curat”  in  1603.  At  Bath  Abbey 
Richard  Mayo  married  Katherine  Chapman  19th  Odtober,  1640,  and  was  buried  15th  Auguft,  1645. 
Will  dated  loth  July,  and  proved  20th  November,  1645  (142  Rivers,  P.C.C.). 
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B.  and  A.,  Jas.  I.,  W.  29/14,  July  7th,  1614).  He  held  befides,  jointly  with  his 
fons  William  and  Richard,  a mefluage  and  lands  in  Coppftreete  and  elfewhere  in 
Shafton,  of  the  manor  of  Barton,  by  copy  dated  28th  April,  14  Eliz.,  1572.^  His 
name  alfo  occurs  in  a Subfidy  roll  of  Melbury  Abbas,  the  next  parilh,  35  Eliz., 
1592-3.  His  will,  dated  23rd  February,  1601,  was  proved  by  William  Mayo,  his 
fon,  9th  February,  1602(19  Bolein,  P.C.C.),  in  which  he  leaves  legacies  to  the 
churches  and  poor  of  Shafton  and  Cann,  and  mentions  his  leafehold  lands  called 
Whitmore  in  Motcombe,  and  in  the  parilh  of  St.  James,  Shaftelbury,  his  wife, 
Dorothie,  his  eldeft  fon,  William  Mayo  (father  of  John  Mayo),  his  fon,  Richard 
Mayo,  who  married  Anne  Butler  (a  deed  is  named,  apparently  their  marriage 
fettlement,  7th  June,  28  Eliz.,  1586),  his  fon,  Chriftopher  Mayo,  his  fon-in-law, 
John  Sheard  of  Blinsfield^  (hulband  of  his  daughter  Frances),  and  his  kinfman, 
John  Mayo,  whom  he  names  overfeer. 

“Mr.  Richard  Mayo®  was  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Romboll,”  7th  Decem- 
ber, 1602  (Cann  reg.). 

He  married  JirJiy  Joane  . . . buried  at  Cann  26th  June,  1577,  as  “.wife  of 
Richard  Mayo  ” ; Jecondly^  Dorothie  . . . named  in  his  will. 

He  had  ilTue  the  following  children : 

A.  William  Mayo,  termed  his  eldeft  fon  in  his  will,  1602;  of  whom 
prefently. 

B.  Ellin  Mayo,  baptifed  28th  Odober,  1563.  She  became  wife  of  Thomas 
Newman  of  Fifehead  Magdalen,  who  died  21ft  Odober,  1649, 
defendants,  Richard  Newman,  was  granted  by  Charles  II.  an  augmentation  to  his 
arms  in  the  form  of  an  inefcutcheon  gules,  charged  with  a portcullis  crowned  or, 
for  his  devotion  to  the  late  King,  his  coat  being  Quarterly,  fable  and  argent,  in 
the  firft  and  fourth  quarters  three  mullets  of  the  fecond;  and  another  defendant, 
alfo  a Richard  Newman,  was  created  a Baronet  20th  December,  1699. 


’ Margaret  May  or  Mayowe  also  held  a tenement  near  the  burial  ground  of  H.  Trinity.  She  is 
apparently  the  Margaret  Mew  or  Mayo,  one  of  the  nuns  of  Shaftelbury  Abbey,  who  at  the  dilTolution 
received  a penlion  of  io6r.  8^.  per  ann.,  zznd  March,  30  Hen.  VIII.,  1538-9.  She  was  living  in 
1553.  Hutchins’  Dorfet,  3rd  edit.,  vol.  iii.,  p.  31. 

* 8th  Oftober,  3 Edw.  VI.,  1 549,  the  Governors  of  Bruton  Grammar  School  leafe  the  manor  and 
farm  of  Blyntsfyld  to  John  Gater  alias  Sherde,  Johane  his  wife,  and  John  their  fon,  for  their  lives  in 
fucceffion,  at  a rent  of  ,^10  6s,  %d.  (This  leafe  is  not  figned.) 

23rd  July,  14  Eliz.,  1572,  they  leafe  the  fame  to  John  Gater  alias  Shard,  ChrilHan  his  wife,  and 
John  their  fon,  for  their  lives  in  fucceffion. 

20th  Odlober,  9 Jas.  I.,  1611,  John  Gater  alias  Sharde,  reciting  that  his  faid  father,  John  Gater 
alias  Sharde,  is  deceafed,  and  alfo  Chriftian,  wife  of  the  faid  John,  furrenders  the  premifes  to  the 
Governors. 

’ Witnefs  to  Wm.  Wyett’s  bond  to  Wm.  Grove  of  Shaftelbury,  refpefting  the  fite  of  a dwelling 
houfe  at  Ludwell,  fold  by  the  former  to  the  latter.  (MS.  penes  Sir  W.  J.  Grove,  Bart.) 
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C.  IsABELL  Mayo,  baptifed  25th  February,  1567. 

D.  Richard  Mayo,  baptifed  3rd  March,  1569;  of  whom  hereafter,  p,  88. 

E.  Tamosine  Mayo,  baptifed  28th  October,  1570* 

F.  Christopher  Mayo,  baptifed  28th  July,  1572.  He  may  be  the  Chriftopher 
Maio  who  married  at  St.  James’,  Shaftelbury,  Marian  Hellier,  25th  June,  1610. 
Chriftopher,  fon  of  Chriftopher  Mayo,  was  baptifed  at  Cann  loth  Auguft,  1613. 

G.  Frances  Mayo,  baptifed  29th  Ocftober,  1574.  She  was  married  to  John 
Gater  alias  Shard  (of  Blintsfield,  parilh  of  St.  James)  at  Cann  church,  5th  Odober, 
1591. 

H.  Nicholas  Mayo,  baptifed  19th  February,  and  buried  22nd  February, 
1575-6,  as  fon  of  Richard  Mayo. 

I.  Alice  Mayo,  baptifed  i6th  March,  buried  22nd  March,  1579.  She  muft 
have  been  the  daughter  of  Dorothy,  the  fecond  wife.^ 

To  return  to  William  Mayo  (A),  eldeft  fon  and  executor  of  his  father.  His 
baptifm  is  not  regiftered  at  Cann,  but  he  was  buried  there  7th  March,  1628-9, 
in  the  grant  of  adminiftration  of  his  perfonal  eftate  to  his  fon,  John  Mayo,  13th 
Odober,  1629,  P.C.C.,  he  is  termed  “late  of  Cann,  Dorfet,  deceafed.”  He  was 
deforciant  in  a fine  between  John  Foyle,  gent.,  and  others,  v.  William  Mayo, 
refpeding  lands  in  Shafton  and  the  liberty  of  Alcefter,  Michaelmas,  i Jas.  I., 
1603.  In  a Chancery  Depofition,  dated  i8th  January,  22  Jas.  I.,  1624-5, 
termed  “ William  Mayo  of  Cann,  Dorfet,  gent.,  aged  57,”  which  appears  to  reduce 
his  age  by  about  ten  years  {Chanc.  Dep.^  Eliz.,  Jas.  and  Chas.,  F.  2/2). 

He  held  a leafe  for  99  years  of  the  manor  and  lands  of  Blintsfield  in  the  pariflies  of  St. 
James  and  Stower  Provoft,  of  the  Governors  of  Bruton  Grammar  School,  determinable  on 
the  lives  of  John  and  Rebecca,  his  fon  and  daughter,  and  Richard,  fon  of  his  brother  Richard 
Mayo.  This  he  refigned,  and  received  another  leafe  27th  January,  16  Jas.  I.,  1619,  for  the 
lives  of  his  faid  fon  and  daughter,  and  of  Eleanor,  wife  of  the  faid  John.  On  19th  Auguft, 
20  Jas.  I.,  1622,  this  fecond  leafe  was  alfo  furrendered,  and  the  next  day  the  governors  renewed 
the  leafe  to  William  Mayo,  for  the  lives  of  John,  the  fon,  Eleanor  his  wife,  and  William 
the  younger,  fon  of  the  faid  John  and  Eleanor,  at  a rent  of  j^io  6s.  8^.  Livery  of  feifin  14th 
March,  20  Jas.  I.,  1623,  to  John  Mayo,  gent.,  attorney  of  William  Mayo.  On  17th  March 
that  year  an  indenture  tripartite  between  (i)  William  Mayo  of  Cann,  gent.,  and  Agnes,  his 
wife,  (2)  John  Mayo,  fon  of  faid  William  Mayo  and  Eleanor,  his  wife,  and  (3)  Humfrie 
Biftioppe  of  Chilcombe,  Dorfet,  gent.,  John  Foyle  of  Shafton,  efq.,  and  Thomas  Newman 
of  Fifehead  Magdalen,  gent.,  witnefleth  that  the  faid  William  Mayo,  in  confideration  of  a 
marriage  alreadie  had  and  folemnized  between  the  faid  John  Mayo  and  Eleanor  his  wife,  and 
for  the  better  preferment  and  prefent  maintenance  to  be  had  and  made  unto  them,  the  faid 
John  and  Eleanor,  his  wife,  and  to  the  intent  and  purpofe  that  the  faid  Eleanor  fhall  be  aflured 


* There  was,  perhaps,  another  daughter,  for  Chriftian  Mayo  was  married  to  Robert  Myhill,  9th 
Oftober,  1581,  and  buried  30th  July,  1582;  and  Elizabeth  Mayo,  married  to  Robert  Myhill,  19th 
Oftober,  1590  (Cann  reg.). 
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of  the  annuity  of  [bo  during  her  life,  out  of  the  faid  premifes  in  fatisfadfion  of  dower,  as  alfo  in 
full  performance  of  all  fuch  covenants,  grants,  articles  and  agreements  made  between  the  faid 
William  Mayo  and  the  faid  Humphrey  Bilhoppe,  father  of  the  faid  Eleanor,  he  the  faid  William 
Mayo  hath  demifed  and  afligned  to  Humphrey  Bilhoppe,  John  Foyle  and  Thomas  Newman, 
their  executors  and  alfigns,  the  premifes  of  Blynsfeild,  to  hold  from  15th  March  laft  paft,  for 
99  years,  if  John  Mayo,  Eleanor  his  wife,  or  William,  their  fon,  lhall  fo  long  live;  Upon  truft 
to  pay  to  William  Mayo  and  Agnes,  his  now  wife,  and  the  furvivor  of  them,  at  the  dwelling 
houfe  of  the  faid  William  Mayo  in  Cann,  the  yearly  rent  of  and  upon  further  truft  to  fuffer 
the  faid  John  Mayo  to  enjoy  the  faid  manor,  etc.,  charged  with  the  faid  annuity ; and  ftiould 
John  Mayo  die  during  the  life  of  Eleanor,  then  fhe  to  enjoy  the  faid  manor,  etc.  Furthermore 
the  faid  William  Mayo  covenants  with  the  faid  Humphrey  Biftiopp  that  he  will  not  furrender 
any  copyhold  or  cuftomary  eftate  now  granted  to  the  faid  John  Mayo  for  term  of  his  life  in  any 
copyhold  lands,  houfes  or  tenements  within  the  manor  of  Barton  and  Cann,  unlefs  the  faid 
John  Mayo  fliall  join  in  the  furrender.  (Bruton  School  Records.) 

William  Mayo  married  at  Cann,  9th  February,  1588,  Agnes  Newman,  and  fhe 
was  buried  there  as  “Agnes  Mayo,  widdowe,”  7th  May,  1631.  They  had  iflue 
four  children,  viz. : 

I.  John  Mayo,  baptlfed  at  Cann  23rd  July,  1 589. 

II.  Dorothie  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cann  9th  January,  159 1-2,  and  buried  as 
“ Dorothy  Storice,  widdow,”  ift  April,  1675.  She  was  married  to  John  Storke,  29th 
Otftober,  1608,  who  alfo  was  buried  there  25th  December,  1642. 

III.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  ift  July,  1575.  She  was  married  to  John  King 
of  Sedgehill,  Wilts,  gent.  In  her  will,  dated  30th  January,  1653,  proved  8th 
December,  1654  (233  Alehin,  P.C.C.),  as  of  Elizabeth  King  of  Cann,  Dorfet,  wife 
of  John  King  of  Sedghull,  Wilts,  gent.,  fhe  bequeaths  to  her  coufin,  William  Mayo, 
one  flock  of  bees. 

IV.  Rebecca  Mayo,  baptifed  7th  March,  1598-9,  who  was  married  at  Cann  to 
Thomas  Hafkoll,  20th  January,  1626,  and  had  iffue.  Her  will,  as  of  Cann, 
widow,  dated  15th  November,  1666,  was  proved  14th  May,  1669.  To  be  buried 
in  the  church  of  Cann  (55  Coke,  P.C.C.) 

Of  John  Mayo  (I),  the  fon,  thefe  particulars  are  recorded: 

On  ill  Auguft,  lo  Chas.  L,  1634,  John  Mayo  of  Cann,  gent.,  and  Elinor,  his  wife,  John 
Bifhop  of  Chilcome,  efq.,  John  Foyle  of  Kimpton,  co.  Southampton,  efq.,  and  Thomas  Newman 
of  Fifehead  Magdalen,  gent.,  at  the  fpecial  inftance  and  requeft  of  the  faid  John  Mayo  and  Elinor 
his  wife,  and  in  confideration  of  ,^1000  paid  unto  the  faid  John  Mayo  by  John  Combe,  the  elder, 
of  Milton  Abbas,  gent.,  aflign  to  the  Governors  of  Bruton  Grammar  School  all  their  intereft  in 
the  leafe  of  Blintsfield,  to  the  intent  that  the  faid  Governors  fhall  grant  a new  leafe  of  the  fame 
to  John  Combe  or  his  nominee.  Confequently,  on  loth  Odlober  following,  a leafe  was  granted 
to  Henry  Arnold  of  Milton  Abbas,  gent.,  for  the  lives  of  the  faid  John  Combe,  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  and  John  their  fon. 

On  1 2th  April,  12  Chas.  I.,  1636,  the  Governors  grant  to  John  Maio  of  Cann,  gent.,  a 
rent  charge  of  ^40  per  ann.,  arifing  from  four  clofes  (60  acres)  lying  in  the  late  difparked  park 
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or  grounds  of  Norwood,  parifh  of  Glafton,  Somerfet,  called  Cofcome  or  Croscombe  Moore,  for 
refidue  of  a term  of  99  years,  commencing  9th  May,  20  Jas.  L,  1622,  which  they  had  by  grant 
of  Charles  Berkeley,  Efq.  (now  Sir  Charles),  Dame  Elizabeth  Berkeley,  widow,  of  Brewton,  his 
mother,  Edward  Bifle  of  Spartgrave,  Batcombe,  Somerfet,  gent.,  and  Arthur  Upton  of  Brewton, 
gent. 

marries  John  Mayo  married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Humphrey  Bifhop  of  ChiJcombe 

dlu!"of’  and  Joane  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  Martin  of  Kingfton  Ruflell.  {Vifit.  of 
Dorjet^  1623  ; Harl.  Soc.  xx.  15.)  She  was  the  aunt  of  Colonel  Humphrey  Bilhop, 
born  1612,  one  of  the  perfons  feledted  as  fit  and  qualified  to  be  Knights  of  the 
Royal  Oak,  a.d.  1660;  Income,  ;^8oo  per  ann.;  Admon.  3rd  Dec.,  1675,  P.C.C. 
John  Mayo  was  buried  at  Cann  22nd  December,  1640,  and  his  wife  as  “ Ellinour 
Maijo,  wife  of  John  Mayo,  gent.”,  7th  Auguft,  1663.  His  will,  as  of  John  Mayo 
of  Cann,  Dorfet,  gent.,  dated  nth  December,  1640,  and  proved  12th  February, 
1640-1  (17  Evelyn,  P.C.C. ),  diredls  that  he  fhould  be  buried  in  the  parifh  church 
of  Cann,  and  adds  as  follows:  To  my  daughter  Marie,  £100.  To  my  daughter 
Elizabeth,  and  my  fonnes  John  and  Hugh,  £100  each.  The  remaynder  of  my  leafe 
of  Windcombe  and  other  ground  which  I have  made  unto  my  cofen,  Richard 
Newman,  and  unto  Jerome  Muflell  and  my  brother-in-law,  John  King.  My  fon 
William  to  be  foie  executor.  To  my  fon,  Humphrey  Mayo,  5 fh.  only,  becaufe  he 
is  to  have  an  eftate  by  copy  for  his  life  in  the  tenement  wherein  I now  dwell,  after 
his  mother’s  widowhood.  My  loving  friends,  Richard  Newman,  Jerome  Muflell 
and  John  King  to  be  overfeers.  Signed  in  the  prefence  of  Humph.  Bifhopp  and 
Dorothe  Storke. 

John  Mayo  had  iffue  by  Eleanor,  nie  Bifhop,  his  wife,  fix  children: 

A.  Mary  Mayo,  named  in  his  will,  and  alfo  mentioned  as  “ Mary  Mayo  of 
Cann”  in  the  will  of  Judith  Driver  of  Cann,  widow,  loth  Feb.,  1640,  proved  i6th 
Sept.,  1641  (117  Evelyn,  P.C.C.). 

His  elder  B.  WiLLiAM  Mayo,  fole  executor  to  his  father.  He  is  apparently  the  “Will, 
wiiiiam  Mayo,”  who,  with  his  brother  Humphrey  Mayo,  when  members  of  Pembroke 

ifueut  College,  Oxford,  were  Lieutenants  under  Lord  Hopton  in  the  army  of  Charles  I. 

under  (Macleane’s  Hijl.  of  Pembroke  Coll.^  p.  235-6).  His  name  does  not,  however,  appear 

Hopton.  in  the  Oxford  matriculation  books,  and  the  College  has  no  admifllon  book  of  the 

period.  He  feems  to  have  lived  at  Downton,  Wilts,  and  to  have  been  buried  there 
as  William  Mayo,  gent.,  13th  June,  1693.  (For  his  brother,  fee  p.  87.) 

He  married  Martha  . . . , who  may  be  the  Martha  Mayo  of  Church  Tything, 
buried  at  Downton  7th  April,  1698. 

They  had  iflue : 

a.  Martha  Mayo,  of  Downton,  fpinfter.  By  her  will,  dated  22nd  June,  1692, 
fhe  directs  her  burial  to  be  made  in  Downton  Church,  where  fhe  was  interred  8th 
July,  1692,  as  “ Mrs  Martha  Mayo.”  Inventory  6th  Sept.,  1692.  (Archd.  of  Sarum.) 
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b.  William  Mayo,  overfeer  of  Martha’s  will.  There  is  a fuit,  William  Mayo, 
gent.,  V.  David  Spiring  (apparently  of  Donhead  St.  Mary,  Wilts),  concerning  the 
fum  of  ,^60  lent  by  the  defendant  to  faid  William  Mayo  and  Thomas  Petty. 

{Chanc.  Dep.y  “before  1714,”  taken  at  Shafton  15th  and  i6th  October,  20  Chas.  II., 

1668.)  John  Weekes  of  Shafton  had  four  years  previoufly  owed  money  to  plaintiff 
for  rent.  Again,  William  Mayo  of  Downton,  gent.,  fues  Margery  Petty  concerning 
the  goods  and  chattels  of  Thomas  Petty  of  Melbury  Abbas,  Dorfet,  gent.,  28th 
May,  1677.  He  ftates  that  he  had,  as  creditor,  obtained  letters  of  adminiftration, 

P.C.C.,  of  the  eftate  of  Thomas  Petty,  the  younger,  of  Melbury.  {Chancery  Proc.y 
Mayo  “y.  Petty.  Reynardfon,  78/1 20.) 

c.  Susan  Mayo,  executrix  of  Martha’s  will. 

d.  Hugh  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Downton,  14th  June,  1649,  as  “ fon  of  Mr. 

Willm.  May  \Jtc']  and  Mrs.  Martha,  his  wife.”  A “ Hugh  Mayo,  citizen  and  fifh- 
monger  of  London,”  was  plaintiff  in  the  fuit,  Mayo  v.  Hyde,  24th  Odlober,  1695. 

{Chanc.  B.  and  A.y  “before  1714.”  Reynardfon,  382/10.) 

e.  John  Mayo,  who  married  and  had  iffue  Hannah.  He  may  probably  be 
identified  with  the  “John,  fon  of  William  Mayo,  born  22nd  November,  1650,” 
recorded  in  the  Cann  Regifter. 

f.  Charles  Mayo,  who  fubfcribed  the  inventory  of  Martha  Mayo’s  effeds, 
may  be  another  fon. 

g.  Mary  Mayo,  buried  at  Downton  26th  May,  1681,  may  be  another 
daughter. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  there  was  a near  connexion  between  this  family  and 

William  Mayo,  Vicar  of  Swalcliff,  Oxfordfhire.  The  latter  feems  to  have  been  a relation 
the  William  Maio  of  Melbury  (Abbas)  who  entered  Winchefter  College  on  the 
Foundation,  1668,  aged  twelve  years  (Kirby’s  Winchefter  Scholars^  1888).  On 
20th  March,  1673,  occurs  a letter  from  the  King,  from  Whitehall,  to  the  electors  Swaidiff, 
to  New  College,  recommending  William  Mayo,  fcholar  of  Winchefter,  for  admiflion  ’ 
to  the  foundation  at  the  next  eledlion.  {S.  P.  D.  Entry  Book  31,  f.  106.  See 
Calendar y S.  P.  D.,  Chas.  II.,  1673,  P*  ^9-)  matriculated  at  Oxford  from 

St.  Edmund  Hall,  27th  November,  1674,  as  fon  of  William  May  [y?r]  of  Downton, 
aged  nineteen,  and  graduated  B.A.  from  New  College  loth  June,  1678,  and  M.A. 

17th  December,  1684,  as  William  Mayo.  He  was  chaplain  of  New  College,  and  was 
prefented  by  the  College  to  the  Vicarage  of  Swalcliff,  and  inftituted  8th  March,  1679- 
80.  He  was  buried  there  26th  July,  1 734.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Matthew 
Unite  and  Joyce,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Dr.  Wm.  Harris.^  She  was  buried  19th 
April,  1717.

They  had  iflue  two  fons : 

I.  Matthias  Mayo,  who  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Trinity  College,  19th 
March,  1706-7,  aged  fixteen;  B.A.  7th  December,  1710;  M.A.  i6th  June,  1713; 
Vicar  of  Weft  Thurrock,  Eflex,  1718  ; Redtor  of  Cublington,  Bucks,  to  which  he 
was  prefented  by  William  Mayo,  clerk,  28th  March,  1724,  and  where  he  was 
buried  30th  September,  1761,  having  been  for  thirty-eight  years  incumbent. 
Adminiftration  with  will,  dated  22nd  Auguft,  1761,  annexed,  was  granted  8th 
May,  1765,  to  Richard  Woolley,  clerk,  foie  executor  of  Mary  Mayo,  widow  and 
furviving  executrix  (Archd.  of  Bucks). 

He  married  Mary  . . .,  whofe  will,  dated  4th  Auguft,  1762  (Ihe  being  then  of 
Wingrave,  Bucks),  was  proved  8th  June,  1765  (Archd.  of  Bucks),  by  her  fon-in- 
law,  Richard  Woolley,  clerk.  She  was  buried  at  Cublington,  8th  Auguft,  1762. 
They  had  iffiie: 

A DAUGHTER,  married  to  Richard  Woolley,  clerk,  B.A.,  St.  John’s  College, 
Cambridge,  1742,  Vicar  of  Wingrave,  Bucks,  1753.  He  died  3rd  May,  1792.  His 
will,  as  of  Seabrook  Place,  in  Ivinghoe,  17th  March,  was  proved  2nd  June,  1792 
(358  Fountain,  P.C.C.).  His  children  were  Nelly,  wife  of  John  Cooper,  of  Leighton 
Buzzard,  sen.,  and  iVnne,  who  died  6th  July,  1818.  An  account  of  the  weighing  of 
a reputed  witch  againft  the  Church  Bible  in  the  parilh  church  of  Wingrave  during 
his  incumbency,  1759,  may  be  feen  in  Gent.

Elizabeth-Rowney  Mayo,  born  9th  Sept.,  baptifed  28th  Sept.,  buried  20th 
Nov.,  1733. 

Martha  Mayo,  born  26th,  baptifed  28th  Sept.,  1736;  buried  7th  June,  1762. 
Joint  executrix,  with  her  mother,  to  her  father’s  will  as  his  youngeft  daughter. 

Matthias-Unite  Mayo,  born  2nd  Jan.,  baptifed  2nd  Feb,,  1738-9.  Died 
1 6th,  buried  i8th  April,  1747.  (Cublington  reg.) 

II.  William  Mayo,  who  matriculated  at  Oxford  14th  Feb,,  1707-8,  aged 
fixteen,  from  Hart  Hall;  B.A.  1 6th  Nov.,  1711;  M.A.  9th  July,  1714;  Vicar  of 
Priors  Hardwick,  co.  Warwick,  1739-42,  and  inftituted  to  Redlory  of  Great 
Brington,  Northants,  30th  Sept.,  1742,  on  prefentation  of  the  King.  He  died  i8th 
0(ft.,  and  was  buried  23rd  Od.,  1775,  aged  eighty-four.  His  will,  dated  7th  Feb,, 
1766,  was  proved  26th  January,  1776,  by  his  two  fons.  (28  Bellas,  P.C.C.) 
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He  married  Ann  . . who  died  19th  May,  and  was  buried  23rd  May,  1745, 
aged  forty-eight,  at  Brington. 

They  had  iflue : 

i.  Matthias  Mayo,  admitted  to  Rugby  School,  1742;  matriculated  at  Oxford 
loth  May,  1743,  aged  feventeen,  from  Hertford  College;  B.A.,  27th  Feb,,  1746; 
M.A.  7th  Nov.,  1749;  inftituted  Redor  of  Dunton,  Bucks,  20th  Dec.,  1775; 
induded  28th  Feb.,  1776;  and  died  30th  Auguft,  1787,  aged  fixty-one. 

He  married  at  Brington,  2nd  Nov.,  1769,  Elizabeth  Spateman  of  Welton, 
who  died  21ft  Od.,  and  was  buried  24th  Od.,  1772,  aged  thirty-eight,  and 
adminiftration  was  granted  to  her  hulband  nth  April,  1775,  P-C.C.  Their  two 
children  were: 

Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  8th  July,  1770,  died  6th  Feb.,  buried  9th  Feb., 
1771,  at  Brington;  and  John-Spateman  Mayo,  baptifed  26th  June,  1771,  died

ii.  Ann  Mayo  died  3rd  March,  1797,  aged  fixty-nine. 

iii.  William  Mayo,  of  Northampton,  admitted  to  Rugby  School,  1742;  died 
5th  Auguft,  1801,  aged  feventy,  leaving  a daughter,  Elizabeth  Mayo.  His  will, 
dated  3rd  Auguft,  1796,  was  proved  lOthSept.,  1801  (605  Abercrombie,  P.C.C. ). 
His  monument  at  Brington  difplays:  Argent  a favage  wreathed  about  the  waift, 
and  bearing  a club  over  his  Ihoulder,  traverfing  a landfcape,  proper.^  William  Mayo, 
an  infant,  perhaps  his  fon,  was  buried  at  Brington,  28th  March,  1777. 


c.  Humphrey  Mayo,  another  fon  of  John  Mayo  and  Eleanor,  nee  Biftiop  (fee 
ante^  p.  84),  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Pembroke  College,  15th  December, 
1637,  aged  fixteen,  as  fon  of  John  Mayo  of  Cann,  and  proceeded  B.A.,  26th  June^ 
1641. 

In  a lift  of  members  of  the  College  in  the  army  ot  Charles  I.  (from  Wood, 
MS.  F.  28,  fol.  24),  given  at  pp.  235-6  of  Macleane’s  Hift.  of  Pembroke  College 
occur :

May,  1650,  and  Humphrey  Mayo,  baptifed  28th  November,  1652,  as  fon  of 
Humphrey  Mayo,  and  buried  19th  March,  1653-4,  as  fon  of  Jane  Mayo,  widow. 
“Humphrey  Mayo,  fenior,”  the  father,  was  buried  24  May,  1653  (Fifehead  Mag- 
dalen reg.). 

D.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  James’,  Shafton,  28th  December,  1622, 
as  daughter  of  John  Mayo,  gent. 

E.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  James’,  Shafton,  2nd  January,  1624,  as  fon  of 
John  Mayo,  gent.  He  married  and  had  iflue  Ellinor,  born  31ft  May,  1646;  Hugh, 
born  2nd  March,  1650-1;  Humphrey,  born  12th  April,  1654;  and  Sara,  born 
14th  July,  1656  (Cann  reg.),  and  perhaps  Jane,  “daughter  of  John  May,”  6th 
March,  1659  (Fifehead  Magdalen  reg.). 

F.  Hugh  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  James’,  Shafton,  7th  November,  1626,  as  fon 
of  John  Mayo,  gent.,  and  (probably)  buried  at  Cann,  7th  Odtober,  1646,  as  “Hugh 
Mayo.”

The  narrative  now  reverts  to  Richard  Mayo  (D),  baptifed  at  Cann,  3rd  March, 
1569,  fee  ante,  p.  82.  He  appears  to  have  twice  married, Ann  Butler  (fee  his 
father’s  will),  the  fettlement  being  dated  7th  June,  28th  Eliz.,  1586  ; Jecondly^  Joan, 
daughter  of  William  Filliol  of  Marnhull  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Aldred  Fitzjames,  and  After  of  Sir  John  Fitzjames  of  Lewefton,  Knight,  17th 
September,  1604  (Marnhull  reg.;  fee  alfo  Vifit.  of  Dorfet^  1623,’  Harl.  Soc., 
XX.  39). 

Richard  Mayo  lived  at  Lamyatt,  Somerfet,  where  he  atfted  as  churchwarden, 
1613  and  1618  (figning  the  regifter  on  thofe  dates),  and  where  he  was  buried  as 
“Richard  Mayo,  fenior,”  in  Auguft  (no  day),  1627.  There  is  a deed-poll  among 
the  Bruton  School  records  by  which  Thomas  Clarck  of  St.  James’,  Shafton,  Thomas 
Newman  of  Fifehead  Magdalen,  William  Mayo  of  Cann,  Richard  Mayo  of 


' Where  it  is  wrongly  faid  that  Wm.  Filliol  married  “ Elizab.  filia  . . . Lewfon  de  Lewfon  in  Com. 
Dorfet.”  The  confufion  has  arifen  from  John  Lewefton  of  Lewefton  having  married  Joan,  the  widow 
of  Aldred  Fitzjames.  Elizabeth  was  Lewefton’s  ftepdaughter. 
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Lamyatt,  and  Peter  King  of  St.  Janies’,  releafe  the  manor,  etc.,  of  Blindsfeild  to 
the  Governors  of  the  fchool,  loth  December,  9 Jas,  I.,  1611. 

In  his  will,  as  of  Richard  Mayo  of  Lamyatt,  gent.,  dated  loth  Auguft,  1627, 
and  proved  22nd  October  following  by  his  fon  William  (94  Skynner,  P.C.C.),  he 
mentions  his  eldeft  fon,  Richard,  and  his  daughters,  Joane,  Elizabeth  and  Thomafine. 
His  children  were : 

I.  Richard  Mayo,^  eldeft  fon,  of  Gillingham,  perhaps  churchwarden  of  Eaft 
Stower,  1634,  who,  by  his  wife  Sufanna  (buried  at  Gillingham  6th  June,  1646,  as 
“Sufanna  Mayo  uxor  Ricardi  Mayo”),  had  iflue: 

A.  Richard  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Gillingham  13th  Odtober,  1628. 

B.  Basill  Mayo,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  her  aunt,  Elizabeth  Mayo. 

c.  Martha  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Eaft  Stower  30th  March,  1634. 

D.  Penelope  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Gillingham  the  laft  day  of  April,  1636. 

E.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Gillingham  27th  February,  1641-2. 

F.  Susanna  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Gillingham  14th  May,  1646.  Shefeems  to  have 
been  buried  at  Marnhull  13th  December,  1646,  as  “Sufanna,  the  daughter  of 
Richard  May  gent,  and  of  Sufanna  his  wife.” 

II.  Joane  Mayo,  eldeft  daughter.  “My  lifter  Joane  Coward’s  daughter,”  is 
named  in  the  will  of  Elizabeth  Mayo,  1632.  Thomas  Coward  and  Joan  Mayo 
were  married  at  Marnhull  15th  Odlober,  1627. 

III.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  fecond  daughter,  baptifed  at  Lamyatt,  2-  March,  1609, 
the  firft  entry  in  the  year.  In  her  will,  dated  19th  April,  proved  7th  May,  1632, 
by  her  brother  Richard  (61  Audelay,  P.C.C.),  Ihe  appoints  her  burial  in  the  parilh. 
church  of  Burford,  Wilts,  and  mentions  Bafill  Mayo,  daughter  of  her  brother 
Richard;  lifter  Thomafine  Mayo;  Aunt  Hawker;  brother  William  Mayo’s  daughter; 
lifter  Joane  Coward’s  daughter;  friend,  Mr.  Edmund  Parfons  of  Alhinkford,  Burford; 
Mr.  Chriftopher  Dirdoe  of  Wilton;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Samwaies;  Mr.  Henry  South, 
preacher  at  the  Lady  Seymor’s  houfe  at  Hanford,  Dorfet;  Mris  Wells  of  the 
fame,  etc.  ,^5  to  Mr.  Edmund  Parfons  to  preach  at  the  funeral. 

The  regifter  of  Britford  {vulgo  Burford)  near  Salilbury  contains  the  entry, 
24th  April,  1632,  “Elizabeth  May  buried.” 

IV.  Thomasine  Mayo,  “daughter  of  Richard  Mayo,  gent.,”  baptifed  at 
Lamyatt  14th  June,  1612.  John  Filloll  of  Spargrove,  Somerfet,  gent.,  by  will  15th 
0(51.,  1636,  proved  2nd  Feb.,  1636-7,  leaves  a ring  “to  my  lifter’s  daughter, 
Thomafine  Maye”  (17  Goare,  P.C.C.). 

V.  William  Mayo,  executor  to  his  father,  perhaps  churchwarden  of  Eaft 

^ There  was  another  Richard  Mayo,  buried  at  Shafton  St.  James,  12th  July,  1666,  whose  five 
children  were  baptifed  there,  viz.  Frances,  28th  April,  1616;  Agnes,  9th  Auguft,  1618;  Peter,  24th 
December,  1620;  Thomas,  7th  September,  1623,  and  Robert,  25th  March,  1626  (buried  29th  Sep- 
tember, 1637).  The  name  of  Mayo  is  of  frequent  occurrence  in  this  regifter. 
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Stower,  1635,  and  perhaps  alfo  marrying  at  Marnhull,  29th  May,  1628,  Katherine 
Nichols,  as  “William  Maio,”  and  buried  at  Eaft  Stower  29th  May,  1639.^  James 
Nicholls  of  Eftower,  in  his  will  24th  November,  1653,  proved  26th  July,  1654

his  will,  dated  6th  March,  1657,  proved  20th  Auguft,  1658  (439  Wotton,  P.C.C.), 
mentions  his  After,  Joane  Mayo,  and  her  fons,  William  and  David.  The  admon.  of 
David  is  in  the  Blandford  regiftry,  1716.  (Cons.  Court.) 

B.  Dorothy  Mayo,  baptifed  ift  January,  1631,  as  daughter  of  William  May. 
c.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  i6th  February,  1633,  as  daughter  of  William 

Maye,  perhaps  buried  13th  January,  1653-4,  as  daughter  of  widow  Mayo. 

D.  Katherine  Mayo,  baptifed  13th  March,  1635-6,  as  daughter  of  William 
Mayo. 

E.  Mary  Mayo,  baptifed  i8th  November,  1638,  as  daughter  of  William 
Mayo,  All  thefe  are  from  the  Eaft  Stower  regifter. 


Mayo  of  Cattistock. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Richard  Mayo,  p.  81,  who  died  in  1602,  appointed 
as  overfeer  of  his  will  his  “ kinfman,  John  Mayo.”  He  may  probably  be  the 
following:

Chancery  Lane,  London,  30th  July,  1653,  to  draw  land  for  him  in  Ireland,  and  on  23rd  February 

following  lands  were  drawn  in  the  barony  of  Kilkenny  (Weft),  i.e.  Weftmeath  {Cal.  S.  P.,  Ireland, 

1647-60,  pp.  419  and  508).  This  fuggefts  that  a member  of  this  family  had  fettled  in  London.  Mr. 

William  Mayo,  jun.,  was  buried  at  Hadley,  Middlefex,  loth  May,  1662.  See  footnote  to  p.  94. 

* John  Mayoo  de  Orchard  was  overfeer  of  the  will  of  John  Chafer  alias  Nicolls  of  Funtmell  (in 
which  parifti  Orchard  was  a chapelry),  30th  July,  1526  (lo  Porch,  P.C.C.).  In  Dorfet  Mujlers. 
dated  1539,  from  vol.  xix  of  Mifcellaneous  Books  of  the  Exchequer  (Treafury  of  the  Receipt),  a 
John  Mayo  appears  at  Weft  Orchard  as  “not  able,”  but  pofleffed  of  two  “payre  of  almen  ryvetts.” 
There  was  a John  Mayo  of  Sturminfter  Newton  Caftle,  whofe  will,  20th  December,  42  Eliz.,  I599» 
was  proved  by  Agnes  his  relift  7th  February,  1599-1600,  witnefles  John  Maio,  jun.,  and  William 
Mayo  (12  Wallop,  P.C.C.).  The  former  hufband  of  Agnes  was  John  Worfeley.  {Exchequer  B,  and  A., 
Queen  Eliz.,  co.  Dorfet,  No.  46.  John  and  Agnes  Mayo  v.  Geo.  Dorfet.) 
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at  Oxford,  from  St.  Alban  Hall,  3rd  May,  1583,  aged  eighteen,  as  of  co.  Dorfet. 
(A  William  Mayo,  alfo  of  Dorfet,  matriculated  from  St.  Mary  Hall,  5th  November, 
1585,  aged  twenty,  poffibly  a brother  or  near  relative.)  He  entered  Holy  Orders, 
and  became  Redlor  of  Cattiftock,  Dorfet,  in  1614.  He  was  a deponent  in  the  cafe 
of  Pillard  v.  Strode,  7 Chas.  I.,  1631-2,  as  John  Mayo  of  Cattiftock,  clerk,  aged 
fixty-four  {Chanc.  Dep.^  693). 

It  is  recorded  in  the  parifh  regifter  there  that  “ Odobris  die  nono,  Anno  Dom 
1632.  The  Ifle  in  the  north  fide  of  this  church  at  Catftocke  was  builded  by 
me,  John  Mayo,  Redlor  of  the  faid  church  of  Catftocke,  in  the  yeare  of  our  Lord 
God  one  thoufand  fixe  hundred  and  thirtie,  &c.,  &c.  John  Mayo,  Redlor  of 
Catftocke.” 

He  was  buried  17th  February,  1634-5.  In  his  will,  dated  2nd  July,  1634,  and 
proved  ift  April,  1635  (36  Sadler,  P.C.C.),  he  diredls  his  burial  to  be  made  “ under 
the  blew  marble  ftone  in  the  chancell  of  the  parifh  church  of  Catiftocke,  without  any 
fermon  to  be  ufed  then,  but  onely  fuch  prayers  to  be  read  as  are  comanded  and 
appoynted  for  buryalls  in  the  Booke  of  Comon  Prayer.”  He  bequeathed  40  fti.  to 
the  poor  of  Weft  Orchard,  where  he  was  born;  his  lands  called  Bonhayes  atTrodox 
Hill,  in  Nunney,  Somerfet,  a filver  bowl  and  all  his  books,  to  his  fon  Edward ; the 
land  in  the  town  of  Shafburie  (Shaftefbury),  which  he  bought  of  Sir  Richard  Strode 
of  Chalmington,  and  a gilded  bowl  to  his  fon  John,  all  of  which  lands  he  entailed 
on  his  fons  and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies  lawfully  begotten;  a filver  bowl  to  his  fon 
Thomas,  whofe  tenement  at  Glanvilles  Wootton  is  mentioned.  Edward  is  to  pay 
40  fh.  a year  to  the  teftator’s  brother  Richard  for  life.  Wife  Elizabeth,  executrix; 
Thomas  Clemence  of  Chilfrome,  clerk,  William  Piftle  of  Frome  Quentin,  clerk, 
and  William  Burleton,  of  Shafbury,  his  brother-in-law,  overfeers. 

Elizabeth,  his  widow,  was  buried  in  1645. 

The  great  intereft  attaching  to  this  John  Mayo  arifes  from  the  fa6t  that  he  is 
undoubtedly  the  author  of  a Black  letter  book  or  pamphlet,  entitled 

“THE  POPES  PARLIAMENT,  CONTAINING  A PLEASANT  AND  DE- 
LIGHTFVL  HISTORIE,  WHERIN  are  thoroughly  deliuered  and  brightly  blazed  out,  the 
paltry  trafh  and  trumperies  of  him  and  his  pelting  Prelats,  their  mutinies,  difcord,  and  dilTen- 
tions,  their  ftomacke  and  malice  at  Pope  loane^  their  fhifting  and  foiftingof  matters  for  defence 
of  her,  and  their  Antichriftian  pradtifes,  for  maintenance  of  their  pompe  and  auarice.  Whereunto 
is  annexed  an  Anatomie  of  Pope  loane,  more  apparantly  opening  her  whole  life  and  Jtorie.  Written 
by  loHN  Mayo,  ^uis  tulerit  Gracchos  de  feditione  querentesf  [Printer’s  device,  Hand  ilTuing 
from  the  clouds  holding  an  anchor,  ‘anchora  spei.’]  Imprinted  at  London  by  Richard  Field 
dwelling  in  the  Blacke  Friers  neare  Ludgate,  1591.” 

This  pamphlet  confifts  of  fifty-two  quarto  pages,  viz..  Title;  “ The  Epiftle  Dedicatorie,” 
figned  loHN  Mayo;  “To  the  Chriftian Reader” ; verfes  “In  commendation  of  the  Author”; 
“ The  argvment  of  this  treatife,”  pp.  [10],  and  the  body  of  the  work,  pp.  42.  The  dedication  runs, 
“To  the  Right  Worftiipfvl  Sir  George  Trenchard  knight,  Captaine  of  Weymouth  Caftle,  and 


author  of 
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one  of  the  Deputie  Lieutenants  of  the  Countie  of  Dorfet,  John  Mayo  wifheth  all  increafe  of 
worfhip  and  honorable  vertues,  and  at  laff  a crowne  of  eternall  glorie  ” ; and  in  the  courfe  of  it 
the  author  acknowledges  that  he  was  a Dorfet  man,  by  faying  For  you  are  the  Saint  to  whom  in 
heart  I owe  mojl  dutifull  deuotion,  being  fuch  a lampe  and  light  of  iujiice  and  good  gouernement  in 
this  our  Countie  of  Dorfet  . . . that  I Jhould  rather  embeaode^  then  illujlrate  your  condigne  prayfe." 

A fecond  edition  was  ilTued  in  1 594. 

Another  fmall  Black  letter  book  alfo  feems  to  have  proceeded  from  his  pen,  viz. 

“ A SERMON  OF  fajling^  and  of  Lent^  and  of  the  antiquitie,  dignitie,  and  great  neceffitie 
thereof-.  Preached  vpon  the  14,  of  Februarie,  anno  1607,  at  Shaftejbury.  By  lo.  Mayo.  Daniel 
9.  3.  And  I turned  my  face  vnto  the  Lord  GOD,  and  fought  by  Praier  and  Supplications,  with 
fajiing,  and  fackecloth,  and  ajhes.  LONDON,  Printed  by  JV.  Hall,  for  John  Helme,  and  are 
to  bee  fold  at  his  fhop,  in  S.  Dunftones  church-yard.  1609.” 

It  is  dedicated: 

“ To  the  right  Worjhipfull  William  Wilks  Dodlor  in  Diuinitie,  and  one  of  his  ^<7-iefties 
Chaplaines  in  ordinarie : And  to  the  JVorJhipfull  Maior  and  Recorder  of  the  Borough  of  Shaftef- 
bury ; and  to  the  Majiers  and  Burgejfes  of  the  fame;”  and  the  Epiftle  Dedicatorie  is  dated  from 
“ Shaftejbury  the  28.  of  Nouember,  1609.”  Pp.  [6]-l-6l.  Sm.  8vo.  Text,  Pfal.  Ixix,  10. 

John  Mayo  had  iflue  (befides  perhaps  a daughter,  Bridget,  married  at  Cattiftock 
to  Walter  Dawe,  9th  April,  1632)  three  sons: 

A.  John  Mayo,i  devifee  of  land  in  Shaftefbury  under  his  father’s  will.  He  may 
be  the  John  Mayo  who  married  at  Caundle  Bilhop,  Dorfet,  5th  April,  1640,  Eliza- 
beth Saunders,  and  was  buried  there  as  “Mr  John  Mayo,”  23rd  Auguft,  1653, 
and  fhe  at  Holwell  adjoining,  24th  September,  1661.  Their  children  may  have 
been  (i)  Marie  Mayo,  “ filia  lohannis  et  Elizabethae,”  baptifed  at  Sherborne  27th 
September,  1649;  (^')  John  Mayo,  “ filius  Johannis  et  Elizabethae,”  baptifed  at 
Sherborne,  14th  June,  1652,  buried  at  Caundle  Bifhop,  29th  December,  1730,  mar- 
ried at  Folke  9th  February,  1672-3,  Sufannah,  only  daughter  of  Peter  Bret  or  Burt, 
from  whom  fhe  inherited  lands  at  Allwefton  in  Folke,  called  Hillbournes  and  Little 
Cocks  Hay,  etc,,  buried  at  Folke  4th  December,  1724  (see  Chanc.  Dep.,  Mayo  v. 
Cooper,  No.  678,  i8th  Dec.,  1707),  leaving  many  children  (fee  alfo  fuit  of  John 
Mayo,  gent.,  and  Sufanna,  his  wife,  v.  George  Cooper,  gent.,  concerning  lands  called 
Doles  Down  at  Allwefton,  and  the  will  of  John  Fauntleroy,  efq.,  Chanc.  Dep., 
“before  1714,”  No.  944,  taken  at  Sherborne,  3rd  Sept.,  1708);  and  (iii)  William 


' It  was  the  opinion  of  the  late  Dr.  Henry  O.  Mayo,  of  New  York,  formerly  Surgeon  and  Medical 
Infpeftor,  U.S.A.  Navy,  who  died  ift  January,  1892,  that  he  was  the  John  Mayo  who  emigrated  to 
New  England  in  Oftober,  1639,  became  Pallor  of  the  Second  Church  in  Bollon,  and  died  in  1676, 
and  is  now  reprefented  by  very  numerous  defcendants.  No  proof  of  this  is  available.  It  is,  however, 
an  interefting  fadl  that  in  the  Library  at  Worcefter,  Mafs.,  is  a copy  of  the  Pope’s  Parliament,  which  it 
is  believed  formed  a part  of  the  literary  property  of  the  emigrant. 
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Mayo,  married  Mary  . . who  had  iflue  Elizabeth,  baptifed  at  Caundle  Bilhop, 
6th  April,  1677,  Mary,  baptifed  there  25th  Auguft,  1679,  and  Sarah,  baptifed  at 
Holwell,  nth  November,  1681. 

B.  Edward  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock,  14th  Auguft,  1614,  as  “ fon  of  John 
Mayo,  clerk,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.”  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Balliol 
College,  2ift  June,  1633,  aged  18,  as  fon  of  John  y[?Lyo,  Jacerdos^  of  Caftick, 
Dorfet,  but  did  not  graduate.  He  held  a tenement  in  Cattiftock,  called  Tytherleys, 
demifed  to  him  by  James  Churchey  of  Wincanton,  for  his  life,  and  the  lives  of  his 
children,  William,  John  and  Elizabeth.  He  was  buried  at  Cattiftock,  5th  May, 
1689,  and  his  burial  was  alfo  regiftered  at  Frome  St,  Quintin  on  the  fame  day,  as 
of  “Mr  Edward  May.”  He  married  at  Cattiftock,  6th  Auguft,  1640,  Anne,^ 
daughter  of  William  Dyke  of  Cattiftock  {Chancery  B.  and  before  1714,  Mitford, 
169/48,  6th  Nov,,  1669),  buried  20th  July,  1670.  They  had  iflue: 

I.  William  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock,  5th  September,  1641.  He  is  perhaps 
identical  with  the  William  Mayo  who  was  inftituted  redtor  of  Stockwood,  Dorfet, 
6th  May,  1690,  on  prefentation  of  Edward  Dawe,  the  inventory  of  whofe  elFeds, 
valued  at,/^47,  figned  by  George  Biftiop,  Philip  Symes,  William  Mayo  of  Frome 
St.  Quintin,  his  fon,  and  Martha  Mayo,^  his  widow,  loth  April,  1696,  is  extant 
among  the  records  of  the  Dean  of  Sarum’s  Court. 

William  Mayo,  churchwarden  of  Frome  St.  Quintin,  buried  there  20th  Feb- 
ruary, 1 730- 1 (perhaps  William  Mayo,  the  fon  juft  mentioned),  had  iflue,  by 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  buried  there  12th  September,  1721,  the  following  children: 

A.  Elizabeth  May,  born  30th  Dec.,  1677,  baptifed  22nd  January,  1677-8. 

B.  Allen  May,  baptifed  8th  February,  1680-1. 

c.  Thomas  May,  born  5th  Sept.,  baptifed  7th  061.,  1681;  probably  the  Thomas 
Mayo  of  Abbots  Wootton  in  Whitechurch  Canonicorum,  who  married  at  Sydling 
St.  Nicholas,  23rd  February,  1715-6,  Anne  (buried  at  Cattiftock,  22nd  May,  1729), 
daughter  of  Henry  Bifhop  of  the  fame,  and  had  ilfue  : 

I.  Thomas  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Whitechurch  Canon.,  19th  November,  1717 
(perhaps  buried  at  Cattiftock,  8th  December,  1780). 

II.  Henry  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Whitechurch  Canon.,  loth  May,  1719. 

III.  Allen  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Sydling,  28th  February,  1722. 


^ Anne,  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Katheren  Dike,  baptifed  there  loth  January,  1622-23,  is  a 
different  perfon. 

* This  Martha  Mayo  may  have  been  a daughter  of  Charles  Collant,  of  Frome  St.  Quintin.  George 
Dawe,  of  Chalmington  in  Cattiftock,  in  his  will,  13th  May,  1648  (77  Effex,  P.C.C.),  mentions  his 
daughter  Agnes,  wife  of  Charles  Collant,  and  mother  of  a daughter  Martha.  Agnes  Collant,  of  Frome 
St.  Quintin,  widow,  in  her  will  dated  laft  of  May,  1701,  proved  25  th  June,  1706,  at  Blandford,  only 
fpeaks  of  her  fons,  John  and  William  Collant,  and  Judeth  Lane,  of  Blandford  Forum,  her  kinfwoman. 
(Archd.  of  Dorfet’s  Court.) 
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IV.  George  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock  i6th  April,  1727,  buried  at  Nether 
Compton,  3rd  Ori:.,  1769  (will.  Dean  of  Sarum’s  Court,  1770),  married  Chriftian 
Eaftment,  at  Nether  Compton,  21ft  Auguft,  1759,  buried, 17th  April,  1804,  aged 
66,  leaving  iflue.  Anceftor  of  the  Mayo  family  of  Yeovil,  Somerfet. 

D.  Clement  Mayo,^  born  4th,  baptifed  28th  January,  1685-6,  died  23rd,  buried 
26th  March,  1764;  married  at  Frome  St.  Quintin  24th  Od.,  1708,  Mary  Sturmy, 
buried  there  7th  Odober,  1725,  leaving  iflue. 

e.  Anne  Mayo,  baptifed  7th,  buried  22nd  January,  1688. 

F.  Allen  Mayo,  born  20th  March,  1691-2,  baptifed  2ifl:  April,  1692,  buried 
3rd  March,  1722-3. 

G.  John  Mayo,  buried  9th  (January  .^),  169-. 

The  defcent  of  the  perfons  mentioned  in  the  preceding  lines  is  involved  in  fome 
obfcurity.  There  was  an  old-ftanding  connedion  of  this  family  with  Frome  St. 
Quintin,  as  William  Mayo,  of  that  place,  occurs  in  Dorfet  Mujlers,  loth  and  i ith 
April,  1539,  vol.  xxix  of  Mifcellaneous  Books  of  Exchequer.  This  is  long  before 
John  Mayo,  the  Redor,  fettled  at  Cattiftock. 


^ The  name  of  “Clement”  not  infrequently  occurs  in  conjunftion  with  Mayo. 

1.  Clement  Mayo,  with  Mary  Mayo  alias  Batten,  his  filler,  adminillered  to  the  eftate  of  Alice 
Mayowe  of  Mayden  Bradley,  Wilts,  widow,  2nd  Odlober,  1577.  (Archd.  of  Sarum,  vi,  fo.  5.) 

2.  Clement  Mayo,  buried  at  Ditcheat,  Somerfet,  22nd  March,  1617,  had  a daughter  Margaret, 
baptifed  there  2nd  June,  1588  (married  to  Gyles  Smith  17th  July,  1611),  and  a fon  Arthur,  baptifed 
1 8th  January,  1589,  a foldier  in  the  aftion  at  the  file  of  Reay,  and  Provoft  Marlhall.  Will  22nd 
Odlober,  1627,  proved  28th  February,  1627-28  (14  Barrington),  and  another  28th  or  29th  Oftober, 
1627,  proved  2nd  December,  1629  (112  Ridley,  P.C.C.),  both  nuncupative.  This  Clement  Mayo 
Hates  that  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  . . . Gregory,  and  Dionise,  his  wife,  filler  of  Sir  Ralph 
Hopton,  Knt.,  of  Witham,  Somerfet,  and  that  Dorothy  Lady  Hopton,  the  latter’s  widow,  left  ,^5 
each  to  Arthur  and  Margaret,  children  of  Clement  and  Elizabeth  Mayo,  “ by  theis  nicknames  of  Arthur 
Sticker  alias  Mayo,  and  Margaret,  his  lifter,  the  children  of  Clement  Sticker  alias  Mayo.”  (See 
Chanc.  Dep.,  “before  1714,”  Bundle  681,  Mayo  v.  Hopton,  dated  3rd  Odlober,  41  Eliz.)  They  are 
called  Stycker  alias  Maye  in  Lady  Hopton’s  will,  13th  June,  proved  23rd  Auguft,  1597  (74  Cobham, 
P.C.C.). 

3.  Clement  Mayo  held  Berrow  Reftory  and  lands  in  Somerfet,  in  trull  for  Roger  Wood,  clerk,  and 
James  and  Gerard  Wood,  his  brothers,  fons  of  Gerard  Wood,  Archdeacon  of  Wells  (Com.  for  Com- 
pounding, I2th  July,  1650,  p.  2434). 

4.  Clement  Mayo,  of  Marfton  Magna,  Somerfet.  Will  15th  November,  1684,  proved  4th  April, 
1685  (Wells). 

5.  Clement  Mayo,  of  Chancery  Lane,  gentleman,  matriculated  at  Oxford  30th  March,  1667,  from 
Magdalen  Hall,  aged  15;  owned  lands  at  Hadley,  Enfield,  and  Edmonton.  Will  3rd  June,  1686, 
proved  i6th  March,  1686-87  (4°  Foot,  P.C.C.)  Unm.  He  was  brother  of  Nathaniel  Mayo,  born 
29th  March,  baptifed  4th  April,  1660,  at  St.  Peter’s  Cheap,  London,  and  fon  of  Nathaniel  Mayo,  of 
Hadley,  gent,  (buried  there  5th  July,  1678,  adminiftration  granted  to  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  i6th 
July,  1678,  P.C.C.),  and  grandfon  of  James  Mayo,  of  the  Liberty  of  the  Rolls,  Attorney  Com.  Pleas, 
Clerk  of  the  Warrants,  who  died  at  his  houfe  in  Chancery  Lane  12th  February,  buried  17th  February, 
1673,  aged  about  84.  Administration  ist  February,  1673-74,  ^nd  31ft  May,  1686,  P.C.C. 
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William  Mayo  of  Stower  Provoft  gave  his  fon  William  a parcel  of  land  there 
by  will  dated  1668.  The  Chriftian  names,  Clement  and  Allen,  point  to  this  latter 
family  rather  than  to  that  of  Cattiftock.  See  p.  97. 

II.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock  31ft  March,  1644,  and  buried  there  25th 
September,  1708.  Adminiftration  of  his  eftate  was  granted  19th  Odober,  1708, 
P.C.C.,  to  his  fon  John.  He  is  there  termed  of  Cattiftock,  widower,  deceafed.  He 
was  plaintiff  in  three  Chancery  fuits,  ver/us  William  Angell  of  Toller  {Chanc.  Dep. 
“before  1714,”  5th  April,  1695,  14th  Od.,  1701,  and  4th  April,  1706.  Reynard- 
fon  147/52,  130/13  and  444/1  ii).  He  married, Ellen  Hardy,  granddaughter 
of  Joan  Strode,  widow,  of  Stoke  under  Hamdon,  Somerfet.^  She  was  buried  at 
Cattiftock,  14th  December,  1683,  and  adminiftration  was  granted  to  her  hufband 
2nd  June,  1685,  P.C.C.  (See  Chanc.  B.  and  A.^  Mayo  v.  Strode,  Reynardfon 
144/43,  15th  Jan.,  1694.)  By  her  he  had  iffue  a fon, 

John  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock,  13th  Dec.,  1683,  who  was  plaintiff  in  the 
fuit  of  John  Mayo  v.  Edith  Angell,  relating  to  a meffuage  in  Cattiftock  {Chanc. 
Dep.  “before  1714,”  131/13,  Jan.  4th,  1714). 

He  married,/(?ro«(^/y,  at  Cattiftock,  13th  Od.,  1685,  Anne,  widow  of  William 
Burd  of  Weymouth,  merchant  (admon.  at  Blandford,  1684)  and  lifter  of  John  Fry, 
efq.,  of  Tarrant  Gunville,  marriage  fettlement  dated  12th  Odober,  1685.  Admin- 
iftration of  her  eftate  was  granted  ift  Feb.,  1707-8,  to  John  Mayo,  her  hufband, 
and  again  19th  Od.,  1708,  to  John,  his  fon,  the  former  having  died  before 
adminiftering.  P.C.C.  (See  alfo  Chanc.  D^7>.,  before  1714,  No.  270,  20th  Jan.,  1692, 
Mayo  V.  Mitchell.) 

III.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock,  15th  Feb.,  1648-9. 

IV.  Ann  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Cattiftock,  ift  March,  1651-2,  and  buried  there 
6th  Jan.,  1658-9. 

C.  Thomas  Mayo,  third  fon  of  the  Redor  of  Cattiftock,  baptifed  there  nth 
April,  1619.  Settled  at  Wootton  Glanville.  He  was  a deponent  in  the  fuit  of 
Churchill  v.  Churchill,  i8th  April,  13  Chas.  II.,  1661,  being  then  aged  44  {Chanc. 
Dep.  968).  His  will,  dated  1660,  was  proved  ift  December,  1664  (133  Bruce, 
P.C.C.),  by  Edward  Mayo,  his  brother,  during  the  minority  of  Thomas  and  Eliza- 
beth, his  children.  He  appoints  his  burial  in  the  church  of  Wootton  Glanville, 
and  mentions  his  kinfmen  John  Cole  of  Shafton,  John  Gauler  of  Sturminfter,  and 


' John  Strode,  of  Stoke  under  Hamdon,  esq.,  died  4th  January,  buried  at  Netherbury,  Dorfet,  5th 
January,  1620-1;  will,  14th  Oftober,  1616,  proved  20th  April,  1621  (27  Dale,  P.C.C.),  married 
Joan  Holt  who  furvived  him.  She  was  a Royalift,  and  her  eftate  was  fequeftrated.  (See  Royalijl  Comp. 
Papers,  and  Minute  Books  of  the  Dorfet  Standing  Committee.')  Her  daughter  Helen,  baptifed  at  Stoke, 
23rd  March,  1619-20,  was  probably  the  mother  of  Ellen  Hardy,  mentioned  above. 
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Robert  Day  of  Hermitage.  He  married  at  North  Wootton,  Dorfet,  6th  April, 
1646,  Joane  Bunter,  and  had  iflue: 

A.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Wootton  Glanville,  20th  July,  1647.  She 
may  be  the  Elizabeth  married  atHolwell  23rd  March,  1667-8,  to  Thomas  Younge. 

B.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Wootton  Glanville,  4th  November,  1649, 
apparently  dead  before  his  father. 

c.  Thomas  Mayo,  a minor  at  his  father’s  death.  His  will,  dated  15th  April, 
1725,  was  proved  nth  May  following  by  Mary  Boze,  spinfter  (115  Romney, 
P.C.C.).  He  defires  to  be  buried  in  Wootton  Glanville  Church,  and  mentions  his 
coufins,  named  Young,  at  Beere  Regis,  Holwell,  and  Wootton  Glanville,  and  his 
deceafed  wife’s  Icinfwoman,  Mary  Boze.  Witnefs,  John  Mayo,  junior. 

He  married  in  Chantmarle  Chapel,  Cattiftock,  as  “ Thomas  May  of  Glanvill 
Wootton,”  Mary  Bozey  alias  Quarrell,  of  Cattiftock,  6th  May,  1701.

Another  branch  of  this  family  was  refident  at  Stower  Provoft,  five  miles  from 
Shaftelbury,  and  feveral  of  its  members  were  leflees  under  King’s  College,  Cam- 
bridge. 

William  Mayo  of  Stower  Provoft,  hulbandman,  on  26th  January,  3 1 Hen. 
VIII,,  1540,  purchafed  of  William  Thornhull  of  Thornhull,  for  £iOy  “ mefluages, 
lands  and  tenements,  rents  and  reverfions,  meadows  and  pafture,  and  all  thofe  my 
hereditaments”  in  the  parilh  of  St.  James,  Shaftelbury,  and  in  the  borough  there. 
(Deed  enrolled  on  Common  Pleas,  Hil.,  31  Hen.  VIII.,  memb.  5.) 

Thomas  Mayo  of  Stower  Provoft  made  his  will  8th  November,  34  Eliz., 
1592  (proved  20th  January,  1592,  8 Nevell,  P.C.C.),  and  appointed  his  burial  to 
be  made  in  the  church  there,  and  mentions  his  fons  William  (and  Thomas,  the  fon, 
and  other  ilTue  of  William)  Allen,  Clement  (and  the  latter’s  children  James  and  Mary) 
and  Chriftopher,  executor;  his  daughters  Mary  Mayo,  Margery  King  and  her 
children,  and  Elizabeth  Hunt  and  her  children;  his  fifter  Elizabeth  Temple'  and 
her  fon  Richard  Temple;  and  appoints  as  overfeers  his  fons-in-law,  John  Kinge  and 
Walter  Hunt. 

Of  thefe  fons,  Allen  Mayo^  of  Stower  Provoft,  by  his  will  proved  i8th 

' Chriftopher  Temple  of  Stower  Provoft;  will,  zoth  May,  30  Eliz.,  proved  24th  December,  1591 
(90  Sainbarbe).  Elizabeth  Temple,  his  widow,  will,  22nd  January,  38  Eliz.,  proved  19th  May,  1596. 
(38  Drake,  P.C.C.) 

* At  a later  date  there  was  an  Allen  Mayo  of  Wingfeild,  Wilts  (will  i8th  April,  1650,  proved  by 
Mary,  his  wife,  17th  May,  1651. — 92  Grey,  P.C.C. ).  Edward  Fox,  of  Whadden,  Wilts,  was  his 
brother-in-law. 
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January,  1597  (5  Lewyn,  P.C.C.),  direds  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  church,  and 
mentions  his  brother  Clement  Mayo,  executor,  and  his  brother-in-law,  Walter 
Hunt,  and  coufin,  George  Lodge,  overfeers,  his  god-daughter,  Elner  Still,  and  his 
“ brothers  and  fillers  children.” 

Clement  Mayo  was  defendant  in  a fuit,  Nicholas  v.  Mayo,  28th  November, 
1624,  brought  by  an  official  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  againft  him  and  others, 
tenants  of  the  manor  of  Stower  Provoft,  for  payment  of  Court  fees  in  a previous 
fuit,  in  which  the  Provoft  of  King’s  College  and  other  freeholders  had  fued  him 
and  others  concerning  the  enclofing  and  dividing  of  common  and  waste  grounds  in 
Stower  Provoft.  The  previous  fuit  had  ended  in  a decree  in  Eafter  term,  21  Jas.  I., 
1623.  {Chanc.  B.  and  Jas.  I.,  N.  1/68.) 

Christopher  Mayo  of  Stower  Provoft  made  his  will  12th  March,  1616,  which 
was  proved  28th  May,  1617  (43  Weldon,  P.C.C.).  To  be  buried  in  the  church. 
To  my  daughter  Dorothy  fevenfcore  pounds  and  my  mazer,  and  the  right  and 
intereft  in  a leafe  granted  by  King’s  College,  in  a tenement  called  Jordans.  Sufan, 
my  wife,  executrix.  Overfeers,  my  friends  Mr.  Thomas  Newman,  fenior,  of  Fife- 
head  [Magdalen],  Clement  Mayo,  Richard  Temple.  Witnefles,  Walter  Hunt, 
Nicholas  Clarice,  Martin  Yetman.

A Christopher  Mayo  of  Stower  Provoft  married  Ann,  daughter  of  Robert 
and  Avis  Porter  of  Sturminfter  Newton  Caftle,  and  had  a daughter.  Avis  Mayo 
[May].  See  will  of  Robert  Porter,  1627,  proved  i8th  Nov.,  1629  (98  Ridley, 
P.C.C.)  and  of  Avis  Porter,  2nd  June,  1648,  proved  nth  Auguft,  1653  (340 
Brent,  P.C.C.). 

There  is  alfo  the  will  of  William  Mayo  of  Stower  Provoft,  9th  April,  1668, 
proved  14th  May,  1669  (58  Coke,  P.C.C.),  who  gives  to  his  fon,  William,  a parcel 
of  land  in  Frome  St.  Quintin,  and  a leafehold  called  Ruddock  Gore,  and  to  his 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Matthew  Bennett,  a leafehold  in  Allington,  Wilts. 
His  fons  were  Matthew,  Thomas  and  Allen.  See  an^e,  p.  95. 

William  Mayo,  the  fon,  may  have  been  the  deponent  of  that  name  in  the 
Chancery  fuit,  Mayo  v.  Angell,  aged  55  in  1701,  churchwarden  of  Frome  St. 
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Quintin,  1705,  buried  there  20th  February,  1 730-1,  who  married  Elizabeth,  buried 
there  I2th  September,  1721  (?  daughter  of  Edward  Mayo  of  Cattiftock,  see 
p.  93).  But  this  part  of  the  defcent  is  uncertain,  and  another  view  has  already 
been  fuggefted  on  the  latter  page. 
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Mayo  of  Berwick  St.  John,  Wilts. 

Thomas  Mayo,  of  Berwick  St.  John,  gentleman,  perhaps  the  fon  of  Maurice 
Mayo,  made  his  will  8th  February,  36  Eliz.,  1593-4,  which  was  proved  17th 
January,  1594,  by  his  brother  John  Mayo,  during  the  minority  of  his  fon,  Francis 
Mayo,  with  confent  of  Joyce  Mayo,  his  relidt  (61  Dixy,  P.C.C.).  He  bequeaths 
legacies  to  the  churches  and  poor  of  Donhead  St.  Andrew  and  Berwick,  to  his 
daughters  Elizabeth  and  Mary,  his  father  and  mother,  his  mother  [.?  mother-in- 
law]  Jerome,  his  wife,  his  uncle  George  Mayo,  his  brother  Marlhall,  his  lifter  Alice, 
and  others,  and  appoints  his  fon  Francis  executor,  and  Bartholomew  Horsey,  efq.,  his 
father  Maio,  brother  Marfhall,  Mr.  John  Foyle,  and  brother  John  Mayo,  overfeers. 
WitnelTes,  Barth'^  Horfey,  Maurice  Mayo,  John  Sheppard,  John  Mayo  and  Raphe 
Grene.  He  fpeaks  of  his  years  in  Eafton  Farm,  and  his  lands  in  Upton  [Lucy], 
both  in  Berwick. 

In  44  Eliz.,  1601-2,  Upton  Lucy  belonged  to  Thomas  Horfey,  of  South 
Damerham,  efq.,  and  Dorothy,  his  wife,  and  they,  by  feoffment  of  that  year, 
granted  a confiderable  part  of  it  to  Joyce  Mayo,  widow,  and  another  part  to 
Richard  Lucas,  in  fee.  {Hijl.  of  Hund.  of  Chalke^  by  Chas.  Bowles,  1830,  p.  116.) 

Joyce  Mayo,  by  her  will,  dated  27th  November  . . .,  and  proved  9th  February, 
1612  (Archd.  of  Sarum’s  Court,  viii.  163)  direds  her  burial  to  be  made  in  the 
chancel  of  Berwick  church,  mentions  her  daughters,  Elizabeth  [baptifed  as  Eliza- 
beth Maye,  24th  June,  1586]  and  Marie,  and  appoints  her  fon,  Francis,  to  be 
executor,  and  her  friends,  Robert  Topp,  of  Berwick,  gent.,  and  John  Flower  of 
Wor — , Wilts,  gent,  (perhaps  Worton  in  Potterne),  to  be  overfeers. 

Francis  Mayo  of  Berwick  St.  John,  fon  of  Thomas  and  Joyce  Mayo,  married 
there,  3rd  June,  1613,  Joan,  daughter  of  Robert  Topp  of  the  fame,  baptifed  21ft 
Odober,  1 592.  In  9 Chas.  I.  (1633-4)  he  difpofedof  part  of  the  property  acquired 
by  Joyce  Mayo  to  Robert  Gold  of  the  fame  parifh,  gent.,  and  was  buried  there  as 
Francis  Mayo,  fen.,  13th  July,  1637.  In  his  will,  dated  3rd  June,  13  Chas.,  1637, 
and  proved  13th  December  following  (Archd.  of  Sarum’s  Court)  he  mentions  his 
lifter  Downton,  deceafed,  and  Michael,  her  fon;  his  wife  Joane;  and  his  children 
William,  Edward,  Robert,  Thomas,  Grace,  Vertue  and  Sara. 

Joan  May,  of  Berwick  St.  John,  widow,  had  goods  to  the  value  of  and  was 
aflelTed  to  pay  i61h.  tax,  16  Chas.  I.,  1640-1.  (LaySublidy  Roll,  Wilts,  199/405.) 
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In  1643  the  Homage  at  the  Court  of  Berwick  St.  John  prefented  that  “ Johanna 
Mayo  vid  cuftodit  anferes  infra  Comunia  et  in  aquae  curfu  contra  cons^®®  (iftius  m“) 
Ergo  in  mia  v®.  Sed  ex  graa  Cur.  afferatum  eft  ad  xij^,  et  ordinatum  eft  quod  p’fata 
Johanna  non  amplius  in  confi’li  modo  tranfgred’  fub  pena  cujuslibet  delidli  iijs.  ivd.” 

The  children  of  Francis  Mayo  were  as  follows — 

a.  Francis  Maye,  baptifed  22nd  July,  buried  29th  July,  1614. 

b.  Grace  Mayo,  baptifed  6th  Odlober,  1615,  perhaps  dead  in  1646.  She 
married  and  had  iflue  a fon,  John,  mentioned  in  her  brother  Edward’s  will,  1656. 

c.  Francis  Maio,  baptifed  i8th  January,  1617.  In  his  will,  dated  i8th  April, 

1646,  and  adminiftered  i6th  February,  1649,  during  the  minority  of  his  daughters 
by  Margaret,  their  mother  (Sarum  Cons.  Court),  he  defires  his  burial  to  be  made 
in  the  “ North  He  of  the  parilhe  Church  of  Berwick  St.  John,  nigh  unto  the  place 
where  my  father  was  buried,”  and  mentions  his  four  brothers  and  three  fifters,  his 
wife  Margaret,  and  his  daughters  and  executrices,  Margaret  and  Mary.  Goods 
valued  at  10s.  His  wife  furvived  him,  and  fubfequently  (in  or  before  1654) 

married  Jofeph  Dowding  or  Dowden  of  Stower  Provoft,  gent.  {Chanc.  Dep.  “ before 
1714,”  Bundle  805,  Mayo  v.  Dowding,  taken  8th  Auguft,  1654.) 

At  a Court  of  the  Manor  of  Berwick,  held  in  1654,  it  was  prefented  that  the 
eftate  which  had  remained  to  the  Mayos  was  held  by  Margaret,  who  had  married 
Martin  Yeatman,^  and  by  Mary  Mayo,  fpinfter,  her  fifter,  as  co-heirefles  of  Joan, 
widow  of  Francis  Mayo  of  Hund.  of  Chalke^  p.  118).  The  Court  Rolls  alfo 

(how  that  Jofeph  Dowding  was  guardian  of  the  co-heirs  of  Joane  Mayo  in  1655, 
and  that  Margaret,  his  wife,  died  circa  1664.  Mary  Mayo  was  aged  twenty-fix 
years  in  1666. 

d.  Vertue  Maye,  baptifed  8th  May,  1620;  living  1656. 

e.  Sara  Meyo,  baptifed  1 6th  June,  1622;  living  1656. 

f.  Thomas  Mayo,  baptifed  3rd  April,  1625.  He  occurs  as  a free  tenant  of  the 
Manor  from  1663  and  onwards,  but  his  holding  was  a fmall  one.  Perhaps  he  was 
not  refident,  for  when,  as  overfeer,  he  exhibited  his  account  for  the  previous  year 
on  Eafter  Monday,  31ft  March,  1684,  he  does  not  fign  the  parilh  book.  In  a Poll- 
book  for  Wilts,  1701-8,  he  ftill  appears  as  a freeholder. 

His  will,  dated  25th  Ocftober,  1700,  diredts  all  his  lands  to  be  fold,  and  mentions 
his  wife  Catherine,  and  his  daughter  and  fbn,  Catherine  and  Totty  Mayo,  the  laft 
being  executor.  Truftees,  his  coufin  George  Sealwood  of  Chapell  in  Eaft  Knoyle, 
and  friend  Richard  Storke  of  Berwick  St.  John  [afterwards  of  Longbridge,  Wilts]. 
The  executor  was  to  receive  debts  due  from  the  Citty  of  London.”  Margaret 
Totty  of  New  Sarum  was  a witnefs.  There  was  alfo  a fon,  Thomas  Mayo.  See 
Chanc.  Dep.y  “before  1714,”  Bundle  535.  Kath.  Mayo,  widow,  and  Kath.  Mayo,

Totty  JVIayo  and  George  Selwood,  15th  June,  1704;  and 
Kath.  Mayo,  and  Kath.  Mayo  and  Thomas  Mayo,  infants  (by  faid  Katherine,  their 
mother)  v.  George  Sealwood,  Richard  Storke  and  Totty  Mayo,  17th  June,  9 Ann. 
(1710)  No.  737.  (ThiswillisnotinP.C.C.,  nor  in  Courtsof  Bp.or  Archd.  of  Sarum.) 

g.  William  Mayo,  born  on  May  Day,  baptifed  9th  May,  1627.  He  and  his 
wife  are  mentioned  in  his  brother  Edward’s  will.  In  1658  he  was  party  to  an  in- 
denture between  Henry  Butler  of  the  one  part  and  Thomas  Grove  and  himfelf  the 
faid  William  Maye  of  London,  gent.,  of  the  other  part,  for  the  fale  of  the  farm  of 
Upton  by  the  faid  Henry  Butler  of  Handley,  Dorfet,  and  the  fame  year  fuffered  a 
recovery  of  the  eftate  to  the  faid  Thomas  Grove.  (MS.  penes  Sir  W.  J.  Grove,  Bart.) 

h.  Mary  Mayo,  baptifed  6th  May,  1632,  perhaps  died  in  1646. 

i.  Robert  Mayo,  baptifed  i8th  January,  1634-5;  living  1656. 

j.  Hester  Mayoh,  mentioned  in  her  brother  Edward’s  will,  as  “ my  filler  Heller 
Mayoh.” 

k.  Edward  Mayoh,  apprenticed  as  a Merchant  Taylor  in  London,  22  Chas.  I., 
1646-7  (M.  7".  Bindings').  In  his  will,  dated  23rd  Odlober,  proved  22nd  Novem- 
ber, 1656  (379  Berkeley,  P.C.C.),  he  bequeaths  one  moiety  of  the  refidue  of  his 
eftate  to  his  wife,  Katherine,  and  the  other  moiety  to  his  daughter,  Mary,  and 
appoints  them  executrices.

Robert  Mayow  was  a free  fuitor  at  the  “ Curia  feodorum  baronie  ” of  the 
Abbey  of  Shaftelbury,  for  lands  late  Belyngdon’s,  at  Donyngton  (Dinton)  in  the 
Bailiwick  of  TylTebury,  1453.  See  Municipal  Records  of  the  Borough  of  Shaftejbury^ 
by  C.  H.  Mayo,  1889,  p.  24. 

In  the  Vifitations  of  Wiltlhire,  1565  (Harl.  MSS.  1 18 1)  and  1623,  are  pedigrees 
of  Mayow  or  Mayhew  of  Dinton,  commencing  with; 

Simon  Mayhew,  of  Dinton,  gentleman,  who  alfo,  under  the  name  of  Simon 
Mayo,  appears  as  a witnefs  in  proceedings  to  determine  the  patronage  of  the  Redlory 
of  Barford,  Wilts,  3 Hen.  VIII.,  15  ii  {Betters  and  Papers^  For,  and  Dom.^ 
Hen.  VIII.,  Brewer,  vol.  i,  p.  280).  He  had  iflue: 

Robert  Mayhew,  of  Dinton,  gent.,  eldeft  fon,  who  married  Joan,  daughter  of 
John  Bridmore,or  Bridgemore,  of  Tilbury,  and  had: 

A.  John  Mayhew,  of  Dinton,^  buried  there  25th  February,  1563-4,  as  “John 


' Edith  Mayowe,  of  Teffont,  in  her  nuncupative  will,  24th  Auguft,  proved  9th  November,  1577, 
leaves  to  Thomas  Purchas,  her  executor,  and  his  heirs,  all  her  lands  in  the  town  of  Poole  and  else- 
where (Archd.  of  Sarum’s  Court,  vi.,  fo.  5).  “ Edeth  Mayhewe,  the  fervant  of  Rychard  PurchalTe  of 
Teffont,  was  buryed  15th  Aug.,  1577.”  (Dinton  reg.) 
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Mayhewe  of  Dynton,  gent.”  Will,  as  of  John  Mayo,  dated  20th  September,  1562

buried  at  Dinton  as  “ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mayhewe,  the  wyfe  of  Henry  Mayhewe,” 
6th  April,  1577.  They  had  iflue: 

(i)  Henry  Mayhew,  admitted  ftudent  of  the  Englifh  College  at  Douay  loth 
July,  1583.  (ii)  Edwarde  Mayhew,  baptifed  at  Dinton,  12th  November,  1571. 
He  was  admitted  ftudent  of  the  Englifti  College  at  Douay,  then  temporarily 
removed  to  Rheims,  loth  July,  1583,  and  to  the  Englifti  College  at  Rome,  23rd 
Odlober,  1590.  From  1614-20  he  was  Prior  of  the  Monaftery  of  St.  Lawrence  at 
Dieulwurt  in  Lorraine.  He  died  at  Cambray,  where  he  was  Vicar  of  the  Englilh 
Nuns,  14th  September,  1625,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Vedaft.  Author 
and  Benedidline  Monk.  {Ditt.  Nat.  Biography.)  “ Anime  du  defire  de  retablir 
I’ordre  des  Benedidlins  en  Angleterre,  il  fit  profeflion  de  la  regie  de  Saint  Benoit 
entre  les  mains  de  Sebert  Buckley,  le  feul  moine  qui  reftat  alors  de  I’abbaye  de 
Weftminfter.”  {Biographic  Univerjelle^  Paris,  1820,  vol.  xvii.,  p.  626.)  This 
occurred  on  21ft  November,  1607.  (iii)  Mary  Mayhew.  (iv)  Janne  Mayhew, 
baptifed  at  Dinton  4th  July,  1574.  (v)  Elizabeth  Mayhew,  baptifed  20th 

February,  1576-7. 

By  the  Inq.  p.  m.  taken  at  Sarum,  25th  Sept.,  33  Eliz.,  1591,  it  appeared  that  Henry  May- 
hewe before  his  death  was  feifed  in  demefne,  as  of  fee,  in  i melTuage,  6 cottages,  i dove-houfe, 
6 gardens,  5 orchards,  104  a.  of  land,  20  a.  of  meadow,  140  a.  of  pafture,  8 a.  of  underwood, 
and  3 a.  of  furze  and  heath,  with  appurtenances  in  Dynton  alias  Donington,  and  being  fo  feifed, 
on  20th  March,  25  Eliz.,  1582-3,  by  indenture  between  himfelf  of  the  one  part,  and  John 
Martyn  of  Pertewood,  William  Alford  of  Warmefter,  gents.,  William  Hayter  of  Little  Lang- 
ford, Thomas  Parker  of  Barford  St.  Martin  and  William  Shorte  of  Burchalk,  yeomen,  of  the 
other  part,  granted  to  them  and  their  heirs,  for  9 years,  all  his  aforefaid  tenements  to  hold  to 
certain  ufes  therein  limited,  viz.,  that  his  debts  might  be  paid,  i.e.^  lOO  marks  to  the  Exchequer 
by  yearly  inftalments  of  ^4.  12,  (of  which  £p.^  were  already  difcharged)  and  £7.^.  10  to  faid 
William  Hayter, — that  his  children  might  be  well  and  honeftly  brought  up  in  their  degree 
during  their  nonage  and  infancy,  and  a further  fum  raifed  towards  the  preferment  of  his  three 
younger  children; — and  “to  the  intent  that  his  land  and  inheritance  which  had  longe  been  and 
remayned  in  the  name  of  the  Mayhewes  fhould  ftill  fo  remayne  and  bee  to  the  pleafure  of  All- 


^ The  will  of  Raff  Hannam,  dated  2nd  December,  1555,  with  codicil,  was  proved  iith  May, 
1556  (5  Kechyn),  and  that  of  his  wife,  Joan  Hannam,  dated  i6th  September,  1557,  on  19th 
December,  1558  (18  Welles,  P.C.C.).  The  former  mentions  Henrye  Maye,  son  and  heir-apparent 
of  John  Maye,  of  Dynton,  and  his  brother,  Raff  Maye  (whom  he  afterwards  calls  Raff  Mayo),  and 
his  lifters  Mawde  Maye  and  Alice  Maye.

in  like  fucceffion,  and  failing  fuch  heirs,  to  the  ufe  of  Rauf  Mayhewe,  his  brother,  and  the  heirs 
male  of  his  body,  and  to  Robert  Mayhewe  and  John  Mayhewe,  his  half-brothers,  in  like  fuc- 
ceffion. By  virtue  of  this  indenture  the  grantees  are  feifed  of  the  premifes  in  fee,  and  William 
Shorte  has  received  the  profits  fince  the  death  of  Henry  Mayhewe.  The  lands  are  held  of  Henry, 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  by  knight  fervice,  but  by  what  part  of  a fee  is  not  known.  They  are  worth, 
beyond  reprifes,  {b.  13.  4.  Henry  Mayhewe  died  at  Dynton  23rd  January,  39  Eliz.,  and  a 
certain  Henry  Mayhewe  is  his  fon  and  next  heir,  aged  17  years,  il  months  and  14  days  at  his 
father’s  death.  {Chanc.  Inq.  p.  w.,  33  Eliz.,  vol.  231,  No.  69.) 

b.  Ralph  Mayhew,  dead  in  1616,  who  married  and  had  iflue  Ralph  Mayhew, 
mentioned  in  fettlement  of  14  Jas.  I.,  1616-7,  and  Cuthbert  Mayhew,  baptifed  at 
Dinton,  23rd  March,  1577-8. 

c.  Maud  Mayhew,  married  at  Dinton  to  Thomas  Parker,  of  Barford,  1 5th  July, 
I Eliz.,  1559. 

d.  Alice  Mayhew,  married  at  Dinton  to  John  Walker,  of  Barford,  ift  June, 
3 Eliz.,  1561.  He  was  overfeer  of  his  father-in-law’s  will.  Her  brafs  with  fix 
fons  and  four  daughters  kneeling  behind  her  may  be  feen  in  the  fouth  tranfept  of 
Barford  church.  It  is  thus  infcribed  in  old  Englilh  letters;

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John  Mayhew  mzrr\tdy  fecondlyy  Jane  Prefte,  who  furvived  him  and  was  his 
executrix.

of  . . .,  near  Andover  (fon  and  heir  of  Thomas  Blake  the  elder)  and  Mary,  fecond 
daughter,  aged  20,  in  1623.  A fettlement,  dated  14  Jas.  L,  1616-7,  before  the 
marriage  of  Dorothy,  is  quoted  in  Hoare’s  Modern  vol.  iv.,  p.  102,  with 

remainder,  after  the  extinction  of  the  iflue  of  John  and  Frances,  to  Ralph,  fon  and 
heir  of  Ralph,  brother  of  the  faid  John  Mayhew,  and  his  heirs  male,  remainder  to 
Andrew  Mayhew,  of  Yetminfter,  Dorfet,  and  his  heirs  male,  remainder  to  Walter 
Mayhew  of  Market  Lavington,  Wilts,  in  like  fucceflion. 

This  Walter  Mayhew  ^ married  Jane,  widow  of  John  Brethes,  which  faid  John 
had  a dwelling-houfe  at  Lavington.  {Chanc.  Proc.,  2nd  fer.,  290/77.  Selwood  v. 
Mayhew,  a fragment,  date  between  1596  and  1616.)  i Chas.  I.,  1625-6,  John 
Mayhew,  Thomas  Blake  and  Dorothy,  his  wife,  for  1,800  convey  their  manor, 
lordftiip,  and  capital  mefluage,  and  all  their  lands  in  Dinton  and  TefFont,  to  William 
Rolfe  and  his  heirs  {Ibid.^  vol.  iv,  p.  103).  By  thefe  evidences  it  would  appear  that 
the  eftate  had  come  into  the  hands  of  the  eldeft  fon  of  the  fecond  marriage  of  John 
Mayhew. 

f.  Robert  Mayhew.  His  nuncupative  will,  as  of  Robert  Mayhewe  of  New 
Inne,  Middlefex,  gent.,  24th  OClober,  was  proved  29th  November,  1587,  by 
Edward  Willett,  N.P.,  proClor  of  his  brother-in-law,  John  Walker,  of  Barford, 
Wilts.  He  leaves  a leafe  of  lands  called  Appleridge,  co.  Glouc.,  to  Elizabeth,  his 
wife,  and  John  Mayhew,  his  brother,  to  be  fold  to  pay  his  debts;  to  the  faid  John 
Mayhew  his  bedding  and  books  at  New  Inn.  Refidue  to  his  wife.  (72  Spencer, 
P.C.C.) 

g.  CuTHBERT  Mayhew,  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will.  On  4th  OClober,  12 
Eliz.,  1 570,  Robert  Bounde  demifed  and  to  farm  let  to  Cutberte  Maio  a mefluage, 
four  clofes  of  meadow  and  pafture,  and  66  acres  of  arable  in  TefFont,  Wilts,  for  the 
life  of  the  faid  Cutberte,  with  remainder  to  Robert  Mayo  and  John  Mayo,  brothers 
of  Cutberte.  {Chanc.  Proc.y  Eliz.,  B.  32/13.  Bounde  v.  Bounde  and  Mayo,  27th 
June,  1591.) 

h.  Dennis  Mayhew.  i.  Thomasine  Mayhew.  j.  Mary  Mayhew.  k.  Chris- 
tian Mayhew. 

1.  William  Mayhew,  buried  at  Dinton,  loth  February,  1558,  as  fon  of  John 
Mayhewe  of  Dynton.  He  is  probably  fon  of  the  fecond  wife. 

’ John  Holloway,  of  Dynton,  was  licenfed  24th  February,  1619-20,  to  marry  Anne  Mayhue,  of 
Lavington  Forum,  fpinfter,  at  Dynton.

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m.  Jane  Mayhew,  baptifed  as  “ Janne  daughter  of  John  Mayhewe  of  Dynton,” 
3rd  March,  2 Eliz.,  1559-60. 

n.  Ryc HARD  Mayhew,  baptifed  ift  January,  buried  24th  March,  4 EUz.,  156 1-2. 

B.  Cicely  Mayhew,  married  to  John  Plympton,  or  Plynton,  of  Wincanton. 

C.  Anne  Mayhew,  married  to  Edward  Coles,  of  Cucklington,  Somerfet. 

D.  Thomas  Mayhew.  He  is  apparently  the  Thomas  Mayhewe  of  Yetminfter, 
Dorfet  (will,  5th  May,  proved  29th  November,  1608,  97  Windebanke,  P.C.C.) 
who  married  Julian,  and  had  iflue  Andrew  Mayhewe  (married  at  Sherborne,  i ft  June, 
1624,  Marie  Fiftier,  and  had  Ancret,  baptifed  there,  i6th  March,  1624-5, 
buried  3rd  April,  1626),  Edith  Mayhewe  and  Bridget  Mayhewe.  He  bequeaths 
“ to  my  fifter  Alice  Norden’s  children’s  children  5fti  a piece,”  and  legacies  to  his 
own  children  aforefaid,  and  to  the  churches  of  Yetminfter,  Tilbury,  Overfuntell 
[Fonthill]  and  the  mother  church  of  Sarum.  His  wife  Julian,  executrix.  In  the 
Court  Rolls  of  Yetminfter  Prima  (Bod.  Lib.)  Thomas  Mayo  occurs  in  i Jas.  I., 
and  Andrew  Maio  in  1618. 

E.  Henry  Mayhew. 

F.  Edward  Mayhew,  of  Fonthill  Bilhop,  Wilts.  His  name  occurs  in  a lift  of 
Wiltlhire  gentlemen,  as  having  goods  worth  ;(^50.  (Harl.  MS.  iiii,  fol.  1-6. 
Hoare’s  Mod.  Wilts^  Hund.  of  Downton,  p.  68.)  Adminiftration  of  his  eftate  was 
granted  19th  April,  1574,  P.C.C. , to  Johanne  MompelTon  alias  Mayhew,  and 
Thomafine  Grove  alias  Mayhew,  his  daughters  ; but  by  his  will,  dated  26th  March, 
16  Eliz.,  proved  13th  May,  1574,  he  made  Agnes  his  wife  sole  executrix.  Over- 
feers,  his  brother,  Walter  Mayhew  and  Edwarde  Bafeley.  (20  Martyn,  P.C.C.) 

He  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  William  King,  of  Sedgehill,  Wilts.  Her  will, 
dated  14th  April,  1574,  was  proved  12th  May,  1574,  by  William  Mompeflbn,  fon 
of  Thomas  MompelTon,  foie  executor.  Overfeers,  Edwarde  Bafeley  of  Knoyle  and 
William  Prynce  of  Sedgull.  (20  Martyn,  P.C.C.)  Edward  Mayhew  had  ilTue  Jane, 
married  to  Thomas  MompelTon  of  Corton,  in  Boy  ton,  Wilts,  and  Thomafine, 
married  to  William  Grove,  of  Gray’s  Inn,  gent.,  M.P.  for  Shafton,  and  purchafer 
of  Feme  in  1563.  In  1563  William  Grove  grants  to  Robert  Grove,  of  Dunhead 
St.  Andrew,  gent.,  his  father,  Edward  Mayowe,  gent.,  of  Fountell,  and  Richard 
Vallis,  gent.,  of  Silton,  the  reverfion  of  the  manor  of  Feme,  etc.,  to  hold  to  the  ufe 
of  him  the  faid  William  and  Thomafine,  his  wife,  daughter  of  faid  Edward  Mayowe, 
and  the  heirs  male  and  female  of  the  faid  William,  remainder  to  his  brother, 
Mathew  Grove  and  his  heirs,  remainder  to  his  fifter,  Mary  (Grove),  wife  of  Hugh 
Kete,  of  Chefelborn,  Dorfet.  (MS.  penes  Sir  W.  J.  Grove,  Bart.) 

G.  Walter  Mayhew,  of  Chilmark,  Wilts,  gent,  overfeer  of  his  father’s  will. 
He  was  one  of  the  perfons  to  whom  the  church  plate  of  Chilmark  was  committed 
by  the  Commiflioners  of  Edw.  VI.  in  1553  (Nightingale’s  Church  Plate  of  Wilts., 
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p.  56).  In  1565  William  Grove,  of  Gray’s  Inn,  Middlefex,  grants  to  Walter  Mayowe 
for  100  marks  the  reverfion  of  lands  called  Brockway ’s  Lane,  etc.,  in  Weftbury, 
Dylton,  Chapmanflade  and  Corfleigh,  Wilts,  to  hold  without  interruption  of  the 
faid  William  and  Thomafyne,  his  wife.  The  lands  are  worth  40.^.  4^.  in  clear  yearly 
value,  and  are  now  held  by  Anne,  widow  of  David  Brockway,  gent.  (MS.  ■penes 
Sir  W.  J.  Grove,  Bart.)  His  will,  dated  30th  Auguft,  1604,  proved  4th  December, 
1606,  is  in  Archdn.  of  Sarum’s  Court,  rot.  xv. 

He  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  William  Code  (or  according  to  his  will,  Alicia *  *) 
and  had  iflue : 

I.  Joan  Mayhew,  married  to  Nicholas  Malbn  or  Maton. 

II.  William  Mayhew,  executor  to  his  father,  married  Mary  . . . Thisappears 
to  be  the  William  Mayhew,  gent.,  of  Sedghill,  who  died  14th  February,  4 Chas.  I., 
1628-9,  having  lands  in  Sedghill,  Little  Sutton,  Tytherington  and  Brockway  Lane, 
Wilts,  and  leaving  four  daughters,  viz.:  (i)  Elizabeth,  married  to  Stephen  Blake,^ 
fon  of  William  Blake,  of  Warminfter,  gent. ; (2)  Anne,  married  to  Lawrence  Kenton; 
(3)  Martha,  married  to  Stephen  Hill,  of  Shoureftreete  in  Weftbury,  Wilts;  (4)  Jane, 
married  to  Edward  Maye  of  Mafton  (Marfton)  in  Potterne,  Wilts  (married  24th 
July,  1613,  at  Corfham,  as  Edwarde  Maye,  of  Potterne  and  Jane  Mayhue),  and  had 
iflue  William  Maye,  Sufan  Maye,  wife  of  Thomas  Cooper,  and  Abigail  May,  wife 
of  Richard  Tife.  {Inq.  p.m.  5 06t.,  6 Chas.  I.,  1630;  Index  Soc.  1894,  p.  127.) 
She  feems  to  have  been  buried  at  Potterne,  nth  January,  1636-7,  as  Jane,  wife  of 
Edward  May,  and  her  hufband,  nth  December,  1664.  Will  proved  20th  Odober, 
1665.  (Sarum  Cons.  Court.) 

III.  Cicely  Mayhew,  married  to  . . . Tyfe.  iv.  Jane  Mayhew.  v.  Anne 
Mayhew,  married  to  Richard  Kinge.  vi.  Alice  Mayhew,  married  to  . . . 
Holme. 

Arms  of  Mayhew,  Argent,  on  a chevron  fable  between  three  birds,  five  lozenges 
of  the  firft.  (Another  account  gives  the  field  as  Or.) 

From  a collateral  branch  of  this  family  was  probably  derived  the  Thomas 
Mayhew  who  went  to  Bofton  in  New  England  between  1630-40,  and  about  1641 
became  Patentee  and  Governor  of  Martha’s  Vineyard,  Nantucket,  born  apparently

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on  31ft  March,  1593,  and  died  on  or  about  25th  March,  1682.  He  named  places 
in  that  fettlement  after  Tilbury  and  Chilmark,  Wilts.  He  may  be  the  Thomas,  fon 
of  Mathew  Maho,^  baptifed  at  Tilbury,  England,  April  — , 1593.  This  Mathew 
“Maow”  married  at  Tilbury  Ales  Barton,  2nd  Odober,  1587,  and  had  iflue: 
Elizabeth,  baptifed  ill  May,  1589;  John,  17th  January,  1591 ; Thomas,  as  above; 
Jone,  8th  February,  1595-6;  Alice,  i8th  December,  1598;  Katherine,  9th  March, 
1599-1600;  and  Edward,  14th  April,  1602.  The  name  is  varioully  fpelled  in  the 
Tilbury  regifter  as  Maoh,  Maho,  Mayoo,  Mayhoe,  Maiho,  Maio,  Maow,  and 
Mayhow,  and  in  Mathew’s  will,  proved  27th  June,  i6i4(Archd.  of  Sarum’s Court, 
viii.,  224),  as  Maihew  and  Maihewe.  He  had  a lifter,  Agnes  May  hew,  of  Tilbury; 
will  dated  12th  January,  1606,  proved  24th  June,  1612  (Archd.  of  Sarum,  viii., 
168).  See  alfo  “The  Englijh  Ancejiry  of  Thomas  Mayhew  of  Martha's  Vineyard^ 
1682,  by  Dr.  Charles  Banks,  Cambridge,  Mafs.,  1901. 

Other  entries  in  the  Tilbury  regifter  are  Henry,  fon  of  . . . Maoh,  baptifed 
13th  September,  1583;  Myhell  May  and  Jone  Vanner  married  24th  November, 
1573;  Thomas  [Maow?]  and  Alyce  [Waterman?]  married  21ft  April,  1575;  An 
Maio  and  Thomas  Turner  married  23rd  November,  1578;  An  Maio  and  John 
Waterman  married  3rd  Auguft,  1579;  Ales,  wife  of  Thomas  Maow,  buried  14th 
July,  1586;  Thomas  Maow  burled  ill  June,  1590.  This  Thomas  Maow  may  be 
father  of  Mathew,  and  grandfather  of  the  Patentee.

On  advancing  further  northwards  to  Poulftiot  in  Wiltlhire  the  home  is  reached 
of  a family  called  indifferently  Mayo  or  May,  though  the  name  eventually  retained 
its  longer  form.  The  firft  known  member  is: 

William  Mayo  de  Pollelholt,  whofe  will,  dated  26th  January,  1559,  was  proved 
4th  April  following  in  the  Archdeacon  of  Sarum’s  Court  (iii.,  176).  His  wife,  Joan 
Mayo,  and  William  Mayo,  his  fon,  were  his  executors,  and  he  mentions  Walter,  John, 
William,  junior,  and  Margery  Mayo,  probably  his  children.  John  Mayo,  of  Potterne, 
is  a witnefs  to  this  will.  There  is  then  an  hiatus  in  the  pedigree  of  one  or  two 
generations,  when  the  will  occurs  of 

William  May,  of  Poulfhot,  1625  (Sarum  Cons.  Court),  who  mentions  Joan, 
his  wife,  and  his  children; 

I.  Walter  Mayo  or  May,  apprenticed  at  Devizes  i ft  May,  i4Chas.  I.,  1638, 

‘ Edward,  fon  of  Mathew  Mayo,  was  baptifed  at  St.  Thomas’,  Salilhury,  24th  September,  1580. 
Mary,  born  6th  January,  1696;  Mathew,  30th  March,  1699,  and  Henry,  22nd  February,  1700, 
children  of  Mathew  Mayo  (Mayow)  occur  in  the  South  Newton  regifter.  Mathew  Mayo,  of  Wilton, 
was  a Wiltfhire  voter.  (Poll  Book,  1701-8.) 
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as  fon  of  William  Maye,  of  Polefholt.  He  firft  occurs  in  the  lift  of  Free  Burgefles, 
Devizes,  7th  June,  1650,  and  for  the  laft  time  3rd  0<ftober,  14  Chas.  II.,  1662, 
apparently  declining  to  take  the  oath  as  required  by  the  aft  for  regulating  Corpora- 
tions, tendered  on  6th  Oftober  following.  Walter  “Maio”  married  at  St.  John’s, 
Devizes,  nth  April,  1630,  Anne  Pilgrime,  and  had  iflue:  Hester,  baptifed  there 
I2th  February,  1630-1,  and  Walter,  baptifed  12th  January,  1633-4,  buried  at 
St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  1 8th  January,  1633-4.  Robert  Elmes  and  Hefther  May  of 
Lacock,  were  married  5th  June,  1654,  at  Corfham,  in  prefence  of  Walter  May,  her 
father,  and  Edward  Threfher  the  elder,  of  Lacock,  by  Will.  Eyre.  (Note  that 
Henry  Threftier  and  Elizabeth  Mayo  were  married  at  St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  28th 
February,  1624-5.) 

Walter  Mayo  may  have  married  at  Seend,  as  Walter  Maye,  a fecond  wife, 
Anna  Nicols,  8th  July,  1638.  Dorothy,  wife  of  Walter  May,  was  buried  at 
St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  i6th  May,  1656.  He  was  himfelf  buried  at  Poulftiot  17th 
March,  1667-8,  as  Walter  Mayo. 

In  his  will,  dated  20th  July,  1662,  proved  6th  April,  1668,  he  mentions  his 
daughters  Anna  May  and  Joane  Mayo  (the  latter  foie  executrix  and  refid uary 
legatee)  and  his  granddaughter,  Hefter  Elms,  daughter  of  Robert  Elms.  Over- 
feers,  his  brother-in-law,  William  Flower,  of  Littletun,  and  his  kinsman,  William 
Mayo,  of  Poullhot.  Witneflbs,  William  Flower,  Obadiah  Flower,  and  Margaret 
Flower.  Inventory,  3rd  April,  1668. 

2.  Margaret  Maye,  married  to  William  Flower  at  Poullhot,  9th  November, 
1629. 

3.  Sarah  Mayo,  married  before  1632  to  Robert  Stevens.  She  was  buried  7th 
June,  1686,  as  Sarah  Stevens,  widow,  he  on  6th  September,  1669.  Another  Robert 
Stevens  was  buried  i8th  January,  1670.  Edward,  fon  of  Robert  Stevens,  was  bap- 
tifed loth  March,  1631-2. 

4.  John  Mayo,  buried  at  Poulftiot  17th  April,  1647.  His  will,  dated  iith 
April,  was  proved  13th  November,  1647  (224  Fines,  P.C.C.).  He  mentions  his 
fons  John,  William,  and  Henry,  his  daughter  Joane  Mayo,  and  appoints  his  wife 
executrix,  and  his  brother,  Walter  Mayo,  and  his  brothers-in-law,  Robert  Stevens 
and  Thomas  Flower,  overfeers. 

He  married,  Anne  . buried  30th  March,  1644,  and  Jecondly^  Eleanor 
(buried  20th  December,  1664,  will  dated  12th  Oftober,  1664,  proved  19th  April, 
1665,  in  Sarum  Cons.  Court),  fifter  of  Thomas  Flower.  By  his  firft  wife  John 
Mayo  had  iffue: 

A.  William  May,  baptifed  13th  June,  1630,  perhaps  buried  21ft  June,  1655, 
as  Mayo. 

B.  Agnis  Maye,  baptifed  5th  May,  1633.  An  Agnes  Maio  was  buried  at 
St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  14th  Oftober,  1636. 
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C.  Rebeckah  May,  baptifed  joth  May,  1636,  buried  3rd  March,  1636-7. 

D.  Henry  Mayo  (May),  baptifed  15th  May,  1638,  and  married  Elenor  . . ., 
and  apparently  had  iflue,  John  Mayo,  buried  at  Seend,  8th  November,  1673; 
another  John,^  baptifed  at  Seend  i8th  May,  1674;  and  Henry,  baptifed  at  Seend 
15th  May,  1677,  buried  there  7th  April,  1680. 

A “ Henry  Mayo  ” was  a freeholder  in  Poullhot  at  date  of  Wiltlhire  Poll  Book, 
1701-8,  and  he  was  buried  there  i8th  July,  1712.  “In  this  place  lyeth  the  body 
of  Henry  Mayo,  who  departed  this  life  the  16  day  of  July  a. d.  1712.”  (Tablet 
affixed  to  exterior  of  fouth  wall  of  chancel.) 

Alfo  Henry  Mayo,  of  Seend,  married  at  Poulffiot  i6th  November,  1706,  Jane 
May  of  Marfton.  She  was  buried  as  Mrs.  Jane  May,  widow,  23rd  December, 
1730,  but  her  will,  31ft  May,  1729,  was  proved  28th  May,  1731,  as  of  Jane  Mayo. 
(Archd.  of  Sarum.) 

E.  John  Mayo,  of  Poulffiot,  fubfequently  of  Seend,  mentioned  in  his  father’s 
will,  and  buried  at  Seend  7th  January,  1664-5.  married  at  Poulffiot  3rd  July, 
1660,  Hannah  Mayo,  of  Seend,  and  had  iflue:  Hannah,  baptifed  at  Seend  22nd 
May,  1661,  and  Mary,  alfo  baptifed  there  5th  November,  1664.  His  will,  dated 
3rd  January,  1664-5,  proved  26th  May,  1665  (Archd.  of  Sarum’s  Court). 
He  mentions  his  wife  Anna,  his  two  children  Anna  and  Mary,  and  his  houfe  and 
land  called  “ Forts.”  John  Ellen,  of  Seend,  was  licenfed  to  marry  Anne  Mayo  of  the 
fame,  fpinfter,  3rd  Oftober,  1699  (Sarum  Marriage  Allegations). 

F.  JoANE  Mayo,  mentioned  in  the  wills  of  her  father  and  ftepmother,  married 
23rd  January,  1663,  to  William  Sumner,  and  buried  27th  December,  1692,  as  wife 
of  William  Somner.  He  was  buried  15th  May,  1708. 

A kinfman  of  the  John  Mayo  who  died  in  1 647,  and  perhaps  his  elder  brother,  was 

William  Mayo,  of  Poulffiot,  buried  there  20th  September,  1640,  as  William 
“May,”  and  his  will  was  proved  14th  May,  1641,  as  “Mayo”  (Sarum  Cons. 
Court).  His  widow,  Margery,  made  her  nuncupative  will  8th  November,  1661, 
and  an  inventory  of  her  effedls  was  taken  3rd  January,  1661-2  (Archd.  Sarum’s 
Court),  Jofeph  Mayo,  her  fon,  being  executor.  Witnefles,  William  Mayo,  James 
Flower,  Mary  Mayo  and  Thomas  Gilbert.  His  children,  as  baptifed  at  Poulffiot, 
were: 

A.  Deborah  May,  baptifed  21ft  December,  1628,  and  married  31ft  May, 
1658,  to  John  Farmer  of  Shalven. 

‘ There  was  a John  Mayo,  buried  at  Seend  20th  June,  1701  (Adihon.,  Sarum  Cons.  Court,  17th 
September,  1701),  who  had  iflue  by  Philippa,  nee  Lacye,  his  wife  (baptifed  nth  March,  1659,  died 
nth  March,  1735,  M.I.  on  floor  of  Seend  church),  a daughter  Mary,  baptifed  28th  March,  1699, 
buried  there  28th  December,  1703.  His  widow  was  married  at  Seend  28th  April,  1705,  to  Maurice 
Jarvis  of  Upavon,  Wilts,  gent.  (Mar.  fettlement,  13th  January,  1704-5). 
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B.  Daniel  May,  baptifed  15th  Auguft,  1630. 

c.  Joseph  May,  baptifed  i8th  Auguft,  1633,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  as  ofthcfe, 
Mayo,  31ft  May,  1655,  from  Hart  Hall,  and  feems  to  have  entered  Holy  Orders. 

He  was  buried  27th  January,  1662-3,  Joseph  May.”  The  will  of  Jofeph 

Mayo,  of  PoHhot,  clarke,  ift  March,  1662,  was  proved  i6th  July,  1663  (Archd.  Oxford, 
of  Sarum’s  Court),  wherein  he  names  “my  fifter  Mary  Mayo;  my  lifter  Flower; 
my  fifter  Gilbert’s  daughter,  Sarah;  my  fifter  Farmer;  to  my  brother  Mayo’s  eldeft 
fon,  William,  ;^io,  and  my  Latin  books,  and  to  his  fon,  Jofeph,  ,^20.  My  brother 
Mayo’s  daughters  Mary  and  Sarah;  my  brother  William  Mayo,  executor  and 
refiduary  legatee.” 

D.  Mary  May,  baptifed  15th  Odlober,  1635. 

E.  James  May,  baptifed  8th  November,  1637,  buried  i8th  April,  1639,  as 
Mayo. 

In  addition  to  thefe  there  were  four  other  children,  whofe  baptifms  are  not 
recorded  at  Poulftiot,  as  they  were  probably  born  before  the  commencement  of 
the  exifting  regifter. 

F.  Susanna  Mayo,  buried  5th  June,  1678,  as  Sufanna  Flower,  widow  (Poul- 
Ihot  reg.).  “James  Flower  of  this  Parilh  and  Sufanna  May  of  the  Parifti  of 
Pol  (hot  in  this  Countie  were  married  by  Nicholas  Greene,  one  of  the  Juftices  of 
the  Peace  for  this  Countie  of  Wilts  July  30th,  1655  ” (Weft  or  Bifhop’s  Laving- 
ton  reg.).  James,  fon  of  James  Flower  of  Weft  Laventone,  was  buried  at  Poulftiot 
1 6th  September,  1656,  and  James  Flower  6th  May,  1670. 

G.  A daughter,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Gilbert.  See  will  of  her  brother,  Jofeph 
Mayo. 

H.  John  Mayo,  buried  4th  Auguft,  1643,  as  fon  of  Margery  Mayo,  widow. 

I.  William  Mayo,  perhaps  the  eldeft  fon,  born  before  the  commencement  of  and 
the  exifting  Poulftiot  regifter,  buried  22nd  July,  1707.  Joane,  wife  of  William  Mayo*” 
Mayo,  was  buried  13th  November,  1685.  Licence  to  preach  at  his  houfe  in 
Polfhot,  as  a Prefbyterian,  was  granted  to  William  Mayo  i8th  November,  1672  Townfend, 
{Cal.  S.  P.  D.,  06lober,  167 2- February,  1673,  p.  176).  He  appears  to  have  been 

the  William  May  who  married  Joane  Townfend  at  Weft  Lavington,  2nd  May, 

1653- 

The  children  of  William  and  Joane  Mayo  were: 

a.  William  Mayo,  eldeft  fon,  baptifed  5th  June,  1654.  He  was  admitted  to  and  has 
Jefus  College,  Cambridge,  30th  June,  1675,  at  which  date  the  following  entry  wmlam

S'*  Mariae  Magd:  apud  Oxon;  per  tres  integros  Annos  examinatus  et  approbatus  admiflus  eft  in 
Cominas  inferiores  fub  Tutore  fuo  M”*  Spinedge.” 
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He  graduated  B.A.  the  fame  year.  This  entry  fhows  that  he  muft  have  kept  terms 
at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  though  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Oxford 
matriculation  regifter.  He  entered  Holy  Orders,  became  Vicar  of  Romfey,  Hants, 
1690,  and  died  8th  July,  1727,  in  his  73rd  year.  His  monument  in  the  ambulatory 
behind  the  high  altar  in  Romfey  Abbey  Church  is  infcribed:

William  Mayo  had  iflue:  Roger,  died  young;  Elizabeth,  buried  at  Romfey 
28th  March,  1706;  Catherine,  baptifed  there  i8th  June,  1707;  and  John 
Mayo,  of  Romfey,  gent.,  buried  i6th  November,  1734.  Will  dated  29th  Sept- 
ember, proved  19th  November,  1734,  by  his  kinfman,  Thomas  Brown,^  of  South- 
ampton, efq.,  foie  legatee  (248  Ockham,  P.C.C.).  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from 
Queen’s  College,  17th  November,  1721,  aged  17,  as  a native  of  Child  Ockford, 
Dorfet,  fon  of  William  Mayo,  clerk,  and  was  probably  born  at  the  houfe  of  his 
aunt,  Margaret  Nicholls,  daughter  of  George  Gollop,  and  wife  of  John  Nicholls, 
of  Child  Ockford,  gent.  The  latter’s  will,  dated  3rd  December,  with  codicils  of 
7th  and  8th  December,  1702,  was  proved  28th  September,  1708,  and  14th  June, 
1716  (204  Barrett,  P.C.C.).  The  will  of  Margaret  Nicholls,  of  Child  Ockford, 
widow,  dated  9th  May,  1715,  was  proved  15th  June,  1717,  by  Elizabeth,  wife  of 


‘ George  Gollop  (derived  from  North  Bowood,  Netherbury,  Dorfet),  married  at  Chute,  Wilts, 
8th  May,  1666,  Katherine  (baptifed  27th  April,  1647),  daughter  of  John  Foyle,  Esq.  George  Gollop 
died  30th  June,  1685,  and  his  wife  nth  Odober,  1711,  aged  64.  Arms  of  Gollop,  Gules,  on  a bend 
or  a lion  paflant  guardant  fable. 

® An  indenture  of  i6th  April,  1735,  is  extant,  between  “Tho*  Browne,  of  the  town  and  county 
of  Southampton,  Efq:  devifee  & executor  of  Iohn  Mayo,  late  of  Rumfey,  co:  South:  dec"*,  of  the  one 
part;  and  Samuel  Scott  of  Petersfield,  in  faid  co:  South:  of  the  other  part.  Witnefling  that  in 
confideration  of  the  fum  of  >^400  faid  Browne  Hath  bargained  & fold  All  that  meffuage,  two  orchards, 
and  the  feveral  clofes  of  arable,  meadow,  & pafture  ground  thereunto  belonging,  in  the  parilh  of 
PouHhot,  co:  Wilts — lately  the  eftate  and  in  the  polTeffion  and  occupation  of  Daniel  Mayo,  late  of

To  hold 
to  the  faid  Samuel  Scott  and  his  heirs,  fubjeft  to  the  eftate  for  her  life  of  the  widow  of  Daniel  Mayo, 
and  except  the  fum  of  fzoo  charged  on  faid  premifes,  & direfted  by  his  will  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
fame  upon  the  death  of  his  faid  widow.”  [Communicated  by  Mr.  Edward  Kite.] 
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Alexander  Thomas,  guardian  of  Margaret  Nicholls,  daughter  of  deceafed,  Eliza- 
beth, wife  of  William  Mayo,  clerk,  renouncing  (122  Fox,  P.C.C.).  (N.B.  The 
Romfey  regifter  is  defedive.) 

b.  Joseph  Mayo,  of  Poullhot,  born  17th  Auguft,  1656,  buried  at  Poulfliot 
loth  November,  1691.  His  widow,  Elizabeth,  nk  Hooper,  renounced  adminiftra- 
tion  to  his  eftate  23rd  November,  1691,  and  on  8th  April,  1692,  William  Mayo 
of  Poullhot,  his  father,  and  Daniel  Mayo,  were  bound  over  to  adminifter  (Archd. 
of  Sarum’s  Court).  His  widow  afterwards  married  . . . Styles,  of  Somerfet,  and 
died  20th  May,  1740.  Jofeph  Mayo  had  iflue: 

i.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  3rd  December,  1682,  who  probably  died  young. 

ii.  William  Mayo,  baptifed  4th  November,  1684.  He  fettled  in  Barbadoes, 
furveyed  and  made  a map  of  the  illand,  17 17-21,  removed  to  Virginia  in  1723,  and 
aflifted  in  running  the  dividing  line  between  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  In  1733 
“he  laid  out  the  cities  of  Richmond  and  Peterlburg,  Va.,  in  lots,  without  fee  or 
reward.”  He  is  ufually  called  Major  William  Mayo,  but  was  a Colonel  prior  to 
1743.  He  died  between  17th  Odtober,  1744,  when  he  made  his  laft  entry  as 
Colonial  Surveyor,  and  20th  November,  1744,  the  date  of  probate  of  his  will.  He 
married  Frances,  daughter  of  Enoch  Gold,  of  Bridgtown,  Barbadoes,  before 
1711,  by  whom  he  had  five  daughters,  Ann,  Sarah,  Mary,  Hefter  and  Elizabeth, 
and  one  fon,  William ; the  laft  two  children  died  young;  and  Jecondlyy  Ann  Perratt, 
of  Barbadoes,  by  whom  he  had  Daniel,  Rebecca,  John  and  Jofeph;  and  from  this 
marriage  defcends  the  diftinguilhed  family  of  Mayo  of  Virginia.* 

hi.  Mary  Mayo,  baptifed  19th  June,  1689,  who  was  married  to  Edward 
Keele,  of  Romfey,  and  had  iftue  (befides  Edward,  John,  Samuel,  Mary,  Betty,  Ann 
and  Hefter)  a fon,  Daniel-Mayo  Keele,  born  3rd  September,  1733,  died  8th  June, 
1802,  buried  at  St.  Martin’s,  Sarum,  will,  14th  May,  proved  23rd  September,  1802 
(695  Kenyon,  P.C.C.),  who  married  Ann  (born  1729),  daughter  of  Thomas  Mears, 
and  had  (i)  Ann  Keele,  born  1757,  married  to  Henry-Peter  Stacy,  D.C.L.,and  had 
iflue,  (2)  Edward  Keele,  born  1758,  married,  Margaret  Green,  nk  Gauntlet, 
and  had  ilTue,^  Jecondly^  I798>  Mrs.  Penny,  of  Lymington,  (3)  John  Keele, 
of  Southampton,  furgeon,  born  20th  January,  1760,  died  1835;  JTiarried  at  Lynd- 
hurft  Elizabeth  Rulhworth  (mar.  lie.  30th  March,  1785,  Hants),  born  1761,  died

iv.  Joseph  Mayo,  “fon  of  Jofeph  Mayo  deceafed  and  Elizabeth  his  widow 
was  born  after  his  father’s  death  at  Frome  about  the  year  1692,  and  here  baptifed 
May  the  24,  1703  ” (Poullhot  reg.).  The  infcription  on  his  monument  at  Powhatan 
in  Virginia  ftates  that  he  was  born  in  Somerfet  25th  March,  1693.  He  accompanied 
his  brother  to  Barbadoes  and  Virginia,  and  died  25th  March,  1740.  He  married 
Ann,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Carrington,  of  St.  Philip’s,  Barbadoes,  in  1716,  and  had 
iflue  nine  children,  who  died  young. 

c.  Mary  Mayo,  born  loth  January,  1658  (Poullhot  reg.). 

d.  Sarah  Mayo,  baptifed  21ft  June,  1661,  buried  at  Poullhot  9th  November, 
1675. 

e.  Hester  Mato,  baptifed  at  Poullhot  17th  November,  1664;  married  there 
1 8th  April,  1704,  to  Richard  Townfend  of  Market  Lavington,  Wilts,  and  buried 
22nd  December,  1733.  Her  will,  as  of  Hefter  Townfend,  widow,  dated  i8th 
November,  1733,  was  proved  8th  January,  1733-4,  by  John  Maynard  and  Ann  his 
wife  (Archd.  of  Sarum’s  Court).  See  Maynard  pedigree  in  Chapter  XI. 

f.  Daniel  Mayo,  of  Poullhot,  buried  6th  Odlober,  1733,  aged  67,/.^.  He  was 
a freeholder  there  8th  September,  1713  (Poll  Book  of  that  date).  Will  dated  3 ill 
Odlober,  1727,  proved  8th  December,  1733,  by  his  widow,  in  which  he  mentions, 
inter  alioSy  his  kinfmen  Jofeph  and  John  Hill,  and  his  kinfwoman  Sarah,  wife  of 
William  Noyes;  overfeers,  John  Wadman  and  James  Townfend,  efq.  (315  Price, 
P.C.C.).  Adminillration  de  bonis  non^  1803.  On  a high  tomb  near  the  chancel  is 
infcribed:  “In  memory  of  Daniel  Mayo  of  this  parilh,  clothier,  who  died  0<5l.  4, 
A.D.  1733,  aged  67  years,  the  fon  of  William  Mayo,  dec’ed.”  He  married,  at 
St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  30th  May,  1703,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  James  and  Sarah 
Davis.  He  was  then  regillered  as  May.  She  died  28th  January,  1758,  aged  93, 
and  was  buried  at  Devizes.  Her  will  was  proved  27th  May,  1758  (Sarum  Cons. 
Court,  reg.  7,  fol.  355).

Sufannah  Davis,  of  Devizes,  fpinfter,  by  her  will  dated  7th  June,  1748,  and 
proved  6th  May,  1749  (Sarum  Cons.  Court,  reg.  6,  fol.  246),  by  her  lifter  Rebecca 
Mayo  and  coulin  Sarah  Clarke,  widow,  devifes  to  Daniel  Mayo  Kill,  of  Rumfey, 
Hants,  the  reverfion  and  inheritance  of  an  acre  of  land  in  Poullhot,  which  Ihe  had 
purchafed  inter  alia  of  Robert  Drew,  of  Devizes,  gent.,  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  formerly 
granted  by  faid  Robert  Drew  unto  her  late  brother-in-law,  Mr,  Daniel  Mayo, 
deceafed,  by  leafe  for  99  years,  if  the  lives  therein  named  fo  long  continue. 

g.  James  Mayo,  buried  23rd  December,  1672.^ 

h.  James  Mayo,  baptifed  4th  Odlober,  buried  12th  Odober,  1674,  fon  of 
William  and  Joane  Mayo  (Poullhot  reg.). 


May  of  Potterne. 

In  the  parilh  of  Potterne,  which  adjoins  Poullhot,  there  long  exifted  a family 
of  this  name,  one  of  the  earlieft  entries  in  the  parilh  regifter  being  the  baptifm  of 
Agnes  Mayow,  13th  May,  1575.  But  the  fpelling  changes  to  May  at  the  beginning 
of  the  feventeenth  century,  to  which  form  it  fubfequently  adheres.  The  incom- 
pletenefs  of  the  records  has  prevented  the  conftrudion  of  a more  connedled 
genealogy  than  that  which  is  now  given. 

John  May,  of  Potterne,  buried  there  2nd  November,  1635;  will  ift  November, 
proved  13th  December,  1635  (Sarum  Cons.  Court);  married  Jone  (perhaps  28th 
November,  1618),  widow  of  . . .,  by  whom  Ihe  had  a daughter  Jone,  wife  of 
John  Gilbert.  She  was  buried  loth  April,  1636;  will,  2nd  February,  1635,  proved 
2nd  May,  1636  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  This  John  May  had  a lifter  Agnes  (Annis), 
married  to  Robert  Goodinow  26th  November,  1640,  a lifter  Margaret,  and  a 
brother  William. 

Here  occurs  an  hiatus,  and  to  this  period  refers  the

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1626  (Archd.  of  Sarum),  who.married  Grace  . . who  proved  his  will,  her  own 
dated  lOthOdfober,  1632,  proved  i6th  December,  1635  (Archd.  of  Sarum,  vol.  10, 
fo.  88).  They  had  iflue:  Edward  May  (who  had  fons  named  John  and  William), 
Sarah,  Grace,  Joane,  wife  of  William  Hart,  and  Mary,  married  at  Potterne  7th 
June,  1614,  to  Wm.  Ford  (of  Weftbury,  in  1632). 

Edward  May,  of  Marfton  in  Potterne,  who  may  be  the  Edward  juft  men- 
tioned, was  buried  iith  December,  1664;  will,  ift  March,  1661,  proved  20th 
Oftober,  1665  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  He  married  at  Corfham  24th  July,  1613,  Jane, 
daughter  of  William  Mayhew  or  Mayow,  of  Sedgehill  (fee  ante^  p.  105).  She  was 
buried  at  Potterne  iith  January,  1636-7.  They  had  iflue:  William  May,  of  Mar- 
fton, eldeft  fon,  buried  as  “fenior,”  3rd  March,  1707-8;  John  May,  of  Marfton, 
buried  27th  September,  1675;  will  2nd  February,  1670,  proved  29th  February, 
1675  (Sarum  Cons.  Court);  Sufan  May,  married  to  Thomas  Cooper;  and  Abigail 
May  to  Richard  Tife.  Of  thefe 

A.  William  May,  of  Marfton,  married  Ann  . . .,  buried  as  wife  of  Mr. 
William  May,  fenior,  8th  January,  1685-6,  and  had  ilTue: 

1.  Edward  May,  mentioned  in  his  grandfather’s  will.  His  own  will,  7th 
February,  1700,  proved  1 6th  September,  1701  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  He  married 
Mathew  (.?  Martha)  . . .,  buried  i6th  Auguft,  1697  (Pfifter  of  Wm.  Pitt),  and  had 
ilTue: 

A.  Martha  May,  named  in  her  father’s  and  brother  William’s  wills.

c.  William  May,  of  Marfton,  baptifed  26th  June,  1682,  buried  22nd  Novem- 
ber, 1712;  will  19th  November,  1712,  proved  4th  November,  1713,  by  his  widow 
(Sarum  Cons.  Court),  yip.  He  married  at  Poulfhot  24th  Odlober,  1709,  Anne 
Gaisford. 

D.  Mary  May,  baptifed  15th  March,  1683-4,  buried  8th  May,  1684. 

E.  Edward  May,  baptifed  loth  May,  1685;  of  Corfham. 

F.  John  May,  baptifed  27th  December,  1687;  g.  Richard  May,  ift  March, 
1691-2;  H.  Thomas  May,  9th  Auguft,  1694. 

2.  William  May,  of  Marfton,  gent.,  buried  12th  April,  1729;  will  nth 
Auguft,  1718,  proved  loth  March,  1728-9  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  By  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  (?  buried  19th  April,  1713),  he  left  an  only  daughter,  married  to 
Richard  Amor. 

3.  John  May;  4.  Jane  May.  Thefe  marriages  are  regiftered  at  Poulfhot; 
27th  May,  1690,  John  May  of  Marfton  with  Ann  White  of  Poulfhot;  i6th

B.  John  May,  of  Marfton,  devifee  of  chattel  leafes  of  Parfhalls  and  Berryhills, 
and  of  freehold  land,  all  in  Seend,  under  his  father’s  will.  He  was  buried  at  Potterne, 
27th  September,  1675;  will,  2nd  February,  1670-1,  proved  29th  February,  1675-6 
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(Sarum  Cons.  Court).  He  apparently  married  a After  of  Humphrey  George,  of 
TiHhead,  and  had  iflue,  John,  Jane,  James,  of  Marfton,  to  whom  he  left  a dwelling 
houfe  in  Seend,  and  land  called  Settmills  (Pburied  9th  June,  1683;  Inv.  and  Bond, 
20th  July,  1683,  Sarum  Cons.  Court),  William,  devifee  of  Parftialls  and  Berryhills, 
etc.,  in  Seend,  and  Timothy,  of  Marfton,  who  inherited  arable  and  meadow  land  in 
Seend,  and  a leafehold  at  Chippenham,  and  married  at  Chippenham  31ft  May, 
1685,  Ann  Townfend  of  Poulfhot.  She  was  buried  at  Potterne  15th  Auguft,  1713, 
having  had  iflue,  William,  baptifed  atPoullhot,  4th  January,  buried  21ft  February, 
1685-6,  as  Mayo,  and  Jeane,  Sarah,  Jeane,  Timothy,  Elizabeth,  Edward,  and  Frances 
May,  baptifed  at  Potterne.^

The  Vifitation  of  Somerfet  in  1 573  ^ contains  a pedigree  of  this  family,  com- 
mencing with 

Jenkin  Maye,  who  married  a daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Spencer.  His  fon  was 

John  Maye,  of  Melldham,  who  in  his  will,  dated  4th  Odlober,  and  proved 
15th  0<5lober,  1516  (24  Holder,  P.C.C.),  mentions  his  fons  John,  Robert,  fenior, 
Robert,  junior,  and  his  daughters  Anne,  fecond  Joaneand  third  Joane,®  and  defires 
to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Michael  there;  refidue  to  Joane,  his  wife  and 
executrix.  The  careers  of  the  fons  will  be  fet  forth  in  the  following  order: 

I.  Robert  May  (prefumably  the  elder  of  the  name)  obtained  a grant  of 
Charterhoufe  Hydon  Grange,  “ lately  in  the  tenure  of  Ralph  Hopton,”  Bytcombe 
Wood,  and  paftures,  etc.,  in  Witham  Friary,  Blagden  and  Predy,  Somerfet,  12th 
September,  1544  (Pat.  Roll,  36  Hen.  VIII.,  pt.  8).  His  />.  ot.,  taken  at  Taunton 
24th  September,  4 Edw.  VI.,  1550  {Chanc.  Ser.,  II.,  vol.  92,  No.  loi)  ftates  that 
he  died  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Hydon  with  the  appurtenances,  and  10  melTuages, 
5 a.  of  land,  lOO  a.  of  pafture,  100  a.  of  wood,  and  ioj.  rent,  in  Hydon,  Wytham 
Friary,  Blagden  and  Pridye.  He  died  17th  September,  3 Edw.  VI.,  1549;  Robert,

of  his  deceafed  fon,  Jofeph  May.  Jofeph,  the  latt-named,  was  buried  3itt  May,  1731,  and  his  adinon., 
dated  9th  May,  1732,  iffued  from  the  Sarum  Cons.  Court.

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his  fon  and  heir,  aged  25.  The  date  of  his  death  fliows  that  the  will  of  Robert 
May,  25th  Auguft,  1549,  and  proved  loth  Odober,  1549,  by  Mr.  Talkaron,  the 
pro6lor  of  Robert,  his  fon  and  executor,  refers  to  him,  though  no  place  is  men- 
tioned in  it.  He  bequeaths  ,^300  to  his  fon  Richard,  ,^200  to  his  daughter  Anne, 
£,\oo  to  his  fon  John,  “which  muft  remain  in  his  mother’s  handes  till  his  yeres 
come  oute.”  Refidue  of  his  goods,  lands  and  polTeffions  to  his  fon  Robert.  If 
Robert  die  without  ifTue,  the  faid  lands  and  pofTeflions  to  remain  to  Richard. 
(39  Populwell,  P.C.C.)  Robert  May,  the  father,  married  Alice,  daughter  of  . . . 
Baker,  of  Chippenham  {Vijit,  of  Somerfet^  1623),  and  had  ifTue: 

A.  Robert  May,^  eldeft  fon,  who  had  licence  to  enter  upon  his  father’s  lands 
without  further  proof  of  age,  etc.,  “ by  whatfoever  name,  cognomen  or  additional 
name  the  fame  Robert  Maye,  the  fon,  is  named  or  called.  His  Inq.  p.  w.,  taken  at 
Wells  9th  Odtober,  16  Eliz.,  1574,  relates  to  the  lands  already  mentioned.  The 
jurors  fhow  a charter,  dated  19th  June,  3 and  4 Philip  and  Mary,  1557,  by  which 
Robert  May,  in  confideration  of  the  jointure  of  Dorothy,  his  wife,  enfeoffed  John 
Paine  and  Thomas  Iwe  with  the  premifes,  to  the  ufe  of  faid  Robert  and  Dorothy, 
and  the  ifTue  male  of  Robert,  and  in  default  of  fuch  children,  to  the  ifTue  of  Robert 
and  Dorothy,  etc.,  by  virtue  whereof  Robert  and  Dorothy  were  feifed  of  the  pre- 
mifes jointly  for  life.  He  died  25th  Auguft  laft,  and  fhe  furvives  him  at  Charter- 
houfe  Hidon;  John  Maye,  fon  and  heir,  aged  20  on  30th  September  laft,  {Chanc. 
Ser.  II.,  vol.  167,  No.  85.) 

He  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Hugh  Malet  (died  1541,  fon  of  William 
Malet  of  N.  Wraxall,  Wilts. ).^  He  had  a grant  of  arms,  1573,  viz.:  Sable,  a 
chevron  or  between  three  rofes  argent,  a chief  of  the  fecond.  Creft.  Out  of  a creft 
coronet,  a leopard’s  head  proper.  He  had  ifTue: 

i.  John  May,  of  Charterhoufe  Hydon,  High  Sheriff  of  Somerfet,  1603.  Ad- 
miniftration  granted  2nd  December,  1637,  to  Robert  May,  of  Hutton,  gent.,  and 
again  23rd  May,  1639,  to  Elizabeth  May  of  Briftol,  widow,  relidl  and  executrix  of 
the  faid  Robert,  his  fon,  during  the  minority  of  Robert,  Thomas,  Francis,  Joyce, 
Elizabeth  and  Martha,  grandchildren  of  the  faid  John  May,  deceafed  (P.C.C,). 
He  thrice  married:  Martha,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Humphrey  Bafkerfeld, 

Alderman  of  London  (his  will  ift  September,  1563,  proved  14th  March,  1563-4, 
5 Stevenfon  P.C.C.);  in  the  licence,  8th  May,  1581,  they  are  termed  John  Maye, 
gent.,  and  Martha  Bafkerfield,  widow^  of  St.  Peter’s,  Weftcheap  (Bp.  of  London); 
Jecondly^  Katherine,  widow  of  Robert  Cuffe  of  Creech  St.  Michael,  Somerfet  [daughter 
of  . . . Cutter  {Vijit.  of  Somerfet^  1623,  Cuffe  ped.)],  and  ftepdaughter  of  Simon

(eldeft  fon  and  executor  of  John  Aileworth,  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Holborn,  will  4th 
September,  1575,  proved  i6th  March,  1575-6,  4 Carew,  P.C.C. ; de  bonis  non 
grant  to  Anne,  relid  of  Afliton  Ayleworth,  2nd  September,  1598).  “ Mrs.  Ann 
Maye,  wife  of  John  Maye,”  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Nicholas  Wykes,  of  Wells, 
1 2th  January,  8 Jas.,  proved  20th  November,  1611  (96  Wood,  P.C.C.). 

In  Chanc.  Proc.y  2nd  fer.  No.  409/5. — Maie  v.  Maie,  dated  20th  June,  1632,  the  plaintiff, 
Chriftopher  Maie  of  Charterhoufe,  Somerfet,  efq.,  ftates  that  his  father,  John  Maie,  efq.,  now 
deceafed,  was  feized  in  fee  of  the  manor  and  grange  of  Charterhoufe  Hidon,  and  about  thirty 
years  lince  married  Anne  Aileworth,  widow  of  . . . Aileworth,  of  London,  efq.;  and  John  Maie 
then  conveyed  to  Anne,  or  friends  in  truft,  for  her  jointure,  the  premifes,  worth  ,^500  a year. 
John  Maie  died  about  four  years  fmce,  when  Anne  poffeffed  herfelf  of  the  faid  manor,  etc.,  the 
inheritance  of  which  belongs  to  the  plaintiff.  And  now  Anne  and  her  fon,  Roger  Aileworth, 
who  lives  in  houfe  with  her,  have  committed  wafte  on  the  lands  and  cut  down  trees,  etc. 

By  his  firft  wife,  Martha,  John  May  had  iflue: 

a.  Christopher  May,  fon  and  heir,  aged  40  in  1623  (perhaps  the  Chriftopher 
Maye,  of  Somerfet,  armiger^  of  Magdalen  College,  who  matriculated  at  Oxford  25th 
January,  1599-1600,  aged  14;  ftudent  of  Lincoln’s  Inn,  1604).  He  married, //y?, 
Frances,  daughter  of  James  Clarke,  of  Norton  Fitzwarin,  Somerfet;  ^ and  Jecondly, 
Ann,  daughter  of  William  Wintour  of  Coleford,  co.  Gloucefter,  and  Margaret  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Giles  Bridges.  He  was  of  Charterhoufe  Hydon,  and  afterwards 
of  Hartham,  Wilts.  Will  dated  17th  April,  proved  by  Ann,  his  wife  and  executrix, 
loth  May,  1637  (78  Goare,  P.C.C. ).  To  be  buried  at  Corftiam,  where  he  was 
interred  as  Chriftopher  Maye,  esq.,  21ft  April,  1637.

The  will  of  Simon  Saunders,  21ft  April,  33  Eliz.,  was  proved  nth  May,  1591.  (37  St.  Barbe,  P.C.C.) 

* Robert  Cuffe,  of  Creech,  living  1623,  fon  of  Robert  Cuffe  already  mentioned,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  the  fame  James  Clarke.  In  Chanc.  Proc.,  2nd  fer.,  359/7,  Huilhe  r.  May,  dated  27th 
November,  1624,  the  plaintiff,  Ebbott  Huilhe,  of  Norton  Fitzwarren,  widow  of  . . . Huifhe, 
efq.,  and  previoufly  wife  of  James  Clarke,  of  Norton,  efq.,  ftates  that  John  Maye,  of  Charterhoufe 
Hydon,  had  been  feized  in  fee  of  the  manor  of  Charterhoufe  Hydon,  and  of  lands  there  and  in 
Blagdon,  Congrelbury,  Bridgewater  and  Wells,  and  of  a meffuage  called  Red  Lodge  in  Briftol.  The 
fuit  concerned  the  deed  of  fettlement,  dated  8th  February,  5 Jas.

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Robert  May,  his  nephew  (fon  of  Robert  May,  deceafed),  now  of  the  city  of  London,  and 
late  of  Congrefbury,  Somerfet,  was  plaintiff  in  the  fuit  May  v.  Baynard  (commiflion  dated  2ift 
April,  3 Jas.  II,  1687).  He  Rates  that  Chriftopher  May  was  feized  in  fee  of  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Bridgewater,  a meffuage  called  Red  Lodge  in  Briftoll  with  20  acres  of  land  there,  a 
meffuage  and  lands  called  (?)  Cockotim  alias  Cookthorne  in  Warminfter,  and  of  a meffuage  and 
lands  called  St.  Andrew’s  alias  Etheldred’s  Chappell  in  Southover  Street,  in  Wells,  Somerfet,  and 
of  a meffuage  called  Trunfend  in  Bridgewater  and  other  lands  there,  and  of  a capital  mansion 
houfe,  manor  and  lands  called  Blagden,  and  a grift  mill  called  Chederford  Mill,  and  feveral 
houfes  and  lands  in  Pridye  and  Chedder,  Somerfet,  and  a farm  called  Green  Oare  (worth  ;^100 
a year)  and  a capital  meffuage  and  lands  called  Temple  Heydon,  Somerfet,  and  Heydon  farm  in 
Wells,  and  a moiety  of  three  melfuages  in  Warminfter,  Wilts,  a moiety  of  a meffuage  in  Frome 
Selwood,  and  other  lands  in  Wells,  Warminfter  and  Frome,  and  in  the  Ifles  of  Wight,  Jerfey 
and  Garneffey,  and  in  Eaft  Munten,  Weft  Munten,  Eaft  and  Weft  Pannard  and  Hargrave, 
Somerfet. 

The  Plaintiff  claimed  the  lands  either  as  heir  at  law  or  under  the  will  of  the  faid  Chriftopher 
who  left  no  iffue.  But  on  Chriftopher’s  death  his  widow,  Anne,  had  pofteffed  herfelf  of  all  the 
perfonal  eftate,  deeds  and  evidences,  and  took  the  fame  to  the  houfe  of  John  Duckett,  efq.,  of 
Harfham,  Wilts,  whofe  fon,  William  Duckett,  had  entered  on  the  lands. 

The  Defendant  Baynard  quotes  a deed  of  13  May,  10  James  I,  1612,  by  which  John  May 
of  Charterhoufe  Heydon,  efq.,  had  bought  lands  in  Blagden,  and  a moiety  of  the  advowfon  and 
manor  there,  all  of  which’  had  been  fold  by  the  faid  Chriftopher  by  deed  of  enfeoffment  dated 
7th  Auguft,  6 Chas.  I,  1630.  {Chanc,  B.  and  A.^  “before  1714.”  Whittington,  273.) 

b.  Robert  May,  fecond  fon.  His  nuncupative  will,  as  of  Hutton,  Somerfet, 
gent.,  dated  October,  1638,  was  proved  4th  February,  1638-9,  by  Elizabeth,  his 
widow  (20  Harvey,  P.C.C.).  A further  adminiftration  iffued  to  Robert,  his  fon, 
28th  May,  1647. 

He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Baldwin  Bernard,  of  Abington,  and  her 
admon.,  as  of  Briftol,  widow,  was  granted  to  her  fon,  Robert,  21ft  April,  1646 
(P.C.C.),  and  as  of  Hutton,  but  dying  in  Briftol,  to  her  daughter,  Joyce  May,  5th 
December,  1650  (;^3o).  They  had  iffue:  Anne,  aged  4 in  1623,  died  before  29th 
May,  1639;  John,  fon  and  heir,  aged  3 in  1623,  died  before  23rd  May,  1639; 
Robert,  aged  2 in  1623,  devifee  of  a tenement  in  Bridgwater,  under  the  will  of  his 
uncle,  Chriftopher  May;  Anne,  aged  4 years;  and  Joyce,  aged  i month  in  1623; 
and  Thomas,  Francis,  Elizabeth,  and  Martha,  born  fubfequently  to  the  Vifitation. 

c.  John  May,  third  fon  (perhaps  the  John  Maie,  of  Somerfet,  armiger,  of 
Queen’s  College,  who  matriculated  at  Oxford,  30th  Odober,  1607,  aged  18), 
married  Jane,  daughter  of  Henry  Harvey,  of  Brockley,  co.  Somerfet,  and  widow 
of  (i)  Thomas  Blagdon,  (2)  William  Gunter,  gent.,  of  Codrington  (Wapley),  co. 
Glouc. ; will,  2nd  June,  proved  24th  September,  1616  (90  Cope,  P.C.C.),  and 
(3)  John  Codrington,  of  Codrington,  and  of  the  Inner  Temple;  will,  19th 
November,  1622,  proved  23rd  May,  1623  (44  Swan,  P.C.C.).  Both  living, 
1637. 
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In  Chanc.  Proc.^  2nd  fer,,  No.  366/19 — May  v.  Stokes,  dated  25th  June,  1625,  the  plaintiffs, 
John  Mayo  of  Wapley,  co.  Glouc.,  and  Jane  his  wife,  ftate  that  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Briftoll,  in  confideration  of  j^iooo  paid  by  the  “friends”  of  the  faid  Jane,  had  in  January, 
2 Jas.  I.  (1604-5)  conveyed  the  manors  of  Codrington  and  Wapley,  the  Re£l:ory  of  Wapley, 
and  lands  in  Henton  and  Erlingham,  co.  Glouc.  (worth  ;^300  a year)  to  Roger  Blagden  in  truft 
for  Jane  under  a yearly  rent  of  ^^13.  19.  4.  In  Nov.,  5 Jas.  I (1607)  Roger  Blagden  conveyed 
the  fame  to  Jane  and  Thomas  Blagden,  her  then  hufband,  for  60  years  or  their  lives.  After 
Thomas  Blagden’s  death,  Jane  married  William  Gunter,  gent.,  and  in  March,  10  Jas.  I (1612-3) 
Roger  Blagden  conveyed  the  lands  in  truft  to  John  Pill  (brother-in-law  to  Jane).  In  Dec., 
1 1 Jas.  I (1613),  Pill,  Gunter  and  Jane  furrendered  their  rights  in  the  eftate  to  the  D.  and  C.  of 
Briftoll,  and  Pill  took  a new  eftate  therein  for  the  benefit  of  Gunter  and  Jane,  his  wife;  and  in 
March,  II  Jas.  I (1613-4)  Pill  granted  the  premifes  to  Gunter  and  Jane  for  99  years  on  lives 
of  Gunter,  and  Jane,  and  Anne  Pill  (daughter  of  faid  John  Pill).  There  was  another  deed  dated 
January,  13  Jas.  I (1615-6),  ftiortly  after  which  date  Gunter  died;  and  fubfequently  Jane 
married  John  Codrington,  efq.,  who  combined  with  Chriftopher  Stoakes  (now  defendant)  of 
Stanlbaws,  near  Codrington  and  Wapley,  to  defraud  Jane  of  her  eftate.  And  after  Codrington’s 
death,  Jane  about  two  years  fince,  married  the  plaintiff,  John  May.  The  defendants  are  the 
faid  Stoakes,  Pill  et  al.y  and  the  D.  and  C.  of  Briftoll. 

d.  Dorothy  May,  married  as  his  fecond  wife  to  George  Roynon  (died  in 
1637),  of  Bickfield  in  Compton  Martin,  Somerfet,  aged  34  in  1623. 

il.  Thomas  May,  fecond  fon.  iii.  Margaret  May,  married  to  Richard  Godwyn 
of  Wells  {Vifit.  of  Somerfet y 1623).  His  will,  ift  January,  1577,  was  proved  14th 
February,  1583  (28  Butts,  P.C.C.).  iv.  Elizabeth  May,  fecond  wife  of  Anthony 
Godwyn,  of  Wookey,  Somerfet,  brother  of  Richard  {Viftt.  of  Somerfet y 1623). 
V.  Sarah  May,  married  to  Nicholas  Balche,  of  Horton,  Somerfet  {Vifit.  of  Somerfet y 
1623).  vi.  Dorothy  May.  vii.  Frances  May.  She  was  wife  of  John  Minterne,  of 
Batcombe,  Dorfet, — will  24th  February,  1630,  proved  6th  July,  1631  (89  St.  John, 
P.C.C.), — whom  Ihe  furvived  1623).  viii.  Cicely  May.  ix.  Rachell 

May.  The  narrative  now  reverts  to  page  116. 

B.  Richard  May,  apparently  the  Richard  Maye,  of  Briftol,  gent.,  whofe  will, 
dated  28th  April,  1603,  and  proved  17th  March,  1603-4  (3  Harte,  P.C.C.),  men- 
tions his  wife,  Ellen,  and  devifes  lands  in  Compton  Dando  to  his  daughter  Joane, 
wife  of  William  Walton,  of  Briftol,  merchant.  Overfeers,  his  kinfmen  and  friends, 
John  May,  of  Charterhoufe  Hydon,  efq.,  and  Edward  Horton,  of  Bath.  (See  Vifit, 
of  Somerfet y 1623.) 

C.  Anne  May,  mentioned  in  her  father’s  will. 

D.  John  May,  probably  the  “John  May  of  Charterhoufe,”  named  in  the  Vifit. 
of  CO.  tVorc,  (Harl.  MSS.  1566,  fol.  126),  who  had  two  fons,  Richard  and  John. 
Of  thefe, 

i.  Richard  May,  of  co.  Wore,  (clothier,  “ who  gave  unto  your  Majestie  the 
fineft  clothe  in  the  worlde”;  see  Petition  to  the  Queen,  19th  February,  1575-6. 
Cal.  S.  P,  D.y  vol.  107,  No.  34).  Married  Catherine,  daughter  of . . . Parker,  of 
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CO.  Gloucefter,  who  fubfequently  married  John  Whittingham,  of  co,  GIouc.,  and 
had  iflue,  (a)  Richard  May,  married  daughter  of  . . . Partridge;  (b)  Henry 
May;  (c)  Timothy  May,  married  Mary,  daughter  of  . . . Thorne,  of  Nelton, 
Somerfet,  and  had  ilTue,  Richard,  1621,  George,  Catherine  and  Elizabeth. 

ii.  John  May,  married  a daughter  of . . . Unwin,  of  co.  Worcefter,  and  had 
iflue  William,  John  and  Edmond. 

II.  Robert  May  (prefumably  the  younger  of  the  name)  purchafed  lands  in 
Broughton  ^ Gifford,  Melkfliam,  E.  Lavington,  Elfton,  Orcheflon  St.  George  and 
Rolfton,  Wilts,  in  connedtion  with  which  he  was  party  to  feveral  fines.^ 

On  nth  February,  1545,  Robert  Maye  had  a pardon  for  entering  the  ^ of 
Manor  of  Broughton  Gifibrd,  lately  purchafed  (Pat.  36  Hen.  VIII.,  pt.  17).  On 
28th  March,  1550,  Rd,  Briggs  and  Joane,  his  wife,  were  licenfed  to  alien  of 
manor  of  Broughton  Gifford,  etc.,  to  Robert  Maye  ais  Hayfton  (Pat.  Roll, 
4 Edw.  VI.,  pt.  2). 

By  his  Inq.  ■p.  »?.,  taken  at  Devizes  19th  January,  28  Eliz.,  1586  {Chanc,  Ser. 
II.,  vol.  21 1,  No.  164),  he  was  found  feifed  in  demefne  as  of  fee,  of  the  manor  of 
Elflon,  Wilts;  Button’s  tenement  in  Elfton;  \ of  manor  of  Broughton,  etc.;  manor 
of  Fidington,  and  property  in  Marlborough  and  Trowbridge.  By  indenture  of 
20th  Odtober,  25  Eliz.,  1583,  between  (i)  Robert  Maye  and  (2)  Wm.  Yerbury,  of 
Trowbridge  and  Thomas  Long,  of  Semyngton,  he  covenanted  that  his  eftate  in 
Broughton,  Elfton  and  Marlborough  fhould  ftand  to  the  ufe  of  him,  the  faid 
Robert  Maye,  for  his  life,  then  of  his  eldeft  fon  Henry  Maye,  for  life,  and  then  of 
his  three  daughters.  Robert  Maye  died  19th  February,  26  Eliz.,  1583-4;  Henry 
Maye,  his  fon  and  heir,  is  30  years  old. 

His  will,  dated  i6th  November,  1 572,  was  proved  26th  May,  1584  (3  Watfon, 
P.C.C.),  but  fubfequently  a later  will,  dated  12th  December,  1583,  was  produced, 
and  by  fentence  the  former  annulled  and  the  latter  eftablifhed,  22nd  November, 
1595  (72  Scott,  P.C.C.).  For  the  contention  that  arofe  on  his  death,  and  the

He  twice  married, /ry?,  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Wm.  Sidrington,  of  Homington, 

Wilts;  Jecondly^  Joane,  living  1614,  daughter  of  Thomas  Suchefield,  or  Sachefield,  sidrington, 
of  Bath.  By  his  firft  wife  he  had  iflue; 

i.  Henry  May,  only  fon  and  heir,  died  4th  December,  1606,  who  had  livery 

of  his  father’s  lands,  28  Eliz.  (Fee  Roll,  No.  28),  and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  iffue. 
of  Thomas  Hinton,  of  Eftecote,  Wilts.  (In  a fuit.  May  v.  Hynton,  12th  April, 

1571,  he  alleged  that  Thomas  Hinton  had  failed  to  carryout  his  promifes  regarding 
the  marriage  fettlement  {Chanc.

1 6th  September,  1617,  as  widow);  fon  Robert;  daughters  Margaret  Hyett  and 
Joanna  Goore.  Perhaps  buried  12th  March,  1592,  as  fenior. 

b.  William  May,  probably  the  William  May  ais  Heweftone,  of  Whitley; 


* Francis  Harding,  of  Newtown,  Wilts,  living  1623,  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Henry  May,  of 
Broughton.  (Vifit.  of  Wilts ^ 1623.) 

* In  the  fuit  Harrys  v.  Maye,  etc.  {Chanc.  Proc.,  2nd  fer.,  93/31,  1558-79),  the  plaintiffs, 
Robert  Harrys  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  depofe  that  they  had  adminiftered  the  eftate  of  Alice  Maye, 
of  Mylsham,  Wilts,  deed.  Some  of  the  property  had  come  into  the  hands  of  the  defendants,  Henry, 
William  and  Robert  May.

fon,  Richard,  executors;  and  [great]  uncle,  Robert  May,  of  Broughton  Gifford, 
gent.,  overfeer.  Witneffes,  Sir  Wm.  Payne,  vicar,  Robert  May  the  younger,  and 
Wm.  Kyngton. 

The  arms  of  May,  as  engraved  in  Wilkinfon’s  Hijlory^  are  Argent,  on  a chevron 
vert  between  three  ftags’  heads  cabolhed  fable,  three  rofes  argent. 
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Mayo  of  Broad  Somerford. 

A family  of  this  name  occupied  lands  in  Broad  or  Great  Somerford  for  about 
one  hundred  years,  and  latterly  the  Manor  Houfe.  The  firft  who  occurs  is 

John  Mayo,  who,  together  with  John  Yewe,  had  the  leafe  of  a beaft  leaze  in 
Newleaze,  from  Wm.  Bridges,  of  Highworth,  15th  November,  15  Eliz.,  1573,  and 
who  was  a<5ling  as  a truftee  of  St.  Mary’s  Lands  in  Somerford,  in  1575  and  1586. 
He  was  alfo  a witnefs  to  the  will  of  Davis  Knapp  in  1571  (Sarum  Cons.  Court). 
His  wife  was  apparently  the  Margerie  Mayo,  vidua,  who  occurs  in  a Lay  Subfidy 
Roll  39  Eliz.,  1596-7,  as  paying  a contribution  of  8fh.  on  her  goods.  He 
had  ifliie  two  fons,  John  and  William,  and  perhaps  a daughter,  Mary,  married  3rd 
December,  1605  (Tranfcript  of  reg.),  to  William  Knight.  She  may,  however,  have 
been  the  daughter  of  William  Mayo.  Of  the  fons — 

Jo  HN  Mayo,  mentioned  in  a Terrier  of  1608,  truftee  of  St.  Mary’s  Lands,  1622, 
perhaps  churchwarden  1623  and  1632,  aged  69  in  1628,  married  17th  February,- 
1605,  at  Little  Somerford,  Margaret  Batten,  widow,  no  doubt  the  relidl  of  Philip 
Batten,  of  Broad  Somerford,  whofe  will,  dated  21ft  Auguft,  1603,  was  proved 
January,  1604  (Archd.  of  Wilts,'File  I,,  No.  1 13),  in  which  fhe  is  called  Margerie. 
John  Mayo  and  Margery,  his  wife,  had  a leafe  2nd  May,  13  Jas.  I.,  1615,  from 
John  and  William  Baylieff  {Wilts  N.  and  No.  xxv.  p.  33). 

William  Mayo,  of  Broad  Somerford,  mentioned  in  Lay  Subfidy  Roll  of  39 
Eliz.,  1596-7,  and  in  a Terrier  of  1608. 

He  was  buried  15th  July,  1621  (Tranfcript  of  reg.),  and  his  Computus,  Inven- 
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tory  and  Adminlftration  Bond  in  the  Archd.  of  Wilts’  Court  are  dated  26th 
Odtober,  1621. 

He  had  iflue  a daughter, 

Ellen  Mayo  (the  wife  of  Gifford  Yewe,  who  died  in  1624,  who  had  iffue  a fon, 
William  Yewe,  baptifedin  1623),  and  three  fons, 

a.  Henry  Mayo,  truftee  of  St.  Mary’s  Lands,  1622,  mentioned  in  Subfidy  Roll 
18  Chas.  I.,  1642-3,  and  in  his  brother  Humphrey’s  will.  He  had  iffue  Robert 

Mayo,  alfo  a truftee,  1622,  Joane  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Broad  Somerford  9th  De- 
cember, 1621,  and  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  22nd  February,  1623  (Tranfcript). 

b.  Humphrey  Mayo,  of  Broad  Somerford,  a witnefs  to  the  will  of  Philip 
Batten,  1603,  and  mentioned  in  Terrier  of  1608.  His  will, dated  27th  May,  1628, 
was  proved  23rd  April,  1629  (Archd.  of  Wilts). 

He  left  Mary,  his  relidt,  and  five  children,  Mary,  Humphrey,  Anne  (baptifed 
loth  April  1608),  Margery  and  John. 

[It  may  here  be  noted  that  “ Margarytt  Mayo  of  Somerforde”  was  buried  at 
Caine  19th  December,  1624.  This  may  perhaps  indicate  that  the  John  Mayo  who 
married  at  Caine  4th  February,  1 623-4,  Chriftian  Forman  (baptifed  there  as  daughter 
of  William  Forman  24th  Odober,  1598)  alfo  came  from  Somerford.  He  ferved  the 
offtce  of  Guild  Steward  in  1627-8,  1633-4,  1640-1,  1646-7,  and  1653.  His  name 
alfo  occurs  in  Subfidy  Rolls  of  the  period.  He  was  buried  at  Caine  12th  September, 
1664.  His  children  were  John,  baptifed  22nd  November,  1624,  buried  i8th 
December,  1651;  Henry,  baptifed  8th  December,  1625,  buried  30th  January,

His  will,  dated  28th  January,  1656,  was  proved  by  Margery,  his  relid,  5th 
September,  1660  (Sarum  Cons.  Court.)  He  married  Helen  Batten,  26th 

September,  1609,  at  Great  Somerford.  She  appears  to  be  the  Ellen^  daughter  of 
Philip  Batten,  already  mentioned. 

Secondly^  Margerie  Yewe.  Mar.  allegation  at  Sarum  for  John  Maiall  {sic)^  of 
Somerford  Magna,  aged  about  40,  to  marry  there  Margerie  Yeaue,  aged  20, 
15th  July,  1617.  Her  Inventory  and  Admon  Bond,  dated  15th  February,  1671, 
is  filed  in  the  Court  of  Archd.  of  Wilts.  He  had  iflue: 

i.  John  Mayo  (fon  of  the  firft  wife),  of  whom  prefently,  baptifed  3rd  December, 
1609,  buried  1682  (Tranfcript).

He  married  Bridget . . .,who  furvived  him,  by  whom  he  had 
iflue  Elizabeth,  baptifed  3rd  May,  1666,  and  Mary,  married  to  Wm.  Kite,  of  Kington 
Langley,  5th  November,  1700.  A leafe  for  99  years,  granted  in  1652  by  Anthony 
Bruning  to  John  Mayo  on  the  lives  of  his  children  Adam,  Henry  and  Frances, 
fuggefts  that  Adam  Mayo  may  have  been  the  elder  fon  of  the  fecond  marriage.

John  Mayo,  (i.)  the  eldeft  fon,  baptifed  3rd  December,  1609,  buried  1682 
(Tranfeript) ; truftee  1656,  as  “jun.”;  mentioned  in  Terrier  1671;  churchwarden, 
1673.  occupied  the  Manor  Houfeof  Great  Somerford.  Will,  4th  May,  proved 
17th  May,  1682  (Archd.  of  Wilts);  married,  firjl ^ Anne  . . .,  buried  15th  Feb- 
ruary, i666\  Jecondly,  Elizabeth  Huggins,  17th  April,  1 673,  at  Dauntfey  (D.  reg.). 
She  furvived  him.  He  had  iflue  three  daughters,  viz.: 

a.  Anne  Mayo,  died  14th  April,  1674,  wife  of  Lucian  Browne,  of  Little  Somer- 
ford, by  whom  flie  had,  with  others,  John  Brown,  born  1669,  died  1711  (L.  S.),

She  was  married  in  May,  1684, 
to  William  Alexander,  of  Broad  Somerford  (fon  of  Robert  Alexander,  of  Rod- 
bourne),  will  proved  31ft  July,  1724  (155  Bolton,  P.C.C.)  On  her  death  he 
married,  in  June,  1686,  Martha,  daughter  of  Jonas  Laurence,  of  Broad  Somerford, 
clerk  (?  M.A.,  Magd.  Coll.,  Oxon,  1637),  and  fubfequently  Joan  Vines,  of  Mau- 
ditts  Park  in  Little  Somerford, 

c.  Rebecca  Mayo,  married  in  March,  1675,  to  Robert  Phelps,  alias  Bromham, 
of  Overtown,  and  had  iflue  Rebecca  (1677-1754),  married,  in  1697,  to  John  Smith, 
of  Overtown  and  Broad  Somerford  Manor.  He  died  in  1724,  leaving  iflue.

On  moving  in  a north-wefterly  dire6tion  the  county  of  Gloucefter  is  reached, 
where  the  name  of  Mayo  has  been  of  frequent  occurrence.  There  feems  to  have 
been  a connection  between  certain  Mayos  of  this  county  and  thofe  of  Wilts. 

Henry  Mayo,  of  Devizes,  by  will  14th  October,  1645,  proved  3rd  November, 
1646  (174  Twifle,  P.C.C.),  devifed  tenements  called  Radford  and  Harefpitts  in 
the  parilh  of  Wefterleigh,  co.  Gloucefter,  and  mentions  his  biggeft  filver  bowle, 
cloake,  fword,  boots,  books  and  other  things  which  he  brought  thence  to  Devizes. 
He  alfo  mentions  his  “ kinfman,  William  Mayo,  of  Poulfhot.”  He  married  as 
“ Henrie  May  ” at  St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  Sufan  Blackman,  21ft  July,  1617.  She 
may  be  the  Sufan  Maio  buried  ift  July,  1636.  He  was  eleCted  a Free  Burgefs  of 
Devizes,  27th  September,  1622,  as  Henry  Maye,  but  is  often  called  Henry  Mayo. 
He  occurs  as  a Capital  Burgefs,  ift  October,  12  Chas.  I,,  1641.  (Devizes  Corpora- 
tion Minutes.) 

He  left  at  his  death  a fecond  wife,  Margaret,  but  by  his  firft  wife,  Sufan,  he 
had  ifl*ue  Joel  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  26th  June,  1623;  Deborah 
Mayo,  baptifed  8th  Auguft,  1630,  buried  19th  Auguft,  1632;  and  Sufan  Mayo, 
baptifed  21  ft  November,  1636. 

Joel  Mayo  feems  to  have  married  Sarah  . . .,  and  ftie  by  her  will,  as  of  Norton 
St.  Philip,  Somerfet,  widow,  4th  January,  1685,  proved  4th  February,  1685-6  (21 
Lloyd,  P.C.C.)  leaves  ;i^5  to  the  poor  of  Wefterley,  co.  Gloucefter,  and  mentions 
her  daughter-in-law,  Elizabeth  Mayo,  widow,  and  her  two  grandchildren,  Joel  and 
Sarah  Mayo.  The  father  of  thefe  children  was  another  Joel  Mayo,  of  Norton  St. 
Philip,  who  predeceafed  his  mother,  and  his  widow,  Elizabeth  Mayo,  above  men- 
tioned, adminiftered  to  his  effeCls,  4th  February,  1686,  P.C.C. ; and  on  15th  July, 
1687,  was  licenfed  (Vicar-Gen.)  to  marry  Daniel  Hill,  of  Frome,  Somerfet,  widower, 
both  being  aged  about  30. 

With  this  family  may  be  connected 

John  Mayo,  of  Wefterleigh,  or  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  whofe  children, 
John  Mayo,  and  Eleanor  Mayo  the  wife  of  William  Buckle,  were  living  circa 
1634,  when  John  Smith,  of  Nibley,  wrote  his  Lives  of  the  Berkeleys  (vol.  ii.,  p.  90), 
wherein  it  is  ftated  that  John  Mayo,  the  father,  married  Mary,  daughter  of  William 
Fluellin — fon  of  John  Fluellin — fon  of  Humphry  Fluellin,  gent.,  of  Pucklechurch, 
and  Ifabel,  his  wife  (married  3 Hen.  VIII.,  151 1-12),  fecond  daughter  of  Thomas 
Berkeley,  who  died  2nd  July,  1484  (and  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Richard  Guy,  of  Minfterworth),  fon  of  Sir  James  Berkeley,  Lord  of  Berkeley,  died 
1463,  who  married  2 Hen.  VI.,  1423-4,  Ifabel,  eldeft  daughter  of  Thomas  Lord 
Mowbray,  Duke  of  Norfolk.

On  proceeding  northward  in  this  county  another  and  highly  prolific  family  is 
found  at  Charfield,  a branch  of  which  migrated  into  Hertfordlhire.

A.  Richard  Mayo,  executor  to  his  father,  died  20th  December,  1626,  aged 

59  (M.I.)  will  dated  20th  Odlober,  1626,  proved  21ft  March,  1626-7,  at  Gloucefter. 
By  Alice,  his  wife  and  executrix  (perhaps  buried  as  “ Alee  Mayo,  widow,”  20th 
December,  1643),  John,  baptifed  2nd  May,  1596;  Elizabeth,  baptifed 

20th  July,  1597;  Sarah,  baptifed  14th  June,  1607  (perhaps  married  to  Edward 
Atwell,  6th  November,  1627);  and  William,  baptifed  23rd  March,  1611-12. 

B.  Abraham  Mayo.  His  fon  and  daughter,  John  and  Sara,  occur  in  his  father’s 
will,  and  his  daughter,  Joane,  was  baptifed  at  Charfield,  6th  September,  1594.  He 
is  probably  the  “ Mr.  Abraham  Mayo,  ye  old  man,”  buried  at  St.  Antholin’s, 
London,  i8th  Auguft,  1647, 

C.  Robert  Mayo,  of  Barton  Street,  Gloucefter.  Will,  20th  November,  13  Jas., 
1615,  proved  8th  February,  1615-6  (Glouc.).  By  Margaret,  his  wife,  he  had  ifiue 
Laurence,  Sara,  Hefter  and  Margaret.  The  “ two  fons  ” of  Laurence  Mayo,  late 
of  Gloucefter,  deceafed,  are  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Sara  Browne. 

D.  John  Mayo,  who  had  ifiue  John  and  Margery,  named  in  his  father’s  will. 
“ Margaret  ” is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Sara  Browne. 

E.  Sarah  Mayo,  who  was  married  firji  to  Lawrence  Willhere,  of  Gloucefter,  at 
Charfield,  iith  December,  1586  {Viftt.  of  Middle/ex,  1663);  and  Jecondly  to  . . . 
Browne.  Her  will  as  of  the  city  of  Gloucefter,  widow,  8th  Odober,  1643,  was 
proved  17th  December,  1646,  by  her  fon  Gregory  Willhere  (181  Twifie,  P.C.C.). 
To  be  buried  in  the  Cathedral  church  of  Gloucefter.  She  mentions,  inter  alios,  the 
four  children  of  John  Mayo,  of  Bathford,  Somerfet;^  coufinjohn  Mayo,  of  Charfield, 
gentleman;  and  her  kinfman  William  Mayo,  attorney  at  law.

May,  1691,  by  his  fon  Ifrael  Mayo  (83  Vere,  P.C.C.). 

“ And  I doe  hereby  charge  my  faid  fonne,  Ifrael  Mayo,  to  eredl  a free  tkoole  att  Kingfwood 
in*T:he  County  of  Wilts  where  I was  borne,  and  to  endowe  the  fame  with  thirty  pounds  by  the 
yeare  in  houfes  or  lands  for  ever  in  fuch  manner  and  forme  as  Councell  (hall  advife,  and  to  name 
and  fettle  fuch  Mafter  or  Matters,  or  Ufher  or  Ulhers  therein,  as  hee  (hall  thinke  fitt,  to  educate 
poor  children  in  the  fame  Pari(h  and  places  adjacent  in  the  Protettant  Religion,  and  to  teach 
them  to  read  and  write,  the  number  and  manner  whereof  I leave  to  the  difcretion  of  my 
faid  fonn.” 

He  married  Margaret- Laurentia  Gill,  of  Avery,  Effex,  who  predeceafed  him,  and 
had  i(Tue: 

A.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  eldeft  daughter,  buried  at  St.  Helen’s,  Bilhopfgate,  19th 
December,  1699:  “foe  near  my  late  hulband  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  my 
defire  is  my  Funerall  may  be  decent,  and  by  daylight,  and  no  Efcutcheons  or 
mourning,  only  gloves  to  be  given  at  it.”  Will  19th  February,  1694,  proved  28th 
June,  1700,  by  her  fon  Benjamin  Albyn,  efq.,  of  London,  merchant  (190  Noel, 
P.C.C.).  Married  to  Benjamin  Albyn,  of  St.  Helen’s,  before  1669. 

B.  Anne  Mayo,  2nd  daughter,  married,  before  1669,  to  Richard  Fleetwood, 
of  RolTall,  Lane.  (2nd  fon  of  Sir  Paul  Fleetwood,  Knt.),  and  had  ilTue.  Both  living 
19th  February,  1694-5. 

c.  Sarah  Mayo,  buried  23rd  April,  1629,  at  St.  Antholin’s,  Budge  Row, 
London. 

D.  Isaac  Mayo,  baptifed  7th  February;  buried  15th  February,  1629-30,  at 
St.  Antholin’s. 

E.  Israel  Mayo,  baptifed  and  buried  i8th  December,  1631,  at  St.  Antholin’s. 

F.  Mary  Mayo,  3rd  daughter,  baptifed  26th  January,  1633-4,  at  St.  Antho- 
lin’s. Living  19th  February,  1694-5.  Married  to  . . . Slater  or  Slatter. 

G.  John  Mayo,  buried  20th  December,  1642,  at  St.  Antholin’s;  and 

H.  Israel  Mayo,  fon  and  heir,  of  Bayford  Place,  High  Sheriff  of  Herts,  1668. 
Sold  his  eftate  there  to  Henry  Long,  1713  (Clutterbuck’s,  Hijiory  of  Herts ^ vol.  ii.. 
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p.  42).  He  was  a diflenter,  ^and  is  defcribed  as  *‘a  very  worthy  and  religious 
gentleman,  a great  countenancer  of  religion,  who  often  kept  meetings  in  his  own 
houfe  at  Bayford  in  Charles  II. ’s  reign.  Lord  Fanlhaw  apprehended  him  as  a dif- 
afFeded  perfon,  together  with  Sir  Harbottle  Grimfton,  but  upon  his  letter  to  Lord 
Chancellor  Hyde,  they  were  both  releafed.”  (Urwick’s  Nonconformity  in  Herts, 
1885,  p.  489.)  He  died  nth  February,  1715-6,  aged  85,  buried  in  Bayford 
Chapel.  Will  28th  June,  codicil  19th  Auguft,  1713,  proved  21ft  March,  1715-6, 
by  William  Monfon,  of  Broxborne,  Herts,  efq..  Sir  George  Thorold,  of  Har- 
mefton,  co.  Line.,  Knt.  and  Bart.,  and  Sir  Thomas  Clarke,  of  Brickenden  Bury, 
Herts,  Knt.,  power  referved  to  Henry  Sherbrooke,  merchant,  of  London. 
(53  Fox,  P.C.C.)  He  married  Elizabeth,  3rd  daughter  of  George  Clarke,  of 
Hackney,  who  predeceafed  her  hufband,  and  had  iflue: 

a.  John  Mayo,  fon  and  heir,  aged  5 in  1669,  died  young. 

b.  George  Mayo,  aged  2 in  1669;  educated  by  Mr.  Cradock  at  Wickham 
Brook,  Suffolk.  Living  28th  June,  1713,  and  apparently  unmarried.  Was  he  the 
hero  of  the  following  entry  in  the  Diary  of  Mary  Countefs  Cowper,  Lady  of  the  Bed- 
chamber to  the  Princefs  of  Wales,  under  20th  March,  1716.^  “At  the  Drawing- 
room. George  Mayo  turned  out  for  being  drunk  and  faucy.  He  fell  out  with  Sir 
James  Baker,  and  in  the  Fray  had  pulled  him  by  the  Nofe.”  (2nd  edit.  1865, 
p.  98.)! 

c.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  eldeft  daughter,  born  iith  April,  baptifed  12th  Auguft, 

1662,  at  Hackney.  Living  1713.  Licenfed  (Vic.-Gen.)  loth  July,  1686,  to  marry 
Roger  Rant  of  Swafham  Prior,  co.  Cambridge,  gent.  His  will,  dated  14th  Auguft, 
1728,  was  proved  17th  February,  1728-9,  by  William  Finch,  fenr.,  of  Cambridge, 
and  William  Finch,  junr.  (54  Abbott,  P.C.C. ).  He  mentions  his  children  Roger, 
Ifrael  .and  Elizabeth.  Adminiftration  of  the  eftate  of  his  fon  Mayo  Rant,  of  St. 
Peter’s,  Cornhill,  London,  bachelor,  had  already  been  granted  to  him  9th  November, 
1725,  P.C.C. 

d.  Anne  Mayo,  2nd  daughter,  born  22nd  Auguft,  baptifed  7th  September, 

1663,  at  Hackney.  Living  12th  Auguft,  1699. 

e.  Margaret  Mayo,  3rd  daughter,  and  f.  Phebe,  g.  Frances,  h.  Jane, 
i.  Jemima,  j.  Kezia,  and  k.  Mary  Mayo,  all  living  1713,  and  1.  Sarah  Mayo, 
living  1699. 

m.  Rebecca  Mayo,  licenfed  (Bp.  of  London)  ift  June,  1699,  aged  26,  to

He  married, at  Char- 
field,  4th  Auguft,  1636,  Lucy  Blackden ; at  Hackney,  12th  February, 
1649-50  (alfo  regiftered  at  St.  Antholin’s)  Julian  Crufe,  by  whom  he  had  Ifaac 
Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  Antholin’s,  22nd  December,  1650,  and  buried  there  2nd 
Auguft,  1659,  and  two  abortive  fons,  buried  there  i6th  November,  1653.  He 
married,  thirdly^  Helen  (Ellen),  widow  of  Richard  Stock,  of  All  Hallows  the  Lefs, 
London  {J.  nie  Lawrence),  mar.  lie.  (Vic.-Gen.)  13th  May,  1667,  flie  aged  48.

Mayo  of  Kingston-upon-Thames. 

In  the  Ditlionary  of  National  Biography  it  is  ftated  of  Richard  Mayo  of 
Kingfton-upon-Thames  that  “ his  family  feem  to  have  belonged  to  Hertfordlhire.” 
If  this  ftaternent  is  to  be  taken  as  fuggefting  that  he  was  a member  of  the  family, 
derived  from  Charfield,  and  feated  at  Bayford  Place  in  that  county,  it  is  certainly 
not  corredt.  As  it  is  poflible,  however,  that  through  fome  other  channel  he  may  have 
been  connected  with  the  weft  of  England,  and  in  particular  with  the  confines  of 
Wilts  and  Dorfet,  where  the  earlier  portion  of  this  chapter  ftiows  the  names 
Richard  and  Mayo  were  frequently  combined,  it  has  been  thought  advifable  to  add 
here  fome  few  particulars  relating  to  him  and  his  defcendants.  The  prefent  writer 
believes  his  father  to  have  been 


* It  is  impoflible  to  follow  out  the  hiftory  of  the  many  perfons  of  this  name  who  were  to  be  found 
in  Gloucefterfhire.  See  ante.  p.  4.  One  may  be  mentioned.  William  Mayo  (fon  of  John  Mayo,  of 
Weftbury-on-Severn)  matriculated  at  Oxford,  28th  May,  1666,  aged  fifteen,  from  St.  Alban  Hall, 
B.A.,  from  B.N.C.,  18th  Jan.,  1669-70,  Reftor  of  Blaifdon,  1671,  buried  26th  May,  1705;  licenfed 
to  marry  Mary  Hyett  of  the  fame,  fpinfter,  loth  Nov.,  1683  (Glouc.)  to  whom  his  adihon  was  granted

eftate  was  granted  to  his  fon,  Richard  Mayo,  30th  September,  1660  (P.C.C.). 

Richard  Mayo,  apparently  the  fon  juft  mentioned,  officiated  as  Prefbyterian 
minifter  at  Kingfton-upon-Thames,  Surrey,  circa  1657-1662,  while  Dr.  Edmund 
Staunton  was  incumbent,  whofe  life  he  fubfequently  wrote.  He  was  educated  and 
trained  by  Mr.  Singleton  of  London,  according  to  a ftatement  in  his  Funeral 
Sermon  by  Nathanael  Taylor,  p.  25,  at  the  end  of  which  is  printed  a lift  of  his 
publiftied  writings.  While  officiating  at  Kingfton  he  held  a weekly  Letfture  in 
Whitechapel  Church.  He  alfo  was  engaged  in  an  action  againft  Edmund  Bur- 
roughs, Quaker.  After  leaving  Kingfton  he  had  a large  congregation  in  London, 
On  13th  April,  1672,  he  was  licenfed  to  preach  in  the  houfe  of  John  Pigot  at 
Kingfton.  (S.P.D.  En.  Book,  38A,  p.  18.)  A ftone  formerly  on  the  floor  of 
Kingfton  Church,  where  he  was  buried,  was  infcribed  “ In  memory  of  the  excellent 
Mr  Richard  Mayo,  sometime  Minifter  of  this  town,  who  died  Sept.  8th,  1695, 
aetatis  suae  65,”  His  will,  dated  28th  February,  1693,  was  proved  19th  September, 
1695  (220  Irby,  P.C.C.).  By  Jane,  his  wife,  he  had  ilTue:  Richard,  eldeft  fon, 
Samuel,  Peter,  buried  28th  July,  1669,  at  St.  Giles’s  Cripplegate,  Daniel,  youngeft 
fon,  Jane,  Martha  and  Elizabeth. 

A.  Richard  Mayo,  eldeft  fon,  was  a Churchman,  and  matriculated  at  Oxford, 
22nd  June,  1677,  from  Lincoln  Coll.,  aged  15;  B.A.  loth  March,  1680;  Vicar  of 
Great  Kimble,  Bucks,  5th  April,  1686,  to  1707.  In  1707  he  preached  at  St.  James’s, 
Clerkenwell,  the  funeral  fermon  of  Lady  Diana  Albhurft,  who  died  24th  Auguft, 
he  being  then  minifter  of  St.  Thomas’s  Hofpital  in  Southwark.  He  died  25th  April, 
1717  {Muf grave's  Obituary).  Will,  23rd  July,  1715,  proved  6th  May,  1718  (108

his  “ freehold  in  Chequer  Alley  in  the  parilh  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate.”  He 
married  Sara,  daughter  of  John  Nott,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  Trinity  Coll.,  Cantab., 
ejefted  minifter  of  SherifF-Hales,  Staffbrdlhire.  Licenfed  to  marry  at  Great 
Kimble,  26th  September,  1688  (Archd.  of  Bucks).  By  her  he  had  iflue 

Richard  Mayo,  born  at  Great  Kimble,  12th  Oftober,  1690;  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  14th  January,  1705-6,  from  Pembroke  Coll.,  aged  15;  B.A.  17th 
Oftober,  1709;  M.A.  20th  June,  1712;  B.D.  and  D.D.  5th  July,  1724;  Reftor 
of  Witterlham,  Kent,  May,  1715,  to  1723;  eleCTied  Lefturer  of  St.  Michael’s  Royal, 
London,  8th  January,  and  licenfed  i8th  March,  1722-23;  Reftor  of  St.  Michael’s, 
Crooked  Lane,  London,  2nd  July,  1723,  to  1727;  Chaplain  in  ordinary  to  George  I. 
His  widow,  Sufanna,  adminiftered  to  his  eftate,  5th  June,  1727,  P.C.C.  He  is  then 
called  “late  of  the  parilh  of  St.  Thomas,  Southwark,  S.T.P.,  deed.” 

B.  Daniel  Mayo,  M.A.,  the  youngeft  fon,  born  January,  1672;  entered 
Merchant  Taylors’  School,  1683;  ftudied  under  Witfius  in  Holland;  graduated 
apparently  at  Utrecht;  (in  the  Patent  Office  Library  is  an  academic  dilTertation  of 
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his,  called  Dijputatio  Philojophica  de  Miraculis.  TrajetH  ad  Rhenum^  1697,  4to); 
DifTenting  minifter  at  Kingfton,  Hackney,  and  Silver  Street,  London;  wrote  the 
Commentary  on  2nd  Epiftle  to  the  Corinthians  in  Matthew  Henry’s  Commentary, 
and  publifhed  feveral  Angle  fermons.  (Darling’s  Cyclopaedia  BibliographicUy  vol.  ii., 
p.  2026).  He  was  perhaps  the  Daniel  Mayo  licenfed  to  marry  Honor  Colborn, 
15th  May,  1699  (Faculty  OfF.).  He  died  13th  June,  1733,  and  was  the  father  of 
Daniel  Mayo  (?  aded  as  Prefbyterian  minifter  at  Kingfton  when  his  father 
removed  thence).  Ordained  Deacon  at  Salilbury,  1733,  as  Daniel  Mayo  “the 
younger,”  and  Prieft,  1734,  as  Daniel  Mayo  (his  father  having  died  meanwhile); 
Redor  of  Michelmerfti,  Hants,  25th  July,  1759,  1768.  His  will  (as  of  Win- 

chefter,  clerk),  9th  December,  with  codicils  of  loth  and  i6th  December,  1767, 
was  proved  i8th  April,  1768  (164  Seeker,  P.C.C.).  By  his  wife  Sufannah  (Pem- 
brooke)  who  furvived  him,  and  whom  he  was  licenfed  to  marry  19th  January,  1725 
(Faculty  Off.),  he  had  iflue  a fon,  Daniel  Mayo,  abroad  at  the  date  of  his  father’s 
will,  and  a daughter,  Susannah  Mayo,  licenfed  13th  February,  1759,  to  marry 
William  Greenvill,  of  St.  Mary  Calendar,  Winchefter — he  widower,  aged  30,  she 
of  St.  Thomas’s,  Winchefter,  aged  25  (Hants.  Mar.  Alleg.).^ 


^ London  alfo  gave  birth  to  another  clerical  family.  John  Mayo  (fon  of  William  Mayo,  of 
London),  matriculated  at  Oxford,  I2th  Dec.,  1679,  fifteen,  from  Corp.  Chr.  Coll.,  B.A.,  1683, 
M.A.,  1686,  Vicar  of  Carhampton,  Somerfet,  30th  Auguft,  1691,  buried  there  7th  Nov.,  1715,  and 
had  iflue  by  Marianne,  his  wife  (buried  14th  March,  1707),  a fon,  Charles  Mayo,  born  at  Hinton 
Ampner,  Hants,  admitted  to  Winchefter  Coll.,  1706,  aged  thirteen,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  3rd  July, 
1 708,  aged  eighteen,  from  Balliol  Coll.,  B.A.,  1712,  Vicar  of  Carhampton,  1 6th  April,  1716,  and  buried 
ift  Auguft  following;  and  fix  others,  baptized  there,  viz.  Judith,  1693;  John,  i6th  Jan.,  1696  (buried 
1699);  Mary,  9th  March,  1698;  William,  1700;  Ralph,  1701  (buried  3rd  April,  1706);  and  Csecilia, 
27th  Nov.,  1707. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

Mayo  of  Bodenham  and  Hope-under-Dinmore,  in  the  County,  and  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter  in  the  City,  of  Hereford. 

N the  fixteenth  century,  and  early  in  the  feventeenth,  Thomas 
Mayo,  gentleman,  was  living  in  the  parifh  of  Bodenham,  Here- 
fordfhire,  where  he  died  22nd  January,  1625.  His  monument 
was  feen  and  the  infcription  copied  by  Thomas  Dingley  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  II.,  and  a Iketch  of  it  may  be  found  in  his 
Hijlory  from  Marble^  p.  236,  publilhed  for  the  Camden  Society 
in  1866.  Under  an  ‘H.  H.  S.”  the  following  words  are  infcribed: 

Here  lyeth  the  | Body  of  THOMAS  MAYO,  Gent.  | and  CATHERINE  his  | 
wife.  He  deceased  | the  xxii  January  an.  d.  | mdcxxv. 

The  writer  of  this  memoir  vifited  the  church  of  Bodenham,  28th  June,  1877, 
and  found  that  the  monument  had  difappeared.  The  clerk  informed  him  that  it 
was  “done  away  with  when  the  church  was  renovated,  thirty  years  ago.”  Thomas 
Mayo’s  will  was  proved  in  the  Hereford  Dioc.  Court,  and  is  calendared  in  the 
index  in  1625  as  number  267,  but  has  been  miflaid  or  deftroyed.  Catherine,  his 
wife,  long  furvived  him,  and  was  buried  at  Bodenham  19th  September,  1653,  and 
adminiftration  of  her  eftate  was  granted  to  Humphrey  Mayo,  her  grandfon,  ne-pos 
ex  filio^  19th  May,  1665  (Hereford  Dioc.  Court),  who  was  fworn  before  “Mr  John 
Mayo,  clerk,  M.A.,  Surrogate;  ” valor 

Thomas  and  Catherine  Mayo  are  known  to  have  had  ilTue  two  children,  Thomas, 
his  heir,  and  Philippa.  By  an  indenture  dated  26th  March,  21  Jas.  I.,  1623,  made 

' John  Mayo,  fon  of  William  Mayo  of  Hereford,  matriculated  at  Oxford  14th  July,  1626,  aged  nine- 
teen, from  St.  Edmund  Hall,  B.A.,  31ft  Jan.,  1627-8,  Re£l:or  of  How  Capel,  i ith  March,  1636-7;  will, 
I 5th  June,  proved  5th  0£l.,  1677  (Hereford  Dioc.  Court);  married  Anne,  daughter  of  William  Wyrall, 
of  Bicknor  Court  (Train,  of  B rift ol and  Glouc.  Arch.  Soc.,  vol.  i.,  p.  70),  and  had  ilTue  a fon  George,  and 
a daughter  Bridget,  wife  of  Richard  Beale,  and  three  others.  (See  alfo  the  will  of  his  uncle,  John 
Mayo,  of  Woolhope,  190  Berkeley,  P.C.C.,  1656).  A Thomas  Mayo  was  alfo  Reftor  of  How  Capel, 
1 569-1604. 
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between  (i)  Thomas  Birte,  of  Sutton  St.  Nicholas,  yeoman,  and  Anne  his  wife, 
and  John  Birte  his  fon  and  heir  apparent,  (2)  Thomas  Mayoe,  of  Boddenham,  gent,, 
and  (3)  Francis  Goodier,  of  the  Cittie  of  Hereford,  gent.,  and  James  Seaborne  of 
Sutton  St.  Nicholas,  gent.,  in  confideration  of  a marriage  folemnized  between  the 
faid  John  Birte  and  Phillip  Mayoe,  one  of  the  daughters  of  the  faid  Thomas 
Mayoe,  and  of  ,^2  50  paid  by  Thomas  Mayoe  to  Thomas  Birte — the  faid  Thomas 
Birte  fettles  certain  lands  and  hereditaments  in  Sutton  St.  Nicholas,  Sutton  St. 
Michael,  Marden,  Amberley,  Prefton  and  Withington — one  moiety  to  the  ufe  of 
the  faid  Thomas  Birte  for  life,  and  afterwards  to  the  ufe  of  John  Birte  and  Phillip 
his  wife,  and  of  the  heirs  of  their  bodies,  etc. — the  other  moiety  to  the  ufe  of  faid 
John  Birte  and  Phillip  his  wife,  and  the  heirs,  etc.,  with  the  exception  of  certain 
lands  referved  for  the  ufe  of  Anne,  the  wife  of  the  faid  Thomas  Birte,  for  her  life. 
(Deed,  in  pofleffion  of  the  writer.) 

Thomas  Mayo,  the  fon,  and  Catherine,  his  mother,  fuffered  during  the  Civil 
Wars  for  their  loyalty  to  the  royal  caufe.  The  particulars  here  given  are  extradted 
from  the  Royalift  Compofition  Papers  in  the  Public  Record  Office. 

Katharine  Mayo  of  Bodenham  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  widdow.  Her  delinquency  that 
in  December  laft  fhe  was  fequeftered  for  adhearing  to  the  forces  raifed  againft  the  parliament. 
She  peticoned  here  the  xxith  of  March,  1649.  She  compounds  upon  a particuler  delivered  in 
under  her  hand  by  which  fhe  fubmitts  to  fuch  fine,  etc.,  by  which  it  appears  that  fhe  is  feifed 
of  a frank  tenement  for  her  life,  the  reverfion  to  Thomas  Mayo,  her  fonne,  and  his  heires,  of 
and  in  certaine  lands  in  Wellington  in  the  faid  County  of  Hereford,  of  the  yearly  value  before 
the  warrs  p\o.

Thomas  Mayo  of  Bodenham  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  gent.  His  delinquency  that  he 
was  in  armes  againft  the  parliament.  But  faith  that  his  eftate  being  knowne  to  be  under  £zoo 
value  he  refted  upon  the  votes  of  the  parliament  for  his  difcharge,  and  was  not  fequeftered  till 
the  beginning  of  Decemb.  laft.  He  petitioned  here  the  22nd  of  March,  1649.  compounds 
upon  a particuler  delivered  in  under  his  hands,  by  which  he  fubmitts  to  fuch  fine,  etc.,  by  which 
it  appears.  That  he  is  feifed  of  a revercon  in  fee  from  and  after  the  deceafe  of  Katharine  Mayo, 
widdow,  his  mother  (who  is  now  ready  to  compound  for  her  life  in  poflellion)  of  and  in  certaine 
lands  in  Wellington  in  the  faid  County  of  Hereford  of  the  yearly  value  before  the  warrs 
He  faith  he  is  poflefled  of  a leafe  for  two  lives  of  a farme  called  Bodenham  Devereux  in  Boden- 
ham aforefaid,  which  he  holds  of  David  Williams  under  the  yearly  rent  of  ;^6o,  which  he  faith 
is  the  full  value  thereof.

Fined  at  (Second  Series,  vol.  xlv.  No.  61 1.) 

June  the  lOth,  1652.  Thomas  Mayo  of  Bodenham  upon  his  oath  depofeth  that  about  a 
week  before  the  Commiflioners  for  fequeftracon  came  to  fitt  at  Hampton  Court,  William  Hill 
tould  this  Deponent  that  the  Commiflioners  intended  to  come  and  take  polTelfion  of  the  houfe 
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from  him,  and  that  he  would  have  a guard  of  mulkettiers  to  keepe  the  faid  houfe  againft  the 
faid  Commiffioners,  and  alked  this  Deponent  to  ioyn  with  him  in  that  a6f,  which  this  Deponent 
utterly  refufed,  and  that  to  the  beft  of  his  knowledge  nyther  of  thofe  men  that  kept  the  houfe 
came  in  but  the  night  before  the  oppoficon ; and  further  he  fayth  not.

To  the  Right  Ho’^*®  the  Commiffioners  for  Compoundinge  at  Haberdafhers  Hall.  The 
humble  peticon  of  Thomas  Maio  of  Bodenham  in  the  County  of  Herifford,  gent.,  Sheweth 

That  Fitzwilliam  Conefby  did  in  the  year  1638  borrow  of  Pall  Abrahall,  gent.,  the  fumme 
of  I300j^,  and  that  Tho.  Eaton,  gent.,  and  Jois  Jefferes,  fpinfter,  became  bound  unto  the  faid 
Abrahall,  and  the  faid  Conefby  did  at  the  fame  tyme  affign  over  a leafe  of  cirtaine  lands,  coppies 
or  woods  in  the  parifh  of  Marden  in  the  faid  County  as  . . . fecurity  unto  the  faid  Eaton  and 
Jefferies.  And  the  faid  Conefby  faylinge  of  payment  of  the  faid  fumme  of  1300^,  they  the  faid 
Eaton  and  Jeferes  entred  and  were  polTeffed  thereof,  and  in  the  year  1650  affigned  and  fold  the 
faid  eftate  unto  your  peticoner  who  inioyed  it  quietly  untill  February  laft,  and  was  then  quef- 
tioned  by  the  f**  Comiffio’s.  Your  Peticoner  hath  exhamined  and  proved  his  deeds  before  the 
faid  Commiffioners,  and  that  it  hath  not  been  taken  nor  reputed  to  be  belonging  unto  Mr. 
Conefby  fince  1640,  nor  never  fequeftred.  Your  Peticoner’s  humble  requeft  is  that  your  honors 
would  be  pleafed  to  grant  your  order  unto  the  Commiffioners  to  cirtify  the  depoficons  allready 
taken,  and  that  your  Peticoner  may  exam’  other  witneffes  touching  the  premifes,  and  that  your 
Peticoner  may  inioy  his  eftate  accordingly ; and  your  Peticoner  fhall  ever  pray,  etc.

Note.  23  June,  1652.  The  Petitioner  to  make  good  his  title,  and  the  Commiffioners  to 
certify  the  time  of  fequeftracon,  and  the  Petitioner  is  at  liberty  to  examine  his  witneffes  here 
or  in  the  countrey  to  the  proof  of  the  title ; and  it  is  refer’d  to  Mr.  Brereton.  (Firft  Series, 
vol.  xli,  781.) 

In  the  petition  of  Thomas  Goodier,  of  Lenthall  Starks,  Herefordfhire,  an 
infant,  to  the  Commiflioners,  6th  January,  1653,  Thomas  Mayo  appears  as  his 
next  of  kin  and  guardian.^ 

In  the  Bodenham  parifh  account  books  we  have  Mr.  Mayoe  paying  a rate  of 
I IJ.  2i/.  in  1653,  and  in  1656  Thomas  Mayoe,  gent.,  pays  i^s.  4^/.  Adminiftration 
of  his  eftate,  as  of  Thomas  Mayoe,  of  Boddenham,  inteftate,  was  granted  to 
Coningefby  Pembridge,  his  fon-in-law,  yth  July,  1673.  (Herefd.  Dioc.  Court.) 

In  the  Manor  of  Marden^  a volume  compiled  by  Thomas,  Earl  Coningfby,  of 
Hampton  Court,  but  afterwards  fupprefled,  fome  mention  is  made  of  Thomas 


' George  Goodier,  uncle  of  the  petitioner,  depofed  17th  January,  1653,  that  the  latter  was  born 
1 8th  December,  1633,  and  that  Thomas  Goodier,  the  father,  lately  deceafed,  in  his  will  dated  20th 
June,  1621,  mentioned  Thomas,  his  eldeft  fon,  George  and  John,  younger  fons,  and  three  daughters, 
Frances,  Winfred  and  Ann,  and  made  his  wife,  Rachel],  and  Thomas  Maio,  his  kinfman,  executors. 
The  eftate  of  Thomas  Goodier,  fenr.,  was  let  to  himfelf  25th  March,  1652,  and  having  pafled  to  his 
fon,  was  difcharged  from  fequeftration  2nd  March,  1653. 
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Mayo.  He  is  ftated  to  have  been  fteward  of  Fitzwilliam  Coningfby,  and  to  have 
been  entrufted  with  the  fale  of  the  goods  at  Hampton  Court,  when  Coningfby  was 
forced  to  flee  the  country  in  1641.  Mayo  was  a Roman  Catholic,  and  was  himfelf 
forced  to  flee  in  1670,  and  died  in  exile  from  his  wife  and  children.  (Pages  [412, 

479],  etc.) 

Thomas  Mayo  had  ifTue  by  Mary  his  wife  the  following  children,  entered  in  and  has 
the  Bodenham  regifter : Elizabeth,  “ daughter  of  Thomas  Mayoe,  gent.,  and  Mary,  children!” 
his  wife,”  baptifed  9th  July,  1635;  Mary,  another  daughter,  9th  January,  1636-7; 
Thomas,  6th  September,  1638  (buried  25th  January,  1640-41);  and  Humphrey, 

14th  Augufl,  1640.  According  to  the  Manor  of  Mar  den  he  had  another  and 
youngeft  daughter,  Tracey  Mayo,  to  whom  he  gave  the  leafe  of  Bodenham  which 
determined  in  1683,  and  whom  he  married  to  Coningfby  Pembruge,  requiring  him 
at  the  fame  time  to  adopt  the  Roman  Catholic  religion. 

Humphrey  Mayo  fucceeded  his  father.  He  appears  as  churchwarden  of  ofthefe, 
Bodenham  in  1662,  and  in  a valuation  of  the  parifh,  made  about  that  time,  occurs 
the  entry  “Mr.  Mayo  for  the  Courtte,  ,^44.  16.  o.”  In  1667  he  paid  a rate  of 
iij.  (id.  Subfequently  he  refided  at  Hope-under-Dinmore,  in  a manfion  called  the  atBoden- 
“Bury,”  and  ferved  as  High  Sheriff  of  the  county  in  1698,  and  was  buried  at 
Hope,  28th  March,  1715.^  His  will,  as  of  Humphrey  Mayo,  efq.,  of  Hope-  wa^s  lives 
under- Dinmore,  19th  January,  1713,  was  proved  in  the  Hereford  Dioc.  Court,  under- 
6th  April,  1715.  “All  lands,  etc.,  to  my  fon  Thomas  Mayo.  My  coz.  Elizabeth 
Gorge.  To  my  fon  William  ffoo.  To  my  four  grandchildren,  two  fons  and  two  sheriff  of 
daughters,  children  of  William  Mayo,  100  a piece.  A fum  of  money  to  beinvefted  ford, 
in  land  for  an  annual  charity  for  the  poor  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  Wellington  and 
Bodenham.  My  daughter  Grenowes  and  her  hufband.  Thomas  Mayo,  executor. 

To  be  buried  in  the  Church  of  Hope.”  The  adminiftration  with  will  annexed  of 
the  eftate  of  Humphrey  Mayo,  left  unadminiftered  by  Thomas  Mayo,  his  fon  and 
executor,  was  granted  to  James  Hughes,  29th  December,  1736.  (Herefd.  Dioc. 

Court.) 

There  is  now  a board  in  Bodenham  Church  with  a record  of  this  bequefl:,  which 
at  the  time  of  the  Parliamentary  Return  of  Charitable  Donations,  1786-8,  vol.  i., 
p.  462,  brought  in  £2  per  annum. 

Humphrey  Mayo,  then  defcribed  as  of  Boddenham,  gent.,  aged  22,  was  licenfed  and  marries 
to  marry,  4th  Odober,  1664,  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Jarrett,  of  Aldington,  in  jfrreu. 
Badfey,  Worcefterfhire,  aged  21.  (Wore.  mar.  lie.,  Genealogift,  vi.,  249.  See  alfo 
Metcalfe’s  Vifit.  of  Worcefterfhire,  1682-3.)  His  father  then  fettled  certain  lands 
upon  him,  for  which  purpofe  a fine  was  levied  in  Michaelmas  term,  1664,  “Inter

Willielmum  Jarrett  et  Thom’  Boys  quer’  et  Thom’  Mayo  et  Mariam  ux’  et  Humfrid’ 
Mayo  deP,  de  tribus  mefluag’,  tribus  cotag’,  tribus  hort’,  duobus  columbar’,  tribus 
gardin’,  tribus  pomar’,  trecent’  acr’  terr’,  sexagint’  prati,  ducent’  paftur’,  decern 
bofci,  quinquagint’  jampn’  et  bruer’  et  com’  paftur,  cu’  pertin’  in  Wellington, 
Hannellwood  alias  Hannerwood,  Pencombe,  Bodenham  et  Wifterton,  coram 
Richardo  Raynsford  mil’.”

“ Mary,  the  wife  of  Humphrey  Mayo,  Efquire,”  was  buried  at  Hope-under-Din- 
more, 1 6th  March,  1699.  (Tranfcript,  Dioc.  Regiftry.)  They  had  iflue  four 
children,  Thomas,  William,  Mary  and  Jane. 

Thomas  Mayo,  the  elder  fon,  fucceeded  his  father  at  Hope,  and,  like  him,  filled 
the  office  of  High  Sheriff  in  1716.  He  died  unmarried,  and  was  buried  at  Hope, 
24th  Auguft,  1719.  His  will,  14th  Auguft,  was  proved  in  the  Hereford  Dioc. 
Court,  26th  Auguft,  1719.  “All  lands  to  my  brother  William  Mayo.  My  fifter 
Mary  Greenhoufe.  My  coz.  Tamberlain  Gwillim.  My  coz.  Jane  Hunt.  My  god- 
daughter Mary  Mayo,  and  her  fifter  and  her  two  brothers.  My  coz.  Elizabeth 
Gorges.”  Adminiftration  with  will  annexed  of  the  eftate  of  Thomas  Mayo,  of 
Hope-under-Dinmore,  left  unadminiftered  by  William  Mayo,  his  brother  and 
executor,  was  granted  to  James  Hughes,  29th  December,  1736. 

Mary  Mayo  was  one  of  the  daughters  of  Humphrey  Mayo.  On  3rd  June, 
1713,  William  Grenoes,  of  Neen  Salvage,  Salop,  aged  22,  was  licenfed  to  marry 
Mary  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  fpinfter,  aged  28  (Herefd.  mar.  alleg.),  and 
the  marriage  was  folemnized  at  Hope  the  next  day.  He  is  then  called  “ Mr 
Greenoufe,”  and  in  the  Chancery  proceedings  to  be  mentioned  prefently  he  is  termed 
of  Detton  Hall.  “ Mrs.  Mary  Greenhoufe  of  Shroplhire  ” was  buried  at  Hope, 
1 2th  June,  1728.  Ob./.p.  Her  will,  as  of  Mary  Greenoes,  of  Dettonhall,  Neen 
Savage,  widow,  dated  4th  June,  1728,  was  proved  19th  July  following  in  the 
Hereford  Dioc.  Court.  “To  be  burled  in  the  church  of  Hope,  as  near  as  con- 
veniently may  be  to  the  place  where  my  father  and  mother  were  lately  interred. 
To  my  coufin,  Jane  Hunt,  an  annuity  of  40  fti.  Crefwell  Hunt,  my  faid  coufin 
Jane  Hunt’s  hufband.  To  my  coufin,  Mary  Mayo,  £100.  My  coufin  Elizabeth 
George.  To  my  coufin,  Tamberlain  Gwillim,  ;^ioo.  To  the  poor  of  Neen  Savage 
and  of  Hope  ^5.  Refidue  to  my  coufin  and  executor,  Thomas  Mayo.”  A 
further  adminiftration  of  her  eftate,  left  unadminiftered  by  Thomas  Mayo,  her 
nephew,  was  granted  to  James  Hughes,  29th  December,  1736. 

Jane  Mayo  was  the  other  daughter  of  Humphrey  Mayo.  On  13th  November, 
1690,  Tamberlain  Gwillim  was  licenfed  to  marry  Jane  Mayo,  of  Hope-under- 
Dinmore  (Herefd.  mar.  alleg.),  and  on  20th  November  “Mr.  Tamberlaine 
Gwilliams  (fc)  and  Mrs.  Jane  Mayo”  were  married  there  ’ (Tranfcript).  He  was 


' Tamberlain  Gwillim  and  Jane,  his  wife,  both  died  in  the  lifetime  of  William  Mayo. 
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pofthumous  fon  of  Tamberla'm  Gwillim,  gent,  (buried  at  Wellington,  Hereford- 
ftiire,  27th  July,  1670),  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  and  was  baptifed  there  3rd  De- 
cember, 1670.  He  had  iflue  by  Jane,  nie  Mayo,  his  wife,  four  children,  baptifed 
at  Wellington,  viz.,  Tamberlain,  17th  December,  1692  (buried  7th  March,  1692-3); 
Jane,  15th  January,  1693-4;  John,  22nd  January,  1694-5;  and  Tamberlain,  21ft 
April,  1696,  plaintiff  in  the  fuit  mentioned  on  page  141. 

William  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  was  fecond  fon  of  Humphrey  Mayo. 
He  was  refident  in  Hereford,  apparently  in  St.  Peter’s  parilh,  circa  1691-1699, 
and  at  Hampton  Bifhop,  circa  1699-1711,  where  he  was  overfeer  1 8th  April,  1699, 
fideman  6th  April,  1702,  and  churchwarden  28th  March,  1703,  and  25th  March, 
1706.  He  was  admitted  a freeman  of  Hereford  13th  Odlober,  1691,  as  “gentle- 
man,” and  was  eledted  Member  of  Parliament  for  that  city  in  1722,  but  died  the 
next  year,  and  was  buried  at  Hope-under-Dinmore  29th  March,  1723,  on  the  fame 
day  as  his  daughter  Ann.  His  will  was  proved  24th  April,  1723.  (80  Richmond, 
P.C.C.)  “William  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  efq.,  13th  December,  1721. 
All  meffuages,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premifes  whatever,  both  free- 
hold and  leafehold  eftates,  tythes,  etc.,  to  my  fon,  Thomas  Mayo,  my  foie  executor. 
My  daughters  Ann  and  Mary.  To  my  wife,  Anna,  all  houfehold  goods,  plate, 
je wells,  with  my  coach  and  four  mares  and  harnefs.  My  nephew,  Tamberlain 
Gwillim.  My  niece,  Jane,  wife  of  Crefwell  Hunt.”  On  20th  December,  1736, 
commiflion  iffued  to  James  Hughes,  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  to  adminifter  the  eftate 
of  the  faid  William  Mayo,  left  unadminiftered  by  Thomas  Mayo,  fon  of  the  faid 
deceafed,  alfo  deceafed,  to  the  effedl  only  to  attend,  fupply,  fubftantiate  and  confirm 
the  proceedings  which  had  been  already  or  might  thereafter  be  had  and  made  in 
certain  caufes  and  fuits  depending  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  between  Tam- 
berlain Gwillim,  plaintiff,  and  Rogers  Holland,  efq.,  defendant,  etc.,  concerning 
certain  legacies  given  to  Anne  Mayo,  fpinfter,  and  Mary  Holland,  formerly  Mayo, 
late  wife  of  the  faid  Rogers  Holland,  refpedtively  deceafed,  etc. 

William  Mayo  married  Anne  or  Anna  [?  Smith],  who  was  buried  at  Hope  3rd 
July,  1733.  The  will  of  Anna  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  widow,  23rd 
May,  was  proved  6th  September,  1733,  in  the  Hereford  Dioc.  Court.  “To 
my  fifter,  Elizabeth  Smith,  To  my  fon  Holland,  20  guineas.  To  my  brother 

Smith,  ,^5.  To  my  godfons,  John  Gwillim  and  Thomas  Clarke,  ^5  each.  To  my 
godfon  Gwillim,  fon  of  my  coufin,  Tamberlain  Gwillim,  two  guineas.  To  my 
coufin,  Henry  Gwillim,  clerk,  ,^5.  To  his  wife  and  two  fillers,  one  guinea  each. 
To  my  coufin,  Anne  King,  one  guinea.  To  my  fon  Holland  and  his  brother 
Jofeph,^  a guinea  each  for  a ring.  To  the  Charity  School  at  Hereford  ,^io.  To 

‘ Dorothy  Holland,  of  Chippenham,  widow  (will  21ft  March,  1725,  proved  i6th  May,  1726, 
Sarum  Cons.  Court,  Reg.  Hi.,  p.  125),  mentions  her  fons  Rogers,  Richard  andjofeph  Holland,  and  her 
granddaughter  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Rogers  Holland. 
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the  parifhes  of  Wellington  and  Hope-under-Dinmore,  each,  for  poor  houfe- 
keepers.  My  lifter  Wellington,^  foie  executrix.” 

William  Mayo  had  iftue  by  Anna,  his  wife,  a numerous  family,  but  few  of  his 
children  furvived  him.  His  fons  and  daughters  were 

Mary  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  Peter’s,  26th  July,  1692,  and  buried  there  23rd 
July,  1699. 

Thomas  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  Hereford,  30th  June,  1693,  buried  at 
St.  Peter’s,  2nd  Auguft,  1702. 

Humphrey  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  Peter’s,  i8th  September,  1694. 

Humphrey  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  21ft  Auguft,  1698,  and  buried  there 
19th  May,  1699. 

Austin  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  27  th  April,  1700,  buried  at  St. 
Peter’s,  24th  February,  1 700-1,  as  Auguftine  Mayo. 

Elizabeth  Mayo  and  Lewis  Mayo,  a twin,  baptifed  at  St.  Peter’s,  i6th  October, 
1701;  the  former  buried  there  23rd  Odober,  1701,  the  latter  8th  July,  1702. 

Gerrard  Mayo,  baptifed  at  St.  Peter’s,  20th  April,  1703,  buried  at  Hampton 
Bilhop,  14th  May>.i705. 

Thomas  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  the  only  fon  who  furvived  his  father, 
William  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Hampton  Bilhop,  24th  September,  1704;  matriculated 
at  Oxford  from  Trinity  Coll.,  26th  June,  1721,  aged  16;  was  called  to  the  Bar, 
Inner  Temple,  1729;  and  buried  at  Hope,  13th  July,  1730,  the  burial  being  alfo 
regiftered  at  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford.  His  will  was  proved  24th  September,  1730 
(262  Auber,  P.C.C.).  “Thomas  Mayo  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  gentleman,  21ft 
May,  1730.  To  my  lifter  all  real  and  perfonal  eftate  whatever.  My  mother. 
My  aunt  Wellington.  My  aunt,  Elizabeth  Smith.  My  uncle  Challis.  My  uncle 
Smith.  My  coulin,  Tamberlain  Gwillim.  To  Herbert,  third  fon  of  Mr.  Edmund 
Thomas,  all  my  law  books.”  Mary  Mayo,  made  oath  that  Ihe  was  the  only  lifter 
of  the  faid  Thomas  Mayo.  On  4th  November,  1736,  power  was  granted  to  Rogers 
Holland,  efq.,  hulband  of  the  above  Mary  Mayo,  to  adminifter  the  eftate  of  the 
late  Thomas  Mayo,  left  unadminiftered  by  Mary  Holland,  alfo  deceafed. 

Anne  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Hampton  Bilhop,  4th  June,  1707,  and  buried  at 
Hope,  29th  March,  1723.  On  30th  April  following,  adminiftration  of  the  eftate  of 
Anne  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  but  at  Hampftead,  Middlefex,  was  granted 
to  Anne  Mayo,  widow,  her  -mother,  and  a further  adminiftration  ilTued  in 
November,  1736,  P.C.C. 


^ Will  of  Mary  Wellington,  of  St.  Nicholas,  Hereford,  widow,  20th  December,  20  Geo.  II,  1746, 
codicil  24th  April,  1749,  proved  21ft  December,  1751  (Herefd.  Dioc.  Court),  by  Mary  Gwillim, 
executrix,  daughter  of  Henry  Gwillim,  late  of  Hay,  clerk,  deceafed  (Redlor  of  Cufop,  Vicar  of 
Hay,  Preb.  of  Brecon  Coll.  Church.)  She  leaves  jfio  “to  my  nephew,  Rogers  Holland,  Esq.,  for 
mourning.” 
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John  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Hampton  Biftiop,  7th  March,  1708-9. 

Humphrey  Mayo,  baptifed  there,  29th  June,  1710,  and  buried  12th  Decem- 
ber, 1711. 

Mary  Mayo,  another  daughter  of  William  Mayo,  M.P.,  was  married  at  Hope, 
ist  March,  1730-1,  to  Rogers  Holland* *  of  Chippenham,  Wilts,  and  of  the  Inner 
Temple,  London,  M.P.  for  Chippenham,  1727-37,  and  fubfequently  a Wellh  judge. 
She  was  his  fecond  wife.  Marriage  licence  at  Hereford,  25th  February,  1730-1, 
for  Rogers  Holland  of  Chippenham,  widower,  to  marry  Mary  Mayo  of  Hope, 
fpinfter.  She  died  27th  March,  1733,  having  had  one  child,  who  died  in  infancy, 
and  adminiftration  was  granted  to  her  hufband,  14th  February,  1733-4  (P.C.C.). 

Rogers  Holland  died  17th  July,  1761  (buried  at  Chippenham),  and  his  will, 
dated  14th  March,  1745,  was  adminiftered  by  his  fon,  Rogers  Holland,  i6th 

November,  1761  (393  Cheflyn,  P.C.C.).  By  his  firjl  wife,  , he  had  iflue  a 

daughter,  Llizabeth,  and  by  his  third  wife,  Mildred  (died  28th  January,  1776, 
aged  76,  admon.,  6th  June,  to  Sarah  Tyflen,  widow,  her  lifter,  P.C.C.),  widow  of 
Robert  Martyn,  of  Chippenham  and  the  Inner  Temple  (who  died  12th  Auguft, 
buried  i8th  Auguft,  1733,  aged  43;  will,  13th  September,  1730,  proved  4th  Sep- 
tember, 1733,  224  Price,  P.C.C.),  he  had  a fdn,  Rogers  Holland,  baptifed  at 
Chippenham,  14th  December,  1736,  “bred  at  Urchfont  (Mr.  Gibbes  and  Mr. 
Jaques),^  admitted  Penfioner  of  St.  John’s,  Cambridge,  4th  December,  1754,  aged 
18,  Fellow  Commoner,  3rd  December,  1756”  {St.  John's  Admijfion  Reg.)\  of  the 
Inner  Temple;  adminiftration,  5th  November,  1773,  P.C.C. 

With  the  death  of  Thomas  Mayo  and  his  After  this  line  of  the  family  became 
extindt,  whereupon  Tamberlain  Gwillim,  one  of  the  clerks  in  the  office  of  Arthur 
Trevor,  efq.,  one  of  the  examiners  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  filed  a bill  in 
Chancery,  as  coufin  and  heir-at-law  of  Mary  Holland,  deceafed,  and  grandfon  and 
heir  of  Humphrey  Mayo,  claiming  the  eftates,  which  he  defcribes  as  divers  manors, 
mefluages,  lands,  tenements,  tythes  and  hereditaments  in  the  counties  of  Hereford, 
Worcefter  and  elfewhere,  as  againft  Rogers  Holland.  (See  Chanc.  Pr<?r.,  a.d.  1714- 
1758,  Mitford  2272.  Gwillim  v.  Rogers,  b.r.r.r.r.) 

Rogers  Holland  made  anfwer  to  this  bill,  nth  June,  1736;  and  Samuel  Birch, 
4th  January,  1737,  who  mentions  a farm  called  Weftintin,  in  the  pariffi  of  Wool- 
hope,  purchafed  by  William  Mayo.  There  is  alfo  an  anfwer  of  Mary  Wellington, 
widow,  already  mentioned,  20th  April,  1737,  one  of  the  defendants  to  the  amended 
bill  of  complaint  of  Tamberlain  Gwillim  {Chanc.  Proc.y  ibid..  Winter  724,  Gwillim 
V.  Wellington,  r.). 

^ Rogers  Holland  was  fon  of  Mr.  John  Holland,  buried  at  Chippenham  24th  June,  1724,  who 
married  there  15th  July,  1697,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Rogers,  buried  6th  April,  1726;  will  21ft  March,  1725, 
proved  i6th  May,  1726  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).

The  name  of  Mayo  is  found  in  other  Herefordlhire  parifhes.  In  the  regifter  of 
Much  Marcle,  it  is  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  the  firft  fifty  years  from  its  com- 
mencement in  1556  contain  ninety-one  baptifms,  twenty-two  marriages  and  thirty- 
eight  burials  of  perfons  fo  named,  who  frequently,  though  not  always,  are  diftin- 
guifhed  by  an  additional  defcription,  as  of  “ the  Wall-houfe,”  “ Kinnerfton,” 
“ Ridding  End,”  “ Wallend,”  “ Whittox  End,”  “ the  Bounds  ” or  “ Bonds,”  “ the 
Meadow  ” or  “ the  Rye  Meadow,”  the  “ Street  ” or  “ Marcle  Street.”

Richard  Mayo,  who  heads  this  fhort  pedigree,  probably  belonged  to  the  family 
of  the  Wall-houfe,  their  freehold,  perhaps  fituate  in  the  hamlet  of  Kinnerfton. 

John  Mayowe,  of  the  Walhoufe,  had  iflue  Richard,  bapt.  ift  March,  1560-1; 
William,  bapt.  29th  November,  1562;  and  Elizabeth,  buried  27th  February, 
1565-6.  Of  thefe,  Richard  Mayo,  of  the  Walhoufe,  was  buried  19th  March, 
1609-10,  having  married  Mylborow  Brydg,  i6th  December,  1583,  and  had  ifthe 
Roger,  bapt.  12th  September,  1585;  John,  buried  22nd  September,  1587; 
Elizabeth,  bapt.  30th  Auguft,  1593,  buried  i8th  February,  1609-10;  John,  bapt. 
30th  March,  1596;  Jane,  bapt.  21ft  July,  1599;  and  Syble,  bapt.  15th  July,  1603. 
There  is  no  baptifm  of  a fon,  James.  Roger  Mayo  was  buried  6th  February, 
1637-8,  as  of  “ Kennafton,”  and  married  Elizabeth  . . .,  buried  as  “widdow 
Mayo,  of  the  Walhoufe,”  13th  April,  1654,  having  had  ilTue  William,  bapt.  28th 
March,  buried  12th  April,  1623;  Millborough,  bapt.  26th  September,  1624,  of 
Kinnafton;  Ales,  bapt.  21ft  January,  1625-6,  of  Wallhoufe,  married  to  Richard, 
fon  of  Thomas  Burlton,  “of  the  boundes,”  i8th  June,  1652;  Elizabeth,  bapt. 
24th  Auguft,  1628,  buried  2nd  March,  1648-9,  as  daughter  of  “ Wid : Maio,  of 
the  Wallhoufe”;  Joane,  bapt.  21ft  January,  1629-30,  of  Wallhoufe;  William,  bapt. 
2ift  January,  1633-4,  who  by  his  will,  as  of  Stoke  Newington,  Middlefex,  23rd 
0(5lober,  i66r,proved  2nd  July,  1662  (99  Laud,  P.C.C.),  devifes  to  Elizabeth, 
his  wife,  all  that  capital  mefluage  or  farm,  called  by  the  name  of  Walhoufe,  in 
Much  Marcle,  for  her  life,  and  then  to  fuch  child  or  children  as  fhe  fhall  be  with 
child  withal;  Jane,  bapt.  6th  April,  1636,  of  Walhoufe;  James,  bapt,  20th  Feb- 
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ruary,  1637-8,  of  Walhoufe,  buried  22nd  March,  1637-8,  as  fon  of  “widdow 
Mayo,  of  the  Wallhoufe.” 

The  earlieft  Mayo  will  from  Much  Marcle  is  that  of  William  Maio,  hulband- 
man,  19th  November,  1582,  proved  4th  February,  1582-3  (6  Rowe,  P.C.C.)  who 
mentions  his  wife  Agnes,  executrix;  his  daughters  Alice,  Margarettand  Milborowe; 
his  fons  Richard,  John,  Thomas,  James  and  William,  under  age;  his  brothers, 
Thomas  and  John  Mayo;  and  his  brothers-in-law,  Thomas  Powell  and  William 
Collyns,  The  teftator  was  buried  14th  {Jtc)  November,  1582,  as  “of  the  Shere,” 
and  the  children  named  (befides  perhaps  fome  others)  were  baptifed  as  follows, 
Alles,  19th  September,  1557;  Richard,  i8th  May,  1562;  John,  17th  March,  1563; 
Margaret,  6th  Auguft,  1564;  Thomas,  3rd  November,  1568;  Mylborough,  15th 
June,  1572;  James,  24th  February,  1576-7;  and  William,  i ft  June,  1580.^

CHAPTER  V. 


John  Mayo  of  Devizes,  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  and  the  Descendants  of 
HIS  ELDEST  SoN,  JOHN  MaYO,  ViCAR  OF  AvEBURY,  I712-I746,  WITH  NOTICES 
OF  THREE  YOUNGER  SoNS,  WiLLIAM,  HUMPHREY  AND  HeNRY  MaYO.

ITH  the  prefent  chapter  commences  an  account  of  the  defcendants 
of  John  Mayo,  who  was  refiding  in  the  parifh  of  St.  John  Bap- 
tift,  in  the  Devizes,  Wilts,  in  the  reigns  of  Charles  II,,  Tames  II., 
and  William  III. 

It  is  a matter  of  fome  difficulty  to  determine  his  exact  anceftry, 
for  not  only  were  there  feveral  families  bearing  his  furname,  from 
which  he  may  have  been  derived,  but  the  problem  is  complicated  by  the  uncertainty 
of  fpelling,  the  name  frequently  varying  between  Mayo  and  May,  as  difclofed  in  a 
previous  chapter. 

In  the  former  edition  of  this  work,  ilTued  in  1882,  the  opinion  was  exprefled 
that  John  Mayo  fprang  from  the  family  feated  at  Bodenham  and  Hope-under- 
Dinmore,  Herefordfhire,  in  the  feventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries.  His  fon 
Charles  went  to  Hereford  at  an  early  age,  and  fettled  in  the  parifh  in  which  refided 
William  Mayo,  of  Hope-under-Dinmore,  a few  years  later  Member  of  Parliament 
for  that  city,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  he  married  the  daughter  of  one  of  the 
principal  citizens.  It  may  be  noted  that  John  Mayo  called  his  third  fon  Humphrey, 
a name  which  was  in  favour  with  the  Herefordfhire  family.^ 

The  poffibility,  however,  exifts  of  a connexion  with  the  Mayos  of  Poulfhot, 
already  mentioned,  whofe  defcendants  have  attained  diftinftion  in  Virginia  and  other 
Southern  States  of  North  America.  This  view  is  fuggefted  by  a letter  from  Jofeph 
Mayo,  M.A.  {^Jee  Chap.  X.),  dated  Kickapoo,  Peoria  Co.,  Illinois,  17th  February, 
1855,  to  his  brother  William  Mayo,  though  the  earlier  part  of  the  pedigree  given 
at  pp.  106- 1 13,  is  not  fufficiently  complete  either  to  confirm  or  refute  it. 


* A belief  in  their  kinfhip  with  Richard  Mayo,  Bilhop  of  Hereford,  has  prevailed  among  the 
defcendants  of  John  Mayo. 
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Did  I ever  fhew  you  [he  writes]  a copy  of  an  old  will  that  I found  among  Mrs.  Maynard’s 
Papers?  That  will  was  made  by  a Mr.  Mayo  of  Baltimore,  leaving  his  property  to  a forefather 
of  ours  as  his  neareft  relative.  It  was  afterwards  difcovered  that  he  had  a nearer  relative  in  this 
country,  to  whom  he  eventually  left  his  immenfe  wealth.  The  Mayo  to  whom  the  property 
came  was  the  father  of  the  prefent  Mrs.  Scott,^  his  only  daughter,  and  wife  of  General  Scott, 
the  Commander-in-chief  of  the  United  States  Army,  and  the  year  before  laft  a candidate  for  the 
Prefidency.  We  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  Mrs.  Scott,  but  we 
learnt  from  Bifhop  Mcllvaine,  who  had  been  acquainted  with  her  for  many  years,  that  fhe  was 
a moft  elegant  and  accomplifhed  woman.^

firft  fettler,  and  Ann  Perratt  his  wife.  (See  ante,  p.  iii.)  Mrs.  Scott  was  a daughter,  but  not  the 
only  daughter  of  Col,  Mayo.  She  was  a “famous  Richmond  belle  in  her  day,  and  remarkable  for  wit  and 
intelligence,  as  well  as  for  her  extraordinary  beauty.”  John  Howard  Payne  fell  madly  in  love  with  her, 

“but  when  all  hope  of  winning  the  fair  prize  was  abandoned,  Payne  went  to  Europe,  where  he 
remained  for  nearly  20  years,  and  where  he  wrote  his  Home,  Sweet  Home."  (Scribner's  Monthly,  July, 

1877,  “Richmond  fmce  the  War.”) 

Col.  Mayo  was  the  “projedlor  and  founder  of  the  celebrated  Mayo  bridge,  juft  below  the  falls  of 
the  James  river  at  Richmond.  He  obtained  a charter  for  the  bridge  in  1785,  and  after  an  ineff’eftual 
effort  to  obtain  State  aid  or  to  form  a corporation,  boldly  built  from  his  own  defign  and  at  his  indi- 
vidual expenfe.  . . . After  his  marriage  Colonel  Mayo  bought  a beautiful  refidence  in  Elizabethtown, 
called  Hampton  Place,  and  his  annual  advent  there  in  a coach  and  fix  horfes,  with  colored  footmen 
and  outriders,  was  an  event  long  remembered  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  ancient  borough.  In  1816  he 
bought  Belleville,  a magnificent  feat  in  the  fuburbs  of  Richmond,  and  lived  there  until  his  death.  He 
was  buried  at  the  old  Mayo  homeftead,  Powhatan.”  Maria  Mayo,  his  eldeft  daughter,  “ was  the 
reigning  belle  of  her  day.  She  was  a great  beauty,  wrote  and  repeated  poetry  charmingly,  fang  and 
played  on  the  harp  exquifitely,  and  was  so  fafcinating  in  manner  and  agreeable  in  converfation  that 
fhe  is  faid  to  have  rejedled  over  one  hundred  fuitors  before  accepting  Gen.  Winfield  Scott,  then  in  the 
full  glory  of  his  military  fuccefs,  to  whom  fhe  was  married  at  Belleville  on  the  evening  of  March  ii, 

1817.  . . . It  is  faid  that  Mr.  Scott  courted  Maria  Mayo  as  Mr.  Scott,  Captain  Scott,  and  as  Colonel 
Scott  without  fuccefs,  but  as  General  Scott,  the  hero  of  ‘Lundi’s  Lane,’  he  carried  off  the  coveted 
prize.”  (The  Mnyo  Lineage,  by  Jane  Griffith  Keys,  in  The  Sun,  Baltimore,  iith  June,  1905.) 

^ It  may  be  well  to  place  on  record  the  following  extradl  from  a letter  of  Mifs  Elizabeth  Mayo, 
of  Wimborne,  written  on  6th  Odlober,  1856,  to  Charlotte  Mayo,  mother  of  the  writer  of  this  book. 

“ I have  heard  a ftory  of  five  brothers  having  ftarted  from  Gloucefter,  and  fettled  in  different  parts  of 
the  country,  from  whom  the  various  branches  of  the  family  are  derived,  but  when  this  exodus  took 
place  I know  not.”  No  corroboration  has  been  found  of  a Gloucefter  origin  of  the  family,  but  if 
Devizes  be  fubftituted,  the  tradition  appears  to  be  correct.  See,  however,  ante,  p.  126. 
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Guild,  22nd  November,  1673,  and  on  6th  Odtober,  1682,  was  elefted  a Free 
Burgefs,  and  the  fame  day  fubfcribed  the  declaration  againft  the  folemn  League  and 
Covenant  contained  in  the  Ad  for  regulating  corporations. 

On  iith  April,  1683,  the  name  of  “Johes  Mayo”  makes  its  appearance  in  the 
lift  of  Burgefles,  For  fome  reafon  which  is  not  ftated  he  was  again  eleded  21ft 
March,  1684,  and  fubfcribed  the  declaration  the  fame  day. 

At  the  time  when  James  II.  was  tampering  with  the  independence  of  the 
corporate  bodies  of  the  kingdom,  John  Mayo  was  one  of  the  perfons  marked  out 
for  removal  from  their  places  in  the  Devizes  Corporation.  The  following  letter  is 
entered  in  the  Minute  books  of  the  municipal  body : 

To  our  trufty  and  well  beloved,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Corporation  of  our  Burrough  of 
the  Devizes  in  the  County  of  Wilts. 

James  R. 

Trufty  and  well  beloved,  we  greete  you  well.  Whereas  Wee  have  by  our  order  in 
Councell  thought  fit  to  remove  Henry  Bertie,'  James  Herbert,  Thomas  Brewer,  John  Allen, 
Ambrofe  Paradice,  Francis  Paradice,  Roger  Chivers,  John  Watts,  John  Mayo,  Philip  Harveft, 
and  John  Rogers,  jun’,  from  being  Free  BurgelTes  of  that  our  Burrough  of  Devizes,  Wee  have 
thought  fitt  hereby  to  will  and  require  you  forthwith  to  eled  and  admitt  our  trufty  and  well- 
beloved  William  Powell,  William  Sayer,  Thomas  Fox,  Benjamin  Burroughs,  James  Davis,  jun’, 
Stephen  Gillmore,  James  Filkes,  Richard  Wince,  John  Webb,  jun’,  clothier,  Henry  Coleman 
and  Henry  Fowler,  to  be  Free  BurgelTes  of  our  faid  Burrough  in  the  room  of  the  perfons  above 
menconed,  without  adminiftering  unto  them  any  oath  or  oathes  but  the  ufual  oath  for  the 
execucon  of  theire  refpedive  places  with  which  we  are  pleafed  to  difpenfe  in  this  behalfe.  And 
for  foe  doing  this  lhall  be  your  warrant.  And  fo  we  bid  you  farewell.  Given  at  our  Court  at 
Whitehall  the  15th  day  of  March,  1687-8,  in  the  fourth  yeare  of  our  Reigne.

John  Mayo  was  prefent  at  a Court  of  Common  Council,  30th  March,  1688, 
and  his  name  is  afterwards  removed,  but  it  reappears  22nd  Odober  following.  It 
is  found  for  the  laft  time  20th  May,  1692,  but  is  abfent  from  the  lift  of  23rd  Sep- 
tember of  that  year,  its  owner  having  died  in  the  interval. 

John  Mayo  married  at  St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  Joane,  fecond  daughter  of  William 
Hayes,  the  elder,  gentleman,  of  that  parilh,  and  Katherine  his  wife.  William 
Hayes  firft  appears  as  one  of  the  Chief  Burgefles  of  Devizes  on  23rd  May,  1651, 
and  then,  alone  of  his  colleagues,  is  ftyled  “ gentleman.”  The  entry  in  the  regifter 
runs,  “John  Maio  & Joan  Hayes  were  married  the  25th  day  of  Aprill,  1671.”

John  Mayo  was  buried  at  St.  John’s,  4th  September,  1692,  and  his  wife,  who 
had  been  baptifed  there  12th  March,  1646-7,  was  alfo  burled  there  27th  December, 
1719.  From  this  marriage  have  defcended  in  the  male  line  the  thirty  Oxonians  and 
eight  Cantabrigians,  recorded  in  the  following  pages,  viz. :

Ten  children,  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes,  were  the  iffue  of  this  marriage: 

I.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  30th  Auguft,  1673,  to  whom  reference  will  prefently 
be  made. 

II.  William  Mayo,  baptifed  5th  January,  1674-5,  admitted  a free  brother  of 
the  fecond  divifion  of  the  Devizes  Guild,  3rd  March,  1702,  and  eledled  Warden 
25th  June,  1707  (MS.  in  Devizes  Mufeum).  He  was  buried  at  St.  John’s,  nth 
April,  1728.  By  Frances  . . . , his  wife,  he  had  iflue  feven  children,  as  appears 
from  the  St.  John’s  regifter,  viz.,  Richard,  baptifed  ift  November,  1700,  and 
buried  23rd  April,  1701;  Jeane,  baptifed  6th  November,  1702;  Frances-Ander- 
soN,  baptifed  27th  December,  1703  (“Anderson  Mayo”  was  buried  ift  March, 
1734-5);  Robert,  baptifed  25th  September,  1705,  and  buried  nth  January, 
1707-8;  Sarah,  baptifed  i8th  March,  1706-7,  and  buried  i8th  May,  1708; 
Robert,  baptifed  29th  July,  and  buried  ift  Auguft,  1708;  and  Mary,  buried 
1 2th  Auguft,  1710.  His  wife  was  buried  29th  Ocftober  following. 
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III.  Humphrey  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Devizes  3rd  January,  1676-7.  It  may  be 
conjedured  that  he  is  the  Humphrey  Mayo  who  appears  at  Wotton-under-Edge,  in 
Gloucefterfhire,  in  1708.  This  latter  Humphrey  Mayo  was  buried  at  Wotton 
22nd  December,  1744,  and  his  will,  dated  9th  May,  1742,  was  proved  at  Gloucefter, 
9th  March,  1744-5.  By  his  wife  Rebecca,  daughter  of  William  Ofborn,  who  died 
17th  July,  and  was  buried  9th  July,^  1726,  aged  fifty-two,  he  had  ilTue  five 
children,  baptifed  there,  viz. : 

a.  William  Mayo,  30th  July,  1709,  buried  28th  February,  1739-40,  aged 
thirty.  Will  dated  22nd  February,  1739-40,  and  proved  at  Gloucefter  22nd  April, 
1740.  He  married,  15th  November,  1739,  Sarah,  daughter  of  William  Clark  of 
Wotton.  She  died  fhortly  after  her  hufband,  and  was  buried  25th  Auguft,  1740, 
aged  twenty-four,  apparently  without  iflue.  Her  will,  dated  i6th  Auguft,  was 
proved  7th  October,  1740,  at  Gloucefter. 

b.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  i8th  July,  1711,  buried  i6th  July,  1722. 

c.  James  Mayo,  baptifed  28th  Auguft,  buried  loth  September,  1713. 

e.  James  Mayo,  baptifed  i6th  January,  1717-8,  buried  27th  July,  1729. 

d.  Charles  Mayo,  baptifed  17th  Oclober,  1714.  He  died  in  his  father’s  lifetime, 
but  no  entry  of  his  burial  appears  at  Wotton.  He  married  there,  17th  July,  1735, 
Mary  Wright.  They  had  iffue  two  children,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  their  grand- 
father, Humphrey,  in  1742,  as  under  age,  viz.: 

I.  Humphrey  Mayo,  who  had  two  fons,  baptifed  at  Wotton,  viz.:  i.  Charles 
Mayo,  29th  April,  1762;  ii.  James  Mayo,  17th  July,  1764,  as  fon  of  Humphrey 
and  “ Ch.”  Mayo.^ 


* The  former  of  thefe  dates  fliould  be  7th,  or  the  latter  19th. 

^ There  was  a James  Mayo,  of  Madras,  whofe  will  was  proved  by  his  brother  and  rehduary 
legatee,  Charles  Mayo,  17th  June,  1796  (319  Harris,  P.C.C.).  He  fays:  “As  my  uncle  is  not  in  want, 
I have  no  occafion  to  leave  him  any  more  than  a Ring,  to  be  fent  him  by  my  brother,”  Charles  alfo 
appears  to  have  been  in  India.  In  his  will,  dated  5th  September,  proved  25th  September,  iSo^. 
(680  Hefeltine),  as  of  Charles  Mayo,  Lieut,  in  H.M.  Navy,  he  mentions  his  late  brother  in  Madras, 
his  coufins  Mary,  Jane,  Elizabeth  and  Sufannah,  daughters  of  John  and  Jane  Mitchell  of  Barnes,  and 
his  coufins,  Williams,  in  Shroplhire,  and  appoints  John-King  Lane  and  John  Chatcr,  efquires,  of 
Madras,  and  John  and  Jane  Mitchell,  his  executors. 

But  thefe  perfons  were  probably  the  James  Mayo,  aged  16,  12  Geo.  HI.,  and  the  Charles,  aged 
8,  who  were  fons  of  Michael  Mayo  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Holborn,  gent.,  firft  clerk  of  the  Remembrancer’s 
Office,  Court  of  Exchequer.  See  Private  Aft  of  Pari.,  No.  132,  12  Geo.  III.,  “ An  Aft  for  reinvefting 
divers  manors,  melTuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  fituate  and  being  in  the  county  of 
Stafford,  late  the  eftate  of  Robert  Barbor,  deceafed,  in  feveral  perfons  now  in  being,  and  for  fuch 
eftates  as  they  are  feverally  intitled  under  the  will  of  the  faid  Robert  Barbor;  and  for  enabling  James 
Mayo  and  Charles  Mayo  to  join  in  fuch  conveyances  as  lhall  be  neceffary  for  thefe  purpofes.”  Alfo 
Pr.  Aft,  No.  98,  14  Geo.  III.  The  will  of  Robert  Barbor,  of  Somerford,  co.  Stafford,  dated  14th  March, 
1757,  codicil  20th  Sept.,  1760,  was  proved  by  Michael  Mayo,  his  nephew,  17th  Aug.,  1761  (277 
Chellyn,  P.C.C.).  Robert  Barbor  died  23rd  July,  1761. 

Michael  Mayo  died  25th  Nov.,  1777,  and  his  effefts  were  adminiftered  by  his  widow,  Frances 
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II.  William  Mayo,  who  appears  in  the  Briftol  Apprentice  Roll,  30th  June, 
1755- 

N.B.  The  dates  of  baptifm,  marriage  and  burial  in  this  feftion  are  taken  from 
the  regifter  of  Wotton-under-Edge. 

The  Chriftian  names  ufed  by  this  family,  Humphrey,  William,  John,  James  and 
Charles,  are  all  thofe  of  the  children  of  John  Mayo  and  Joane,  nee  Hayes.  It  muft, 
however,  be  remembered  that  a fettlement  of  perfons  bearing  the  name  of  Mayo  is 
found  in  the  adjoining  village  of  Charfield  (fee  ante^  p.  126),  from  whence  the 
Wotton  Mayos  may  poflibl)r  be  derived. 

IV.  Jane  Mayo,  baptifed  3rd  December,  1678.  She  was  married  on  19th 
December,  1703,  to  Jacob  Maynard  of  Devizes,  and  dying  4th  November,  was 
buried  7th  November,  1751,  at  St.  John’s.  Her  hulband  was  buried  28th  July, 
1719.  William  Williams  of  Devizes,  in  his  will,  dated  15th  September,  1735, 
proved  i8th  November,  1738  (Sarum  Cons.  Court),  mentions  “all  that  my  free- 
hold mefluage  or  tenement  in  the  parilh  of  St.  John  Baptift  within  the  faid 
Borough,  and  now  in  pofleflion  of  Mrs.  Jane  Maynard,  widow.”  In  the  churchyard 
of  St.  John’s,  a little  to  the  north-weft  of  the  weft  door  of  the  nave,  is  a black 
Pennant  ftone,  lying  flat  on  the  ground  between  two  other  ftones,  infcribed: 

Jane  Maynard,  | Daughter  of  John  Mayo  | and  of  Joan  his  wife,  | Died  4*^*^  of  Novem- 
ber 1751,  I Aged  73  Years.  | 

This  infcription  is  now  (1904)  nearly  defaced.  Other  older  monuments  bearing 
the  name  of  Mayo  are  fpoken  of,  but  they  had  difappeared  previous  to  the  ilTue  of 
the  former  edition  of  this  book.  For  fome  account  of  the  Maynard  family  fee 
Chapter  XI. 

V.  Henry  Mayo,  baptifed  loth  Odober,  1680,  and  buried  20th  July,  1683. 

VI.  Charles  Mayo,  baptifed  i8th  November,  1682,  and  buried  28th  February, 
1682-3. 

VII.  Henry  Mayo,  baptifed  15th  April,  1684,  and  buried  15th  February, 
1684-5. 

VIII.  Charles  Mayo,  baptifed  21ft  March,  1685-6.  See  the  feventh  Chapter. 

IX.  Henry  Mayo,  baptifed  2nd  Odober,  1688.  There  is  little  doubt  that  he 
may  be  identified  with  the  Henry  Mayo  of  Battle,  SuITex,  buried  there  31ft  January, 
1745-6  (will  dated  i8th  Auguft,  1744,  proved  26th  April,  1746,  26  Edmunds, 
P.C.C.),  who  married  Sarah  . . .,  buried  28th  March,  1755,  Battle,  and  had 
ilTue  two  fons: 

i.  Henry  Mayo,  baptifed  6th  March,  1722-3,  who  was  admitted  penfioner  of 

Mayo,  of  St.  George’s,  Southwark,  4th  Feb.,  1778,  P.C.C.  Her  will,  as  of  Newington  Caufeway, 
Surrey,  dated  26th  Oft.,  1786,  pr.  i6th  Aug.,  1793  (426  Dodwell,  P.C.C.),  mentions  her  brother,  Mr. 
W.  Plaxten,  and  her  two  fons  James  and  Charles.

St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  23rd  June,  1741,  aged  eighteen,  graduated  B.A., 
1744,  and  was  ordained  prieft'  in  the  Bifhop’s  chapel,  within  the  palace  at  Chichefter, 
by  William  Afhburnham,  Bifbop  of  Chichefter,  21ft  September,  1755.  He  was 
curate  of  St.  Mary  Matfelon  (Whitechapel),  together  with  and  in  fucceflion  to 
William  Mayo  of  Brafenofe  College.  His  fignature  firft  occurs  to  a marriage  there 
6th  September,  1756,  and  for  the  laft  time  2nd  Auguft,  1763.  He  was  buried  at 
Battle  6th  March,  1764.  Will  dated  15th  December,  1763,  proved  9th  May, 
1764  (187  Simpfon,  P.C.C.).  He  left  three  daughters  (a)  Sarah  Mayo  of  Battle, 
fpinfter;  will  dated  17th  April,  1822;  codicil,  22nd  December,  1823;  proved  7th 
April,  1826  (223  Swabey,  P.C.C.)  by  her  friends  and  executors,  William  Gill, 
banker,  and  William  Thorpe,  gent.,  both  of  Haftings;  (b)  Mary  Mayo,  wife  of 
Richard  Purfglove  of  Watling,  SulTex  (fee  her  uncle’s  will);  and  (c)  Elizabeth 
Mayo. 

ii.  John  Mayo,  alfo  of  Battle,  executor  to  his  brother  Henry,  baptifed  there 
19th  February,  1724-5,  and  buried  i8th  Odober,  1808.  Will,  as  of  Battle,  gentle- 
man, dated  20th  March,  1798;  codicil,  13th  June,  1806;  proved  30th  December, 
1808  (979  Ely,  P.C.C.).  Executors,  his  friends  William  Markwick  of  Catsford, 
efq.,  Richard  Purfglove,  and  Thomas  Lanfdell  of  Bexhill. 

X.  James  Mayo,  baptifed  17th  Auguft,  1691.  In  this  cafe  the  entry  at  Devizes 
runs  as  “James,  fon  of  Jo,  May  and  Joane  his  wife.”  Nothing  is  known  of  his 
career.  To  this  point  the  dates  of  baptifm,  marriage  and  burial  are  taken  from  the 
regifter  of  St.  John  Baptift,  Devizes,  unlefs  when  otherwife  ftated. 

Attention  will  henceforth  be  diredled  to  the  defcendants  of  two  of  the  ten 
children  of  John  Mayo  and  Joane,  nk  Hayes,  viz.,  to  John  (I.)  and  Charles  (VIII.). 

John  Mayo  (I.),  their  eldeft  fon,  baptifed,  as  we  have  feen,  30th  Auguft,  1673, 
matriculated  at  Oxford,  i6th  Odober,  1695,  from  Hart  Hall,  but  by  an  error  in 
the  regifter  he  is  then  ftated  to  be  eighteen  years  of  age.  An  interval  elapfed 
between  his  leaving  the  Univerfity  and  receiving  Holy  Orders,  as  he  was  not 
ordained  until  the  year  1704,  when,  on  the  24th  of  September,  he  was  admitted  to 
the  Diaconate  in  Salilbury  Cathedral  by  Biftiop  Burnet,  and  licenfed  to  the  curacy 
of  All  Cannings.  In  the  regifter  of  ordinations  he  is  defcribed  as  “ Civilifta,”  that  is. 
Student  of  Civil  Law.  He  was  ordained  Prieft  3rd  June,  1705,  by  the  fame  prelate, 
and  licenfed  to  Caine. 

On  1 2th  November,  1712,  he  was  inftituted  to  the  Vicarage  of  Avebury,  Wilts 
(St.  James),  in  the  prefentation  of  the  Queen,  void  by  the  death  of  John  White, 
the  laft  incumbent,  a benefice  which  he  held  until  1746,  when  he  refigned,  and  his 
fecond  fon,  James  Mayo,  was  appointed  his  fucceflbr.^  A letter  is  extant,  written  by 

' A curious  circumftance  happened  at  Avebury  early  in  John  Mayo’s  incumbency.  Edward  BilTe, 
Vicar  of  Portbury  and  Redlor  of  St.  George’s  (Eafton  in  Gordano),  Somerfet,  was  convitled  at  the 
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Mr.  John  Searle  from  Dodlors’  Commons,  13th  January,  1746,  fhowing  that  before 
his  retirement  fteps  were  being  taken  for  the  union  of  the  benefices  of  Avebury  and 
Winterborne  Monkton.  The  Bifhop  of  Salifbury  had  confented  to  Mr.  Mayo’s 
refignation  being  made  without  the  intervention  of  a notary,  and  “ when  the  refig- 
nation  is  executed,”  writes  Mr.  Searle,  he,  the  Bifhop,  “ would  have  young  Mr, 
Mayo  come  to  Town  with  it,  and  he  will  get  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  give  him  a 
prefentation,  but  in  cafe  Mr.  Thorold^  will  confent  to  the  confolidation,  as  pro- 
pofed,  I fhould  think  he  had  better  ftay  to  bring  that  with  him.” 

During  his  incumbency  was  call  the  tenor  bell  now  in  Avebury  Church,  which 
bears  the  infcription,  “John  Rofe,  James  Pope,  churchwardens.  Richard  Phelps, 
London,  Nat:  Par:  Hujus  fecit  1719.^  The  Reverend  Mr.  John  Mayo,  Vicar.” 


AVEBURY  CHURCH,  WILTS. 


In  a copy  of  the  poll  for  eleding  a Knight  of  the  Shire  for  the  County,  taken  at 
Wilton,  8th  September,  1713,  his  name  occurs  as  a freeholder  under  the  qualifica- 
tion of  Avebury  (Gough’s  Collett  ions  for  Wilts^  Bodleian  Library). 

Salifbury  Afllzes,  25th  July,  1718,  of  fpeaking  at  Abury  (Avebury)  the  following  words:  George  has  no 
Bufinefs  here:  We  have  had  no  Laws  thefe  thirty  Years,  never  fince  the  time  of  King  James  II.  nor  Jhall  'till 
King  James  comes:  He  is  my  Mafter,  and  my  King,  and  my  rightful  King.  For  this  and  fimilar  utter- 
ances elfewhere  (“fpeaking”  at  Slough,  Wells  and  St.  George’s,  and  “ preaching”  at  his  two  churches) 
he  was  brought  up  for  judgment  to  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  Weftminfter,  27th  November,  and 
fentenced  to  ftand  in  the  Pillory  twice,  with  this  infcription  over  his  head.  For  feditious  and  treafonable 
Preaching,  to  be  fined  ffioo,  be  imprifoned  for  four  years,  and  to  find  fecurities  for  his  good  behaviour, 
himfelf  in  2,000,  and  two  fureties  in  ;^i,ooo  each.  {Hiforical  Regifter  for  1718,  Chron,  Diary, 
P-  4+-)

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Two  letters  only  from  the  pen  of  John  Mayo  are  known  to  be  in  exiftence.' 
They  are  dated  relpedlively  25th  March  and  25th  May,  1720.  One  of  them  is 
here  given: 

Caine,  May  25,  1720. 

Madam, 

I receiv’d  the  Hon"^  of  your  LadyP®  of  the  21**  Inftant  for  w®*'  I humbly  thank  you. 
Tho’  I troubled  yo""  LadyP  fo  very  lately  yet  I prefume  this  will  not  be  unwellcome  to  you 
becaufe  of  the  Good  News  it  brings  after  the  very  melancholy  Tydings  of  my  former.  I 
heartily  thank  o'"  Heavenly  Father  that  he  has  heard  o''  Prayers;  for  the  Burials  at  Avebury  are 
ceaf’d,  there  having  been  no  Funeral  for  a Week  paft,  and  no  body  at  p'^fent  is  dangeroufly  ill. 
I am  forty  to  allay  this  good  Advice  with  bad  for  this  day  fev’night  in  the  night  was  a very 
violent  Shower  of  rain  mixt  with  Lightening,  the  former  cauf’d  a great  Flood  w®*'  fpoild  the 
Crop  in  the  water  meadows,  and  the  Later  fird  a Carpenters  Houfe  at  Broad  Hinton.  I am 
very  glad  yo''  laft  did  not  mention  any  thing  of  y®*^  LadyP®  Illnefs  and  I am  very  willing  to  hope 
’twas  becaufe  there  was  no  occafion  for  it;  no  grounds  for  fuch  unwelcome  News.  The  late 
Sicknefs  did  not  reach  Bechampton.  I thank  God  I and  all  my  Family  continue  pretty  well. 
We  beg  yo''  LadyP  to  accept  of  o'"  moft  humble  Duty  and  M''  Holford  0''  moft  humble  Service. 
I cannot  forget  yo''  Charity  to  the  Poor  w*^**  I hope  will  come  up  as  a memorial  before  God  to 
yo*'  Eternal  Advantage  w*^**  will  infinitely  exceed  the  Profitts  of  the  South  Sea,  neither  can  I be 
unmindfull  of  Kindnefles  to,

' They  were  in  the  poffeflion  of  Mr.  Thomas  Kemm,  the  Manor  Houfe,  Avebury,  at  the  date  of 
the  former  edition,  and  now  belong  to  his  daughters.  Mr.  Kemm  died  23rd  May,  1899,  aged  82. 
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It  may  be  noted  that  the  parifli  regifter  fhows  that  nine  deaths  occurred  in  May, 
1720,  and  the  number  of  burials  in  that  year  was  much  above  the 
average.  The  earlier  letter  relates  to  parilh  affairs  of  minor  importance, 
but  concludes:  “ My  youngeft  fonhas  been  lately  very  like  to  die,  but 
(thanks  to  God)  now  we  are  in  a very  flourifhing  Condition,  for  we  are 
in  perfedl  Health.  It  will  be  no  fmall  addition  to  o"^  pTent  Happinefs 
to  hear  the  fame  of  yo’^  LadyP  and  yo’^  Good  Family.”  Both  thefe 
letters  are  fealed  with  a coat  of  arms,  “ Argent,  on  a fefs  fable  between  three  rofes 
a lily,”  the  coat  that  is  afligned  to  Richard  Mayo,  Bifhop  of  Hereford. 

John  Mayo  married  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Hayward,  a medical  man  at 
Caine.  She  was  baptifed  there  as  “ Mary,  fili’  William  Hayw*^,  gen.”,‘  ift  February, 
1674-5,  and  furviving  her  hufband  was  buried  there,  on  13th  Auguft,  1755, 

“ Mary,  w.  of  Mr.  John  Mayo.”  John  Mayo  himfelf  had  been  buried  at  Avebury 
15th  December,  1752,  where  his  monument  ftill  remains,  partly  covering  a large 
family  vault  in  the  churchyard  below  the  eaft  window  of  the  church.

(Seal, 
a double-headed  eagle  difplayed.) 

John  Mayo  and  Mary,  »<?<?  Hayward,  had  four  children,  Elizabeth,  John,  James 
and  Benjamin. 

Elizabeth  Mayo,  their  only  daughter,  was  born  at  Caine,  ift  May,  lyiij 
according  to  an  entry  in  the  regifter  of  that  parilh.  A reminifcence  of  her 
early  years  is  preferred  in  a letter  from  Sir  William  Hanham,  Bart.,  who, 
writing  from  Dean’s  Court,  Wimborne,  loth  January,  1729-30,  to  her  grand- 
mother, “ Mrs  Hayward,  in  Caine,”  remarks  of  her  that  “ while  there  is  a per- 
fon  capable  of  making  a true  judgement  of  merit,  Ihe  can  never  want  an  admirer,” 
and  concludes,  “ Your  very  affeftionate  Friend  and  Servant,  W.  Hanham.  My 
fervice  to  Mr  Mayo  and  Madam,  with  wifhes  of  many  happy  New  Years  to 
you  all.” 

Elizabeth  Mayo  was  fubfequently  married  to  Thomas  Tucker,  a phyfician 
refiding  at  Caine,  where  fhe  lived  for  many  years,  and  was  buried  28th  April,  1797, 
having  long  furvived  her  hufband.  Her  nephew,  James,  writes  of  her  from  Wim- 
borne, 29th  March,  1783,  “I  am  sorry  for  Mad“  Tucker’s  illnefs;  whenever  we 
lofe  her,  we  ftiall  lofe  a real  friend^  one  of  the  rareft  things  to  be  met  with  in 
thefe  days.”  Under  the  date  ift  December,  1758,  the  Caine  regifter  records  that 
“Mr  Thomas  Tucker,  Dodlor  of  Phyfick,  was  buried.”  Mrs.  Tucker  herfelf  is 
reported  to  have  had  no  mean  Ikill  in  the  healing  art,  a belief  which  is  borne  out 
by  the  following  extradl  from  a letter  written  to  her  by  her  hufband,  when  he  was 
on  a vifit  in  London,  7th  Odlober,  1756,  who  fays:  “I  hope  all  your  patients  are 
in  a good  way,  and  that  nothing  may  happen  extraordinarily,  while  abfent,  tho’ 
you  can  manage  everything  without  much  of  my  help.” 

An  inftru6Hve  letter  is  extant,  in  which  Dr.  R.  Thomlinfon,  a young  medical 
pradtitioner,  writes  from  Tower  Hill,  London,  3rd  May,  1755,  to  Dr.  Tucker, 
defcribing  his  treatment  of  two  fevere  cafes  of  fmallpox  (“  Freind’s  varrucofe  fort  ”) 
which  had  come  under  his  obfervation.  The  patients  were  children,  and  the  exhibi- 
tion of  purges  and  emetics  for  feveral  days  in  fucceffion,  with  cordials  between 
whiles,  is  graphically  defcribed,  but  need  not  be  repeated  here.^  Smallpox  was 
probably  rife  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Caine,  when  this  letter  was  written,  and  the 
next  year,  out  of  123  burials  in  the  Caine  regifter  between  6th  January  and  30th 
Auguft,  1756,  73  are  marked  S.  P.,  to  indicate  the  caufe  of  death. 

The  will  of  “ Thomas  Tucker  of  Caine,  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  Phyfician,” 
dated  3rd  Auguft,  1747,  and  proved  by  Elizabeth,  his  relidl  and  executrix,  3rd 
March,  1775  Alexander,  P.C.C.),  mentions  a fum  of  ,^442  fecured  to  his

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wife  by  her  marriage  fettlement,  and  bequeaths  to  her  the  refidue  of  his  property, 
after  affigning  one  fhilling  to  his  After,  Hannah  Parker  of  Gofport,  Hants,  widow 
of  late  Stephen  Parker  of  the  fame,  furgeon,  and  one  ftiilling  each  to  the  fons  and 
daughters  of  his  After,  Sarah  Scott,  late  wife  of  Rev.  Mr.  Richard  Scott,  of  South 
Stoneham,  Hants.  The  will  of  Elizabeth  Tucker  of  Caine,  widow,  dated  2nd 
December,  1796,  was  proved  26th  April,  1797  (280  Exeter,  P.C.C.),  by  John 
Mayo  of  Bath,  her  nephew  and  executor,  power  being  referved  to  Rev.  James 
Mayo  of  Wimborne,  clerk,  another  nephew. 

John  Mayo,  the  eldeft  fon  of  John  Mayo  and  Mary,  nk  Hayward,  was  born 
30th  September  and  baptifed  2nd  Ocftober,  1713,  at  Caine,  as  ftated  in  the  Ave- 
bury regifter,  that  of  Caine  recording  his  birth  only.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford 
14th  Odober,  1730,  from  Queen’s  College,  aged  17,  on  the  day  of  his  admiflion 
as  Commoner. 

A bible,  dated  1634,  lately  in  the  pofleflion  of  Mrs.  Thermuthis  Baker,  and 
now  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Ellen  Boultbee,  contains  this  entry  written  on  a fly- 
leaf: “This  Bible  was  given  to  me  by  my  Grandmother  Hayward^  when  I went 
to  Oxford  in  the  Year  1730.  J.  M.”  On  the  19th  September,  1736,  he  was 
ordained  Deacon  in  the  chapel  of  the  palace,  Salilbury,  by  Biftiop  Sherlock,  being 
licenfed  to  the  curacy  of  Caine,  and  graduated  as  B.C.L.  loth  June  the  following 
year. 

A letter  is  preferved,  written  to  him  at  this  time  from  College: 

To  THE  Rev“  M* *  John  Mayo  jun*  at  Calne  in  Wiltes. 

Dear  Sir, 

I take  this  Arft  opportunity  of  fending  you  the  Teftimonial  you  deAre,  figned  by  all 
the  members  of  the  Society  now  in  Town.  I was  much  difappointed,  on  more  accounts  than 
one,  at  not  feeing  you  here  at  Founder’s  day,  to  rejoice  with  your  friends,  that  is,  with  the 
whole  Society.  We  have  had  very  little  news  among  us  of  late.  I ftiall  fubjoyn  a ftate  of  your 
accounts,  and  am,  with  hearty  wifties  of  fuccefs  in  every  part  of  life.

John  Mayo  was  ordained  Prieft  at  Wells,  6th  November,  1737,  by  John 


Wynne,  Bilhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  upon  Letters  Dimiflbry  from  the  Bifhop  of 


Salifbury,  and  two  days  after  was  inftituted  to  the  Redtory  of  Beechingftoke 
(St.  Stephen),  upon  the  prefentation  of  John  Mayo,  fenior,  clerk,  of  Caine,  void 
by  the  death  of  John  Chapman,  the  laft  incumbent. 

The  following  notes,  taken  from  a MS.  in  his  handwriting  on  a half-fheet  of 
foolfcap  paper,  lying  loofe  in  the  Beechingftoke  regifter,  will  Ihow  with  what  care 
and  afliduity  he  maintained  the  temporal  condition  of  his  church  and  benefice: 

My  Father  bo*^  the  next  Prefent*^  of  M*"  Walker.  The  Incumb*^  then  was  one  M'  Chap- 
man^ of  Bath,  who  was  then  fo  healthy  and  ftrong  a man  that  my  Father’s  beft  Friends  told

him  that  M""  Chapman’s  Life  was  as  good  as  mine;  but  in  lefs  than  two  years  after  the  Pur- 
chafe  (viz.  May,  1737)  M''  Chapman  dyed.  I was  then  in  my  24*'''  year,  in  the  month  of 
Nov''  that  year  I was  inftituted  and  indu6ted,  and  w"  I came  to  fee  the  Parfonage  Houfe, 
Buildings,  &c.,  I found  every  Thing  in  the  greateft  Degree  [out  of]  Repair,  the  ufual  con- 
fequence  of  Non-Refidence,  the  Houfe  within  3 Perch  of  the  Brook  and  the  ground  [floor] 
very  little  above  the  Level  of  the  Water  w”  Pucks  Hatch  was  fhut  to  water  the  Meads;  the 
Chancel  Windows  exceflively  [bad].  The  Barn  without  Floors  and  fcarce  any  Thatch.  The 
Inclofures  without  Gates,  Stiles,  or  Hedges,  or  Trees. 

In  the  year  1743  I began  Building  the  Parfonage  Houfe,  and  finifhed  it  entirely  at  my  own 
Expenfe  without  demanding  or  receiving  anything  from  M*"  Chapman’s  Executors  for  Dilapida- 
tions. In  the  Year  1744  I came  w*^**  my  family  to  refide  in  my  new  Houfe. 

W“  I firft  took  pofleflion  of  the  Living  I found  Pucks  Farm  had  fo  long  paid  a Sum  of 
money,  ab*^  25  Pounds,  for  Tythes  that  they  w*^  have  pleaded  Cuftom.  But  I let  the  Parfonage 
all  together  to  one  Perfon,  James  Knight,  for  112^  for  3 years.  I then  let  it  after  that  Term 
was  expired  for  3 years  more  to  3 Perfons  for  105.  After  that  for  9 years  for  loi,  referving 
to  myfelf  Houfe,  Orchard,  Church-Yard  & Withy  Bed  adjoining,  and  a[ll]  the  Wood.  W“ 
that  Leafe  was  expired  I took  it  into  my  own  Hands,  bought  fome  Timber  & built  the  Stavil 
Barn  for  my  Wheat.  The  Eaft  End  of  the  Barn  is  the  Antient  Bounds  of  the  Parfonage 
Ground,  but  in  the  year  1746,  w*''  Leave  of  the  Dean  of  Winchefter,  I took  the  Liberty  of 
building  a Stable  for  my  nag  horfe;  there  being  but  one  Stable  before.  I had  the  Chancel 
Windows  new  glazed  and  ceiled,  and  my  Seat  there  enlarged  at  my  own  Expence.  The 
Church-yard  was  fo  full  of  Nettles  that  they  even  peeped  in  at  the  Windows  of  the  Church 
and  Chancel.  Thefe  have  been  with  much  Labour  deftroyed.  I planted  the  two  Rows  of 
Trees  from  the  Church  down  to  the  Devizes  Road,  and  put  up  the  Rails  there,  and  procured 
the  Church-Yard  Rails  to  be  put  up  by  the  Parifti.' 

At  Mich;,  1753,  I enter’d  upon  my  Parfonage  and  com[menced]  Farmer,  and  had  the  firft 
Year  about  50  Quarters  of  Wheat  upon  the  Glebe  Lands  and  Tythes.  I went  to  Deviz: 
Market  and  fold  the  Corn  myfelf,  and  conftantly  attended  the  Tything  of  Hay  and  corn.  I 
always  had,  without  any  Difpute,  the  Tythe  of  the  Second  Crop  of  Clover  and  Meadow  Grafs, 
if  it  was  [cut]  a Second  Time. 

1757,  ab*^  Mids"",  Farmer  Drewet  of  Puck’s  [Farm]  and  I had  a difpute  ab' Tything  of  Hay: 
he  refufed  to  give  me  the  Liberty  of  taking  it  by  ten  in  a Parcel  and  Infifted  upon  my  tything 
every  tenth  Grafs-lock;  and  upon  this  I obliged  him  to  Set  out  his  Tythes  himfelf,  and  he  was 
obliged  to  give  me  very  civil  words  before  I wou’d  Tythe  any  of  his  corn. 

I always  fent  my  Cart  and  Horfes  to  do  the  Statute  Labour  on  the  High  Ways. 

In  the  Year  1755  I was  nominated  a Commiflioner  of  the  Land  Tax,  and  in  the  Year 
1757  I a<fted  with  M"^  Poore  of  Rufhall,  M*"  [John]  Shergold  RedP^  of  Little  Chiverell,  and 
Squire  War.r  of  Conock. 

In  the  year  1756  I ferved  in  Perfon  as  Surveyor  of  the  High-Ways,  and  caufed  a Coach 
Quarter  to  be  cut  from  Limber  Stone  to  Catnam  Coppice. 

At  Mich:,  1757,  upon  an  accurate  Survey  of  my  rec*^®,  I found  that  in  the  4 Years  w'"'’  I had

’Tis  the  Cuftom  of  this  Parifli  to  have  the  Tythe  Wheat  [in]  one  Sheaf  out  of  a fhock,  and 
not  to  have  the  Tythe  Sheaf  thrown  out  by  the  Farmer. 

I never  had  any  Tythe  Calf. 

The  Land  Tax  of  the  Parfonage  is  6:  13;  8 P"^  Ann.  it  was  Settled  by  Appeal  before  W™ 
Hunt,  Efq’’,  Jn°  Shergold,  Clerk,  and  Fra:  Merewether,  Gent:  2**  Sept',  1752,  at  Lavington. 

On  26th  April,  1762,  John  Mayo  was  inftituted  to  the  Vicarage  of  Wilcot 
(H.  Crofs)  in  the  patronage  of  George  Wroughton,  upon  the  refignation  of  Robert 
Smith.  In  the  regifter  there  he  has  made  the  following  entry:  “John  Mayo, 
L:  L:  B.,  Redor  of  Beauchamp-Stoke  was  induded  to  the  Vicarage  of  Wilcot 
May  3*^,  1762,  Deus  Casptis  adspira  meis!  ” On  Sunday,  9th  May,  he  read  himfelf 
in.  A few  months  previoufly  he  had  received  the  following  letter  from  an  old 
College  friend,  William  Thompfon,^  his  contemporary  at  Queen’s,  and  now  Redor 
of  Hampton  Poyle  and  South  Wefton,  Oxfordfhire. 

South  Wefton,  December  19th,  1761. 

Dear  Mr.  Mayo, 

I waited  for  this  opportunity  of  paying  you  the  Compliments  of  the  approaching  Season 
and  wifhing  you  a numerous  fucceflion  of  happy  New  Years.  Be  afllir’d  I {hall  drink  all  your 
Family’s  healths  on  Chriftmas-Day.  The  account  you  fend  me  of  your  fituation,  oeconomy,  and 
Family-happinefs  gave  me  the  fincereft  and  warmeft  pleafure  : may  Heav’n  continue  its  blellings 
of  health,  enjoyment  and  content!  Tho’  an  old  Batchelor,  I can  form  in  my  imagination  the 
delightful  fenfation  which  muft  fpring  from  the  intercourfe  of  an  amiable  and  endearing  Wife, 
the  many  dutiful  offices  of  a difcreet  and  lovely  daughter,  the  op’ning  genius  of  a promiling 
Scholar,  and  the  innocent  prattle  of  charming  little  Jacky:  Methinks  I fee  the  laft  fondled  in 
the  arms  of  his  Mama,  or  climbing  up  his  Papa’s  knee:  O,  the  parental  glow,  the  flatting  fear, 
and  inexpreffible  gufh  of  cordial  ecflafy!  Thefe  are  joys  for  the  happieft  of  mortals,  and  I 
rejoice  that  my  good  Friend  is  one  of  that  feled  number.  If  it  pleafe  God,  I will  come  and  fee 
you  before  I dye.  The  next  fummer  I hope  to  fee  you  in  Oxfordfhire,  and  it  will  be  an 
excellent  opportunity,  as  I am  told  his  Majefty  defigns  to  do  the  Univerfity  the  honour  of  a 
vifit.  Wefton  is  only  three  hours’  ride  from  Oxford,  and  at  that  time  my  Gardens  will  be  in 
their  beauty,  and  fend  out  all  their  fweets  to  regale  and  entertain  my  Friend.  In  the  mean  time 
let  me  frequently  have  the  pleafure  of  a line  from  you,  and  believe  me  to  be.  Dear  Sir,  Your 
whole  Family’s  and  your  moft  affedlionate  Friend  and  very  obedient  Servant, 

Will;  Thompson. 

To  the  Rev**  Mr.  Mayo, 

Reftor  of  Beechingftoke. 

About  this  time  John  Mayo  was  appointed  a furrogate  for  granting  marriage 
licences  in  the  Diocefe  of  Salifbury,  and  his  fignature  occurs  in  that  capacity  in  the 
Marriage  Allegations  preferved  at  Sarum.  Many  of  thefe  are  fealed  with  the  arms

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he  ufed:  On  a fefs  between  three  rofes  as  many  fleurs-de-lis — evidently  a modifica- 
tion of  thofe  mentioned  on  p.  153.  No  tincflures  are  exprelfedd 

He  has  left  a few  memoranda  of  his  proceedings  in  the  regifter  at  Wilcot. 

“Mem:  1 2 young  Elm-Trees  were  planted  round  the  church-yard  in  Nov% 
1766,  by  Mr  Mayo.  Mr  Mayo  likewife  planted  50  Elms  in  the  meadows  belong- 
ing to  the  Vicarage  of  Wilcot  in  the  parifli  of  Stert,  and  30  Willows  and  Poplars 
in  Nov*",  1765.” 

He  has  alfo  added  a schedule  of  lands  at  Stert  purchafed  as  an  augmentation 
for  the  Living,  i8th  January,  1723,  of  Edward  Topp,  efq.,  of  Stockton,  being 
15  a.  I r.  34  p.: 

“The  Title-Deeds  of  this  Eftate  never  came  to  my  Hands;  I have  therefore 
given  this  Acc*  of  it,  to  prevent  any  part  of  it  being  embezzled.” 

In  1769  he  purchafed  by  leafe  and  releafe,  dated  24th  and  25th  March  in  that 
year,  of  Savill  Reade  of  Copthall  Court,  Throgmorton  St.,  London,  for 
certain  lands  ^ in  Beechingftoke,  which  he  fubfequently  devifed  to  his  fon  Charles. 
He  is  then  defcribed  as  of  Wilcot. 

A letter  is  extant,  written  to  him  on  i8th  November  in  this  year  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society  of  Antiquarians,  from  their  Houfe  in  Chancery  Lane,  which 
Ihews  that  John  Mayo  was  interefted  in  the  antiquities  of  Wiltlhire: 

Sir, 

I have  the  honour  of  making  this  Society’s  acknowledgements  and  thanks  to  you, 
together  with  my  own,  for  the  communication  you  were  pleafed  to  favour  them  with  relative 
to  the  curious  piece  of  antiquity  at  Beechingftoke,  Wiltfliire,  and  for  the  kind  aflurances  you 
were  pleafed  to  add  to  this  communication  of  your  ready  afiiftance  in  procuring  fuch  further 
information  with  regard  thereto,  as  the  Society  ftiould  have  occafion  for.  . . . 

The  Society  beg  leave  to  fubmit  it  wholly  to  you,  to  add  fuch  further  information  or  obfer- 
vations  on  the  Beechingftoke  antiquity,  or  any  fubjedl  within  the  purpofe  of  their  Inftitution, 
as  your  good  fenfe  and  knowledge  ftiall  dictate.  . . .

Two  letters 
to  his  fon 
Charles. 


In  1770  John  Mayo  acfled  as  Chaplain  to  Thomas  Maundrell  of  Blacklands, 
Sheriff  of  Wilts.  He  writes  vto  his  fon  Charles  at  Queen’s  College,  7th  April  in 
that  year: 

Dear  Charles, 

Tho’  I writ  to  you  fo  lately  and  gave  you  fome  acc*^  of  affairs  at  Salifbury,  yet  fomething 
paffed  afterwards  between  Mr.  Head,  Fellow  of  Oriel,  and  me,  with  which  I think  proper  to 
acquaint  you.  In  a very  familiar  difcourfe  with  him  I took  occafion  to  mention  your  friend 
Fitzgerald’s  being  a Candidate  at  Oriel,  told  him  how  good  a character  he  had  in  general,  as  to 
learning  and  ingenuity,  and  how  good  an  opinion  of  him  you  had;  that  I had  no  intereft  to 
ferve  in  recommending  him,  and  that  your  talk  of  him  to  me  could  not  be  fuppofed  to  be 
intended  to  ferve  any  particular  purpofe,  as  being  merely  cafual,  etc.  Mr.  Head  faid  that  he 
had  heard  the  fame  charadler  of  Fitz.  as  I had,  but  that  he  really  thought  that  his  Irifli  name 
w'*  be  an  objedlion  to  him.  I told  him  that  he  was  not  an  Irifhman,  and  that  even  his  Father 
was  not.  He  afked  if  I knew  in  what  way  of  life  his  Father  was?  Whether  he  had  not  a place 
at  Court,  &c.  ? I told  him  I knew  nothing  of  thefe  matters  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  and 
would  not  undertake  to  inform  him.  Upon  the  whole  I told  Head  in  a kind  of  joking  way  that, 
if  I were  Fitz.,  I would  have  on  Adi  of  Parliament  to  change  my  name,  rather  than  it  fhould 
difguft  the  Gentlemen  at  Oriel. 

If  I have  done  nothing  elfe  in  this  affair,  I have,  I think,  fhewn  my  benevolence  to  my 
fon’s  friend ; this  gradual  extenfion  of  benevolence  from  one’s  felf  to  one’s  family,  from  [it]  to 
intimate,  thence  to  remoter  friends  till  it  reaches  to  its  utmoft  extent  to  all  mankind,  is  finely 
refembled  by  Mr.  Pope  to  the  concentric  circles  which  are  made  when  the  fmall  pebble  ftirs 
the  peaceful  lake. 

There  was  (much  to  the  credit  of  this  County)  fo  little  bufinefs  at  the  Affizes,  that  it  ended 
one  day  fooner  than  was  ever  known,  so  that  I came  home  Wenfday  evening.  The  Mrs 
Hawkins’s  enquired  for  you  by  the  name  of  my  genteel  agreeable  fon. 

I had  abundance  of  compliments  paid  to  me  on  my  performance  at  Church,  and  if  I had 
not  checked  the  motion,  the  Sheriff  and  Grand  Jury  would  have  defired  me  to  print  it. 

J.M. 

P.S.  It  was  the  time  of  the  great  Cloth-Fair  at  Salifbury  when  the  Affizes  were  held,  fo 
that  the  City  was  like  a Bee  Hive;  there  was  fo  vafta  congregation  at  the  Cathedral,  of  which 
you  know  I am  fo  fond,  that  I could  not  help  thinking  of  that  line  in  Horace  which  says, 
“ Gaude  quod  fpedlant  oculi  te  mille  loquentem”  (Hor.  Epis.  I.  vi.  19). 

The  Judge  (Bathurft)  ^ told  me  before  a large  company  that  he  had  never  feen  fo  great  a 
congreg:  fo  attentive,  and  very  genteely  attributed  it  to  my  manner  of  fpeaking,  &c. ; he  him- 
felf  Jiood  all  the  while,  and  told  me  heard  every  word. 

I repeated  by  heart  the  long  Prayer  ufed  on  fuch  occafions,  and  great  part  of  the  fermon. 

Another  letter  to  his  fon  Charles  may  be  thought  worthy  of  prefervation : 


' Henry  Bathurst,  Judge  of  Common  Pleas,  1754,  Lord  Chancellor,  Jany,  1 77 1 -June,  1778,  cr. 
Baron  Apfley,  fucceeded  his  father  as  2nd  Earl  Bathurft,  1775. 
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30th  March,  ’72, 

You  can’t  think  (my  dear  Charles)  how  you  have  made  my  mouth  water  by  your  telling 
what  is  going  forward  at  Oxford;  in  Mrs.  Burrough’s  phrafe,  “my  ears  itch  to  be  amongft  it.” 
You  know  how  much  my  heart  is  in  Oxford,  and  my  imagination  furnifhes  me  with  very 
pleafing  pidlures  of  the  alterations  there.  How  will  the  realities  then  pleafe! 

The  account  you  give  of  your  health,  and  the  caufe  you  allign  for  it  is  very  acceptable 
news ; what  fhall  I think  [of]  to  make  a return  in  kind  ? Shall  I tell  you  that  your  Mama,  Lucy 
and  I,  and  the  Gentlemen  [at]  Devizes  are  all  in  perfedl  health?  I muft  think  of  fomething 
elfe,  or  otherwife  what  a vacancy  there  will  be  in  this  great  piece  of  paper!  I have  thought  of 
fomething — I’ll  fend  you  a copy  of  letter  I rec^  Saturday  laft  from  Sir  Edw.  Bayntun  L 

“ Sir, 

“ I have  for  many  years  made  it  a rule  to  be  very  cautious  of  making  ftrong  profeffions 
in  matters  that  depend  rather  on  others  than  myself;  and  for  this  reafon  I have  been  hitherto 
lllent  touching  your  requeft,  which,  tho’  it  has  flept  a while,  has  never  been  forgotten;  I had 
an  opportunity  of  talking  with  Ld:  Pembroke  this  morning  upon  it,  who  at  my  intreaty  will 
ir.fert  your  name  in  the  next  Commiflion  of  the  Peace.  You  may  believe  it  gives  me  great 
fatisfadlion  to  be  ufeful  to  you  on  this  occafion,  in  which  alfo  I perceive  great  utility  to  your 
neighbourhood.  I am.  Sir,  with  very  great  regard  Your  very  humble  Serv* *^. 

“ E.  Bayntun.” 

“ P.S.  I wifti  to  have  nothing  faid  of  this  matter  at  prefent.” 

What  do  you  think  of  this,  Charles  ? Prudentibus  placuijje  Viris^  &c.  What  will  the  Squires, 
particularly  the  Squire  at  Oar  and  at  Milton  [fay  to]  fee  a little  Parfon  “ there  fitting  where 
they  dare  not  foar.” 

I am  nominated  by  the  Bp’s  Court  a Commilfioner  to  fettle  fome  difputes  at  Trowbridge, 
relating  to  Galleries,  Singing,  &c.  There  are  two  Parties,  Dr.  Cooper,^  Mr.  Watts,  &c., 
againft  Cook  and  his  Party.  I am  nominated  by  Cook  and  his  Party,  and  yet  am  earneftly 
defired  by  Dr.  Cooper  to  attend  the  Commiflion  which  I fuppofe  will  be  in  about  a fortnight. 
...  I congratulate  you  on  the  enlightening  of  the  Streets  at  Oxford.  I hope  the  Colleges  will 
be  enlighten’d  too,  and  then  perhaps  we  fhall  have  a fhare  of  the  light  in  the  Vacation. 

In  a copy  of  a Poll  for  the  County  of  Wilts^  1772  (Bodl.  Lib.,  B.  F.  ii,  384), 
John  Mayo  is  recorded  as  voting  for  Ambrofe  Goddard,  his  qualification  being 
Bitchamftolce  (/.^.,  Beechingftoke),  but  his  refidence  at  Woodborough,  an  adjoining 
parifh.  From  this  it  appears  that  he  was  not  conftantly  refident  at  Wilcot,  and  in 
the  Churchwardens’  Account  Book  his  name  only  once  occurs  appended  to  the 
minutes  of  the  Veftry,  viz.,  on  21ft  April,  1767.^ 

He  died  at  Wilcot,  where  he  was  then  living  with  his  wife  and  daughter,  5th

fold,  with  others,  in  1903. 
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January,  and  was  buried  there  9th  January,  1779/  Rev.  James  Mayo,  Tenr., 
writes  from  Caine  to  his  fon  James  Mayo,  junr.,  at  Wimborne,  14th  January, 
1779:  “I  attended  your  poor  Uncle’s  funeral  laft  Saturday,  when  all  appeared 
illacrymable — Dr  Ernie,  Dr  Wells,  Wm  Mayo,  Benj.  Rogers,  Mr  Fletcher,  Mr 
Gibbs  fupporting  the  Pall,  and  Mr  Jenner  reading  the  fervice.”^ 

By  his  will,  dated  14th  July,  1778,  and  proved  13th  February,  1779  (63  War- 
burton,  P.C.C.),  he  appointed  as  his  truftees  William  Barwis,  M.D.,  and  William 
Clare,  furgeon,  both  of  Devizes.^ 

The  following  epitaph  is  extant  in  the  handwriting  of  his  son  Charles: 

Here  lyeth  the  Body  | of  | John  Mayo,  LL.B.  | who  died  | the  fixth  day  of  January, 
1779,  I Aged  fixty-five  years.  | He  was  | Forty  one  Years  Redtor  of  Beechingftoke  | and  | Six- 
teen Years  Vicar  of  this  Church.  | He  was  | An  affedtionate  Hufband  and  Parent  | A sincere 
and  adlive  Friend,  | A chearful  Companion.  | During  his  whole  life  he  paid  an  | unremitted 
attention  to  his  office  as  a | Clergyman,  and  his  Duties  as  a | Member  of  Society.  | 

He  married  Barbara  . . . (probably  Stevens),  by  whom  he  had  five  children, 
John-Hayward,  John,  Lucy,  James  and  Charles.  She  died  nth  February,  1796. 
In  the  Beechingftoke  regifter  is  the  entry  “ 1796.  Mrs  Barbara  Mayo  was  buried 
February  14,  aged  77  Years.  She  was  the  Widow  of  the  Rev*^  John  Mayo,  forty- 
one  Years  Redtor  of  this  Parilh  and  fixteen  Years  Vicar  of  Wilcot,  where  he  died 
January  the  5th,  1779.”  By  her  will,  proved  i6th  Auguft,  1796  (419  Harris, 
P.C.C.),  Ihe  bequeathed  legacies  to  her  fons  James,  Charles  and  John;  to  her 
granddaughter  Mary,  daughter  of  her  fon  James,  and  to  her  fifter-in-law  Eliza- 
beth Tucker,  and  gave  the  refidue  to  her  daughter  Lucy,  whom  fhe  appointed  her 
foie  executrix. 

Thefe  infcriptions  are  in  the  chancel  of  Beechingftoke  Church:

TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  | THE  ReV°  JOHN  MAYO  | 4O  YEARS  RECTOR  OF  THIS  PARISH  | AND

‘ George  Gibbes,  R.  of  Woodborough,  was  afting  as  Curate  of  Wilcot,  5th  April  to  5th  Dec. 
1779.  (See  Wilcot  Marriage  Reg.) 

“ Edw.  Ernie,  D.C.L.,  Geo.  Wells,  D.C.L.  (Manningford  Bruce),  Wm.  Mayo  (Wootton  Rivers), 
Benj.  Rogers  (Segrey),  John  Fletcher  (Manningford  Abbots),  Geo.  Gibbes  (Woodborough),  Stephen 
Jenner  (Fittleton). 

His  burial  is  twice  entered  in  the  Wilcot  regifter,  (i)  by  an  educated  hand  among  the  baptifms, 
as  “The  Rev“  John  Mayo,  Vicar  of  y®  Parifti  was  buried  Jan*^  y®  9*'',”  perhaps  the  writing  of  the 
officiating  minifter,  and  (2)  by  an  illiterate  perfon,  probably  the  parilh  clerk,  in  its  proper  place 
among  the  burials,  as  “The  Rev®  John  Mayo,  vicer,  Jeneray  ye  10,  1779.”  Saturday  was  the  9th.

To  pafs  to  their  five  children: 

1.  John-Hayward  Mayo,  born  8th  Auguft,  1741  (Beechingftoke  reg.).  The 
regifter  of  Caine,  under  8th  Augufi,  1741,  records  the  baptifm  of  “ John-Hayward, 
fon  of  John  Mayo,  Redl'^  of  Beeching-Stoke,”  and  his  burial  on  the  21ft  of  the 
fame  month. 

2.  John  Mayo,  born  i6th  June,  1742  (Beechingftoke  reg.).  He  lived  at 
St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  and  married  at  St.  John’s  Church  there,  24th  April,  1781,  by 
licence,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Ifaac  Hillier  of  the  fame.  For  an  account  of  the 
Hillier  family  fee  Chap.  XI.  He  fubfequently  went  to  America.  “I  am  very 
glad,”  writes  Charles  Mayo  from  the  City  of  London,  i8th  July,  1804,  to  Charles 
Mayo,  Redlor  of  Beechingftoke,  “ that  the  laft  news  from  America  was  grateful  to 
you.  It  gives  one  hope  that  the  Johns  may  ftill  be  upon  a footing  with  the 
Charles’s.”  Some  years  later  Charles  of  Beechingftoke,  in  a letter  to  the  Truftees  of 
the  Duchefs  of  Somerfet’s  College  at  Froxfield,  Wilts,  6th  Auguft,  1817,  fpeaks 
of  “ my  brother  John  Mayo,  now  refiding  in  the  Province  of  New  York.” 

He  returned  eventually  to  England,  and  for  fome  time  lived  in  his  brother’s 
parfonage  houfe  at  Huifti,  for  it  is  mentioned  that  at  Midfummer,  1829,  he  had 
“ changed  his  refidence  to  Marden,  to  make  room  for  Crowe,  the  curate  at  Huilh,” 
From  the  clofe  of  this  year  he  enjoyed  a life-intereft  in  the  real  eftate  of  his  brother 
Charles  at  Beechingftoke,  under  the  latter’s  will,  and  dying  without  ifliie  7th  July,  at 
Marden,  Wilts,  was  buried  there  15th  July,  1836.1  Miss  Elizabeth  Mayo,  writing 
from  Wimborne  9th  July,  1836,  to  her  brother  Charles  at  Winchefter,  mentions: 
“ We  have  juft  been  furprifed  by  a vifit  from  our  old  Stoke  friend,  Leonard, ^ who 
is  come  to  inform  us  of  the  death  of  our  old  relation,  Mr  John  Mayo,  which  took 
place  on  Thurfday.”  His  wife  furvived  him,  and  was  buried  at  Marden,  from 
Devizes,  13th  November,  1844,  aged  86.

two  years  fince,”  writes  Rev.  E.  W.  Tufnell,  R.  of  Beechingftoke,  i6th  July,  1850,  to  Charles  Mayo 
of  Winchefter.  “ He  then  told  me  of  his  old  mafter’s  kind  wifti,  but  he  preferred  having  a fmall 
grave  clofe  by  the  fide  of  Mr.  Mayo,  and  there  his  wife’s  remains  are  placed.”

(Beechingftoke  reg.).  After  her  father’s  death  fhe  refided  at  Beechingftoke  with 
her  brother  Charles,  and  died  there  4th  February,  1812,  aged  67,  unmarried. 
“ Mrs.  Lucy  Mayo,  the  Daughter  of  the  Rev*^  John  Mayo,  was  buried  February 
the  1 2th,  1812,  aged  67  Years.” 

One  of  her  letters,  9th  November,  1809,  addrefled  to  her  coufin,  Mifs  Mary 
Mayo  in  London,  contains  fome  amufing  particulars: 

Mrs.  Collins  fpent  one  day  at  Bath  with  Mother  on  her  way  home,  where  I hope  (he  is 
fafely  arrived.  She  ftayed  a few  days  longer  to  be  prefent  at  a very  grand  Ball  and  fupper  at 
Devizes,  where  all  the  Beauty  and  Fafliion  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood  met  together  at  the 
Jubilee — many  ladies  dreffed  with  diamonds  and  every  other  brilliant  ornament.  Mrs.  HaKby, 
whofe  bonnet  you  fo  much  admired  here,  was  at  the  Ball  and  her  drefs  was  fo  very  confpicuous 
that  fhe  was  more  admired  than  all  the  reft  of  the  company.  Dolly  of  Wootton  never  was  a 
better  figure.  ...  I went  with  my  niece  to  Wilcot  Feaft,  and  here  was  a very  numerous 
afiembly  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  plenty  of  good  cheer,  and  many  pretty  things  to  be  fold. 
After  the  amufements  on  the  Green  were  over,  there  was  a very  pleafant  Dance  at  the  Manor 
Houfe  to  which  I did  not  ftay. 

Her  will,  dated  29th  March,  1796,  with  codicil  iith  December,  1811,  was 
proved  20th  April,  1812  (184  Oxford,  P.C.C.),  Ann  and  Jane  Maynard  of  Devizes 
having  teftified  to  her  handwriting  on  1 5th  April  previous. 

4.  James  Mayo,  born  19th  January  and  baptifed  17th  February,  1746 
(Beechingftoke  reg.).  He  lived  at  Devizes,  and  dying  there,  15th  November, 
1802,  was  brought  for  burial  to  Beechingftoke.  “Mr  James  Mayo  of  the  Town 
of  Devizes,  fon  of  the  Rev*^  John  Mayo,  was  buried  Nov*"  the  21''.”  Adminiftra- 
tion  of  his  eftate  was  granted  on  the  i6th  of  the  following  month  to  Mary,  his 
widow,  P.C.C. 

He  married  (before  5th  July,  1773)  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heirefs  of  Samuel 
Saunders  of  Ilminfter.^ 

Mary  Mayo,  nee  Saunders,  died  at  Devizes  24th  Auguft,  and  was  buried 
at  Beechingftoke  31ft  Auguft,  1830,  aged  80  years.  By  her  will  and  codicil, 
dated  refpecftively  6th  and  26th  May,  1826,  flie  appointed  as  her  executors  her 
friends  Vincent  Stuckey  of  Langport,  Somerfet,  efq.,  and  Rev.  Samuel  Alford

Vicar  of  Curry  Rivel,  Somerfet,  who  was  buried  there  13th  Aug.,  1799,  the  grandfather  of  Henry 
Alford,  D.D.,  Dean  of  Canterbury. 
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of  Heale  in  the  fame  county,  clerk,  and  devifed  to  them  her  freehold  property  in 
Ilminfter  and  elfewhere  in  Somerfet,  in  truft  for  her  daughter  Mary  for  life,  with 
remainder  to  her  iflue,  if  any,  failing  which  to  the  ufe  of  the  daughters  of  Jofeph, 

John  and  Thomas  Saunders,  the  late  deceafed  brothers  of  her,  the  teftatrix’s, 
father.  As  to  her  perfonal  eftate  (apart  from  fundry  legacies),  fhe  bequeathed  it 
to  the  faid  executors  in  truft  for  her  daughter  for  life,  and  in  the  event  of  her  faid 
daughter  dying  inteftate,  in  truft  for  fuch  perfons  as  would  be  entitled  to  it  under 
the  ftatute  applicable  in  fuch  a cafe. 

The  executors  named  in  the  will  renounced  probate,  and  letters  of  adminiftra- 
tion  were  granted  to  her  daughter  Mary  Collins,  nte  Mayo,  yth  January,  1831, 

P.C.C. 

There  was  one  child,^  the  iflue  of  the  marriage  of  John  Mayo  and  Mary,  nk 
Saunders,  viz. : 

Mary  Mayo,  baptifed  29th  January,  1776,  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes,  and  married 
to  Thomas  Collins  of  Ilminfter.  A fmall  pencil  portrait  of  Mary  Mayo,  aged  14, 
drawn  by  (Sir)  Thomas  Lawrence,  her  youthful  admirer,  is  in  the  pojfleflion  of 
Mrs.  Ellen  Boultbee. 

Thomas  Collins  died  12th  June,  1841,  aged  75,  and  Mary  Collins,  his  widow, 

1 8th  December,  1863,  aged  88,  without  iflue,  and  the  latter  inteftate;  whereupon 
further  letters  of  adminiftration  were  iflued  from  the  Principal  Probate  Regiftry 
to  Thomas  Mayo,  her  fecond  coufin  and  one  of  her  next  of  kin,  25th  April,  1864, 
to  deal  with  the  unadminiftered  refidue.  This,  being  a fum  of  ,^1,163  i6j.,  was 
divided  among  the  defendants  of  James  Mayo,  Vicar  of  Avebury  (who  died  in 
1788),  in  twenty-three  equal  fhares,  20th  January,  1865. 

Thefe  additional  infcriptions  are  to  be  feen  on  the  fouth  wall  of  the  chancel  of 
Beechingftoke :

On  the  completion  of  his  College  career,  Mayo  graduated  as  B,  A.  8th  February, 
1771,  and  fubfequently  proceeded  M.A.  7th  July,  1774,  and  B.C.L.  ift  February, 
1779,  He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1773,  and  appointed  ^ curate  at  Wilton,  John 
Hawes  being  then  Recftor,  where  he  refided,  figning  the  marriage  regifter  loth 
May,  1773,  to  5th  April,  1774,  and  whence  he  ftarted  to  accompany  his  coufin 
James,  on  the  latter’s  firft  introduc$lion  to  Oxford.  (See  letter  of  James  Mayo, 
8th  April,  1774-)  On  relinquilhing  the  curacy  of  Wilton  he  entered  upon  the 
cure  of  Bilhop’s  Cannings,  with  the  chapelry  of  St.  James,  South  Broom,  figning 
the  marriage  regifters  at  the  former  church  from  4th  Odtober,  1774,  to  24th 
December,  1778,  Arthur  Dodwell  being  the  incumbent,  and  at  the  latter  from  4th 
December,  1774,  to  13th  March,  1779. 

He  was  ordained  Prieft  in  the  Chapel  Royal,  St.  James’s,  Weftminfter,  on 
Sunday,  9th  April,  1775,  by  the  Hon.  Brownlow  North,  Bilhop  of  Worcefter,  at 
the  requeft  of  the  Bifhop  of  Salifibury,  having  made  the  necelTary  fubfcriptions  and

The  place  of  his  ordination  as  Deacon  is  not  known.  It  was  not  Salilhury  or  Wells. 
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of  Beech- 
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declarations  on  the  5th  of  the  month.  His  ordination  to  the  Priefthood  was  con- 
nected with  his  appointment  to  the  ReClory  of  Huifh,  Wilts.  John  Mayo  writes 
from  London  to  his  brother  James  at  Queen’s  College,  5th  May,  1775, 
follows: 

I fuppofe  you  have  heard  upon  what  occafion  Cha®  hurry’d  up  to  Town — which  was  to  be 
ordained  a Prieft — the  motive  for  obtaining  ordination  fo  fuddenly  was  on  account  of  the  death 
of  the  Rev*^  M*’  Curtis  of  Milton  * — by  which  the  Chaplainftiip  of  Froxfield,  to  which  is  annex’d 
the  Vicarage  of  Huifh,  became  vacant.  This  Chaplainfhip  is  given  by  a majority  of  the  ten 
Truftees,  and  as  Charles  had  fome  friends  amongft  ’em,  he  flood  forth  as  one  of  the  candidates. 
With  fome  difficulty  he  procured  ordination,  as  it  was  not  a regular  time  of  ordination,  and 
after  going  Bifhop  hunting  himfelf  (as  he  called  it)  for  2 or  3 days,  he  got  Mr  Penruddocke”  to 
write  to  Bifhop  North,  who  granted  his  requefl.  Having  thus  enter’d  on  his  Priefthood,  he 
return’d  amongft  his  friends  in  the  country,  and  again  renewed  his  application.  The  eleClion 
came  on  at  Marlboro’  laft  Saturday  [30th  April,]  and  Charles  carried  the  day  by  a majority  of 
6 to  4.  The  other  candidates  were  Mr  Gibbs  ^ and  Mr  Adams  of  Lockeridge. 

Confequently  on  ift  May,  1775,  Charles  Mayo  was  inftituted  to  the  ReClory 
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of  Huifh  (St.  N‘''holas),  near  Marlborough,  and  read  himfelf  in  the  21ft  May. 
He  fucceeded  his  father  at  Beechingftoke  8th  February,  1779,  on  the  prefentation 
of  John  Walker  Heneage,  and  held  both  livings  until  his  death.  James  Mayo, 
Devizes,  writes,  19th  January,  1779,  to  his  coufin,  James  Mayo,  Wimborne:  “I 
am  juft  returned  from  London,  whither  I have  been  accompanied  by  my  brother, 
who,  I have  the  pleafure  to  acquaint  you,  fucceeds  to  the  Redory  of  Stoke,  and 
in  order  to  qualify  himfelf  for  it  he  went  from  thence  to  Oxford  to  take  another 
degree.” 

On  4th  Auguft  this  year  he  was  appointed  chaplain  to  the  19th  Regiment  of 
Light  Dragoons.

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Charles  Mayo  beftowed  much  attention  upon  plans  for  ameliorating  the  condi- 
tion of  the  rural  poor,  and  in  the  following  letter^  addreffed  to  his  coufin  and 
godfon,  Charles  Mayo  of  Winchefter,  unfolds  a long-cherifhed  fcheme,  far  in 
advance  of  the  views  of  his  contemporaries,  for  making  the  peafant  a proprietor  of 
houfe  and  land: 

Stoke,  Sunday  Even:  [1816]. 

Dear  Cousin, 

You  may  have  heard  me  fay  that  I have  been  for  years  endeavouring  to  draw  the 
attention  of  Philanthropifts  to  a plan  for  improving  the  moral  charadler  as  well  as  the  condition 
of  the  Poor.  But  I never  could  prevail  on  anyone  to  relinquifh  his  own  principle,  and  of 
courfe,  not  to  adopt  mine.  Their  expedient  for  meliorating  the  condition  of  the  Poor  has  ever 
been,  till  the  prefent  period,  either  to  give  them  fo  much  of  the  necelTaries  of  life  as  may  fave 
them  from  ftarving,  or  to  facilitate  their  getting  them  by  felling  them  at  a reduced  price.  My 
principle  is  to  eftablifli  that  moral  charadler  which  is  elTential  to  a good  member  of  Society  and 
a good  fubje£l:  of  the  State  on  the  firm  foundation  of  confcious  independency,  by  exciting  or 
rather  reviving  the  fpirit  of  induftry  and  frugality.  This  I propofed  to  do  by  enabling  and 
encouraging  them  to  acquire  property.  The  kind  of  property  moft  favourable  to  this  principle 
is  that  of  Houfe  and  Land.  Let  a man  acquire  a Cottage  and  a good  Garden  by  his  induftry 
and  economy,  and  he  will  have  the  virtues  adherent  on  comfort,  and  will  be  attached  to  his 
Country,  becaufe  he  confiders  its  interefts  as  connected  with  his  own.  But  before  a man  can 
poflefs  himfelf  of  a Cottage,  you  muft  enable  him  to  lay  by  money  and  purchafe  it.  This  I 
propofed  to  do  by  the  eftablifhment  of  fuch  Funds  as  are  already  adopted  in  Scotland,  and  will, 
I hope,  be  extended  to  every  part  of  the  Kingdom. 

There  are  two  things  which  particularly  ftand  in  the  way  of  the  execution  of  this  plan. 
One  is,  I am  forty  to  fay,  an  unwillingnefs  in  too  many  to  fee  the  labouring  orders  poflefled  of 
fuch  property  as  may  render  them  independent.  The  other  is  a perfuafion  which  has  long  been 
prevalent  among  the  Poor  that  there  is  nothing  reproachful  in  receiving  parifti  relief — on  the 
contrary,  that  the  payment  made  them  is  a kind  of  Fee-farm  Rent  due  to  them  from  every 
eftate  in  the  kingdom.  To  counteradl:  this,  and  to  revive  the  principle  of  Independency,  we 
ought  to  give  as  high  an  intereft  as  polfible,  and  give  a premium  to  fuch  as  continue  a fum 
fpecified  for  a time  fpecified,  vefted  in  the  Funds.  Something  honorary  likewife  might,  I think, 
be  applied  with  very  good  effe£l:.  This  is  all  that  occurs  to  me  at  prefent  upon  the  fubjecft  of 
your  undertaking  to  which  I fmcerely  wifh  fuccefs.  . . . 

I am  going  to  Bath  this  week,  and  ftiall  be  glad  to  give  fo  good  an  account  of  you.  Believe 
me.  Yours  very  aff* *y  & fmcerely, 

C.  Mayo. 

Pray  remember  me  kindly  to  all  my  Friends  at  Winton — Give  my  refpedls  to  the  Dean,’^ 
and  fay  that  I am  happy  to  hear  that  the  Ocean  has  been  of  fervice  to  him.  Tell  your  Friends 
at  St.  Crofs  that  their  Friends  at  Oare  are  well — and  tell  Mrs  C.  Mayo^  that  Mifs  Goodman 
is  well.

Is  this  a facetious  remark?  Charles  Mayo  of  Winchefter  did  not  marry  until  1836.  On  9th 
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The  virtues  and  good  qualities  which  I have  obferved  to  be  generally,  tho’  not  invariably, 
adherent  to  the  fenfe  of  comfort,  which  property  has  a natural  tendency  to  give,  are  thefe — 
honefty,  gratitude  for  kindnefs,  fidelity,  patriotifm,  loyalty  and  piety — property  in  house  and 
land — preferable  becaufe  it  has  a tendency  to  attach  the  owner  to  his  home,  and  to  his  Matter, 
if  he  is  kindly  treated,  and  to  the  Government,  by  which  his  property  is  protedled.  But  we 
mutt  neceflarily  begin  with  what  is  practicable,  leaving  our  fyttem  to  improve  itfelf  gradually. 

Were  thefe  depofits  patronized  by  Government,  and  one  farthing  in  the  pound  upon  all 
property  granted  them,  by  way  of  encouragement,  it  would  be  fufficient  for  the  purpofe  of 
premium — none  to  be  given,  obferve,  unlefs  [after]  the  ten  years,  during  which  the  grant  would 
be  accumulating. 

The  Premium  Fund  might  be  aflitted  by  voluntary  contributions  and  bequetts.  This  would 
be  abundantly  compenfated  for  by  the  diminution  of  the  Poor  Rates. 

Chs.  Mayo,  Esq"",  furgeon,  Winchetter. 

In  another  letter  to  the  fame,  dated  29th  February,  1816,  he  writes: 

I am  glad  to  hear  that  your  Savings’  Fund  Scheme  is  begun  aufpicioufly.  It  is  a great 
matter  to  have  begun  at  all.  The  fcheme,  you  will  find,  will  be  gradually  improved,  as  your 
auxiliary  refources  are  enlarged ; for  fuch  are  neceflary,  if  any  great  good  is  to  be  accomplifhed, 
and  fuch,  I ftiould  fuppofe,  will  be  fupplied.  The  evil  is  become  fo  radical  by  an  entire 
departure  from  the  principle  of  the  Poor  law,  as  patted  in  Elizabeth’s  reign,  and  long  and 
fyttematic  perfeverance  in  bad  management  of  the  Poor,  that  a complete  remedy  mutt  now  be 
confidered  as  not  only  an  uphill  but  really  a Sifyphean  Talk.  However, — much,  I am  perfuaded, 
may  be  done  in  the  way  of  palliative.  The  Poor  have  been  taught,  by  the  prefent  miferable 
fyttem,  to  confider  parochial  relief  as  matter  of  right,  and  therefore  not  as  matter  of  reproach. 
In  fa6l,  it  really  is  not  reproachful.  For,  according  to  the  manner  of  paying  them  their  wages, 
part  by  their  matter  and  part  by  the  Parifh,  it  is  almott  impolfible  for  a man  with  a large  family 
to  avoid  applying  for  it,  tho’  never  fo  provident  and  induttrious.  The  only  effectual  remedy  for 
this  evil  would  be  an  A6t  to  enforce  the  payment  of  wages  proportioned  to  the  price  of  bread. 
In  the  mean  time  premiums  granted  by  your  fociety  for  depofits  of  fums  fpecified,  to  be  con- 
tinued for  terms  fpecified,  would  operate,  perhaps,  as  a palliative.  Thefe  mutt  be  provided  for 
by  voluntary  contribution  of  the  wealthy.  A more  efFedfual,  but  more  difficult  expedient  would 
be  to  ettablitti  a collateral  fund  for  the  purpofe  of  AlTurance,  of  Annuities  to  be  paid  in  the 
decline  of  life  for  money  funded  in  youth.  For  example,  fix  pence  a week,  fubfcribed  for  a 
period  fpecified  by  a perfon  under  30  years  old,  fliould  entitle  him  to  an  Annuity  of  an  amount 
fpecified  when  above  fixty.  Thefe  expedients,  and  the  granting  Copyhold  houfes  and  potatoe 
land,  &c,,  &c.,  would  in  the  courfe  of  fifty  years  do  wonders  towards  the  reclaiming  of  the 
Poor,  I am  convinced. 

July,  1827,  John  Mayo  wrote  from  Bath,  “We  heard  lately  that  Charlotte  Goodman  was  about  to 
be  united  to  a Parfon  ten  years  younger  than  herfelf — I Ihould  think  a grave  gentleman  of  your  age 
would  have  fuited  her  better — but  young  Parfons  of  late  are  all  the  go  with  the  ladies,  there  is  fome- 
thing  fo  divine  and  attrafting  in  their  manner.”  In  Sept.,  1828,  Charles,  of  Beechingftoke,  wrote: 
“On  my  way  home”  (from  Weymouth)  “I  call’d  at  Mr.  Bleeck’s,  who  married  your  quondam 
favourite,  Mifs  Goodman.”  Charlotte,  daughter  of  John  Goodman  of  Oare  Houfe,  was  married  to 
William  Bleeck,  B.A.,  who  fucceeded  Charles  Mayo  in  the  Reftory  of  Huifh,  1830,  and  died  27th 
December,  1873. 
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Thefe  letters  were  written  in  1816,  but  the  fcheme  had  been  formulated  at  a 
much  earlier  date.  This  may  be  feen  in  a communication  ^ from  Lord  Sidmouth, 
Prime  Minifter  to  George  III.,  who,  as  Henry  Addington,  had  reprefented  Devizes 
in  Parliament  from  1783  to  1805,  addrelTed  to  Charles  Mayo  fome  eleven  years 
previoufly.

Dear  Sir, 

I truly  value  every  proof  of  your  friendly  recolleriion,  and  was  accordingly  much 
gratified  by  that  afforded  me  this  morning  by  the  books,  which  you  have  had  the  goodnefs  to 
fend  me,  and  the  letter  with  which  they  were  accompanied.  My  time  and  attention,  occupied 
as  they  have  been  of  late,  have  not,  nor  could  they  have  been  engaged  by  a more  important 
fubjedl  than  that  referr’d  to  in  the  concluding  part  of  your  letter.  Much  good  may,  I am  con- 
vinced, be  done ; but  it  muft,  I fear,  be  confined  to  the  Peafantry,  the  moft  ufeful  however,  and 
the  leaft  contaminated  part  of  the  labouring  Poor.  I allude  to  the'  introdudlion  of  a fentiment 
of  independence  (arifing  from  the  polfeflion  of  Property)  to  which  we  both  attach  the  greateft 
importance.  The  improvement  of  the  morals  and  condition  of  the  Poor  in  manufadfories,  and 
in  great  towns  and  cities,  can  only  be  effedled  by  other  modes,  and  by  the  application  of  other 
principles.  I ftill  hope  that  the  time  will  come,  when  I fhall  have  the  fatisfadlion  of  difcuffing 
thefe  {Joints  with  you  in  Wiltfhire.

In  addition  to  his  philanthropic  fpeculations,  Charles  Mayo’s  leifure  was  to  a 
great  extent  devoted  to  literary  purfuits,* *  and  he  was  the  author  of  four  works,  of 
which  the  titles  are  given  below.

Charles  Mayo  is  now  principally  remembered  for  the  endowment  he  created  for 
the  promotion  of  the  education  of  the  fons  of  Wiltlhire  clergy.  By  an  indenture  dated 
23rd  February,  1829,  made  between  himfelf  and  the  Truftees  of  the  Somerfet  College 
or  Hofpital  at  Froxfield,  after  reciting  that  he  had  transferred  into  their  names  the 
fum  of  ^2,500,  three  per  cent,  reduced  Confols,  and  ftating  that  he  defired  to 
teftify  his  attachment  to  the  Church,  and  to  check  the  progrefs  of  Infidelity  on  the 
one  hand,  and  of  Fanaticifm  and  Calvinifm  on  the  other,  he  directed  that  the  afore- 
faid  fum  fhould  accumulate  for  the  remainder  of  his  life,  and  for  twenty-one  years 
after;  and  that  the  intereft  fhould  then  be  applied,  to  the  amount  of  £"]0  per 
annum,  as  an  Exhibition  to  be  held  at  any  College  in  Oxford,  for  a period  not  ex- 
ceeding feven  years,  by  a native  of  Wilts,  of  exemplary  charadler  and  condudl,  and 
of  promifing  ability  and  diligence  in  his  ftudies,  refident,  except  when  at  fchool  or 
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college,  for  at  leaft  fifteen  years  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  being  the  fon  of  an 
exemplary  clergyman,  alfo  refident  for  fifteen  years  in  the  county.  Power,  which 
however  has  not  been  exercifed,  was  alfo  given  for  the  purchafe  of  two  advowfons 
for  the  promotion,  under  certain  conditions,  of  unbeneficed  Wiltfhire  clergy.  By 
7th  Auguft,  1833,  the  truft-fund  had  reached  the  fum  of  ,^3,177  13.^.  io<^.,  and  the 
Truftees  have  eventually  been  able  to  provide  Exhibitions  for  two  fcholars.  (See  the 
Report  of  the  Charity  Commijfton^  Wilts,  1815-1839,  vol.  28,  page  437.)

The  Truftees,  at  a meeting  held  on  6th  Auguft,  1828,  pafTed  a refolution  in 
thefe  terms : 

At  this  Meeting  there  was  laid  before  the  Truftees  a communication  from  the  Rev*^  Cha® 
Mayo,  Chaplain  of  Froxfield  College,  in  which  (after  reprefenting  the  unfortunate  fituation  of 
thofe  well-educated  and  deferving  clergymen  of  the  Eftablifhed  Church  who,  after  having  for  a 
great  length  of  time  difcharged  the  facred  duties  of  their  profeftion,  are  without  any  profpedt  of 
preferment)  he  generoufly  propofes  to  place  into  the  hands  of  the  Truftees  of  this  Charity  the 
fum  of  ^^2500,  2i  Per  Cents,  to  be  applied  by  them  under  the  Stipulations  in  the  intended 
Deed  of  Truft,  when  it  fhall  have  accumulated  to  a fufficient  fum,  in  the  purchafe  of  the  Ad- 
vowfon  of  Two  Livings  to  be  prefented  to  Clergymen  of  the  above  defcription,  and  to  the 
eftabliftiment  of  an  Exhibition  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  to  which  fhall  be  appointed  the  fons 
of  Clergymen  of  the  above  defcription. 

It  is  Refolved  That  the  Truftees  are  duly  imprefled  with  the  importance  of  the  defign  and 
generofity  of  the  intentions  of  M*"  Mayo,  and  that  they  readily  undertake  the  Truft  with  which 
he  propofes  to  inveft  them,  and  beg  to  exprefs  their  admiration  of  M""  Mayo’s  generous  and 
charitable  intentions.

Charles  Mayo  died  at  Beechingftoke,  27th  November,  1829,  and  was  buried 
there  4th  December  following,  and  “ his  remains  were  attended  to  the  grave  by  his 
brother,  his  executors,  two  of  his  neareft  relatives,  and  by  the  Rev.  Archdeacon 
Macdonald,^  and  by  all  the  clergy  of  the  immediate  neighbourhood  with  whom,  as 
with  their  predeceflbrs  during  that  long  period,  he  lived  on  terms  of  the  greateft 
cordiality  and  friendftiip,”  {Gent.  Mag..^  vol.  xcix,  p.  572,^  Dec.,  1829.)

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He  lies  interred  under  a low  tomb,  within  iron  railings,  a little  to  the  fouth  of  the 
nave,  but  not  far  from  the  chancel.  The  tomb  bears  his  name  and  the  date  of  his 
death,  which  are  nearly  obliterated,  viz.,  “ In  Memory  of  | The  Rev.  Charles 
Mayo  I Who  died  Nov.  27*^,  1829,  | Aged  78  years.” 

Charles  Mayo  rebuilt  the  chancel  of  Beechingftoke  in  1791,  and  the  redtory 
houfe  of  Huifli  in  1812^  at  his  own  expenfe.  On  the  former,  upon  the  ftone  lintel 
of  the  Prieft’s  Doorway,  is  engraved  “ C 1791  M.”  Within  the  chancel  the  follow- 
ing infcription  appears  on  the  north  wall,  upon  the  tablet  that  alfo  commemorates 
his  father.

Charles  Mayo  was  a man  of  great  fimplicity  of  charadler,  and  was  thought  to 
bear  a confiderable  refemblance  in  perfon  to  Dr.  Syntax.  As  an  inftance  of  his 
abfence  of  mind  the  ftory  is  told  that  a friend  met  him  one  day,  deep  in  thought, 
walking  from  Devizes  to  Beechingftoke  with  his  horfe’s  bridle  hung  over  his  arm, 
from  which  the  beaft  had  flipped  its  head,  without  the  owner,  who  had  been  leading 
it,  becoming  aware  of  its  efcape,  until  aroufed  from  his  reverie. 

His  religious  views  are  fet  forth  in  his  truft-deed  already  noticed,  and  in  the 
following  fentences,  ftill  exifting  in  his  own  handwriting: 

I except  againft  thofe  who  hold  the  peculiar  doftrines  of  Calvinifm,  as  difculTed  in  the  Bp. 
of  Lincoln’s  Refutation  of  Calvinifm^  with  the  vifionary  conceits  often  feen  afl'ociated  with  them. 
I except  againft  them,  becaufe  I am  perfuaded  that  thefe  dodlrines  and  conceits  are  inconfiftent 
with  the  attributes  of  the  Deity,  and  with  the  general  tenour  of  the  Scriptures,  efpecially  the 
Gofpel  of  Chrift;  and  moreover,  becaufe  they  have  been,  and  may  again  be  employed  in  the 
fubverfion  of  our  eftabliftiment  in  Church  and  State.  I do  alfo  except  againft  thofe  who  either 
do  not  hold  the  entire,  uncorrupted,  ungarbled  Gofpel  of  Chrift,  as  taught  by  our  Divine 
Redeemer,  and  recorded  by  the  Evangelifts,  and  received  and  read  in  the  Church  of  England, 
with  the  docftrines  therein  contained  in  their  plain  and  natural  fenfe,  or  who  hold  any  dodtrines 
hoftile  to  or  inconfiftent  with  the  pure  Chriftian  Faith. 

Charles  Mayo,  B.D.,  writing  from  Chelhunt,  7th  December,  1829,  to  Charles 
Mayo  of  Winchefter,  fays: 


* He  writes  to  John  Mayo,  Mount  Beacon,  Bath,  22nd  Feb.,  1812:  “My  attention  is  much 
engaged  at  prefent  by  my  Building,  etc.,  at  Huilh,  which  I hope  now  to  complete,  having  taken  fhame 
to  myfelf  for  many  years  for  my  negleft  of  doing  it.  You  will  be  pleafed,  perhaps,  to  hear  that  I have 
finilhed  and  paid  for  the  Ihell,  and  that  the  expenfe  has  not  exceeded  my  expedlations.” 
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My  dear  Sir, 

Your  letter  of  the  6th  of  December,  communicating  to  me  the  melancholy  intelligence 
of  the  deceafe  of  my  much  efteemed  Cofin  at  Beeching  Stoke,  gave  me  real  concern.  Many 
years  are  paffed  fince  I had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  him  in  Wilts,  but  his  peculiarly  pleafmg  and 
amiable  manners,  which  endeared  him  to  all  his  acquaintance,  are  frefh  in  my  recolledfion,  and 
I fhall  ever  feel  refpeft  for  the  memory  of  fo  worthy  a relation  . . . With  every  kind  wifh  to 
yourfelf  & family,  I am.  My  Dear  Sir,  Very  truly  yours,  Charles  Mayo. 

In  a later  chapter  in  this  book  it  is  faid  of  Herbert  Mayo,  Redlor  of  St. 
George’s,  Middlefex,  that  he  was  a “good  parifli  prieft.”  The  fame  may  be  faid  of 
Charles  Mayo  of  Beechingftoke.  They  are  both  reprefentatives  of  a clafs  of  men, 
who,  while  making  no  great  ftir  in  the  world,  ably  fill  their  fpheres  of  alloted  duty 
— the  one  labouring  in  the  bufy  Eaft  of  London,  the  other  in  the  feclufion  of  the 
Wiltfhire  Downs.

Charles  Mayo’s  will,  dated  24th  November,  1829,  is  regiftered  in  268  Beard, 
P.C.C.,  adminiftration  being  granted  to  John  Mayo,  his  brother,  and  Mary  Collins, 
his  niece, — his  coufins,  James  Mayo  of  Wimborne  and  Charles  Mayo  of  Win- 
chefter,  the  executors  named  therein,  having  renounced  probate.  He  bequeathed 
100  ftock  to  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans  of  the  clergy  of  the 
Diocefe  of  Salifbury,  and  the  intereft  of  another  100  for  providing  clothing,  Bibles 
and  Prayer  Books  for  the  Poor  of  Beechingftoke;  ,^450  to  his  manfervant,  Leonard 
Perry,  and  ,^350  to  his  maidfervant,  Elizabeth  Gregory,  and  to  Mercy  Beata 

Mayo;  and  gave  a life  intereft  in  various  properties  to  his  brother  John  Mayo,  and 
his  niece  Mary  Collins,  with  reverlion  to  the  defendants  of  his  uncle,  the  Rev. 
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James  Mayo,  and  appointed  the  faid  John  Mayo  and  Mary  Collins  his  refiduary 
legatees. 

The  following  verfes,  addreffed  by  a friend  in  1787  to  Charles  Mayo,  are  adapted  verfes 
from  “ The  Progrefs  of  Difcontent,”  by  Thomas  Warton.  (The  lines  printed  in 
italic  letters  are  written  or  altered  by  the  unknown  friend.) 


Charles^  e’er  his  five-and-twentieth  year^ 
Two  Livings  had^  three  hundred  clear; 

His  Parfonage  was  a fnug  retreaty 

A d d convenient  houfe  and  neat; 

For  fuel  there ’s  fufficient  wood,

And  prunes  himfelf  each  faplefs  ftioot ; 
Plants  colliflow’rs,  and  boafts  to  rear

Builds  in  his  copfe  a fav’rite  bench. 

And  ftores  his  pond  with  carp  and  tench. 

But  what  are  all  the  joys  of  life 
Without  the  firji — a loving  wife  ? 

Or  what ’s  a table  richly  fpread 
Without  a woman  at  its  head? 

Charles  then  mujl  wed,  ere  'tis  too  late; 

He  looks  around  to  find  a mate; 

And  (his  difiernment  all  mufi  own)

Charles  Mayo  was  at  this  time  engaged  to  his  couftn,  Mercy-Beata  Mayo,  but 
he  died  unmarried.^  (See  Chapter  IX.)  One  of  his  letters  to  this  lady,  addrefled, 
“ Mifs  M.  B.  Mayo,  Mrs.  Mayo’s,  St,  Owen’s  Street,  Hereford,”  is  interefting  on 
account  of  the  perfonal  allufions  which  it  contains : 

Stoke,  Tuefday,  3^  June,  1787. 

My  dear  Merbe, 

I moft  heartily  rejoice  with  you  and  Mrs.  Mayo  upon  your  Brother’s  fuccefs  at  the 
Foundling  Hofpital.^  Such  a teftimony  of  his  merit  from  fo  numerous  and  refpedlable  a Body 
will  certainly  place  him  in  the  moft  advantageous  light,  and  be  of  very  eflential  fervice  to  him 
in  his  entrance  upon  Pradtice.  We  are  much  pleafed  with  my  little  Worthy’s  attention  to  poor 
Lucy — I hope  you  will  ever  find  her  deferving  of  it,  and  that  this  kindnefs  will  lead  to  a friend- 
fhip  that  will  contribute  much  to  the  happinefs  of  both,  and  confequently  to  that  of  your  humble

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fervant.  I have  been  full  of  engagements  fince  my  return.  Amongft  the  reft  tell  Lucy,  Mr. 
Coham  ^ dined  here  upon  his  parochial  vifitation.  Dr.  Gibbes  ® met  him,  and  Mr.  Heneage  ® 
took  me  on  his  way  from  Earl  Stoke,  where  he  had  been  to  make  a kind  of  complimentary  vifit 
upon  the  approaching  marriage  of  Mifs  Smith *  * to  Ld  Compton,  fon  of  Ld  Northampton. 
Your  Uncle  and  Joe‘  likewife  were  here.  All  in  good  humour;  and  we  fpent  a pleafant  day, 
of  courfe.  Joe  is  wonderfully  improved  by  the  Univerfity.  Has  now  all  the  appearance  of 
being  a worthy  young  man.  We  are  going  together  to-day  to  meet  the  Gibbes’s  at  Mr. 
Hazeland’s.®  The  other  day  we  efcorted  my  mother  to  Woodborough,  and  we  are  foon  to 
have  a grand  gala  at  Wootton.’  I am  much  flattered  by  the  honour  confer’d  on  me  at  Mrs. 
Bethel’s,®  and  hope  to  hear  it  is  often  repeated.  The  Archdeacon  told  us  that  Mrs.  Meade 
went  off  at  laft  with  a heavy  heart.  I fear  it  was  from  a prefentiment  of  not  returning  foon 
from  the  land  of  White  Boys.®  I have  had  an  offer  of  a feat  in  my  friend  FitzGerald’s  carriage 
through  Ireland  and  Wales ; which  I had  fortitude  enough  to  decline.  Pray  give  my  beft 
refpefts  to  Mrs.  Mayo  “ & any  other  friends  at  Hereford,  Cook  in  particular.

In  another  letter  from  Stoke,  19th  July,  1787,  he  fays: 

My  dear  Merbe, 

The  refpeftable  fupport  your  brother  had  from  Mr.  Harley  and  his  other  friends 
does  him  great  honour,  and  fuch,  in  connection  with  his  abilities  and  ambition  will,  I hope, 
enfure  him  fuccefs  in  his  PraClice  . . . We  are  extremely  obliged  by  your  kindnefs  to  Lucy. 
Pray  tell  her  we  rejoice  to  hear  of  her  recovery,  and  ftiall  be  happy  to  fee  her  face  once  more 
at  Stoke.  That  Mifs  Wroughton  and  Mifs  Anne  were  here  to  enquire  for  her  the  other  day.

attended  by  their  Uncle.  It  wou’d  have  given  her  pleafure  to  have  had  fo  perfedl  a recolleftion 
of  her  friend  Mr.  Wroughton  as  'he  gave  us  by  his  great  refemblance  in  perfon  and  manners. 
Your  Uncle  is  in  great  meafure  relieved  from  his  fears,  and  is  very  happy  in  having  procured  the 
Curacy  of  Seend  for  my  coufm  Joe.  A letter  from  Mr  Coham  tells  me  that  the  Meades  have 
been  detained  at  Pembroke  till  within  a few  days  by  Captain  de  Courcy’s  not  coming  at  the 
time  appointed. 

My  Mother  j'oins  me  in  refpe£ls,  and  kindeft  wifhes  to  Mrs.  M.,  yourfelf  and  Lucy.  I am

Dined  at  Mr  Heneage’s  laft  Tuefday,  where  I was  informed  that  the  facetious  Mr  Jekel  is

Lucy,  if  you  are  difappointed  of  coming  with  Mifs  Rickards,  pray  dont  come  in  the 

Coach. 

The  arms  of  Charles  Mayo,  Sahle  a chevron  between  three  rojes  argent  a chief  or^ 
are  engraved  in  William  TunniclifFe’s  T^opographical  Survey  of  the  Counties  of  HantSy 
JViltSy  Dorfety  Somerfety  Devon  and  Cornwall,  Salifbury,  1791. 

The  narrative  now  returns  to  Benjamin  Mayo,  third  fon  of  John  Mayo  and 
Mary,  nee  Hayward,  omitting  for  the  prefent  his  elder  brother  James. 

Benjamin  Mayo  was  born  2nd  July,  and  baptifed  30th  July,  1720,  at  Caine 
(Caine  and  Avebury  regifters),  and  matriculated  at  Oxford,  28th  April,  1737, 
aged  17,  from  Queen’s  College,  where  he  had  already  the  fame  day  been  admitted 
Commoner,  and  graduated  B.A.,  6th  February,  1740.  He  then  fettled  at  his 
birthplace,  where  he  pradlifed  the  art  of  medicine.  He  was  ele<5ted  a Burgefs  of 
Caine,  24th  April,  1747,  and  took  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fupremacy,  and  the 
Corporation  oath  on  the  9th  of  the  following  May  at  the  King’s  Court  Leet  at 
Ogbourn,  parcel  of  the  Honor  of  Ewelme.  His  fignature  occurs  in  the  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Burgefles  from  27th  June,  1747,  to  4th  September,  1750. 
He  died  17th  November  in  that  year,  and  was  buried  at  Caine  on  the  23rd  of  the 
fame  month,  as  “fon  of  M*'  John  Mayo  fen.”  An  infcription,  now  obliterated, 
formerly  marked  his  burial  place  in  the  north  aifle,  and  is  given  in  The  Genealogifty 
2nd  feries,  vol.  xiv.,  p.  44: 

M.  S.  Benj:  Mayo  Col.  Regin:  Oxon.  Commenfalis.  A.  B.  poftea  de  hoc  oppido  Pharma- 
copolae.  Ob.  xv  Kald.  Nov.  A.  S.  1750,  iTtatis  32.

Stretch  of  Bewchampton,  deceafed.  Money  upon  truft  to  Rev.  Dr.  Edmund 
Aubery  1 and  Rev.  Mr.  Atkinfon  of  Langley  Burrell,  to  apply  the  intereft  to  the 
ufe  of  my  honoured  father  and  mother,  and  after  their  deceafe  to  the  foie  and 
feparate  ufe  of  my  lifter,  Elizabeth  Tucker,  my  executrix.  Sworn  at  Caine  27th 
June,  1751. 

A bon  mot  of  his,  as  an  undergraduate,  has  been  recorded:  “To  a young  fellow 
who  was  obliged  to  mount  up  into  the  attic  ftory,  and  complaining  of  the  great 
charge  of  forepieces  occafioned  by  his  running  up  and  down  fo  many  ftairs,  your 
uncle  Ben:  formerly  reply’d  that  a great  expence  was  the  natural  confequence  of 
living  high."  (Rev.  James  Mayo,  Caine,  to  his  fon  James  at  Queen’s  College, 
2ift  November,  1774.) 

James  Mayo,  fecond  fon  of  John  Mayo  and  Mary,  nk  Hayward,  was  born  at 
Caine  at  9 o’clock  in  the  morning  of  Trinity  Sunday,  27th  May,  and  baptifed 
3rd  June,  1716,  according  to  the  Avebury  regifter;  and  the  Caine  regifter,  in  the 
lift  of  births.^  has  the  entry,  “James,  fon  of  Mr.  John  Mayo  of  Abury,  27th  May, 
1716.”  He  entered  Queen’s  College,  Oxford,  as  a Commoner,  14th  May,  1734, 
and  matriculated  the  next  day,  aged  18,  and  took  his  degree  of  B.A.,  i8th  May, 
1738.  He  was  ordained  Deacon,  17th  June,  1739,  by  Thomas  Seeker,  Bilhop  of 
Oxford,  in  Chrift  Church  Cathedral,  and  Prieft  by  Thomas  Sherlock,  Bifhop  of 
Salilbury,  in  the  chapel  of  the  Palace,  Salifbury,  25th  September,  1743,  and  was 
then  licenced  to  the  Curacy  of  Avebury.  On  4th  February,  1746,  he  was  inftituted 
to  the  vicarage  of  the  fame,  being  prefented  by  the  Crown  on  his  father’s  refigna- 
tion,  and  this  living  he  held,  with  that  of  Winterborne  Mondlon,  alfo  in  the  gift 
of  the  Crown,  and  which  was  united  to  Avebury  in  the  following  year.  In  1757 
he  became  fecond  mafter  of  Caine  Grammar  School,  and  the  next  year,  on  i ith 
Odober,  1758,  was  promoted  to  the  Head  Mafterfhip.  At  a meeting  of  the  truftees 
of  this  fchool,  on  25th  June,  1757,  it  was  ordered. 

That  the  Reverend  James  Mayo,  of  Avebury,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Uftier  of  the  faid 
fchool  from  henceforth  under  Mr  Rogers,  the  prefent  mafter,  during  the  pleafure  of  the  Truftees 
of  the  faid  fchool,  to  teach  the  boys  of  the  town  and  parifti  of  Caine  under  the  fame  orders  and 
diredions  as  were  made  on  27th  of  September,  1734,  by  the  feven  truftees  then  being  in  the 
faid  truft,  with  this  difference  only  that  nine  boys  fhall  be  educated  in  the  Latin  tongue,  inftead 
of feven^  the  prefent  number  of  truftees  being  nine.  (Carlifle’s  Grammar  Schools^  vol.  ii.,  p.  742.) 
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Edmund  Aubery,  D.C.L.,  St.John’s  Oxon,  1745,  Vicar  of  Bremhill,  1740,  died  1758.

John  Mayo  of  Devizes^  in  the  County  of  W ilts. 

On  23rd  March,  1767,  he  was  inftituted  to  the  Redory  of  Ditteridge,  vacant 
by  the  death  of  Mark  Hall,  oh  the  prefentation  of  William  Northy,  of  Ivy  Houfe, 
Chippenham,  and  was  re-inftituted  to  Avebury  on  the  fecond  day  of  the  following 
July.  At  the  poll  for  the  county  eledion  in  1772,  before  mentioned,  James  Mayo 
voted  for  Ambrofe  Goddard,  his  place  of  refidence  then  being  Caine,  but  his 
qualification  at  Avebury. 

Many  of  his  letters  are  preferved,  addrefled  to  his  fons  John  and  James.^  In  one 
of  thefe,  28th  January,  1780,  he  announces  the  death  of  his  intimate  friend  and 
neighbour  Mr.  Pitcairn,  Redor  of  Compton  Baffet;  in  another,  29th  Auguft,  1783, 
the  expeded  vifit  of  Dr.  Herbert  Mayo’s  two  fons,  who  were  flaying  with  their 
uncle  at  Wootton  Rivers;  but  in  the  main  they  are  of  domeflic  interefl  only.  One 
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letter  to  his  fon  John,  then  aged  i8,  is  worth  preferving,  as  an  example  of  the  half 
ferious,  half  humorous  flyle  of  compofition  which  he  had  made  his  own. 

My  dear  Son, 

As  it  is,  I fuppofe,  cuftomary,  and  as  it  may  therefore  be  expeded,  that  fuch  a polite 
Bath  man  as  you  are  fliould  treat  fuch  Ladies,  as  may  vouchfafe  to  make  you  happy  by  giving 
you  an  opportunity,  with  a fight  of  the  Raree  Shews  with  which  your  city  abounds,  I have 
inclofed  a guinea  in  order  to  your  defraying  all  expences  and  acquitting  yourfelf  with  the 
utmoft  gentility  on  this  grand  occafion.  When,  therefore,  you  have  given  the  Ladies^  who  now 
honour  you,  a fight  of  the  Abby — the  Pump  Room — the  other  Rooms — the  Baths — Squares — 
Circus,  etc.,  etc.,  you  will  then  take  the  Ladies  to  York  Houfe,  and  after  entertaining  them 
with  a Difii  of  Collops  and  Afparagus  and  a little  Briftol  Milk,  aftonilh  them  to  the  laft  degree, 
by  ordering  the  matter  fo  as  that  the  waiter  may  enter  the  room — juft  before  the  Ladies  are  ready 
to  take  chaife — and  fay  that  a Gentleman  has  defired  that  no  bill  may  be  brought  in. 

Squire  Jones,  who  is  my  advifer,  counfellor,  etc.  (and  a good  one),  fays — that  as  I ought  to 
be  particularly  cautious  on  the  one  hand,  how  I fuffer  my  children  to  go  beyond  my  pocket, 
and  become  too  expenfive  in  cloaths,  fo  on  the  other  hand,  he  fays  my  eldeft  daughter  ought 
now  to  have  an  AJfembly  Drefs^  left  fhe  fhould  have  room  to  plead  hereafter  that  I gave  her  no 
chance — meaning — of  getting  her  a hulband  (tho’  no  Fortune)  by  not  fuffering  her  to  appear 


‘ “As  I want  to  cut  a very  great  figure  at  the  enfuing  Vifitation  Tuefday  next  at  the  Devizes,  and 
as  I have  no  outfide  coat  worth  ,^5,  fhould  be  glad  if  you  would  fend  by  Hopeful  [Clark,  a carrier],  a 
proper  quantity  for  a furtout-coat  of  Bath  coating,  deep  Mazarine  blue,  together  with  buttons,  and 
other  trimming  neceflary  thereto,  having  already  engaged  Mr.  Scott  for  Monday  next  to  make  up  the 
fame.”  (i  ith  June,  1779.) 
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like  other  folk — therefore  tho’  her  call  to  Bath  at  this  time  is  only  to  fee  you,  and  to  buy  two 
Linen  Gowns,  and  a few  yards  of  Black  Silk — yet  if  fhe  fliould  happen  to  fee  a Pink,  or  a 111k 
of  any  other  colour  (and  a very  gpod  bargain)  which  Ihe  is  fure  flie  lhall  continue  to  like  for 
years  to  come  (20  yds  of  which  will  coft  little  or  no  more  than  3 guineas,  ready'  money)  you 
muft  let  me  know  it,  that  I may  fend  you  the  money  in  order  to  your  buying  and  conveying 
the  fame  to  Caine  the  firft  opportunity.  I wilh  you  all  a pleafant  day  to-morrow  and  am  your 
afFec'®  Father, 

Ja®  Mayo. 

Caine,  May  28th,  1770. 

James  Mayo  died  ift  September,  and  was  buried  8th  September,  1788,  at 
Avebury,  aged  72.  His  will  is  among  the  records  of  the  Treafurer  of  Sarum. — 
James  Mayo,  the  elder,  of  Caine,  clerk,  17th  July,  1788.  To  my  loving  friends 
Charles  Mayo,  of  Beechingftoke,  clerk,  and  John  Flower,  of  Caine,  fchoolmafter, 
my  freehold  mefluage  or  tenement  at  Quemerford,  with  all  the  clofes  thereto 

belonging,  which  I purchafed  of Street;  in  truft  to  fell  them,  and  to  apply 

the  proceeds  to  the  ufe  of  my  wife  and  family.  Proved  27th  Auguft,  1789. — This 
eftate  at  Quemerford,  in  Caine,  was  fold  by  the  truftees  in  1791  for  ;^i,550.  He 
alfo  owned  a houfe  in  Caine,  inhabited  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Tucker,  on  whofe  death 
in  1797  it  was  purchafed  by  Lucy  Mayo,  of  Beechingftoke,  for  £260. 

During  James  Mayo’s  tenure  of  the  Vicarage  of  Avebury,  two  matters  of 
parochial  intereft  occurred — one,  the  reopening  in  1756,  of  a tithe  difpute  with  Mr. 
Staynor  Holford,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  relating  to  a real  or  fuppofed  modus  of 
^4  in  lieu  of  tithes  from  the  manor  farm — the  other,  an  exchange  of  glebe  by  in- 
denture of  22nd  November,  1762,  with  William  Norris  of  Nonfuch,  Bromham, 
efq.,  for  Rainbow  Acre  in  Southmead,  Avebury.  The  glebe  exchanged  was  fixteen 
perches  at  Whitelands  in  the  Weftfield,  oppofite  the  Catherine  Wheel  Inn  at 
Beckhampton,  with  certain  rights  of  common  of  pafture  elfewhere. 

James  Mayo  twice  married;  on  the  firft  occafion  Mary  Blanchard,  who  died 
29th  Odlober,  and  was  buried  at  Caine  2nd  November,  1767,  aged  39;  and 
Jecondly^  in  1769,  Ann  Rofe,  who  died  15th  July  at  Sarum,  and  was  buried  20th 
July,  1814,  at  Avebury,  aged  71 ; her  will,  dated  2nd  July,  being  proved  23rd 
Auguft,  1814,  by  Charles  Mayo,  Recftor  of  Beechingftoke.  (Dean  of  Sarum’s 
Court.) 

By  his  firft  wife  he  had  iflue : 

1.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  at  Avebury,  8th  April,  1752.  She  died  28th 
Auguft,  and  was  buried  there  13th  September,  1798,  unmarried. 

2.  John  Mayo,  born  25th  July,  1753,  and  baptifed  the  fame  day  at  Avebury. 
On  leaving  his  father’s  roof,  he  purfued  his  education  at  Marlborough  Grammar 
School;  and  In  a letter  to  his  brother  James,  from  London,  30th  November,  1774, 
alludes  to  his  old  fchoolfellows.  “ I lately  dined  at  Dr.  [Herbert]  Mayo’s,  and  met 
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Coz.  Charles  there/  formerly  of  Marlbro’  School,  but  now  of  Henley  upon  Thames. 
In  difcourfing  about  old  School  Fellows  he  aflured  me  to  my  great  furprife  that 
Luttrell,  formerly  reckon’d  as  good  a dunce  as  any  perfon  would  wilh  for,  is  now  a 
very  fmart,  clever  fenfible  young  fellow.” 

Early  in  1770  he  was  placed  by  his  father  in  Bath,  and  continued  there  until 
about  February,  1774,  when,  by  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Jones,  the  Squire  of  Avebury, 
he  obtained  a poll  in  London,  and  his  letters  fubfequently  fhow  that  he  was  living 
at  Mr,  Fifher’s,  3,  Holborn  Bridge,  His  father,  writing  to  him  from  Caine,  9th 
March,  1770,  fpeaks  of  the  great  civility  and  kindnefs  Ihown  to  his  fon  by  Mr. 
Jones,  and  adds  “ I know  from  my  own  experience  that  you  may  reap  more  benefit 
from  one  hour’s  converfation  with  him  at  prefent,  than  from  all  the  converfations 
of  Caine  in  a twelvemonth — his  knowledge  of  the  world  is  fo  great,  and  his  judge- 
ment concerning  men  and  things  and  ufeful  books,  etc.,  fo  found  and  good,  that  I 
fhall  not  pretend  to  make  any  Improvement  on  the  plan  which  he  hath  been  fo  kind 
as  to  point  out  to  you  for  your  future  edification  and  progrefs  in  manly  learning.”  2 

When  in  London®  John  Mayo  was  a frequent  vifitor  at  his  coufin’s  at  St. 
George’s  Redlory. 

“Since  my  laft,”  he  writes  on  5th  May,  1775,  “I  have  made  three  vifits  to 
Dr.  Mayo’s — the  firft  time  I met  coz.  Jofeph,  and  coz.  Thomas  of  Hereford  [the 
Doftor’s  brothers],  and  fpent  the  day  very  agreeably; — the  fecond  time  I went 
there  with  coz.  Charles  [of  Beechingftoke]  and  found  coz.  Mercy-Beata  of  Here- 
ford there.  My  laft  vifit  was  on  Sunday  laft,  where  I again  found  coz.  Merby  and 
the  Dr.’s  two  lads,  and  pafTed  the  day  very  pleafantly.  The  Dr.  always  enquires 
particularly  for  my  father  and  all  the  family,  and  never  fails  to  give  him  the  honor 
of  a glafs  of  good  Port.” 

^ The  father  of  Charles  Mayo,  D.C.L.,  of  Cheam,  fee  Chapter  VII. 

“ Arthur  Jones  was  made  J.P.  and  D.L.  for  Wilts  in  1780.  James  Mayo,  fenr.,  writes  amufingly 
about  him  on  28th  January  of  that  year:  “I  thought  to  have  entertained  you  and  myfelf  with  a fort 
of  jocofe  letter  this  evening,  concerning  Mr.  Jones’s  going  to  Kenfington  on  the  death  of  his  relation, 
his  taking  upon  him  the  charge  of  the  young  lady,  and  her  elopement  a few  nights  after  with  a young 
gentleman  to  Scotland.”  Again,  on  ift  December  following:  “Mr.  Jones  is  fo  prefs’d  by  fuch  of  his 
friends  and  acquaintances  as  are  now  at  Bath  to  haften  thither,  that  as  foon  as  Mrs.  Malkeleyne  (who  is 
his  agent)  lhall  report  that  a proper  houfe  or  lodgings  are  taken  for  him,  he  intends  (perhaps  by  the  middle 
of  next  week)  to  make  his  appearance  there, — when  he  takes  it  for  granted  that  if  not  only  the  rich 
Dowagers,  but  even  Spinfters,  do  not  endeavour  by  fome  means  or  other  to  fecure  their  little  fluttering 
hearts,  his  pompous  chariot  and  horfes,  with  his  man  Billy  mounted  behind,  holfters  and  piftols,  added 
to  his  own  perfon,  will  captivate  the  whole  city.” 

’ “This  day,”  30th  Nov.,  1774,  “brought  the  melancholy  fcene  of  the  poor  criminals  going  to  be 
executed  at  Tyburn — the  noted  Sixteen  firing  Jack  was  amongfi  the  number,  which  was  fix.  He  was 
a very  clever  young  fellow,  about  three  and  twenty — drefled  very  well  and  appeared  very  penitent. 
Many  thoufands  came  out  of  curiofity  to  fee  this  poor  wretch.  Since  my  lafi  I have  feen  Her 
Majcfiy’s  elephants,  which  are  of  an  enormous  flze.”  (Letter  to  his  brother  James,  at  Oxford.) 
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Again  on  5th  July,  1775,  he  writes:  ‘‘After  fpending  the  morning  with  Mr. 
Flower,  I return’d  to  Dr.  Mayo’s  to  dine,  purfuant  to  a pre-engagement.  I there 
found  his  nephew,  our  coufin  Charles,  formerly  of  Marlbro’  School,  who  has  juft 
finiftied  his  clerklhip  to  an  attorney  at  Henley-upon-Thames.  His  niece,  coz. 
Merby  of  Hereford,  is  likewife  there  ftill,  fo  that  you’l  fay  the  Dr.  is  not  without 
company.” 

He  defcribes  fome  of  his  excurfions  at  this  time,  one  with  the  fon  of  a clergyman 
named  Gibfon,^  of  Bedfont,  near  Hounflow. 

We  mounted  a couple  of  good  nags  in  the  morning,  and  fet  off  for  a place  called  Northall, 
where  his  father  has  a farm,  where  we  recruited  ourfelves  with  fome  choice  frefh  milk  for 
breakfaft.  . . . From  thence  we  proceeded  to  his  father’s  at  Hefton,  about  5 miles  further, 
where  we  went  to  Church ; and  then  recruiting  ourfelves  with  a good  dinner  of  tench  and  roaft 
beef,  we  again  fteer’d  our  courfe  for  Hampton  Court,  diftant  about  10  miles,  taking  in  our  way 
a view  of  Child’s  the  banker’s  fhrubberies  and  gardens  and  hot  houfes,  having  at  the  fame  time 
a moft  delightful  ride  thro’  a fine  Park,  well  ftocked  with  deer.  We  paffed  likewife  thro’  the 
towns  of  Ifleworth  and  Twickenham,  both  of  which  are  moft  delightfully  fituated  on  the  banks 
of  the  Thames.  Before  you  enter  Hampton  you  likewife  pafs  thro’  a fine  Park  called  Buftiy 
Park,  belonging  to  his  Majefty,  of  which  Lord  North  is  the  Ranger.  . . . The  Palace  at 
Hampton  Court  is  very  large,  but  very  old,  and  the  gardens  are  really  delightful.  . . . Having 
thus  taken  a furvey  of  this  moft  pleafing  place,  we  bent  our  courfe  towards  London,  thro’ 
Kingfton-upon-Thames,  and  thence  over  Richmond  Hill  (which  of  all  the  fpots,  as  I once 
before  told  you,  I ever  faw,  is  the  moft  ftr iking  for  the  beautiful  profpeift  it  commands).  We 
arrived  fafe  in  Town  at  about  ten  o’clock.  I cannot  poflibly  defcribe  the  County  of  Middlefex 
better  than  by  telling  you  it  is  exactly  fimilar  to  riding  thro’  a vaft  variety  of  Pleafure  Grounds, 
interfperfed  with  abundance  of  fine  Country  Seats,  particularly  to  the  north  of  the  Thames. 
The  villages  and  towns  are  reafonably  neat  and  clean,  and  the  profpedts  every  way  amazingly 
luxuriant.  Add  to  this  a vaft  portion  of  land  is  converted  into  garden  ground  for  the  fupply  of 
London,  which  contributes  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  County.  Our  day’s  route  made  about 
45  miles. 

On  a fubfequent  day  he  accompanied  two  friends,  named  Plura,  to  Chelfea,  to 
dine  at  a celebrated  Ordinary. 

The  houfe  is  kept  by  a Frenchman,  and  chiefly  reforted  to  by  foreigners.  The  company 
confifted  of  about  40,  and  not  more  than  three  Englifh.  We  had  mash’d  calves’  head,  ragoflt 
veal,  peafe,  roaft  beef,  roaft  veal,  fallet,  goofeberry  pie  and  a pot  of  porter,  all  for  14  pence  a 
piece.  Thus  you  find  I fee  as  much  of  life  as  circumftances  will  permit.  (5th  July,  1775.) 

Mayo  returned  to  Bath  about  November  in  this  year,  and  refided  there  for  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  has  left  a diary  of  his  proceedings  when  on  a trip  to 
London  in  1 8 1 5.^  He  was  at  Highgate  at  the  date  of  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  and  on

* On  June  8th  he  went  from  Iflington,  where  he  had  been  the  gueft  of  his  friends,  the  Series,  to 
Hornfey  Lane,  to  ftay  with  the  Fennells,  who  were  merchants  in  the  City.  “About  half-paft  feven 
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1 8th  June  attended  divine  fervice  at  St.  Michael’s  Chapel,  Charles  Mayo,  B.D., 
then  officiating.  (See  Chap.'  VIII.)  The  next  day  he  went  to  Covent  Garden 
Theatre  to  fee  the  Grecian  Daughter^  the  part  of  Euphrafia  being  taken  by  Mifs 
O’Neill,  Evander  by  Young,  Phocion  by  Abbott,  and  Dionyfius  by  Conway. 

He  writes  on  20th  June,  “ Heard  Reports  of  a great  Battle,  and  that  the  allies 
had  gained  the  Vidlory.”  On  22nd  June  he  faw  a Paper  ‘‘  containing  news  of  a great 
Viftory  obtained  on  Sunday,  the  i8th,  over  the  greateft  rafcal  on  earth.  ...  In  a 
fecond  edition  of  the  ’Times  was  inferted  the  Gazette  account  of  Wellington’s  great 
vidtory  obtained  over  the  French  at  Waterloo.” 

While  in  London  he  did  not  forget  to  vifit  his  relations.  “June  30.  Went  to 
dine  with  Mr.  [John]  Knowlys  in  Mincing  Lane,  was  handfomely  treated,  and 
fpent  a very  pleafant  afternoon.  Eight  |out  of  nine  Mayos  prefent.”  (See  Chaps. 
VII.  and  XI.) 

“July  I.  Went  to  Millman  St.,  and  had  a prefent  of  an  engraved  portrait  of 
Dr.  H.  Mayo  from  Mrs.  Mayo.”*  The  fame  day  he  bought  of  Innes  and  Co., 
Fleet  Street,  a lace  veil  for  6d. 

Some  eleven  years  later  he  notices  in  a letter  to  his  nephew  Charles  at  Win- 
chefter,  2nd  February,  1827,  that  “the  Rev*^  Cha®  Mayo,  and  one  of  his  nephews 
as  alfo  his  Lady  are  here  (Bath)  from  Cheffiunt.  They  are  viliting  Lady  Baynton 
and  have  called  on  us.” 


(p.m.)  walked  to  Highgate  and  called  at  Mr.  Cooper’s,  an  eminent  ftock-broker,  who  has  built  a noble 
houfe  where  Mr.  Addifon,  the  brewer,  formerly  refided — the  expenfe,  15,000,^.  His  property  is 
immenfe,  producing  at  leaft  io,ooO;f  p.  ann.  We  drank  Tea  there,  and  found  them  very  pleafant  folks  ; 
his  only  child,  a daughter,  is  married  to  a Mr.  Heap,  and  they  refide  with  them,  together  with  five 
children.  Mr.  Cooper  gave  96,000,^  for  the  eftates  of  the  late  Earl  Strafford,  suppofed  now  worth 
150,000^^,  and  he  has  other  eftates  alfo.”  (This  is  John  Cooper  of  Toddington  Park,  Beds,  and  of 
Park  Houfe,  Highgate,  H.S.  of  co.  Beds,  1812,  whofe  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  married  to  her 
coufin,  William-Dodge-Cooper  Heap,  who  affumed  the  name  of  Cooper  in  1819,  and  was  H.S.  of 
Beds,  1829.) 

June  9.  “Mr.  Roberts,  whofe  fon  died  fo  fuddenly  in  Bath  laft  winter,  well  known  here;  he  is 
immenfely  rich,  his  landed  property  only  producing  17,00©;^  p.  ann.,  to  which  may  be  added  funded 
and  other  property,  making  at  leaft  20,000,^  p.  ann." 

June  13.  “Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cooper,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heap,  Meffrs.  Sutton  (of  the  Devizes’  Suttons) 
and  Mifs  came  to  dinner.  Sat  down  about  6.  After  Tea  had  vocal  and  inftrumental  mufic,  and  the 
evening  paffed  away  very  pleafantly.  Mr.  Sutton,  partner  with  Mr.  Roberts — the  great  Houfe  refpeft- 
ing  loans  to  Government,  &c., — are  to  meet  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  tomorrow  on  that  fcore. 
Mr.  S.  thinks  the  prefent  conteft  will  be  terminated  in  five  months,  at  fartheft.” 

June  16.  “Mr.  Rhodes,  one  of  three  brothers,  all  large  cow-keepers,  lately  bought  an  eftate  over 
which  we  had  a view  (from  Mufwell  Hill),  which  coft  40,000,^.  His  cows  fuppofed  worth  zo,ooo£,, 
and  the  other  brothers  deemed  equally  rich.” 

‘ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  nee  Knowlys,  widow  of  Charles  Mayo.  This  particular  engraving  is  now 
the  property  of  John  Druitt  of  Chriftchurch. 
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In  his  latter  years  his  health  gave  way.  When  fending  New  Year’s  greetings  to 
his  nephew  John  in  London,  2nd  January,  1830,  he  writes:  “The  weather  has  con- 
fined your  Aunt  to  the  houfe  thefe  three  weeks  paft,  and  my  malady  for  more  than 
as  many  months,  and  I fear  it  is  getting  worfe  rather  than  better,  and  takes  away 
all  the  little  energy  I was  wont  to  have.”  He  died  3rd  May,  1830.  The  Sher- 
borne Journal  contains  the  announcement — “ At  his  refidence.  Mount  Beacon,  Bath, 
aged  77,  after  a lingering  illnefs,  John  Mayo,  Efq.”  He  was  buried  at  Avebury,  on 
the  iith  of  the  fame  month,  aged  76.  By  his  will  dated  22nd  October,  1829, 
with  a codicil  of  i6th  February,  1830,  proved  2nd  June,  1830  (P.C.C.),  and 
fworn  under  £2^,000,  he  bequeathed  ,^50  each  to  the  Bath  United  Hofpital, 
Salifbury  Infirmary,  Winchefter  Holpital,  and  to  the  Poor  of  Avebury  for  blankets 
and  other  articles  of  comfort,  befides  numerous  other  legacies. 


THE  AXJTOGRAPH  OF  JOHN  MAYO,  OF  BATH,  I753-183O. 


His  choice  colledlion  of  oriental  and  old  Englifii  porcelain  was  left  to  his 
nephew,  James  Mayo,  and  at  his  death  defcended  to  his  great  nephew  of  the  fame 
name.  His  portrait  is  in  the  polTeffion  of  Mifs  Matilda  Druitt,  of  Chriftchurch. 

He  married  at  Pewfey,  Wilts,  13th  November,  1784,  Jane,  daughter  of 
William  Butcher  of  Pewfey,  being  then  ftyled  of  St.  Michael’s,  Bath.  His  coufin, 

Charles  Mayo,  officiated.  She  died  23rd  November,  and  was  buried  befide  her 
hufband,  30th  November,  1836,  aged  81.  Their  only  child,  Jane  Mayo,  died  in 
infancy,  and  was  buried  at  Avebury,  1 5th  March,  1787. 

3.  James  Mayo,  who  will  be  fpoken  of  in  the  next  chapter.  and  James 

4.  Mary  Mayo,  born  3rd  May,  and  baptifed  29th  June,  1757.  She  died  at  w^mb^me. 
Briftol,  23rd  September,  and  was  buried  at  Avebury  3rd  Odober,  1819,  aged  62. 

Her  will,  dated  14th  December,  1814,  with  codicil  of  nth  April,  1818,  was 
proved  in  1819,  P.C.C.,  when  Ihe  is  ftyled  “ formerly  of  Silver  St,  London,  but  late 
of  the  City  of  Bath,  fpinfter.”  She  defires  to  be  buried  in  the  family  vault  at  Avebury, 
and  mentions  the  arrangement  fhe  had  made  relpeding  the  poor  women  and  bearers 
there.  To  her  brother  John  Ihe  bequeaths  £2^  to  purchafe  a piece  of  plate,  and  to 
her  brother  James  ,^100  “as  a fmall  acknowledgment  for  receiving  into  his  houfe, 
at  various  times,  fomany  invalids  of  the  family.”  “I  alfo  defire  that  at  the  deceafe 
of  my  fifter  Mrs.  Gibbons,  the  Gold  Repeating  W atch  and  Diamond  Ring  (left  me 
by  my  coufin  Mrs.  Lucy  Mayo  of  Stoke)  may  be  given  to  Mary,  the  eldeft 
daughter  of  my  brother,  the  Revd.  James  Mayo,  and  to  her  heirs  in  the  female  line.” 
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“ I requeft  that  Mifs  Bethel  of  Hereford  may  be  prefented  with  fome  token  of  re- 
membrance, value  two  guineas.”  “ Good  filk  gloves  ” are  to  be  fent  to  Mrs.  Ann 
and  her  lifter  Mrs.  Jane  Maynard,  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Maynard;  Mrs. 
Mayo,  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Mayo  of  Devizes;  her  daughter  and  fon-in-law, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Collins;  and  Mifs  Merby  Mayo  of  Hereford.  “ To  my  old  and 
valuable  friends,  Mifs  Sufan  and  her  lifter,  Mifs  Harriet  Corp,  ,^5  each.”^ 

5.  Martha  Mayo,  born  9th  February,  baptifed  30th  March,  and  buried 
22nd  May,  1759,  Avebury. 

6.  Ann  Mayo,  buried  at  Avebury  29th  May,  1760,  but  her  baptifm  is 
regiftered  neither  there  nor  at  Caine. 

7.  Benjamin  Mayo,  “fon  of  the  Revd.  Mr.  James  Mayo  and  Mary  his  wife, 
Vicar  of  Avebury  and  Monkton,  and  School-mafter  of  the  Free  School  at  Caine,” 
was  baptifed  at  Caine  22nd  May,  1761.  He  was  buried  at  Avebury  31ft  July, 
1761. 

8.  Ann  Mayo,  buried  at  Avebury  31ft  March,  1763,  but  there  is  no  record 
of  her  baptifm. 

9.  Barbara  Mayo.  The  Caine  regifter  has  the  entry,  “ Barbary,  dr.  of  the 
Revd.  Mr.  James  Mayo  and  Mary  his  wife,  baptifed  30th  July,  1763.”  She  was 
inoculated  for  the  fmallpox  30th  September,  1776.  She  died  at  Wimborne,  Dorfet, 
28th  March,  1792,  unmarried,  and  was  buried  at  Tarrant  Keynfton  31ft  March, 
as  “ Miss  Barbara  Mayo  from  Winbourn.” 

10.  Lucy  Mayo,  born  27th  September,  and  baptifed  25th  Odtober,  1765,  at 
Caine,  which  faft  is  regiftered  both  at  Caine  and  Avebury.  Inoculated  for  the 
fmallpox  30th  September,  1776.  She  died  at  Bath  26th  September,  and  was  buried 
5th  Odlober,  1820,  at  Avebury,  aged  55.  She  was  married  7th  July,  1803,  to  John 
Gibbons,  of  Bath,  who  died  29th  Auguft,  1806,  aged  39,  without  ilTue,  and  was 
buried  at  Avebury  4th  September  following. 

James  Mayo  had  ilTue  by  his  fecond  marriage:^ 

11.  Ann  Mayo,  “born  on  Thurfday,  8th  November,  1770,  between  8 and 


‘ Sufanna  Corp  died  20th  Nov.,  1837,  aged  81.  Harriet  Corp  died  23rd  Dec.,  1853,  aged  86. 
The  latter  was  author  of  Antidote  to  the  Miferies  of  Human  Life,  1807,  with  later  editions  to  1871  ;

Thefe  ladies,  who  were 
friends  of  Mrs.  Barbauld  and  Dr.  Aikin,  kept  a preparatory  fchool  for  boys  at  Stoke  Newington. 
Mrs.  Barbauld,  nee  Anne-Letitia  Aikin,  lived  at  Stoke  Newington  from  1802  till  her  death  in  1825. 
Her  brother,  John  Aikin,  M.D.,  died  in  1822. 

* A Bible,  dated  1776,  and  infcribed  “Ann  Mayo’s  Book,  1785,”  formerly  in  the  poiTeflion  of 
Mrs.  Thermuthis  Baker,  but  now  (1905)  of  her  daughter  Mrs.  Ellen  Boultbee,  contains  the  dates  of 
the  birth  of  the  children  of  James  and  Ann  Mayo. 
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9 o’clock  in  the  evening.”  She  was  buried  at  Avebury  3rd  April,  1771,  but  no 
entry  of  her  baptifm  exifts  either  at  Caine  or  Avebury. 

12.  Benjamin  Mayo,  “born  on  Saturday,  15th  February,  1772,  between  2 and 
3 o’clock  in  the  morning,”  and  baptifed  at  Caine  15th  September,  1773.  He  went 
to  Jamaica  about  May,  1792,  and  died  there  foon  after,  it  is  fuppofed  of  yellow 
fever,  unmarried. 

13.  Charles  Mayo,  “born  on  Sunday  the  i8th  July,  1773,  between  ii  and 
12  o’clock  in  the  evening,”  and  baptifed  15th  September,  1773,  at  Caine.  He  was 
admitted  to  Chrift’s  Hofpital  21ft  March,  1781,  and  left  3rd  January,  1788.  He 
died  in  London  13th  November,  and  was  buried  22nd  November,  1829,  in  Stepney 
Churchyard,  having  married  26th  Auguft,  1817,  St.  George’s,  Hanover  Square, 
Mary  Brown,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  Herbert,  who  died  i8th  November,  buried 
2ift  November,  1840,  in  Stepney  Churchyard,  aged  21;  Lucy,  born  25th  Odlober, 
1821,  the  wife  of  Peter  Alhley;  Alfred,  who  died  (leaving  a fon,  Alfred)  6th  Feb- 
ruary, 1864  (will  dated  ift  February,  proved  2nd  March,  1864,  in  London),  and 
Mary-Jane,  married  to  William  Ford,  who  was  drowned  in  the  wreck  of  the 
Royal  Charter,  26th  Odtober,  1859.  (Adraon  to  his  widow,  20th  January,  i860.) 

14.  William-Hayward  Mayo,  “born  on  Thurfday,  the  7th  of  October, 
1774,  a little  after  5 o’clock  in  the  morning,”  and  baptifed  at  Caine  15th  July, 
1776.  He  died  in  London,  unmarried,  13th  November,  1838,  and  was  buried  on 
the  20th  of  the  fame  month  in  Paddington  Churchyard. 

15.  Thermuthis  Mayo  (Therfy),  “born  on  Sunday,  17th  March,  1776, 
between  7 and  8 o’clock  in  the  morning,”  and  baptifed  15th  July  following  at 
Caine,  on  the  fame  day  as  her  brother.  The  ftory  goes  that  when  this  child  was 
born,  and  debate  occurred  as  to  her  future  defignation,  the  father,  to  whom  appeal 
was  made  to  fettle  the  difputed  point,  looked  up  from  the  JoJephus  he  was  reading, 
and  pronounced  the  name  Thermuthis.  This  name,  however,  was  already  in  ufe  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Avebury,  being  borne  by  a daughter  of  Samuel  Martyn,  efq., 
of  Kennett,  who  married  Robert  Afh,  efq.,  and  died  21ft  December,  1823,  aged  76.^ 
See  a tablet  in  Langley  Burrell  Church.  Thermuthis  Mayo  died  at  the  houfe  of 
her  friends,  Mifs  Sufanna  and  Mifs  Harriet  Corp,  Stoke  Newington,  1 8th'Odober, 
and  was  buried  at  Avebury  28th  Odober,  1798,  aged  22,  and  unmarried.^ 


* “I  wi(h  Mifs  Martyn  much  joy  and  pleafure  in  the  late  union  Ihe  has  made  with  Mr.  Alh, 
which  will  in  fome  meafure  recompenfe  her  for  all  the  difappointments  fhe  has  heretofore  experienced;

16.  Joseph  Mayo,  “bqrn  on  Sunday  the  28th  of  September,  1777,  about 
7 o’clock  in  the  evening,”  and  baptifed  29th  July,  1781,  at  Caine.  Admitted  to 
Chrift’s  Hofpital  3rd  May,  1787,  which  he  left  29th  September,  1792.  He  died 
in  London  7th  Auguft,  1845,  and  was  buried  at  St.  George  the  Martyr’s,  Queen’s 
Square,  having  married  there  Mary-Ann,  daughter  of  John  Edwards.  She  died 
15th  April,  1838,  and  was  buried  there,  having  had  iflue  Jofeph,  born  5th  No- 
vember, 1815,  died  13th  March,  1899,  buried  at  Highgate,  married  Harriet, 
daughter  of  James  Ellis,  and  had  ifTue;  Benjamin,  born  i6th  Auguft,  1817,  married 

at  St.  Pancras’,  London,  Mary,  daughter  of  James  Ellis,  and  had  iflue;  Mary,  born  / 
4th  January,  1819,  died  27th  November,  1901,  the  wife  of  William  Drew;  Emily, 
born  6th  Auguft,  1820;  and  Julia,  born  6th  May,  1824,  both  unmarried. 

17.  Samuel  Mayo,  “born  on  Monday  the  ift  of  February,  1779,  about 
7 o’clock  in  the  evening,”  and  baptifed  29th  July,  1781,  at  Caine.  He  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Clergy  Orphan  School  under  the  Rev.  Daniel  Addifon  at  Thirfk, 
Yorkftiire,  29  February  (9?f),  1789.  He  died  unmarried  at  Wimborne,  and  was 
buried  28th  November,  1801,  at  Tarrant  Keynfton,  as  “Mr.  Samuel  Mayo  from 
Winbourn.” 

18.  Henry  Mayo,  “born  on  Friday  the  23rd  of  February,  1781,  between 
5 and  6 o’clock  in  the  evening,”  and  baptifed  29th  July  following  at  Caine. 
Admitted  to  Chrift’s  Hofpital  ift  May,  1790,  which  he  left  27th  February,  1796. 

He  died  in  London  24th  Auguft,  and  was  buried  29th  Auguft,  1858.  His  child- 
ren were  Elizabeth,  born  1 8 1 1,  married  to  Daniel-Nicholas-Chriftian  Eggbrecht,  who 
died  1879  (leaving  iflue);  Henry,  born  1813,  died  1885, /p.;  Charles,  died  1865, 
unmarried;  James-Legafllck,  who  married  and  had  ilTue  a fon  who  died and 
Ann  -Legaflick,  wife  of  George  Francis,  who  had  iflfue. 

19.  Thomas-Alfred  Mayo,  “born  on  Monday  the  19th  of  May,  1783, 
between  7 and  8 o’clock  in  the  evening,”  and  baptifed  at  Caine  ift  November, 

1788,  as  fon  of  “ Rev.  James  Mayo  deceafed  and  Anne  his  wife.”  He  was  admitted 
to  the  Clergy  Orphan  School,  23rd  February,  1792,  three  years  after  his  brother 
Samuel.  He  fettled  in  London,  and  in  1819  is  defcribed  as  “of  55,  Lower  Brook 
St.,  Grofvenor  Square,  gentleman.”  He  fubfequently  lived  in  Margaret  Street, 
Cavendifti  Square,  and  dying  in  Thayer  Street,  Manchefter  Square,  21ft  April, 

1855,  was  buried  26th  April  in  St.  John’s  Wood  Cemetery  (the  burial  ground  of 
St.  John’s  Chapel).  He  married,  13th  March,  1810,  in  the  Abbey  Church,  Bath, 
Margaret- Laurance,  daughter  of  William  Blagrove,  of  Abingdon.  She  was  born 
24th  December,  1781,  and  dying  2nd  January,  1856,  was  buried  with  her  hulband. 


all  round  with  Net  or  Fringe  or  Lace,  according  upon  what  occafion  it  is  to  be  worn,  and  Gipfy  Hats

I.  Thermuthis  Mayo,  born  8th  April,  i8ii,  and  baptifed  at  St.  Andrew’s, 
Holborn,  Charles  Mayo,  Redlor  of  Beechingftoke,  being  her  godfather.  She  died 
3rd  February,  1884,  at  2,  Hanover  Terrace,  Ladbroke  Square,  and  was  buried  in 
Kenfal  Green  Cemetery.  She  was  married  15th  September,  1831,  at  St.  George’s, 
Hanover  Square,  to  Henry  Baker,  born  25th  February,  1804,  died  23rd  January, 
1868,  and  alfo  buried  at  Kenfal  Green.  They  had  iflue: 

i.  Thermuthis  Baker,  born  23rd  July,  1832. 

ii.  Hefter-Eliza  Baker,  born  21ft  December,  1833,  married  4th  September, 
1856,  at  St.  George’s,  Hanover  Square,  to  Theophile-Emanuel  Boft,^  Evangelical 
Paftor  at  Verviers,  Belgium,  1858-1880  (born  i6th  November,  1828,  at  Geneva; 
famous  as  the  author  of  Proteftantifme  Libirale^  1865,  which  has  been  tranflated 
into  many  languages).  They  have  iflue  Marie,  Arnold,  Surgeon-Major  in  the 
Belgian  Army  (recipient  of  the  Medaille  Civique),  Lucy-Frances  and  Edward. 

iii.  Emily-Wright  Baker,  born  24th  Odlober,  1835,  and  married  at  St.  John’s, 
Notting  Hill,  20th  Auguft,  1873,  to  her  coufin,  William  Baker,  M.A.,  Vicar  of 
Crambe,  Yorks,  and  has  ifl“ue  Margaret-Cicely  Baker,  born  8th  September,  1875. 

iv.  Lucy-Anne  Baker,  born  29th  May,  1837,  died  13th  May,  1863,  and  buried 
at  Great  Broughton,  Cumberland. 

V.  Marian  Baker,  born  2nd  December,  1838,  married  at  St.  John’s,  Notting 
Hill,  5th  February,  1873,  to  Wyatt-Angelicus-van-Sandau  Papworth,  F.R.I.B.A., 
author  of  Englijh  Renaijfance  Architetiure  and  other  works,  Mafter  of  the  Cloth- 
workers’  Company,  1889-90,  Curator  of  the  Soane  Mufeum,  13,  Lincoln’s  Inn 
Fields,  and  joint  editor,  with  his  brother  John- Woody  Papworth,  of  the  great 
Ditlionary  of  Architecture  in  eight  folio  volumes.  Born  23rd  January,  1822,  died 
19th  Auguft,  1894.  They  had  iflue: 

a.  Lucy-Julia-Wyatt  Papworth,  born  25th  May,  1874,  twice  fcholar  of  the 
Clothworkers’  Company,  a member  of  Somerville  College,  Oxford,  1893-6,  Firft 
Clafs  in  the  Final  School  of  Modern  Hiftory,  1896,  M.A.,  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
1905.  On  leaving  Somerville  College,  fhe  was  offered  and  accepted  the  freedom  of 
the  Clothworkers’  Company. 

b.  John-Wyatt  Papworth,  born  8th  September,  1876,  liveryman  of  the  Cloth- 
workers’  Company,  Auguft,  1899,  Aflbc.I.E.E.,  February,  1900. 

c.  Alfred-Wyatt  Papworth,  born  28th  September,  1879,  a liveryman  of  the 
Clothworker’s  Company,  A.R.I.B.A. 

vi.  Margaret- Laurance  Baker,  born  26th  September,  1 840,  married  at  St.  John’s, 
Notting  Hill,  26th  July,  1866,  to  Henry- William  Jones,  Vicar  of  St.  Peter’s,

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CHAPTER  VI. 

James  Mayo,  B.A.,  Vicar  of  Avebury,  1789-1822,  Grandson  of  John  Mayo, 
Vicar  in  1712,  and  his  Descendants  to  the  Present  Day. 

AMES  MAYO,  the  fecond  fon  of  James  Mayo,  Vicar  of  Ave- 
bury, Wilts,  and  Mary,  nee  Blanchard,  his  wife,  was  born  21ft 
September,  and  baptifed  20th  Odlober,  1755,  at  Avebury.  See 
page  187  in  the  foregoing  chapter.  His  early  education  was 
received  at  Caine  Grammar  School,  under  his  father’s  care,  but 
from  the  25th  June,  1773,  at  Rev.  Edward  Butt’s,*  in  the 
Clofe  of  Sarum,  who  prepared  him  for  the  Univerfity.  His  father  writes  on  3 ift  July 
in  that  year: 

I rec’d  yours  of  the  22d  inft.,  and  rejoice  that  you  are  fo  well  fettled  at  Sarum,  and  that 
you  are  purfuing  your  ftudies  with  fuch  vigour  and  fuccefs.  I had  alfo  a moft  pleafing  account 
from  your  filler  this  week,  which  Ihe  heard  from  your  uncle  Mayo,  which  he  was  told  by 
Charles,  which  he  had  from  your  Mailer,  viz,,  that  your  parts  were  good,  and  that  your 
progrefs  was  like  to  be  rapid. 

It  was  in  March  the  next  year  that  he  went  to  Oxford.  Writing  to  his  brother 
John,  8th  April,  1774,  he  defcribes  his  ride  thither  with  Charles,  his  coufin,  whom 
he  joined  at  Wilton  on  Sunday,  20th  March,  when  afternoon  prayers  were  over, 
breaking  the  journey  at  Wilcot  Vicarage,  and  reaching  Oxford  through  Wantage 
on  the  Monday. 


* Edward  Butt,  B.A.,  1741,  M.A.,  1775,  Eman.  Coll.,  Cantab.,  was  chofen  Schoolmafter  of  Wim- 
borne,  21ft  December,  1748.  On  13th  June,  1769,  Rev.  Mr.  Robert  Gutch  was  chofen  Schoolmafter 
in  place  of  Rev.  Mr.  Edward  Butt,  clerk,  refigned,  he  being  lately  chofen  fchoolmafter  at  Salilbury 
(Minutes  of  Wimborne  School  Governors).  On  22nd  July,  1769,  he  was  eledled  Mafter  of  the 
Cathedral  School,  Salilbury,  and  refigned  the  office  12th  April,  1780  (Chapter  Minutes).  Was 
collated  to  the  Vicarage  of  Aldbourne,  Wilts,  1774,  and  died  1781.  He  married  at  Chriftchurch, 
Hants,  where  he  was  curate  in  1762,  Jane  Goldwyer,  i6th  May,  1763.  His  fon.  Rev.  Edward  Butt, 
of  Wimborne,  B.A.,  Merton  College,  Oxford,  was  on  terms  of  intimate  friendlhip  with  Rev.  James 
Mayo  and  his  family. 
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The  diftance  from  Wantage  is  17  miles,  fo  that  in  all  from  Wilcot  to  Oxford  is  43.  We 
put  up  at  the  Star^  in  the  Corn  Market,  when  my  coufin,  leaving  me  to  [enjoy]  a dinner  of 
cutlets,  went  immediately  to  Queen’s,  and  upon  enquiring  about  Exhibitions,  found  that  the 
very  fame  that  Dr.  Fothergill  mentioned  in  his  letter  to  my  Father  before  Chriftmas,  [a  Bridg- 
man Exhibition]  was  Hill  vacant,  which  I ought  to  fucceed  to  upon  writing  Latin  Epiftles  for 
it.  The  time  was  fix’d  for  my  entering  at  8 the  next  morning,  being  Tuefday,  which  I accord- 
ingly did,  being  at  the  fame  time  oblig’d  by  an  old  cuftom  to  drink  fome  falted  ale ; after  this 
I borrow’d  a gown  and  cap,  and  appear’d  at  dinner  in  Hall,  which  is  a very  noble  one;  at  five 
attended  at  Prayers  in  the  Chapel,  where  there  is  the  moft  curious  painted  glafs  in  the  window 
I ever  faw.  The  next  morning  [22nd  March]  at  ten  I was  matriculated.  . . . Thurfday  I 
carried  Epiftles  to  the  Fellows  to  follicit  for  the  Exhibition  (which  is  only  a matter  of  form) 
copies  of  which  I had  from  my  coufin  Charles.  The  evening  before  came  Mr.  Elderton,  an 
attorney  at  Sarum,  with  his  Son  (the  perfon  who,  my  Coufin  knew,  would  foon  come)  to  enter 
at  Queen’s,'  fo  that  if  I had  been  three  days  later,  I fliould  have  loft  the  Exhibition  . . . Mr. 
Elderton  was  fo  kind  as  to  alk  me  and  my  coufin  to  dine  with  him  at  the  Bear  with  Mr. 
Murthwaite,  my  tutor,  and  a Mr.  Cooper,* *  lately  entered  at  Wadham  from  Salifbury. 

On  Friday  Mayo  returned  to  Wilcot,  on  his  way  to  Mr.  Butt’s  at  Sarum. 
Writing  thence  to  his  brother  John,  28th  Auguft,  1774,  he  mentions  fome  par- 
ticulars of  Salifbury  news. 

We  have  had  our  famous  mufical  Feftival  here  this  week,  called  St.  Cecilia’s.  It  began  with 
a Concert  and  Ball,  Wednefday  evening;  Thurfday  morning  there  was  an  excellent  Band  of 
vocal  and  inftrumental  mufic,  the  celebrated  Mifs  Davis  * from  London  being  the  principal 
performer  in  the  vocal  way;  the  fame  repeated  Friday  at  the  Cathedral,  as  on  the  day  before, 
and  the  whole  was  concluded  with  a Ball  and  another  Concert  in  the  evening.  There  was  a 
great  deal  of  company  in  Town,  Lords,  Stars  and  Garters,  &c.  Neither  muft  I omit  acquaint- 
ing you  that  I had  an  agreeable  excurfion  to  Hurdcot,  the  feat  of  Sir  Alex.  Powell’s,  laft 
Thurfday  fe’ennight.  Several  other  of  my  fchool-fellows,  with  myfelf,  were  invited  by  Sir 
Alexander’s  fons,  who  board  here,  to  fpend  the  day  there,  and  accordingly  were  conveyed 
thither  in  their  coach.  We  had  fome  very  fine  profpedls  of  the  adjacent  country  from  their 
gardens,  after  which  we  dined,  with  plenty  of  Port,  fine  Cyder,  &c.  We  were  rather  in  a 
jumping  humour  after  dinner,  and  therefore  leap’d  over  Fifh  Ponds.  Two  of  them  [the  boys] 
were  rather  inclin’d  to  failing,  and  by  that  means  fell  in  over  their  heads  and  ears.  They  were 
obliged  to  ftrip  and  go  to  bed,  whilft  their  cloaths  dried.  Thus  having  fpent  the  afternoon  in 

thefe  puerile  adtions,  we  were  prefented  with  a large  bowl  of which  concluded  the  whole, 

and  we  arrived  fafe  at  Sarum  about  nine  in  the  evening.  . . . 

I muft  conclude  my  intelligence  by  informing  you  with  a remarkable  circumftance  which

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happen’d  here  about  a fortnight  ago,  which  is  as  follows:  About  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
a bird  of  enormous  fize  was  feen  to  light  on  the  very  fummit  of  the  fpire.  It  was  generally 
believed  to  be  a cormorant ; others  faid  ’twas  an  eagle.  It  muft  certainly  have  been  a very  large 
one,  as  it  would  not  have  been  fo  eafily  diftinguiflied  from  Jack  Daws  and  fwallows,  which 
frequently  pitch  there.  What  is  moft  remarkable,  it  continued  there  from  the  time  above 
mention’d  till  between  five  and  fix  the  next  morning,  when  it  vanilhed.  Old  Quiddle,  the 
apple-woman,  pronounc’d  it  to  be  fome  direful  omen,  but  we  have  not  yet  found  any  dreadful 
efFedls  of  it. 

Mayo  returned  to  Queen’s  on  1 5th  November,  and  found  the  College  very 
full,  and  no  rooms  available.  His  father,  writing  to  him  on  21ft  November,  from 
Caine,  fays: 

If  the  winter  evenings  go  off  heavily,  and  you  have  no  9 o’clock  ledlure  nor  fix’d  agreeable, 
fober  companion,  and  you  can  do  it  without  difgrace,  fend  for  Mofes  now  and  then,  when  the 
Buttery  is  open  at  8 o’clock,  and  whilfi:  he  is  fmoaking  his  pipe,  and  drinking  a tankard  of 
College  ale,  defire  him  to  give  you  a fhort  hiftory,  as  well  as  he  can  recolledi,  of  fome  of  the 
former  members  of  the  College  in  my  time,  from  Dr.  Simpfon,  now  at  Wey-Hill,  down  to  Dr. 
Sewell,  viz.  Dennis,  Hall,  Dixon,  Thompfon,  Harrifon,  two  Boltons,  Watfon,  Wafhington, 
and  a hundred  more,  particularly  an  honeft  gentleman  whofe  name  was  Rotherham,  a fervitor, 
and  who,  I think  I have  lately  heard,  is  become  moft  eminent  in  the  learned  world  as  a very 
able  writer  and  champion  in  the  Chriftian  Caufe.'  Send  a long  letter  immediately  giving  an 
account  of  the  manner  in  which  you  was  received  by  the  Provoft  and  by  your  tutor — how 
Theme  making  and  Ledluring  goes  on — whether  you  are  in  or  out  of  College. 

Again  his  father  writes  on  5th  December,  1774: 

But  how  was  I furpriz’d  to  hear  the  reafon  of  your  delaying  an  anfwer.  I know  not  how 
to  exprefs  my  aftoniftiment!  What!  moneo'd  to  declaim  in  a fortnight  I I don’t  remember  that 
I declaimed  more  than  twice  whilft  an  undergraduate,  and  perhaps  both  times  in  the  laft  year. 
I rejoyce,  however,  to  find  that  you  had  fpirits  to  go  through  with  it  fo  well.  . . . Strange 
that  fuch  a Beau,  fuch  a Buck,  fuch  a — what  fhall  I call  him — as  Mr.  Elderton,  of  fuch  ftand- 
ing  and  fo  long  acquainted  with  the  Univerfity,  ftiould  defcend  fo  far  as  to  aftbciate  with  a poor 
frefliman  in  a garret  1 and  I cannot  but  wilh  that  you  had  a companion  from  whom  you  might 
receive  more  edification,  but  at  the  fame  time  I muft  fay  that  if  fuch  fluttering  fparks  are  oblig’d 
to  attend  9 o’clock  Ledlures,  the  difcipline  in  Queen’s  is  far  from  being  relaxed  fince  my 
time.  But  why  lectured  in  Salluft,  I wonder?  Methinks  the  Greek  Teft.  Ihould  be  more 
proper. 

Several  letters  are  extant,  written  by  Mayo  in  1775.  ftates  that  he 

walked  from  Oxford  to  Caine  in  one  day,  July  yth.^

Caine,  February  26th,  1776.  “ You  may  poflibly  have  heard  of  our  grand  Ball  here — it  was  on 
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Writing  to  his  father  on  29th  March,  1776,  he  fays: 

According  to  Mr.  Murthwaite’s  advice  I have  determined  to  purfue  the  Arts  line  rather  He  ^rfues 
than  that  of  Law — the  following  were  the  motives  for  this  determination,  firft,  becaufe  the  courfe, 
Provoft  has  an  averfion  to  the  Civilian’s  gown;  fecondly,  becaufe  the  Law  degree  requires  one 
more  term  than  a Mailer’s ; and  laftly,  becaufe  there  is  an  eafy  tranfition  from  Arts  to  Law. 

Sir  Alexander  Powel’s  fon ' enter’d  a Gentleman  Commoner  at  Oriel  this  week.  I had  the 
honor  of  paying  him  a vifit  this  day.  ...  I had  a moll  furprizing  adventure  laft  Sunday.  On 
taking  a walk  towards  Woodftocke  with  my  friend  Martindale,’  who  went  to  ferve  the  churches 
of  Wolvercut  and  Water  Eaton,  I read  the  firft  Leflbn  for  him  in  each  church.  This  you’ll 
look  upon  as  marvellous,  but  ’tis  neverthelefs  true. 

In  May,  1776,®  he  obtained  another  Exhibition  at  Queen’s,  and  on  3rd  May,  obtains

1777,  he  was  examined  for  his  degree,  having  “taken  that  day  with  a friend  at  the  Exhibition 
Schools,”  and  on  7th  May  he  writes  to  his  brother  John:

We  had  about  a fortnight  ago  a great  eleftion  here  for  a ProfelTorlhip  ^ with  300  per  ann. 

There  has  been  fcarce  an  inftance,  I believe,  when  the  votes  have  been  fo  nearly  equal,  con- 
fidering  the  number  of  voters.  There  were  two  candidates,  one  of  whom  had  231,  the  other 
226  votes,  fo  that  the  majority  was  only  five.  . . . Dr.  Frampton,®  of  Brimhill,  was  here  on  and  hears

Thurfday  laft.  I condefcended  to  attend  it  myfelf,  and  had  the  pleafure  of  dancing  with  Mifs  Prudence  st.  Mary’s. 
Baily.  The  Ball  was  opened  at  6 with  Minuets  and  Cotillions — Country  Dances  afterwards  till  lo. 

Then  we  adjourned  to  an  elegant  fupper  of  21  diflies.  After  fupper  dancing  continued  till  2 in  the 
morn; — then  we  fat  down  to  enjoy  a bottle  and  a few  fongs.  This  continued  till  4 — then  Tea  and 
Coffee  were  order’d  in,  and  the  whole  Company  broke  up  fo  early  as  a quarter  paft  5.  The  company 
confifted  of  about  35,  amongft  whom  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merewether,  Dr.  Maynard,  Dr.  Fry,  Dr. 

Bailey  at  the  Mill,  Mr.  Ben.  Hale,  Mrs.  Spackman,  etc.,  etc.  The  faid  Ball  was  at  the  White  Hart. 

A few  preferr’d  the  Quadrille  Table  to  dancing.”

Mayo  writes  from  Caine,  15th  Auguft,  1777:  “I  walked  to  Brimhill  church  laft  Sunday  with 
young  Stretch,  where,  after  a notable  difcourfe,  the  Dr.  inviting  us  to  partake  of  his  Roaft  Beef,  we 
found  it  not  inferior  in  its  kind  to  the  Sermon,  and  fpent  the  afternoon  very  agreeably,  concluding  the 
whole  with  a Difh  of  Coffee.”  In  a letter  of  ift  July,  1775,  from  Oxford,  he  writes  : “Jack  Stretch  of 
Caine,  in  purfuancc  of  his  fcheme  to  make  his  fon  a clergyman,  has  this  day  obtained  at  Corpus  Coll: 
by  his  fon’s  abilities,  a fcholarfhip  worth  35  per  ann.”  (Edward  Stretch,  matriculated  3rd  July, 

>775  ; B.D.,  1792;  died  29th  May,  1796.) 
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the  occafion,  and  laft  Sunday  he  mounted  the  roftrum  at  St.  Mary’s  before  the  Univerfity. 
Unluckily,  as  he  was  buftling  in  the  pulpit  and  fettling  the  cuftiion,  he  threw  it  down  on  the 
heads  of  a crowd  Handing  round,  which  feem’d  to  confufe  him  much,  and  occafion’d  a general 
fmile  in  a very  numerous  audience.  However,  he  fo  far  recovered  himfelf  as  to  preach  an 
excellent  fermon  extempore  on  the  univerfal  Providence  of  God.^

Dear  Brother, 

The  date  of  this  I fuppofe  already  begins  to  make  you  ftare;  but  to  account  for  my 
prefent  fituation  I muft  give  you  a journal  of  my  proceedings  fince  I faw  you  at  the  Devizes. 
You  muft  know,  then,  that  on  Monday,  the  15th  inft.,  I was  breakfafting  with  Coz:  Charles 
Mayo,  who  then  advif’d  me  to  apply  for  Orders  at  the  enfuing  Ordination  at  Sarum  on  the 
28th  inft.,  overruling  my  objedfions  with  many  cogent  reafons.  In  confequence  of  this  I 
return’d  to  Caine  the  fame  day.  The  fcheme  not  being  objedled  to  by  my  Father,  I fet  out  for 
Sarum  the  next  day,  Tuefday,  to  defire  the  Bifhop  to  excufe  my  age  and  my  late  application, 
as  each  candidate  for  Orders  ought  to  apply  at  leaft  three  weeks  before  the  Ordination.'*  I got 
an  audience  from  the  Bilhop,  Wednefday  morn:,  and  his  clemency  difpenfing  with  all  im- 
proprieties, I in  that  cafe  immediately  fet  out  for  Oxford  to  get  Letters  Teftimonial  from 
College,  and  reach’d  Hungerford  the  fame  evening,  calling  at  Tidworth  by  the  way.  On 
Thurfday,  the  l8th,  I travelled  from  Hungerford  to  Oxford,  where  I arriv’d  about  one  o’clock, 
was  examin’d  at  the  Provoft’s  Lodge  the  next  day,  and  had  my  Letters  Teftimonial  fign’d  by 
the  Provoft  and  Fellows.  On  Saturday  I return’d  from  Oxford  to  Caine.  As  Letters  Tefti- 
monial of  my  good  Life  and  Converfation  were  requir’d  likewife  from  the  Country  as  well  as 
from  Oxon.,  I waited  on  Dr.  Frampton  on  Sunday  morn:  to  get  them  fign’d.  After  dinner  I 
waited  on  Mr.  Pitcairn®  for  the  fame  purpofe.  From  Compton  I proceeded  to  Abury  to  get 
a copy  of  my  regifter  to  certify  my  age. — It  will  not,  I hope,  be  too  great  a digreffion  to  men- 
tion here  that  this  day,  being  the  21ft  of  Sepr.,  compleated  my  22nd  year. — From  Abury  I went 
to  the  Devizes  the  fame  evening,  to  get  all  my  papers  fent  in  to  the  Regifter  at  Sarum.  The

Mayo  was  nov/  preparing  to  enter  Holy  Orders,  but  was  yet  below  the  ufual 
age.  He  had  heard  of  the  vacant  curacy  of  Compton  Chamberlayne,  through  his 
coufin  Charles,  but  (Auguft  22nd)  afcertaining  from  the  latter’s  brother,  James, 
who  had  recently  returned  from  the  town,  that  the  fecond  mafterlhip  of  Wimborne 
Grammar  School  was  vacant,  made  application  for  the  poft.  “ I defired  coz.  James 
to  write  to  his  friend  there,  to  propofe  me  as  a candidate;  I have  alfo  a brother 
Collegian  there,  whom  I have  wrote  to  for  the  fame  purpofe.”  His  next  ftep  was 
to  feek  ordination,  and  the  following  letter  to  his  brother  John  Ihews  how  the 
difficulty  from  age  was  furmounted: 
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next  day  I din’d  with  C.  Mayo,  in  company  with  Coz:  Jas;  and  my  fillers,  and  vifited  Caine 
in  the  evening,  Tuefday,  the  23rd,  I relied  at  Caine  all  day.  Wednefday  my  fillers  being 
brought  home  by  Mrs.  Mayo,  I attended  her  in  the  chaife  to  the  Devizes  in  my  way  to  Sarum, 
after  eating  ham  and  chicken  at  Mad"*  Tucker’s.  Yellerday  I came  to  Sarum  on  a Devizes 
hack,  and  this  day  I was  examin’d  by  Canon  Hume,  the  Bilhop’s  Chaplain,  in  which  examina- 
tion I found  no  difficulty.  I am  to  attend  tomorrow  morn:  at  the  Bilhop’s  Palace  to  fign  the 
Articles,  &c.,  after  which  I lhall  dine  with  Mr.  Butt.  On  Sunday,  the  28th,  lhall  be  ordain’d, 
dine  (I  imagine)  with  the  Bilhop,  and  do  duty  for  Mr.  Butt  at  a village  in  the  neighbourhood. 
Monday  lhall  return  to  the  Devizes,  dine  at  the  Mayor’s  Feall,  &c.,  &c.  Thus  it  is  to  be  on  the 
high  road  to  Preferment.  There  are  8 candidates  befides  myfelf,  3 for  Priells’,  the  reft  for 
Deacons’  Orders.  Shall  poffibly  fee  you  or  hear  from  you  next  week.

Mayo  was  ordained  Deacon  in  the  Palace  chapel,  Salilbury,  by  the  Bilhop, 
Dr.  John  Hume,  28th  September,  1777,  and  was  again  in  Oxford  to  be  admitted 
B.A.  on  loth  Odlober.  His  tutor,  Mr.  George  Murthwaite,  writes  on  14th  Odlober, 
to  his  father: 

Rev.  Sir, 

I was  but  a few  hours  in  College  when  your  fon  came  to  take  his  degree,  and  had 
not  time  to  enquire  of  him  where  he  propofes  to  fix  himfelf,  or  in  what  capacity. 

I am  follicitous  for  his  welfare,  and  hope  you  will  be  able  to  procure  him  fomething  better 
than  a bare  Curacy  as  his  condu6l  and  improvement  have  been  highly  fatisfa£lory  to  me,  and 
greatly  approved  of  by  everyone.  It  is  to  be  wilhed  that  all  young  men  of  diligence  and  good 
abilities  like  his  Ihou’d  be  plac’d  where  they  may  ferve  the  Public  and  themfelves.  Rev.  Sir,

On  the  28th  of  the  fame  month  Mayo  became  Ulher  or  Second  Mailer  of 
Wimborne  Grammar  School.  The  entry  in  the  Minute  Book  of  the  School 
Governors,  p.  293,  runs  as  follows: 

28  October,  1777.  At  this  meeting  the  Rev*^  James  Mayo,  Clerk,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  was 
eledled  and  appointed  Ulher  of  the  faid  Grammar  School  in  the  room  and  place  of  Mr.  Robert 
Balkett,  clerk,  deceafed,  under  the  ufual  falary  of  Twenty-five  pounds  during  our  wills  and 
pleafure,  and  his  faid  falary  to  commence  from  old  Michaelmas  day  laft  pall. 

He  now  took  up  his  relidence  at  Wimborne,^  where  the  necelTary  maintenance 


I « have  been  much  vifited  here  lately  by  the  Military — the  whole  of  the  Weft  Kent  and  part 
of  the  Gloucefter  Militia  having  marched  thro’  from  Winchefter  to  the  weftward  into  Winter 
Quarters.  On  this  occafion  an  Inn  here,  of  far  lefs  bufinefs  than  the  Chriftopher  at  Bath,  was  obliged 
to  give  fixty  men  a Breakfaft,  Dinner  and  Supper,  Small-beer,  Lodging,  etc.,  at  four  pence  each,  which 
four  pence  moft  of  the  Weft  Kent  were  too  much  like  rafcalls  to  pay  at  all.”  (Letter,  3rd  November,

of  difcipline  among  the  fcholars  brought  its  trials  and  vexations.  Dr.  Henry  Good, 
one  of  the  three  Prefbyters  of  the  Minfter,  having  complained  of  a puniftiment 
inflidted  on  his  fon,  the  Governors  on  23rd  March,  1779,  were  “unanimoufly  of 
opinion  and  do  determine  that  the  faid  Ulher  hath  exercifed  no  authority  in  the 
matter  complained  of,  but  what  he  was  by  the  ufage  and  difcipline  of  the  School 
clearly  juftified  in,  and  that  he  has  made  ufe  of  no  improper  or  undue  corredtion  in 
the  School,  but  has  on  the  occafion  complained  of  and  on  every  other  occalion 
condudled  himfelf  very  properly  as  Uftier  of  the  faid  School.”  Signed  by  ten 
Governors.  ^Minute  Booky  p.  303. 

No  wonder,  then,  that  he  was  furprifed  in  the  following  May  at  being  alked  by 
the  Dodlor  to  take  his  fervices  for  a Sunday  in  the  Minfter.  “You  will  naturally 
fuppofe,”  he  wrote  to  his  brother  John,  “ that  I was  glad  of  this  opportunity  of 
freeing  myfelf  from  an  obligation  in  that  quarter.  I did  part  of  the  Duty  myfelf, 
and  got  Mr.  RufTell^  to  do  the  other  part.  I dined  a few  days  ago  with  Mr. 
Ruflell,  where  I met  my  old  friend,  the  Archdeacon,®  Sir  William  Hanham,  and 
his  tutor.”  (28th  May,  1779.) 


THE  AUTOGRAPH  OF  JAMES  MAYO,  B.A.,  I755-1822. 

On  the  death  of  his  uncle,  John  Mayo,  Vicar  of  Wilcot,  5th  January,  1779, 
he  applied  to  the  patron,  Mr.  Wroughton,  to  nominate  him  as  his  fucceflbr,  but 
the  application,  though  backed  by  Mr.  Arthur  Jones,  the  Squire  of  Avebury,  was 
unfuccefsful.® 

However,  foon  after  he  received  the  promife  of  the  living  of  Blackland,  as 
intimated  in  the  following  letter  to  his  father : 

Wimborne,  July  12*’',  ’79. 

Hon®  Sir, 

I received  yours  of  the  7th,  Saturday  morning,  fo  that  the  advantage  of  fending  by 
way  of  Bath  is  very  manifeft,  as  your  letters  ufed  to  be  much  longer  on  the  road.  As  I have

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obtained  permiflion  from  the  Dean/  I (hall  now  make  myfelf  perfeSlly  eafy  about  the  Living  of 
Blackland.  I fhould  be  glad,  if  at  a proper  opportunity  you  would  return  Mr.  Heneage  thanks 
for  his  kindnefs  in  obtaining  the  fame.  As  to  Orders,  I dont  know  of  any  particular  plan  for 
being  ordained  before  Chriftmas.  Archdeacon  Walker,  I find,  fcarce  knows  any  thing  of  the 
Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  Bifhop  of  Briftol  is  quite  incapable  of  any  kind  of  Duty  on 
account  of  age  and  infirmities,  fo  that  I muft  fleer  to  fome  other  quarter.  . . . 

You  feem  to  have  changed  your  trade  of  Caflle-building  into  that  of  raifing  mountains;  you 
will  eafily  guefs  I mean  the  obflacles  you  have  raifed  againft  taking  a Mafler’s  degree  at  Cam- 
bridge* * . . . for  befides  its  being  almofl  impoflible  for  me  to  keep  terms,  and  befides  the 
expence  in  confequence  of  keeping  terms  at  Oxon.,  it  is  very  common  with  men  of  credit  to 
take  a Mafler’s  degree  at  Cambridge;  a Fellow  of  New  College,*  who  refides  in  this  neighbour- 
hood, did  it  a few  years  fince,  and  even  Mr.  Murthwaite  himfelf,  in  converfation  with  me, 
feemed  to  countenance  fuch  a plan.  . . . 

I wifh  I could  inclofe  you  fome  fine  mackerel,  fold  as  low  as  fourteen  for  two  pence.  . . .

The  trouble  involved  in  obtaining  ordination  in  a Peculiar,  is  indicated  by  the 
following  letter  from  Rev.  James  Mayo,  fenr.,  to  his  fon  John : 

My  dear  Son, 

Your  Bro""  left  Wimborne  Sunday,  and  after  ferving  two  Churches  [perhaps  Tarrant 
Rawfon  and  Rufhton]  in  his  way,  came  to  Woodyats  Inn,  lo  miles  fhort  of  Sarum,  from 
whence  he  arrived  here  [Caine]  yeflerday  ab*^  3 o’clock,  and  having  obtained  his  prefentation 
[to  Blackland]  this  morn,  fet  off  for  the  Devizes,  from  whence  he  is  to  proceed  to  Sarum 
tomorrow  morn.,  from  whence,  difpatching  his  Letters  DimilTory  and  other  Cred®'®  to  Oxon. 
p""  Pofl,  he  again  vifits  Wimborn,  and  from  thence  returning  again  to  Sarum  next  Sunday 
evening  ...  he  proceeds  from  Sarum  towards  Oxon,  and  from  thence  returning  again  to 
Sarum  after  Ordination,  and  getting  Letters  of  Inflitution,  Induction,  &c.,  he  vifits  Caine  and 
takes  pofleffion  of  Blackland. 

Agreeably  to  the  plan  here  fketched  out  Mayo  was  ordained  Prieft  in  Chrift- 
church  Cathedral,  by  John  Butler,  Bifhop  of  Oxford,  21ft  November,  1779,  on 
Letters  Dimiflbry  from  the  Dean  of  Sarum,  and  was  inftituted  to  Blackland  24th 


* Blackland  was  a Peculiar  of  the  Dean  of  Sarum.  It  is  probable  that  the  prefentation  lapfed  to 
the  Dean,  who  collated  James  Mayo.  “ My  fon,”  fays  his  father,  fucceeded  to  it,  “ by  the  unalk’d 
good  offices  of  Mr.  Heneage.”

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November,  on  the  prefentation  of  John  Bifhop  and  William  Effington  of  Caine, 
gent.,^  vacant  by  the  death  of  Thomas  Smith,  was  indudted  26th,  and  read  himfelf 
in  28th  November.  (See  flyleaf  of  his  fermon,  No.  61.) 

Continuing  to  refide  at  Wimborne  Mayo  appears  to  have  been  adling  as  Curate 
of  Tarrant  Rawfon,  till  circa  1792,  of  Tarrant  Rulhton,  February,  1779-February, 
1803,  of  Chalbury,  February,  1779-December,  1803,  and  of  Weft;  Parley,  1812- 
1817.^ 

In  1787  he  was  made  Head  Mafter  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  vacated  the 
fecond  mafterfhip.  The  Minute  Book  of  the  Governors,  p.  337,  under  5th  No- 
vember, 1787,  records: 

The  Rev'*  James  Mayo  of  Wimborn  Minfter  aforefaid,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  was  nominated, 
eledted  and  chofen  to  be  our  School  Mafter  of  the  faid  Free  Grammar  School  in  the  room  and 
place  of  the  late  Rev**  Mr.  Robert  Gutch,  clerk,  dec*^,  he  the  faid  James  Mayo  making  his 
continual  refidence  in  Wimborne  Minfter  aforefaid,  and  teaching  his  Scholars  according  to  the 
Grammar  School  of  Eaton  or  Winchefter  freely.  And  we  do  allow  unto  the  faid  James  Mayo 
for  his  yearly  falary  Thirty-eight  pounds  during  our  wills  and  pleafure,  which  faid  falary  is  to 
commence  from  this  day : we  do  alfo  allow  him  the  ufe  and  occupation  of  our  School  Houfe 
in  Wimborne  Minfter  aforefaid,  with  the  Garden  belonging  to  the  fame,  a convenient  time 
being  allowed  to  the  family  of  the  faid  late  Mr.  Gutch  for  quitting  the  fame. 

On  1 6th  February,  1789,  he  fucceeded  his  father  in  the  living  of  Avebury  cum 
Winterborne  Monkton,  on  the  prefentation  of  the  Crown,  and  was  indudled  on 
17th  April  in  that  year  by  Thomas  Greenwood,  Vicar  of  Caine,  and  read  himfelf  in 
on  Sunday,  the  19th.  Lord  Ailefbury,  who  had  applied  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  on 
his  behalf,  wrote  to  congratulate  him  in  thefe  terms: 

London, Jan^  21,  1789. 

It  gives  me  very  great  pleafure  to  inform  you  that  a Gentleman  has  juft  been  with 
me  from  the  Chancellor  to  enquire  your  addrefs  which  I gave  him  with  a frank,  and  he 
promifed  me  to  make  ufe  of  it  today,  to  communicate  the  agreeable  news  of  the  Chancellor’s 
having  ordered  the  Prefentation  to  Abury,  &c.,  to  be  made  out  for  you,  and  the  Gentleman 


' Truftees.  The  advowfon,  and  lands  in  Blackland  and  Calftone,  had  belonged  to  William  Smith, 
and  were  devifed  by  him  to  his  fon  Henry  Smith,  who  fold  them  to  his  brother  Rev.  Thomas  Smith 
of  Draycot  Cerne.  Subfequently  they  paffed  to  Robert  Smith,  furgeon,  of  Caine.  On  lith  April, 
1789,  Robert  Smith,  furgeon,  of  Rochefter,  late  of  Caine  and  previoufly  of  Melklham,  fold  the 
advowfon  to  James  Mayo  for  £,^17  who,  at  his  death  in  1822,  devifed  it  to  his  widow,  re- 
ferving  the  next  prefentation  to  his  fon,  James.  The  latter,  on  his  mother’s  death  in  1836,  purchafed 
the  advowfon  for  ,^8oo,  from  his  brothers  John  and  Charles,  the  truftees  of  her  will,  and  fome  time  after 
difpofed  of  it  to  Patrick  Hadow. 

* See  fignatures  to  the  regifters  of  thefe  parifhes,  and  lifts  of  clergy  fummoned  to  the  Archd.  of 
Dorfet’s  Vifitations,  commencing  1783,  with  hiatus  between  1791  and  1810.  In  thefe  he  was  cited  in 
refpeft  of  Rufhton,  1786-92;  Rawfon,  1783-92;  Chalbury,  1786-91;  and  Weft  Parley,  1812-17. 
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thinks  it  will  not  be  neceffary  for  you  to  come  to  town  about  this  Bufinefs  as  you  are  engaged 
in  the  charge  of  a School.  Pray  accept  my  congratulations  and  believe  me,

Soon  after  his  appointment  to  Avebury  he  rebuilt  the  Vicarage  houfe.  The 
eftimate,  dated  13th  May,  1790,  was  for  ;^40j  13^.^ 

The  next  thirty-three  years  of  his  life  were  fpent  at  Wimborne,  in  the  care  of 


his  fchool,^  where  he  died  from  a fudden  attack  of  illneis,  ift  Auguft,  1822.®  His 
fon  James,  writing  to  Charles  Mayo  at  Winchefter  the  fame  day,  fays: 

My  dear  Brother, 

This  letter  is  deftined  to  convey  to  you  more  diftrefs  than  you  have  yet  received. 
Our  beloved  Father  complained  of  being  unwell  Saturday,  but  got  through  his  duty  on  Sunday

with  fome  good  articles.  The  Caflimere  muft  be  double  milled,  and  the  coat  muft  not  be  flender.  . . . 
Alfo  a Beaver  Hat,  if  Bath  is  a good  place  for  this  Article.  Brim,  z\  ins.  wide.” 
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without  difficulty;  after  his  return  from  Lytchet  in  the  evening,  he  complained  of  being  chilly 
and  went  early  to  bed.  , , . He  was  tolerably  well  in  the  evening  (Tuefday)  and  yefterday 
was  able  to  refume  his  ufual  occupations.  This  morning  he  appeared  ftill  better  and  made  a 
very  good  breakfaft,  but  about  10  o’clock,  whilft  giving  diredlions  to  his  fervant  in  the  garden, 
he  fuddenly  complained  of  giddinefs  and  fell  in  an  apopleftic  fit.  I was  called  immediately  to 
affift  in  lifting  him  into  a chair,  and  Mr.  Rowe  and  Dr.  Carnegie  were  here  as  foon  as  he  was 
carried  up  to  his  room:  but  all  their  efforts  were  unavailing,  he  did  not  fpeak  afterwards, 
neither  the  temporal  vein  nor  the  jugular  artery  yielded  any  blood,  and  in  ten  minutes  he 
breathed  his  laft. 

He  was  buried  at  Tarrant  Keynfton,  where  feveral  of  his  wife’s  relations  already 
lay,  on  7th  Auguft. 

His  will,  dated  24th  Odober,  1821,  was  proved  15th  Odober,  1822,  by  his 
widow  and  executrix.  (537  Herlhell,  P.C.C.). 

He  married  i6th  June,  1783,  at  Wimborne  Minfter,  by  licence,  Jane  (born 
14th  April,  1762),  daughter  and  eventually  foie  heirefs  of  John  Barfoot  of  that 
town  (fon  of  John  Barfoot  and  Mary,  nee  Dean,  married  at  Corfe  Mullen  loth 
December,  1707),  by  Mary  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Baftard  of  Blandford,  by 
Mary  his  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Horlock  of  Charlton  Marfhall,  and  co-heirefs  of 
her  brother,  Henry  Horlock.  Marriage  Articles  dated  14th  June,  1783.  Truftees, 
Mary  Barfoot,  widow,  and  William  Dean,  gentleman,  both  of  Wimborne.^ 

Jane  Mayo  furvived  her  hulband  for  fome  years.  She  writes  to  her  fon  John  in 
London,  1 6th  June,  1824:  “It  is  forty-one  years  this  day  fince  I was  united  to 
your  dear  Father,  which  feems  now  but  a dream,  in  which,  tho’  I can  fee  many 
things  to  regret,  there  are  fome  that  I think  I am  thankful  for.” 

She  died  12th  April,  1836,  at  Wimborne,  and  was  buried  19th  April  at  Tarrant 
Keynfton.  Her  will,  dated  6th  Odober,  1831,  was  proved  8th  July,  1836,  by  her 
daughters  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  her  executrices.  (440  Stowell,  P.C.C.)  Her  por- 
trait, painted  in  1828-9  Archer,^  and  given  to  her  fon  John,  is  in  the  pofTeflion 
of  Mrs.  Matilda-Jane  Druitt  of  Chriftchurch. 

‘ John  Barfoot  died  at  Wimborne  13th  December,  and  was  buried  20th  December,  at  Keynfton, 
1777,  aged  68.  Adinon  granted  to  Mary,  nee  Baftard,  his  relift,  5th  June,  1778,  P.C.C.  She  died  3rd 
Oftober,  and  was  buried  iith  Oftober,  1804,  at  Keynfton,  aged  83  (adfhon  granted  to  her  daughter 
Mary,  6th  November,  1804,  and  to  her  daughter  Jane,  de  bonis  nom,  30th  July,  1828).  Mary,  their 
daughter,  born  15th  December,  1757,  died  8th  March,  and  was  buried  15th  March,  1828,  at  Keyn- 
fton, aged  70.  Will,  30th  Auguft,  1824,  proved  i6th  May,  1828,  by  her  nieces  and  executrices,  Mary 
and  Elizabeth  Mayo.  (P.C.C.) 

Thomas  Baftard,  who  died  in  July,  1731,  aged  45,  was  fon  of  Thomas  Baftard  of  Belchalwell, 
afterwards  of  Blandford,  and  Bridget,  his  wife,  After  of  Thomas  Creech  the  poet,  Fellow  of  All  Souls’, 
Oxford.  Arms:  Or,  a chevron  azure.  See  Hutchins’  Hijl.  of  Dorfet,  3rd  cd.,  vol.  iii.,  p.  523,  and 
Burke’s  Hijiory  of  the  Landed  Gentry. 

^ Archer  (.^’ William)  was  an  artift  who  at  this  date  painted  the  portraits  of  many  perfons  living  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Wimborne.  There  are  feveral  replicas  of  this  portrait,  of  fmaller  fize  than  the 
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On  a high  tomb  ^ in  the  churchyard  of  Tarrant  Keynfton  near  the  fouth  porch 
is  the  following  infcription:

James  Mayo  and  Jane,  n^e  Barfoot,  had  iflue  ten  children  : 

I.  James  Mayo,  born  at  Wimborne  9th  September,  and  admitted  to  the 


one  above  mentioned,  given  to  her  children  Charles,  Barbara,  and  Thomas,  but  in  each  cafe  the  face 
was  painted  direft  from  the  living  fubjeft.  They  were  considered  good  likenefies.  Mrs.  Mayo  writes 
to  her  fon,  Charles,  9th  December,  1828,  that  Mr.  Archer  “has  met  with  great  encouragement, 
particularly  by  the  Fryer  family.  Mr.  Fryer’s,  from  being  fo  much  larger,  has  a more  ftrildng  efFeil, 
but  I think  they  are  all  very  good  likenefTes.  He  has  taken  a houfe  of  Mr.  Fryer,  juft  above  the  Bank, 
where  Mr.  Rowden  lived  formerly,  and  has  furniftied  out  a Show-Room  with  his  painting,  which  it  is 
quite  the  fafhion  to  go  and  fee.” 

‘ This  tomb  was  rebuilt  14th  February,  1846,  but  having  collapfed  in  November,  1900,  was 
repaired  at  the  expenfe  of  Mr.  James  Druitt  of  Chriftchurch,  grandfon  of  Rev.  James  Mayo. 
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Congregation  ift  November,  1784  (Wimborne  reg.),  having  been  privately  bap- 
tifed. 

He  was  educated  at  Wimborne  Grammar  School,  and  proceeded  in  due  courfe 
to  Oxford,  where  he  matriculated  14th  January,  1802,  aged  17,  from  Queen’s 
College,  He  came  into  refidence  there  on  the  2nd  April,  and  on  21ft  April  the 
fame  year,  was  eledled  Ulher  or  Second  Mafter  of  Wimborne  Grammar  School. 
The  ele(5lion  is  thus  recorded  in  the  Minute  Book  of  the  Governors,  p.  406: 

21  April,  1802.  At  this  meeting  Mr.  James  Mayo,  Student  of  Queen’s  College,  Oxford, 
was  elefted  and  appointed  Ufher  of  the  faid  Grammar  School  in  the  room  and  place  of  the 
Reverend  Charles  Bowie,'  now  one  of  the  minifters  of  Wimborne  Church,  under  the  ufual 
falary  of  Twenty-five  pounds,  which  is  not  to  commence  till  Midfummer  next,  the  faid  Mr. 
Bowie  to  be  paid  the  falary  of  Ufher  to  that  time,  which  election  is  during  our  wills  and 
pleafure. 

Reference  is  made  to  this  appointment  in  a later  minute,  p.  439 : 

21  November,  1807.  Upon  examining  the  minutes  of  the  Meeting  21ft  April,  1802, 
relating  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  James  Mayo,  Ufher  of  the  School,  and  it  appearing  that 
the  words  “ which  eledtion  is  during  our  wills  and  pleafure  ” have  been  added  fince  the  fentence 
was  originally  written,  it  is  refolved  that  the  faid  Rev"*  James  Mayo  fhall  hold  and  enjoy  the 
faid  appointment  without  any  fuch  reftridlion. 

James  Mayo  fubfequently  migrated  from  Queen’s  to  Pembroke  College,  where 
he  graduated  B.A.,  14th  November,  1805,  and  M.A.,  15th  January,  1810. 

Two  of  his  College  friends  while  at  the  Univerfity  were  Robert-Baily  Fifher, 
Vicar  of  Bafildon,  1813,  who  died  29th  September,  1859;  and  Charles-Frederick 
Parker,  Reftor  of  Ringfhall,  1819,  who  died  30th  April,  1870.  Thefe  are  both 
alluded  to  in  a letter  he  wrote  from  Bath,  ift  July,  1838,  to  his  brother  Charles, 
defcribing  his  route  from  Winchefter,  via  Oxford,  to  Dublin.  From  Reading,  he 
there  remarks,  we  proceeded  “ to  Bafildon,  where  we  fpent  fix  hours  with  a very 
old  College  friend  of  Parker’s  and  myfelf  (the  Rev.  R.  B.  Fifher)  whom  I found 
in  better  fpirits  than  I expedted,  tho’  his  health  is  far  from  good,  as  I beg  you  will 
mention  to  the  said  Rev.  C.  F.  P.,  and  tell  him  I hope  his  fon  will  be  fuccefsful  at 
the  College  election  this  year,  and  that  if  he  will  come  on  to  Wimborne  with  Mrs. 
Parker,  I fhall  be  heartily  glad  to  welcome  them  there.” 

James  Mayo  was  ordained  Deacon  at  Wells  Cathedral,  7th  December,  1806, 
by  Richard  Beadon,  Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  at  the  requeft  of  the  Bifhop  of 


' Charles  Bowie,  M.A.,  Queen’s  Coll.,  Oxford,  1794,  was  fon  of  Edward  Bowie  of  Idmiflon, 
Wilts,  gent.  He  married  31ft  December,  1792,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Rev.  Robert  Gutch,  Head  Mafter 
of  Wimborne  Grammar  School,  and  had  ilTue  two  daughters,  Caroline,  the  wife  of  John  Greenwood, 
who  had  iflue,  and  Georgiana,  ob.f.  p.  He  died  at  Wimborne,  25th  January,  1841. 
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Briftol,  and  Prieft  at  Salifbury  Cathedral,  2nd  0<5lober,  1808,  by  the  Bllhop,  John 
Filher,  “during  the  vacancy  of  the  Deanery.” 

In  1812  he  adled  as  Chaplain  to  his  coufin,  Thomas-Horlock  Baftard,^  when 
High  Sheriff  of  Dorfet.  His  father,  writing  to  his  fon  John  from  Wimborne,  i ith 
February,  1812,  fays:  “Mr.  Baftard  has  offered  James  the  office  of  being  his 
chaplain,  which  he  has  fully  accepted.  He  will  therefore  have  to  exhibit  at  the 
two  next  Affixes  before  the  Judges  at  Dorchefter.  Mr.  B.  has  already  hinted 
that  the  Judges  diflike  long  Sermons,  as  they  are  anxious  to  get  to  bufinefs  as  early 
as  they  can.” 

In  1817  he  was  made  Vicar  of  Guffage  All  Saints,  in  the  gift  of  the  Archdeacon 
of  Dorfet,  and  indudled  19th  June,  which  preferment  he  held  till  1833. 

Writing  to  his  uncle  John,  9th  September,  1817,  he  fays: 

My  expedition  to  the  weftward  the  day  you  left  us  turned  out  very  pleafant.  I dined  with 
Mr.  Colfon  on  that  day,  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Grandees  at  Dorchefter  the  next  day,  and 
of  courfe  gave  them  the  benefit  of  my  advice  and  experience  at  Winchefter  refpedling  the 
Society’s  affairs.  I then  returned  to  dine  with  the  Archdeacon,  where  I met  young  Mr.  Sturt 
and  a Mr.  Vaux,  the  parfon  of  his  parifti  atCritchell.  After  fpending  a very  pleafant  afternoon, 
we  mounted  our  horfes  to  fteer  homeward  about  9 o’clock.  As  it  grew  late,  however,  we 
refolved  to  pafs  the  night  at  Blandford,  but  on  arriving  there  about  half  paft  eleven  we  found 
all  the  houfes  fhut,  and  the  lights  out.  The  moon  had  juft  rifen,  but  could  hardly  penetrate 
the  fog.  Of  courfe  we  were  obliged  to  proceed,  Mr.  Sturt  very  kindly  offered  me  a bed  at 
Critchell,  but  as  my  road  was  more  diredl,  tho’  rather  farther  than  his,  we  parted  and  I reached 
home  and  fucceeded  in  roufing  James  a little  before  two  o’clock,  and  furprifed  the  reft  of  the 
family  by  appearing  at  breakfaft  the  next  morning.  I called  on  Mr.  Sturt  on  my  return  from 
Guffage  the  following  Sunday,  and  took  lunch  with  him.  Mafterman  and  his  fifter  are  gone  to 
their  friends  near  Weymouth  this  week.  I dined  with  him  laft  week  with  a parfonic  party.  I 
alfo  joined  his  party  to  the  Races  the  2nd  day  the  week  before.  Eleven  horfemen  left  his 
houfe  together.* * 

On  22nd  March  (Monday),  1819,®  he  was  inftituted  to  the  united  Redlories  of 


* Thomas-Horlock  Baftard,  of  Charlton  Marftiall,  J.P.,  D.L.,  died  12th  March,  1849,  aged  76.

* An  interefting  piece  of  local  news  is  preferved  in  a letter  of  29th  September,  1818,  from  James 
Mayo  to  his  brother  Thomas,  in  Bath;  “ To-morrow  will  be  a very  gay  day  here,  as  the  Bp.  of  Salif- 
bury  holds  a Confirmation,  the  firft  that  has  been  held  in  this  church  [Wimborne]  for  more  than  a 
century.  He  was  invited  by  Bp.  Bankes.”  By  “ Bp.  Bankes  ” is  intended  the  Official  of  the  Peculiar 
of  Wimborne  Minfter,  Mr.  Henry  Bankes,  who  held  that  office  1806-1835. 
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St.  Peter  with  H.  Trinity,  Shaftefbury,  on  the  prefentation  of  Cropley  Afhley 
Cooper,  Earl  of  Shaftefbury.  On  that  day  the  Redor  of  Sutton  Waldron  and 
Critchell,  then  a candidate  for  the  vacant  Mafterfhip  of  Balliol  College,  writes  from 
Dr.  Wall’s,  Oxford,  promifing  to  ferve  GufTage  for  him  on  the  following  Sunday, 
fo  as  to  allow  his  attendance  at  Shaftefbury  for  indudtion  and  reading  in,  which 
were  arranged  for  the  28th. 

“ Excufe  the  hafte  of  one  engaged  in  an  eledlion  in  which  there  are  nine  voters 
and  fix  candidates. 

“ Ever  yours  truly, 

“Wm.  Vaux.” 

The  following  letter,  which  he  received  later  in  the  fame  year  from  Mrs.  Law- 
rence, the  wife  of  Richard  Lawrence,  D.C.L.,  Canon  of  Chrift  Church,  and  fubfe- 
quently  Archbifhop  of  Cafhel,  preferves  fome  particulars  of  Oxford  news: 

Oxford,  Oft''  24"* *  [1819]. 

My  dear  Sir, 

I muft  beg  your  acceptance  of  our  beft  thanks  for  a very  handfome  prefent  of  Game, 
which  we  received  laft  night;  it  came  at  a time  which  makes  it  particularly  valuable,  as  all  our 
friends  are  come  or  daily  expe£fed. 

I have  to  condole  with  you  upon  the  lofs  of  a moft  valuable  woman,*  and  a much  efteemed 
and  very  old  friend  of  mine,  of  nearly  forty  years  {landing.  I had  not  heard  of  her  death,  till 
your  letter  informed  me  of  it,  and  very  much  fhocked  you  may  fuppofe  I was. 

I cannot  but  greatly  regret  that  we  fhould  be  abfent  from  Oxford  at  the  time  you  made 
your  flying  vifit;  if  we  had  [been  at  home],  I truft  we  Ihould  have  been  able  to  have  prevailed 
upon  you  to  have  lengthened  your  {lay.  I hope  to  be  more  fortunate  upon  fome  future  occafion, 
as  I can  with  great  truth  afTure  you  it  will  give  us  all  much  real  pleafure  to  fee  you  at  Ch-Ch., 
and  we  are  feldom  abfent  but  in  the  long  vacation.  Oxford  muft  have  feemed  very  dreary  to 
you  to  have  only  two  of  your  former  acquaintances  here;  it  proved  how  very  fludluating  the 
fociety  here  is,  which  thofe  who  conftantly  refide  do  not  difcover.  I don’t  know  anyone  left  in 
Pembroke  but  Mr.  Wightwick,*  who  was  there  in  your  time.  Mr.  Parker  ^ is  lately  gone  off 
upon  a good  living;  as  great  a change  as  any  that  I know  is  that  Mr.  Hawkins*  is  a fteady 
married  man  with  four  children,  and  a grave  fchool  mafter.  I conclude  you  know  he  has  the 
Grammar  School  at  Cheltenham.  I am  forry  to  fay  he  has  not  very  good  health;  we  very 
feldom  fee  him ; when  I do,  I will  prefent  your  comp*^%  I am  fure  he  will  be  happy  to  hear  of 
you.  Mr.  Gutch  * is  as  well  and  chearful  as  ufual;  he,  with  fome  of  his  family,  have  been  at

I believe  it  is  between 
Dr.  Macbride*  and  Mr.  Jones,’  the  Sen’’  Fellow.  You  mull  not  believe  more  than  half  what 
you  hear,  as  it  is  only  one  of  my  daughters  that  is  married,  Mary  the  eldeft,  and  to  our  great 
comfort  Ihe  refides  here  at  Kettle  Hall  in  Broad  Street — her  name  is  now  Cotton.^ 

I Ihould  rejoice  to  hear  that  Mr.  C.  Mayo  of  Stoke®  had  a little  more  flelh  upon  his  bones, 
but  perhaps  he  would  really  feel  it  quite  an  incumbrance.  When  you  write  to  or  fee  either 
Mr.,  Mrs.  Mayo,  or  Mrs.  Gibbons,®  pray  make  my  kind  regards  to  them.  I hope  your  brother 
at  Winchefter  is  well.  It  gave  us  all  moft  fincere  pleafure  to  hear  that  your  father  has  better 
health,  I moft  heartily  wilh  him  a continuance  of  it.  I am  fure  we  Ihould  rejoice  to  con- 
gratulate you  upon  a reSiory  or  vicarage  of  your  own,  which  I hope  we  may  be  able  to  do.  I 
wifh  I could  recolleft  anything  interefting  to  tell  you  of,  but  I cannot.  Many  people  who 
remembered  you  vifiting  at  our  houfe  aflced  me  if  it  was  you  who  was  married  to  one  of  the 
Mifs  Browns  in  Holliwell,  as  it  was  a gentleman  of  the  name  of  Mayo.''  I am  juft  recovering 
from  a fit  of  the  gout  in  both  feet  and  one  hand.  I cannot  walk  yet,  and  my  hand  muft  be  an 
excufe  for  this  fad  fcrawl.  Befs  is  upon  a vifit  in  Warwickfhire.  Mr.  Lawrence  and  Mrs. 
Cotton  unite  in  beft  compts,  with.  Dear  Sir,

The  following  extrads  from  letters  to  his  uncle  John  fhew  his  proceedings  at  and  Dor 
this  period:® 


28th  September,  1821.  “I  fpent  a very  pleafant  evening  at  Sir  R.  Glyn’s  with  the  Biftiop,® 
who  is  of  remarkably  eafy,  placid  manners.  I have  dined  fince  at  Lord  Suffield’s  with  three 
gentlemen  of  the  fame  radical  fentiments  as  his  Lordftiip;  of  courfe,  I had  very  little  to  fay, 
not  chufing  to  enter  the  lifts  with  the  odds  fo  much  againft  me.  I have  been  invited  to  meet  a 
more  congenial  fet  fince,  but  am  unfortunately  engaged.  Henbury,  of  which  he  has  been  the 
tenant  of  late,  was  fold  laft  week  by  Mr.  Churchill,  in  whofe  family  the  eftate  had  been  upwards

Edward,  3rd  Baron  Suffield,  b.  1781,  d.  1835.  James  Mayo,  during  intervals  of  leifure,  was  adling 
at  this  time  as  tutor  to  his  fon,  Edward  Vernon  Harbord,  afterwards  4th  Baron. 
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of  a century.  I am  obliged  to  go  to  ferve  my  Churches  at  Shaftefbury  on  Sunday,  on  account 
of  the  deceafe  of  the  Curate  there.  His  fuccelTor  will  be  in  refidence  by  the  following 
Sunday.” 

2nd  January,  1822.  “I  fhall  enclofe  this  letter  in  the  laft  frank  I lhall  be  able  to  obtain 
from  Lord  Sulfield  for  fome  time  to  come,  as  he  is  fetting  off  this  morning  with  all  his  houfe- 
hold  for  his  manfion  at  Gunton  near  Aylefham  in  Norfolk.  . . . He  and  Lady  S.  both  infilled 
very  ftrongly  on  my  vifiting  them  at  Gunton,  whenever  I went  to  fee  my  filler  [Mrs.  Hare] 
or  to  Hay  as  long  as  I could  with  them,  and  vifit  Docking  from  thence.  I have  alio  had  an 
invitation  from  the  Dow"^  Lady  Vernon  * to  vifit  her  in  Park  Place,  if  ever  I venture  fo  far  as 
London.  . . . You  will  fee  by  the  following  quotation  from  a letter  of  Lord  Shaftefbury’s, 
dated  15th  Dec'',  that  I have  not  quite  done  with  the  Nobility.  ‘Your  very  obliging  letter 
demands  my  earliell  and  warmell  acknowledgements.  Our  School  will  certainly  be  much 
benefitted  by  your  occafional  vifitation,  and  we  lhall  all  be  greatly  obliged  by  it.  You  will  give 
us  great  pleafure  if  you  will  take  your  dinner  and  bed  at  St.  Giles’s  whenever  you  can  make  it 
convenient.’  The  Dean  of  Sarum’s  Curate  at  St.  Giles’s  took  my  valuable  curacy  of  Shaftelbury 


at  Mich®,  and  as  he  was  engaged  to  the  Dean  till  Chrillmas  I undertook  to  provide  for  his  duty 
till  that  time,  and  in  the  interim  Lord  Shaftelbury  has  fent  a very  young  man  to  be  trained 
[as  fchoolmaller]  at  the  Central  School  at  Dorcheller,  who  is  now  about  to  commence  his 
operations,  and  as  he  would  Hand  in  need  of  aid  and  countenance  at  firll,  I propofed  to  vifit  the 
School  occafionally,  provided  the  Dean  ^ did  not  objedl  to  it,  altho’  by  his  return  home  I was 
no  longer  wanted  for  the  fervice  of  the  Church.  In  fpeaking  of  my  Re£lory  at  Shaftelbury,  I 
Ihould  obferve  that  the  Curate  receives  the  whole  emolument  thereof,  dedu6ling  i 5 per  cent,  for 
repairs  of  church,  etc.  Mr.  G.  Salmon  applied  to  be  reinllated  there,  but  I had  promifed 
Mr.  Donne.” 

15th  February,  1822.  “ My  long  proje6ted  expedition  to  London  has  at  length  been  accom- 
plilhed,  and  has  terminated  much  to  my  fatisfadlion : my  head  quarters  were  ellablilh’d  at  my 
friend  Dean’s  [William  Dean,  109,  Guildford  St.],  from  whence  I fallied  forth  in  all  diredlions, 
and  by  the  help  of  a Ihilling  map  of  the  llreets  I found  my  way  everywhere,  and  lounged  about 
more  to  my  fatisfadlion  alone  than  when  I had  the  diredtion  of  a guide ; one  day  in  Cheapfide 
I picked  up  four  gold  feals,  two  keys  and  part  of  a chain,  and  by  advertifing  them  in  the  Times 
[for  2nd  Feb.,  ill  page,  top  of  the  2nd  col"]  I found  they  belonged  to  a Gentleman  in

latter,  however,  Lady  Vernon  offered  me  her  ticket,  but  I could  not  avail  myfelf  of  it,  as  I was 
engaged  to  dine  at  Illington.  Thefe  are,  I believe,  the  only  Lions  referved  for  a future  viflt, 
which  is  tolerably  well,  confidering  I was  only  eleven  days  in  Town.” 

I2th  April,  1822.  “By  way  of  recreation  I execute  the  office  of  Infpedlor  General  for 
Schools  on  the  National  Syftem,  one  of  150  for  Lady  C,  Sturt  at  Critchell,  another  at  St.  Giles’s 
on  Sundays  for  Lady  Caroline  Alhley,  and  alfo  one  of  my  own  at  GufTage,  and  another  of  about 
50  which  I eftablifhed  here  [Wimborne]  laft  autumn.” 

Thefe  references  to  village  fchools  are  of  value  as  illuftrating  the  intereft  taken  His  care 
by  the  clergy  at  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  in  the  caufe  of  popular  fchoois^' 
education. 

On  the  death  of  his  father  Janies  Mayo  fucceeded  to  the  Head  Mafterfliip  of  He  becomes 
Wimborne  Grammar  School,  13th  Auguft,  1822,  and  to  the  benefice  of  Avebury  terofvv^m" 
cum  Winterborne  Monkton  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown,  ift  January,  1823  (where  he 
was  induced  by  T.  Hawkins,  Curate,  and  read  the  articles  on  Sunday,  12th  bury  and 
January),  and  to  the  redlory  of  Blackland  on  the  prefentation  of  his  mother,  Jane  gheWand 
Mayo.  To  this  laft  he  was  inftituted  by  Charles  Talbot,  Dean  of  Sarum,  25th 
December,  1822,  induced  5th  January,  1823,  by  W.  Money,  Redlor  of  Yatefbury, 
and  read  himfelf  in  the  fame  day.  In  this  year  he  vacated  his  benefice  at  Shaftef- 
bury:  Blackland  he  refigned  in  the  fummer  of  1843.^ 

From  the  firft  quarter  of  the  century  there  is  little  of  general  intereft  to  record. 

In  1826  he  was  appointed  a truftee  of  Hooper’s  Almftioufe,  Cranborne  (Hutchins’ 

Hift.  of  Dorjety  3rd  edit.,  vol.  iii.,  p.  399). 

In  1833,  on  refigning  the  Vicarage  of  GufTage  All  Saints,  he  was  prefented  with  a prefenta- 
filver  teapot,  inferibed: 

To  the  Rev^  fames  Mayo  \ as  a \ Mark  of  refpeSl  and  gratitude  | from  his  late  | I©anll[)- 
tOntr0  of  j All  Saints  in  the  County  of  Dorfet. 

Mr.  He<ftor-Bower  Monro,  then  refident  at  GufTage,  who  conveyed  the  gift, 
writes  on  17th  March,  1834;  “ I have  much  pleafure  in  being  employed  to  forward 
to  you  the  accompanying  piece  of  plate,  purchafed  by  the  voluntary  contributions 
of  fome  of  your  late  parifhioners.  ...  I can  afTure  you  that  the  idea  originated 
entirely  amongft  themfelves.” 

Mayo  writes  from  Norden,  2nd  January,  1 836:  “ We  have  been  rambling  in  this 
neighbourhood  the  laft  ten  days.  ...  A day  or  two  before  St.  Thomas  I invited 
fome  of  the  leading  Members  of  the  Corporate  Body  [of  Wimborne]  to  partake  of

a brill  from  Bath.  I muft  referve  the  detail  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Commif- 
fioner  of  Charities  until  we  meet,  obferving  only  that  the  refult  will  moft  probably 
verify  the  old  proverb  of  ‘ Great  cry,  little  wool.’ 

“ I dined  two  or  three  days  ago  at  Encombe.  Lord  Eldon  feems  in  good  health 
and  fpirits,  but  very  infirm  and  feeble;  he  ftill  keeps  up  his  correfpondence  to  a 
confiderable  extent.  His  two  daughters  and  their  hulbands  were  of  the  party.” 

He  writes  from  Wimborne,  14th  February,  1845:  “It  is  faid  we  are  to  have 
railroads  interfedling  our  neighbourhood  in  various  diredlions  in  the  courfe  of  two 
years  more.  I do  not  defire  any  fuch  alterations  in  the  mode  of  tranfit  in  our  now 
improved  vicinity.  Julian  Bridge  has  been  newly  built,  and  a beautiful  new  road 
opened  from  it  acrofs  the  meadows  to  the  church  at  Corfe  Mullen,  reducing  the 
diftance  to  two  miles  inftead  of  three.  The  road  to  Blandford  is  thereby  carried 
nearly  on  a level,  through  Sturminfter,  Spetifbury  and  Charlton.” 

During  his  Mafterfiiip  the  New  Buildings  of  Wimborne  School  were  eredted, 
the  corner  ftone  being  laid  by  the  Bilhop  of  Salifbury,  27th  Odlober,  1849. 

James  Mayo  died  at  Wimborne  i8th  Auguft,  and  was  buried  there  22nd 
Auguft,  1851.  His  will,  dated  5th  February,  1848,  was  proved  23rd  September, 
1851,  P.C.C.,  by  his  brother,  Thomas  Mayo. 

He  married  at  Corfe  Caftle,  17th  November,  1829,  by  licence,  Jane,Maughter  of 
Jofeph  Willis,  of  Norden,  Purbeck,  but  had  no  children.  His  wife  predeceafed  him. 
Their  monument  may  be  feen  in  Wimborne  churchyard,  to  the  weft  of  the  church. 

The  Rev,  JAMES  MAYO,  A.M.,|  Vicar  of  Avebury,  Wilts,  and  many  years 
Master  of  | the  Free  Grammar  School  in  this  town,  died  August  i8th,  1851,  aged 
66.  I Jane,  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  JAMES  MAYO,  A.M.,  | died  July  29TH,  1846, 
AGED  43. 

II.  John  Mayo,  born  15th  February,  and  admitted  17th  Odlober,  1786 
(Wimborne  reg.).  The  Rev.  Sir  James  Hanham,  Bart.,  was  one  of  his  god- 
fathers. He  was  educated  at  Wimborne  School,  and  left  his  father’s  roof  for  the 
world  of  London  25th  July,  1801,  where  he  made  his  home  for  the  greater  por- 
tion of  his  life.  After  a brief  fojourn  in  Birmingham  in  1822,  he  returned  to 
London,  and  took  up  his  abode  at  Iflington,  from  which  he  moved  in  1829  to  31, 
Connaught  Terrace,  Hyde  Park.  For  many  years  he  held  an  appointment  in  the 
Eaft  India  Houfe,  which  he  obtained  through  his  friends,  the  Melvills.*  He 
finally  left  London  in  1859,  Stoke-next-Guildford,  Surrey,  where  he  continued 
to  refide  until  his  deceafe.  He  died  in  London,  after  an  operation,  2nd  March,

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and  was  buried  at  Avebury,  9th  March,  1866.  His  life  was  of  that  limple,  un- 
eventful character,  which  affords  little  of  fpecial  moment  to  record.  He  was  a man 
of  much  gravity  of  difposition  and  of  Evangelical  views,  and  fpent  a confiderable 
portion  of  his  leifure  time  in  vifiting  cafes  of  ficknefs  and  poverty  in  his  immediate 
neighbourhood,  and  during  his  relidence  in  London  was  greatly  interefted  in  the 
erection  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  LifTon  Grove,  a poor  diftridl  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Marylebone.  He  was  alfo  a member  of  the  Paddington  Seled  Veftry. 

He  married  24th  December,  1829,  at  the  parifh  church,  Paddington,  Matilda, 
daughter  of  Major  Robert  Horfley,  nth  Light  Dragoons,  who  furvived  him,  and 
dying  at  Stoke,  nth  March,  was  buried  at  Avebury  17th  March,  1882.

and  James  Druitt.  Her  fpecial  interefts  lay  in  the  diredtion  of  mufic,  and  in  the 
purfuit  of  botanical  and  geological  ftudies. 

“ As  a daughter,  a friend,  a worker,  a Sunday  School  Teacher,  her  life  was 
truly  exemplary.  She  was  ever  ready  with  a kind  word,  as  well  as  with  kind  deeds. 
Many  of  the  lick  and  needy  and  forrowful  will  mifs  the  funlhine  her  vifits  brought 
to  them,  as  well  as  the  many  gifts  bellowed  in  her  dear  Mailer’s  name.”  (Sermon 
by  Rev.  T.  Mooney,  at  Stoke-next-Guildford.)

A clock,  the  work  of  Gillett,  Bland  and  Co.,  Croydon,  was  placed  in  the  tower 
of  Avebury  church,  June,  1883,  to  her  memory,  by  her  brother  and  fome  other  of 
her  immediate  relatives.*  A Brafs  there  is  thus  infcribed: 

The  clock  in  this  tower  was  erected  | in  loving  memory  of  | ISABELLA 
HORSLEY  MAYO  | who  died  5 January  1883,  and  lies  | buried  in  the  adjoining 
churchyard  I 1883. 

4.  John-Horsley  Mayo,  born  26th  November,  1838,  and  baptifed  14th 
March,  1839.  He  received  his  education  lirll  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Emerton  at 
Hanwell  School,  from  14th  May,  1849,  and  fubfequently  at  Brighton  College, 
which  he  entered  at  Ealler,  1853,  Dr.  Cotterill  being  then  Head  Mailer,  remain- 
ing until  Chrillmas,  1854,  and  on  28th  February,  1855,  was  appointed  Writer  in 
the  Eall  India  Houfe  by  Mr.  Elliot  Macnaghton.^  On  the  abforption  of  the  old 
Ellablilhment  in  the  prefent  Government  office,  he  became  Junior  Clerk,  Adminif- 
trator’s  department  of  the  India  Office,  i860.  Senior  Clerk,  January,  1872,  and  was 
transferred  to  the  Military  department,  1875,  in  which,  from  December,  1882,  till 
his  retirement  in  May,  1895,  he  was  Affillant  Secretary.  His  energies,  however, 
were  not  limited  by  this  routine,  and  for  fome  years  he  found  time  to  adl  as  an 
officer  in  the  ill  or  Well  Norfolk  Militia,  in  which  he  held  the  rank  of  Lieutenant 
from  8th  May,  1862,  until  the  correfponding  month  in  1866. 

In  Odlober,  1859,  his  parents  removed  from  London  to  Stoke-next-Guildford,® 
and  from  that  date  till  after  his  mother’s  death,  he  had  chambers  in  London,  but 
fpent  a portion  of  his  time  at  home.  When  this  was  broken  up  in  1882,  he  Hayed

Elliot  Macnaghton,  late  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Calcutta,  and  a member  of  the  Indian  Council, 
died  24th  December,  1888,  aged  81. 

® In  1874  fpent  a few  months’  lick  leave  in  South  America,  viftting  Rio  and  Buenos  Ayres. 
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for  fome  months  at  Bournemouth,  to  recuperate  after  an  attack  of  congeftion  of  the 
lungs.  Immediately  upon  his  marriage,  which  occurred  in  1883^  he  embarked  with 
his  wife  upon  a voyage  to  Auftralia,  and  vifited  Port  Albany  in  Weftern  Auftralia, 
and  Sydney  and  Cooma  in  New  South  Wales,  and  at  the  place  laft  named  was  the 
gueft  of  his  coufin,  the  Ven.  Thomas  Druitt,  Archdeacon  of  Monaro.  After  his 
return  in  the  fummer  of  1884  he  refided  for  two  months  at  Monk  Sherborne, 
Hants,  removing  at  Lady  Day,  1885,  to  67,  Gower  Street,  London,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  live  till  his  deceafe. 

He  frequently  vifited  Avebury,^  where  he  had  purchafed  a fmall  houfe,  and 
having  a refined  tafte  for  architecture  and  archaeology,  was  greatly  interefted  in  the 
reftoration  of  the  ancient  church  of  that  village  (reopened  on  St.  James’s  day,  25th 
July,  1883),  and  was  a generous  contributor  towards  the  ereClion  of  new  oak  roofs 
for  the  north  and  fouth  aifles  of  the  nave.^  He  had  alfo  a houfe  called  “ Tanfield,” 
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at  Weft  Clandon,  Surrey,  which  he  purchafed  on  9th  December,  1870,  and  fubfe- 
quently  enlarged,  though  he  never  refided  there  in  perfon. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  at  the  India  Office,  he  took  an  aCtive  part  in  the 
affairs  of  the  London  parilh  in  which  he  lived,  and  was  a member  of  the  Veftry  of 
St.  Giles’,  and  an  invention,®  which  he  patented  in  1891,  ffiews  the  practical  inftinCl 
he  poffeffed  for  dealing  with  the  details  of  parochial  adminiftration. 

The  great  work  of  his  life  was  the  preparation  of  a fuperb  account,  in  two 
volumes,  of  Britilh  Naval  and  Military  War  Medals,  to  which  he  devoted  many  years

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of  arduous  attention.  The  range  of  the  undertaking  extends  from  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  to  the  prefent  time,  and  war  medals,  both  Englilh  and  Indian,  during  that 
period,  are  defcribed  and  illuftrated.  A diftindlive  feature  of  the  book  is  the 
publication  in  full  of  the  official  documents,  and  in  many  cafes  of  the  correfpond- 
ence,  connefted  with  the  iffiue  of  the  decorations,  and  the  book  is  thus  of  permanent 
value  not  only  to  the  colledtor,  but  alfo  to  the  naval  and  military  authorities  of  the 
country.  The  author’s  death  occurred  at  the  commencement  of  the  printing  of  the 
work,  and  the  talk  of  editorial  revifion,  and  the  fafe  condudt  of  the  MS.  through 
the  prefs,  was  then  committed  by  his  executors  to  the  writer  of  the  prefent  volume 
— Mr.  Mayo’s  widow,  who  had  been  her  hufband’s  literary  coadjutor  in  his  lifetime, 
continuing  to  render  valuable  affiftance  to  the  editor.  The  contents  of  the  book 
were  then  brought  down  to  the  date  of  iffiue,  and  publiffied  in  the  autumn  of  1897, 
in  two  volumes,  fuper  royal  8vo.,  pp.  Ixxxviii+b  17,  accompanied  by  55  plates  in 
collotype  and  metal,  with  other  illuftrations  in  the  text.  It  is  dedicated  to  Queen 
Viftoria,  in  the  year  of  her  Great  Jubilee,  in  the  following  terms:

The  following  fentences,  taken  from  a review  in  the  Army  and  Navy  Gazette 
for  27th  November,  1897,  page  1 131,  are  an  example  of  the  high  commendations 
the  work  has  received  from  competent  judges : 

Although  much  good  work  has  been  done  by  others  in  the  fame  field,  it  may  be  faid, 
without  depreciating  their  labour,  that  Mr.  Mayo’s  two  volumes  conftitute  the  fineft  work  upon 
the  fubjeft  in  the  Englifh  language.  ...  It  is  fcarcely  poflible  to  open  the  pages  without 
difcovering  fome  point  of  intereft,  biographical  or  hiftorical.  Never  have  medals  been  fo  well 
illuftrated.  The  monochrome  pictures  are  beautiful,  and  thofe  in  metals  and  colours  could  not 
be  excelled.  . . . The  greateft  credit  is  due  to  every  one  concerned  in  the  produdlion  of  this 
beautiful  work;  there  is  nothing  like  it  in  exiftence.  The  author  could  have  had  no  better 
memorial  than  this  outcome  of  his  tafte,  difcrimination  and  learning. 

Mr.  Mayo,  whofe  health  had  been  impaired  by  the  illnefs  from  which  he 
fuffered  in  1882,  fuccumbed  to  a bronchial  attack,  29th  September,  1895,  in  his 
57th  year,  and  was  buried  at  Avebury,  in  the  enclofure  belonging  to  his  family,  the 
3rd  Odober  following.  He  left  no  iffiue.  His  grave  is  covered  with  a flat  ftone, 
bearing  this  infcription : 
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Sacred  to  the  Memory  | of  | John  Horsley  Mayo  | only  Son  of  | John  and  Matilda 
H.  Mayo  | Died  29th  September,  1895,  aged  56. 

His  will,  dated  23rd  January,  1894,  was  proved  in  the  Principal  Probate 
Regiftry  12th  November,  1895,  by  Matilda-Jane  Druitt  and  James  Druitt,  jun., 
of  Bournemouth. 

He  married  26th  September,  1883,  at  the  parilh  church,  Kentilh  Town, 
Apollonia-Ann,  daughter  of  Vice-Admiral  George-Stewart  Reynolds  of  Guildford, 
and  Eliza-Sufannah,  his  wife,  daughter  of  James  Walker  of  Blackheath,  See 
Chapter  XI. 

III.  Mary  Mayo,  born  23rd  September,  1787,  and  admitted  5th  February, 
1789  (Wimborne  reg.).  She  lived  at  Wimborne  with  her  filler  Elizabeth,  and 
dying  there  28th  0(5tober,  was  buried  at  Tarrant  Keynfton,  5th  November,  1844, 
aged  57.  Her  will,  dated  i8th  March,  1842,  was  proved  3rd  December,  1844,  by 
her  lifter  and  executrix  and  foie  legatee,  Elizabeth  Mayo,  P.C.C.^ 

IV.  Charles  Mayo,  born  29th  December,  1788,  and  admitted  5th  February, 
1789  (Wimborne  reg.) — Charles  Mayo,  Redlor  of  Beechingftoke,  being  one  of  his 
godfathers. 

He  was  educated  in  his  father’s  houfe  at  Wimborne  Grammar  School,  where 
the  boys  at  that  time  read Cicero  and  Virgil  in  Latin,  Xenophon  and  Homer  in 
Greek,  and  arithmetic  up  to  fimple  equations;  whilft  French  was  taught  fo  well 
that  the  fubjedl  of  this  Iketch  delighted  in  hearing  a French  novel  [Fleurange^  by 
Mrs.  Auguftus  Craven]  read  to  him  within  a ftiort  period  of  his  death.  . . . 
Whilst  fpeaking  of  French,  there  comes  to  our  mind  an  anecdote  we  have  heard 
Mr.  Mayo  relate,  illuftrating  the  manners  of  the  time  and  the  prediledtions  of  the 
boy.  It  is  fometimes  fuppofed  that  boys,  who  are  deftined  to  become  furgeons,  Ihew 
their  taftes  early  by  difledting  dogs  and  cats,  and  by  prying  into  anatomical  matters 
which  moft  people  think  repulfive.  Now,  it  happened  that  French  was  taught  at 
Wimborne  by  a Mons.  Leprince,  faid  to  be  a French  emigre  of  good  family,  who 
lived  at  the  neighbouring  town  of  Ringwood,  whence  he  made  profeflional  journeys 
to  all  the  towns  around.  As  Ringwood  was  nine  miles  from  Wimborne,  the  fchool- 
mafter  lent  Mons.  Leprince  his  horfe  to  ride  half-way  back  to  Ringwood,  whilft 
young  Charles  Mayo  was  fent  on  before  to  walk  to  fome  appointed  fpot,  whence  he 


* She,  and  her  After  Elizabeth,  were  in  London,  in  June,  1821,  feeing  the  ufual  fights,  and  duly 
imprefled  with  the  brilliant  difplay  at  the  Court  jewellers,  which  included  “the  cups  to  be  ufed  at  the 
Coronation  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Champion.”  “ On  Friday  we  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing  Carl- 
ton Houfe,  which  furprifed  us  all.  I could  have  formed  no  idea  of  anything  fo  magnificent.”  The 
following  week  they  purfued  their  journey  to  Docking.  (Carlton  Houfe  was  one  of  the  fights  of  Lon- 
don ; fee  Life  in  London,  1821,  bk.  ii.,  chap.

“ From  a memoir  in  the  Medical  Times  and  Gazette,  December,  1876,  by  Robert  Druitt,  M.D., 
author  of  The  Surgeon's  V ade  Mecum. 
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had  to  ride  the  horfe  back,  whilft  Monfieur  difmounted  and  finiflied  his  journey  on 
foot.  But  it  fo  happened  that,  a fhort  time  before,  a frightful  murder  ^ had  been 
committed  at  Parley,  a defolate  village  a mile  or  two  to  the  fouth  of  the  road  between 
Wimborne  and  Ringwood,  and  the  bodies  of  the  two  murderers  were  hung  in  chains 
from  a gibbet  on  a heath  within  a fhort  diftance  from  Parley,  where,  although  the 
gibbet  has  vanifhed,  the  memory  of  the  affair  furvives  to  the  prefent  day.  On  one 
occafion  young  Charles  Mayo,  when  he  was  fent  as  ufual  to  take  the  horfe  from  the 
Frenchman,  was  tempted  to  leave  the  high  road,  and  go  and  infpedl  the  remains  of 
the  murderers,  whofe  bones  and  rags  fwung  and  creaked  horribly  in  the  wind  ; but 
when  he  returned  to  the  high  road,  the  Frenchman,  not  feeing  him  at  the  accuf- 
tomed  fpot,  had  gone  on  towards  Ringwood,  and  the  truant  did  not  return  to 
Wimborne  with  the  horfe  till  long  after  the  appointed  time,  with  no  fmall  fear  of 
the  confequences,  for  his  father,  amongft  other  accomplifhments,  was  thought  to 
excel  in  the  ufe  of  the  birch.” 

On  arriving  at  the  age  of  fixteen  he  was  fent  to  London,  where,  after  five  years, 
1805-10,  fpent  in  learning  the  rudiments  of  medicine  under  a Mr.  Edward  Browne, 
he  entered  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hofpital  as  a ftudent.  A letter  to  his  mother, 
written  on  April  8th,  1805,  the  day  of  his  arrival  in  town,  after  a tedious  journey 
by  the  Southampton  coach,  in  which  he  flept  but  little,  and  “ eat  nothing  all  the 
way  from  Wimborn,”  narrates  how  bufily  he  at  once  employed  himfelf  in  viewing 
the  fights  of  London,  including  the  wild  beafls  at  the  Exeter  Change.  He  adds  : 
‘‘We  called  on  Mr.  Mayo^  in  Cloak  Lane,  when  John  introduced  me  to  him.  He 
faid  he  fhould  .be  glad  to  fee  me  to  dinner  any  Sunday  if  John  would  bring  me. 
We  faw  Uncle  Jofeph  there  too.  We  next  called  on  Uncle  William.  We  faw  Henry 
before  we  came  out.  They  are  all  very  well.” 

In  1 809  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Dr.  John  Mayo  (see  Chapter  IX.).  The 
latter  writes  from  the  “ Albany,  0<5l.  16,  1809,”  to  Charles  Mayo,  Reftor  of  Beech- 
ingftoke : 

Dear  Cousin, 

Our  young  relative  breakfafted  with  me  a day  or  two  after  my  laft  letter  to  you.  I 
was  much  pleafed  with  his  appearance  and  manner,  and  from  his  converfation  I could  not  but 
conclude  that  he  has  not  mifpent  his  time.  He  told  me  that  in  the  Spring  the  five  years’ 
fervitude  part  of  his  apprenticefliip  will  be  expired;  he  alked  my  opinion  whether  it  would  be

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better  for  him  to  continue  on  fmall  pay  and  no  future  profpedls  in  the  fervice  of  his  prefent 
mafter,  or  begin  ferioufly  to  work  at  the  Hofpital  and  Lefkure  room.  I was  for  the  latter,  and 
promifed  him  to  write  to  you  of  fuch  being  my  opinion.  Should  he  be  able  to  point  out  how  I 
can  in  any  way  ferve  or  advance  him,  it  will  be  a pride  and  fatisfa£lion  to  me  to  do  fo.  I 
am  always  approachable  at  breakfaft,  and  to  none  more  than  himfelf. 

Dr.  Mayo’s  advice  was  followed,  and  entering  St.  Bartholomew’s  young  Charles 
“ threw  himfelf  with  great  ardour  into  the  ftudy  of  anatomy,  and  became  drefler  for 
a confiderable  period  to  Sir  Charles  Blicke,  then  one  of  the  leading  London  furgeons, 
whilft  he  became  known  to  Abernethy,  Lawrence,  Stanley,  Wormald  and  others, 
who  had  attained  or  were  attaining  repute.  After  palTing  with  credit  through  the 
courfe  of  inftrudion  at  the  Hofpital,  he  became  a member  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons,  5th  April,  18 ii;  and  very  foon  afterwards,  hearing  that  the  Governors 
of  the  County  Hofpital  at  Winchefter  defired  to  increafe  their  ftaff,”  he  came  down 
on  Sunday,  23rd  June,  bringing  with  him  teftimonials  from  Abernethy,  Blicke, 
Blizard,  Cooper,  Home,  Mayo,  Gower,  Parnell,  Thynne  and  others  eminent  in 
their  profeflion,  giving  references  alfo  to  the  Dean  of  Winchefter^  and  Rev.  Dr. 
Nott,^  and  on  17th  September,  18  ii,  was  eleded  furgeon  to  the  Hofpital.^ 

Writing  from  Winchefter,  29th  June,  18 ii,  to  his  uncle  John  Mayo  at  Bath, 
he  fays:  I arrived  here  on  Sunday  laft,  and  faw  Dr.  Nott  on  Tuefday,  and  was 

politely  received.  . . . On  Thurfday  I met  him  by  appointment  at  the  Dean’s,  who 
received  me  very  handfomely,  faid  he  remembered  my  Coz.,^  knew  old  Dr.  Herbert,® 
etc.,  and  highly  efteemed  the  refpedlability  of  our  family,  would  be  very  happy  to 
give  every  encouragement  to  a young  man  of  fo  great  refpedlability  and  fo  well 
recommended.” 

On  the  fame  day  another  coufin  and  name-fake  (fee  Chapter  VII.)  wrote  to  him 
from  Great  Ormond  Street,  London. 

My  dear  Sir, 

I rejoice  to  fee  you  ftart  thus  early  in  life  a candidate.  It  is  following  the  fteps  of 
Dr.  J.  Mayo,  and  I hope  fuccefs  will  attend  you.  I fliall  fee  my  friend,  Mr.  Cooper  of  Henley,®

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on  Monday,  who  can  apply  with  great  eafe  to  Lord  Malmefbury.  He  knew  very  well  my  late 
uncle,  and  likewife  knows  Dr.  J.  Mayo  and  Dr.  Gower.  Through  the  Common  Serjeant*  I 
can  apply  to  Mr.  Shaw  Lefevre,  and  to  Mr.  Wall,  etc.,  through  his  fifter,  whom  I know. 

I wifh  you  were  in  Town,  as  in  my  hafte  I have  drawn  out  the  filk  from  the  feton,  which 
I (hall  now  clofe,  as  Mrs.  Mayo  has  no  confidence  in  her  own  Ikill.  Pray  make  no  fcruple  in 
writing  to  me,  if  you  think  I can  ferve  you  by  any  means.  Dr.  Mayo  advifes  me  to  get  into 
the  Country,  but  I cannot  prevail  on  Mrs.  Mayo  to  budge  with  me.  I remain,  with  Mrs.

It  could  not  be  expeded  that  the  eledlion  of  Mayo,  as  yet  a ftranger  to 
Winchefter,  would  be  altogether  pleafing  to  the  exifting  fundionaries,  who  for  a 
time  gave  him,  as  he  thought,  no  cordial  co-operation.  Owing,  however,  to  his 
excellent  introdudions  he  was  very  well  received  by  the  fociety  of  the  place.  “ I 
was  invited,”  he  writes  on  24th  Auguft,  “ to  a large  Corporation  Dinner  by  the 
Mayor  yefterday,  and  met  there  Sir  H.  Mildmay,  the  Member,  and  moft  of  the 
grandees  of  the  town.  By  Sir  H.  M.’s  defire  the  Mayor  introduced  me  to  him, 
who,  you  know,  has  been  applied  to  for  me  from  feveral  quarters.^  Amongfi;  the 
toafts  he  took  occafion  to  make  one  in  which  he  brought  in  my  name  after  the 
three  phyficians  at  Winton,  which  of  courfe  pointed  me  out  to  many  of  the  com- 
pany to  whom  I was  before  unknown,  and  gave  rife  to  lots  of  bowing  and  fcraping, 
wifhes  for  fuccefs,  etc.”  “ I have  been,”  he  writes  on  5th  Odober,  “ at  feveral  routs 
among  the  firft  people  here,  and  have  received  calls  from  the  Dean,  Prebendaries 
and  others.” 

It  was  at  this  time  that  the  well-meant  propofal  of  Dr.  Nott  that  he  fhould 
devote  fome  leifure  moments  to  leduring  to  ladies,  elicited  the  following  charader- 
iftic  letter  from  his  coufin.  Dr.  Mayo,  whofe  advice  he  had  defired  in  the  matter:

My  dear  Friend, 

I haften  to  write  to  you,  as  I am  anxious  to  lofe  no  time  in  putting  a decided  negative 
’’  to  Dr.  Nott’s  propofal  to  you  for  the  application  of  fome  portion  of  your  time.  If  you  were 
by  his  means  to  get  hold  of  every  woman  in  the  place,  there  is  not  a part  about  her  that  would 
repay  you  for  the  fquandering  of  fuch  valuable  time  as  you  are  now  in  pofieffion  of.  When  you 
get  into  bufinefs  you  cannot  ftudy.  You  ought  almoft  to  thank  your  good  fortune  for  your 
prefent  leifure,  in  order  that  you  may  apply  it  to  the  reading  of  the  beft  books  in  Surgery, 
Abernethy’s  Trads,  Pott’s  Works,  and  other  good  writers  whom  you  may  know  of,  both  in

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Surgery  and  Phyfic,  night  and  day.  You  fhould  read  and  frequently  copy,  not  only  to  get  the 
idea,  but  the  manner  of  cloathing  it.  If  you  have  not  altogether  forgot  your  Latin,  you  may 
fometimes  take  up  Heberden’s  Commentaries^  Sydenham,  Celfus,  and  Gregory’s  ConfpeSius  Medi- 
cinae^  but  above  all  take  the  beft  Englifh  writers  upon  profeffional  fubjedls.  Study  your  Pharma- 
copeia, the  qualities  and  appearances  of  beft  drugs  and  articles  ufed : revife  your  Pharmaceutical 
Chymiftry,  fo  that  you  may  not  be  guilty  of  a folecifm  in  your  prefcriptions.  Frequently  compound. 
Get  little  furgical  cafes  from  amongft  the  poor,  and  let  them  come  to  you  at  fet  times  in  order 
that  you  may  fee  and  touch  all  kinds  of  appearances  to  which  the  unfortunate  part  of  our  fellow 
creatures  may  introduce  you.  In  a word,  for  two  years  to  come  be  wholly  and  only  in  your 
profeffion.  Get  fome  knives,  and  diftedl  difeafed  parts,  fo  as  to  know  their  altered  texture.  Revife 
your  anatomy  and  phyfiology.  You  have  enough  to  do  without  puzzling  the  heads  of  the  poor 
women  who  like  nothing  but  little  brilliant  experiments  which  ferve  to  put  their  eyes  out. 

If  I hear  of  any  new  publication  which  ftrikes  me  as  ufeful  to  you,  I will  order  it  at  Collens’, 
and  defire  him  to  fend  it  you.  Pray,  pray  be  bufy,  and  do  not  be  going  too  often  to  the  Routs, 
and  accepting  the  flattering  notices  of  the  Ladies.  They  will  get  tired  of  you,  as  they  do  of  all 
new  things,  and  try  fomething  elfe  they  will  think  equally  amufmg.  Let  every  winter’s  evening 
almoft  find  you  happy  in  your  ftudy,  if  the  caufe  of  fuffering  humanity  does  not  invite  you  to  a 
yet  higher  employment.  Nothing  is  fo  eafy  as  to  be  civil,  and  to  appear  grateful,  but  let  me 
repeat  it.  Do  not  let  your  civility  and  gratitude  miflead  you.  Acquire  and  fix  the  habit  of  being 
a good  deal  to  and  with  yourfelf,  nunquam  minus  folus  quam  \cquurri\  folus.  Remember  me  with  all 
love  and  kindnefs  to  Home. 

I have  my  health,  but  my  anxieties  likewife.  I ftiall  foon  go  to  Town  for  the  winter.  God 
blefs  you,  and  that  you  may  profper  is  the  fincere  prayer  of  your  affedlionate  Coufin, 

J.  M. 

P.S.  I will  fpeak  to  Gower  for  you  and  thank  him. 

Though  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Nott  was  not  followed  on  this  occafion, 
he  did  not  ceafe  to  fupport  and  encourage  his  young  friend. 

On  the  4th  of  March  the  next  year,  he  writes  to  Charles  Mayo  from  All 
Souls’,  Oxford,  in  the  following  terms:  “The  regard  I bear  thofe  who  did  me  the 
favour  of  introducing  me  to  you  would  have  infured  my  beft  wifties  for  your 
fuccefs  in  life:  the  knowledge  I obtained  perfonally  of  your  Ikill  and  conducft  and 
amiable  difpofition  during  my  laft  reftdence  at  Winchefter  have  confirmed  every 
favourable  impreflion,  and  will  make  me  happy  at  all  times  to  hear  of  your 
profperity,  and  if  in  my  power,  promote  it.” 

In  regard  to  his  profeftional  employments,  Charles  Mayo  writes  on  4th  March, 
1812,  “I  made  my  debut  as  an  operator  at  the  Hofpital  laft  week,  in  amputating  a 
fore-arm,  which  is  doing  extremely  well”;  and  on  yth  April,  “ My  eledlion  to  the 
Lying-in  Society  came  on  yefterday,  which  was  fecured  by  a large  majority  at  a 
very  full  meeting  of  matrons;  I had  a very  polite  note  from  Mrs.  Rennell, 
announcing  the  refult  of  the  conteft.”  ^ 


' This  appointment  he  held  for  many  years.  In  1849  received  the  gift  of  a filver  coffee-pot, 
infcribed : “ Prefented  to  | Charles  Mayo  Efq‘'°  ] by  the  members  of  the  [ Winchefter  Lying-in 
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A letter  from  Abernethy,  written  in  Auguft  in  this  year,  when  Mayo  was  pre- 
paring for  his  firft  operation  in  lithotomy,  will  Ihew  how  thoroughly  that  eminent 
furgeon  was  prepared  to  back  his  old  pupil : 

My  dear  Sir, 

If  the  Governors  of  any  hofpital  entrufted  me  with  the  care  of  patients,  I would  take 
care  to  do  my  duty  to  the  heft  of  my  ability.  I would  not  bleed  and  purge  a patient  repeatedly, 
prior  to  an  operation  for  lithotomy,  to  the  extent  you  defcribe,  at  the  fuggeftion  of  any  man, 
if  it  did  not  appear  to  me  proper.  There  is  but  one  general  rule  for  a man’s  condudi:  Do  as 
you  would  be  done  unto.  I would  not  defer  the  operation  beyond  that  time  when  it  feemed 
moft  conducive  to  the  patient’s  welfare  to  perform  it.  You  know  I ufe  a gorget,  which  cuts  as 
well  as  any  knife  that  ever  I tried,  and  has  the  advantage  of  being  a conduftor  for  the  forceps. 
If  I ufe  a knife,  it  fhould  be  fuch  a one  as  Mr.  Cooper  ufes.  I know  not  what  to  advife  you  to 
do.  You  reprefent  your  patient  as  much  reduced,  and  if  the  fubjedl  were  unfavourable  for  an 
operation,  I would  rather  fend  him  to  a London  Hofpital  than  run  the  rilk  of  his  dying  after 
an  operation,  however  well  you  might  perform  it.  This  is  the  beginning  of  Ledlures.  Had  it 
happened  at  any  other  feafon,  I would  have  gone  to  Winchefter.

The  operation  was  performed  and  the  patient  recovered. 

Soon  after  his  arrival  at  Winchefter  Mayo  had  taken  up  his  refidence  in  the 
High  Street.  Here,  in  the  autumn  of  1814,  he  received  a vifit  from  his  coufin 
Charles,  the  Redtor  of  Beechingftoke,  who  writes  on  i6th  Odlober,  to  John  Mayo 
of  Bath : 

“ You  will  be  pleafed  to  hear  what  1 am  pleafed  to  tell  you, — that  I have  been 
at  Winchefter  fince  you  were  here — that  I found  my  coufin  going  on  very  profper- 
oufly — fpent  part  of  two  days  very  agreeably  with  him — went  to  two  concerts 
together — and  fpent  a very  pleafant  afternoon  together  with  the  Dean.  On  my 
coufin’s  leaving  the  room  after  dinner  (there  was  a large  Party,  obferve)  the  Dean 
took  the  opportunity  to  fpeak  to  me  in  the  handfomeft  manner  of  him.  It  is  no 
fmall  honour  to  fo  young  a man  to  be  fo  much  in  the  good  graces  of  fuch  a man 
as  Dr.  Rennell.  On  my  thanking  Dr.  Nott  (whom  I faw  likewife,  and  Mr. 
Poulter)  they  both  faid  it  was  to  his  own  merit  he  was  indebted.” 

On  the  ift  December,  the  following  year,  1815,  his  uncle,  John  Mayo,  juft 
mentioned,  writes  to  him  from  Bath: 

“ It  may  be  a matter  of  furprife  to  hear  that  a refident  of  your  city,  viz..  Sir 
Henry  Rivers,'  dined  with  me  yefterday.  ...  I was  glad  to  hear  from  him  that

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you  had  fo  far  eftablifhed  a good  charadter  at  Winton,  as  eventually  to  fecure  a 
good  pradice,  whenever  the  old  pradlitioners  quit  or  are  taken  off.  It  is,  I find,  not 
yet  determined  whether  Sir  Henry  is  to  be  our  new  Redlor  or  not.  This  is  the 
errand  which  brought  him  here  at  this  time.” 

A letter  from  Beechingftoke,  29th  May,  i8i6,‘  contains  fome  points  of 
intereft. 

My  dear  Sir, 

I am  much  obliged  by  your  kind  letter,  and  to  your  good  friend.  Dr.  Nott,  for  con- 
veying it.  In  the  converfation  which  it  introduced  with  him,  I am  happy  to  be  informed  that 
notwithftanding  your  competitors  in  pradfice  continue  their  oppofition  with  all  their  ftrength, 
you  are  gaining  ground  by  the  beft  and  moft  permanent  means,  your  own  merit. 

I began  my  fummer’s  rambles  laft  week  with  a trip  to  Ilminfter,  where  I fpent  two  days 
with  your  uncle  [John  Mayo,  of  Bath]  and  Mrs.  Mayo  at  Mr.  Collins’s.  My  next  muft  be  to 
Nibley,  to  comfort  poor  Joe  Mayo.“  He  bears  his  lofs,  I hear,  with  great  fortitude.  I mean 
likewife  to  fee  my  friends  at  Winborn  ^ in  the  courfe  of  the  fummer.  In  the  mean  time  am 
happy  to  hear  from  all  hands  that  his *  * health  is  much  better  than  it  was  a year  or  two  ago. 
In  the  back  ground,  at  fuch  a diftance  as  not  to  be  feen  diftindtly,  is  the  expedition  to 
Sussex.  . . . 

Farewell.  I hope  your  eye  will  foon  be  well — if  not,  I will  fend  Mifs  Goodman ' to  you. 
She  has  juft  recovered  me  from  my  fpring  catarrh.  Such  a Phyfician  deferves  a better  patient.

On  his  firft  coming  to  Winchefter  Charles  Mayo  lived  in  the  High  Street.  On 
1 8th  December,  1818,  he  writes  to  his  brother  John:  “I  am  got  into  a very 
commodious  ready-furnilhed  houfe,  St.  Peter’s  Street.”  In  this  houfe,  which  he 
fubfequently  purchafed,  he  made  his  permanent  refidence.®

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His  hofpital  appointment  was  at  firft  an  honorary  one.  In  1818  his  coufin 
Charles  writes  from  Beechingftoke  to  John  Mayo  in  London;  “You  have  prob- 
ably been  informed  of  the  diftinguifhed  honour  conferred  on  your  brother  Charles 
in  having  a falary  given  him  by  the  Governors  of  the  Hofpital,  in  remuneration  of 
his  very  great  attention.  This  will,  I hope,  fet  him  forward  in  his  pradlice.” 

On  3rd  February  this  year  he  was  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  the  city  of 
London,  having  been  free  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  fince  September, 
1812. 

From  the  year  following  his  arrival  in  Winchefter  up  to  1876,  writes  Dr. 
Druitt,  “ Charles  Mayo’s  life  was  one  of  the  bulieft  profeflional  work.  He  gained 
confiderable  reputation  as  a lithotomift,  which  was  brought  to  a climax  by  his 
fuccefsful  extradlion  of  one  of  the  largeft  ftones  on  record,  weighing  more  than 
T4  oz.jin  December,  1818.^  Asa  lithotomift  his  manner  of  proceeding  and  inftru- 
ments  were  bold  and  ftmple,  in  imitation  of  Chefelden.  He  performed  feveral 
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operations  for  axillary  and  other  aneurifms,  fome  of  which  were  made  known 
through  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  ‘TranJadiionSy  a cafe  of  complete  tranfpofition 
of  the  vifcera,  cafes  of  deep  encyfted  tumors  in  the  neck  [Lancety  1847),  and  cafes 


ture.  “ I have  fold  Nell  Gwynne’s  houfe,  next  door,  to  the  Government  for  the  Court  of  Probate.  I 
referve  the  offices,  coach-houfe  and  liable  intervening  between  this  houfe  and  that.”  (Letter  to  his 
brother  John,  30th  November,  1859.)  This  was  a houfe  nearer  the  High  Street,  which  he  had 
alfo  purchafed,  and  let  for  many  years. 

* “ I had  about  a fortnight  ago  a moll:  fplendid  and  fuccefsful  operation ; it  was  that  of  lithotomy, 
by  which  I extrafted  a ilone  weighing  i 5^  oz.,  and  meafuring  9 inches  in  its  fmalleft  circumference, 
and  1 1 in  its  longell.  Such  a thing,  I fuppofe,  was  hardly  ever  heard  of  in  any  age  or  country.” 
(Letter,  i8th  December,  1818.)  The  following  entry  occurs  in  the  regifters  of  the  Catholic  Miffion, 
Winchefter,  publilhed  by  the  Catholic  Record  Society,  vol.  i.,  1904-5,  p.  235:  “ 1820,  25  Aug.  Carolus 
Gilbert,  mortuus  die  20,  Natus  eft  . . . Sept.  1789,  et  in  tenerrima  infantia  inventus  eft  dolore  calculi 
laborare,  qui  ad  28um  aetatis  annum  magnitudine  limul  et  angore  crevit.  Die  18  Dec.,  1818,  extraftus 
eft  in  Nofocomio  publico,  perit^  et  feliciter  operante  Dho  Carolo  Mayo;  at  morbo  nunquam  inter- 
miftb,  fraftis  viribus  deviftoque  corpore,  biennium  elanguit,  ac  pie  tandem  obiit.” 
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of  epifpadias.  Hernia,  in  all  its  varieties,  came  under  his  notice,  and  the  laft  entry 
in  his  cafe-book  is  one  of  obturator  hernia,  entered  in  1873,  ^4*^ 

His  experience,  too,  in  the  obftetric  department  was  very  large.  . . . He  was  a 
thorough  lover  of  profeflional  work,  allowed  nothing  to  interfere  with  the  difcharge 
of  his  duties,  and  Ihewed  a genuine  kindnefs  to  all  who  were  in  real  diftrefs  or 
trouble : nor  was  he  a bit  lefs  popular  among  the  lefs  faftidious  clafles,  that  he  was 
fuppofed  to  have  copied  or  improved  on  the  manners,  not  to  fay  the  eccentricities 
of  his  eminent  mafter,  Mr.  Abernethy.  He  was  blunt,  outfpoken  and  tefty  to  the 
greateft  degree,  and  when  made  angry,  as  he  often  was,  he  relieved  himfelf  and 
amufed  his  hearers  by  a ftream  of  half-humorous  vituperative  epithets  of  the 
quainteft  and  moft  original  defcription.  He  was  a man  of  exuberant  health  and 
activity,  up  early  and  late,  and  never  feeming  to  feel  hunger  or  fatigue, — fo  at  leaft 
fome  of  his  pupils  ufed  to  think  when  he  fummoned  them  to  make  poft-mortem 
examinations,  drefs  compound  fradures,  and  do  other  unfavoury  work  at  the 
hofpital  before  breakfaft. 

“ He  had  many  pupils  ^ — in  fa<ft,  for  many  years  Winchefter  was  quite  equal  to 
one  of  the  fmaller  London  hofpitals  in  the  extent  of  its  pradice  and  means  of  pro- 
feflional education.  His  old  pupils  became  lifelong  friends,  and  foon  forgot  the 
cauftic  epithets  with  which  their  mafter  irritated  their  felf-efteem,  efpecially  when 
they  thought  they  had  done  fomething  clever.  They  forgot  the  rough  furface,  and 
valued  the  fterling  metal  underneath.  The  pradice  of  the  hofpital  in  Charles 
Mayo’s  hands  was  homely,  but  effedive.  It  would  be  difficult  anywhere,  with  any

“ Some  of  thefe  were  Henry  J.  Campbell,  T.  Hitchcock,  R.  Bagnall  of  Cheltenham,  W.  Cafe  of 
Farnham,  R.  Faithful  (Indian  Service),  Robert  Druitt,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  F.R.C.S.,  and  William  Druitt, 
F.R.C.S.  Campbell  writes  to  him  from  Bombay,  20th  Oftober,  1827  : “After  a pleafant  voyage  of  3 
months  and  a few  days  we  arrived  here  the  20th  of  Sepr.  We  made  3 or  4 days  at  Madeira  and  faw 
everything  worth  feeing,  among  other  fights  Donna  Maria  Clementina,  whofe  hiftory  is  mentioned  at 
length  in  Mr.  Coleridge’s  Six  Months  in  the  W.  I.  The  lady  does  not  now  fee  people  on  all  occafions, 
as  Mr.  C.’s  book  has  made  her  a perfon  of  great  notoriety,  and  no  fhip  touches  at  the  Ifland  but  the 
palTengers  make  the  beft  of  their  way  to  the  Convent.  As  our  party  confifted  moftly  of  ladies,  (he  could 
not  politely  refufe,  but  her  drefs  and  a certain  melancholy  call  of  countenance,  make  her  look 
fufficiently  interefting.  . . . All  accounts  you  get  in  England  about  pay,  etc.,  [in  India]  are  horribly 
exaggerated.  The  pay  at  firft  is  barely  fufEcient  to  keep  you;  after  a year  or  two  it  gets  better;  the 
allowances  of  Medical  Men  within  thefe  few  years  have  been  reduced  above  half,  befides  feveral 
reftriftions  not  allowing  them  to  trade,  etc.  From  what  I hear  and  indeed  fee,  a man  muft  be  at  leaft 
40  years  in  this  country  before  he  can  realize  1 5 or  zo,ooo£, 
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apparatus,  to  turn  out  better  fet  fradures  than  Mayo  turned  out  with  fimple 
wooden  fplints.”  ^ 

On  nth  December,  1843,  made  Fellow  of  the  R.  College  of  Surgeons, 

being  one  of  thofe  on  whom  this  diftindion  was  conferred  at  the  re-conftitution  of 
the  College. 

“ He  could  never  believe  that  he  was  growing  old,  and  difliked  the  honour 
done  him  by  removing  him  from  the  adive  to  the  confulting  ftaff  of  the  Hofpital 
in  1870,  when  in  his  eighty-third  year.  His  laft  notes,  in  his  own  hand,  on 
obturator  hernia  (which  we  believe  were  publilhed  in  The  Britijh  Medical  Journal) 
Ihew  as  careful  a colledion  of  authorities,  as  if  written  by  the  youngeft  ftudent.” 

Charles  Mayo’s  energies  were  not  reftrided  folely  to  the  work  of  his  profeflion. 
From  1836  to  1856  he  reprefented  the  ward  of  St.  Thomas  in  the  Common 
Council  of  the  city,  and  on  three  occafions  occupied  the  pofition  of  Mayor  of 
Winchefter,  viz.,  in  1839-40,  1844-45,  1851-52.  During  one  Mayoralty  he 

procured  the  opening  of  an  arch  beneath  St.  Swithun’s  Church,  where  a ftable  had 
been  made,  and  during  another  he  carried  out  his  defire  of  improving  the  approach 
to  the  railway  ftation  by  widening  the  road  and  abolilhing  an  awkward  curve.  He 
was  much  interefted  in  Parliamentary  Eledions,  and  propofed  or  feconded  the 
Confervative  candidates  on  feveral  occafions.  In  March,  1840,  he  attended  the 
Levee  at  St.  James’s,  and  was  the  bearer  of  addreffes  of  congratulation  from  the 
city  to  the  Queen,  Prince  Albert,  and  the  Duchefs  of  Kent,  on  the  occafion  of  the 
marriage  of  the  Sovereign.  His  Mayoralty  in  1845  was  fignalized  by  the  vifit  to 
Winchefter  of  the  two  fedions^  into  which  the  Britilh  Archaeological  Aflbciation 
had  then,  by  internal  diflentions,  become  divided,  one  being  prefent  in  Auguft,  the 
other  in  September  in  that  year,  and  his  efforts  were  put  forth  to  heal  the  divifion, 
though  without  fuccefs.  Lord  Clinton,  to  whom  he  appealed  to  ad  the  part  of 
arbitrator,  declining  the  difficult  talk. 

On  Odober  21ft,  1851,  the  citizens  of  Winchefter  gave  him  a grand  entertain- 
ment in  honour  of  the  fiftieth  anniverfary  of  his  hofpital  appointment.  He  had 
made  the  propofal  that  an  annual  or  triennial  Feftival  fhould  be  inftituted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Hofpital,  as  at  Salifbury,  Exeter,  and  elfewhere,  and  had  fuggefted  St. 
Luke’s  Day,  on  which  day  the  Hofpital  had  been  firft  opened  in  1736.  The  Com- 
mittee, however,  were  of  opinion  that  on  this  occafion  a Public  Dinner  fhould  be 


^ On  iith  July,  1821,  he  addrefled  a printed  letter  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Hofpital,  on  a propofal  which  had  been  made  to  eftablilh  an  “ Inftitution  for  the  Cure  of  Injuries  and 
Difeafes  of  the  Eyes,”  at  Winchefter,  which  illuftrates  his  zealous  devotion  to  his  work  in  the 
Hofpital. 

* One  fedlion  came  in  Auguft,  with  Lord  Albert  Denifon  Conyngham  for  Prefident,  and  Thomas 
Crofton  Croker  and  Charles  Roach  Smith  as  Secretaries;  the  other,  in  September  8th- 15th,  prefided 
over  by  the  Marquefs  of  Northampton,  the  Secretary  being  Albert  Way. 
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given  him  in  the  St.  John’s  Rooms.  Here  he  was  fupported  by  many  friends  and 
old  pupils,  and  the  Rev.  James-Gower  Bedford,  who  had  known  the  work  of  the 
Hofpital  for  forty  years,  fpoke  in  particular  of  his  difinterefted  kindnefs  and  atten- 
tion to  the  poor.  In  returning  thanks  he  faid : 

My  firft  and  chief  feeling  on  this  occafion  muft  be  fincere  thankfulnefs  to  the  Almighty 
that  my  life  and  health  have  been  fo  long  and  fo  vigouroufly  maintained,  after  many  fevere 
viciflitudes;  and  that  I have  thereby  been  enabled  to  devote  my  fervices,  as  an  humble  inftru- 
ment  in  His  Hands,  to  the  carrying  out  the  benevolent  purpofes  of  the  Charity,  and  the 
pradtice  of  my  profeffion  generally. 

My  next  caufe  of  thankfulnefs  muft  be  that  I have  not  difcredited  the  School  of  St.  Bar- 
tholomew, or  the  teftimonials  which  were  produced  from  fome  of  the  moft  eminent  men  of 
the  day.  . . . 

Nor  muft  I forget  to  notice  how  grateful  this  demonftration  would  have  been  to  fome  of 
my  warmeft  fupporters  among  the  Governors  at  that  time,  could  they  have  furvived  to  witnefs 
this  brilliant  confirmation  of  their  beft  hopes  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity  in  my  inftalment  as 
one  of  the  Surgeons,  and  among  thofe  I muft  fpecially  record  my  warm  friend.  Dr.  Nott,  the 
Rev.  Meflrs.  Lee,  Sifsmore,  Poulter,  Lafk,  F.  Iremonger,  Dean  Rennell,  Mr.  W.  Gamier, 
Dr.  Hook,  and  R.  Littlehales,  all  members  of  the  Managing  Committee  at  that  period. 

In  1874  Charles  Mayo  became  blind,  yet  notwithftanding  this  afflidion  fome  of 
his  old  patients  infilled  upon  receiving  his  vifits,  faying  that  the  found  of  his  foot- 
fteps  gave  them  confidence.  He  now  found  folace  and  occupation  in  daily  attend- 
ance at  the  Cathedral  fervice.  For  years  previoufly  he  had  made  a point  of  being 
prefent  at  Matins,  on  the  20th  of  the  month,  when  his  favourite  pfalm,  the  103rd, 
occurred  in  the  daily  courfe,  and  it  fo  happened  that  the  afternoon  anthem  on  the 
laft  Sunday  he  was  at  the  Cathedral,  19th  November,  was  taken  from  it.  He  died 
27th  November,  1876,  having  nearly  completed  his  eighty-eighth  year,  and  was 
buried  on  the  ift  December.^  The  former  part  of  the  funeral  fervice  was,  by 
fpecial  permiflion,  performed  in  the  Cathedral,  the  choir  finging  Croft’s  mufic,  and 
Spohr’s  anthem,  “Bleft  are  the  Departed,”  and  the  body  was  fubfequently  interred 
in  the  cemetery.  His  grave  is  marked  with  this  infcription: 

-}-  AT  REST  I CHARLES  MAYO  | BORN  AT  WIMBORNE  MINSTER,  DORSET  | DEC"  29'^"  1 788  | 
DIED  AT  WINCHESTER  | NOV"  27"^"  1876  | “ PRAISE  THE  LORD  O MY  SOUL.” 

Charles  Mayo  married  on  nth  February,  1836,  at  St.  Thomas’s,  Winchefter, 
Jane,^  daughter  of  the  late  Thomas  Dennis,  clerk  in  H.  Orders,  Curate  of  Hafle- 


* Some  In  Memoriam  lines,  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Burt  (who  died  in  December,  1898),  appeared  in  the 
Hampjhire  Chronicle  of  and  December,  1876. 

" Dr.  Nott,  writing  to  her  25th  January,  1836,  fays:  “I  have  been  long  informed  of  your  worth, 
and  the  many  excellencies  of  your  difpofition,  your  principles  and  charafter.  Thefe  have  enabled  me 
to  form  fuch  an  opinion  of  you  as  leads  me  to  confider  Mr.  Mayo  fortunate  in  your  having  made  him 
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mere,  Surrey,  and  Overton,  Hants,  (fon  of  Jonathan  Dennis,  M.A.,  Fellow  of 
Queen’s  College,  Oxford,  and  Redtor  of  Bramfhot,  Hants.).  She  was  born  3rd 
February,  1809,  and  died  3rd  November,  1840,  of  fcarlet  fever,  and  was  buried 
8th  November  in  St.  Thomas’s  Churchyard.  Her  hufband  has  defcribed  her  as  a 
“ tender,  anxious,  and  highly  gifted  mother.”  Mufic  was,  perhaps,  her  fpecial 
endowment.  She  has  written  the  following  fentences  in  her  diary,  under  9th  Novem- 
ber, 1839  : 

“ This  day  my  dear  hulband  has  been  duly  eledted  Mayor  for  the  City  of  Win- 
chefter for  the  enfuing  year.  May  God  aflift  him  with  His  Grace  and  enable  him 
to  fill  this  important  office  with  wifdom  and  difcretion.  He  ftiall  not  want  my 
earneft  prayers.  This  is  perhaps  the  only  way  in  which  I can  help  him  in  his 
arduous  duties.” 

Her  hufband  has  written  in  the  fame  book,  on  8th  November,  1840 : 

“ This  morning  the  remains  of  my  dear  Jane  were  borne  from  our  houfe  to  St. 
Thomas’  Church,  from  whence  (he  had  returned  as  a beautiful  bride  not  five  years 
before.  . . . Thus  was  the  laft  day  of  my  Mayoralty,  the  commencement  of  which 
is  fo  feelingly  noticed  in  this  book,  confecrated  by  the  performance  of  the  funeral 
obfequies  of  my  dear  Jane.  How  little  did  ftie  think,  when  thus  praying,  that  this 
fhould  be  among  the  duties  which  ftiould  occur  within  the  year.  God  grant  that 
her  prayers  may  have  been  heard,  and  that  this  awful  warning  may  make  me  apply 
my  heart  unto  true  Wifdom.” 

On  the  wall  of  the  fouth  aide  of  the  Cathedral  (the  panel  neareft  the  weft  door) 
is  a white  marble  tablet  with  an  infcription  written  by  her  hufband,  and  revifed  by 
Dr.  Moberly.^

Her  grave  in  St.  Thomas’  Churchyard  is  covered  by  a low  tomb  bearing  the 
infcription : 


the  objeft  of  your  preference.”  On  loth  February,  in  fending  her  a brooch,  he  adds:  “The 
folds  of  the  ferpent  indicate  the  faithful  knot  that  is  to  unite  in  Holy  Union  thofe  whofe  minds  are 
united.  The  ferpent  marks  the  duration  of  that  union  ; it  is  to  be  Eternal.  The  Colour  of  the  Hones 
[rubies]  points  out  this  important  truth  that  it  is  not  the  Fervor,  but  the  Conftancy  of  our  Affeftion, 
that  is  the  proof  of  its  Sincerity,  and  the  pledge  of  its  Continuance.”

Charles  Mayo,  F.R.C.S.,  had  iflue  two  fons  and  two  daughters: 

Charles  Mayo,  the  elder  fon,  was  born  13th  January,  and  baptifed  ift  June, 
1837,  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Winchefter;  Dr.  Nott,  his  father’s  old  friend,  and 
Mr.  John  Prefton,  an  Army  Surgeon,  who  had  ferved  in  the  Peninfular  and  Con- 
tinental campaigns,  being  his  godfathers. 

A reminifcence  of  his  early  years  occurs  in  a letter  from  his  aunt  and  god- 
mother, Mifs  Elizabeth  Mayo,  with  whom  he  was  then  flaying,  written  from  Wim- 
borne,  23rd  December,  1841:  “Charles  has  jufl  been  repeating  the  whole  of  the 
Church  Catechifm,  and  I flatter  myfelf  there  are  few  children  of  his  age  who  know 
it  more  perfectly.  If  he  gets  on  as  rapidly  in  the  next  two  years,  as  he  has  in  the 
lafl,  I think  he  may  be  ready  for  Cheam.”  For  it  was  to  Cheam  School  that  he  and 
his  brother  James  were  to  be  fent,  when  a few  years  older,  fo  his  father  had  pro- 
pofed,  and  Dr.  Mayo  had  already  written  from  Cheam  on  20th  December,  1841,  to 
promife  that  he  would  put  down  their  names  for  admifllon  in  February,  1844. 
This  arrangement,  however,  was  not  carried  into  execution,  and  the  early  education 
of  the  brothers  was  begun  in  Winchefler  at  Mr.  Robert  Short’s  School  in  Parchment 
Street. 

On  loth  July,  1848,^  Charles  entered  Winchefler  College,  as  a fcholar  on  the 
foundation,  and  was  thence  in  due  time  eledled  to  New  College,  of  which  he  was 
fubfequently  Fellow. 

It  was  his  father’s  great  wifh  that  he  fliould  be  brought  up  to  the  medical  pro- 
feflion,  though  his  own  inclinations  feem  to  have  leaned  towards  the  Church.  With 
this  end  in  view  he  had  been  articled  to  his  father  on  6th  January,  1852,^  and  on 
leaving  Winchefter  College  fpent,  as  a ftudent  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hofpital,  the 
year  immediately  preceding  his  admiflion  to  the  Univerfity.  He  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  3rd  July,  1856,  aged  19,  and  having  obtained  a third  clafs  in  Claflical 
Moderations,  graduated  B.A.,  8th  December,  1859,  and  M.A.,  16th  Ocflober,  1863. 

That  he  had  acquired  early  in  life  a tafte  for  archaeology  is  feen  in  his  firft  liter- 
ary effort,  written  while  an  undergraduate,  “A  History  of  WIMBORNE  MIN- 
STER ; THE  COLLEGIATE  CHURCH  OF  SAINT  CUTHBERGA,  AND  KING’s  FREE  CHAPEL  AT 
WIMBORNE.”  London,  Bell  and  Daldy,  186,  Fleet  Street,  i860,  pp.  vi  -f-  [i]  -f- 
136.  Medium  8vo.  Preface  dated  “Oxford,  May  29th,  i860.”  It  is  illuftrated 
with  five  anaftatic  plates  (his  own  drawings)  and  four  wood-engravings,  and  was 
publiftied  anonymoufly.  “ This  book,”  to  quote  an  obituary  notice  of  the  author  in 
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the  Medical  I’imes  and  Gazette^  OAober,  1877,  “is  one  which  from  the  fulnefs  of 
detail,  from  the  flcill  and  perfpicuity  with  which  the  fucceffive  ftages  in  the  conftruc- 
tion  of  an  ancient  church  are  defcribed,  would  have  done  credit  to  any  antiquary 
or  architedl.” 

On  taking  his  degree  in  Arts,  Charles  Mayo  entered  warmly  upon  his  pro- 
feflional  purfuits,  again  becoming  a ftudent  at  St,  Bartholomew’s  Hofpital,  and  a(5t- 
ing  as  “drefler”  for  fix  months  from  ift  April,  i860.  On  30th  July,  1861,  he  was 
admitted  a M.R.C.S.,  and  then  went  to  Vienna  for  fome  months’  ftudy.  “He 
proceeded  alfo  to  Prague,  where  he  ftudied  the  laryngofcope  under  Czermak  and 
Tiirck,  and  before  his  return  to  England  vifited  all  the  chief  hofpitals  of  Germany, 
and  made  himfelf  complete  mafter  of  the  theory  and  pradice  of  hofpital  con- 
ftrudtion.” 

A letter  to  his  father  from  Vienna,  dated  i6th  Oftober,  i86i,fhows  how  fully 
his  time  was  occupied.  “I  have  certainly  learnt  a good  deal  here,  and  hope  to  learn 
more.  ...  I have  gone  through  a complete  courfe  of  midwifery  operations.  . . . 
I am  alfo  taking  a courfe  of  a month  with  the  ProfelTor  of  Hiftology  (Wedl  by 
name)  at  the  end  of  which  I fhall  hope  to  be  pretty  much  at  home  in  microfcopic 
anatomy,  I alfo  attend  a few  of  the  ‘ kliniks  ’ of  Oppolzer,  Skoda,  Hebra,  etc. — 
all  names  well-known  over  Europe.  Thefe,  with  occafional  vifits  to  the  ordinary 
wards,  fill  up  a great  part  of  every  day.” 

He  left  Vienna  for  England  on  ift  November,  1861,  and  on  his  return  ferved 
for  a fliort  time  as  Houfe  Surgeon  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  Oxford. 

His  energies,  however,  demanded  a wider  field  for  their  exercife.  “ The  Civil 
War  was  raging  in  America,  and  thither  he  bent  his  fteps  in  Odlober,  1862,  where 
his  credentials  procured  him  a hearty  reception,”  and  the  offer  from  the  Surgeon- 
General  of  immediate  employment  in  a new  hofpital  at  Wafhington,  in  which  he 
would  have  had  charge  of  one-fourth  of  500  patients, — an  offer,  however,  which  he 
declined,  as  he  fought  a Staff  appointment.  “ Of  his  life  and  adventures  at  this 
period,  he  has  given  a full  account  in  a paper  contributed  to  Vacation  Tourijls  and 
Notes  of  Travel  in  1862-3,  edited  by  Francis  Galton,  1864.  It  is  called  The 
Medical  Service  of  the  Federal  Army,  pp.  37  2-4 1 7.  He  underwent  a week’s  examina- 
tion by  the  Surgeon-General’s  Department,  which  was  effential  for  taking  a Staff 
appointment,  and  then  was  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  one  of  the  beft  appoint- 
ments in  the  fervice,  that  of  taking  charge  of  lick  and  wounded  volunteer  officers 
in  Wafhington  itfelf.”  To  his  lifter,  Jane,  he  writes  on  nth  January,  1863: 


' This  notice  was  written  by  Robert  Druitt,  M.D.  The  Illujlrated  London  News  of  14th  Novem- 
ber, 1857,  gives  an  engraving  of  the  Weftern  Tower,  Wimborne,  “ from  a clever  pen-and-ink  (ketch 
by  Mr.  Charles  Mayo,  Fellow  of  New  College,  whofe  family  have  long  been  known  and  refpefted 
in  Wimborne.” 
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I have  had  fmce  the  battle  of  Fredericklburg  the  charge  of  a diftridl  of  this  city  about  four 
or  five  times  as  large  as  Winchefter,  though  not  fo  thickly  inhabited : my  work  has  been  to 
take  care  of  all  fick  and  wounded  officers  in  that  diftridt,  except  thofe  in  the  hofpital.  I have 
had  about  fifty  to  attend  to  at  one  time.  ...  I went  to  (hake  hands  with  Abe  Lincoln  on 
New  Year’s  day,  as  almoft  every  one  elfe  in  the  city  did.  His  prefence  is  by  no  means 
majeftic,  and  I could  not  but  pity  the  poor  man,  he  looked  fo  miferable. 

On  17th  February  his  promotion  to  be  Staff  Surgeon,  with  rank  of  Major,  was 
confirmed  by  the  Senate,  and  his  Commiffions  as  Affiftant  Surgeon,  and  as  Surgeon, 
of  Volunteers,  both  dating  from  19th  February,  1863,  were  figned  by  Prefident 
Lincoln  on  26th  February  in  that  year.  While  on  duty  at  Wafhington,  a period  of 
about  fix  months,  nearly  2,000  fick  and  wounded  paffed  through  his  hands. 
Writing  of  this  appointment  to  his  aunt,  Mifs  Elizabeth  Mayo,  30th  January, 
1863,  he  mentions: 

There  are  four  other  furgeons  employed  in  the  fame  work,  one  of  whom  is  head  of  our 
office.  The  work  is  heavy,  and  the  duties  important;  we  have  large  powers  over  the  immediate 
deftinies  of  our  patients,  inafmuch  as  we  can  fend  them  back  to  their  regiments,  or  give  them 
leaves  of  abfence,  or  have  them  difcharged  from  the  fervice,  as  we  confider  their  cafes  to  require. 
After  two  months  of  this  work  I have  received  an  unexpefted  promotion,  no  lefs  than  an 
appointment  as  a member  of  the  board  by  which  I was  examined.  The  board  confifts  of  only 
three  members,  fo  that  I have  to  do  one-third  of  the  work  of  examining  all  candidates  for 
employment  as  furgeons  for  this  huge  volunteer  army.  . . . Wimborne  ufed  to  appear  muddy 
to  me ; but  I beg  leave  to  withdraw  all  offenfive  obfervations  I may  have  made  with  refpedl  to 
it.  I don’t  expe£f  ever  to  think  a town  dirty  after  feeing  Waftiington.  I ride  about  in  an 
ambulance;  my  mules  are  conftantly  fplaftiing  about  in  mud  a foot  deep,  varied  by  occafional 
holes  two  feet  deep;  the  motion  being  therefore  exceedingly  lively  and  pleafant. 

During  an  interval,  at  the  end  of  April,  when  work  was  lighter  than  ufual,  he 
had  an  opportunity  of  vifiting  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  under  General  Hooker, 
oppofite  Frederickfburg ; and  foon  after  his  return  to  Waftiington  he  obtained 
the  pofition  of  Staff  Surgeon-Major  and  Medical  Infpedlor  of  the  13th  Army 
Corps  (McClernand’s),  and  was  ordered  to  Vickfburg  to  join  Grant’s  army 
befieging  that  place.  The  appointment  which  he  had  accepted  was  that  of 
Medical  Infpedor  on  the  Staff  of  General  Hartfuff,  23rd  Army  Corps,  whofe 
field  of  operations  was  in  Eaft  Tenneffee,  but  by  miftake  the  name  of  Grant  was 
inferted  in  the  order,  and  the  error  could  not  be  redified  without  great  delay  and 
difficulty. 

He  reached  the  Federal  Camp  before  Vickfburg  at  the  beginning  of  June. 
Writing  thence  to  his  filler  Mary,  on  19th  June,  1863,  he  fays:  “Vickfburg  flill 
holds  out,  and  feems  likely  to  do  fo.  No  part  of  the  fortifications  has  yet  been 
taken.  The  firing  is  kept  up  at  intervals  day  and  night;  I am  getting  pretty  well 
accuftomed  to  the  whizzing  and  banging  of  fhells.  A good  many  from  the  fortrefs 
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come  over  us,  but  not  much  damage  is  done,  except  in  the  trenches.  . . . My  tent 
is  pitched  with  that  of  the  Medical  Dire6lor  ^ of  the  Corps,  under  a pair  of  fine 
beech-trees  on  a hill.” 

Vickfburg  capitulated  on  July  4th.^  He  writes  to  his  fifter  Jane,  from  the 
Camp,  6th  Auguft:  “ We  have  had  lately  about  550  men  in  this  hofpital;  I have 
had  from  70  to  90  to  take  care  of,  the  numbers  varying.  This  is  a field-hofpital,  as 
much  like  a firft-clafs  city  hofpital  as  a bulldck-cart  is  like  a railway  engine,  but  ftill 
we  get  along  fomehow.  . . . On  the  whole  our  men  have  done  very  well.  We 
hope  to  fend  the  greater  part  of  them  up  the  river  in  a few  days,  and  to  return  the 
remainder  to  their  regimental  furgeons;  when  this  eftablifiiment  will  be  fcatteredto 
the  four  winds  in  a few  hours.” 

Diarrhoea  and  malaria,  which  ravaged  the  armies  on  both  fides,  did  not  fpare 
the  doctors,  and  Mayo  was  obliged  to  refign  in  order  to  fave  his  life.  “ I have  fent 
my  refignation  to  Lord  Lyons,”  he  writes  on  9th  July,  “alking  him  to  fend  it 
privately  to  the  Secretary  of  War,”  and  he  left  Vickfiburg  for  the  north  at  the  latter 
part  of  Auguft. 

To  his  fifter  Jane,  24th  Auguft,  he  writes  from  on  board  the  fteamboat,  Mary 
E.  Forfyth,  between  Cairo  and  St.  Louis : 

I had  an  efcape  at  Vicklburg  which  I may  think  lucky.  On  the  night  of  the  17th  I flept 
on  a fteamboat  that  was  being  loaded,  and  that  very  careleflly,  as  ufual,  with  ammunition.  I 
had  intended  to  remain  on  board  the  night,  the  i8th,  but  a young  dodtor,  a friend  of  mine, 
perfuaded  me  to  come  up  to  his  quarters  in  the  tov/n.  Next  morning,  the  19th,  we  heard  a 
tremendous  explofion,  and  on  going  down  to  inquire  found  the  identical  fteamboat  fmaflied  to 
atoms ; nearly  if  not  quite  everyone  on  board  killed.  I fhould  explain  that  there  is  no  hotel  at 
prefent  in  Vickfburg,  and  no  place  to  fleep  in  but  an  unoccupied  fteamboat,  if  you  can  find 


‘ Dr.  William  Forbes,  of  Philadelphia,  who,  when  in  England  in  1887,  vifited  Dr.  Mayo’s  lifter  at 
Winchefter,  and  faid  that  he  had  talked  to  him  fo  much  of  Winchefter  and  New  College,  that  he 
longed  to  fee  them  for  himfelf. 

“ The  laft  ilTue  of  “ The  Daily  Citizen.  J.  M.  Swords,  Proprietor.  Vicklburg,  Mifs.  Thurfday, 
July  2,  1863,”  is  a broadfide  iqf  in.  by  1 in.,  printed  on  Wall-paper,  in  four  columns.  At  the  foot 
of  the  fourth  column  occurs:  “Note.  July  4th,  1863.  Two  days  bring  about  great  changes.  The 
banner  of  the  Union  floats  over  Vicklburg.  Gen.  Grant  has  ‘caught  the  rabbit’;  he  has  dined  in 
Vickfburg,  and  he  did  bring  his  dinner  with  him.  The  ‘ Citizen  ’ lives  to  fee  it.  For  the  laft  time  it 
appears  on  ‘ Wall-paper.’  No  more  will  it  eulogize  the  luxury  of  mule-meat  and  fricalTed  kitten — urge 
Southern  warriors  to  fuch  diet  never  more.'  This  is  the  laft  wall-paper  edition,  and  is,  excepting  this 
note,  from  the  types  as  we  found  them.  It  will  be  valuable  hereafter  as  a curiofity.”  (Grant  had  faid 
he  would  celebrate  the  4th  July  by  a good  dinner  in  Vicklburg,  on  which  the  Citizen  had  remarked 
“ UlylTes  mu^  get  into  the  city  before  he  dines  in  it.  The  way  to  cook  a rabbit  is  ‘ firft  catch  the 
rabbit.’”)  Mayo  writes : “ The  fmarteft  thing  that  I have  yet  heard  of  was  a trick  played  by  a youth 
towards  the  end  of  the  liege.  Having  found  a dead  rat,  and  determined  to  make  fomething  of  him,  he 
Ikinned  and  Ikilfully  cooked  him,  and  fold  him  for  two  dollars  as  a fquirrel.  I did  not  learn  who 
enjoyed  the  delicate  morfel.” 
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one.  The  grounds  of  moving  were  the  greater  comfort  and  coolnefs  of  my  friend’s  quarters; 
not  any  expedfations  of  an  accident;  we  never  thought  about  the  ammunition.  Some  tons  of 
ball-cartridges  blew  up:  the  boat  is  utterly  deftroyed,  and  that  lying  next  is  very  badly 
damaged. 

His  refignationwas  accepted  on  8 th  September  {Lift  of  Officers  of  U.S.  Army^  i779~ 
1900.  New  York,  1900),  and  after  vi firing  the  Saratoga  Springs  in  fearch  of  health, 
he  failed  from  New  York,  22nd  September,  on  board  the  Adriatic^  and  landed  at 
Galway  on  4th  Oriober,  1863,  arriving  at  home  Ihortly  afterwards,  in  a very  dilapi- 
dated condition. 

The  next  few  years  were  fpent  partly  in  Oxford  in  congenial  purfuits,  where  he 
took  his  B.M.  degree,  i8th  December,  1865,^  and  was  Coroner  to  the  Univerfity, 
1865-1868,  and  held  the  office  of  Dean  of  his  College — and  partly  in  London, 
where  he  became  Houfe  Phyfician  to  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hofpital,  ift  April  to 
14th  September,  1869,  and  Phyfician  to  the  Royal  General  Difpenfary  in  Bartholo- 
mew Clofe.  He  alfo  ftudied  midwifery  for  fome  time  in  Dublin,  where  he  was 
admitted  ad  eundem  gradum  (M.A.),  and  took  a Bachelor’s  and  Dodor’s  degree  in 
Medicine  in  the  winter  term  of  1866.  He  alfo  became  a Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Medical  and  Chirurgical  Society,  and  a M.R.C.P.,  London,  28th  January,  1869. 
In  this  year  he  edited  the  thirteenth  edition  of  the  Seamans  Medical  Guide.  It  may 
here  be  noticed  that  he  was  Surgeon  to  the  Inns  of  Court  Volunteers  (1868),  and 
to  the  National  Rifle  Aflbciation,  in  which  capacity  he  attended  the  annual  rifle 
matches  at  Wimbledon,  where  he  and  his  dog  Sandy  ^ were  well  known.  “ In  five 
minutes,”  faid  a Volunteer,  “ every  one  in  camp  feels  him  to  be  his  friend.”  He 
was  prefent  at  the  Autumn  Manoeuvres  in  Dorfet  and  Wilts  in  September,  1872, 
and  wrote  an  account  of  the  proceedings  which  appeared  in  one  of  the  medical 
papers  of  that  year. 

He  was  occafionally  confulted  on  fanitary  queftions,  and  fometimes  contributed 
articles  to  the  medical  prefs,  e.g..,  an  analyfis  of  Cohn’s  book  on  Embolifm  {Medical 
‘times  and  Gazette.,  vol.  i.,  1862),  and  Notes  on  an  Outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever 
{ibid..,  1871,  p.  492). 

Two  events  during  this  period  require  fome  notice.  One  was  an  invention  for 
propelling  and  fleering  Ihips,  of  which  he  had  models  made,  and  for  which  he  took 
out  a patent  dated  30th  July,  1867.  (No.  2205,  Provifional  fpecification.)  It  was 
propofed  to  make  one  or  more  cylindrical  tunnels  paffing  through  the  veflel  from

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before  aft,  and  to  place  the  propelling  inftrument,  which  might  be  a fcrew  revolving 
in  the  tunnel  on  an  axis  co-incident  with  that  of  the  tunnel,  as  near  as  may  be  to 
the  centre  of  gravity  of  the  veffel,  and  in  the  fternmoft  aperture  of  the  tunnel,  or 
apertures,  if  more  tunnels  than  one  were  ufed,  to  place  a vertical  plate  of  metal 
revolving  on  a vertical  axis  interfedling  that  of  the  tunnel,  and  controlled  from  above 
by  a tiller,  by  means  of  which  the  column  of  water  ifluing  from  the  tunnel  could 
be  diverted  to  either  fide,  as  required  for  direding  the  Ihip’s  courfe.  The  advan- 
tages claimed  for  this  plan  were  increafed  fpeed,  by  reafon  of  the  utilization  of 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  power  generated  by  the  coal  burnt,  facility  of  fleering,  com- 
plete protection  of  the  propeller  from  Ihot,  fouling  and  collifions,  facility  of  repair, 
even  at  fea,  with  no  diminution  of  failing  powers,  freedom  from  vibration,  and 
uniformity  of  aClion  in  all  weathers. 

The  other  event  or  circumflance  was  connected  with  his  appointment  at  St. 
Bartholomew’s  Hofpital.  Mayo  found  that  in  the  room  provided  for  the  reception 
of  medical  and  furgical  cgfualty  patients,  more  than  1,000  perfons  were  often  feen 
in  the  courfe  of  the  morning.  Of  thefe  the  great  majority  were  medical  cafes,  old 
and  new,  and  the  new  medical  cafes,  frequently  amounting  to  between  400  and  500, 
had  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  two  Houfe  Phyficians  on  duty  between  ii  a.m.  and 
1.30  p.m.,  in  addition  to  fome  100  old  cafes  for  each,  i.e.^  at  the  rate  of  100  per 
hour,  or  for  lefs  than  40  feconds  a-piece.  This  defeCHve  fyflem  called  for  modifica- 
tion, but  the  effort  made  by  Mayo  to  draw  their  attention  to  a needed  reform  was 
refented  by  the  Houfe  Committee,  who  retaliated  by  removing  him  from  his  office. 
He  then  printed  a pamphlet  in  defence  of  his  views  and  aClion,  in  the  form  of  A 
Letter  to  the  Prejident  and  Governors  of  St.  Bartholomew' s Hofpital.  By  Charles

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Franco-Pruffian  War,  19th  July,  1870,  Mayo  was 
authorized  by  the  “ National  Central  Committee  for  Aid  to  the  Sick  and  Wounded 
in  War,”  which  had  been  formed  on  the  4th  of  Augufl,  to  proceed  to  Germany, 
and  there  perform  fuch  duties  as  might  be  entrufled  to  him  under  the  provifions  of 
the  Geneva  Convention  of  1864.  This  authority  was  dated  the  i ith  Augufl,  and 
the  fame  day  the  firfl  Englifh  party  of  doCtors,  with  Mayo  as  chief  fuperintendent, 
left  London  for  Berlin,  reaching  Darmfladt  on  the  2 1 fl,  “ where  he  came  under  the 


' Mr.  Gladftone’s  reply  from  Hawarden  Caftle,  5th  Oftober,  1869,  is  charafteriftic  of  that  ftatcf- 
man  : “ I cannot  exprefs  any  opinion  on  the  fubjedl  of  thefe  papers,  but  for  many  reafons  I watch  with 
intereft  whatever  contributes  to  affeil  for  good  or  evil  the  fortunes  of  this  great  foundation.” 

Though  his  ftay  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  was  for  fo  Ihort  a time,  Mayo  endeared  himfelf  to  the 
patients  and  nurfes  by  his  attention  and  fympathy.  One  writes  from  “Faith  Ward,”  i Ith  December, 
1869  : “ Nurfe  often  fays  how  thankful  fhe  is  Ihe  was  ill  in  Dr.  Mayo’s  time.  She  never  can  forget  him 
for  Ihewing  her  fo  much  attention,  and  not  only  to  her  but  to  everyone.” 
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notice  of  the  Princefs  Alice  (Princefs  Louis  of  Hefle)  and  her  lifter,  the  Crown 
Princefs  of  Pruflia,  whofe  practical  good  fenfe  and  a6tive  kindnefs  were  always 
mentioned  by  him  with  admiration  and  gratitude.” 

The  following  letter,  written  by  him  to  Lieut.-Col.  R.  Loyd  Lindfay,  M.P. 
(fubfequently  created  Lord  Wantage),  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  appeared  in  the  Lindfay. 
Times  of  Auguft  25th  : 

Hotel  Darmftadter  Hof, 

Darmftadt,  Auguft  21. 

My  dear  Sir, 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  give  you  a fatisfadlory  account  of  my  party.  There  is  now,  I 
hope,  a certainty  of  our  being  ufeful. 

After  four  days’  delay  in  Berlin  the  profpetftof  moving  forward  feemed  no  nearer  than  at  firft, 
and  I determined  to  break  through  official  obftacles,  if  polfible.  I therefore  wrote  to  the  Crown 
Princefs,  afking  her  Royal  Highnefs  to  ufe  her  influence  to  get  us  fent  on,  and  telling  her  that 
our  prefence  in  Berlin  was  confequent  upon  a telegram  which  you  had  informed  me  had  been 
received  from  the  Princefs  Alice.  On  Friday  I received  a telegram  defiring  me  to  attend  Her 
Royal  Highnefs  at  the  Crown  Prince’s  Palace  in  Berlin  on  the  following  afternoon ; but  as  I 
had  fucceeded  by  Friday  afternoon  in  getting  my  papers  complete,  I thought  it  right  to  go  to 
Potfdam  to  fee  the  Princefs’s  Chamberlain,  and  afk  to  be  excufed  from  the  audience,  fo  that  I 
might  fave  twelve  or  twenty-four  hours  in  going  to  the  front  by  ftarting  the  fame  evening. 

Her  Royal  Highnefs,  however,  defired  to  fee  me  immediately,  and  received  me  very  kindly. 

She  fpoke  of  various  matters  relating  to  the  war,  and  particularly  to  the  medical  bufmefs  of  the 
campaign.  I was  furprifed  to  find  her  fo  converfant  with  medical  terms,  and  fo  well  informed 
as  to  the  requirements  of  the  army.  She  inquired  particularly  as  to  the  fupplies  we  had  brought 
with  us,  and  in  feveral  cafes  I was  able  to  anfwer  her  queftions  in  the  affirmative,  but  (he  was 
difappointed  that  we  had  not  brought  a confiderable  ftock  of  furgical  inftruments  and  chloro- 
form. The  inftruments,  (he  faid,  were  badly  needed,  and  no  good  Englifh  chloroform  was 
obtainable.  She  alfo  faid  that  inftruments  were  thrown  afide  and  loft  from  the  impoffibility  of 
getting  them  repaired  on  the  field.  The  Princefs  took  me  into  the  Crown  Prince’s  room,  where 
a table  ftood,  partly  covered  with  bandages,  comprelTes,  charpie,  etc.,  made  by  her  own  hands, 
and  fupporting  alfo  a French  cuirafs,  helmet,  fabre,  and  flag,  which  (he  faid  were  prefents  from 
Wiftenbourg.  She  took  all  the  charpie  that  flie  had  made  from  a box  on  the  table,  and  rolled 
it  up  in  my  pocket-handkerchief,  alking  me  to  tell  the  wounded  man  for  whom  I ufed  it,  that 
it  was  of  her  making.  The  Crown  Princefs  looked  well,  but  was  at  no  pains  to  conceal  her 
anxiety  and  diftrefs  about  the  fearful  lofles  of  the  German  army. 

I have  come  forward  as  fall  as  polfible  to  Darmftadt,  and  have  this  morning  been  received 
in  the  kindeft  manner  by  the  Princefs  Louis  of  HelTe,  who  took  me  in  her  carriage  to  a hofpital 
eftablilhed  at  the  Orangerie,  and  fent  for  the  local  chairman  of  the  Hiilfs  Verein,  to  whom  Ihe 
introduced  me.  A large  part  of  the  Princefs’s  palace  is  given  up  to  the  work  of  colledling  and 
packing  charpie,  bandages,  linen,  and  all  kinds  of  necelTaries  for  the  army,  and  the  whole  of  her 
time  appears  to  be  alfo  given  up  to  care  of  the  fick  and  wounded.  I noticed  that  in  the 
hofpital  Ihe  knew  nearly  all  the  patients  who  were  in  bed  by  fight,  and  in  many  cafes  remem- 
bered what  their  injuries  were.  I am  told  alfo  that  fhe  goes  to  meet  nearly  every  train  that 
arrives  with  wounded,  and  vifits  the  hofpitals  two  or  three  times  a day.  Indeed,  in  view  of  the 
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excitement  and  exertion  which  ftie  every  day  undergoes,  one  cannot  but  regard  her  ftate  of 
health  with  fome  apprehenfion,  left  her  kindnefs  and  felf-facri fice  ftiould  lead  her  beyond  the 
bounds  of  prudence. 

I am  to  have  another  interview  with  the  Chairman  of  the  local  Hiilfs  Verein  this  evening, 
to  learn  as  many  details  as  I can  of  what  he  propofes  for  us.  He  gave  me  the  choice  of  ftaying 
here,  where  there  is  quite  enough  to  do,  and  where  a convoy  of  700  or  800  wounded  is 
expedled  in  a day  or  two,  or  going  on  to  the  front.  As  I fuppofe  there  is  ftill  greater  need  of 
our  fervices  at  the  front,  I chofe  the  latter,  and  ftiall  ftart  to-morrow  morning  with  25  hofpital 
attendants,  bearers,  etc.,  and  three  gentlemen  of  Darmftadt  in  charge  of  them,  and  we  fhall 
pufti  on  as  far  as  poffible  to  the  place  where  the  greateft  accumulation  of  wounded  may  be 
found,  there  to  eftablifh  a hofpital  in  the  beft  way  we  can,  or  to  take  charge  of  anything  that 
may  be  handed  over  to  us.  We  are  now  going  forward  under  fuch  good  aufpices,  that  I do  not 
fear  our  being  laid  in  a pigeon-hole,  and  forgotten,  as  I once  feared  would  be  the  cafe.  . . . 

Herr  Weber,  the  Chairman  above  mentioned,  eftimates  that  800,000  Pruffians  have  gone 
over  the  border.  One  fees  here  many  very  young  officers  with  very  new  uniforms,  who  have 
apparently  juft  been  commiffioned  in  the  referve.  The  Princefs  faid  that  the  Heffian  divifion 
had  been  under  fire  on  all  three  days,  the  i6th,  1 7th,  and  i8th,  about  Mars  la  Tour,  and  that  a 
great  many  officers  have  been  loft.  This  is,  of  courfe,  a heavy  blow,  but  there  is  very  little 
indication  of  excitement  in  the  town.  As  it  is  Sunday,  there  are  many  people  in  the  ftreets, 
but  they  do  not  congregate  in  groups,  and  the  Hiilfs  Verein  notices,  with  a few  Heffian  and 
North  German  flags  are  the  chief  indications  of  a ftate  of  war  that  a ftranger  would  obferve. 

I fhould  be  very  much  obliged,  if,  as  you  kindly  propofed,  you  would  preferve  my  letters. 
I know  by  experience  that  one  fet  of  hafty  notes  is  all  that  can  be  accompliftied  on  adfive 
fervice.  Of  courfe  I leave  the  contents  of  the  letters  entirely  at  your  difpofal.

After  vifiting  Metz  and  the  battlefields  in  its  vicinity,  and  finding  that  the  aid 
of  foreign  furgeons  was  not  required,  Mayo  returned  to  Darmftadt  on  loth  Sept- 
ember, and  having  feen  that  the  moft  confpicuous  want  was  that  of  proper  means  of 
tranfport  for  the  feverely  wounded,  he  proceeded  to  conftru(5t  a number  of  horfe 
litters  or  carts,  of  his  own  defign,  for  conveying  the  moft  fevere  cafes  from  the  field 
hofpitals  to  the  railway.  But  the  chief  undertaking  in  which  he  engaged  was  the 
building  of  a hofpital  at  Darmftadt  for  the  reception  of  the  patients  who  were 
arriving  daily  from  Metz  and  its  neighbourhood,  fulfering  from  typhus,  typhoid 
fever,  and  dyfentery.  In  this,  as  in  the  former  work,  he  had  ample  fcope  for  exer- 
cifing  his  ingenuity  and  (kill  in  conftrudlion.  The  hofpital  confided  of  four  barracks, 
built  in  echelon,  each  meafuring  1 1 2 ft.  long  by  2 5 ft.  broad,  and  amply  ventilated, 
with  a covered  way  to  conned;  them  with  the  domeftic  offices,  and  containing  25 
beds  a-piece.^  He  writes  on  6th  Odober,  “ Her  Royal  Highnefs  the  Princefs  Alice, 
who  has  come  every  day  lately  to  obferve  the  progrefs  of  the  Society’s  new  hofpital, 
has  given  me  leave  to  call  it  by  her  own  name.” 

* Details  may  be  read  in  the  Medical  Times  for  2nd  September,  1871,  p.  271. 
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The  Alice  Hofpital  was  opened  in  the  latter  part  of  Odlober,  and  the  Govern- 
ment, difcovering  that  the  refults  of  the  treatment  were  fo  good,  added  four  new 
barracks,  each  containing  30  beds.  A ninth  building  was  fubfequently  ereded.^ 
In  the  firft  20  weeks  after  the  hofpital  was  opened  700  patients  were  admitted,  and 
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of  thefe  20  only  died,  but  afterwards  feverer  cafes  were  received  and  the  deaths 
were  proportionately  more  numerous.  Some  i8o  women  were  admitted.  The 
hofpital  was  in  exiftence  for  nine  months,  and  692  German  and  234  French  fick  * 
and  wounded  foldiers  were  treated  in  it.  The  number  of  deaths  was  52.® 

‘ “The  new  ward  for  30  beds  in  the  garden  of  the  Roman  Catholic  fifterhood  is  ready  to  receive 
patients,  and  will  probably  be  occupied  in  a few  days  by  the  fick  and  wounded  who  are  arriving 
from  before  Paris  and  Orleans.  The  coll  of  building  and  fitting  it  up  has  amounted  to  3782  thalers.” 
{Weekly  Report,  8th  December,  1870.) 

* There  are  many  letters  from  French  prifoners  teftifying  to  their  comfort  in  this  hofpital  ; e.g., 
one  writes : “ J’ai  ete  toujours  traite  avec  douceur  et  tres  bien  foigne,  et  a prefent  encore  mieux  quo 
jamais.  Nous  fommes  bien  nourris  et  bien  couches.  Je  vous  aflure  que  le  temps  ne  m’ennuie  pas.”

No  new  patients  admitted  after  the  26th  of  April,  1871. 
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While  the  conftruftion  of  the  Alice  Hofpital  was  in  progrefs,  Mayo,  hearing 
of  the  capture  of  Toul,  once  more  haftened  to  the  front.  Writing  from  Darmftadt, 
30th  September,  he  fays : “ On  Saturday  morning  laft  I had  an  audience  of  the 
Grand  Duke,  who  interefts  himfelf  in  the  new  hofpital  which  I am  eftablifhing  here 
with  the  fandlion  of  your  committee,  and  while  at  the  Refidence  I was  told  that 
Toul  was  taken.  After  making  fome  neceflary  arrangements  I ftarted  at  once,  at 
1 1 a.m.,  having  had  only  ten  minutes  to  pack  up  a few  things.  ...  At  Nancy  I 
fpent  fome  hours  in  ineffedlual  attempts  to  obtain  a conveyance  of  any  kind  to  Toul. 
At  laft,  as  evening  (Odt.  i)  was  approaching,  the  Pruflian  Director  of  Telegraphs, 
who  faid  that  he  certainly  would  not  have  undertaken  the  journey  in  the  dark 
unlefs  the  urgent  requirements  of  his  duty  had  compelled  him  to  do  fo,  offered  me 
a feat  in  his  carriage,  which  I was  glad  to  accept.  It  foon  became  dark,  and  there 
was  no  moon;  we  had  to  look  to  our  revolvers,  becaufe,  as  the  Dire<5lor  faid,  bullets 
were  frequently  met  with  in  the  neighbourhood  after  nightfall,  and  there  are  many 
woods  by  the  fides  of  the  road.  The  journey,  however,  pafled  off  without  adven- 
ture.” 

Finding  that  there  had  been  no  aftault,  and  that  the  number  of  wounded  on 
both  fides  was  infignificant,  Mayo  returned  to  Darmftadt.  Hearing  of  the  furrender 
of  Strafburg,  he  vifited  that  place  on  his  way  back.  “ The  fcene  prefented  on  enter- 
ing Strafburg  from  the  north  is  one  which  no  man  who  fees  it  can  forget  as  long  as 
he  lives.  In  this  part  of  the  town  whole  ftreets  are  fimply  abolifhed.  Where,  a few 
weeks  ago,  blocks  of  houfes  flood,  you  have  a clear  view  through  empty  fpace.  As 
you  advance  into  the  town  the  injuries  become  lefs  and  lefs,  and  only  one  houfe  in 
three,  fix,  or  ten  has  been  burnt;  but  as  far  as  the  cathedral,  and  beyond  it,  the 
marks  of  the  bombardment  are  feen.  From  the  great  tower,  which  on  Thurfday, 
the  28th,  fwarmed  with  German  foldiers,  one  can  fee  that  the  deftruAion  is  for- 
tunately partial,  and  that  a large  part  of  the  town  has  efcaped  with  very  flight 
injury.” 

On  loth  November  Mayo  had  the  honour  of  dining  with  the  Queen  of  Pruflia 
at  the  palace  at  Homburg.  “ Her  Majefty  expreffed  the  greateft  intereft  in  all  the 
arrangements  of  the  Alice  Hofpital,  . . . and  affured  Dr.  Mayo  that  fhe  herfelf, 
and  all  whofe  opinion  was  of  any  importance  in  Germany,  fully  appreciated  the 
kindly  feeling  which  induced  the  people  of  England  to  make  fuch  great  efforts  to 
aid  the  fick  and  wounded.”  fJVeekly  Report,  17th  November,  1870.) 

For  fome  time  fubfequent  to  his  return  to  Darmftadt,  Mayo’s  attention  was 
occupied  with  the  care  of  the  Alice  Hofpital.  The  conftrucftion  of  the  fick-tranf- 
port-carts  having  been  completed,  he  was  fent  with  fix  of  them,  through  the 
influence  of  the  Crown  Princefs,  to  Lagny,  near  Paris,  in  January,  1871.  The  carts 
were  for  ufe  between  Lagny  and  Corbeil.  To  quote  the  memoir  written  by  Dr. 
Robert  Druitt ; “ From  this  place  he  went  with  his  letter  [from  the  Princefs]  to 
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the  Crown  Prince  at  Verfailies;  and  there  he  had  the  honour  of  receiving  hofpitality 
from  the  men  upon  whom  the  eyes  of  all  Europe  were  fixed. 

“ In  a letter  of  January  13th,  1871,  from  Verfailles,  he  says:  * 10.30  p.m.  I 
have  come  back  from  dining  with  the  Crown  Prince.  There  were  about  eighteen 
or  twenty  to  dinner/  including  the  Crown  Prince,  between  Bifmarck  and  Moltke, 
befides  many  generals  and  colonels,  and  Generalarzt  Wagner.  ‘ We  could  hear  the 
great  guns  firing  away.  It  was  an  unufual  fenfation  to  be  in  the  company  of  the 
men  who  were  doing  it  all.  During  dinner  a telegram  was  brought  in,  faying  that 
Chanzy’s  Army  was  defeated,  with  the  lofs  of  18,000  prifoners  and  twelve  guns. 
This  was  treated  as  improbable.  Bifmarck  faid  jocofely,  ‘ Probably  the  correfpond- 
ent  has  made  a mi  flake.  He  meant  to  fay  1 8,000  guns  and  twelve  prifoners  ! ’ But 
about  an  hour  afterwards  a French  telegram  was  produced,  in  which  precifely  the 
fame  numbers  were  given,  with  the  addition  that  Le  Mans  was  occupied  by  Prince 
Frederick  Charles,  and  that  the  Grand  Duke  of  Mecklenburg  was  in  purfuit.  I 
explained  the  photographs  of  my  carts  to  the  Crown  Prince.  Moltke  afterwards 
took  them  up  and  examined  them,  and  I tried  to  engage  him  in  converfation,  but 
failed.  He  feems  to  fay  but  little  to  anybody.  The  Prince  came  and  talked  to  me 
for  about  a quarter  of  an  hour  about  various  things,  including  the  Alice  Hofpital.’  ” 

Mayo  remained  in  the  German  fervice  till  the  fubfidiary  military  eflablifhment 
was  broken  up  after  the  peace.  He  brought  back  with  him  the  decorations  of 
Knight  of  the  firfl  clafs  of  the  Order  of  Philip  the  Generous,  HefTe,  Civil  Divifion, 
8th  April,  1871;  the  third  clafs  of  the  Order  of  the  Pruflian  Crown;  the  Imperial 
German  War  Medal  for  Non-combatants;  the  Bavarian  Crofs  of  Merit ; and  the 
Hefllan  Crofs  for  Medical  Service  (Militar-Sanitatz-Kreuz).  He  was  alfo  named 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Alice-Frauen-Verein.  {Alice 
Hofpital  Report^  6th  April,  1871.) 

A tranflation  is  here  given  of  a communication  from  the  Grand-Ducal  Miniflry 
of  War,  dated  Darmfladt,  5th  May,  1871  (No.  4724,  Alice  Hofpital),  addrefled  to 
“ The  direding  Phyfician  of  the  above  hofpital,  Staff  Surgeon-Major,  Dr.  Charles 
Mayo.” 

In  confequence  of  the  notification  made  to  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Grand-Duke  that  you, 
together  with  Staff  Surgeons  Galton  and  Rundle  and  the  two  Afliftant  Surgeons,'  with  to  con- 
clude your  duties  at  the  Hofpital  with  the  15th  of  this  month,  H.  R.  H.  has  been  pleafed  to 
permit  you  to  be  relieved  from  your  prefent  pofts  on  that  day.  In  having  the  honour  of  making 
this  known  to  you,  the  Miniflry  of  War,  with  the  full  fandlion  of  H.  R.  H.,  expreffes  to  you 
its  mofl  thankful  acknowledgments  for  the  prudence  and  untiring  energy  with  which  you 


' John  Charles  Galton,  M.A.  (Oxon),  M.R.C.S.,  F.L.S.  (fubfequently  Charles  Mayo’s  colleague  at 
Atchin),  died  14th  June,  1903,  aged  63;  Henry  Rundle,  F.R.C.S. ; Herbert  William  Page,  M.A., 
M.B.  (Cantab.),  F.R.C.S.;  and  Robert  Cory,  B.A.,  M.B.  (Cantab.). 
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have  built,  fitted  out,  and  condudled  up  to  the  prefent  time  the  Alice  Hofpital,  The  confciouf- 
nefs  of  having  done  a great  work,  and  lightened  the  fufFering  attached  to  very  many  of  the 
facrifices  of  war,  will  accompany  you  as  an  enduring  reward.  The  Miniftry  of  War  begs  you 
to  undertake  the  expreflion  of  its  acknowledgments  to  your  colleagues. 

(Signed)  Dornseiff. 

“On  the  15th  of  May  a farewell  feaft  at  which  about  fifty,  including  His 
Excellency  the  firft  Minifter,  were  prefent,  was  given  to  the  ftaff  of  the  Alice 
Hofpital  at  the  Darmftadter  Hof. 

“In  taking  leave  of  Darmlladt  the  Englifh  dodlors  carry  away  with  them  a 
grateful  recolleftion  of  thofe  friends  who  have  helped  them  to  bring  their  work  to  a 
fuccefsful  iffue;  and  in  particular,  of  the  never-failing  fupport  and  encouragement 
given  to  them  by  Her  Royal  Highnefs  the  Princefs  Louis  of  HefTe,  who  has  vifited 
the  hofpital  two  or  three  times  a week  for  many  months.”  {Alice  Hofpital  Final 
Report.) 

On  his  return  from  Germany  Mayo  meditated  fettling  in  pradtice  in  England, 
and  proceeded  to  the  degree  of  D.M.  at  Oxford,  7th  December,  1871.  While  in 
Oxford  in  1872,  he  was  vifited  by  General  W.  T.  Sherman,  of  the  United  States 
Army,  who  wrote  to  him,  25th  April,  the  next  year,  recalling  with  pleafure  his  vifit 
to  the  Univerfity,  and  “efpecially  your  extreme  kindnefs,”  fending  him  at  the  fame 
time  a volume  of  Vital  Statijlics,  printed  in  the  Cenfus  papers  of  the  United  States. 
It  was  not  long,^  however,  before  Mayo  again  turned  his  fteps  abroad,  and  having 
embraced  an  opportunity  which  occurred  of  entering  the  Dutch  Medical  Service, 
failed  from  Nieuwe  Diep,  Holland,  5th  Odtober,  1873,  and  at  the  end  of  December 
joined  the  Dutch  Army  in  Sumatra,  at  the  fwamps  of  Atchin.  Writing  home  on 
8th  January,  1874,  from  the  Atjeh  River,  he  fays: 

I have  been  inclined  to  fuppofe  that  the  police  ftop  my  letters  becaufe  I am  fufpefted  of 
being  that  formidable  perfon,  “The  Times  Correfpondent.”  I have  heard  of  another  perfon 
bearing  that  title  being  about  here,  but  I have  not  met^with  him.  This  is  not  the  moft  defir- 
able  refidence  in  the  world,  but  there  is  enough  to  eat  and  drink,  and  fome  good  red  wine,  and 
the  Atchinefe  do  not  attack  at  night,  fo  things  might  be  much  worfe.  This  is  an  unwholefome 
fwampy  place,  rice  fields  all  about,  thick  jungle,  bamboo,  cocoa-nut  trees,  deep  mud  after  a 
little  rain,  and  fo  forth,  ftinks  dominant,  futlers  a myth.  I have  a tent  with  my  companion 
Galton,  who  is  a very  good  fellow,  but  not  fit  for  this  kind  of  work.  Cholera  is  ftill  here,  but 
not  fo  bad  as  it  has  been.  Deaths  2 to  12  daily.  It  is  reckoned  that  about  1,000  have  died  of 
it,  including  the  convidts  who  do  the  work  of  the  Camp.  I am  in  an  anomalous  pofition  here, 
but  try  to  make  the  beft  of  it  by  treading  on  nobody’s  toes  unneceflarily.  There  was  great 
jealoufy  at  firft  among  the  Dutch  dodtors,  who  did  not  like  the  importation  of  foreigners,  but 


' In  the  fpring  of  1873  he  was  in  Vienna,  where  his  ambulance  carts  were  on  view  in  the 
Exhibition  of  that  year,  and  the  Crown  Princefs  of  Germany  and  her  filler,  the  Princefs  Alice,  in- 
terefted  themfelves  in  furthering  his  defire  of  making  them  generally  known. 
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I think  it  is  wearing  off.  We  hear  nothing  of  the  anfwer  of  the  Atchinefe  to  a letter  from  the 
Englifh  Governor  brought  by  the  Thalia  a few  days  ago.  The  Atchinefe  are  great  favages. 
They  mutilate  living  and  dead,  and  murder  melTengers.  No  Red  Croft  here. 

The  fpecial  objedt  of  this  campaign  was  the  capture  of  the  “ Kraton,”  the 
enemy’s  chief  pofition.  In  a letter  to  his  lifter  Jane,  28th  January,  from  the 
Bivouac,  Atjeh  River,”  he  writes: 

The  Kraton  was  taken  on  the  24th  without  loft,  the  enemy  abandoning  it.  On  the  25th  I 
was  in  it,  and  brought  away  one  or  two  fcraps  as  mementos.  It  is  a wretched  barbarians’  den, 
but  a ftrong  fortrefs  of  its  kind.  There  were  in  it  about  50  cannon,  the  greater  part  no  doubt 
taken  from  wrecked  or  plundered  (hips,  of  all  ages,  fome  probably  300  years  old.  The  Sultan’s 
houfe  was  a wretched,  dirty,  wooden  ftrudfure.  The  tombs  were  the  only  attempts  at  magnifi- 
cence. To-day  we  hear  that  the  Sultan  has  died  of  cholera. 

Mayo  left  Atchin,  26th  April,  and  in  July,  1874,  arrived  in  England,  with  the 
Dutch  Medal  for  Service  in  this  war  (“Atjeh  1873  en  1874”).  He  wrote  the 
account  of  thefe  operations  which  appeared  in  the  Times  newfpaper,  19th  Odtober, 
1874,  and  which  has  been  reprinted  in  an  odavo  pamphlet  of  thirty-one  pages, 
entitled  The  Dutch  War  in  Sumatra.  It  is  dated  “The  Hague,  Odober  15.” 

In  a letter  he  addrefled  to  the  Crown  Princefs  of  Germany  in  Auguft  of  that 
year,  he  fays : “ I have  lately  returned  from  a fmall  but  deadly  war  in  Atchin  or 
Atjeh,  where  the  arrangements  of  the  Dutch  dodors  left  nearly  everything  to  be 
defired.  The  mortality  was  very  great.  Of  four  foreign  dodors  who  went  there 
two  are  dead,  one  came  home  to  England  before  the  end  of  the  expedition,  and  I 
am  the  remainder.  I fuppofe  that  after  recruiting  a little  from  the  elFeds  of  the 
climate,  which  have  not  yet  pafled  off,  I muft  remain  inadive  till  another  war  in 
Europe  gives  me  fomething  to  do.” 

He  now  refided  chiefly  in  Oxford,  and  in  February,  1875,  printed  a pamphlet 
for  private  circulation  on  The  Organ  in  New  College  Chapel,  pp.  19,  demy 
8vo,  in  which  he  defcribes  and  traces  the  hiftory  of  the  inftruments  which  have 
fucceffively  been  ereded  there.  He  was  well  acquainted  with  this  mufical  inftrument, 
and  was  the  author  of  feveral  inventions  for  coupling  flops  and  otherwife  improving 
the  mechanifm  of  organs,  and  he  had  colleded  a large  number  of  organ-pipes  from 
various  fources,  which  he  intended  to  put  together  fome  day,  when  he  fhould  have 
leifure  to  conftrud  an  inftrument  to  his  fatisfadion.  One  of  his  favourite  relaxa- 
tions was  extemporifing  on  the  organ  or  harmonium,  and  he  belonged  to  feveral 
part-finging  focieties. 

Being  ftill  indifpofed  to  fettle  down  in  England,^  he  failed  for  Fiji  as  one  of  the 


* In  a poftfcript  to  his  laft  letter  home  (to  his  filler,  Jane),  30th  June,  1877,  he  fays:  “What  gave 
you  the  notion  that  I had  a dillike  to  Wincheller?  I would  as  lief — or  liefer — fucceed  there  as  any- 
where elfe.” 
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Government  medical  officers,  in  the  fuite  of  Sir  A.  Gordon,  on  25th  March,  1875. 
Mifs  Gordon  Gumming,  in  her  book.  At  Home  in  Fiji^  mentions  him  as  “ a keen, 
clever  man,  a Fellow  of  New  College,  who  has  followed  his  profeffion  in  every 
camp  in  Europe,  and  in  fome  in  Afia,  and  now  hopes  to  find  an  ample  field  for 
ftudying  new  forms  of  the  ills  that  flefh  is  heir  to  among  the  various  races  of  the 
Pacific.  He  is  a good  botanift  and  antiquarian,  and  a mine  of  information  on  all 
topics.” 

He  purchafed  a fmall  ifland  ^ in  Savu  Savu  Bay,  on  which  he  built  a houfe  to 
ferve  as  his  headquarters.  “ I am  here,”  he  writes  home  on  8th  February,  1876,“  for 
a few  days.  To-day  a batch  of  natives  have  begun  to  clear  the  ifland,  and  I have 
agreed  with  fome  carpenters  for  putting  up  a fmall  houfe.  The  materials  are  landed 
there.  I think  the  ifland  will  turn  out  well,  when  it  is  cleared:  at  prefent  it  is 
covered  with  thick  bufh,  except  at  one  or  two  places  where  fome  bananas  have  been 
planted.  There  are  a few  large  trees  upon  it,  and  about  40  cocoa-nut  trees.  It  is 
about  a quarter  of  a mile  long,  and  about  half  as  much  in  width.  The  highefl:  part 
is  about  100  ft.  above  high  water  mark.  If  the  plants  which  are  on  their  way  from 
Java  arrive  in  good  condition,  I think  the  garden  will  be  a fuccefs.  Later  on  one 
muft  try  Englifli  plants — e.g.  hot-houfe  grapes  and  wall  fruit.” 

Writing  from  Ngaloa  Bay,  Kandavu,  4th  June,  1876,  he  fays:  “I  have  been 
vegetating  rather  than  living  here  for  two  months,  the  very  fmall  fupply  of  lymph 
that  I brought  with  me  from  Levuka  having  proved  ufelefs,  and  there  being  no 
more,  I believe,  in  the  Colony.  I have  to  wait  here  till  fome  more  can  be  got,  and 
then  I have  fome  3,200  to  vaccinate.  So  I can  fcarcely  get  back  to  Savu  Savu 
within  two  or  three  months  more,  and  in  the  mean  time  my  garden  may  be 
fpoiling. 

“ I don’t  know  whether  I told  you  that  I had  purchafed  a flave,  as  fome  people 
in  England  would  call  it  who  know  nothing  of  the  circumftances.  My  black  fellow 
is  engaged  to  work  for  me  for  three  years,  and  I have  paid  his  return  paffage-money 
in  advance.  He  is  thoroughly  black,  a heathen  and  a cannibal,  from  Choifeul  Ifland, 
in  the  middle  of  the  Solomon  group:  but  he  is  far  more  ufeful  than  any  Fijian,  and 
I have  befpoken  two  more  of  the  fame  fort  to  work  at  my  garden.  The  Fijians  are 
worthlefs  rubbilh.” 

Mayo  continued  to  be  ftationed  at  Kandavu,  and  after  fuffiering  much 
difcomfort  and  great  proftration  of  ftrength  and  energy,  he  was  at  lafl:  attacked  by 
acute  dyfentery.  He  was  moved  to  the  hofpital  at  Levuka,  where  he  was  put  on 
board  the  S.S.  Lyee  Moon^  for  Sydney,  in  the  hope  that  his  life  would  be  faved  by 
a fea  voyage.  But  he  died  on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  15th  July,  1877,  after  being 


1 After  Dr,  Mayo’s  death  this  ifland  was  purchafed  by  Dr.,  now  Sir  William  MacGregor,  who 
fubfequently  became  Governor  of  New  Guinea,  fince  of  Lagos,  and  now  of  Newfoundland, 
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on  board  thirty  hours,  and  was  buried  at  fea,  two  hundred  miles  fouth-weft  of  the 
ifland  of  Kandavu. 

Thus  ended  the  laft  page  in  this  varied  and  eventful  hiftory.  The  foregoing 
fketch  has  fhewn  him  to  have  been  a man  of  untiring  energy  in  the  profecution  of 
his  profeflion,  and  in  acquiring  experience  in  the  hofpital  and  on  the  battlefield, 
(killed  in  architedlure,  mufic  and  archaeology,  as  well  as  in  the  duties  of  his  fpecial 
calling,  with  a natural  aptitude  for  invention  and  mechanical  conftruftion,  verfatile 
even  to  a fault,  an  attradlive  narrator  of  the  fcenes  in  which  he  had  taken  part,  and 
withal  a man  of  great  kindlinefs  of  heart.  The  early  termination  of  his  career  left 
many  a regret  among  his  friends  for  the  lofs  of  the  fruit  they  would  have  gathered 
from  the  maturity  of  his  later  years. 

This  extract  from  the  Battalion  Orders  of  the  Inns  of  Court  Rifle  Volunteers, 
dated  27th  Odtober,  1877,  will  be  read  with  intereft: 

“ The  commanding  officer  has  heard  with  the  deepeft  forrow  of  the  death  of 
Dr.  Charles  Mayo,  who  for  nine  years  performed  the  duties  of  Affiftant  Surgeon  to 
the  Regiment.  The  commanding  officer  is  afTured  that  every  member  of  the  corps 
will  join  with  him  in  deploring  this  great  lofs,  not  only  on  account  of  Dr.  Mayo’s 
confpicuous  ability  in  his  profeffion,  but  for  the  never-failing  zeal  and  kindlinefs 
with  which  he  difcharged  his  duties  to  the  corps;  and  amongft  thofe  who  had  the 
privilege  of  his  friendfbip  and  greater  opportunities  of  appreciating  his  manly  and 
unfelfifh  nature,  his  name  will  ever  be  held  in  affiedlionate  remembrance.

His  elder  After,  who  was  in  Rome  in  the  fpring  of  1880,  had  the  privilege  of  a 
private  interview  on  the  23rd  April  with  H.I.H.  the  Crown  Princess  of  Germany 
at  the  German  EmbafTy.  The  Crown  Princefs  fpoke  of  Dr.  Mayo  with  the  warmeft 
fympathy  and  forrow  for  his  After’s  lofs,  aflbciated  as  his  memory  was  to  herfelf  with 
that  of  the  Princefs  Alice.  She  had  feen  much  of  him  at  that  time,  and  fpoke  of 
his  kindnefs  and  the  good  that  he  had  done.  She  deAred  that  his  relations  fhould 
be  told  how  much  he  was  ftill  remembered.

2.  Jane  Mayo,  elder  daughter  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Jane,  n^e  Dennis,  was 
born  7th  March,  and  baptifed  2nd  May,  1838,  at  St.  Thomas’s  Winchefter. 

She  was  a perfon  of  Angularly  fweet  and  unfelfifti  difpofition,  a mufical  compofer

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and  pianoforte  player  of  ability,  and  an  earneft  ftudent  of  art,  “ and  the  poor  of 
Winchefter,  whofe  never-failing  friend  Ihe  proved  herfelf,  as  well  as  thofe  who  knew 
her  intimately,  bear  witnefs  that  every  talent  was  ufed  to  the  Glory  of  God.” 
{Parkftone  Reminder^  22nd  November,  1884.)

Of  her  fongs  Madame  Sainton  Dolby  wrote:  “I  wifti  I could  always  write  as 
favourable  an  opinion  on  fongs  that  are  fent  me  as  I can  on  thefe.  There  is  more 
of  the  artift  than  the  amateur  about  them  all,  and  I Ihould  certainly  advife  the 
compofer  to  make  a further  ftudy  of  mufic,  that  the  great  difpofition  Ihe  evinces  in

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poetic  interpretation  of  beautiful  words  may  be  brought  to  perfedion.  The  fong 
with  violincello  [‘  Si  douce  eft  la  Marguerite/  unpublilhed]  ought  to  be  made  very 
effedive.”

Jane  Mayo  made  occafional  contributions  to  magazine  literature,  and  the 
Churchman  s Companion  contains  articles  from  her  pen  on  “ Frati  Beati,”  “ William 
of  Wykham,”  “ Fra  Angelico,”  and  other  fubjeds.  She  alfo  wrote  feveral  imagina- 
tive pieces  for  The  Owlet^  an  amateur  magazine,  which  faw  two  Chriftmas  Numbers 
in  t868  and  1869,  and  an  allegory  termed  “Weeds”  in  Our  ^arterly^  the 
magazine  of  the  Church  Teachers’  Union,  for  September,  1884. 

In  The  Owlet  of  1869  the  verfes  headed  “ Whatfoever  things  are  pure,  what- 
foever  things  are  lovely:  Think  on  thefe  things,”  are  her  compofition,  and  reveal, 
efpecially  in  the  thirteenth  and  the  laft  ftanzas,  fome  of  her  inner  thoughts. 

After  her  father’s  death  fhe  continued,  with  her  lifter,  to  live  in  the  old  houfe 
in  St.  Peter’s  Street,  and  was  a church-worker  in  St.  Maurice’s  parilh.  She  always 
had  a delire  to  travel,  and  in  1879  went  with  a coulin  to  Allevard,  and  from  thence, 
after  a time,  moved  on  to  Rome,  where  Ihe  ftayed  for  eight  months  at  the  Art 
College,  then  under  the  care  of  Mifs  M.  A.  Mayor,  lifter  of  Profeflbr  Mayor  of 
Cambridge. 

The  Artifi^  of  April,  1881,  in  writing  of  Meflrs.  Howell  and  James’  Gallery  in 
Regent  Street,  mentions  that  Mifs  Mayo  and  others,  of  the  Art  School  at  Rome, 
were  very  highly  commended  for  fcreen  panels  copied  from  the  Loggie  at  the 
Vatican  . . . and  Ihowed  complete  underftanding  of  the  peculiar  requirements  of 
their  art. 

In  1882  Ihe  won  the  Judges’  prize  at  the  fame  exhibition,  for  a fcreen,  her  own 
delign,  one  panel  of  which  was  reproduced  in  The  ^een  of  7th  January,  1883. 
Delign  was  her  ftrongeft  point  in  art. 

At  the  end  of  February,  1884,  Ihe  again  went  to  Rome,  and  remained  in  the 
Art  College  till  the  end  of  May.  One  who  faw  much  of  her  there  and  during  the 
laft  ten  years  of  her  life,  writes  that  Ihe  had  never  met  with  one  who  fo  much 
recalled  St.  Paul’s  beautiful  portrait  of  Charity,  as  well  as  that  of  St.  James  of  the 
Wifdom  from  above,  “ lirft  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  and  eafy  to  be  entreated.” 


‘ She  alfo  received  commendation  from  Dr.  Wefley,  Dr.  Arnold,  Sir  Herbert  Oakley  and  Sir  John 
Stainer.  Mrs.  Wefley  wrote  (1870):  “He  (Dr.  S.  S.  Wefley)  remarked  feveral  times,  ‘very  good 
harmony,’  and  I am  fure  liked  the  fongs  much  better  than  moft  mufic  that  he  fees.  I think  ‘To  the 
Redbreaft’  is  my  favourite.”  Again,  in  1872  : “ I like  your  Gavotte  extremely,  and  Dr.  Wefley  defires 
me  to  tell  you  he  confidered  you  had  caught  the  llyle  ’ very  fatisfaftorily.”

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She  travelled  home  by  way  of  Affifi,  Perugia  and  Venice,  making  many 
{ketches,  the  lafl  of  which  was  of  the  Rigi  Kulm  on  the  2nd  of  July. 

The  reader  is  referred  to  two  letters  of  hers,  written  at  this  time,  from  the 
Monaltery  of  St.  Francis  at  Affifi,  and  printed  in  the  Parkftone  Reminder^  22nd 
November  and  6th  December,  1884,  which  exprefs  her  artiftic  and  religious  feeling. 
From  the  former  of  thefe  the  following  fentence  is  taken:  “ A ftaircafe  leads  down 
to  the  lower  church.  How  fhall  I tell  the  fweet  folemn  quiet  of  the  Houfe  of 
Prayer.?  It  feems  to  me  to  {hadow  forth  the  waiting  place  of  the  blelTed  ones  who 
have  gone  before  us,  the  dimnefs  half  revealing  the  fplendour,  like  the  alTurance  of 
our  Lord’s  Prefence  felt  and  lived  in  by  thofe  happy  fpirits,  but  ftill  veiled  till  they 
behold  it  in  the  Church  triumphant  above.” 

It  was  not  long  after  writing  thefe  words  that  her  gentle  fpirit  pafTed  into  “ the 
waiting  place  of  the  blefTed  ones.”  She  died  at  Wincheller,  after  a Ihort  illnefs,  on 
8th  Odlober,  1884,  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  there,  nth  Odober,  after 
fervice  in  St.  Maurice’s  Church,  the  choir  attending. 

This  infcription  marks  her  grave:

The  Jacobean  pulpit,  now  in  the  nave  of  the  Cathedral,  was  placed  there  by  her 
family,  and  a handfome  alabafter  font  was  given  to  St.  Maurice’s  Church,  by  her 
friends,  in  her  memory.  The  former  bears  a fmall  brafs  plate  infcribed:

Under  the  memorial  window  to  her  father  and  brother,  and  beneath  the  brafs 
recording  their  names,  is  another  with  the  words:

March  7.  1838.  Fell  asleeep  Oct.  8th  1884.  | Endowed  with  manifold  gifts,  & with 
GRACE  TO  I Use  them  always  to  the  Glory  of  God.  | “Such  as  are  gentle,  them  shall 
He  learn  His  Way.” 

3.  Mary  Mayo,  younger  daughter  of  Charles  Mayo,  born  loth  July,  1839, 
and  baptifed  2nd  Odober  following.  She  continues  to  refide  in  St.  Peter’s  Street, 
Winchefler,  and  has  compofed  numerous  fongs  and  inftrumental  pieces,  the  former 
chiefly  for  the  ufe  of  the  children  of  the  garrifbn.  She  is  alfo  a fkilful  artift,  and  has 
exhibited  water-colour  drawings  of  Winchefter  Cathedral  and  Deanery,  and  fludies 
from  life  at  the  Dudley  Gallery  and  the  Lady  Artifts’  Exhibition.  The  portrait 
of  her  father  in  this  volume  is  from  a painting  executed  by  her  in  1874.  During 
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the  years  1886-1897  flie  conduced  a fuccefsful  metal  repoufle  clafs  for  boys,  which 
gained  honours  and  certificates  at  the  Albert  Hall  Home  Arts’  Exhibition.  She  was 
editor  of  The  Owlet  magazine,  already  mentioned  on  a previous  page. 

4.  James  Mayo,  the  younger  fon,  was  born  30th  Odlober,  and  baptifed  8th 
December,  1840,  and  was  educated  firft  at  Mr.  Short’s  school  in  Winchefter,  next 
at  Winchefter  College,  where  he  was  a Commoner  from  March,  1852,  to  July,  1858, 
and  finally  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  which  he  entered  13th  Odober,  1858. 
He  graduated  B.A.  12th  April,  1862,  with  a third  clafs  in  the  Claflical  Tripos; 
M.A.,  i8th  June,  1865;  B.D.,  loth  March,  1881;  LL.M.  and  LL.D.,  loth 
Odtober,  1895.  became  M.A.  of  Oxford  (Worcefter  College)  by  incorpora- 

tion, 8th  June,  1871.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  at  Farnham  Caftle  by  C.  R.  Summer, 
Bifhop  of  Winchefter,  21ft  December,  1865 ; and  Prieft  at  Norwich,  22nd  December, 
1867,  by  J.  T.  Pelham,  Bilhop  of  the  diocefe.  He  was  inftituted  to  the  redtory  of 
Bucldand,  Kent,  14th  January,  1874.  He  has  refided  at  Cambridge  fince  1882.

V.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  fecond  daughter  of  James  Mayo  and  Jane,  nee  Barfoot, 
born  30th  September,  and  admitted  29th  October,  1790  (Wimborne  reg.).  She 
refided  at  Wimborne  Minfter,  in  the  Weft  Borough,  and  died  there,  unmarried, 
5th  March,  1877,  and  was  buried  8th  March,  at  Tarrant  Keynfton.  Her  will, 
dated  24th  January,  1871,  was  proved  in  the  Principal  Probate  Regiftry,  22nd 
March,  1877,  by  Thomas  Mayo,  her  brother,  and  James  Druitt,  her  nephew.  To 
her  kindly  and  willing  aid  the  writer  is  indebted  for  many  of  the  particulars 
contained  in  thefe  memoirs.

VI.  Jane  Mayo,  born  28th  December,  1791,  and  admitted  25th  February,  1792 
(Wimborne  reg.).  She  refided  in  the  Weft  Borough,  Wimborne  Minfter,  where 
Ihe  died  1 8th  July,  1874.  She  was  married  29th  June,  1 813,  at  Wimborne,  to  Robert 
Druitt,  furgeon,  of  that  town,  who  died  23rd  March,  1822,  aged  37.  The  Druitt 
pedigree  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XI. 


^ The  following  letter,  to  her  brother  Charles,  dated  “ Wimborne,  May  19th,  1837,”  contains 
feveral  perfonal  allufions.  “We  have  received  an  intimation  through  Mr.  Warry,  who  vifited  his 
friends  here  lall  week,  that  Col:  and  Mrs.  Newman,  who  are  now  in  Somerfet,  are  to  pafs  through  this 
place  on  their  return,  and  propofe  to  themfelves  the  pleafure  of  calling  on  us,  fo  that  I am  rather  on 
the  look  out  for  them  every  evening;  if  they  are  travelling- to-day  they  cannot  find  it  very  agreeable. 
I have  feen  by  the  papers  that  Mrs.  N.  has  lately  loft  her  After  Mrs.  Mayo  \n'ee  Knowlys,  who  married 
Charles  Mayo,  of  London,  in  1791  ; fee  under  Knowlys,  in  Chapter  XI.].  I forgot  to  afk  Mrs.  Jas. 
[Mayo]  if  Ihe  had  told  you  of  the  coufin  who  has  lately  paid  us  a vifit,  Mr.  W.  Mayo,  a fon  of  Mr. 
Jos.  M.  late  of  Nibley,  who  is  a Curate,  I believe,  at  fome  place  [Steeple  Langford]  the  other  fide  of 
Salifbury.  He  walked  here  on  Monday,  having  been  feized,  I fuppofe,  with  a longing  defire  to  fee 
fome  of  his  relations,  for  excepting  his  own  immediate  family  he  had  never  before  been  in  company 
with  a Mayo.  James  entertained  him,  but  he  could  not  prevail  on  him  to  ftay  longer  than  I'uefday.”

VII.  Barbara  Mayo,  born  24th  Ocftober,  1793,  and  baptifed 
23rd  Odlober,  1794  (Wimborne  reg.).  She  was  married  21ft  Sep- 
tember, 1818,  at  Wimborne,  to  Humphrey -John  Hare,  of  Docking 
Hall,  Norfolk,  J.P.,  D.L.,  Clerk  in  Holy  Orders,  as  his  fecond 
wife.  He  was  fon  of  Edward  Chriftian,  Redlor  of  Workington, 
Cumberland,  who,  in  1798,  aflumed  the  name  and  arms  of  Hare 
upon  inheriting  the  Docking  eftate.  He  died  30th  April,  1856, 
and  his  widow  i8th  May,  1886.  The  eleventh  chapter  contains 
an  account  of  his  family. 

The  memoir  which  follows  briefly  (ketches  her  career: 

“ Barbara  was  the  youngeft  daughter  of  the  Rev.  James  Mayo.  She  fpent  fome 
of  her  earlieft  years  in  Bath,  with  her  father’s  fifters,  Mary  and  Lucy,  who  refided 
there,  and  in  after  life  would  recall  her  reminifcences  of  that  old-world  city,  then  a 
falhionable  refort.  On  leaving  Bath  (he  was  fent  to  a fchool  at  Blandford,  and  after- 
wards to  another  at  Stoke  Newington,  of  which  a Mrs.  Williams  was  head  miftrefs. 
Here  fhe  fpent  two  very  happy  years,  which  were  enlivened  by  frequent  intercourfe 
with  her  brother  John,  who  lived  in  London.  They  had  many  taftes  and  friends  in 
common ; the  kindnefs  of  their  friends  is  much  emphafized  in  the  clofe  correfpondence 
which  pafled  between  the  brother  and  After  at  this  period  of  their  lives.  At  the 
fame  time  her  education  was  proceeding,  and  nothing  could  exceed  the  thoroughnefs 
with  which  fhe  maftered  every  fubjed  which  flie  ftudied.  The  lighter  accomplifti- 
ments  were  not  neglefted,  for  Mrs.  Williams  faid  of  her  that  fhe  ‘ liked  to  fee  Mayo 
dance  the  minuet,’  and  her  exquiflte  needlework  was  remarkable  all  through  her 
long  life.  Barbara  remained  at  Stoke  Newington  till  1813,  and  left  it  with  much 
regret.  She  returned  to  Wimborne  for  about  two  years,  but  finding  the  atmofphere 
of  the  little  country  town  in  fome  refpedls  uncongenial  after  the  life  to  which  fhe 
had  been  hitherto  accuftomed,  prevailed  upon  her  parents  to  give  their  confent  to 
her  leaving  home  for  a more  aftive  fphere.  Her  lot  in  life  was  caft  at  Docking  in 
Norfolk,  and  here  fhe  met  her  future  hufband,  the  Rev.  Humphrey  John  Hare  of 
Docking  Hall.  The  furroundings  of  her  Norfolk  home  were  entirely  to  her  tafte; 
(he  loved  the  country,  and  the  occafional  hours  fpent  on  the  neighbouring  fea-Ihore 
were  ever  a great  delight.  She  became  the  mother  of  a large  family,  and  was  the 
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help-mate  of  her  hufband  and  his  fupport  in  his  declining  years.  After  his  death  in 
1856,  Ihe  refided  for  nearly  thirty  years  in  the  Clofe,  at  Norwich,  and  ended  her 
days  there  on  i8th  May,  1886,  in  her  ninety-third  year,  having  furvived  all  her 
brothers  and  lifters,  and  feven  of  her  eleven  children.  Her  quaint  old  houfe  in  the 
Clofe  was  a rallying-point  for  her  children  and  grandchildren,  whom  Ihe  delighted 
to  gather  around  her,  and  her  cheerful,  loving,  and  felf-denying  character  won  the 
admiration  of  all  who  knew  her.  She  retained  to  the  laft  a lively  intereft  in  all  that 
was  palling  in  the  world,  and  her  powers  of  memory  never  failed.  It  has  been  faid 
of  her  that  Ihe  had  always  feemed  like  a ‘ Queen  among  her  relatives.’ 

“ The  deeply  religious  tone  of  Mrs.  Hare’s  life  had  always  been  manifeft,  and 
her  reverence  and  devotion  in  church  were  much  remarked  on  by  the  clergy  and 
other  worlhippers  in  the  Cathedral.  Her  power  and  fweetnefs  of  voice  in  linging, 
even  at  the  age  of  ninety,  were  marvellous,  and  it  was  charadleriftic  of  her  that  her 
doling  words  were  thofe  of  the  Magnificat [C.  C.  H.] 

In  Docking  church,  on  a tablet  upon  the  fouth  wall  of  the  chancel,  is  the  follow- 
ing infcription: 

“precious  in  the  sight  of  the  lord  I IS  THE  DEATH  OF  HIS  SAINTS.”  | PSALM  CXVI  I 5. 
I IN  MEMORY  OF  HUMPHREY  JOHN  HARE  clerk  | magistrate  and  deputy 

LIEUTENANT  FOR  THIS  | COUNTY  | DIED  APRIL  3OTH  A.D.  1 856,  | AGED  80. 

A brass  beneath  it  is  infcribed: 

TO  THE  GLORY  OF  GOD  | in  memory  of  BARBARA  tP  wife  | of  the  rev. 
HUMPHREY  JOHN  HARE  | daughter  of  rev.  JAMES  MAYO  of  wimborne, 

DORSET  I BORN  OCT.  24.  1 793,  DIED  MAY  1 8.  1 886.  | HER  CHILDREN  ARISE  UP  AND  CALL  HER 
BLESSED. 

VIII.  William  Mayo,  born  15th  November,  1796,  and  admitted  22nd  June, 
1798  (Wimborne  reg.).  He  is  mentioned  in  the  following  paragraph  from  the 
Sherborne  Journal  of  9th  December,  1808. 

On  Thurfday  laft  [Dec.  i.]  the  young  gentlemen  at  the  Free  Grammar  School,  Wim- 
borne Minfter,  were  examined  in  the  different  branches  of  their  education,  when  filver  medals 
were  affigned  as  rewards  of  merit,  in  the  prelence  of  a feled  number  of  gentlemen  (formerly 
members  of  the  fchool)  to  thofe  who  particularly  diftinguilhed  themfelves  in  the  following  order, 
W.  Mayo,  R.  W.  Kerby,  W.  R,  Hayes,  W.  G.  Goddard,  T.  H.  Baftard,  and  G.  Evans. 
After  the  examination  the  young  gentlemen  of  the  fenior  clafs  recited  fpeeches  from  the 
clalfics,  etc.,  and  obtained  great  applaufe  for  the  corred  and  energetic  delivery  of  the  feveral 
parts. 

William  Mayo  left  Wimborne  for  London  in  181 1 ; here  he  continued  for  Ibme 
years,  but  left  for  Winchefter  8th  September,  1818,  on  account  of  illnefs,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Wimborne,  where  he  died  5th  Odtober,  and  was  buried  loth  Odlober, 
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1818,  at  Tarrant  Keynfton.  His  brother  Charles  writes  from  Winchefter,  to  John 
Mayo  of  Bath,  on  i8th  Odlober: 

You  will,  no  doubt,  lament  with  me  the  lofs  of  poor  William,  who  has  been  fo  unex- 
pedtedly  fnatched  from  us.  His  difeafe  confifted  in  a moft  violent  inflammation  of  the  lungs, 
which  came  on  rather  infidioufly  at  firfl:  from  cold  caught,  I believe,  by  overheating  himself.  I 
heard  nothing  of  it  till  a fortnight  after  the  attack,  and  then  all  the  mifchief  was  done.  I 
immediately  fent  Dr.  Gower  and  Dr.  T.  Mayo  to  him,  who  advifed  his  coming  down  to  me, 
and  when  he  arrived  here  I was  unfortunately  fo  unwell  as  not  to  be  able  to  attend  to  him. 
Dr.  Crawford  and  Mr.  Lyford  faw  him  here,  but  confidered  his  cafe  entirely  hopelefs,  and 
would  not  even  have  ventured  to  advife  his  continuing  the  journey  to  Winburn ; luckily, 
however,  he  did. 

Letters  of  adminiftration  of  his  eftate  were  iflued  i8th  July,  1836,  to  his  lifters, 
Mary  and  Elizabeth  Mayo  (P.C.C.). 

IX.  Henry  Mayo,  born  14th  Auguft,  1799,  but  not  regiftered  at  Wimborne. 
He  died  28th  February,  1800,  aged  fix  months  and  Jeventeen  days  (Date-book  of 
his  brother,  John  Mayo),  and  was  buried  4th  March,  at  Tarrant  Keynfton. 

X.  Thomas  Mayo,  born  7th  July,  1801,  and  admitted  2nd  July,  1802 
(Wimborne  reg.)  He  refided  fuccefiively  in  Bath,  at  Kinfon  and  elfewhere  in  Dorfet, 


at  Babbacombe,  again  at  Bath,  and  finally  at  “ Connaught,”  St.  John’s  Wood  Road, 
Bournemouth,  where  he  died  23rd  April,  1884,  and  was  buried  26th  April,  in 
Wimborne  Burial  Ground.  His  Will,  dated  3rd  March,  1879,  with  codicil  4th 
June,  1883,  was  proved  5th  July,  1884,  in  the  Principal  Probate  Regiftry  by  James 
Druitt,  nephew,  and  Robert  Druitt  and  James  Druitt,  junior,  great-nephews. 

He  thrice  married: 

I.  On  29th  May,  1837,  at  Hinton  Martell,  Dorfet,  Lucy-Elizabeth,  only  child 
of  William  Ainfworth  (died  8th  December,  1847)  and  Wilhelmina  his  wife  (died 
28th  March,  1813),  daughter  and  co-heirefs  of  William  Templeman  of  Dorchefter. 
She  died  nth  April,  1858,  aged  46,  at  Salilbury,  and  was  buried  in  Wimborne 
Burial  Ground.  Their  fon,  William-Templeman  Mayo,  born  2nd  December, 
1838,  a member  of  King’s  College,  London,  matriculated  at  London  Univerfity 
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8th  November,  1855,  and  died  nth  Auguft,  1857,  and  was  buried  in  Wimborne 
Burial  Ground.  (Grave  No.  21 55.) 

2.  On  30th  April,  1859,  at  Widcombe,  Somerfet,  Eliza,  daughter  of  Thomas- 
Salway  Meyler.  She  died  at  8,  Percy  Place,  Bath,  5th  February,  1861,  aged  40, 
and  without  iflue,  and  was  buried  in  Widcombe  Cemetery. 

3.  On  4th  September,  1862,  at  St.  Michael’s,  Briftol,  Mary,  nie  Francis,  widow 
of  William  Meyler,  B.A.,  Redtor  of  Rudbaxton,  Pembrokelhire,  1844-1857.  She 
died  at  Bath,  13th  December,  1878,  aged  72,  without  iflue,  and  was  buried  at 
Whitechurch,  Pembrokefbire. 

A tomb  of  Portland  ftone,  with  a recumbent  crofs,  near  the  weft  end  of  the 
Church  of  England  Chapel  in  Wimborne  Burial  Ground  is  thus  infcribed:

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CHAPTER  VII. 

Charles  Mayo  of  St.  Peter’s  in  Hereford,  another  son  of  John  Mayo  of 
Devizes,  with  the  Descendants  of  his  Son,  Charles  Mayo,  M.A., 
Rector  of  Castle  Frome,  Herefordshire. 

T will  now  be  necelTary  to  refer  back  to  the  early  part  of  the 
fifth  chapter,  and  to  refume  the  thread  of  the  narrative  with 
Charles,  the  eighth  child  of  John  Mayo,  and  Joane,  nee  Hayes. 

Charles  Mayo  was  baptifed  in  the  church  of  St.  John 
Baptift,  Devizes,  21ft  March,  1685-6,  and  early  in  life  fettled  in 
the  parifh  of  St.  Peter  in  Hereford,  where  he  lived  and  died.  It 
has  been  fliown  in  a previous  chapter  that  William  Mayo,  who  reprefented  the 
city  of  Hereford  in  Parliament  in  1722,  lived  in  this  parifh,  and  many  of  his 
children  were  baptifed  there. 

It  is  unfortunately  the  cafe  that  the  municipal  records  of  Hereford  are  defec- 
tive, at  this  period,  having  been  to  fome  extent  confumed  as  wafte  paper,  but  the 
following  particulars  relating  to  Charles  Mayo  may  be  gathered  from  the  fragments 
now  remaining. 

1709.  March  i6th.  Charles  Mayo  was  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  the  city. 

1723.  November  19th.  The  name  of  “Carolus  Mayo”  occurs  as  one  of  the 
Common  Council. 

1726.  Widemarfh  Overfeers.  Ordered  that  Mr.  Theophilus  Lane  and  Mr. 
Charles  Mayo  be  “ appointed  for  this  year,  and  that  they  account  the  next  Common 
Council  meeting  after  the  firft  of  Auguft  without  any  excufe.” 

1726.  Odlober  3rd.  “ M*^,  That  Theophilus  Lane,  gent.,^  and  Charles  Mayo, 
gent.,  were  then  elected  Chamberlains  of  this  city.”  (Sworn  into  office,  loth 
Odlober,  1726.) 


' Theophilus  Lane  was  Mayor  of  Hereford  in  1729,  and  died  27th  November,  1737,  aged  47. 
Admon.  P.C.C.  14th  December,  1737.  His  (.^  niece)  was  wife  of  William  Willim,  Prebendary  of 
Hereford.  See  p.  260. 
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February  5th.  “Ordered  That  Mr.  Mayo  may  have  the  Half  Moon 
next  Eigne  gate  to  make  a liable  therein,  paying  one  Ihilling  p ann.  rent  to  the 
city.” 

1728.  September  30th.  “Mr.  Charles  Mayo,  gent.,  was  then  elected  Coroner 
for  this  city.”  (Sworn  into  office,  nth  Odlober,  1728.) 

1729.  Odober  6th.  “ Mem’dum  That  Charles  Mayo,  gent.,  was  then  eleded 
Cullomer  ^ [/.^.,  Cullumar]  of  this  city.”  (Sworn  into  office,  9th  Odober,  1729.) 

1730.  Michaelmas.  Charles  Mayo  was  eleded  Mayor  of  Hereford. 

The  following  entry  is  without  date : 

Mr.  Mayo  & Leafe.  On  reading  the  Heads  of  an  Agrem*^  made  between  George  Green 
Efq*'  deed,  the  late  Cuftos  of  St.  Giles’s  Hofpital  for  a Leafe  of  a Barn,  3 acres  of  Meadow, 
half  an  acre  of  Arable  Land,  3 feveral  Garden  Plots  or  parcels  of  Garden  Ground  without 
St.  Owen’s  Gate,  and  2 acres  and  one  feather  of  land  in  Long  Meadow  to  M‘‘  Chas  Mayo  for 
21  Years.  Order’d  that  a New  Leafe  be  Granted  to  the  faid  M*"  Mayo  of  the  faid  premifles 
for  21  Years  to  commence  from  Candlemas  next,  at  the  rent  of  4**  6®  to  the  Cuftos  and 
Hofpital  at  2 equal  payments,  and  2®  for  a Couple  of  Capons  yearly  at  Chriftmas  to  the  Cuftos, 
with  the  ufual  and  neceflary  Covenants. 

On  turning  to  parochial  records,  it  will  be  feen  that  Charles  Mayo’s  name  firll 
appears  in  an  alTelTment  entered  in  the  Account  Book  of  the  Churchwardens  of  St. 
Peter’s  in  the  year  1710,  when  he  is  alTelTed  as  “ M*"  Mayo  ” at  8®,  having  fucceeded 
“ Mr.  Edward  Alderne,”  his  wife’s  brother,  who  had  paid  the  fame  fum  in  the 
previous  year.^  His  name  occurs  in  fubfequent  aflelTments  as  Mr.  Charles  Mayo, 
Charles  Mayo,  gent.,  and  Charles  Mayo,  Efq.,  for  varying  amounts.  On  20th 
March,  1731,  he  is  aflefled  as  Charles  Mayo,  gent.,  12®,  Mr.  Mayo  and  Mr. 
Smythe  i®  6*^,  and  Mr.  Mayo  3 ftables  3®.^ 

On  6th  April,  1719,  he  was  appointed  a Sidefman  to  the  Churchwardens  of  St. 
Peter’s,  and  elected  Churchwarden  in  four  fubfequent  years,  14th  April,  1721,  29th 
March,  1722,  19th  April,  1723,  and  7th  April,  1724. 

The  fignature  of  Charles  Mayo  appears  for  the  laft  time  in  this  Account  book 
on  14th  June,  1739. 

On  fettling  in  Hereford,  Charles  Mayo  loft  little  time  in  entering  the  eftate  of 
matrimony.  The  7th  of  May,  1710,  he  married  by  licence,^  in  his  parifh  church,

1710.  May  3rd.  “Licen’  inter  Carolum  Mayo  de  Ci’te  Hereford’  ccel.  et  Annam  Alderne 
de  ead“  puell.”  (Hereford  Diocefan  Regiftry.) 
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Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Alderne,  J.P.,  Cuftos  of  St.  Giles’  Hofpital,  Hereford, 
by  his  third  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  . . . Auftin,  and  widow  of 
Henry  Dryden,'  of  London,  one  of  the  fons  of  Jonathan  Dryden, 
Prebendary  of  Withington  Parva  in  Hereford  Cathedral.  Anne 
Alderne  was  great-granddaughter  of  Thomas  Alderne,  High  Sheriff 
of  Herefordfbire  in  1639.  Thomas  Alderne,  her  father,  had  pre- 
vioufly  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Honywood, 
Bart.,  of  Evington,  in  Kent,  and  after  her  deceafe,  Eleanor,  daughter 
of  John  Guife  of  Abboftcourt,  in  Gloucefterfhire,  and  niece  of  Sir 
Chriftopher  Guife,  Bart.  His  daughter,  Anne  Alderne,  was  bap- 
tifed  at  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford,  24th  November,  1687,  and  was  buried  (St.  Peter’s 
reg.)  loth  Odober,  1713,  probably  in  the  Cathedral  Cloifter  garth.  A more  de- 
tailed account  of  her  family  will  be  found  in  the  eleventh  chapter  of  this  book. 

The  next  year  fees  Charles  Mayo  again  a married  man.  On  24th  April,  1714, 
he  married  by  licence,^  at  Ledbury,  Anne,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  M.A., 
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Prebendary  of  Hereford,  and  Vicar  and  Portionift  of  Ledbury.  She  was  baptifed 
at  Ledbury,  4th  July,  1691,  as  “Anne  ye  daughter  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  clerk, 
and  Gertrude  his  wife,”  and  the  marriage  entry  occurs  in  the  Ledbury  regifter  as 
“ Mr.  Charles  Mayo  and  Mrs  Anne  Prichard.”  Her  burial  is  regiftered  at  St. 
Peter’s,  Hereford,  13th  May,  1754,  fhe  having  furvived  her  hufband,  who  was 
buried^  13th  November,  1741  (St.  Peter’s  reg.).  A ftone  on  the  pavement  of  the 
fouth  walk  of  the  cloifter  of  Hereford  Cathedral  bore  the  following  infcription : 
“Anne  Mayo,  wife  of  Charles  Mayo,  who  departed  this  life  the  5th  day  of 
May,  1754,  aged  62.”^

At  this  period,  and  up  to 
1791,  the  Cathedral  Green  was  ufed  as  the  burial  ground  for  the  city  pariflies.

This,  with  other  inferiptions,  difappeared  at  the  reftoration  of  this  limb  of  the  Cloifter  in  1897. 
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Her  anceftry  has  already  been  given  in  fome  of  the  preceding  pages,  and  a 
further  account  of  the  Prichard  family  will  be  found  in  the  eleventh  chapter. 

Portraits  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Anne  Prichard,  his  wife,  were  in  the  pofleflion 
of  their  defcendant  and  diredl  heir  male,  the  late  Charles-Theodore  Mayo,  Vicar  of 
St.  Andrew’s,  Hillingdon,  at  the  date  of  the  former  edition  of  this  work,  and  now 
belong  to  his  fon,  Charles-Richard  Mayo. 

An  abftradt  of  the  will  of  Charles  Mayo,  proved  22nd  December,  1741  (354  His  win, 
Spurway,  P.C.C.)  is  here  given: 

“In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  To  James  Brome  of  Withington,  co.  Hereford, 
gent,,  and  to  my  fon  Charles  Mayo,  clerk,  all  and  lingular  my  free  and  leafehold 
melTuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  the  City  of  Hereford,  and  alfo  my 
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perfonal  eftate,  in  truft.  My  wife  Anne  to  enjoy  during  her  life  the  melTuage  or 
tenement  in  the  parilh  of  St.  Peter,  where  I now  dwell.  To  my  daughters  Gertrude, 
Sufanna,  Ann  and  Catherine,  each  To  my  fons  Thomas,  William,  John  and 

Jofeph,  each  ;^ioo.  The  guardianlhip  of  my  younger  fons  and  daughters  to  my 
wife  and  truftees.  My  fons  Alderne,  Henry,  Charles  and  Herbert.  If  my  wife 
Ihall  make  no  deed  of  appointment  of  the  remainder  of  my  eftate,  it  Ihall  be  divided 
equally  among  my  four  younger  fons  and  four  younger  daughters,  James  Brome 
and  Charles  Mayo,  executors.  Dated  19th  September,  1741.” 

The  above-named  James  Brome  was  High  Sheriff  of  Herefordfhire  in  1759. 

The  will  of  Anne  Mayo  of  the  city  of  Hereford,  widow,  relidl  of  Charles  Mayo,  and  the 
deceafed  (255  Pinfold,  P.C.C.)  dated  4th  May,  1754,  recites  the  provifion  in  her 
hufband’s  will,  giving  her  power  of  appointment  (certain  legacies  being  paid)  over 
the  refidue  of  his  eftate,  and  in  purfuance  thereof  fhe  devifes  and  appoints  her 
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mefluage  in  the  High  Street,  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Peter’s,  and  a dwelling  houfe  in 
the  pofleflion  of  John  Bedford,  glover,  with  vault  and  three  ftables  in  her  own 
pofTeflion  in  Maylard’s  Lane  ; alfo  her  mefluage  with  fmith’s  fhop  belonging  thereto 
in  Hereford,  in  pofleflion  of  Thomas  Taylor,  together  with  that  part  of  the  garden, 
in  the  poflbflion  of  Thomas  James,  efq.,  and  alfo  her  mefluage  in  Barkley,  co, 
Gloucefter,  with  garden,  in  the  pofleflion  of  Sarah  Smith, — to  her  three  daughters, 
Sufannah,  Anne  and  Catherine,  to  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  as  tenants  in 
common  and  not  as  joint  tenants.  Thefe  daughters  are  alfo  to  have  all  mefluages, 
lands,  etc.,  in  Little  Dewchurch,  which  flie  had  lately  bought  of  Mr.  William 
Rowles  and  Benedicfla  his  wife.  They  are  to  pay  her  After,  Lucy  Minors,  the 
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annuity  of  ;^io,  to  which  fhe  is  intitled  under  the  will  of  Rev.  Jofeph  Watts,  her 
late  uncle,  deceafed.  To  her  fon  Thomas  fhe  bequeaths  fuch  a fum  of  money,  as, 
together  with  his  part  or  (hare  of  a legacy  of  ,^300,  given  by  the  late  Caleb 
Randolph,  her  brother-in-law,  amongft  her  children  living  at  her  deceafe,  ftiall 
amount  to  £100.  To  her  fons  Charles,  Herbert,  William  and  Jofeph,  ,^10  each, 
to  buy  them  mourning,  and  to  her  After,  Lucy  Minors,  one  guinea  for  a ring.  The 
reAdue  is  given  to  her  three  daughters  and  executrices,  who  proved  the  will,  7th 
September,  1754. 

Charles  Mayo  had  iflue  by  his  Arft  marriage  one  only  child, 

Alderne  Mayo,  baptifed  27th  May,  1711,  at  St.  Peter’s.  In  the  will  of 
Thomas  Alderne,  efq.,  one  of  the  Aldermen  of  Hereford,  dated  21ft  September, 
1717,  the  following  bequeft  is  given: 
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Item,  whereas  I have  alfo  portioned  my  daughter  Anne  (fmce  deceafed)  in  money  and 
houfehold  goods  to  the  value  of  £200y  and  defigned  her  j^ioo  more.  But  ftie  being  dead,  and 
having  left  a fon  behind  her,  I doe  therefore  hereby  give  and  devife  to  my  faid  fon,  Thomas 
Alderne,  the  fume  of  £^ioo  foe  defign’d  for  my  faid  daughter,  the  fame  to  be  put  out  at 
intereft  and  improved  by  him  to  the  beft  advantage,  In  truft  and  to  and  for  the  ufe  and 
benefitt  of  my  grandfon,  Alderne  Mayo,  fon  of  my  faid  daughter,  untill  he  fhall  attain  the  age 
of  one  and  twenty  years,  and  to  be  then  paid  unto  him  accordingly,  or  fooner,  if  my  faid  fon 
fhall  think  fitt. 

The  will  of  Thomas  Alderne  of  the  Middle  Temple,  London,  gentleman,  17th 
December,  1732,  alfo  records: 

Imprimis,  I give  and  bequeath  to  my  nephew,  Alderne  Mayo,  the  fume  of  twenty  pounds, 
to  be  paid  him  when  all  accounts  and  matters  relating  to  my  eftate  fhall  be  fetled  and 
adjufted. 

Alderne  Mayo  died  unmarried  at  no  great  interval  from  his  father’s  death,  as 
appears  by  his  will,  proved  i8th  September,  1742  (278  Trenley,  P.C.C.)  by  the 
executor  named  therein : 

I Alderne  Mayo,  furgeon  of  the  Roehampton  fhip,  Capt:  Robt:  Turpin,  Commander,  bound 
for  Nevis,  and  being  in  bodily  health,  &c.,  give,  bequeath  and  difpofe  unto  my  dear  friend 
Mr  William  Martin  of  the  parifh  of  St.  Paul,  Shad  well,  in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  furgeon, 
all  fuch  wages,  fum  or  fums  of  money,  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chattels  and  eftate  whatfoever, 
as  fhall  be  anyways  due,  owing  or  belonging  unto  me  at  the  time  of  my  deceafe,  and  I do 
hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  faid  friend,  William  Martin,  executor  of  this  my  laft  will 
and  teftament,  hereby  revoking  all  former  and  other  wills,  teftaments  and  deeds  of  gift  by  me 
at  any  time  heretofore  made,  and  I do  ordaine  and  ratify  thefe  prefents  to  ftand  and  be  for  and 
as  my  only  laft  will  and  teftament;  in  witnefs  whereof  to  this  my  faid  will  I have  fet  my  hand 
and  feal  the  fourteenth  day  of  September,  Anno  D’ni  1741.  Alderne  Mayo. 

By  his  fecond  marriage  Charles  Mayo  had  iflue  fixteen  children,  whofe  names 
are  given  in  order,  the  dates  being  taken  from  the  regifter  of  St.  Peter’s  church : 

I.  Charles  Mayo,  baptifed  19th  May,  1715. 

II.  Gertrude  Mayo,  baptifed  25th  May,  1716,  and  burled  22nd  April,  1750, 
as  “ M"^®  Jerterwood  Mayo.”  On  the  pavement  of  the  fouth  limb  of  the  cloifter  of 
Hereford  Cathedral  was  this  infcription : “ Here  lieth  the  body  of  Gertrude  Mayo 
who  departed  this  life  the  19th  day  of  April,  1750,  aged  33.” 

III.  Anne  Mayo,  baptifed  9th  May,  1717,  and  buried  i6th  July,  1720. 

IV.  Henry  Mayo,  baptifed  19th  June,  1718,  and  died  without  iflue  before  4th 
May,  1754,  the  date  of  his  mother’s  will. 

V.  Susanna  Mayo,  baptifed  29th  September,  1719.  She  was  married,  26th 
May,  1755  (St.  Owen’s  reg.,  Hereford)  to  Samuel  Bethell  “of  Dinedor,”  B.A., 
Wadham  College,  Oxford,  fubfequently  Reftor  of  St.  Nicholas’,  Hereford,  1757, 
M.A.,  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  1761,  Redlor  of  Stretton  Sugwas,  1766, 
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Chaplain  to  John,  Lord  Sundridge,  died  25th  May,  1777,  and  was  buried  (St. 
Owen’s)  the  following  day.  Will  dated  3rd  June,  1755,  proved  in  the  Hereford 
Diocefan  Court,  25th  June,  1777,  by  his  widow  and  executrix. 

Sufanna  Bethell  lived  fubfequently  at  or  near  Hereford.  A letter  from  Mercy- 
Beata  Mayo,  Hereford,  to  Lucy  Mayo,  Beechingftoke,  Wilts,  6th  September,  1787, 
dates : 

I have  been  twice  fince  I wrote  to  you  to  vifit  my  aunt  Bethel  at  Bullingham.  She  fays 
fhe  finds  herfelf  better’d  by  change  of  air,  and  returns  home  tomorrow,  where  I think  ftie 
might  as  well  have  ftaid,  for  the  fituation  of  her  houfe  in  the  Country  is  almoft  at  the  foot  of 
Dinder  Hill ; there  feem’d  to  me  to  be  no  current  of  air, — the  houfe,  which  is  fmall,  being 
furrounded  by  high  trees. 

Afterwards,  probably  from  1793,  die  lived  with  her  fon  Samuel,  at  Clayton 
Recdory,  Suflex,  until  his  death,  5th  November,  1803,  and  then  moved,  or  intended 
to  move  to  Cuckfield  {^Jee  letter  from  Charles  Mayo,  London,  to  Charles  Mayo, 
Beechingdoke,  i8th  July,  1804).  She  died  8th  Odlober,  and  was  buried  13th 
Odober,  at  Clayton.  Her  will,  dated  7th  January,  1793,  with  a codicil  of  id  April, 
1804,  was  proved  22nd  December,  1804,  by  her  daughter  (808  Hefeltine,  P.C.C.). 

She  had  three  children,  Samuel,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  Brafenofe  College  on  the  Elton 
Foundation,  Redor  of  Clayton  cum  Keymer,  Sudex,  Herbert  and  Anne,  with 
whofe  death  the  line  became  extind.  See  an  account  of  the  Bethell  family  in 
Chapter  XI. 

VI.  Herbert  Mayo,  baptifed  15th  December,  1720.  See  Chapter  VIII. 

VII.  Anne  Mayo,  baptifed  i ith  December,  1721.  She  was  married  by  licence 
at  St.  John  Baptid’s,  Hereford,  3rd  Odober,  1765  (by  William  Willim,  M.A., 
Prebendary  of  Hereford,  her  hudiand’s  brother)  to  John  Willim  of  that  parilh, 
gentleman,  widower.  Witnedes,  Catherine  Mayo  (her  fider)  and  Samuel  Bethell 
(her  brother-in-law).  She  is  then  defcribed  as  of  St.  Nicholas’,  Hereford,  fpinder. 

Her  hufband’s  burial  is  entered  in  the  regider  of  St.  Nicholas’,  iith  Odober, 
1770,  as  “ Mr.  John  Willim,”  but  a done  in  the  pavement  of  the  Bilhop’s  Cloider, 
Hereford  Cathedral,  bay  xii,  records : “ Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John  Willim, 
Gent.,  who  departed  this  life  the  8th  day  of  Odober,  1770  . . . Here  are  interred 
...  of  the  . . . Mr.  . . . Willim,  who  died  on  the  . . . day  of  ...  in  the 
75th  ...”  (Havergal’s  Mon.  Injcriptions,  etc..,  p.  73). 

The  latter  portion  of  this  infcription  feems  to  refer  to  his  widow. 

His  will,  dated  23rd  September,  1767,  was  proved  15th  Odober,  1770,  by 
Ann  Willim,  his  widow  and  foie  executrix,  in  the  Deanery  Court,  Hereford. 

Ann  Willim’s  will,  dated  29th  March,  1795,  was  alfo  proved  in  the  fame 
court,  7th  June,  1796,  by  Charles  Mayo,  gentleman,  and  Ann  Bethell,  fpinder,  her 
nephew  and  niece.  She  leaves  bequeds  to  her  fider,  Sufan  Bethell,  to  the  children 
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of  her  brother,  Herbert  Mayo,  to  her  nephews.  Rev.  Samuel  Bethel!,  Herbert 
Bethel],  Rev.  Jofeph  Mayo,  and  John  Mayo,  her  niece,  Mercibeata  Mayo,  and  her 
coufin,  Gertrude  Wynne,  to  the  Governors  of  the  General  Infirmary,  and  ,^50 
to  the  Governors  of  the  Blue  Coat  School,  Hereford. 

Some  account  of  the  family  of  Willim  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XI. 

VIII.  Benjamin  Mayo,  baptifed  13th  November,  1722,  and  buried  4th 
November,  1726. 

IX.  Thomas  Mayo,  baptifed  29th  06tober,  1723.  See  Chapter  IX.

X.  Catherine  Mayo,  baptifed  22nd  January,  1724-5,  and  buried  29th  May, 
1788  (St.  Owen’s  reg.)  as  Katharine  Mayo.  The  two  following  allufions  to  her 
furvive.  “ I give  and  bequeath  unto  Mrs.  Catherine  Mayo  a mourning  ring  fet 
with  an  Emerald  between  two  Brilliants,  as  a token  of  my  friendfhip  to  her.” 
(Will  of  John  Willim,  her  brother-in-law,  23rd  September,  1767.).  “Perhaps  fhe 
attends  my  Aunt  Kitty  and  the  pious  Squadron  to  Church  every  morning.”  (Letter 
from  Charles  Mayo,  Beechingftoke,  to  Mifs  Mercy-Beata  Mayo,  February,  1787.) 

XI.  William  Mayo,  baptifed  31ft  May,  1726.  See  end  of  Chapter  IX. 

XII.  John  Mayo,  baptifed  24th  July,  1727.  He  died  without  iflue  before  4th 
May,  1754. 

XIII.  Joseph  Mayo,  baptifed  loth  Auguft,  1728.  See  Chapter  X. 

XIV.  Benjamin  Mayo,  baptifed  23rd  September,  1729.  He  died  before 
1739- 
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XV.  James  Mayo,  baptifed  12th  April,  1731,  as  fon  of  “Charles  Mayo,  Efq’’^ 
Mayor  of  this  City,  and  of  Ann  his  wife.”  He  was  buried  25th  May,  1731. 

XVI.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  baptifed  15th  July,  and  buried  25th  July,  1732. 

Of  thefe  children,  it  will  be  neceflary  to  fpeak  hereafter  concerning  Charles, 
Herbert,  Thomas,  William  and  Jofeph.  By  combining  the  pedigrees  given  on 
pages  9,  21,  60  and  261,  it  will  be  feen  that  the  iflue  of  the  four  fons,  who  left 
pofterity,  poflefs  a lineal  defcent  from  Edward  I. 

Charles  Mayo,  eldeft  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Anne,  nee  Prichard,  was 
baptifed  at  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford,  19th  May,  1715.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford, 
3rd  March,  1728-9,  at  the  early  age  of  13  years,  as  “generofi  filius,”  from 
Brafenofe  College,  and  had  grace  from  his  College  for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  25th 
Auguft,  1732,  and  graduated  iith  Odlober  following,  and  grace  for  M.A.,  25th 
Odtober,  1734,  but  did  not  proceed  to  that  degree  until  7th  July,  1744.  In  1739 
his  pedigree  was  attefted  by  a certificate  from  the  College  of  Arms,  of  which  a copy  , 
is  here  given : 

To  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  ftiall  come.  Greeting.  We  the  King’s  Heralds  and  Pur- 
fuivants  of  Arms  within  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  being  defined  by  Charles 
Mayo,  Batchelor  of  Arts,  now  of  Brazen-nose  College  in  Oxford,  to  certify  his  kindred  or 
relation  in  Blood  to  Anthony  Elton,  heretofore  of  Ledbury  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  do 
therefore  teftify  that  that  part  of  this  Pedigree  from  William  Elton  who  married  Margery 
Leighton  to  Sufanna,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Ambrofe  above-named,  is  copied  truly  from 
Vifitation  Book  of  Hereford  C.  25,  fo.  61 ; that  the  next  part,  from  the  faid  Sufanna  to 
Gertrude,  the  wife  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  clerk,  is  alfo  truly  copied  from  the  Vifitation  Book 
marked  ift  L.  2,  folio  144;  and  we  do  further  certify  that  the  remaining  part  of  the  above- 
written  pedigree  is  attefted  by  the  depofitions  of  Lucy,  wife  of  John  Minors  and  of  the  Revd 
John  Prichard,  clerk,  Recftor  of  Chriftchurch,  Middlefex,  given  on  oath  and  entered  in  the 
Books  of  our  College.  In  teftimony  whereof  we  have  hereunto  fet  the  feal  of  our  Corporation 
the  15th  day  of  January,  1739-40,  and  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord 
King  George  the  Second,  etc.  L.  S.  (See  C.  23 ; 2 L.  2,  pp.  193,  194,  and  195;  and  Vinft. 

1 15,  Coll,  of  Arms.) 

This  document  is  now  in  the  poflefTion  of  Charles-Richard  Mayo,  his 
defcendant. 

Charles  Mayo  entered  Holy  Orders,  and  was  ordained  Prieft  in  the  diocefe  of 
London,  17th  June,  1739,  after  having  ferved  the  Cure  of  St.  Mary  Matfelon 
(Whitechapel),^  became  Redlor  of  Corringham,  Eflex,  ift  September,  1743,  on  the 


' He  was  afting  as  Curate  of  St.  Mary’s,  Whitechapel,  in  1747,  for  after  an  entry  of  the  baptifm 
of  Jofeph  Burchet  on  i6th  Auguft,  1746,  the  note  is  added:  “Buckett,  altered  by  Charles  Mayo  at 
ye  defire  of  ye  Parents  May  ye  fixth,  1747  alfo  in  1749,  of  his  daughter’s  baptifm.  At  the 

baptifm  of  his  fon  in  1754  ftyled  late  Curate.  He  probably  held  the  curacy  till  he  relinquilhed 
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prefentation  of  his  kinfman,  Robert  Biddulph,  of  Ledbury,^  which  he  held  for  nearly 
ten  years,  and  Redor  of  Caftle  Frome  in  Herefordlhire,  15th  May,  1753,  on  the 
prefentation  of  Robert  Unett,  another  kinfman,^  where  he  was  buried  14th  April, 
1760,  having  died  on  the  ninth  of  the  fame  month.  He  was  admitted  a freeman  of 
the  city  of  Hereford  in  1755. 

He  married  ift  December,  1748,  at  Clapham,  Surrey,  by  licence,  Ann  Taylor, 
of  St.  Paul’s,  Covent  Garden,  baptifed  at  Newport,  24th  September,  1718,  daughter 
of  Richard  Taylor,  M.D.,  of  Newport,  Ifle  of  Wight,  and  Grace  his  wife.®  His 
marriage  is  regiftered  in  the  College  of  Arms.  She  died  20th  July,  1758,  at 
Headington,  Oxfordfhire,  and  the  regifter  there  contains  the  entry,  “July  24^* *^, 
1758,  Ann  Mayo  was  Bur^^.” 

Charles  Mayo’s  will  is  here  given,  as  it  Hands  regiftered  in  the  Prerogative 
Court  (294  Lynch) : 

Hereford,  Jan^  17.  1759.  Dr.  Brother,  Being  at  length  reftored  to  the  ufe  of  pen,  ink 
and  paper,  I have  laid  hold  of  the  opportunity  of  writing  to  you,  to  tell  you  in  the  firft  place 
I have  made  my  will  in  manner  and  form  following.  I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved 
brothers,  Herbert  Mayo  and  Wm.  Mayo,  all  my  real  and  perfonal  eftate,  whatfoever  and 
wherefoever,  upon  this  truft  and  confidence  that  they,  the  faid  H.  Mayo  and  W.  Mayo,  fliall 
apply  all  my  effedts,  fhare  and  ftiare  alike,  to  the  ufe  and  behoof  of  my  beloved  fon  and  dr., 
Charles  and  Anne  Mayo,  in  the  manner  as  to  them,  the  faid  Truftees  to  this  my  laft  Will 
and  Teftament,  lhall  feem  moft  fit  and  expedient  for  their  future  intereft  and  welfare;  and  in 
cafe  either  of  my  afforementioned  children  fhall  die  before  they  come  to  the  age  of  21  years,  I 
will  and  appoint  the  furvivor  of  them  to  inherit  the  fliare  of  the  deceafed,  and  in  cafe  the 
furvivor  fliould  die  before  he  or  fhe  arrives  at  the  age  of  21  years,  I give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  beloved  brothers,  Herbert  Mayo  and  Willm.  Mayo,  all  my  real  and  perfonal  eftate,  what- 
foever and  wherefoever,  in  manner  and  form  following;  unto  Herbert  Mayo,  for  his  infinitely 
greater  trouble  which  he  hath  taken  in  the  management  of  my  concerns,  I give  and  bequeath 
two-thirds  of  my  real  and  perfonal  eftate,  whatfoever  and  wherefoever,  and  unto  William 
Mayo  one-third.  This  is  the  laft  Will  and  Teftament  of  me,  fign’d,  feal’d  and  deliver’d  as 
my  acft  and  deed.  Witnefs  my  hand,  Jan^  15,  1759,  in  the  prefence  of  Thos.  James,  Richard 
Langford. 

On  loth  July,  1760,  adminiftration,  with  will  annexed,  of  the  eftate  of  Charles 
Mayo,  late  of  Caftle  Frome,  Herefordftiire,  but  in  the  parifti  of  St.  Peter,  in  the 
city  of  Hereford,  widower,  deceafed,  was  granted  to  Herbert  Mayo,  clerk. 


the  living  of  Corringham,  and  removed  to  Herefordfliire.  His  brother  William  fucceeded  him  in  the 
Curacy. 

' Robert  Biddulph  was  fon  of  Anthony  Biddulph,  already  mentioned  on  page  63  of  this  book. 
Charles  Mayo  was  fucceeded  at  Corringham,  12th  July,  1753,  by  Benjamin  Biddulph,  M.A.,  fecond 
fon  of  Robert  Biddulph.

’ Richard  Taylor  married  Grace  Cheeke,  at  Newport,  17th  January,  1710.  A Richard  Taylor 
was  buried  there,  20th  January,  1780. 
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The  children  of  Charles  Mayo  of  Caftle  Frome  were  two  only  in  number : 

Ann  Mayo,  baptifed  26th  September,  1749,  at  St.  Mary  Matfelon,  the  date 
of  whofe  death  is  unknown,  and 

Charles  Mayo,  baptifed  24th  July,  1754,  in  the  fame  parilh.  He  was  educated 
at  Marlborough  Grammar  School,  and  fubfequently  articled  to  a folicitor  at  Henley 
on  Thames.^  John  Mayo  (fee  ante,  p.  185)  writing  from  London  to  his  brother 
James  at  Queen’s  College,  Oxford,  30th  November,  1774,  remarks : “ I lately  dined 
at  Dr.  [Herbert]  Mayo’s,  and  met  coz.  Charles  there,  formerly  of  Marlboro’  School, 
but  now  at  Henley  upon  Thames.”  On  5th  July,  1775,  he  is  mentioned  as  having 
juft  completed  his  articles.  He  pradtifed  for  many  years  as  a folicitor  in  London, 
and  lived  fuccefllvely  in  Ham  met  Street,  Aldgate,  in  St.  Nicholas’  Lane,  and  in 
Cloak  Lane  in  the  City,  and  in  Great  Ormonde  Street,  Bloomlbury,  and  died  in 
Milman  Street,  Bedford  Row,  7th  Auguft,  1814,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Andrew’s, 
Holborn.  He  had  been  admitted  a freeman  of  Hereford,  30th  September,  1776. 

In  the  will  of  his  uncle,  Jofeph  Mayo,  1789,  he  is  ftyled  “of  New 
Inn,”  and  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  refided  in  the  parilh  of  St. 
Helen’s,  Bilhopfgate.  His  own  will  is  regiftered  in  327  Bridport, 
P.C.C.,  and  a further  adminiftration  was  iflued  in  1836.  His 
portrait  is  Jn  the  pofleflion  of  his  great-grandfon,  Charles-Richard 
Mayo.  He  married,  14th  June,  1791,  at  St.  Helen’s,  Bilhopfgate, 
by  licence,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Knowlys  of  St.  Dunftan’s 
in  the  Eaft,  and  lifter  of  Newman  Knowlys,  Recorder  of  London, 
and  fome  account  of  her  family  will  be  found  in  the  eleventh 

chapter. 

The  marriage  is  thus  regiftered: 


No.  66.  Charles  Mayo  Erq*"  of  this  Parilh,  Bachelor,  and  Elizabeth  Knowlys  of  the  Parilh 
of  Saint  Dunftan  in  the  Eaft,  London,  Spinfter,  were  married  in  this  Church  by  Licence  this 
fourteenth  day  of  June  in  the  Year  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Ninety-one,  By  me 
Herbt  Mayo  D.D.  Redlor  of  S.  George,  Midx.

Mrs.  Mayo  lived  latterly  with  her  fon  Charles,  firft  at  Epfom  and  afterwards 
at  Cheam,  but  the  laft  days  of  her  life  were  fpent  at  Hampftead,  where  Ihe  died 
19th  April,  1837,  and  was  buried  at  Kenfal  Green  cemetery,  in  the  grave  num- 
bered 95 1 . On  the  fouth  fide  of  a high  tomb  there  the  following  infeription  may 
be  feen :

The  children  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Elizabeth,  nee  Knowlys,  were  fix  in  number, 
and  were  all  born  in  London. 

I.  Charles  Mayo,  their  eldeft  fon,  was  born  at  No.  i,  Hammet  Street,  on  the 
9th  of  June,  1792,  and  was  baptifed  at  St.  Botolph’s,  Aldgate,  on  the  9th  of  July 
in  that  year.  He  began  his  education  at  the  Grammar  School  at  Henley  on  Thames, 
and  fubfequently,  May,  1800,  entered  at  Merchant  Taylors’  School,  whence  he  was 
elected  to  a fcholarlhip  at  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford,  in  1810,  and  matriculated  on 
the  25th  of  June,  as  “generofi  filius.”  He  became  a Laudian  Fellow  of  his  College 
on  the  26th  of  April,  1813,  was  placed  in  the  fecond  clafs  in  clafllcs  in  Eafter  Term, 
1814,  and  graduated  as  B.C.L.  23rd  January,  1817,  and  as  D.C.L.  nth  Odober, 
1822.  Dr.  Blifs  writes  in  his  preface  to  his  edition  of  Wood’s  Athena  Oxonienjes., 
1813-20,  that  “the  kind  yet  laborious  office  of  correding  the  errors  of  the  prefs 
was  undertaken  in  conjundion  with  myfelf  by  my  friend,  Charles  Mayo,  Efq., 
fellow  of  St.  John’s,  whofe  accuracy,  judgment,  and  zeal  have  been  adively  and  moft 
beneficially  exerted.” 

He  was  originally  intended  for  the  bar,  and  with  that  objed  in  view  was 
admitted  to  Gray’s  Inn,  15th  November,  1814,  but  having  become  fubjed  to  deaf- 
nefs,  and  finding  that  he  could  not  fufficiently  hear  the  proceedings  of  the  courts  of 
law,  he  remained  at  Oxford,  taking  pupils  till  the  year  1817,  when,  on  the  30th 
of  May,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean  of  Chrift  Church  he  was  eleded 
Head  Mafter  of  the  Grammar  School  of  Bridgnorth,  in  the  county  of  Salop.  He 
entered  on  his  duties  in  the  following  Auguft,  and  remained  at  Bridgnorth  two 
years,  during  which  he  was  ordained  Deacon,  21ft  December,  1817,  and  Prieft,  6th 
June,  1819,  in  Chrift  Church  Cathedral,  by  Dr.  Edward  Legge,  Bifhop  of  Oxford. 

Having  heard  through  Mr.  Synge  of  Glanmore  Caftle,  County  Wicklow,  of 
Peftalozzi’s  principles  of  education,  he  obtained  leave  of  his  college  to  travel,  7th 
April,  1819,  and  having  refigned  his  fchool  at  Bridgnorth  in  July  of  that  year,  he 
joined  Peftalozzi’s  eftabliftiment  at  Yverdun  in  Switzerland  as  Englifh  Chaplain, 
having  brought  with  him  fome  Englifh  pupils  who  were  under  his  immediate  care, 
and  received  their  Englifh  and  claffical  education  from  him.  In  this  he  was  affifted 
by  the  Rev.  William  Browne,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  Worcefter  College,  Oxford,  who 
returned  to  England  with  him,  and  afterwards  eftablifhed  a fchool  of  his  own  at 
Cheam.  (See  Chapter  XI.)  For  nearly  three  years,  till  April,  1822,  he  remained 
at  Yverdun,  maftermg  the  principles  of  Peftalozzianifm,  and  then  returned  to 
England,  having  determined  to  devote  his  life  to  their  introduction  into  this 
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country.  He  at  once  (Auguft,  1822)  eftablifhed  a fchool  at  Epfom  for  the  purpofe 
of  fhowing  their  application  to  the  education  of  the  upper  clafles,  and  on  the 
number  of  boys  outgrowing  the  accommodation  of  the  houfe  there,  he  removed  to 
Cheam  after  the  midfummer  holidays  in  1826,  where  he  continued  to  carry  on  his 
fchool  until  his  death.  The  popularity  and  fuccefs  of  the  undertaking  may  be 
underftood  from  the  fadt  that  boys’  names  were  entered  feveral  years  before  their 
fchool  age,  and  on  fome  occafions  immediately  upon  their  births.^  Dr.  Mayo  for 
fome  years  would  only  admit  boys  while  between  the  ages  of  feven  and  nine,‘^  and

Science, 
Senior  Student  of  Chrillchurch,  and  Lee’s  Reader  in  Chemillry,  Oxford.  Admiral  James  Hillyer. 
Rear-Admiral  Sir  William  L.  G.  Holle,  Bart.  Rt.  Hon.  Hugh  Childers,  Secretary  for  War.  Rt.  Hon. 
Sir  James  FergulTon,  Bart.,  Governor  of  South  Aullralia.  Col.  Sir  George  Pomeroy  Colley,  K.C.S.I., 
C.B.,  C.M.G.,  Commifiioner  of  Natal.  Vernon  Lulhington,  Scholar  of  Trinity,  Cambridge,  and  QjC. ; 
and  Godfrey  Lulhington,  ill  Clafs  Lit.  Hum.,  1854,  Fellow  of  All  Souls’.  Laurence  Kington,  fince 
L.  K.  Oliphant,  author  of  The  Duke  and  the  Scholar,  Sources  of  the  Englijh  Language,  See.  To  thefe  may 
be  added  (now  nearly  all  deceafed)  Lord  Hobart,  Scholar  of  Trinity,  Oxford,  Governor  of  Madras, 
the  9th  Earl  Ferrers,  and  the  Earl  of  Donoughmore,  Prelident  of  Board  of  Trade,  1859,  the  Earl  of 
Denbigh,  Lord  Dundonald,  Marquis  of  Bath,  Earl  of  Carrick,  and  his  brother  the  4th  Earl,  who 
died  at  Cheam,  1846,  and  Lord  H.  Thynne,  M.P.,  late  Treafurer  of  the  Houfehold.  The  following 
extrafl  is  taken  from  the  Earl  of  Selborne’s  Memorials,  Family  and  Perfonal,  of  Roundell,  Earl  of 
Selborne,  1896,  vol.  i.,  p.  194: 

“Towards  the  clofe  of  the  Long  Vacation  of  1835  ^ ^ father’s  firll  coufin,  Mr* 

Archdale  Palmer,  at  Cheam  near  Epfom.  One  of  the  bell  private  fchools  of  that  day  was  ellablilhed  at 
Cheam,  the  mailer  being  Dr.  Mayo,  a very  able  man,  who  in  its  condudl  had  adopted  Pellalozzi’s 
fyllem,  and  it  was  popular  with  thofe  who  held  Evangelical  opinions  in  religion.  Mr.  Archdale 
Palmer  and  his  wife  were  of  that  way  of  thinking,  and  even  if  it  had  been  otherwife,  it  would  have 
been  natural  for  them  to  take  an  interell  in  fuch  a fchodl,  fome  of  the  pupils  in  which  happened  then 
to  be  youths  of  great  promife,  receiving  there  the  whole  preliminary  education  intended  to  prepare 
them  for  the  Univerfity.  One  of  thefe,  a lad  of  eighteen,  of  pale,  thoughtful  countenance,  I met  at 
dinner  in  Mr.  Archdale  Palmer’s  houfe,  and  was  much  attradled  by  him.  This  was  Samuel  Walde- 
grave, afterwards  my  brother-in-law,  and  Bilhop  of  Carlille.” 

* Writing  on  December  20th  [1841],  to  Charles  Mayo  at  Wincheller,  he  fays:  “I  will  with 
pleafure  put  down  your  little  boy’s  name  for  admillion  on  FebL  1844,  but  I think  I Ihould  rather 
recommend  his  debut  being  deferred  till  the  Midfummer  of  that  year.  I find  feven  too  early  for  any 
but  very  forward,  llrong  and  manly  boys  ...  I have  of  late  years  accommodated  my  plans  much 
more  to  the  requifitions  of  the  Public  Schools,  though  I do  not  wilh  my  School  to  be  regarded  as  a 
mere  training  place  for  thofe  inllitutions.” 
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fuch  was  the  anxiety  of  fome  parents  to  obtain  admifllon  for  their  fons,  that  in  one 
cafe  they  have  been  known  to  make  falfe  ftatements  as  to  age,  and  inftrudl  the  boy 
to  keep  up  the  deception  for  years. 

With  great  earneftnefs  of  purpofe  in  Dr.  Mayo’s  character  was  combined  a 
fincere  and  all-abforbing  yet  fomewhat  fimple  piety,  which  was  tinged  with  the 
principles  of  the  Evangelical  revival  of  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
while  at  the  fame  time  he  was  a confiftent  and  loyal  fon  of  the  Church  of  England. 
By  way  of  contrail  to  this  lerious  fide  of  his  charafter,  he  was  poflelTed  of  a moll 
lively  difpofition,  with  a Urong  appreciation  of  fun  and  humour.  The  union  of 
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thefe  qualities  gave  him  immenfe  perfonal  influence  with  his  pupils,  many  of  whom 
to  this  day  bear  witnefs  to  their  obligations  to  it.  An  anecdote  related  by  one  of 
his  pupils  at  Bridgnorth  will  Ihow  at  once  his  appreciation  of  a joke,  and  his  tadl  in 
dealing  with  boys.  “ On  the  29th  of  May,”  writes  the  Rev.  Edward  Hardwicke, 
“then  called  Oak-Ball  day,  the  boys,  thinking  that  they  had  a fufficient  plea  for  a 
holiday,  waited  upon  him  by  deputation  to  beg  it.  This  was  peremptorily  refufed. 
They  were  not,  however,  to  be  fo  put  off".  Under  cover  of  loyalty  they  got  together 
fome  llout  oak  boughs  and  Hulfed  his  delk,  which  was  in  the  lhape  of  a large 
pulpit,  with  them,  and  av/aited,  not  without  fome  mifgiving,  his  coming.  In  he 
came,  and  for  a moment  flood  puzzled  by  the  fpedtacle  before  him;  but  only  for  a 
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moment;  for  wriggling  his  flight  frame  in  among  the  boughs, he  flood  up  andfaid, 
‘ I fuppofe  you  mean  me  to  be  Charles  in  the  oak,’  and  adding,  ‘ you  muft  have  the 
holiday,’  not  a little  increafed  his  popularity  with  the  boys.” 

During  the  time  he  was  at  Cheam,  Dr.  Mayo  took  great  intereft  in  the  founda- 
tion and  management  of  the  Home  and  Colonial  Training  College  in  Gray’s  Inn 
Road,  which  was  for  many  years  fupervifed  by  his  friend,  Mr.  Reynolds,^  and  his 
fifler,  Mifs  Mayo,  and  was  intended  to  fhow  the  application  of  Peflalozzianifm  to 
elementary  education.  He  alfo  took  every  opportunity  of  making  known  the 
advantages  of  the  fyftem  throughout  the  country,  and  among  other  efforts  for  that 
purpofe  he  delivered  a le6lure  on  the  life  of  Peftalozzi  at  the  Royal  Inllitution, 
May,  1826.^  He  there  defcribes  the  leading  principles  of  his  method  to  be  that 
education  fhould  be  effentially  religious  and  morale  and  that  it  fhould  be  organic^ 
/.<?.,  not  merely  a mechanical  inculcation  of  knowledge,  but  an  organic  develop- 
ment of  the  human  faculties,  moral,  intelleftual  and  phyflcal.  He  alfo  fhows  that 


that  development  fhould  be  foftered  by  adlive  exercife  of  the  faculties  and  difpofi- 
tions  which  have  been  implanted  in  the  human  mind,  and  by  liberty  controlled  by 
parental  influence,  and  that  care  fhould  be  taken  that  the  advance  fhould  be  har- 
monious and  progreflive.  “ In  the  ordinary  methods  of  teaching  the  courfe  of 
inflruftion  is  founded  on  abflradt  fcientific  conflderations  of  the  knowledge  to  be 
conveyed.  In  the  Peftalozzian  method  the  courfe  is  arranged  on  pfychological 
principles  derived  from  the  confideration  of  the  nature  and  pofition  of  the  beings 
to  be  inftrudted.  In  every  branch  of  fludy  the  point  de  dipart  is  fought  in  the 


^ John-Stuckey  Reynolds,  of  Hampftead,  who  died  nth  May,  1874,  the  founder  of  this  Society.

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aiftual  experience  of  the  child,  and  from  that  point  where  he  intelledlually  is  he  is 
progreflively  led  to  that  point  where  the  inftrudor  wiflies  him  to  be,”  It  will  be 
feen  that,  while  the  name  of  Peftalozzi  has  nearly  been  forgotten,  many,  if  not 
moft  of  his  principles  have  infenlibly  been  adopted  and  aflimilated  in  the  modern 
fyftem  of  education. 

In  the  year  1845  Dr.  Mayo’s  health,  which  for  fome  time  had  been  failing,  now 
became  fo  weak  that  he  was  obliged  to  obtain  the  afliftance  of  his  brother-in-law, 
the  Rev.  Henry  Shepheard,  late  Fellow  of  Oriel  College,  who  came  to  Cheam  at 
Chriftmas,  and  immediately  took  the  management  of  the  School,  and  eventually 
fucceeded  to  it.  Dr.  Mayo  died  on  the  2jrd  of  February,  1 846,  and  was  buried  in 
Cheam  Churchyard.^ 

The  following  letter  from  Dr.  Mayo  to  his  coufin,  Charles  Mayo,  of  Win- 
chefter,  exhibits  his  views  in  regard  to  the  phyfical  training  of  the  young: 

My  dear  Cousin, 

During  fix  years  Gymnaftic  exercifes  have  been  carried  on  in  my  fchool  with  little 
intermiffion.  No  ferious  accident  of  any  kind  has  occurred.  I fhould  never  confider  a fchool 
complete  in  its  arrangements  where  no  provifion  was  made  for  Gymnaftic  exercifes.  The 
Rev**  M* *"  Heath,  Chaplain  to  the  London  Orphan  Afylum,  fpent  yefterday  with  me;  at  my 
recommendation  Gymnaftic  exercifes  were  introduced  into  that  large  eftabliftiment  two  or 
three  years  ago ; no  accident  has  occurred,  and  it  has  been  remarked  that  the  health  of  the 
children  has  been  much  improved  fince  the  introduction  of  them.  No  accident  took  place 
while  I was  at  Yverdon,  in  confequence  of  thefe  exercifes,  nor  did  I hear  of  any  having  taken 
place  either  at  Peftalozzi’s  or  Fellenberg’s.  Indeed  there  was  fcarcely  a large  fchool  in  Ger- 
many without  them,  till  it  was  imagined  that  they  foftered  too  ftrongly  a fpirit  of  independence 
and  perfonal  courage.  You  may  fmile,  but  it  is  the  fad. 

Should  your  friend  fail  to  make  good  his  ground  in  your  neighbourhood,  he  would  probably 
fucceed  here  if  he  is  a decidedly  good  matter.  Thanks  for  your  information  about  our  refpeded 
relative.*  I hope  his  health  is  improving.

Dr.  Mayo  married  30th  June,  1831,  at  St.  Mary  Abbots,  Kenfington,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Edward- Walwyn  Shepheard,  of  Great  Ruflell  Street, 

London,  for  an  account  of  whofe  family  the  reader  is  referred  to 
the  eleventh  chapter  of  this  work.  She  was  born  2nd  July,  1799, 
and  baptifed  at  St.  Pancras’,  and  after  her  hulband’s  death,  refided 
at  Harrow  until  1859,  when  Ihe  removed  to  Parkhurft,  Abinger, 

Surrey,  and  thence,  in  1862,  to  Riverdale,  near  Dorking.  She 
died  loth  May,  1877,  while  on  a vifit  to  her  elder  fon  at  St. 

Andrew’s  Vicarage,  Hillingdon,  and  was  buried  at  Cheam. 

She  had  been  very  defirous  to  fee  an  infant  School  eftablifhed  at 
Pixham,  fo  as  to  relieve  the  young  children  of  the  hamlet  of  the  fatigue  of  a long 
walk  into  Dorking,  and  her  daughter  carried  out  her  wifhes,  as  recorded  on  a brafs 
plate  in  the  prefent  fchool.

The  features  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Mayo  are  preferved  in  two  wax  medallions. 
They  had  ifiue: 

i.  Charles-Theodore  Mayo,  born  12th  April,  1832,  and  baptifed  loth  June, 
at  Cheam,  where  he  was  educated  until  1847,  when,  in  confequence  of  his  father’s 
death,  the  family  removed  to  Harrow,  and  he  entered  Harrow  School  after  Eafter 
in  that  year.  He  was  placed  in  the  Upper  Shell,  and  each  quarter  took  head 
remove  until  he  reached  the  Sixth  Form.  He  was  Monitor  in  1849.  He 
matriculated  2nd  April,  1851,  at  Oxford,  from  Balliol  College,  and  left  Harrow 
the  following  Midfummer.  He  obtained  a fecond  clafs  at  Moderations  in  both  the 
Claflical  and  Mathematical  Examinations,  and  a fecond  clafs  in  the  Mathematical 
and  a third  clafs  in  the  Claflical  Final  School.  He  graduated  B.A.,  14th  June, 
1855;  M.A.  i8th  June,  1857,  and  was  ordained  Deacon  20th  December,  1857, 
and  Prieft,  19th  December,  1858,  at  Farnham,  by  Charles-Richard  Sumner,  Bifhop 
of  Winchefter.  His  firft  curacy  was  that  of  St.  John’s,  Redhill,  Surrey.  In  1863 
he  went  thence  to  Hillingdon,  Middlefex,  where  he  worked  as  curate-in-charge  of 
his  future  parifh,  a part  of  the  parifli  of  Hillingdon,  while  the  new  church  of 
St.  Andrew  was  being  built.  On  loth  May,  1865,  he  was  collated  firft  Incumbent 
of  St.  Andrew’s,  Hillingdon,  by  the  Bifhop  of  London,  and  here  the  remainder  of 
his  minifterial  life  was  pafted.  He  became  chaplain  to  the  2nd  Vol.  Batt.,  Duke  of 
Cambridge’s  Own,  Middlefex  Regiment,  26th  June,  1872,  and  held  the  office  until 
his  retirement  from  his  parifli,  and  for  a fliort  time  he  was  alfo  chaplain  to  the  R. 
Elthorne  Militia.  On  the  29th  September,  1890,  the  twenty-feventh  anniverfary 
of  his  beginning  his  work  at  Hillingdon,  he  fuffered  from  a paralytic  feizure,  and 
never  fufficiently  recovered  his  health  to  take  up  his  work  again.  Having  refigned 
his  living  on  the  5th  December  of  that  year,  he  went  to  refide  at  44,  Pevenfey 
Road,  St.  Leonard’s  on  Sea,  where  he  died  21ft  November,  1892.  He  was  buried 
on  the  25th  at  Cheam. 

A new  altar  and  ledtern  were  placed  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  as  a memorial  of 
his  incumbency,  and  dedicated  on  the  eve  of  the  patronal  feftival,  1893.  The 
former,  defigned  by  Oftrehan,  was  the  gift  of  the  three  furviving  members  of  his 
family.  The  ledlern,  the  gift  of  the  parifli,  is  a facfimile  of  one  placed  in  St.  Alban’s 
Cathedral,  and  was  defigned  by  Sir  Gilbert  Scott,  the  architedl  of  St.  Andrew’s 
Church.  It  bears  the  following  infcription: 

To  the  Glory  of  God  | and  in  memory  of  | Charles  Theodore  Mayo,  firft  Vicar  of  this 
Parifli  I dedicated  S.  Andrew’s  Eve,  1 893. 

Mr.  Mayo  took  part  in  the  ilTue  of  “The  Second  Advent  of  our  Lord  and 
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Saviour,  Jefus  Chrift:  a facred  cantata  in  four  parts  . . . the  words  feleded  by  the 
Rev.  C.  T.  Mayo,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  St.  Andrew,  Hillingdon;  the  mufic  (except  the 
hymn-tunes)  compofed  by  Arthur  H.  D.  Prendergaft.  . . . London  and  New 
York,  Novello.”

The  Rev.  H.  C.  Batterbury  writes  from  6,  Bideford  Manfions,  Rofebery 
Avenue,  London,  E.C.,  under  date  22nd  May,  1901,  as  follows: 

Dear  Sir, 

You  atk  me  to  give  you  fome  of  my  recolledtions  and  impreffions  of  Charles  Theodore 
Mayo,  with  whom  I was  intimately  aflbciated  during  the  laft  fifteen  years  of  his  life. 

I remember  him  as  one  devoted  to  his  duties  and  thorough  in  all  he  undertook;  an  able 
organizer,  and  indefatigable  worker;  one  who  took  a keen  intereft  and  an  adtive  part  in  every- 
thing connedfed  with  the  parifli  and  church.  He  was  a man  of  great  clearnefs  of  intelledt,  full 
of  tadt  and  fhrewdnefs,  an  excellent  man  of  bufinefs,  an  able  and  attradtive  teacher  of  the 
young;  poflelTed  of  warm  affedlions,  of  a fanguine  and  hopeful  difpofition,  true  to  his  friend- 
(hips,  patient  at  all  times  and  wonderfully  fo  during  the  laft  two  years  of  his  life,  truly  though 
undemonftratively  devout. 

A moft  prominent  charadferiftic,  and  one  to  which  I can  bear  the  fulleft  teftimony,  was 
his  habit  of  being  invariably  juft  and  confiderate  towards  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  working 
with  him. 

After  his  refignation  I had  the  opportunity  of  learning  what  it  was  that  chiefly  endeared 
him  to  his  parifliioners — to  rich  and  poor  alike.  It  was  undoubtedly  his  ready  fympathy  with 
all  in  trouble,  his  power  of  comforting  thofe  in  forrow,  his  willingnefs  and  ability  to  help  all  in 
any  difficulty  of  whatever  kind;  thefe  and  fuch  like  were  the  qualities  which  made  his  people 
feel  at  his  death  that  in  him  they  had  loft  a perfonal  friend. 

It  has  been  a pleafure  to  me  to  write  to  you  of  one  whom  I fo  much  appreciated ; I feel, 
however,  that  what  I have  faid  does  but  fcant  juftice  to  his  memory.

In  the  year  1 903  his  filler,  Mifs  Mayo,  eredled  at  Pixham,  near  her  refidence 
in  Surrey,  a building  called  St.  Martin’s  Church  Room,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
inhabitants  of  that  hamlet  of  the  town  of  Dorking. ‘ It  was  dedicated  on  loth 


' The  architeft  was  Mr.  E.  L.  Lutyens  of  Dorking,  and  the  Sanctuary,  with  domed  roof  refting  on 
pendentives  formed  by  four  round  arches,  is  a remarkable  feature  in  the  building. 
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December  by  the  Rev.  Canon  Brooke,  Vicar  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  Kennington, 
and  contains  the  following  infcription: 

To  THE  Church  of  Christ,  in  memory  of  His  Servants,  the  Rev.  Charles  Theo- 
dore Mayo,  M.A.,  and  the  Rev.  Theodore  Mayo,  M.A.,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord, 
1903,  THEIR  Sister  gave  this  building. 

C.  T.  Mayo  married  23rd  June,  1859,  at  Redhill,  Surrey,  Mary-Anne, 
daughter  of  Edward  Collins,  late  of  the  i6th  Regiment,  and  Mary-Anne,  nee 
Leahy,  his  wife.  She  was  born  8th  February,  1833,  and  died  24th  November, 
1874,  aged  41,  and  was  buried  at  Cheam.  The  arms  of  Collins  are  Or,  a griffin 
fegreant  fable. 

A brafs  plate,  attached  to  the  eaft  fide  of  the  alabafter  fcreen  at  St.  Andrew’s 
church,  bears  the  following  infcription: 

Erected  to  the  | Glory  of  God,  and  | in  Memory  of  Mary  | Anne,  Wife  of 
Charles  | Theodore  Mayo,  | Vicar  of  this  Church,  | who  died  on  the  ] 24™  No- 
vember I 1874.

1.  Mary- Katharine  Mayo,  born  22nd  March,  andbaptifed  25th  April,  i860, 
at  St.  John’s,  Redhill,  and  married  30th  January,  1889,  at  St.  Andrew’s,  Hilling- 
don, to  Arthur-Hilton-Twifden  Hayes.  An  account  of  his  family  will  be  found  in 
the  eleventh  chapter. 

2.  Ethel  Mayo,  born  14th  June,  and  baptifed  13th  July,  1861,  at  Redhill. 

3.  Gertrude-Elizabeth  Mayo,  born  22nd  Auguft,  and  baptifed  23rd  October, 

1863,  at  Hillingdon  parifii  church,  and  married  4th  May,  1889,  at  St.  Andrew’s, 
Hillingdon,  to  Sir  Wroth-Acland  Lethbridge,  Bart.  She  died  14th  April,  1890, 
in  London,  without  leaving  iflue,  and  was  buried  on  the  i8th  April  at  Alh  Priors, 
Somerfet.  He  died  26th  November,  1902,  at  Cowes,  and  was  buried  at  Afh 
Priors,  ift  December  following. 

4.  Charles-Richard  Mayo,  born  2nd  Oftober,  and  baptifed  27th  December, 

1864,  at  Hillingdon  parifii  church.  He  was  at  Marlborough  College  from 
September,  1877,  to  Eafter,  1880;  Lieutenant,  2nd  Vol.  Batt.,  Duke  of  Cambridge’s 
Own,  Middlefex  Regt.,  i6th  April,  1884,  till  he  refigned  his  Commiffion  in  1891. 
Admitted  a Solicitor  of  the  Supreme  Court,  February,  1887,  and  in  1888  commenced 
to  pra6life  in  the  city  of  London. 

He  married  15th  February,  1900,  at  All  Saints’,  Ennifmore  Gardens,  London, 
S.W.,  Florence-Elena-Elizabeth,  eldefi:  daughter  of  Jofeph-Snell  Wood,  of  29, 
Kenfington  Court,  London,  W.  He  now  refides  at  17,  Harley  Houfe,  Regent’s 
Park,  London,  W.  They  have  ifi"ue; 

Charles-Theodore-Joseph  Mayo,  born  24th  May,  1902,  at  16,  Weymouth 
Street,  Portland  Place,  and  baptifed  2nd  July,  at  St.  Luke’s,  Chelfea. 
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ii.  Mary  Mayo,  born  23rd  September,  and  baptifed  26th  Odober,  1834,  at 
Cheam.  She  refides  at  Riverdale,  near  Dorking,  Surrey. 

hi.  Theodore  Mayo, ^ born  25th  March,  and  baptifed  22nd  April,  1839,  at 
Cheam,  and  educated  at  Harrow,  and  Trinity  College,  Cambridge. 

He  was  admitted  to  Harrow  School  in  the  autumn  of  1849,  ^^57> 

and  after  an  interval  fpent  with  a private  tutor  matriculated  at  Cambridge  1 9th 
November,  1858.  He  was  an  Enfign  in  theUniverfity  Rifle  Volunteer  Corps  from 
2nd  December,  1861,  until  he  refigned  his  CommilTion  in  1862.  He  obtained  the 
place  of  a Senior  Optime  in  the  Mathematical  Tripos,  and  a third  clafs  in  the 
Claflical  Tripos,  1862,  and  graduated  B.A.  25th  January,  1862,  and  M.A.  24th 
May,  1865.  He  was  ordained  at  Wells — Deacon  on  i6th  June,  1867,  by  Edmund 
Hobhoufe,  D.D.,  late  Bifliop  of  Nelfon,  N.Z.,  and  Prieft  17th  June,  1868,  by 
James  Chapman,  D.D.,  late  Bilhop  of  Colombo,  both  adting  for  the  Bilhop  of  Bath 
and  Wells. 

He  then  became  curate  of  Leigh  on  Mendip,  1867-9,  Chewton  Mendip, 

1873-6,  in  both  cafes  ferving  without  remuneration.  In  the  interval  between  thefe 
curacies  he  was  in  partial  charge  of  Wotton,  Surrey.  In  1873  he  was  made 
chaplain  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde.  He  continued  to  refide  at  Chewton  after 
refigning  the  curacy,  and  in  November,  1877,  purchafed  fome  landed  property  at 
Highcroft,  in  the  neighbouring  parilh  of  Alhwick.  On  27th  Oftober,  1884,  he 
removed  to  Bromley,  in  the  parilli  of  Worfield,  near  Bridgnorth.  Here  he  held  the 
licence  of  his  Diocefan,  and  though  not  ferving  any  cure  of  fouls,  and  declining  the 
offer  of  the  living  of  Quatford,  which  was  made  him  in  1884,  he  adted  as  honorary 
chaplain  to  the  Bridgnorth  Infirmary,  where  he  was  a frequent  vifitor.

On  the  deceafe  of  his  aunt,  Mifs  Frances  Shepheard,  in  1892,  he  fucceeded  her 
in  the  occupation  of  Quatford  Houfe,  which  fbe  had  devifed  to  him  by  will,  and 
refided  there  until  his  death  which  occurred  fuddenly  on  Monday,  26th  March, 
1900,  when  he  had  juft  completed  his  6ift  year.  He  was  buried  at  Cheam  on  the 
2nd  April.

He  also  edited  Spencer  Nottingham’s  “ The  Responses  of  the  Litany  noted  to 
the  Third  Tone.

He  took  great  intereft  in  all  matters  connected  with  printing,  and  was  himfelf 
a Ikilful  amateur  compofitor.  The  Book  of  the  Lit  any  though  fent  to  the  prefs  at 
Frome,  was  throughout  his  own  handiwork,  and  is  a monument  of  his  knowledge 
and  tafte  in  mufic  and  typography,  and  the  large  tabular  pedigree  in  the  firft  edition 
of  the  Mayo  and  Elton  Hijlory,  as  well  as  the  Ihorter  pedigrees  throughout  the 
work,  were  “fet”  by  him.  The  tabular  pedigree  in  particular  was  an  excellent 
piece  of  workmanlhip  moft  accurately  put  together,  and  formed  a mafs  of  folid  type 
which  drew  forth  the  admiration  of  the  employes  at  the  Chifwick  Prefs. 

Not  alone,  however,  the  art  of  printing,  but  indeed  every  clever  mechanical 
contrivance  or  adaptation  that  came  in  his  way  delighted  him.  He,  like  his  brother, 
was  an  adept  in  change-ringing,  and  he  invented  an  apparatus  (in  which  eleftrlcity 
was  employed)  for  the  benefit  of  thofe  who  were  “ prevented  from  pracflifing  in  the 
ordinary  way,  either  by  want  of  a ring  of  church  bells,  or  by  the  objedlions  of 
fenfitive  neighbours.”  This  he  eredled  in  a large  room  at  Chewton,  previous  to  the 
year  1880, 

He  was  alfo  much  interefted  in  chronographs,  and  feveral  examples  of  his  own 
compofition  are  extant.  Thefe  have  been  printed  in  a fmall  pamphlet  of  twelve 
pages  at  the  Chifwick  Prefs,  July,  1900,  entitled  “Chronographs  By  T.  M.” 

The  writer  of  this  book  firft  met  him  on  25th  June,  1877,  when  they  travelled 


* This  book  is  very  fcarce,  the  greater  part  of  the  edition  having  been  deftroyed  by  fire  at  the 
printers’. 
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together  into  Herefordfhire,  and  he  found  in  his  coufin  a colleague  who  entered 
with  much  zeft  into  the  fpirit  of  this  hiftory,  of  which  the  firft  edition  was  then  in 
preparation.  Theodore  Mayo  himfeif,  in  the  year  1891,  began  to  collect  materials 
for  a hiftory  of  the  Shepheard  family,  but  this  was  not  carried  to  completion. 

As  a friend  of  moft  gentle  difpofition,  helpful,  fympathetic,  and  generous  to  all, 
with  a quiet  pleafantry  of  his  own,  he  gained  for  himfeif  the  affedtionate  regard  of 
many  hearts. 

We  have  to  record  (wrote  the  Wantage  Sifterhood  in  May,  1900,)  the  death  of  two  old 
and  valued  friends  of  the  Community.  ...  It  is  our  happinefs  with  both  of  thefe  ...  to 
look  back  over  many  years  of  union  in  work  and  fympathy.  The  names  of  both  head  their 
refpedtive  rolls  in  the  Community  records — Mr  Mayo  having  been  admitted  a Prieft  Aflbciate 
in  1868.  . . . 

Mr  Mayo  was  always  a true  and  fincere  friend,  and  warmly  interefted  himfeif  in  fome  of 
the  works  of  the  Community,  efpecially  in  the  printing  department.  He  gave  a ftart  to  the 
mufic  printing  at  the  Mother  Houfe  by  making  a gift  to  the  Houfe  of  feveral  founts  of  type,' 
and  he  always  took  a keen  intereft  in  the  work  done,  helping  to  bring  it  to  perfedlion  by  moft 
kindly  criticifms.  {The  Monthly  Letter  of  the  Community  of  S.  Mary  the  Virgin.  Wantage, 

May,  1900.)

With  the  moft  profound  regret,  in  which  we  are  fure  that  many  of  our  pariftiioners  will 
heartily  {hare,  we  record  the  deceafe  of  one  who,  for  feveral  years,  has  been  a true  and  fincere 
friend,  a kind  and  good  neighbour,  and  a warm  fympathifer  in  the  work  of  the  church  in  this 
parifti.  He  was  a man  of  generous  difpofition  and  wide  fympathies,  which  led  him  to  take  an 
adlive  part  in  many  good  and  charitable  works.  His  greateft  happinefs  feemed  to  confift  in 
benefiting,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  ability,  any  with  whom  he  came  in  contadt,  efpecially  the 
needy,  the  fick  and  the  fuffering.  He  had  alfo  a marvellous  love  for  children.  The  deep 
intereft  which  he  took  in  anything  and  everything  connedled  with  our  Church  and  its  fervices 
can  never  be  forgotten.  . . . The  Mafter’s  call  came  to  His  faithful  and  devout  fervant  with 
ftartling  fuddenness.  He  was  with  us,  as  ufual,  on  Sunday,  the  25th  ult.,  at  our  Early 
Celebration,  when  he  made,  as  it  proved  to  be,  his  laft  Communion,  and  afterwards  adminiftered 
the  Chalice.  Then,  as  his  cuftom  was,  he  vifited  the  patients  at  the  Infirmary,  to  whom  for 
many  years  he  had  adled  as  honorary  chaplain,  and  then  joined  us  again  at  Matins.  The 
following  morning  he  felt  unwell,  and  was  for  a time  in  very  acute  pain.  This,  however, 
abated,  and  he  felt  better,  but  towards  evening  a very  unlooked-for  change  took  place,  and 
foon  after  8 p.m.  he  peacefully  refigned  his  fpirit  into  his  Father’s  hands. 

This  memoir  may  fitly  end  with  the  chronograph  he  placed  over  the  fummer- 
houfe  at  Quatford  Houfe  in  1894:

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II.  Elizabeth  Mayo  was  born  i8th  June,  I793>  Hammet  Street,  and  bap- 
tifed  at  St.  Botolph’s,  Aldgate.  On  the  return  of  her  brother.  Dr.  Mayo,  from 
Switzerland,  in  1822,  fhe  joined  him  at  Epfom,  and  removed  with  him  to  Cheam 
in  1826,  where  fhe  remained  till  1834,  helping  him  in  the  inftrudlion  of  his  boys, 
and  in  applying  the  principles  of  Peftalozzi  to  Englifh  education.  During  this  time 
fhe  wrote  the  work  by  which  her  name  is  befl  known,  Lejfons  on  Objetls^  which  was 
followed  by  Lejfons  on  Shells.  In  1834  fhe  removed  with  her  mother  to  Belfize 
Lane,  Hampftead,  and  thence  to  Oakhill  Park,  in  the  fame  parifh,  in  1853.® 

From  1834  and  onwards  her  efforts  were  concentrated  upon  the  work  of  the 
Home  and  Colonial  School  Society.  For  two  years,  in  1848  and  1849,  edited 
a quarterly  magazine  publifhed  by  that  Society,  until  failing  health  compelled  her 
to  relinquifh  it.  The  following  notes  were  communicated  in  1881,  by  Mr. 
E.  Coghlan,  one  of  the  Mafters  of  Method  of  the  Home  and  Colonial  College, 
who  had  the  advantage  of  perfonal  communication  with  Mifs  Mayo  for  many 
years. 

“ It  is  rather  difficult  to  fay  exadlly  what  the  work  of  Mifs  Mayo  was  at  this 
inftitution  between  the  years  1843  fay,  1855,  for  fhe  exercifed  a general  fuper- 
vifion  over  everything  that  was  taught,  wrote  model  fketches  and  leffons  on  many 
of  the  fubjeds,  and  fometimes  in  the  earlier  of  thefe  years  gave  leffons  to  fhow  how 
certain  fubjeds  ought  to  be  handled  in  clafs  teaching. 

“ Her  work,  after  I came  to  the  inftitution  in  1845,  fummed  up  thus: 

“ I.  She  reviewed  and  revifed  the  programme  of  work  in  each  of  the  fchools,  and 
was  always  confulted  by  the  teachers  when  they  wifhed  to  make  any  change. 

“ 2.  She  either  initiated  or  fupervifed  the  courfes  of  leffons  given  in  the  fchools  on 
Objeds,  Scripture,  Geography,  Natural  Hiftory,  etc.,  and  her  fketches  and  leffons 
on  thefe  fubjeds  ftill  continue  in  ufe  both  in  the  fchools  and  in  the  training  of  the 
teachers. 

“ 3.  Within  the  years  above  mentioned,  and  perhaps  for  fome  time  afterwards, 
all  new  officers  wrote  and  fent  to  her  every  week  fketches  of  the  leffons  on  Objeds, 
Scripture,  etc.,  they  were  to  give  the  following  week.  Thefe  were  returned  with 


‘ In  the  preface  to  the  fourteenth  edition,  iflued  in  1855,  Mifs  Mayo  writes:  “When  this  work 
was  firft  prefented  to  the  public,  nearly  thirty  years  fince,  the  idea  of  fyfteraatically  ufing  the  material 
world  as  one  of  the  means  of  educating  the  minds  of  children,  was  fo  novel  and  untried  a thing  in 
England,  that  the  title,  Leffons  on  Objects,  excited  many  a fmile,  and  the  fuccefs  of  the  little  volume 
was  deemed  to  be,  at  beft,  very  dubious.  The  plain,  found  fenfe  of  the  plan,  however,  foon  recom- 
mended it  to  our  teachers,  and  they  difcovered  that  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  do  not  form  the 
foie  bafis  of  elementary  education,  but  that  the  objefts  and  aflions  of  every-day  life  fhould  have  a very 
prominent  place  in  their  programme.” 

* A coufin  of  hers,  Mrs.  E.  Jordan,  widow  of  Mr.  Timothy  Jordan  of  Beccles,  lived  with  her  at 
Oakhill,  and  died  in  i860. 
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her  remarks,  which  were  always  valuable  becaufe  pointing  out  where  fome  plan  was 
unfuitable  or  fome  principle  violated. 

“4.  Reports  of  leffons  given  in  fchools  were  feen  by  her  in  the  ftudents’ 
journals  and  criticifed.  If  anything  in  thefe  reports  feemed  to  require  more  than  a 
marginal  note,  the  teacher  was  fent  for  or  vihted,  and  the  matter  fet  right. 

“ 5.  Some  of  the  journals  kept  by  the  ftudents  in  training  were  fent  to  her 
every  week.  Thefe  Ihe  read  through  with  great  care,  pointing  out  any  violations 
of  educational  principles  or  approved  methods  of  teaching.  This  work  ftie  con- 
ftdered  of  fo  much  importance  that  flte  hardly  ever  allowed  anything  to  interfere 
with  it,  and  fhe  continued  to  do  it  whilft  her  health  enabled  her  to  do  fo.  I may 
add  that  her  criticifms  were  very  dired:,  often  ftiarp,  always  clear,  going  to  the  root 
of  the  matter,  always  genial  becaufe  never  ill-natured  or  farcaftic.  She  was  ever 
open  to  the  officers’  vifits,  and  feemed  never  happier  than  whilft  (haring  with  them 
the  treafures  of  her  knowledge  and  experience.” 

It  may  be  noted  as  an  interefting  fad  that  another  teacher  at  the  Home  and 
Colonial  College,  the  late  Mifs  Cheffar,^  the  well-known  member  of  the  London 
School  Board,  learnt  her  principles  of  teaching  from  Mifs  Mayo. 

Mifs  Mayo  died  at  Malvern,  when  on  a vifit  to  Mr.  Reynolds,  ift  September, 
1865,  aged  72  years,  and  on  the  8th  of  the  fame  month  was  buried  in  Kenfal  Green 
Cemetery,  in  her  mother’s  grave.  The  weft  fide  of  the  High  Tomb  there,  already 
mentioned  on  page  264,  is  inferibed:

Newman-Knowlys  Mayo,  the  fecond  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Elizabeth, 
Kee  Knowlys,  was  born  28th  March,  1796,  in  St.  Nicholas’  Lane,  in  the  parifh  of 
St.  Nicholas  Aeons,  London,  and  baptifed  at  home  26th  April  following.  He 
refided  at  20,  Hamilton  Terrace,  St.  John’s  Wood,  where  he  died  4th  December, 
and  was  buried  at  Kenfal  Green  Cemetery,  iith  December,  i860  (grave  numbered 
7,570).  He  married  6th  Auguft,  1823,  at  St.  Mary  Abbots,  Kenfington,  Mifs 
Frances  Wroughton  of  Bedford  Street,  Bedford  Square,  who  died  22nd  July,  and 
was  buried  in  her  hulband’s  grave,  28th  July,  1871.  Their  children  were: 

i.  Frances-Beckwith  Mayo,  born  24th  June,  who  died  in  the  following 
December,  1824. 

ii.  Emily  Mayo,  born  7th  January,  1826,  died  at  Ramfgate  i6th  July,  1875, 
aged  49,  and  buried  23rd  July  in  the  cemetery  at  Reading,  Berks.  She  was  married 
28th  September,  1859,  at  Trinity  Chapel,  Edgware  Road,  London,  to  Edward 
Merriman,  who  died  13th  January,  1870,  aged  48,  and  was  buried  in  Reading 
cemetery.  They  had  iflue  five  children  (a)  Lewis-Edward,  born  25th  July,  i860, 
married  12th  February,  1885,  at  the  Roman  Catholic  chapel,  Haftings,  Helen, 
eldeft  daughter  of  William  Roberts,  fubfequently  Vicar  of  Hailing,  Kent,  by  whom 
he  has  Marie-Madeleine,  born  iith  June,  1887;  (^)  Emily-Sophia,  born  25th 
July,  1861,  and  died  4th  February,  1862;  (c)  Newman-Frederic,  born  17th 
Auguft,  1862,  married  13th  January,  1885,  at  St.  Peter’s,  Eaton  Square,  London, 
Mary-Fanny-Nielfine,  youngeft  daughter  of  Edward-Brooke  Martin  and  Anna,  his 
wife.  She  died  2nd  Auguft,  1891,  aged  26.  Their  daughter,  Millicent- Violet, 
born  loth  July,  1888,  died  2nd  Auguft,  1891;  (^/)  Herbert-Mayo,  born  20th  June, 
1866,  who  died  25th  March,  1869;  and  (^)  Julia-Frances,  born  19th  February, 
1868. 

iii.  Julia  Mayo,  born  i6th  April,  1827,  at  Peckham.  Herfelf  an  invalid,  ftie 
eftabliftied  at  15,  Duke  Street,  Liflbn  Grove,  London,  17th  November,  1859,  an 
Invalid's  Dinner  liable  for  the  fick  and  convalefcent  poor  inhabiting  that  thickly 
populated  diftrieft.  Dinners  were  provided  three  times  a week  during  the  three 
fummer  months,  and  on  every  week-day  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  3,415 
dinners  were  given  away  during  the  fecond  year  of  the  Table’s  exiftence.  A Sick 
Childrens  Dinner  'Table  was  alfo  eftabliftied  by  her  on  New  Year’s  Day,  1866,  in 
addition  to  the  former  fcheme,  which  was  then  carried  out  at  66,  Earl  Street.  The 
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children  were  fed,  the  firft  year  twice,  and  fubfequently  three  times  a week,  and  in 
the  firft  year  719  dinners  were  provided.  At  a later  date  the  two  inftitutions  were 
united,  and  their  home  is  now  at  77,  Church  Street,  in  the  fame  diftridt.  This 
charitable  work  is  defcribed  in  Chambers's  Journal  for  4th  July,  1868,  page  429, 
“Invalid  Dinner  Tables,”  and  29th  July,  1882,  page  483,  “An  Unfalhionable

She  died  unmarried  at  her  houfe,  Seaford  Lodge,  Maida  Vale,  St.  John’s  Wood, 
7th  June,  1887,  and  was  buried  in  Kenfal  Green  cemetery.

IV.  Herbert  Mayo,  the  third  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Elizabeth,  nee 
Knowlys,  was  born  2ift  Auguft  in  St.  Nicholas’  Lane,  London,  and  baptifed  at 
home  13th  September,  1798  (Reg.  of  St.  Nich.  Aeons),  and  as  a young  man  was 
placed  in  the  office  of  Mr.  John  Knowlys,  his  mother’s  brother,  of  Wood’s  Farm 
Lodge,  Suftex,  and  of  17,  Mincing  Lane,  a wealthy  Weft  India  broker.  Soon  after 
the  return  of  his  brother.  Dr.  Mayo,  from  Switzerland,  and  through  his  influence, 
he  entered  with  earneftnefs  into  the  religious  movements  of  the  day,  and  thence- 
forward devoted  all  his  leifure  moments  to  work  among  the  poor  in  fchools  and 
workhoufes,  and  elfewhere.  It  was  to  him  that  David  Nafmyth,^  the  founder  of  the 
London  City  Miffion,  firft  confided  his  plan  for  the  formation  of  that  fociety, 
which  was  eftabliflied  in  1835.  Herbert  Mayo  was  on  the  managing  committee  of 
that  inftitution  as  well  as  on  that  of  the  Home  and  Colonial  School  Society,  and 
worked  inceflantly  for  both  obje6ts  from  their  commencement.  He  refided  at 
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* The  name  of  Herbert  Mayo  frequently  occurs  in  the  Memoirs  of  David  Nafmith,  by  John  Camp- 
bell, D.D.  1844.  He  rendered  him  much  pecuniary  aid,  and  at  Nafmith’s  burial,  25th  Nov.,  1839, 
the  proceffion  flatted  from  his  refidence.  Pp.  388,  423,  etc.  The  fpelling  of  Nafmith’s  name  varies. 
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Hampftead  from  1848  until  his  death,  and  took  an  aftive  part  in  promoting  the 
religious  welfare  of  the  Sailors’  Orphan  and  Soldiers’  Orphan  Inftitution,  and  the 
Government  Reformatory  for  Girls,  all  of  which  are  eftablilhed  in  that  neighbour- 
hood— teaching  himfelf  in  each  every  week.  He  was  a conftant  vifitor  at  the 
Hampftead  Workhoufe,  in  which  Union  he  was  a Guardian  of  the  Poor,  and  was 
greatly  beloved  by  the  inmates.  The  North  London  Confumption  Hofpital  at 
Mount  Vernon  was  (ituated  near  his  houfe  in  Oakhill  Park,  and  at  the  requeft  of 
the  clerical  chaplain,  he  adled  pradtically  as  his  fubftitute  in  the  fpiritual  care  of  the 
patients  in  the  inftitution.  The  laft  work  to  which  he  devoted  himfelf  was  the 
foundation  of  a branch  of  the  Young  Men’s  Chriftian  Aflbciation  at  Hampftead,  a 
fad  recorded  by  the  following  infcription  placed  on  the  clock  in  their  principal 
room  by  the  young  men  of  that  fociety. 

In  Memory  of  | Mr  Herbert  Mayo,  | who,  near  the  clofe  of  a long  and  | ufefiil  Chriftian 
Life,  founded  | this  Branch  of  the  Young  Men’s  | Chriftian  Aflbciation.  | Hampftead.  No- 
vember, 1873. 

Befides  thefe  engagements  at  home,  he  beftowed  much  thought  upon  the 
Proteftant  congregations  of  Italy,  and  after  the  winter  of  1856-7, which  he  fpent  at 
Nice,  made  feveral  journeys  to  that  country  with  the  purpofe  of  vifiting  the  paftors 
and  encouraging  them  in  their  work.  The  Rev.  E.  H.  Bickerfteth,  Incumbent  of 
Chrift  Church,  Hampftead,  fubfequently  Bilhop  of  Exeter,  was  a valued  friend,  and 
Mr.  Mayo  was  godfather  to  his  fon  Samuel. 

Herbert  Mayo  died  at  Broadftairs  14th  September,  1874,  and  was  buried  on 
the  2ift  of  the  fame  month,  in  the  Kenfal  Green  cemetery,  in  the  prefence  of  a large 
aflembly  of  all  clafles,  and  at  his  grave  his  two  favourite  hymns  were  fung,  the  one 
by  a body  of  City  Miflionaries,  the  other  by  thirty  foldiers’  daughters  from  the 
Home.^  The  late  Rev.  J.  Kirkman,  Vicar  of  St.  Stephen’s,  Hampftead,  writing  in 
his  Parifti  Magazine  of  Odober,  1874,  in  giving  fome  account  of  his  charader  and 
labours,  ftates  that  he  was  foremoft  in  all  good  works  conneded  with  that  parifh,  fo 
that  his  name  was  a fandion,  and  its  abfence  a fufpicion  on  any  fcheme,  and  adds 
that  through  a fphere  far  beyond  thefe  inftitutions  he  was  vifible  with  the  light  of 
humility,  loving  gentlenefs  of  difpofition,  genuine  adive  friendlhip,  and  largenefs 
of  heart.^ 

Herbert  Mayo  married  3rd  November,  1834,  at  the  parilh  church,  Stoke

and  Poetry  for  the  ufe  of  Infant  and  Juvenile  Schools  and  Families^  prepared  at  the 
requeft  of  the  Home  and  Colonial  School  Society,  and  feveral  of  the  pieces  in  it, 
fome  of  which  are  figned  by  her  initials,  M # * M,  were  written  by  her.  The 
preface  to  the  firft  edition  is  dated  17th  September,  1838.  She  died  12th  February, 
and  was  buried  at  Kenfal  Green,  17th  February,  1872,  in  the  grave  numbered  6,655, 
where  her  hufband  was  fubfequently  interred.  They  had  iflue : 

i.  Herbert-Samuel  Mayo,  born  i6th  July,  1836,  died  i6th  February,  1847, 
in  Brompton  Crefcent,  and  buried  at  Kenfal  Green  (grave  numbered  6,655). 

ii.  Mary-Elisabeth  Mayo,  born  13th  September,  1838,  and  baptifed  loth 
April,  1839,  at  St.  James’s,  Holloway.  She  refides  at  Cyprefs  Cottage,  Farnham 
Common,  near  Slough. 

iii.  Agnes-Matilda  Mayo,  born  9th  February,  and  baptifed  i6th  June,  1840, 
at  St.  James’s,  Holloway,  now  refiding  at  The  Lodge,  Weftwood  Park,  South- 
ampton, where  fhe  has  lived  fince  1883. 

iv.  Martha-Constance  Mayo,  born  12th  November,  1841,  and  baptifed 
30th  March,  1842,  at  St.  James’s,  Holloway,  and  married  30th  May,  1877,  at 
St.  Mark’s,  Hamilton  Terrace,  St.  John’s  Wood,  to  Erneft-Frederick-Jofeph,  fecond 
fon  of  Baron  Porcelli  of  Palermo. 

V.  Anna-Katharine  Mayo,  born  25th  May,  and  baptifed  17th  Odtober,  1844, 
at  St.  John’s,  Upper  Holloway,  and  married  15th  June,  1869,  at  St.  John’s, 
Hampftead,  to  Peter  Bayne,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  as  his  fecond  wife.  She  died  23rd  July, 
1882,  at  Emery  Down,  Lyndhurft,  Hants,  and  was  buried  29th  of  the  fame  month 
at  Harlington,  Middlefex.  Dr.  Bayne  died  loth  February,  1896.  He  was  author 
of  Life  and  Letters  of  Hugh  Miller^  1871;  Fhe  Days  of  Jezebel^  an  Hijiorical 
Drama^  1872;  Fhe  Chief  All  or  s in  the  Puritan  Revolution^  1878;  Lejfons  from  my 
MaJierSy  Carlyle^  Fennyfon,  and  Rufkin,  1879,  and  other  works.

V.  Richard  Mayo,  fourth  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Elizabeth,  nee  Knowlys, 
was  born  7th  September,  1799,  in  Cloak  Lane,  London,  and  baptifed  3rd  Otftober 
following  in  the  church  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apoftle.  He  entered  Merchant  Taylors’ 
School  in  July,  1807,  was  an  Andrews’  Exhibitioner  to  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford, 
1818,  and  matriculated  19th  June,  in  the  latter  year,  aged  eighteen,  as  “generofi 
filius.”  He  obtained  a fecond  clafs  in  Literis  Humanioribus^z.\\^  graduated  B.  A.  25th 
May,  1822,  and  M.  A.  ift  June,  1 826,  and  was  ordained  Deacon  13th  June  and  Prieft 
19th  December,  1824,  by  William  Howley,  Biftiop  of  London,  at  the  requeft  of 
the  Archbiftiop  of  Canterbury.  He  was  licenfed  to  the  curacy  of  Wrotham,  Kent, 
I ft  December,  1824,  and  became  Perpetual  Curate  of  Plaxtol,  in  the  fame  county, 
29th  September,  1841,  and  died  30th  April,  1864,  unmarried.  He  was  humble 
and  fenfttive  in  the  extreme,  very  fhy  in  fociety,  but  thoroughly  appreciated  by 
thofe  who  really  knew  him.  He  had  a fund  of  dry  wit  at  his  command,  and  was 
poflefted  of  a moft  refined  tafte,  combined  with  great  aptitude  for  both  mufic  and 
drawing,  but  his  decided  talent  for  each  was  never  cultivated.  He  was  of  a deeply 
religious  temperament,  conformed  to  the  ftrong  Evangelical  type  prevalent  in  his 
day,  moft  liberal  with  his  purfe,  and  unceafing  in  his  devotion  to  his  parilh,  his 
fchools,  and  the  interefts  of  his  people.  His  health  was  never  good,  though  no 
definite  illnefs  fupervened  till  the  laft  year  of  his  life,  when,  after  carrying  on  his 
work,  in  fpite  of  much  fuffering,  to  the  lateft  poflible  moment,  he  was  compelled  to 
relinquifh  it  about  three  months  before  his  death.  He  built  the  fchool  at  Plaxtol,

and  a tablet  under  the  eaft  window  of  the  church  records  that  “ This  Church  was 
re-feated  and  enlarged  by  Rev.  R.  Mayo  1852.”  In  April,  1862,  his  parifhioners 
prefented  him  with  a clock,  “As  a Token  of  the  love  they  bear  towards  him  and 
of  the  value  they  attach  to  his  labours  amongft  them  as  a minifter  of  Chrift  for 
upwards  of  20  years.”  His  grave  in  the  churchyard  is  marked  by  a tomb  of  red 
granite,  infcribed :

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.,  J.P.,  Rector  of  St,  George’s,  Middlesex,  son  of 
Charles  Mayo,  of  St.  Peter’s  in  Hereford,  with  his  issue  to  the 
PRESENT  DAY.  To  WHICH  IS  ADDED  SOME  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  ShaW  AND  PaGGEN 
Families. 

ERBERT  MAYO,  third  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Anne,  nee 
Prichard,  was  baptifed  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Peter  in  the  city  of 
Hereford,  15th  December,  1720,  and  probably  received  his  early 
education  at  the  Cathedral  School.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford, 
9th  April,  1739,  from  Brafenofe  College,  as  “generofi  filius,” 
aged  18,  and  on  the  20th  of  May,  1740,  was  eledled  in  fucceflion 
to  his  uncle,  John  Prichard,  to  the  fellowlhip  founded  by  his  anceftor.  Canon  Elton, 
in  that  Society.  In  the  pofleflion  of  this  fellowfhip  he  was  confirmed  20th  May, 
the  following  year,  and  held  it  until  1765.  He  received  grace  from  the  college  for 
B.A.,  9th  December,  1741;  for  M.A.,  5th  November,  1744;  for  B.D.  and  D.D., 
2ift  December,  1756;  proceeding  to  thefe  degrees  on  the  following  dates:  B.A., 
15th  Odober,  1742;  M.A.,  13th  June,  1745;  B.D.,  3rd  April,  1762;  and  D.D., 
28th  June,  1763;  and  was  ordained  Priell:,^  23rd  December,  1744,  by  Thomas 
Seeker,  Bilhop  of  Oxford,  in  Chrift  Church  Cathedral.  After  taking  his  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  he  was  probably  for  fome  time  abfent  from  the  college,  for  on  1 9th 
June,  1744,  it  is  recorded  that  “ Dominus  Mayo,  qui  honeftis  de  caufis  a Collegio 
receflerat,  readmififus  eft.”  The  college  regifter  records  the  feveral  offices  which  he 
held  from  time  to  time  in  that  fociety.  He  was  Prasleftor  humanitatis,  1749-50, 
1 750-1,  1 75 1-2;  Praeledlor  publicus,  1752-3;  Junior  Burfar,  1753-4;  Prasledor 
linguae  Hebraicae,  1754-5;  Junior  Burfar  again,  1755-6;  and  again  Praelecftor 
linguae  Hebraicae,  1756-7.  He  was  Vice-Principal  1757-8,  and  was  nominated 
Kirtlington  Leduter,  13th  February  in  the  latter  year.  Subfequently  he  held 


* When  he  was  ordained  Deacon  is  not  known. 
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the  offices  of  Cuftos  jocalium,  1758-9;  Junior  Burfar,  1759-60;  Cuftos  jocalium 
again,  1760-1;  Senior  Burfar  1761-2;  Prasleftor  mathefeos,  1762-3;  Vice-Principal, 

1763-4;  Prasledlor  mathefeos,  1764-5;  and  finally  refigned  his  fellowffiip,  15th 
January,  1765. 

Though  thus  engaged  in  college  offices,  his  career  as  a pariffi  prieft  was  being  and 
fpent  in  the  diocefe  of  London.  For  twenty  years  he  worked  in  fucceffion  in  the  London! 
parilhes  of  Stratford-le-Bow,  Whitechapel,  and  Spitalfields,  all  of  which  were  then 
in  the  patronage  of  Brafenofe  College,  “ During  this  period,”  fo  fays  the  memoir 
of  him  in  the  Gentleman  s Magazine,  vol.  Ixxii,  part  i,  pp.  88  and  682,  “when 
college  offices  occafionally  required  his  attendance,  he  proved  his  zeal  for  the  welfare 
of  the  fociety  to  which  he  belonged  by  a liberal  enforcement  of  difcipline  and  a 
judicious  arrangement  of  the  complicated,  and  at  that  time  confufed,  ftate  of  the 
accounts.” 

On  20th  December,  1760,  he  was  prefented  by  the  College  to  the  Redtory  of  He  is  made 
Selham,  Suflex,  to  which  he  was  inftituted  i6th  May,  1761,  but  muft  have  refigned  ^elham,°^ 
foon  after,  as  his  brother,  William  Mayo,  was  prefented  to  the  fame  benefice  ere 
many  weeks  had  expired.  On  this  occafion,  as  on  another  to  be  prefently  mentioned, 
he  feems  to  have  been  unable  to  fever  himfelf  from  his  work  in  the  eaft  end  of 
London,  to  which  he  was  fo  greatly  attached. 

In  three  years’  time  another  piece  of  college  preferment  awaited  his  acceptance,  then  of 
for  on  5th  May,  1764,  he  was  prefented  to  the  Redtory  of  Middleton  Cheney,  in  olfney°" 
Northamptonffiire,  to  which  he  was  inftituted  on  7th  May,  his  indudlion  following 
on  the  17th  of  the  month;  but  upon  the  living  of  St.  George’ s-in-the-Eaft  becoming  and  after- 
vacant  fhortly  after,  he  refigned  the  former  and  more  eligible  preferment  on  the  oeor^’s^hi 
9th  July,  in  order  to  re-enter  the  fphere  of  his  former  work.  He  was  prefented  by  ‘he  Eaft, 
the  College  to  St.  George’s,  21ft  July,  1764,  inftituted  31ft  July,  and  indudled 
3rd  Auguft,  the  fame  year.  On  19th  November,  1776,  Dr.  Mayo  was  permitted 
by  the  College  to  hold  the  Redlory  of  St.  James’s  at  Colchefter  together  with  that 
of  St.  George’s,  an  arrangement  which  feems  never  to  have  taken  effedl,  and  in  1799 
was  prefented  to  the  Vicarage  of  Tollefbury,  Eflex,  by  William  Beaumaris  Rufti, 
the  patron,  and  was  inftituted  on  the  3 1 ft  of  May,  but  he  refided,  from  firft  to  laft, 
upon  his  incumbency  in  Middlefex. 

Dr.  Mayo  was  alfo  a Magiftrate  for  Middlefex,  and  took  the  oath  of  qualifica-  andj.p.  for 
tion  at  the  Seffions  Houfe  (prefumably  Hicks’  Hall),  on  Thurfday,  nth  December, 

1783.  He  qualified  in  refpedl  of  his  redlory  of  St.  George’s. 

To  quote  again  from  the  Gentleman  s Magazine,  “ Under  the  defcriptions  of  The 
a citizen,  a Chriftian,  and  a clergyman,  in  all  the  domeftic  and  focial  relations,  his  MagZtnel 
charadler  was  ftridlly  irreproachable  and  highly  meritorious.  His  recftitude,  fteadinefs, 
and  liberality  of  principle,  his  perfect  command  of  temper  and  felf-government,  the 
firmnefs  of  his  attachments  and  opennefs  of  his  manners,  and  above  all  the  extenfive- 

p p 
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nefs  of  his  impartiality  and  economy  of  his  benevolence  are  qualities  which,  it  is 
hoped,  have  not  vainly  (bed  their  luftre  through  a licentious  age.” 

Another  interefting  memoir  of  Dr.  Mayo  was  fent  by  “ A London  Curate,” 
iith  January,  1802,  to  T'he  Orthodox  Churchmans  Maga-zine,  vol.  ii,  pp.  30-32. 
He  writes:  “ Gentlemen,  the  venerable  Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.,  Redlor  of  St.  George’s, 
Middlefex,  died  on  the  5th  inftant,  aged  82  years.  Will  you  permit  one,  who  loved 
him  while  living,  to  embalm  his  memory  in  your  pages  now  that  he  is  dead.  Dr. 
Mayo  was  a native  of  Herefordlhire,  and  was  educated  at  Brafenofe  College, 
Oxford,  which  prefented  him  to  the  living  of  St.  George’s.  Dr.  Mayo  was  a divine 
of  that  clafs  which,  though  it  enjoy  not  all  the  fplendid  celebrity  that  adorns  fome 
others,  perhaps  excels  all  in  real  utility;  that  is  to  fay,  he  was  a a good  ^arifli  priejl. 
He  was  a man  of  great  experience  in  that  particular  branch  of  his  profeflion,  having 
been  for  fome  time  Curate  of  Bow  le  Stratford,  then  ten  years  Curate  of  White- 
chapel, then  ten  years  Curate  of  Spitalfields,  before  he  entered  upon  the  living  of 
St.  George  in  the  Eaft,  where  I think  he  refided  thirty-eight  years.  There  is  no 
church  in  London  where  divine  fervice  is  performed  with  more  rubrical  correctness 
than  in  St.  George’s.  The  afliduity  of  a paftor,  attentive  to  all  the  minutiae  of  pro- 
priety in  the  ufe  of  the  Liturgy,  produced  a correfpondent  regularity  in  his  congrega- 
tion.^ Everything  at  St.  George’s  is  done  htrxry-oviog  xxl  narx  Dr.  Mayo  had 

a peculiar  but  by  no  means  unimpreflive  mode  of  preaching  in  his  earlier  years,  but 
his  labours  were  not  confined  to  the  pulpit  merely.  He  was  the  inftruCtor  of  the 
young  in  the  catechetical  way,  the  reclaimer  of  the  dilTolute,  the  grave  rebuker  of 
the  blafphemer,  the  admonilber  of  thofe  who  had  reached  the  gradation  of  unthink- 
ing levity  in  the  fcale  of  offence,  and  were  tottering  on  the  brink  of  vice.  He  was 
the  comforter  of  the  fick  and  cherifher  of  thofe  who  languiflied  under  the  depreflion 
of  poverty.  He  adminiftered  the  aids  of  religion  to  thofe  who  were  pafling  from 
time  to  eternity,  and  often,  by  the  fide  of  the  grave,  exerted  a vigour  beyond  the 
routine  of  duty , while  he  taught  thofe  who  attended  on  the  interment  of  their  friends 
to  prepare  for  their  latter  end.  He  was  particularly  fond  of  negroes  and  uninftruCted 
men  of  colour,  who,  employed  generally  on  board  of  fhip,  occafionally  refided  in  his 
parifh,  which  is  full  of  fea-faring  people.  I fuppofe  no  clergyman  in  England  ever 
baptifed  fo  many  black  men  and  mulattoes;  nor  did  he  at  any  time  baptife  them 
without  much  previous  preparation  that  the  inward  and  fpiritual  grace  might 
accompany  the  outward  and  vifible  form  of  baptifm.  The  attachment  of  thefe  poor 
people  to  him  was  very  great.  Several  of  them  never  came  into  the  port  of  London, 
without  waiting  upon  him,  by  way  of  teftifying  the  refpeCt  in  which  they  held  him. 


^ Thefe  words  “There  is  . . . congregation,”  are  quoted  in  a letter  to  the  John  Bull  newfpaper, 
figned  A.  W,,  and  dated  “ Brompton,  Feb.  19,  i860,”  at  the  time  of  the  Proteftant  riots,  in  the 
incumbency  of  the  Rev.  Bryan  King,  who  was  Reftor  1842-62. 
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Dr.  Mayo  was  a magiftrate  of  the  county  of  Middlefex,  and  performed  the  fundlions  hu  zeai  as 
of  that  office,  in  his  parochial  relations,  with  great  attention.  The  zealous  care  with  Magiftrate, 
which  he  watched  over  the  charity  fchools  in  his  pariffi  was  very  becoming.  One  of 
them  is  a fchool  of  high  character — Raine’s  Hofpital,  I mean — into  which  young  his  care  of 
girls  are  tranfplanted  out  of  the  ordinary  parochial  fchool,  and  are  taught  all  forts 
of  ufeful  houfehold  work,  and  then,  after  having  lived  five  years  in  fervice,  and 
bringing  teftimonials  of  their  good  behaviour,  they  were  entitled  to  draw  lots  for  a 
marriage  portion  of  one  hundred  pounds,  and  are  married  to  fome  induftrious 
mechanic,  a member  of  the  Church  of  England.  Dr.  Mayo  was  treafurer  of  this 
excellent  foundation.  I faw  him  laft  May-day,  in  the  prefence  of  a numerous  aflem- 
blage  of  the  truftees  and  others,  among  whom  were  both  the  members  of  Parliament, 
deliver  a purfe  of  ,^100  to  one  of  the  young  women  who  had  been  married  by  him 
that  morning.  The  good  old  man  gave  the  new-married  pair  a fuitable  charge  in  a 
moft  affedionate  way.  His  infirmities,  ’tis  true,  impeded  his  fpeech  not  a little,  he 
feemed  to  feel  it  was  the  laft  he  ftiould  make  on  fuch  an  occafion,  but  I aflure  you, 
gentlemen,  that  there  was  an  eloquence  in  his  very  paufes,  and  fomething  fo  touching 
in  the  tears  that  trickled  down  his  cheeks,  that  they  muft  have  had  hearts  of  ftone 
who  could  hear  him  unmoved. 

“ I hope  I ftiall  not  hurt  the  feelings  of  his  family  (a  wife,  two  fons  both  married,  his 
and  two  daughters),  who  furvive  him,  when  I fay  that  never  man  was  happier  in  happinefs, 
all  his  domeftic  relations.  His  children  were  all  provided  for  in  his  lifetime.  He 
was  a faithful  fteward  to  them.  His  ambition  was  to  educate  them  at  his  own  coft 
without  breaking  in  upon  what  was  to  come  to  them.  His  eldeft  fon  is  a moft 
refpeCftable  phyfician  fettled  at  Doncafter,  and  was,  before  he  quitted  London, 
phyfician  to  the  Middlefex  Hofpital.  His  younger  fon  is  well  known  to  the  learned 
world,  Mr.  Charles  Mayo,  the  late  profeflbr  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  tongue  in  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxford,  the  firft  appointed  profeflbr  upon  Dr.  Rawlinfon’s  founda- 
tion. Both  thefe  gentlemen  were  fellows  of  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford 

“ Dr.  Mayo  was  a man  of  true  frugality.  He  was  a contributor  to  moft  public  and  his 
charities,  from  Chrift’s  Hofpital  downwards.  He  has  walked,  leaning  on  my  arm, 
in  the  ftreets  of  London,  to  fave  the  expenfe  of  a coach,  and  given  the  half-crown 
to  the  orphan  fon  of  a clergyman,  when  he  got  home.  He  had  the  management  of 
the  property  of  many  perfons.  A fmile  he  had  of  peculiar  benignity.  He  was  a 
man  of  great  good  humour,  and  often  indulged  in  a fpecies  of  chaftened  pleafantry, 
but  his  delight  was  in  that  fort  of  wit  which  diftinguiftied  fome  great  men  at  the 
beginning  of  the  laft  age — Punning.  Dr.  South  himfelf  was  not  fonder  of  a pun 
than  Dr.  Mayo.  He  was  bleflbd  with  a long  feries  of  years  of  uninterrupted  health. 

Rain  never  ftopped  him.  Dr.  Mayo  was  a Tory  in  politics.  His  religious  principles 
were  truly  orthodox.” 

Some  further  reminifcences  of  Dr.  Mayo,  gathered  from  the  lips  of  his  fon 
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Charles,  are  found  in  the  notes  of  a vifit  paid  to  the  latter  by  John  Mayo  of 
Connaught  Terrace,  London  (fee  ante^  p.  2 1 2),  who  called  upon  him  at  Colefgrove 
on  7 th  Odober,  1841. 

“ He  took  me  to  look  at  his  father’s  portrait,  which  was  in  a diftant  part  of  the 
room  we  were  in.  He  faid  it  was  a beautiful  painting  and  a ftriking  likenefs.  The 
Dodor’s  features  and  expreffion  were  of  that  peculiar  order,  that  it  was  at  the 
painter’s  particular  folicitation  and  without  remuneration  that  the  pidure  was  taken. 
In  confequence  of  the  death  of  the  artift,  the  hands  and  lower  part  of  the  pidure 
were  never  finilhed. 

“ Mr.  Mayo  fpoke  in  the  higheft  terms  of  his  father’s  charader.  He  faid  he 
was  remarkable  for  the  livelinefs  of  his  wit  and  the  courteoufnefs  of  his  demeanour. 
He  kept  upon  the  moft  cordial  and  friendly  terms  with  his  parifhioners,  and  was 
well  known  and  much  refpeded  by  a numerous  body  of  the  citizens  of  London. 
Did  I know  anything  of  the  late  Bilhop  Horne?  His  father  was  of  a fimilar

charader,  a man  confcious  of  the  refponfibilities  of  a Minifter  of  the  Gofpel,  of  found 
religious  temperament,  but  playful  in  his  wit,  and  always  a lively  companion.  . . . 

“ The  Dodor  was  never  fond  of  the  feclufion  of  the  country,  or  of  being  abfent 
from  the  fcene  of  his  paftoral  labours,  or  from  daily  intercourfe  with  his  parilhioners. 
He,  Mr.  Mayo,  remembered  accompanying  him  and  his  churchwardens  in  a circuit 
of  the  parilh.  The  Government  of  that  day  had  inftituted  an  enquiry  through  the 
clergy  and  parirti  officers  as  to  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics  refident  in  London. 
The  Churchwarden,  taking  the  lead,  aflailed  the  door  of  a female  houfekeeper  with 
a loud  rap  and  a hafty  enquiry,  ‘How  many  Papifts  have  you  got  in  your  houfe?’ 
which  was  anfwered  by  a look  of  alarm  and  furprife — when  his  Father  interpofed 
and  faid  in  his  peculiarly  mild  and  taking  manner,  ‘ Good  woman,  don’t  be  alarmed, 
we  have  only  called  to  afcertain  if  among  the  refidents  in  your  houfe  there  are  any 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  perfuafion.’  Mr.  Mayo  by  this  anecdote  intended  to  ffiew 
. . . how  much  his  Father  excelled  and  fucceeded  by  his  pleafing  and  courteous 
addrefs.  To  illuftrate  further  his  Father’s  charader  and  manners  he  told  me  the 
following  ftory.  The  Dodor  had  been  preacher  for  many  years  at  Wheeler  chapel, 
Spitalfields.^  One  of  his  moft  conftant  hearers  was  a ‘baker,  a fine  handfome  man, 


* “In  1693  the  Rev.  Sir  George  Wheler  [Knt.],  a wealthy  landowner  of  the  neighbourhood,  built 
a wooden  Chapel  for  the  ufe  of  his  tenants,  who  found  it  too  far  to  go  to  their  Parilh  Church 
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who  after  the  fafhion  of  the  day  had  his  hair  drefled  and  powdered,  but  who  was 
contented  to  occupy  a feat  in  the  aifle,  and  thus  avoid  any  payment  for  the  fupport 
of  the  chapel  or  the  preacher.  It  became  neceflary,  after  a courfe  of  years,  to  appeal 
to  the  congregation  for  contributions  towards  the  expenfes  of  certain  repairs  which 
the  chapel  was  to  undergo.  The  baker  was  not  expeded  to  be  otherwife  than  deaf 
to  pulpit  oratory  on  this  fubjedt,  and  there  feemed  a difficulty  how  to  get  at  his 
pockets,  he  being  unconfcious  of  any  obligation  on  his  part  to  become  a contributor* 
Dr.  Mayo  called  upon  him  and  urged  his  claim  by  an  appeal  to  his  fenfe  of  juftice 
which  his  avaricious  mind  could  not  withftand.  ‘What  would  you  think  of  a perfon 
who  fhould  find  an  opportunity  to  flip  his  difli  into  your  oven,  and  get  his  joint 
baked  without  paying  for  it?  ’ ” 

A letter  of  Dr.  Mayo’s,  addrelTed  to  his  coufin,  John  Mayo  of  Bath  (fee  antey 
pp.  183-187),  at  the  time  of  the  Gordon  Proteftant  Riots  in  1780,  has  been 
preferved,  and  is  here  quoted: 

Dear  Cozen, 

Your  account  of  the  outrages  committed  by  the  mob  at  Bath  is  indeed  fliocking — but 
lefs  alarming  than  what  I was  an  Eye-witnefs  of  here — the  Prifoners  liberated  from  their  con- 
finement, the  Bank  attempted  to  be  deftroy’d,  which  would  have  been  efFedted  had  the  firft 
attack  been  there  inftead  of  that  upon  New-Gate  and  other  Prifons,  but  it  was  providentially 
order’d  otherwife — a fufficient  Guard  to  prevent  it  came  juft  in  time  and  difperPd  the  Rioters, 
who  now  feem  to  be  entirely  defeated  in  their  Hellifh  Plot.  Difcoveries  of  the  ring-leaders  are 
hourly  made  and  moft  of  the  felons  are  retaken.  God  be  praif ’d  for  his  great  mercy  difplay’d 
in  our  wonderful  deliverance  from  a Tyranny  as  bad  as  Popifti.  My  houfe  was  mark’d  out 
for  deftrudlion  becaufe  I did  not  fign  the  petition  of  the  Proteftant  Aflbciation — a Guard  from 
the  Tower  fav’d  me.  Mr.  Langdale’s  and  the  Linen  Draper  adjoining,  with  many  buildings 
backwards,  are  burnt  down.  Mr.  Fiflier  efcap’d.  There  were  feven  great  Fires  at  one  time, 
which  at  night  illuminated  the  whole  Hemifphere,  and  had  the  appearance  of  feveral  evomitions 
from  diftant  volcanos,  threatening  a general  conflagration.  By  your  filence  I am  willing  to 
hope  neither  yourfelf  nor  Mr.  Chapman  or  any  particular  friends  have  fuffer’d  lofs  by  violence 
or  fire — many  here  have,  who  were  not  markt  out  as  objects  fit  for  deftrudlion.  I congratu- 
late you  and  friends  upon  their  efcape  from  fury,  which  feems  to  be  a temporary  frenzy.  Few, 
I believe,  underftand  the  true  caufe  of  the  uproar  in  our  city;  the  effedls  may  tend  to  unite  us 
againft  the  common  enemies  of  our  King  and  country,  and  good  may  come  out  of  evil ! Pray 
God  it  may ! 

Your  coufin  joins  in  love,  fervice  and  good  wifties  to  yourfelf  and  After.  My  compliments 
to  Mr.  Chapman.

In  1756  the  Chapel,  being  much  decayed,  was  taken  down,  and  the  prefent  building, 
familiar  to  us  as  St.  Mary’s  Church,  in  Church  Paflage,  was  eredted  in  its  place.” — Short  Hijlory  oj 
Spitalfieldsy  by  J.  H.  Scott,  p.  6. 
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N.B,  Don’t  quote  me  for  anything  herein  contain’d.  Your  Letter  did  not  come  to  me  till 
a day  after  the  poll:  arriv’d,  it  being  carried  to  a DilTenting  Minifter’  of  my  name,  for  want 
of  a particular  dire£lion,  viz.,  Redlor  of,  etc. 

P.S.  Glorious  news  this  inftant  arriv’d  of  Charles  Town,  with  7,000  furrendering  and  con- 
feq’tly  the  whole  Province  of  South-Carolina,  which  will  probably  put  an  end  to  the  Rebellion 
in  that  of  the  World. 

Dr.  Mayo  died  at  Chefhunt,  Herts,  5th  January,  and  was  buried  at  St.  George’s, 
13th  January,  1802. 

His  grave  is  now  unmarked  by  any  monument,  but  the  following  lines  are  found 
on  an  old  fampler,  the  handiwork  of  his  granddaughter,  Jane-Catherine  Mayo:

His  will  runs  as  follows: 

I Herbert  Mayo,  Re6lor  of  Saint  George,  Middlefex,  being 
of  found  mind,  thanks  be  to  God  for  it,  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  laft  Will  and  Teftament 
in  writing,  manner  and  purport  following.  Firft,  I commit  my  foul  to  Almighty  God,  in 
humble  hopes  of  His  mercy  through  Jefus  Chrift,  my  only  Saviour  and  Redeemer.  With 
regard  to  my  worldly  pofleflions  I give  and  leave  them  to  the  abfolute  difpofal  of  my  dear  wife, 
Mary  Mayo,  whom  I appoint  my  foie  Executrix  of  this  my  Will  and  Teftament,  dated  this 
1 6th  day  of  February  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1797.

^ Henry  Mayo,  of  Wellclofe  Square,  London,  a well-known  Diffenting  Minifter,  called  by 
Dr.  Johnfon  the  “Literary  Anvil,”  was  born,  probably  in  Plymouth,  in  1733,  and  was  of  that  place 
in  1756;  Pallor  at  Nightingale  Lane,  Wapping,  30th  November,  1762;  LL.D.,  Coll.  Mar.,  Aberdeen, 
1 6th  January,  1772.  He  died  4th  April,  1793,  aged  60,  and  was  buried  in  Bunhill  Fields.  Will  dated 
13th  May,  1791,  proved  8th  April,  1793  (213  Dodwell,  P.C.C.).  He  married  firft,  in  1764,  Jane, 
daughter  of  . . . Marder,  and  widow  of  . . . Martin,  a Weft  India  merchant.  Her  family  lived  at 
Dorchefter  and  Weymouth.  She  died  in  1766.  Adihon  granted  to  her  daughter  19th  April,  1796, 
P.C.C.  By  her  he  had  one  child,  Jane-Marder  Mayo,  born  1766,  died  at  Wells,  Somerfet,  9th  May, 
1816,  aged  50.  She  was  married  12th  Auguft,  1789,  to  Captain  James  Craigie,  who  died  in  1798. 

Dr.  Henry  Mayo  married,  fecondly.  Dame  Elizabeth  Belfour,  who  died  Ihortly  before  1771.  By 
her  he  had  two  daughters: 

a.  Elizabeth-Belfour  Mayo,  born  1768,  died  6th  January,  1830,  at  Bath,  and  buried  at  Wells. 
Married  at  St.  James’s,  Weftminfter,  8th  Odlober,  1787,  to  Adam  Plowman,  of  St.  Marylebone  Street. 
He  was  of  Wells  at  the  time  of  his  wife’s  death.  They  had  one  only  fon. 

b.  Rebecca-Holmes  Mayo,  born  1769,  died  loth  May,  1791,  the  fecond  wife  of  Captain  James 
Craigie,  by  whom  Ihe  had  an  only  child,  Rebecca,  born  i6th  April,  1791,  at  Wellclofe  Square, 
married  to  John  Gunn,  Congregational  minifter  at  Chard,  Somerfet. 
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On  4th  February,  1 802,  Charles  Mayo,  of  Chefhunt,  clerk,  appeared  and  teftified 
to  his  father’s  handwriting,  and  probate  was  granted,  6th  February,  to  his  will,  he 
being  late  Redlor  of  St.  George,  Middlefex,  “but  at  Chelhunt  in  the  county  of 
Hertford,  deceafed.”  (126  Kenyon,  P.C.C.) 

His  portrait  was  painted  by  a prominent  artift  of  the  day,  Lemuel-Francis 
Abbott,  of  Caroline  Street,  Bloomlbury,  and  engraved  by  Charles  Picart,  and 
publifhed  by  the  latter  at  No.  26,  Caftle  St.  Eaft,  Oxford  St.,  2nd  May,  1803,  and 
is  an  excellent  likenefs.  Of  this  painter  ^ it  is  faid  that  “ The  heads  of  his  male 
portraits  were  perfedl  in  their  likenefles,  particularly  thofe  which  he  painted  from 
the  naval  heroes  of  his  time.  His  portrait  of  the  poet  Cowper  is  well  known,  and 
the  beft  likenefs  of  Lord  Nelfon  is  from  his  hand.” 

Dr.  Mayo  married  Mary,  daughter  and  eventually  foie  heirefs  of  George 
Coldham  of  St.  Paul’s,  Covent  Garden,  Surgeon  Extraordinary  to  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Shaw,  Baronet, 
of  Eltham  and  Chefhunt,^  by  his  fecond  wife,  Sarah,  daughter  and 
co-heirefs  of  William  Paggen,  of  London.  The  marriage  is  thus 
announced  in  Jacklbn’s  Oxford  Journal  of  19th  January,  1765: 

“On  Tuefday  was  married  the  Rev.  Dr.  Herbert  Mayo,  late  Fellow 
of  Brafenofe  College,  to  Mifs  Coldham,  daughter  of  Mr.  Coldham, 
an  eminent  Surgeon  in  London.”  A memorandum  communicated 
by  the  late  Charles-Erlkine  Mayo,  ftates  that  “ The  Revd.  Herbert  coldham. 
Mayo,  D.D.,  Re6tor  of  St.  George,  Middx,  Br.,  an  Inhabitant  of  St.  Clement 
Danes,  and  Mary  Coldham,  of  St.  Paul’s,  Covent  Garden,  Spr.,  were  married  by 
Licence  in  the  parilh  church  of  St.  Clement  Danes  on  the  15th  of  January,  1765.” 
His  marriage  fettlement  was  figned  on  the  previous  day.  Truftees,  Paggen  Shaw, 
of  Tottenham  High  Crofs,  Efq.,  John  Gwilt,  of  Chelhunt,  Efq.,  and  Mary  Shaw, 
of  St.  Mary-le-Strand,  fpinfter.  In  1815  Charles  Gwilt  was  the  only  furviving 
truftee.  The  marriage  is  alfo  regiftered  in  the  College  of  Arms,  and  a pedigree  of 
his  defendants,  fliowing  their  connexion  with  the  Shaw  family,  is  contained  in 
Berry’s  Pedigrees  of  Her  ford/hire  Families,  p.  48.  The  arms  of  Coldham  are.  Azure, 
a mullet  argent,  voided  gules.®  Creft,  a griffin’s  head  erafed,  pierced  with  an  arrow. 
For  fome  account  of  this  family  fee  the  eleventh  chapter  of  this  book.  Genealogies 
of  Shaw  and  Paggen  will  be  found  at  the  clofe  of  the  prefent  chapter. 

^ This  painter,  being  of  a penurious  difpofition,  employed  no  alTiftant,  and  was  overwhelmed  with 
work  which  he  could  not  execute.

Letter  of  Rev.  James  Mayo,  fenr.,  Caine,  to  his  fon  John  in  Bath,  20th  December,  1776. 

’ The  arms  of  Mayo  impaling  Coldham  are  engraved  on  a filver  cake-balket,  hall-marked  |L  for 
1766,  and  on  two  filver  candlefticks,  in  the  pofieflion  of  Mr.  T.  Leman. 
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Mary  Mayo  outlived  her  hufband  for  many  years,  and  dying  at  Chelhunt,  9th 
February,  1824,  aged  91,  was  buried  at  St.  George’s  i8th  of  the  fame  month.  In 
her  will,  dated  20th  September,  1815,  and  proved  22nd  March,  1824,  by  her 
daughters,  in  the  Confiftory  Court  of  London,  Ihe  fays:  “ It  is  my  defire  that  my 
coffin  may  be  placed  as  near  as  poffible  to  my  deareft  hulband.”  ^ No  monument  is 
now  extant  marking  her  grave.  Her  portrait,  an  oil  painting,  as  well  as  that  of 
Dr.  Mayo,  is  in  the  polTeflion  of  Mr.  T.  Leman,  who  alfo  has  a fmall ’miniature  of 
Dr.  Mayo  as  a young  man,  and  two  others  reprefenting  him  in  his  old  age. 

The  following  letter  was  written  by  William  Shaw,  of  Chelhunt,  Herts.,  and 
Inglewood,  Berks.,  to  his  niece,  Mary  Coldham,  fhortly  before  her  marriage: 

Dear  Coley, 

I am  now  taking  my  leaveiof  this  Name,  and  hope  to  addrefs  you  in  my  next  by 
another  denomination,  for  I cannot  imagine  the  time  will  be  long  before  the  conclufion  of  your 
Virgin  ftate,  and  hope  you  will  meet  with  a fuitable  reward  for  your  faithfulnefs  and  con- 
ftancy.  If  you  can  find  a freind  that  is  a fincerer  and  greater  Well-Wifher  for  your  happinefs 
than  my  felf,  I will  give  you  leave  to  blot  me  out  of  that  number. 

I fuppofe  you  will  finifti  the  Old  or  begin  the  New  with  the  celebration  of  your  nuptials; 
if  it  is  not  too  great  a fecrett  I fhall  be  glad  to  know  the  day,  as  my  felf  and  freinds  here  ftiall 
fhow  a particular  regard  to  it.  I am  thoroughly  perfuaded  the  Dodlor  will  think  there  has 
been  long  time  loft,  as  he  has  been  fo  long  depriv’d  of  a Sincere  Friend  and  a Virtuous  Wife. 
You  are  now  ent’ring  into  a ftate  that  is  to  determine  your  future  happinefs,  and  I cant  doubt 
of  your  fuitable  behaviour  in  it,  as  you  have  a found  judgment,  and  good  fenfe  to  diredl  you ; 
but  you,  as  well  as  all  that  enter  into  it,  muft  expecSf  to  meett  with  fome  rubs  in  their  way,  but 
I dont  doubt  but  you  will  have  a companion  that  will  alleviate  your  burthen,  and  make  it  as 
light  as  he  can,  and  endeavour  to  take  off  the  weight  from  your  ftioulders,  by  bearing  a fhare  of 
it  upon  his  own.  I defire  my  Comp^*  to  him,  and  let  him  know  that  my  good  wifhes  for 
both  reach  as  far  as  his  defires,  with  the  utmoft  ftretch,  can  extend  to.  I fhould  have  wrote  to 
you  before,  but  cou’d  not  get  a frank  fooner,  and  was  unwilling  to  put  you  to  the  charge  of  a 
letter  that  is  allmoft  a repetition  of  what  I have  mention’d  on  this  occafion  before. 

We  are  impatient  to  hear  how  my  fifter  does;  not  having  heard  from  your  family  a long 
time  gives  us  hopes  that  fhe  is  better;  I defire  my  Love  to  her,  and  let  [her]  know,  if  I had 

She  alfo  bequeaths  the  following  fpecific  legacies:  To  my  dear  daughter,  Rebecca-Mary-Ann 
Mayo,  my  watch  chafed  cafe  and  my  large  feal;  alfo  the  diamond  ring  left  me  by  my  good  friend 
Mr.  Duefpe.  To  my  dear  daughter,  Jane-Gertrude  Mayo,  flock  as  a fmall  return  for  her  very 
kind  attention  to  me  in  flcknefs  and  in  health,  alfo  my  diamond  ring  which  Mrs.  Hughes  gave  me, 
and  the  fmall  fllver  waiter  which  was  Mrs.  Pearly’s;  alfo  my  fmall  cabinet  with  what  is  contained 
therein.  To  Mrs.  Dean  my  black  fllk  gown,  and  my  tea-cups  and  faucers,  tea-pot,  coffee-pot  and  milk 
jug — thofe,  I mean,  which  I brought  from  dear  St.  George’s.  To  my  two  dear  granddaughters,  Mary- 
Ann  and  Jane  Mayo,  the  Urn  rings  which  I had  for  my  dear  mother,  and  ^\o  each  for  mourning. 
To  my  grandfon,  Herbert  Mayo,  the  Five  Guinea  piece.  To  Herbert  Mayo,  fon  of  my  late  nephew, 
Charles  Mayo,  my  late  dear  Hufband’s  watch.  Alfo  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mayo  my  Etui  with  the  gold 
knife,  etc.,  therein.  To  my  kind  friend,  Mrs.  Landon,  a ring  made  as  Mr.  Waring’s,  with  the  initials 
of  my  name.  Alfo  rings  to  Mrs.  Seranche,  Mrs.  Philipps  and  my  two  friends,  Mrs.  Delamares. 
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been  capable  of  undertaking  fuch  a journey,  I would  have  feen  her,  for  I have  her  Welfare  very 
much  at  heart. 

As  you  have  at  this  time  fo  much  bufinefs  of  great  Confequence  on  your  hands,  it  is 
allmoft  cruell  to  rob  you  of  your  time  that  is  better  employ’d  than  thrumming  over  an  old 
man’s  Letter,  but  I was  unwilling  to  omit  an  oportunity  of  teftifying  my  regard  for  you,  and  to 
aflure  you  that  I lhall  ever  efteem  you,  tho’  far  lefs  than  your  deferts,  being

I dont  know  how  my  correfpondence  ftands  with  regard  to  my  dear  little  Nancy';  if  I am  in 
her  debt,  I alk  her  pardon  for  it,  but  if  upon  recollection  Ihe  finds  herfelf  deficient,  I hope  Ihe 
will  fpeedily  correCt  the  error. 

Dr.  Herbert  Mayo  had  iflue  two  fbns  and  two  daughters:  I.  Paggen- Willi  am 
Mayo.  II.  Charles  Mayo.  III.  Rebecca-Mary-Anne  Mayo.  IV.  Jane- 
Gertrude  Mayo.  It  will  be  convenient  to  poftpone  the  career  of  the  elder  fon  for 
confideration  after  the  other  children. 

II.  Charles  Mayo,  the  fecond  fon  of  Herbert  Mayo  and  Mary,  nee  Coldham, 
was  born  24th  March,  and  baptifed  at  St.  George’s  i6th  April,  1767,  aged  24 
days.  He  was  admitted  to  Merchant  Taylors’  School  in  1776,  and  from  thence 
elected  Scholar  or  Probationary  Fellow  of  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford,  on  St.  Bar- 
nabas’ Day,  1785.  His  contemporary  at  that  election  was  Thomas  Birch,  after- 
wards Dean  of  Battle,  “ and  another  vacancy  happening  fhortly  after,  it  was  filled 
up  with  Portal  at  a poft-eleCtion.”^  (H.  B.  Wilfon’s  Hiflory  of  Merchant  ’Baylors' 
School,  1812,  p.  51 1.)  Charles  Mayo  matriculated  28th  June,  1785,  aged  18, 
became  Fellow  in  1788,  and  graduated  B.A.  22nd  April,  1789,  M.A.  14th 
January,  1793,  and  B.D.  21ft  June,  1796.  This  period  of  his  life  was  fpent  at 
Oxford. 

In  1795  Charles  Mayo  was  eleCted  by  the  Univerfity  ProfefTor  of  Anglo-Saxon 
on  the  foundation  of  Dr.  Rawlinfon,  being  the  firft  to  hold  that  office,  which  he 
occupied  for  the  allotted  fpace  of  five  years.  Mr.  Daniel  Prince’s®  letter,  i8th 
March,  1795,  quoted  in  Nichols’  Literary  Anecdotes  of  the  Eighteenth  Century, 
vol.  iii.,  p.  708,  ftates:  “ The  candidates  for  the  Saxon  Profeflbrfhip  are  Dr.  Finch

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and  [Chas.]  Mayo,  both  fellows  of  St.  John’s.”  His  inaugural  ledlure  was  an- 
nounced for  loth  November,  1796,  at  noon.  Dr.  Samuel  Parr  is  quoted  at  p.  85 
of  Wordfworth’s  Social  Life  at  the  Englijh  Univerfties  in  the  Eighteenth  Century  as 
defcribing  the  lectures  of  profeflbrs  at  Oxford,  and  as  ftating  that  “ The  ledlures  of 
the  Saxon  Profeflbr  [Charles  Mayo]  were  much  applauded.”  Wilfon,  already  cited, 
tells  us,  p.  1144:  “Not  that  the  fcholars,  who  have  diftinguirtied  themfelves  in 
the  prefent  reign,  have  confined  themfelves  to  the  cultivation  of  claflical  literature. 
Several  of  them,  attracted  by  the  copioufnefs  and  energy  of  the  Saxon  language, 
have  directed  their  attention  to  that  grand  fource  of  the  Englifh  tongue.  Among 
whom  Charles  Mayo,  the  firfl:  Profeflbr  of  Anglo-Saxon  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Oxford,  on  the  foundation  of  Dr.  Rawlinfon,  Hands  pre-eminent  by  every  fuffrage 
but  that  of  his  own  modefty.” 

Charles  Mayo  entered  Holy  Orders,  being  ordained  Deacon  30th  May,  1790, 
and  Prieft  19th  June,  1791,  by  Edward  Smallwell,  Bifhop  of  Oxford,  in  Chrifl: 
Church  Cathedral,  and  was  for  fome  time  Curate  of  Handborough  in  Oxfordfliire, 
during  the  incumbency  of  Dr.  Michael  Marlow,  Prefident  of  St,  John’s.  He  was 
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King’s  Preacher  at  Whitehall,  from  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  4th  Augufl:,  1799, 
and  3rd  Auguft,  1800.  He  was  fubfequently  Morning  Lecflurer  at  the  old  chapel 
of  St.  Michael,  Highgate,  which  pofition  he  held  for  thirty  years,  until  the  chapel 
was  taken  down  in  1833.  appears  that  he  fucceeded  Dr.  Saunders  in  this  poft  at 
Chriftmas,  1810,  and  ceafed  to  hold  it  on  5th  November,  1832,  but  was  probably 
alTiftant  to  his  predeceflbr  for  fome  time  before  his  formal  appointment. 

John  Mayo,  of  Bath  (fee  ante^  p.  186),  mentions  in  his  Diary  under  i8th  June, 
1815:  “Went  to  Highgate  Chapel.  Service  performed  very  properly  by  a Dr. 
Bennett  and  the  Revd.  Charles  Mayo.  The  Earl  of  Buckinghamfliire  and  his  lady 
there,  and  the  chapel  well  attended  by  the  refpedlable  inhabitants.”^ 

The  late  Vicar  of  St.  Michael’s,  the  Rev.  Daniel  Trinder,  wrote  on  15th  No- 
vember, 1880:  “He  was  a man  of  mark,  who  rendered  excellent  fervice  to  this 
parifh,  out  of  pure  love,  I believe,  for  he  was  not  incumbent  of  the  old  chapel,  nor 

The  Diary  adds:  “Returning  from  chapel  were  invited  by  Mr.  Poland,  a great  furrier,  to  fee 
his  houfe  and  gardens;  the  former  is  capital  and  well  furnilhed,  and  contains  many  valuable  paintings, 
books,  etc.;  the  latter  are  extenfive,  and  fo  divided  as  to  contain  an  immenfe  number  of  fruit-trees, 
moft  of  which,  particularly  the  peaches  and  nedtarines,  were  hung  with  fuch  a crop  as  I never  before 
witnelfed;  bulhells  ought  to  have  been  gathered  to  thin  them  to  a proper  crop.  Mr.  Poland  was  very 
polite  and  hofpitable.  Mr.  Aybut  alfo  invited  us  in,  which,  as  we  were  to  dine  early,  we  did  not 
accept.  He  is  a refiner,  and  keeps  his  carriage,  etc.” 
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the  officially  appointed  preacher,  as  I underftand,  but  a voluntary  curate.”  Charles 
Mayo  did  not  refide  in  Highgate,  and  in  the  regifter  there  his  name  only  occurs  in 
reference  to  a baptifm  on  9th  June,  1816,  and  a burial  on  31ft  July  in  the  fame 
year.  The  diftridl  of  St.  Michael’s  was  formed  out  of  the  pariffies  of  Hornfey  and 
St.  Pancras  by  Order  in  Council,  ift  Auguft,  1832,  and  the  prefent  church  eredled, 
to  which  he  gave  the  eaft  window.* 

He  was  elefted  a Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  14th  December,  1820, 
and  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  ift  March,  1827,  and  was  a Governor  of 
Cholmeley  School  in  Highgate  from  27th  July,  1837,  until  his  refignation  on 
loth  November,  1847.  He  was  alfo  for  many  years  an  examiner  at  Merchant 
Taylors’  School. 

^ A drawing  of  this  window,  made  at  the  time  of  its  erection,  and  now  in  the  poffeffion  of  Mr.  T. 
Leman,  is  infcribed;  “A  drawing  of  an  Oriel  Window  in  Highgate  Church,  prefented  in  1832  by  the 
Rev'*  C.  Mayo,  B.D.,  upwards  of  32  years  morning  Lefturer  at  the  late  Chapel  in  Highgate. 

“The  three  centre  pannels  are  of  ftained  glafs  of  the  14th  [_/?c]  Century,  the  fubjedls  from  Albert 
Durer.  They  were  part  of  a Window  taken  during  the  French  Revolution  of  1788  from  a Church  at 
Cologne.  Having  been  ultimately  conligned  to  a merchant  in  London  for  fale,  they  were  purchafed 
by  the  Rev"*  C.  Mayo  for  this  Window.” 

The  entire  window  confifted  of  five  lights,  the  three  in  the  centre  containing  the  ftained  glafs, 
while  in  each  of  the  two  outer  lights  were  three  coats  of  arms,  with  a mitre  in  the  tracery.  The 
upper  third  of  the  three  central  lights  contained  the  “ Refurreftion,”  and  below  this  three  canopies. 
Under  the  middle  canopy  was  the  “Piety,”  with  the  “Agony  in  the  Garden”  beneath  it,  and  under 
each  of  the  outer  canopies  were  placed  groups  of  five  figures  (three  ftanding  and  two  kneeling),  which 
feemed  part  of  one  defign,  with  which  the  central  light  had  no  concern.  Thefe  two  lights  had  alfo 
fmall  groups  of  angels,  and  figures  in  the  clouds,  one  indiftinft,  the  other  being  the  Virgin  and 
Child. 

On  the  lengthening  of  the  chancel  in  1880  this  ftained  glafs  was  removed  from  its  former  pofition 
and  made  into  three  fmaller  windows,  two  of  which,  reprefenting  the  “Adoration  of  the  Magi”  and 
the  “ Refurreftion,”  are  now  at  the  eaft  end  of  the  north  and  fouth  chancel  aifles,  and  the  third,  which 
is  placed  in  the  fouth  wall  of  the  latter  aifle,  difplays  the  “ Entombment,”  the  “ Agony  in  the  Garden,” 
the  “ Inftitution  of  the  B.  Sacrament,”  and  “ Our  Lord’s  Baptifm.”  MelTrs.  Clayton  and  Bell’s  bill  for 
rearranging  this  glafs  amounted  to  ,^55.  The  church  was  confecrated  29th  January,  1881,  on  the 
completion  of  the  reftoration.  Mr.  J.  H.  Lloyd,  in  his  Hijiory  . . . of  Highgate,  1888,  p.  153,  mentions 
in  regard  to  this  window  that  “Mr.  Gillman  (the  kind-hearted  and  judicious  friend  with  whom 
Coleridge  refided)  ftated,  but  with  doubtful  authority,  that  the  defign  was  by  Albert  Durer,  and  that 
the  arms  difplayed  in  the  top  compartments  were  thofe  of  the  Cromwell  family,  removed  from  their 
old  manor  houfe  at  Chelhunt.”  There  may  be  fome  confufion  here  between  Pengelly  Houfe  and 
Chefhunt  Great  Houfe.  There  are  no  arms  in  the  remodelled  windows.  The  glafs  is  alluded  to  in 
John  Mayo’s  notes  on  a fubfequent  page.  F.  Prickett,  in  his  Hijiory  and  Antiquities  of  Highgate,  1842, 
p.  80,  fays  that  St.  Michael’s  church  “ has  a ftained  glafs  window,  reprefenting  our  Saviour  and  the 
Twelve  Apoftles,  the  gift  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Mayo,  many  years  the  refpe6led  preacher  of  the  old 
chapel.”  J.  G.  Nichols,  in  the  Gentleman' s Magazine  for  1834,  Part  I,  p.  384,  ftates  that  “feveral 
coats  of  arms,  which  were  in  the  windows  of  the  old  chapel,  are  now  worked  into  the  border  of  the 
eaft  window  of  the  new  church,  the  greater  part  of  which  confifts  of  glafs  brought  from  the 
Continent.” 
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Charles  Mayo  refided  during  the  greater  part  of  his  life  at  Colefgrove,  Chelhunt, 
Herts,  being  prefumptive  heir  in  reverfion  under  the  will  of  William  Shaw,  junior, 
his  mother’s  coufin,  to  an  eftate  in  Chefhunt  parilh,  comprifing  the  manors  of 
Andrewes  and  Le  Mote,  with  the  old  manor-houfe  called  Chefhunt  Great  Houfe, 
formerly  in  the  pofleffion  of  Cardinal  Wolfey.  He  fucceeded  to  this  eftate  on  the 
death  of  Anne  Shaw  in  February,  1826,  having  been  previoufly  leflee  of  the  houfe 
and  manors.  A defcription  of  Chefhunt  Great  Houfe,  and  a fketch  of  the  hiftory 
of  the  manors,  will  be  given  in  an  Appendix  to  this  work. 

H is  coufin,  John  Mayo,  of  Connaught  Terrace,  London,  who  vifited  Colefgrove 
in  1841,  has  left  on  record  fome  recolledlions  of  his  interview  with  Charles  Mayo. 

“ He  fpoke  of  his  pedeftrian  habits.  It  had  been  his  cuftom,  when  from  home 
with  Mrs.  Mayo,  to  walk  on  before,  perhaps  for  ten  miles  or  more,  till  overtaken 
by  the  carriage.  A few  years  ago  he  was  travelling  in  Yorkfhire.  Mrs.  Mayo  had 
made  him  a garment  of  filk  lined  with  flannel  that  would  be  light  and  yet  warm, 
which  he  ufed  to  wear  under  his  coat.  In  this  drefs  he  took  his  walks,  and  was 
often  furprifed  at  the  courtefy  and  bows  made  to  him  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  as 
they  pafled  him  in  their  carriages;  he  had  conftantly  to  be  taking  off  his  hat.  He 
could  not  account  for  all  thefe  attentions  till  he  difcovered  that  his  new  garment 
had  fomewhat  the  appearance  of  a fhort  cafTock,  and  made  him  look  like  a dignitary 
of  the  Church.  . . . Speaking  of  his  vifits  to  the  City,  he  faid  that  he  had  many 
old  acquaintances  that  he  occafionally  called  upon.  He  liked  the  omnibufes  very 
much,  the  lateral  motion  was  agreeable  to  him.^  He  told  me  that  he  had  ferved  a 
Chapel  at  Highgate  upwards  of  forty  [?  thirty]  years — that  he  had  gone  through 
all  weathers,  and  frequently  walked  a confiderable  part  of  the  way.^  He  thought  it

^ The  following  entries  in  John  Mayo’s  Diary  defcribe  Highgate  and  its  neighbourhood  in  1815  : 
June  9.  “The  view  from  Mr.  Fennell’s  [Hornfey  Lane]  very  delightful,  the  fheep  and  the  hay- 
makers pretty  objefts.  In  our  march  yefterday  [fee  ante,  pp.  185-6,  footnote]  faw  at  leaft  100 
haymakers  in  one  field,  chiefly  men.  . . . Heard  the  bells  in  London  firing  this  morning,  and 
concluded  we  ftiould  hear  good  news.  . . . 40  fli.  p.  acre  for  haymaking  at  this  place,  which  appeared 
to  us  very  high.” 

June  12.  “Mr.  Coutts,  the  banker,  lately  married  to  Mifs  Mellon  [Harriet,  daughter  of  Mr. 
Matthew  Mellon,  afterwards  Duchefs  of  St.  Alban’s]  refides  at  Highgate,  where  he  has  lately 
expended  a large  sum.  Is  vifited  by  the  Prince  Regent  and  other  branches  of  the  Royal  Family.” 

June  15.  “Walked  [from  Hornfey  Lane]  to  Highgate,  and  from  thence  to  Hampftead,  palling 
Lord  Southampton’s,  Lord  Mansfield’s,  Lord  Erlkine’s  manfions,  and  feveral  other  pleafant  villas.  The 
view  all  the  way  extenfive  and  beautiful.  Harrow  on  the  Hill  and  Barnet  prominent  objefts.  Returned 
through  the  fields  oppofite  Caen  Wood,  where,  befides  numerous  haymakers,  was  a machine,  drawn 
by  one  horfe,  for  fcattering  the  hay  about,  which  it  did  very  well  and  expeditioufly.  . . . Provifions 
in  general  dear  at  Highgate,  particularly  meat  and  butter  and  filh.  Shoulder  of  veal  u.  per  lb.  Lamb 
from  I3</.  to  I5</.,  and  roaft  beef  is.  Stakes  I4<j'.”  “Turbot,  13  lbs  for  12s.” 

June  16.  “Took  a moft  delightful  walk  by  Crouch  End  to  Mufwell  Hill,  from  whence  the  views 
are  very  extenfive,  and  then  returned  through  Highgate,  by  South  Wood,  etc.  Many  pleafant  villas 
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right,  as  years  had  increafed  upon  him,  to  refign  his  duties  there  upon  the  building 
of  the  new  church.  The  painted  window  over  the  Communion  table  was  prefented 
by  him.  I underftood  him  to  fay  that  the  glafs  had  been  removed  from  the  old 
hall.  . . . He  had  pafled  lixteen  years  at  St.  John’s — was  in  the  latter  part  of  his 
time  Profeffor  of  Anglo-Saxon.  He  faid  he  approved  of  the  efforts  of  the  day  to 
induce  a total  abftinence  from  intoxicating  drinks,  and  thought  it  right  to  give  his 
countenance  to  a Temperance  Aflbciation  in  his  village.  He  gave  me  an  account 
of  a late  Feftival  the  Tee  Totalifts  had  held  by  his  permiffion  at  the  Great  Houfe. 

. . . He  had  not  ligned  a pledge  of  total  abftinence  himfelf,  but  it  would  be  no 
facrifice  on  his  part  to  do  fo,  for  he  had  never  accuftomed  himfelf  to  any  beverages 
but  water  and  milk.” 

Charles  Mayo  died  without  iflue  at  Colefgrove  loth  December,  1858,  aged  91,  and  dies  in 
and  was  buried  in  Chefliunt  Churchyard.  A fhort  reference  to  his  career  occurs  in 
the  Annual  Regijier  for  that  year.  His  will,  dated  3rd  January,  1856,  with  a 
codicil  of  4th  September,  1857,  was  proved  in  the  Principal  Probate  Regiftry 
13th  January,  1859  (No.  36),  by  the  executors,  Charles-Erlkine  Mayo  and  Stacey 
Grimaldi.  His  portrait  in  oils,  as  a youth,  alfo  a miniature  on  ivory,  and  other 
miniatures  of  himfelf  and  his  wife  of  later  date,  and  water-colour  portraits  of  the 
fame  at  a more  advanced  age,  figned  “ J.  B.  Humphries,  Cheftiunt,”  are  in  the 
poffeflion  of  Mr.  T.  Leman,  and  their  filhouette  likeneffes,  in  brown  and  gold,  in 
that  of  Rev.  Edward  Mayo.^ 

Charles  Mayo  married,  2nd  June,  1801,  at  Chefhunt,  Louifa,  daughter  of  He  marries 
James  Landon,  of  Cheftiunt  and  London,  and  Anna  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Philip  Palmer,  of  Richmond,  the  marriage  fettlement 
being  dated  the  day  previous — truftees,  the  Rev.  Charles-Richard 
Landon  and  Rev.  Samuel  Bethell.  Louifa  Mayo  was  born  i8th 
January,  1774,  and  died  22nd  September,  1852,  at  Colefgrove, 
and  was  buried  in  Cheftiunt  Churchyard.  The  adminiftration  of 
her  will,  which  was  dated  8th  December,  1817,  was  committed 
to  her  hulband  6th  December,  1853,  P.C.C.  Some  account  of 
the  Landon  family  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XI.  Arms^  Gyronny  of  eight,  or 
and  azure,  an  inefcutcheon  argent.

1425,  fold  by  Sotheby  and  Co.,  13,  Wellington  Street,  Strand,  W.C.,  on  20th 
March  for  ,^580  to  Bernard  Quaritch  of  Piccadilly  (fee  No.  1158  in  Sale  Catalogue);  and  a miniature 
of  Richard  Boyle,  Earl  of  Burlington  and  Cork,  being  an  oval  enamel  by  Petitot,  after  Cooper,  fold  at 
Chriftie’s,  6th  March,  for  190  guineas. 
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III.  Rebecca-Mary-Anne  Mayo.  The  memorandum  before  quoted  records  that 
“Rebecca-Mary-Anne  Mayo  was  born  on  Monday,  the  14th  Novr.,  1768,  at  7 o’clock 
in  the  morning;  Blandy  Shaw,  of  Bath,  her  mother’s  firft  coufin,  being  Godfather, 
Mrs.  Anne  Irons,  her  aunt,  of  Chefhunt,  Herts.,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Hughes,  of 
Eltham,  Kent,  her  firft  coufin.  Godmothers.  N.B.  Baptized  in  the  Church.”  She 
was  baptifed  at  St.  George’s,  9th  December  following,  aged  26  days,  but 
regiftered  under  the  name  of  Rebecca  only,  and  died  i6th  June,  1855,  at  Lime 
Cottage,  Chefhunt,  aged  86,  unmarried. 

IV.  Jane-Gertrude  Mayo  “was  born  on  Monday,  the  4th  of  December, 
1774,  between  2 and  3 o’clock  in  the  morning;  Mrs.  Denifon,  wife  of  Dr.  Denifon, 
Principal  of  Magdalen  Hall,  Oxford,  and  Mrs.  Jane  Pearley,^  of  Iflington,  her 
mother’s  coufins,  being  god-mothers,  and  the  Revd.  John  Prichard,  Recftor  of 
Chriftchurch,  Middx,  god-father,  who  is  her  Father’s  Uncle.  N.B.  Baptized  at 
Church.”  She  was  baptifed  at  St.  George’s  on  the  30th  of  the  fame  month,  aged 
27  days,  and  died,  unmarried,  14th  May,  1848,  at  Lime  Cottage,  Chefhunt,  where 
fhe  had  long  refided  with  her  fifter. 

On  a high  tomb,  to  the  weft  of  the  South  Porch  ot  Chefhunt  Church,  are  the 
following  infcriptions:

I.  Paggen-William  Mayo,  the  elder  fon  of  Dr.  Herbert  Mayo,  was  born  in

The  memorandum  before  quoted  ftates  that  in  “ 1766,  Paggen-William  was 
born  on  Saturday,  the  i ith  of  Jany,  ab*  1 1 o’clock  in  the  forenoon;  Paggen  Shaw, 
Efqre,  a Turkey  merchant,  being  one  Godfather,  his  father’s  bror.,  the  Revd.  Wm. 
Mayo,  the  other,  and  his  mother’s  aunt,  Mrs.  Mary  Shaw,  Godmother.  N.B., 
Baptized  in  Church.” 

He  was  admitted  to  Merchant  Taylors’  School  in  1775,  and  from  thence 
eledled  Scholar  of  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford,  i ith  June,  1784,  and  matriculated 
30th  June  in  that  year,  aged  18.  He  became  Fellow  in  1787,  and  was  elected  to 
a Medical  Fellowlhip,  6th  July,  1792.  He  graduated  B.A.  iith  April,  1788; 
M.A.  27th  January,  1792;  B.M.  12th  July,  1792,  and  D.M.  20th  January,  1795.^ 
Shortly  after  taking  his  firft  degree  in  medicine  he  fettled  in  London,  and  in  1793, 
together  with  Dr.  George  Morris  and  Dr.  Matthew,  was  appointed  phyfician  to 
the  Forces  under  the  Earl  of  Moira  {Gent.  Mag..,  vol.  Ixiii,  p.  1158).  The  poft  of

Subfequently  he  lived  for  many  years  at  Doncafter,  where 
he  fettled  on  refigning  his  hofpital  appointment,  6th  January,  1801.  He  is  found 
taking  a leafe  of  a houfe  in  Hall  Gate,  Doncafter,  3rd  June,  1801,  of  Mr.  William 
Lindley,  for  feven  years  commencing  ift  November  following.  Eventually  he  re- 
moved to  Bridlington  Quay,^  where  he  died  6th  July,  1836,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Priory  Church.

names  known  and  dear  to  fcience  and  on  page  1 146,  “ of  publications  connected 
with  the  healing  art  thofe  of  Paggen- William  Mayo,  William  Gaitfkell,  and  William 
Wadd  are  of  no  little  importance,  nor  undeferving  to  be  clafted  in  the  fame  ftielf 
with  the  produ6lions  of  Monro,  Watfon  and  Moyfey,”

He  married  8th  February,  1798,  at  Catton,  near  Norwich,  Charlotte,  daughter 
of  Stephen  Buckle,  M.A.,  of  Swannington,  Norfolk,  Perpetual 
Curate  of  St.  Mary  Coflany,  Norwich,  Re6lor  of  Hackford  cum 
Whitwell,  Norfolk,  and  Re6tor  of  Shipmeadow,  Suffolk.^  Licence 
granted  7th  February,  1798,  by  the  Commiflary  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Norwich  to  P.  W.  Mayo,  of  St.  George’s,  Hanover 
Square,  Middlefex,  to  marry  Charlotte  Buckle  of  Catton,  fpinfter. 
She  died  7th  January,  1828,  at  Bridlington,  aged  59.  A crayon 
portrait  of  this  lady,  with  a harp,  is  in  the  polTeffion  of  Mr.  T. 
Leman.  Arms  of  Buckle,  Sable,  a chevron  between  three  chap- 
lets argent.

freeman  of  Norwich  22nd  March,  1760,  licenfed  to  the  P.C.  of  St.  Mary  Coflany  26th  March,  1761, 
on  the  prefentation  of  Lord  Townfliend,  and  Reftor  of  Shipmeadow  13  th  April,  1764,  the  king 
prefenting  pro  hac  vice.  He  held  thefe  preferments  till  1797.  An  infcription  at  St.  Mary  Coflany 
records  that  Jane,  late  wife  of  Stephen  Buckle,  clerk,  died  31ft  January,  1770,  aged  30  years.  He  was 
brother  of  Rev.  William  Buckle;  and  of  Charles  Buckle,  Efq.,  of  Norwich,  will  pr.  28th  November, 
1798  (699  Walpole,  P.C.C.),  who  married  Frances  . . .,  his  executrix  (fettlement  26th  September, 
1775)>  t>y  whom  he  had  Frances  (married  to  Jeremiah  Ives,  Efq.,  who  died  14th  September,  1829,  at 
Norwich,  aged  52). 
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ii.  Francis-Charles  Mayo,  born  nth  July,  1802  (?  1801),  and  baptifed  at 
Buxton.  He  entered  the  Hon.  Eaft  India  Company’s  fervice  (Madras  Prefidency) 
13th  February,  1821,  and  his  commiffion  as  Lieutenant  is  dated  the  firft  of  May 
in  the  fame  year.  He  was  penfioned  5th  November,  1825,  in  England,  and  died 
unmarried  15th  May,  1843,  aged  41  {Gent.  Mag.).  Adminiftration  as  of  Nun- 
keeling,  Yorkfhire,  was  granted  nth  Auguft,  1843,  P.C.C.  (No.  94). 

iii.  Herbert  Mayo,  born  30th  May,  1803,  and  baptifed  at  Doncafter.  He 
was  appointed  to  an  Infantry  Cadetfhip,  Bombay  Eftablifhment,  H.E.I.C.S.,  which 
he  refigned,  in  India,  25th  Auguft,  1821.  In  1834  he  was  eletfted  a Fellow  of  the 
Geological  Society.  He  refided  at  Oxford,  from  foon  after  his  marriage,  until  about 
1843.  He  died  i6th  May,  1886,  at  Bromley  Hall,  Standon,  Herts,  in  his  84th

iv.  Mary-Ann  Mayo,  born  14th  Auguft,  1804.  She  died  at 
Nottingham  24th  June,  and  was  buried  28th  June,  1881,  in  the  Church  of  England 
Cemetery  there,  in  the  grave  numbered  2250. 

This  grave,  containing  four  interments,  is  now  full. 

V.  Jane-Catherine  Mayo,  born  nth  September,  1805.  She  died  at  Notting- 
ham I ft  April,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  England  Cemetery  there  (grave 
2250)  5th  April,  1886. 

vi.  Charles-Erskine  Mayo,  born  4th  Odober,  1809,  and  baptifed  at  Buxton, 
deriving  his  fecond  baptifmal  name  from  the  Lord  Chancellor  Erfkine,  his  God- 
father. He  entered  at  Clare  Hall,  Cambridge,  28th  June,  1828,  as  penfioner,  and 
pupil  to  Mr.  Evans,  where  he  graduated  B.A.  1833,  and  M.A.  1837.  filver 
goblet  has  been  preferved  which  he  received  as  a College  prize  for  proficiency  in 
reading  in  chapel,  bearing  the  infcription:

He  was  ordained  Deacon  13th  January,  1833,  at  St.  Bridget’s  Church,  Chefter, 
and  Prieft  13th  July  the  next  year,  in  Durham  Cathedral,  both  by  John  Bird 
Sumner,  Bilhop  of  Chefter.  He  was  licenfed  to  the  Curacies  of  Nunmonkton, 
13th  January,  1833,  and  of  Dalby,  19th  June,  1843,  both  in  Yorkftiire,  and  was 
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alio  Curate  of  Eaft  Drayton,  Notts,  in  the  latter  portion  of  the  decade.  He  was 
inftituted  to  the  Vicarage  of  Laneham,  Notts,  25th  September,  1843,  on  the  pre- 
fentation  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York,  which  he  refigned  in  1856,  and  fubfe- 
quently  refided  at  Colefgrove,  Chefliunt, 

He  was  for  many  years  a member  of  the  Edmonton  Board  of  Guardians,  and 
alfo  chairman  of  the  Chefhunt  Local  Board  of  Health,  a truftee  of  the  Dewhurft 
School,  and  of  the  Beaumont  Charity,  and  a member  of  the  Chefliunt  Burial  Board. 
In  1881  he  removed  to  Nottingham,  and  dying  there  14th  February,  1886,  aged 
76,  at  Brooklyn  Villa,  Mansfield  Road,  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  England 
Cemetery  i8th  February  following  (grave  2250).  His  will,  dated  i6th  May,  1882, 
was  proved  at  Nottingham  i8th  September,  1886,  by  his  daughter  and  fon-in- 
law,  his  widow  renouncing  probate.  He  married  23rd  February,  1838,  at  Holy 
Trinity,  Hull,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Mainprize.  She  died  at  Sherwood  Rife, 
Nottingham,  2nd  June,  and  was  buried  with  her  hufband  5th  June,  1891.

I.  Herbert-Harman  Mayo,  born  nth  March,  1831,  at  207,  Oxford  Street, 

London,  and  privately  baptifed  by  his  great-uncle,  Charles  Mayo,  B.D.,  13th  March  Herbert- 
the  fame  year.  (Regifter  of  St.  Marylebone  Church.)  He  entered  Abingdon 
Grammar  School  about  the  year  1843,  under  Dr.  W.  A.  Strange,  and  was  eleded  b.a., 
Tefdale  Scholar  of  Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  i6th  June,  1847,  having  already 
matriculated  26th  May  in  that  year,  aged  16,  as  “generofi  filius.”  He  graduated 
B.A.  17th  December,  1851,  and  foon  after  his  marriage  with  Mifs  Thorp  pro- 
ceeded to  Madeira.  On  his  return  he  obtained  a clerkfhip  in  the  Bank  of  England, 
but  fubfequently  failed  again  for  Madeira,  where  he  refided  for  fome  years  and  kept 
a private  fchool.  In  1869  he  was  again  in  England,  and  on  23rd  May  was  ordained 
Deacon  at  Exeter  by  W.  J.  Trower,  D.D.,  late  Bifhop  of  Gibraltar,  ading  for  the 
Bifhop  of  Exeter,  and  to  the  Priefthood  12th  June,  1870,  by  Frederick  Temple, 

D.D.,  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe.  From  1869  to  1871  he  was  curate  in  charge  of 
Trefco,  in  the  Ifles  of  Scilly,  and  in  the  fumnier  of  the  latter  year  was  appointed 
Chaplain  to  the  Millions  to  Seamen,  Falmouth,  which  appointment  he  held  for 
three  years.

Mary’s,  Port  Elizabeth,  30th  Auguft,  1885,  by  Allan-Becher  Webb,  D.D.,  Bilhop 
of  Grahamftown.

He  afterwards  ferved  in  India,  and  was 
in  the  relief  of  Lucknow.  He  was  invalided  and  placed  on  half  pay,  17th  May, 
1861.  He  died  26th  December,  and  was  buried  29th  December,  1904,  at 
Ifleworth,  unmarried. 

5.  Sarah-Louisa  Mayo,  born  ift  Ocftober,  and  baptifed  12th  November, 
1838,  at  St.  Giles’,  Oxford.  She  was  married  15th  February,  1870,  at  Jefus 
Church,  Forty  Hill,  Enfield,  to  Walter-Sutton  Flack,  and  has  five  daughters — 

a.  Louifa-Caroline-Sutton  Flack,  born  3rd  February,  1871.  She  was  married 
23rd  April,  1904,  at  St.  Auguftine’s,  Queen’s  Gate,  Kenfington,  to  Hugh  Venn, 
eldeft  fon  of  Alfred-Erneft  Venn  of  Clapham,  and  has  ilTue  Barbara  Venn,  born 
1 8th  February,  baptifed  6th  April,  1905,  at  St.  Peter’s,  Hammerfmith,  Middlefex. 

b.  Lucie-Margaret-Sutton  Flack,  of  Monks  Eleigh,  Suffolk,  born  20th  Odtober, 
1872. 

c.  Conftance-Mabel-Sutton  Flack,  born  12th  May,  1875.  She  was  married 
24th  July,  1901,  at  St.  Mary  Abbotts,  Kenfington,  to  Henry-Francis  New. 

d.  Gwendoline-Sutton  Flack,  born  23rd  Auguft,  1881. 

e.  Emily-Mary-Sutton  Flack,  born  23rd  January,  1885. 

6.  Arthur  Mayo,  born  i8th  May,  and  baptifed  22nd  July,  1840,  at  St. 
Giles’,  Oxford.  He  was  educated  at  Great  Berkhampftead  School,  Herts,  1847- 
1854,  and  early  in  1855  left  for  India  as  Midfhipman  in  the  Wellejley.  He  re- 
turned to  England  at  the  end  of  March,  1856,  and  entered  the  Indian  Navy  at  the 
age  of  fixteen,  receiving  his  commiftion  as  Midfhipman,  19th  February,  1857,  and 
was  attached  to  the  Punjaub  fteam-frigate.  He  ferved  in  India  in  the  Indian 
Naval  Brigade  during  the  Mutiny,  and  obtained  the  decoration  of  the  Vidtoria 
Crofs  for  his  gallantry  during  an  engagement  at  Dacca,  Bengal,  on  22nd  Novem- 
ber, 1857,  between  No.  4,  I.N.  Detachment,  and  the  mutineers  of  the  73rd  Native 
Infantry  and  Bengal  Artillery.*  Charles-Rathbone  Low,  in  defcribing  the  engage-

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ment  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  Indian  Navy^  1613-1863  (London,  Bentley,  1877), 
vol.  ii,  page  442,  ftates  that  “ After  half  an  hour’s  hard  fighting  the  buildings 
were  carried,  though  not  without  confiderable  lofs  to  the  failors,  who  efpecially 
fufFered  when  clearing  the  loop-holed  barracks  on  the  embankment.  As  a lafi:  hope 
the  Sepoys  made  a ftand  around  the  nine-pounder  gun  which  they  had  ftill  at 
work,  and  the  failors  now  prepared  to  charge  down  upon  it  from  the  top  of  the 
embankment,  where  they  remained  under  cover  to  re-form  after  capturing  the 
barracks.  A young  midlhipman  (Mr.  Arthur  Mayo,  a gallant  and  accomplifhed 
young  officer),  who  was  awarded  the  Vidtoria  Crofs  for  his  gallant  conduct  on  the 
occafion,  placed  himfelf  at  the  head  of  about  twenty  of  his  men,  and  led  them  at 
full  fpeed,  and  with  a loud  ‘ hurrah!’  ftraight  upon  the  gun.  At  almoft  the  fame 
moment  the  party  of  failors  that  had  cleared  the  mofque  and  tomb  appeared  in 
view  on  the  left  flank  of  the  Sepoys,  who,  together  with  the  artillery-men, 
inftantly  broke  and  fled,  abandoning  the  gun,  which  they  left  loaded,  and  which 
was  at  once  turned  and  fired  after  them,  while  the  howitzers  played  upon  them 

^ 'S  ' 
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from  the  centre  of  the  enclofure  and  flanked  them  in  their  flight.  The  fight  was 
now  fairly  won.” 

Lieutenant  Lewis,  the  commanding  officer,  fays  in  his  defpatch,  “ I beg 
particularly  to  bring  to  notice  the  conduft  of  Mr.  Midlhipman  Mayo,  who  led  the 
laft  charge  on  their  guns  moft  gallantly,  being  nearly  twenty  yards  in  front  of  the 
men.”  The  defpatch  from  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  4th  December,  1857, 
ftates  that  while  deeply  regretting  the  lofs  which  the  detachment  has  fuftained,  he 
“ is  happy  to  recognize  the  excellent  fervices  it  has  rendered  on  this  occafion  ; and 
His  Lordfhip  in  Council  defires  me  to  requeft  that  you  will  convey  to  Lieutenant 
Lewis,  and  to  the  officers  and  men  under  his  command,  the  thanks  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  for  the  gallant  manner  in  which  they  performed  their  duty.  His  Lord- 
fhip in  Council  notices  with  approbation  the  condud  of  Mr.  Midfhipman  Mayo  in 
leading  a charge  againft  the  enemy’s  guns.”  (Pp.  444-5.) 

Arthur  Mayo  was  alfo  engaged  in  operations  againft  the  Abor  hillmen,  where 
he  was  (lightly  wounded,  and  mentioned  for  bravery  in  the  defpatches  of  Lieut. - 
Colonel  S.  F.  Hannay,  commanding  the  expedition.  “ On  another  occafion,” 
writes  Mr.  P.  A.  Wilkins,  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  Vidloria  Crofs^  1904,  p.  148,  “during 
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an  expedition  into  the  Abor  Hills,  on  February  27,  1859,  feven  well  defended 
ftockades  were  taken  by  the  Naval  Brigade.  One  of  thefe  was  acrofs  a nullah  over 
which  was  a wooden  bridge.  The  bugle  from  headquarters  founded  ‘ Ceafe  firing, 
but  arrows  were  raining  around  Mr.  Mayo’s  party,  and  he  alked  the  C.  O.  not  to 
hear  it,  urging  that  the  party  Ihould  pulh  on.  Though  warned  that  the  bridge 
acrofs  the  nullah  was  probably  cut,  he  led  his  men  acrofs  it,  and  reaching  the  oppofite 
fide  in  fafety,  daflied  for  the  ftockade  and  got  over  it.  The  laft  was  ftubbornly 
defended  by  natives  with  arrows,  fpears,  and  ftones,  and  during  the  attack  upon  it 
he  was  ftruck  in  the  hand  by  a poifoned  arrow.  Stopping  to  fuck  the  wound,  the 
men  thought  he  was  badly  injured,  and  hefitated  to  go  on,  but  he  dafhed  forward 
again,  calling  out  that  he  was  not  hurt,  and  the  place  was  taken.  The  fight  lafted 
for  five  hours, ^ and  Mr.  Mayo  was  mentioned  in  defpatches  for  his  gallantry 
throughout  the  entire  time.” 

He  was  gazetted  as  a recipient  of  the  Vidoria  Crofs,  25th  February,  1862, 
and  prefented  at  the  Levee,  22nd  June,  1864,  to  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  in 
the  abfence  of  the  Queen,  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India.  He  was  one  of  the 
youngeft  recipients  of  the  Decoration. 

The  following  letter  may  be  read  with  intereft: 

War  Office, 

17th  July,  1862. 

Sir, 

I have  received  Her  Majefty’s  Commands  to  tranfmit  to  you  herewith  the  decoration  of 
the  Vidoria  Crofs,  which  the  Queen  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  fignify  her  intention  to 
confer  upon  you  for  having  headed  the  charge  on  the  22nd  of  November,  1857,  in  the  engage- 
ment between  the  Indian  Naval  Brigade  and  the  Mutineers  of  the  73rd  Native  Infantry  and 
Bengal  Artillery,  when  the  former  was  ordered  to  charge  two  fix-pounders  which  were  keeping 
up  a heavy  fire. 

Her  Majefty  defires  me  to  fay  how  deeply  fhe  regrets  not  being  able  to  decorate  you  with 
the  enclofed  Crofs  Herfelf.  You  will  be  fo  good  as  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  it.

Arthur  Mayo  matriculated  at  Oxford,  2nd  May,  1862,  from  Magdalen  Hall, 
aged  twenty-one,  as  “ armigeri  filius,”  and  as  the  Indian  Navy  foon  after  ceafed  to 
exift,  was  penfioned  28th  November  of  the  fame  year.  He  graduated  B.A.  15th 
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June,  1865,  and  was  ordained  Deacon  at  Sarum  by  Walter-Kerr  Hamilton,  Bilbop 
of  Salilfbury,  for  the  Bifhop  of  Exeter,  25th  February,  1866;  and  was  Alfiftant- 
Curate  at  St.  Peter’s,  Plymouth,  for  a year  and  eight  months,  but  was  received  into 
the  Roman  Catholic  Communion  5th  November,  1867.  He  has  fubfequently 
refided  at  St.  Mary  Church,  Devon,  at  Malta,  1892  to  1901,  and  at  Bofcombe, 
Hants.  He  married  i8th  July,  1865,  at  Oxford,  Ellen-Horfer,  born  17th  January, 
1842,  daughter  of  Jofeph  Baker,  and  has  ifiue — 

a.  Mary-Agnes-Ellen  Mayo,  born  20th  April,  and  baptifed  loth  May,  1866, 
at  Plymouth.  She  received  the  White  Veil  among  the  Sifters  of  Penance  of  the 
Third  Order  of  St.  Dominic,  at  North  Adelaide,  21ft  April,  1884,  and  the  Black 
Veil,  and  made  her  Profeflion  i ith  May,  1885;  and  is  now  a nun  at  St.  Dominic’s 
Priory,  North  Adelaide,  South  Auftralia,  under  the  name  of  Mary-Rofe. 

b.  Arthur-John  Mayo,  born  9th  May,  baptifed  30th  May,  and  died  23rd 
November,  1867,  at  Plymouth. 

c.  Edward-Aloysius-Arthur  Mayo,  born  6th  November,  and  baptifed  13th 
November,  1868,  at  St.  Mary  Church,  Devon,  and  educated  at  Stonyhurft  College, 
Lancaftiire.  He  entered  the  Society  of  Jefus  8 th  September,  1886;  and  was 
ordained  Sub-deacon  29th  July,  Deacon  30th  July,  and  Prieft  31ft  July,  1902,  at  St. 
Beuno’s  College,  North  Wales.  He  is  now  Firft  Prefedl  at  Beaumont  College,  Old 
Windfor. 

d.  Francis-Xavier-Maria  Mayo,  born  3rd  September,  1870,  baptifed  the 
fame  day  at  St.  Mary  Church,  and  educated  at  Stonyhurft  College.  He  entered 
the  Society  of  Jefus,  8th  September,  1888,  and  was  ordained  Sub-deacon  18th 
September,  Deacon  19th  September,  and  Prieft  20th  September,  1903,  at  St. 
Beuno’s  College,  North  Wales.  He  is  now  Firft  Prefe6l  at  Mount  St.  Mary’s 
College,  Chefterfield. 

e.  Raymond  Mayo,  born  5th  December,  baptifed  6th  December,  1871,  at  St. 
Mary  Church,  and  educated  at  Stonyhurft  College.  He  entered  the  Society  of 
Jefus,  8th  September,  1890,  and  was  ordained  Sub-deacon  22nd  September,  Deacon 
23rd  September,  and  Prieft  24th  September,  1905,  at  St.  Beuno’s  College,  North 
Wales.  He  is  now  Prefect  at  St.  John’s,  Beaumont. 

f.  Margaret-Mary  Mayo,  born  i8th  March,  baptifed  19th  March,  1880,  at 
St.  Mary  Church. 

7.  Edward  Mayo,  youngeft  fon  of  Herbert  Mayo  and  Sarah,  nu  Harman,  was 
born  19th  February,  and  baptifed  2nd  July,  1842,  at  St.  Giles’,  Oxford.  He 
matriculated  at  Oxford  from  St.  Edmund  Hall,  27th  Odlober,  1864,  aged  twenty- 
two,  as  ‘‘ generoft  filius,”  and  was  ordained  Deacon  i8th  December,  1870,  by 
Samuel  Wilberforce,  Bifhop  of  Winchefter,  and  Prieft  31ft  May,  1874,  by  his  fuc- 
ceftbr,  Bifhop  Harold  Browne.  On  20th  May,  1884,  he  was  inftituted  to  the 
Vicarage  of  Moggerhanger,  Beds,  which  he  refigned  in  Ocftober,  1 900.  He  married 
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25th  Odober,  1881,  at  Herfham,  Surrey,  Mary-Grey,  only  daughter  of  Henry- 
Robert  Lloyd,  M.A.,  Redor  of  ClifFe-at-Hoo,  Kent,  and  Harriet, 
his  wife,  fourth  daughter  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Honble,  Edward 
Grey,  D.D.,  Lord  Bilhop  of  Hereford.  See  Chapter  XI  for  fome 
account  of  the  Lloyd  family.  Arms^  Sable,  a fpear’s  head  embrued 
between  three  fcaling  ladders,  2 and  i,  argent,  on  a chief  gules  a 
caftle  triple-turretted  proper. 

To  the  foregoing  narrative  is  added  fome  account  of  the 
families  of  Shaw  and  Paggen,  from  which  the  offspring  of  Herbert  Mayo,  D.D., 
are  defcended  through  his  marriage  with  Mary  Coldham. 


SHAW. 

Sir  John  Shaw  (ift  Baronet),  of  London,  who  affifted  Charles  II.,  during  exile, 
with  a confiderable  fum  of  money,  was  made  Colledor  of  the  Cuftoms  of  London  at 
the  Reftoration,  was  knighted  28th  July,  1660,  was  M.P.  for  Lyme  Regis,  Dorfet, 
1661-79,  had  a crown  leafe  of  the  manors  of  Eltham  and  Woolwich,  Kent,  1663, 
and  was  created  a baronet  15th  April,  1665.  He  lived  at  the  Lodge  (which  he 
rebuilt)  in  the  Great  Park  at  Eltham ; rebuilt  the  north  aifle  of  Eltham  church  in 
1667,  and  dying  on  ift  March,  was  buried  there  6th  March,  1679-80.  Will,  28th 
February,  proved  8th  March,  1679-80  (41  Bath,  P.C.C.).  He  twice  married — 

1.  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Afhe,  of  Frefhford,  Somerfet.  She  died  in  Decem- 
ber, 1662,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Mildred’s,  Bread  Street. 

2.  Bridget,  Dowager  Vifcountefs  Kilmorey,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  William 
Drury  of  Befthorpe,  Norfolk;  married  24th  June,  1663,  at  Eltham.  She  was 
again  married,  15th  February,  1 680-1,  at  St.  Bride’s,  London,  to  Sir  John  Baber, 
who  died  in  1704.  She  was  buried  nth  July,  1699,  at  Eltham.  (See  The  Complete 
Baronetage.') 

Sir  John  Shaw,  2nd  Baronet,  of  Eltham,  Kent,  and  Chefhunt,  Herts,' was  his 
only  fon  by  his  firft  wife.  He  was  Colledlor  of  the  Cuftoms  of  London,  and  died 
1 1 th  December,  and  was  buried  21ft  December,  1721,  at  Eltham,  Will,  30th  April, 
1718,  proved  13th  March,  1721-2  (62  Marlborough,  P.C.C.).  He  twice  married — 

I.  Margery,  only  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Sir  John  Peake,  Knt.,  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  1686-7.  Mar.  licence  12th  May,  1684,  fhe  16,  he  25  (Bp.  of  London). 
Mar.  Settlement,  i6th  May,  1684.  Her  portion,  j^8,ooo.  She  died  23rd  Auguft, 
and  was  buried  29th  Auguft,  1690,  at  Eltham.  Admon.  7th  November,  1690, 
P.C.C.  The  baronetcy  defcended  to  her  fon.

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1.  Sarah,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Paggen  of  London,  merchant.  Mar. 
licence  13th  December,  1692,  fhe  18,  with  confent  of  her  uncle,  her  parents  being 
dead  (Vic.  Gen.),  to  be  married  at  St.  Mary-at-Hill.  Mar.  Settlement,  7th 
February,  1692-3.  Her  portion ^^6, 500.  She  was  buried  at  Eltham,  12th  January, 
1742-3.  Will,  as  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Holborn,  ift  March,  1739,  with  codicils  of 
6th  March,  1739,  and  28th  June,  1742,  proved  22nd  January,  1742-3,  by  William 
Shaw,  efq.  (25  Boycott,  P.C.C.).  The  iflue  of  this  marriage  were — 

I.  Judith  Shaw, died J.p.  nth  Ocftober,  1735.  She  was  married  (as  his  fecond 
wife)  to  Richard  Arnold  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  Middlefex,  Secretary  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  for  England.  His  will,  24th  February,  proved  i8th  March, 
1741,  by  John  Budd,  of  Lambeth,  gent.,  and  George  Crew  of  Clement’s  Inn,  gent. 
(83  Vere,  P.C.C.)  See  alfo  Burke’s  Landed  Gentry,  1852,  under  Arnold. 

II.  William  Shaw,  of  Chelhunt  Houfe,  baptifed  at  Eltham  7th  December 
1696;  matriculated  at  Oxford,  30th  May,  1715,  aged  18,  from  Trinity  College. 
Sheriff  of  Herts,  1740.  He  died  in  1767,  and  was  buried  at  Eltham.  Will,  as  of 
Bath,  efq.,  iith  December,  1764,  with  codicil  6th  April,  1765,  proved  25th  May^ 
1767  (198  Legard,  P.C.C. ).  See  ante,  p.  296.  His  portrait  is  here  engraved  from 
a painting  in  Chefhunt  Houfe,  photographed  by  Mifs  L.  M.  S.  Flack.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Blandy  of  Inglewood,  Kintbury,  Berks,  by 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  only  child  of  Edmund  Fettiplace,  of  Kingftone  Bagpuze,  Berks. 
She  died  in  1758,  and  was  buried  at  Bath,  having  had  iffue — 

A.  Sarah  Shaw,  baptifed  7th  June,  1723,  at  Chefhunt,  who,  dying  / />.  in 
1784,  was  buried  at  Eltham.  Will,  3rd  Oftober,  with  codicils  of  9th  06lober  and 
4th  November,  1783,  proved  23rd  July,  1784(386  Rockingham,  P.C.C.).  She  was 
married  to  John  Gwilt  of  Chefhunt.  Mar.  fettlement  5th  February,  1745.  He  died 
at  Bath  in  1774.  Will,  ift  February,  proved  24th  February,  1774,  by  Daniel,  his 
brother,  and  Sarah,  his  widow — Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.,  being  a truftee  of  his  real 
eftate.  (50  Bargrave,  P.C.C.) 

B.  Elizabeth  Shaw,  baptifed  29th  January,  1724-5,  at  Chefhunt.  She  died, 
unmarried,  24th  Odober,  1769.  Will,  as  of  Bath,  fpinfter,  8th  Odober,  1769; 
proved  30th  June,  1772,  by  Blandy  Shaw,  brother  and  one  of  the  executors.  (235 
Taverner,  P.C.C.) 

C.  Fettiplace  Shaw.  She  was  married  to  Francis  Mereweather,  B.C.L.,  St. 
John’s  College,  Oxford,  Redlor  of  Foxcote  and  Combhay,  Somerfet,  who  died  ift 
May,  1806.  Mar.  Settlement  25th  April,  1778.  She  died  in  1796,/. />.,  and  was 
buried  at  Combhay,  and  admon.  granted  to  her  hufband  20th  April,  1796,  P.C.C. 

D.  John  Shaw,  of  Chefhunt  Houfe.  He  died  at  Bath,  17th  May,  1772,  and 
was  buried  at  Eltham.  Will,  3rd  March,  1771,  proved  by  Meliora,  his  relid  and 
executrix,  30th  June,  1772.  (235  Taverner,  P.C.C.)  He  married  at  Effendon, 
Herts,  19th  February,  1750,  Meliora  (then  of  St.  George’s,  Bloomfbury),  eldeft 
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daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Huxley,  late  of  Eaton  Bray,  Beds,  deceafed.  Mar. 
Settlement  8th  February,  1750-1.  She  died  in  1788.  Will  20th  March,  1783? 
proved  20th  May,  1788,  by  Deborah  Willis,  formerly  Landon  (wife  of  Sherlock 
Willis),  one  of  the  furviving  executors — Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.,  being  the  other  fur- 
vivor.  (270  Calvert,  P.C.C.) 

E.  Blandy  Shaw,  baptifed  19th  June,  1731,  at  Chelhunt.  He  died  i8th 
December,  1782,/. y>.  Will,  as  of  Goodrich,  co.  Hereford,  23rd  July,  1779;  proved 
3rd  February,  1783,  by  Mary,  his  relift  and  one  of  his  executors.  (93  Cornwallis, 
P.C.C.)  To  be  buried  at  Kintbury,  Berks.  He  was  feized  in  fee  fimple  of  an  un- 
divided third  part  of  lands  in  Kintbury,  called  Inglewood  and  Inleafe.  He  married 
Mary  (then  of  Bath),  one  of  the  daughters  of  Thomas  Fettiplace  of  Swinbrook,  co. 
Oxon.,  deceafed,  who  furvived  him.  Mar.  Settlement  30th  November,  1769. 

F.  William  Shaw,  of  Inglewood,  baptifed  27th  September,  1732,  at  Cheftiunt, 

who, dying  i8thNov.,  was  buried  at  Kintbury.  Will,  1 5th  February,  1783, 

with  codicil  20th  July,  1784,  proved  23rd  December,  1784,  by  Ann,  his  relift  and 
executrix.  (666  Rockingham,  P.C.C-.)  He  married,  7?;^,  Elizabeth  (then  of  Bath)^ 
daughter  of  John-Chambers  Dorrill,  of  Merton,  Surrey,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  who 
fubfequently  married  Winthrop  Baldwin.  Mar.  Articles  19th  September,  1774. 
William  Shaw  was  then  of  the  Circus,  Bath.  His  wife  was  born  in  1738,  and  died 
22nd  January,  1777,  /•  P'  (Berry’s  Surrey  Genealogies^  p.  30.)  He  married, 

fecondlyy  Ann  (then  of  Argyle  Street,  St.  James’s,  Weftminfter),  daughter  of  John 
Riley  of  Epfom.  Mar.  Settlement  i8th  May,  1779.  She  was  poflefled  of  an 
undivided  moiety  of  lands  in  Elmington  (parifh  of  Oundle),  Warmington,  Win- 
nick,  Glapthorne,  Cotterftock  and  Southwick,  Northants,  in  Winnick,  Old  Wefton, 
Molefworth  and  Brington,  Hunts,  and  in  Epfom,  Surrey;  and  died  loth  February, 
1826,  aged  85.

Admon,  as  Rebecca 
Coldham  of  St.  Mary-le-Strand,  widow,  granted  to  her  daughters,  Mary  and  Ann 
Coldham,  i6th  November,  1764,  P.C.C.  She  was  married  to  George  Coldham, 
Surgeon  Extraordinary  to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  dying  29th  June,  1737,  was 
buried  at  St.  Paul’s,  Covent  Garden.  Will,  28th  June,  1728,  proved  iith 
January,  1738  (17 1 Brodrepp,  P.C.C.)  Their  daughter,  Mary  Coldham,  was 
married  to  Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.  (See  ante^  page  295.)  For  the  Coldham  pedigree 
fee  Chapter  XI. 

VII.  Peter  Shaw,  merchant  at  Aleppo,  baptifed  27th  January,  1703-4,  at 
Eltham.

VIII.  Jane  Shaw,  baptifed  12th  April,  1708,  at  Eltham;  living  in  1749.

Peter  Paggin,  “ neere  Gulick,”  who  married  Barbara,  daughter  of  Peter  Karfe, 
“ neere  Gulick,”  and  had  iflue  William  Paggin,  of  London,  1634,  the  hufband  of 
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Mary,  daughter  of  Abraham  Witteronge,  of  London,  by  whom  he  had  a fon  and 
heir,  Peter  Paggin.  So  far  is  contained  in  the  Vijitation  of  London^  1633. 

William  Paggen,  in  his  will,  yth  September,  1636;  proved  14th  September, 
1638,  by  his  fon  and  executor,  Peter  (ii2  Lee,  P.C.C.),  mentions  his  brother, 
Henrick  Paggen,  of  Gulick;  his  fon,  Peter  Paggen;  his  wife  Mary;  his  nephews, 
Reyner  Henlkins  and  Arnold  Henfkins,  and  their  lifter;  his  wife’s  coufin 
Elizabeth;  and  delires  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  Alhallowes  the  Great, 
London. 

Peter  Paggin  or  Paggen,  laft  mentioned,  appears  to  have  had  at  leaft  three 
children — 

I.  Sarah  Paggen,  the  wife  of  . . . Symonds,  who  had  a daughter,  Eliza- 
beth. 

II.  Peter  Paggen  of  Wandfworth,  Surrey,  and  St.  Dunftan’s  in  the  Eaft,  Lon- 

don, who  died  in  1720,  aged  69.  Will  2nd  Odtober,  1717,  proved  15th  July 
1720.  (163  Shaller,  P.C.C.).  He  received  a grant  of  the  following  arms — Vert^

Her  will,  19th  January,  1721,  with  codicil  i6th 
March,  1723,  proved  ift  June,  1724.  (147  Bolton,  P.C.C.)  To  be  buried  in  her 
hufband’s  vault  at  Wandfworth.  They  had  iftue  two  daughters — 

I.  Sarah  Paggen,  buried  at  Wandfworth,  12th  Ocftober,  1745,  aged  49. 
Admon.  granted  to  Humphrey  Morice,  efq.,  her  nephew  and  next  of  kin,  27th 
February,  1747,  P.C.C.;  and 

II.  Katharine  Paggen.  Will,  as  Katharine  Morice,  28th  Auguft,  1743, 
proved  ift  Auguft,  1745.  (229  Seymer,  P.C.C.)  To  be  buried  at  Wandfworth. 
She  was  married, by  licence  dated  27th  April,  1712  (Faculty  Office),  to 
William  Hale,  of  King’s  Walden,  Herts,  M.P.  for  Bramber,  1708;  and  for  St. 
Albans,  1715;  who  died  2nd  Odober,  1717,  aged  31.  Will,  12th  September, 
proved  25th  November,  1717,  by  Sir  William  Reade,  bart.,  of  Shipton,  co.  Oxon. 
(210  Whitfield,  P.C.C.)  They  had  iftue — 

i.  William  Hale,  of  King’s  Walden,  who  died  unmarried  i6th  February

CHAPTER  IX. 


Thomas  Mayo  and  William  Mayo,  M.A.,  Rector  of  Wootton  Rivers,  sons 
OF  Charles  Mayo  of  St.  Peter’s  in  Hereford,  together  with  the 
OFFSPRING  OF  ThOMAS  MaYO. 

prefent  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  hiftory  of  another  branch  of 
the  Mayo  family,  and  begins  with  the  name  of  Thomas  Mayo, 
fifth  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Anne,  nk  Prichard,  who  was  bap- 
tifed  in  the  parilh  of  St.  Peter  in  Hereford,  29th  Odlober,  1723. 
He  was  admitted  a freeman  i8th  June,  1747,  was  Overfeer  of 
St.  Peter’s  parifh  in  1758,  a Sidefman  13th  Auguft,  1765,  and 
filled  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Hereford  in  1767.  He  refided  in  St.  Peter’s  parifh, 
and  his  burial  is  entered  in  the  regifter  there  8th  December,  1779.  In  the  fouth 
walk  of  the  Cathedral  cloifter  was  a ftone,  now  deftroyed,  bearing  the  fragmentary 
infcription  : “ Here  lieth  the  body  of  Thomas  Mayo  . . . who  died  . . . aged 
. . .”  (Havergal.)  His  will  is  dated  7th  February,  1775,  and  was  proved  in  the 
Deanery  Court  of  Hereford,  4th  January,  1780,  by  which  he  leaves  a portion  of 
his  property  to  his  wife,  ,^300  to  truftees  for  the  ufe  of  his  fon  John  at  the  Univer- 
fity,  and  £\^ooo  to  be  given  to  his  daughter,  Mercy-Beata  Mayo. 

Thomas  Mayo  married  i8th  February,  1755  (St.  Owen’s  reg.)  by  licence 
granted  at  Hereford,  Deborah,  daughter  of  James  and  Eliza  Watkins,  of  St.  Owen’s, 
and  the  marriage  is  regiftered  in  the  College  of  Arms.  Her  burial  is  entered  in  the 
regifter  of  Hampton  Biftiop,  near  Hereford,  30th  January,  1804,  and  adminiftra- 
tion  of  her  effeds,  as  of  St.  Owen’s,  widow,  was  granted  to  Mercy-Beata  Mayo,  her 
daughter,  and  one  of  her  next  of  kin,  28th  February,  1806,  in  the  Deanery 
Court. 

Thomas  Mayo  and  Deborah,  nk  Watkins,  his  wife,  had  iftue  two  children:

John  Mayo,  writes 
from  Mount  Beacon,  Bath  (fee  ante^  pp.  183-187),  5th  Odober  [1829],  that 
“ Coufin  Mercy  came  to  Bath  the  middle  of  laft  week  from  Clifton  on  her  way  to 
Gloucefterlbire  to  pay  a vifit.  She  came  up  here  yefterday,  and  very  kindly  offered 
to  forego  her  vifit,  and  ftay  and  amuje  me,  if  I wifhed  it.” 

She  died  in  London  at  the  houfe  of  her  nephew  and  executor,  Herbert  Mayo, 
F.R.S.,  19,  George  Street,  Hanover  Square,  29th  April,  1831,  unmarried,  and  was 
buried  in  St.  John’s  Wood  Cemetery,  Middlefex.  Her  will,  dated  27th  April,  and 
proved  29th  June,  1831,  is  in  346  Tebbs,  P.C.C.  In  addition  to  legacies  to 
friends  and  relations,  and  to  the  Infirmary  and  three  other  charitable  inftitutions 
at  Hereford,  Ibe  bequeathed,  a “ handfome  mourning  ring,”  each,  to  Mrs.  Thomas, 
of  Arlingham,  Mrs.  Wm.  Patfol,  of  Bridge  Street,  Hereford,  Mrs.  Jane  Gwatkin, 
Mrs.  Meekham  and  Mrs.  Garvet,  all  of  Hereford,  Mrs.  George,  of  North  Parade, 
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Bath,  and  Mrs.  Trimnell,  of  Bath,  and  twenty  guineas  for  a tombftone  over  the 
grave  of  her  mother,  Deborah  Mayo,  at  Hampton  Bifhop,  near  Hereford.  She 
writes  from  Hereford,  September  6th,  1787,  to  Mifs  Lucy  Mayo,  Stoke,  near 
Devizes,  Wilts: 

Hereford  has  been  wondrous  gay  during  the  Races,  which  lafted  three  days,  and  the 
amufements  kept  up  with  fpirit  the  whole  time;  the  Balls  were  very  genteel,  tho’  not  large, 
upwards  of  twenty  couple  danced  each  night;  it  was  my  intention  to  have  gone  to  one  of  them, 
had  I not  heard  my  brother  was  indifpofed,  which  operated  as  a damper  to  my  intentions.  Ld. 
Malden  acquitted  himfelf  as  fteward  with  approbation;  his  Lady  has  the  air  and  ftile  of  drefs 
of  an  advent’refs;  fhe  went  abroad  fome  years  ago,  and  made  her  fortune  by  marrying  a 
Mr.  Stevens  [Stephenfon],  who,  when  he  died,  left  her  in  pofTeinon  of  100,000,  with  which 
fhe  returned  to  England,  and  as  Ld.  M.  had  injured  his  fortune  by  an  annuity  he  fettled  upon 


daughter  of  Timothy  Geers  and  Mercy  his  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Winford  of  Ailley,  Worcefterlhirc 
(fecond  fon  of  Sir  John  Winford,  Knt.),  and  Mercy  his  wife,  filler  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  Bart.,  founder 
of  Worceller  College,  Oxford,  and  daughter  of  Sir  William  Cookes  of  Norgrove,  co.  Wore,,  Bart,  by 
his  fecond  wife,  Mercy,  daughter  of  Edward  Dineley  of  Charlton  in  Cropthorn,  Worcellerlhire

the  famous  Mrs.  Robinfon,'  the  00,000  was  an  objedl  to  him.  They  are  now  at  Hampton 
Court,  where  they  wifti  to  fee  company. 

I have  been  twice,  fince  I wrote  to  you,  to  vifit  my  Aunt  Bethel  at  Ballingham;  (he  fays 
Ihe  finds  herfelf  better’d  by  change  of  air,  and  returns  home  to-morrow,  where,  I think,  fhe 
might  as  well  have  ftaid,  for  the  fituation  of  her  houfe  in  the  country  is  almoft  at  the  foot  of 
Dineder  Hill;  there  feem’d  to  me  to  be  no  current  of  air;  the  houfe,  which  is  fmall,  being 
furrounded  by  high  trees. 

Who  fhou’d  I pafs  fome  time  ago  but  Mr.  Everat ! I fuppofe  I was  got  on  the  blind  fide  of 
him,  as  he  did  not  know  me,  nor  was  I fufficiently  acquainted  to  recognife  him.  The  Lechmeres 
were  not  returned  then  from  Swanfey,  nor  was  his  friend,  Mr.  Symonds,  in  Town. 

I receiv’d  a letter  from  my  brother  on  Tuefday.  He  is  recover’d  of  his  indifpofition;  it 
was  very  fortunate  that  he  had  not  been  poifon’d  by  eating  flops  made  in  copper  untin’d.  What 
an  ignoramus  muft  his  old  woman  be ! Chas.  talks  of  being  with  us  next  week,  but  there  is  no 
certainty  of  his  coming.  Mifs  Brewfter  came  here  on  Monday  to  claim  the  promife  I had  made 
her  of  a vifit  at  Burton  Court  [Linton,  near  Rofs].  Shou’d  I not  be  kept  at  home  by  Chas’ 
arrival,  I (hall  return  with  her  next  Sunday  fennight,  for  a week.  I promifed  Mifs  Napleton  * 
to  go  to  Tarrington  next  v/eek,  but  that  engagement  I cannot  poflibly  fulfil,  if  I accomplifh 
the  other,  which  is  doubtfull.  When  you  wrote  laft,  Mrs.  Mayo  was  gone  to  enjoy  the  delights 
of  Wootton.  I hope  they  may  be  increafed  fince  I was  there.  I really  think  people  muft  be 
tired  of  home  that  go  there,  unlefs  it  is  by  way  of  voluntary  penance  for  the  fins  they  have 
committed.  My  mother  joins  me  in  kind  remembrance  to  Mrs.  Mayo  and  your  brother,  and 
believe  me.

He  matriculated  and  a ton, 
at  Oxford,  ift  June,  1778,  aged  fixteen,  as  “generofi  filius,”  having  entered  at 
Brafenofe  College,  and  he  graduated  B.A.  14th  January,  1782,  and  had  grace  from  p p 
his  College  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  M.A.,  15th  December,  1783.  He  was  Feiiowof’ 
elected  Fellow  of  Oriel  College,  i6th  April,  1784,  and  on  13th  November  follow-  college, 
ing  his  caution  money  was  repaid  on  his  migration  to  the  latter  College,  and  he 
proceeded  M.A.  2nd  June,  1785,  B.M.  3ifl:  January,  1787,  D.M.  15th  July, 

1788,  as  a member  of  that  Society.  He  was  admitted  a Candidate  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Phyficians,  30th  September,  1788,  and  a Fellow,  30th  September,  1789, 
and  he  was  Cenfor  in  1790,  1795,  1797,  1804,  and  1808,  Harveian  Orator  in 
1795,  and  Eledl  on  loth  April,  1807,  which  laft  office  he  refigned,  6th  Odlober, 


’ Mary  Robinfon,  born  27th  November,  1758,  died  26th  December,  1800,  known  as  ‘Perdita,’ 
miftrefs  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  (George  IV).  “ She  received  through  Lord  Malden  (afterwards  Earl 
of  Eflex)  a letter  figned  ‘Florizel,’  which  was  the  beginning  of  a correfpondence  ” with  the  Prince, 
circa  December,  1778.  (/)/<(?.  Nat.  Biog.) 

“ John  Napleton,  D.D.,  Canon  of  Hereford,  Chancellor  of  the  diocefe,  Mailer  of  St,  Katherine’s 
Hofpital,  Ledbury,  Re6lor  of  Stoke  Edith  and  Vicar  of  Lugwardine,  and  Preleftor  of  Divinity  in 
Hereford  Cathedral,  died  9th  December,  1817;  fon  of  John  Napleton,  B.D.,  Redlor  of  Pembridge. 
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1813.^  He  was  Phyfician  to  the  Foundling  Hofpital  from  July,  1787,  to  1809,  and 
to  the  Middlefex  Hofpital  from  6th  November,  1788,  to  the  date  of  his  refigna- 
tion,  iith  January,  1803,  and  he  was  alfo  Phyfician  in  Ordinary  to  the  Princefs  of 
Wales.  He  is  defcribed  in  1789  as  of  Lamb’s  Conduit  Street,  and  in  1809  and  in 
18 12  of  the  Albany,  in  London,  and  in  his  will  mentions  the  houfe  he  had  recently 
occupied  in  Queen  Anne’s  Street.  The  European  Magazine  announces  his  firft 
hofpital  appointment  in  July,  1787,  as  “Dr.  John  Mayo,  fellow  of  Oriel  College, 
Oxford,  to  be  phyfician  to  the  Foundling  Hofpital,  vice  Sir  William  Watfon, 
dec.” 

Erafmus  Wilfon,  in  his  Hijiory  of  the  Middlefex  Hofpital ^ 1845,  page  *97j  gives 
an  account  of  Dr.  Mayo’s  appointment  at  that  inftitution. 

“In  the  month  of  September,  1788,  it  was  refolved  by  the  weekly  board  that 
by  reafon  of  the  avocations  of  Dr.  Smyth  and  Dr.  Milman  it  is  expedient  to  eledl 
an  additional  phyfician  to  the  hofpital.  Some  preparations  for  this  vacancy  had  been 
made  on  the  preceding  board-day,  when  Dr.  John  Mayo  became  a governor  of  the 
Hofpital,  and  at  the  prefent  board  the  Rev.  Dr.  Herbert  Mayo  paid  his  * firft 
annual  fubfcription.’  The  candidates  for  office  were  Dr.  John  Mayo  and  Dr.  John 
Hamon.  The  latter  gentleman,  at  the  quarterly  Court  held  November  6th,  1788, 
withdrew  his  pretenfions,  and  Dr.  Mayo  was  unanimoufly  eledted.”  Later  on  in 
the  fame  work,  at  page  200,  we  read  that,  “ at  the  weekly  board,  December,  1802, 
it  was  ‘moved  by  Mr.  Treafurer  Coliick  and  feconded  by  Mr.  Howard,  furgeon, 
which  motion  was  carried  unanimoufly,  that  Dr.  Mayo,  who  has  been  phyfician  to 
this  hofpital  with  equal  advantage  to  the  charity  and  honour  to  himfelf  for  fourteen 
years  be  folicited  to  attend  the  cancer  ward  as  phyfician  extraordinary.’”  Dr.  Mayo’s 
reply  was  as  follows: 

4 January,  1803. 

Sir, 

The  refolution  of  the  laft  board,  containing  a requeft  that  I would  attend  the  cancer 
ward  as  phyfician  extraordinary,  needs  only  the  confirmation  of  a general  Court  to  have  my  moft 
hearty  acquiefcence.  I fee  in  the  adminiftration  of  that  part  of  its  eftablifhment  the  moft 
important  interefts  of  the  inftitution  involved ; and  as  far  as  in  me  lies  I fhall  be  happy  to  join

The  members  of  the  Club,  whole  names  occur  in  the  prefent  volume,  were 
Dr.  John  Mayo,  21ft  January,  1798;  Samuel-James  Arnold,  15th  April,  1809;  Robert  Bill,  24th 
November,  1816;  James  Lonfdale,  27th  March,  1819;  Auguftus-Walter  Arnold,  12th  January,  1839; 
Dr.  Thomas  Mayo,  9th  February,  1839;  and  Thomas-James  Arnold,  30th  November,  1850. 
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my  endeavours  to  those  of  my  colleagues  to  enfure  its  fuccefs.  If,  in  the  fituation  I have  now 
for  fome  years  held  as  one  of  the  phyficians  of  the  hofpital,  I have  acquired  the  approbation  of 
the  board,  I cannot  forget  how  much  of  that  I owe  to  the  kind  affiftance  of  thofe  colleagues. 
I have  the  honour  to  be  your  faithful  fervant,

At  the  next  weekly  board  the  following  letter  was  received  from  Dr.  John 
Mayo; 

Berners  St. 

January  i ith,  1803. 

Sir, 

It  was  my  intention,  juft  before  I was  afflicfted  with  the  illnefs  from  which  I am  happily 
now  recovered,  to  refign  the  fituation  I have  for  many  years  filled  of  one  of  the  phyficians  to 
the  Middlefex  hofpital;  and  I hefitated  only  left  my  refignation,  confidered  as  the  confequence 
of  my  illnefs,  might  appear  to  the  public  as  a relinquiftiment  of  all  my  profeflional  purfuits;  at 
the  fame  time  I had  the  fatisfadlion  of  knowing  that  my  ftiare  of  duty  in  the  hofpital  was  very 
ably  executed  by  my  colleagues.  The  flattering  offer  which  has  been  made  me  by  the  board  of 
the  new  appointment  of  phyfician  extraordinary  to  the  cancer  ward  makes  me  reludlant  to  quit 
the  hofpital  altogether,  and  as  the  duties  of  the  fituation  are  not  incompatible  with  my  other 
profeflional  engagements,  I have  done  myfelf  the  honour  to  accept  the  appointment,  provided  it 
meets  with  the  concurrence  of  the  next  quarterly  Court.  In  the  meantime  I muft  refign  the 
office  I now  hold ; and  truft  it  will  be  to  the  general  interefts  of  the  charity  at  large  that  my 
attention  fhould  be  folely  diredled  to  the  cancer  eftablifhment.

Dr.  Mayo  held  this  new  appointment  until  1817.  “ For  many  years  before  his 
death,”  to  quote  Dr.  Munk’s  Koll  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians^  1861,  vol.  ii, 
p.  343,  it  was  Dr.  Mayo’s  cuftom  to  divide  his  time  between  London  and 
Tunbridge  Wells,  refiding  at  the  latter  during  the  fummer  months.  There  he 
enjoyed  the  implicit  confidence  of  all  ranks,  and  took  the  undifputed  lead  in  the 
medical  bufinefs  and  emoluments  of  that  town  and  neighbourhood. 

He  fpeaks  of  his  proceedings  at  this  time  in  a letter  to  his  coufin  Charles, 
Redor  of  Beechingftoke,  dated  “ Albany,  Od.  16,  1809.”  ’ 

I had  hoped  by  this  time  to  have  got  into  a fmall  houfe  in  this  neighbourhood,  as  this 
Collegiate-like  life  does  not  fuit  a family  man,  but  as  yet  I cannot  procure  a tenement,  I mean 
fuch  an  one  as  I want.  When  I loft  my  poor  wife  I gave  up  everything  in  Town — houfe, 
appointments,  etc.  For  the  latter  I feel  no  regret,  tho’  it  was  a furrender  of  honors  and  emolu- 
ments, but  I do  want  more  room  than  I have  in  Albany  on  account  of  my  dear  boys,  whom  I 
am  now  obliged  to  rufticate  in  their  vacations  to  my  little  farm.  I wifh  you  would  give  me 
previous  notice,  when  it  fhall  be  your  intention  to  come  to  Town.  I would  in  that  cafe  take 
care  to  free  myfelf  of  engagements,  fome  of  which,  when  made,  are  too  imperious  fometimes  to

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break  through.  I beg  to  repeat  my  afTurances  of  affedlionate  regard  towards  my  coufin  Lucy; 
and  that  you  too  will  believe  me,

In  another  letter  from  Dr.  Mayo,  to  Charles  Mayo,  of  Winchefter,  dated 
Tunbridge  Wells,  24th  June,  1812,  he  fpeaks  of  his  failing  health. 

I have  been  here  fome  little  time  on  account  of  indifpofition,  which  drove  me  out  of  Town 
before  my  ufual  time  by  three  weeks.  . . . Whilft  I am  fcrawling  this  illegible  letter,  I am  in 
a degree  of  mifery  I can’t  defcribe  to  you,  a mixture  of  Prickley  Heat,  Headache,  Vertigo,  and 
noife  in  my  ears.

Dr.  Mayo  fixed  his  permanent  abode  at  Tunbridge  W^ells  in  1817,  in  his  houfe 
on  Mount  Ephraim,  which  he  had  purchafed  from  Mrs.  Adeane,  and  dying  foon 
after  was  buried  at  Speldhurft,  8th  December,  1818,  and  his  will,  dated  15th  May, 
was  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court,  i8th  December,  1818  (573  Crefwell).  His 
executors  and  truftees  were  his  widow,  Frances-Lavinia  Mayo,  and  his  friends. 
Rev.  Samuel  Holland,  of  Poynings,  Suflex,  M.A.  and  D.M.,  Precentor  and  Pre- 
bendary of  Chichefter;  Rev.  Jofeph  Lane  Yeomans,  M.A.,  Redtor  of  Biftiop’s 
Tawton,  Devon;  and  James  Wedderburn,  of  London,  merchant,  to  whom  he  devifed 
his  real  eftate,  including  a farm  called  Mitchells,  in  the  parilhes  of  Speldhurft 
and  Frant,  for  fale.  He  was  the  author  of  a fmall  pamphlet  entitled,  “The  informa- 
tion and  complaint  made  to  the  Court  at  the  Hofpital  for  the  Maintenance  and 
Education  of  expofed  and  defected  children.  London.  1790.”  8vo.  A miniature 
likenefs  of  Dr.  Mayo,  on  ivory,  is  in  the  pofleftion  of  Mrs.  Mayo,  of  Corfham. 
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The  following  infcription  occurs  on  a marble  tablet,  now  placed  within  the 
tower  of  Speldhurft  Church :

He  twice  married,  on  the  firjl  occafion,  5th  February,  1789,  Jane,  daughter  of  Hemanies 
Thomas  Cock  of  Tottenham,  a Hamburgh  merchant,  of  whofe 
family  fome  account  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XI.  Arms  of  Cock, 

Argent,  three  cocks  ftatant  gules,  on  a chief  of  the  fecond  three 
ftags  trippant  or. 

Dr.  Mayo  married  Jecondly,  12th  September,  1812,  Frances- 
Lavinia,  daughter  of  William  Fellowes  of  Ramfey  Abbey,  co. 

Huntingdon,  and  Nadon,  Suffolk,  M.P.  for  Sudbury  and  An- 
dover, and  Lavinia,  his  wdfe,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  James  Smyth 
of  St.  Audries,  Somerfet,  and  aunt  of  Edward  Fellowes,  firft  Lord 
De  Ramfey.  She  died  without  iffue  31  ft  May,  1837.  Her  will  is  in  474  Norwich, 

P.C.C.  A fketch  of  the  hiftory  of  her  family  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XI.  Arms 
of  Fellowes,  Azure,  a fefs  dancette  ermine  between  three  lions’  heads  erafed  or, 
murally  crowned  argent. 

Dr.  Mayo  had  iffue  by  his  firft  wife  three  fons,  Thomas,  John 
and  Herbert. 

I.  Thomas  Mayo,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  born  24th  January,  and 
baptifed  ift  March,  1790,  at  St.  Andrew’s,  Hoi  born,  as  fon  of 
“ John  Mayo  M.D.  and  Jane  his  wife,  of  Lamb’s  Conduit  Street,” 
and  inoculated  at  the  age  of  four  months.  His  education  was  begun 
under  the  Rev.  John  Smith  of  Eltham,  with  whom  he  remained 
three  years,  and  he  was  then  for  eighteen  months  at  Weftminfter 
School.  In  a note  to  Dr.  Munk,  dated  28th  May,  1861,  Dr.  Mayo  writes,  “I  was 
a fellow  of  Oriel,  to  the  attainment  of  which  honour  I had  pledged  myfelf  to  my 
father,  provided  he  would  permit  me  to  efcape  the  “ foundation  ” of  Weftminfter 
and  its  peculiar  training,  which  combined  with  a very  fair  proportion  of  Latin  and 
Greek  occafional  aeroftation  in  a blanket.” 

“ He  was  therefore,”  Dr.  Munk  adds,  “ transferred  to  the  private  tuition  of  the 
Rev.  George  Richards,  Vicar  of  Bampton,  and  formerly  fellow  of  Oriel  College, 
a diftinguifhed  fcholar,  and  ftill  remembered  by  his  prize  poem,  ‘ The  Aboriginal 
Britons.’  Under  Mr.  Richards’  guidance  he  made  rapid  progrefs,  and  in  due  courfe  who  pro- 
was  entered  at  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  and  gained  a fellowftiip  of  that  Houfe.  He  oxford° 
pafled  a moft  brilliant  examination,  and  took  a firft  clafs  in  Literis  Humanioribus  and  pafles 
{Roll  of  Royal  College  of  Phyftcians,  2nd  edition,  vol.  iii.,  p.  200,)  He  had  been  Lamina"'' 
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admitted  Commoner  at  Oriel,  loth  June,  1807,  and  matriculated  the  fame  day, 
aged  17,  gained  his  firft  clafs  in  Eafter  Term,  18  ii,  and  graduated  B.A.  24th 
Odober  the  fame  year.  An  interefting  extrad  may  here  be  given  from  a letter 
written  by  Dr.  Coplefton  (Provoft  of  Oriel,  1814,  and  fubfequently  Bifhop  of 
Llandaff)  to  Mr.  Richards. 

Oriel  College,  15th  May,  1811. 

My  dear  Richards, 

It  will  give  you,  I know,  unfeigned  pleafure  to  hear  that  Mayo  has  acquitted  himfelf 
nobly  at  his  examination.  It  was  by  far  the  beft  appearance  I have  ever  witnelTed.  He  had 
all  Ariftotle’s  Ethics,  Rhetoric  and  Poetics,  all  the  Tragedians,  all  Homer,  Demofthenes, 
Thucydides,  Pindar,  Tacitus,  Livy,  Virgil  and  Juvenal.  His  Greek  Teftament  and  anfwers 
in  religion  were  all  excellent  as  well  as  his  logic. 

I have  often  wifhed  you  had  been  prefent  to  witnefs  the  firm,  clear  and  manly  exprefllon 
he  gave  to  the  meaning  of  his  authors,  and  his  wonderfully  accurate  account  of  the  argumenta- 
tive treatifes  of  Ariftotle.  He  has  gained  already  no  fmall  reputation  by  the  difplay  he  made  in 
the  fchools,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  this  will  receive  a durable  ftamp  when  the  lift  of  honours 
appears.  He  fully  j'uftified  the  opinion  I had  conceived  very  early  and  which  I communicated 
to  you  of  the  manly  tone  and  vigour  of  his  intelleft.  He  has  befides  great  firmnefs  of  nerve  and 
a ready  command  of  language  which  all  turned  to  a good  account  on  this  occafion. 

Dr.  Coplefton  wrote  at  the  fame  time  to  Mayo’s  father,  as  follows: 

Excufe  a hafty  line  to  inform  you  that  your  fon  has  palTed  his  examination  to-day  in  the 
fchools  greatly  to  his  credit.  This  you  would  eafily  have  imagined  from  what  you  know  of  his 
capacity  and  attainments.  I alfo  had  the  fame  means  of  judging,  and  yet  I allure  you  the  per- 
formance very  far  exceeded  my  expedlations,  and  procured  him  not  only  the  admiration  of  all 
the  lifteners,  but  the  ftrong  and  marked  approbation  of  the  examiners.  He  was  up  for  more 
than  two  hours,  and  during  that  time  gave  a mafterly  account  of  the  arguments  of  all  the 
treatifes  he  had  ftudied,  and  conftrued  paflages  in  eight  or  ten  of  the  moft  difficult  authors  with 
the  utmoft  propriety  and  firmnefs.  Although  I have  fome  experience  in  thefe  matters  myfelf,  I 
muft  fay,  without  hefitation,  that  it  is  the  beft  claffical  examination  I ever  heard.  {Gold-headed 
Cane^  p.  221,  note.) 

The  Rev.  John  Davifon,  Fellow  of  Oriel,  author  of  Difcourjes  on  Prophecy^  in 
a letter  to  Mr.  Richards,  remarked: 

I have  been  at  the  Schools  this  afternoon  to  hear  the  examination  of  your  friend,  Mr.  Mayo, 
and  knowing  the  concern  you  take  about  him,  I cannot  forego  the  fatisfadlion  of  telling  you 
that  he  has  gone  through  this  public  trial  of  his  literary  talents  with  uncommon  credit.  It 
lafted  fomething  about  two  hours,  which  is  not  a long  examination,  but  his  rapidity  filled  the 
time  moft  largely,  and  at  the  conclufion  of  it  he  received,  what  is  a very  rare  thing  from  that 
folemn  bench,  the  immediate  applaufe  of  fome  of  the  examining  mafters.  It  is  not  eafy  to  fay 
whether  his  performance  was  beft  in  his  books  of  tafte,  or  of  fcience;  in  both  it  was  excellent. 
Euripides  and  Ariftotle,  Sophocles  and  Juvenal,  all  had  their  due.  Perhaps  his  management  of 
Ariftotle  was  the  moft  worthy  of  notice,  for  his  anfwers  outflew  the  queftion — it  was  only 
neceflary  to  give  him  a hint  whereabouts  in  the  argument  they  wifhed  to  examine  him,  and  the 
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whole  argument  was  immediately  difplayed.  In  the  Greek  Claffics,  among  the  fine  paflages  out 
of  Sophocles  he  tranflated  the  narrative  of  the  agonies  of  Hercules,  which  you  will  remember, 
and  with  an  eloquence  and  fpirit  fuch  as  we  have  feldom  heard  from  candidates  for  their  firft 
degree.  What  will  be  his  rank  in  the  Public  Schools  is  a myftery  in  the  minds  of  the  Helleno- 
dicae;  but  his  public  charadler  will  be  fufficiently  eftabliflied  by  the  united  teftimony  of  his 
audience,  from  not  one  of  whom  have  I heard  anything  but  expreffions  of  the  higheft  applaufe. 
{Ibid.^  p.  222.) 

Thomas  Mayo  was  defied  Fellow  of  Oriel  23rd  April,  1813  (holding  this 
pofition  until  1819),  and  proceeded  M.A.  ift  June,  1814,  B.M.  4th  February, 
1815,  and  D.M.  17th  June,  1818.  He  entered  upon  his  profeffion  at  Tunbridge 
Wells,  but  at  the  date  of  his  marriage  in  1817  he  is  defcribed  as  “ of  Queen  Anne 
Street,”  London.  On  the  death  of  his  father  in  the  following  year  he  fucceeded 
to  his  large  and  remunerative  praflice  in  the  former  town.  He  was  elefled  a 
member  of  the  Athenaeum  Club  in  1829,  and  at  one  time  ferved  on  the  Committee. 
He  was  alfo  defied  to  the  College  Club,  a felefl  fociety  of  about  twenty  Fellows 
of  the  R.  College  of  Phyficians,  25th  May,  1835,  and  on  his  refignation,  24th 
November,  1862,  was  made  an  honorary  member.^  In  1835  he  removed  from 
Tunbridge  Wells  and  fettled  in  London,  refiding  at  56,  Wimpole  Street,  and  was 
elefled  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  on  the  fourth  of  June  in  the  fame  year.  On 
25th  March,  1841,  he  was  elefled  Phyfician  to  the  Marylebone  Infirmary.  He 
was  alfo  Phyfician  in  Ordinary  to  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Suflex. 

Again  to  quote  the  narrative  of  Dr.  Munk.  “ He  had  been  admitted  an 
Inceptor-Candidate  of  the  College  of  Phyficians  25th  June,  1816,  a Candidate  30th 
September,  1818,  and  a Fellow,  30th  September,  1819.  He  was  Cenfor  in  1835^ 
1839,  1850.  He  delivered  the  Lumleian  Leflures  in  1839  and  1842,  the 

Harveian  Oration  in  1841,  and  the  Croonian  Leflures  in  1853.  He  was  Con- 
filiarius  in  1838,  in  1842  to  1844,  in  1848  to  1850,  in  1852  to  1854,  and  laftly  in 

1856,  and  was  named  an  Elefl  26th  June,  1847.  Finally,  on  the  5th  of  January, 

1857,  he  was  elefled  Prefident  in  fucceffion  to  Dr.  Paris,  deceafed,  and  was 
annually  re-elefled  until  1862,  when  he  refigned,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Sir  Thomas 
Watfon,  Bart. 

“ Dr.  Mayo  prefided  over  the  College  at  a moft  critical  period  of  its  hiftory, 
when  it  was  undergoing  thofe  changes  in  its  conftitution  that  were  rendered  neceflary 
by  the  Medical  Afl  of  21  and  22  Vifloria.  In  the  lengthened  deliberations  which 
preceded  the  fundamental  alterations  finally  agreed  on.  Dr.  Mayo,  as  prefident,  took 
an  aflive  part,  and  the  fellows  of  the  College  acknowledged  their  fenfe  of  his

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fervices  by  retaining  him  for  another  year  in  his  office  as  prefident,  on  the  change 
in  the  mode  of  election,  when  the  eight  eledls  and  the  exclufive  eleAion  of  prefident 
from  and  by  that  order  were  aboliffied  and  the  eledlion  to  the  prefidency  was  verted 
in  the  fellows  at  large.  On  his  retiring  from  that  pofition  in  1 862,  it  was  propofed 
by  Dr.  Hawkins,  feconded  by  Sir  Charles  Locock,  Bart.,  and  agreed  to  unanimoufly 
in  a very  large  aflembly  of  the  fellows,  “ That  the  fincere  and  cordial  thanks  of  the 
College  be  returned  to  Dr.  Mayo,  the  late  Prefident,  for  the  indefatigable  zeal  and 
entire  devotion,  the  never-failing  courtefy  and  dignity,  with  which  he  has  prefided 
over  the  College  during  upwards  of  five  years,  and  efpecially  for  his  great  and 
difintererted  fervices  in  promoting  and  carrying  into  effed  during  his  period  of 
office  important  changes  in  the  ftate  and  conftitution  of  the  College.” 


In  the  autumn  of  1862*  Dr.  Mayo  withdrew  from  praftice,  and  refided  firft  at 
Yarmouth  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  and  then  at  Corfliam,  Wilts,  where  he  died  13th 
January,  1871,  and  where  he  was  interred.  His  monument  in  Corrtiam  churchyard 
bears  the  infcription :

* In  a letter  written  to  his  fon  Robert,  ift  Oftober,  about  this  year,  from  41,  Clargcs  Street,  he 
fpeaks  of  the  deafnefs  from  which  he  had  been  fufFering.  “ My  deafnefs  is  cured,  and  my  right  ear, 
which  had  been  ufelefs  for  years,  has  alfo  become  efficient  through  the  removal  of  fome  hardened  wax. 
If  the  deafnefs  of  my  left  ear  fiould  return,  it  will  be  in  my  power  to  have  a repetition  of  the  perme- 
ation of  the  Euftachian  tube,  which  gives  me  no  pain,  and  is  eafy  with  me.  If  you  mention  this  great 
bleffing,  mercifully  beftowed  on  me,  mention  alfo  that  the  operation  is  very  unfafe,  except  in  the  moll 
flcillfull,  indeed  in  very  few  hands,  Mr.  Smith,  No,  7,  Montague  Street,  Ruffell  Square,  was 
recommended  to  me  by  Paget,  and  to  him  I inftantly  went.  In  one  year  Paget  has  thus  conferred  on 
me  two  ineftimable  benefits.” 
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The  portraits  of  Dr.  Mayo  are  a crayon  drawing,  taken  at  about  the  age  of 
30  years,  and  an  oil-painting  by  James  Lonfdale,  when  about  50  years  old,  both 
now  at  Ivy  Houfe,  Corfham,  and  a crayon  drawing  by  G.  Richmond,  R.A.,  who 
prefented  it  to  the  College  of  Phyficians  in  1880.^  There  is  also  an  excellent  photo- 
graph, ‘From  Life,  July,  1867,’  by  Mrs.  Julia-Margaret  Cameron,  of  Frefhwater, 
I.W.,  which  has  been  reproduced  in  the  prefent  work.  Another  copy  belongs  to 
the  College,  and  is  confidered  to  be  an  admirable  likenefs  by  all  who  remember 
him. 

In  perfon  Dr.  Mayo  was  below  the  middle  height,  and  rather  fpare  in  figure, 
fond  of  intelledlual  fociety,  but  averfe  to  frivolity  and  falhionable  parties.  When 
living  at  Tunbridge  Wells,  he  made  himfelf  unpopular  by  preferring  converfation 
to  the  amenities  of  the  card-table.  He  was  a man  of  highly  philofophical  mind, 
upright  in  life,  and  kindly  of  heart,  and  everywhere  efteemed,  and  efpecially  fo  by 
thofe  who  knew  him  beft.  There  was  an  element  of  fternneft  in  his  characfler, 
which  made  him  intolerant  of  folly.  He  had  plenty  of  pluck,  and  once  tried  to 
force  John  Bright  in  converfation  to  the  conclufion  that  he  would  like  to  abolilh 
capital  punifhment,  except  in  the  cafe  of  kings  occafionally. 

The  Journal  of  Pfychological  Medicine ^ vol.  x,  p.  412,  fpeaks  thus  of  Dr. 
Mayo  in  1857  : 

The  eleition  of  this  eminent  phyfician  to  the  high  and  honourable  office  of  Prefident  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Phyficians,  confequent  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Paris,  is  entitled  to  more  than  a 
paffing  notice.  We  have  on  more  than  one  occafion  confidered  it  to  be  our  duty  to  oppofe  in 
this  journal  fome  of  the  medico-pfychological  and  judicial  opinions  propounded  by  Dr.  Mayo; 
we  neverthelefs  are  glad  to  avail  ourfelves  of  this  opportunity  of  fully  and  freely  acknowledging 
this  phyfician’s  varied  attainments,  great  talents,  and  undoubted  private  worth.  As  an  accom- 
plifhed  and  vigorous  writer,  acute  and  logical  thinker,  he  occupies  a high  and  enviable  pofition 
among  his  contemporaries.  Dr.  Mayo’s  fcholaftic  and  literary  attainments  are  of  the  higheft 
order.  We  feel  affured  that  he  will  gracefully  wear  the  laurels  that  have  fallen  upon  him,  and 
that  all  the  anxious  and  refponfible  duties  of  his  elevated  pofition  will  be  difcharged  with  honour 
to  himfelf  and  with  fatisfadfion  to  the  profeffion  of  which  he  forms  fo  bright  an  ornament. 

The  following  recolledions  of  this  phyfician  were  communicated  by  the  late 
Dr.  Robert  Druitt  in  1882  : 

When  I was  attending  the  Middlefex  Hofpital  in  1835  I found  Dr.  Thomas  Mayo,  whom 
I had  feen  in  conftant  attendance  on  his  brother’s  lectures  on  the  nervous  fyftem  at  King’s 
College,  equally  diligent  in  going  round  with  Dr.,  now  Sir  Thomas  Watfon,  and  the  other 
phyficians,  in  their  clinical  vifits  to  the  wards.  His  character  at  that  time  was  pithily  exprefled 
by  a ftudent,  who  faid  that  he  looked  like  a man  who  read  Aretasus.  In  fa6l,  he  infpired  refpeft

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by  the  depth  and  folidity  of  his  attainments.  He  was  afFedled  with  a fort  of  nervous  twitching 
of  the  eyes,  which  deprived  him  of  the  appearance  of  eafe  and  fluency  as  a fpeaker,  yet  he  fpoke 
readily  and  well,  though  with  fome  apparent  effort,  and  was  always  liftened  to  with  attention. 
He  delivered  a remarkable  addrefs  at  one  of  the  Friday  evening  meetings  at  the  Royal  Inftitution 
in  Albemarle  Street,  iith  May,  i860.  On  the  relations  of  the  Public  to  the  Science  and  PraSlice 
of  Medicine^  the  Duke  of  Wellington  being  in  the  chair.  But  the  boldeft  and  beft  fpeech  I ever 
heard  him  make  was  at  a meeting  of  the  Royal  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Society  in  Berners 
Street,  I think  about  the  year  1845.  The  difcuflion  was  about  mefmerifm  and  its  alleged  power 
of  producing  anaefthefia  or  catalepfy,  in  fo  much  that  the  patient  might  fuffer  a furgical  opera- 
tion without  knowing  it.  At  that  time  mefmerifm  was  very  unpopular;  it  was  mixed  up  with 
a lot  of  incredible  and  difcreditable  theories  and  pradtices ; neverthelefs  it  is  an  eftablifhed  fadl 
that  fuch  phenomena  can  be  produced,  and  Dr.  Mayo’s  calm,  deep,  philofophical  recognition  of 
this  was  in  ftriking  contraft  to  the  wild  denunciations  of  thofe  who  only  regarded  the  roguery  of 
the  mefmerift,  without  confidering  the  validity  of  the  nervous  phenomena  which  were  indis- 
putable.

Dr.  Munk,  in  1‘he  Gold-headed  Cane,  London,  1884,  p.  222,  thus  writes  of 
Dr.  Mayo’s  literary  works: 

As  the  bias  of  Dr.  Mayo’s  mind  towards  metaphyfics  had  led  him  at  Oxford  to  a deep  and 
critical  ftudy  of  Ariftotle,  fo  did  it,  when  he  devoted  himfelf  to  Medicine,  to  that  of  infanity 
and  the  general  pathology  of  the  human  mind.  His  firft,  and  all  the  moft  noteworthy  of  his 
writings,  are  on  thefe  fubjedls.  His  objedl  throughout  them  was  to  bring  the  philofophy  of 
mind  to  bear  upon  the  condudt  of  life  in  new  and  hitherto  unrecognized  points  of  contaft.  All  his 
publilhed  works  on  thefe  fubjefts  are  acute,  ingenious,  and  often  ftrikingly  original  and  fug- 
geftive,  efpecially  fuch  portions  of  them  as  treat  on  thofe  deviations,  moral  depravities  and 
morbid  conditions  of  the  mind,  which  are  fhort  of  adlual  infanity,  and  which  imply,  therefore, 
no  abfence  of  refponfibility  for  criminal  ads  on  the  part  of  their  fubjeds.  But  Dr.  Mayo’s 
writings  were  too  abftrufe,  too  clofely  and  logically  reafoned  to  be  popular,  and  they  failed  to 
attrad  notice  or  to  influence  opinion  in  a degree  at  all  commenfurate  with  their  merits. 

Dr.  Mayo  twice  married,  on  the  firft  occafion,  28  th  November, 

1817,  at  Alton,  Stafford ftiire,  Lydia,  youngeft  daughter  of  John 
Bill,  M.D.,  of  Farley  Hall  in  that  county.  She  died  26th  January, 

1859,  at  Wimpole  Street,  aged  64,  and  was  buried  in  Kenfal  Green 
Cemetery  (Grave  No.  1054).  An  account  of  this  family  will  be 
found  in  Chapter  XI. 

He  married  fecondly,  6th  November,  1861,  at  All  Saints’, 

Knightfbridge,  Sufan-Mary,  widow  of  Rear-Admiral  Sir  William 
Symonds,  and  youngeft  daughter  of  John  Briggs,  clerk  in  Holy 
Orders,  Fellow  of  Eton  College.  She  died  27th  May,  1869,  and  was  buried  at 
Newport,  Ifle  of  Wight,/.y>.  In  the  fouth  tranfept  of  Newport  church  is  a Brafs 
bearing  thefe  words: 

INSCRIBED  BY  HER  SURVIVING  SISTERS  | TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  | SUSAN  MARY  MAYO,  WHO

He  had  ilfue  by  his  firft  wife  eight  children. 

i.  Augustus-Frederick  Mayo,  born  27th  November,  1820,  and  regiftered  at 
Tunbridge  Wells  chapel  17th  February,  1821,  being  named  after  his  godfather.

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the  Duke  of  Suflex.  He  was  educated  at  Cheam  School,  Surrey,  and  at  King’s 
College  School,  London,  and  was  admitted  Commoner  of  Oriel  College,  Oxford, 
14th  June,  1838,  and  matriculated  the  fame  day.  He  was  eledted  Ludwell  Exhi- 
bitioner 1 6th  November,  1838,  and  graduated  B. A.  17th  December,  1842,  having 
obtained  a third  clafs  in  Literis  Humanioribus.  He  was  alfo  eledled  a Robinfon 
Exhibitioner  15th  November,  1843.  He  was  called  to  the  Bar  (Inner  Temple)  in 
1846,  and  was  of  56,  Wimpole  Street,  and  6,  New  Square,  Lincoln’s  Inn.  He  died 
20th  April,  1869,  aged  50  years,  and  was  buried  in  the  third  row  of  Divilion  I of 
the  Brompton  Cemetery,  London,  where  the  following  infcription  exifts  upon  his 
graveftone:

iii.  John  Mayo,  born  2nd  May,  1823,  and  regiftered  at  Tunbridge  Wells  Chapel, 
24th  June  following.  He  died  circa  1839. 

iv.  Lydia  Mayo,  born  7th  May,  1825,  and  regiftered  at  Tunbridge  Wells 
Chapel,  24th  June  following.  She  died  young. 

V.  William-Reginald  Mayo,  born  i8th  April,  1830,  and  vaccinated  when 
nine  days  old.  At  Cheam  School  in  Auguft,  1838.  Dr.  Charles  Mayo,  writing  to 
his  ftfter  Elizabeth,  27th  Auguft,  1838,  fays:  “The  fchool  is  very  full,  too  full. 
Reginald  Mayo  and  Lawrence  Kington  and  little  Charles  are  beginning  together.” 
He  died  22nd  March,  1894,  and  was  buried  at  Tooting,  Surrey. 

vi.  Robert  Mayo,  born  29th  February,  1832,  at  Tunbridge  Wells.  He  was 
admitted  to  Merchant  Taylors’  School,  loth  July,  1841,  and  fubfequently  attended 
lectures  at  King’s  College,  London,  and  matriculated  at  Oxford,  12th  June,  1851, 
aged  1 9,  from  Chrift  Church.  He  obtained  a fecond  clafs  in  Claflical  Moderations, 
and  third  clafles  in  the  Claflical  and  Law  and  Modern  Hiftory  Schools,  and  gradu- 
ated B.A.  7th  February,  1856.  After  reading  for  Holy  Orders  with  Rev.  Robert 
Eden,  Vicar  of  Wymondham,  Norfolk,  he  was  ordained  Deacon,  12th  July, 
1857,  and  Prieft,  19th  December,  1858,  both  by  John-Thomas  Pelham,  Bifliop  of 
Norwich.  He  aded  as  Curate  of  Barnham  Broom,  and  Kimberley,  Norfolk,  1857- 
60,  Ovington,  1864-7,  Soberton,  1869,  both  in  Hants,  and  has  refided  at  Cor- 
ftiam,  Wilts,  from  the  latter  year. 

vii.  Charles-Thomas  Mayo,  born  3rd  January,  1834,  at  Tunbridge  Wells. 
He  was  educated  at  Cheam  School,  under  Dr.  Mayo,  and  at  the  Cholmeley  School, 
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Highgate,  under  Dr.  Dyne,  and  fubfequently  ftudied  law.  He  went  to  refide  at 
Corfham,  Wilts,  in  1865,  and  for  fome  years  reprefented  Corlham  and  Biddeftone 
on  the  Wilts  County  Council,  and  filled  other  local  offices.  He  was  a Liberal  in 
politics.  He  died  at  BCirgenftock,  Lucerne,  12th  September,  1895,  aged  61,  of 
endocarditis,  while  travelling  with  his  wife  and  two  fons,  and  was  brought  back  to 
Corffiam  and  buried  there,  i8th  September,  in  the  vault  in  which  his  father  and 
his  daughter  Florence  were  already  interred. 

A notice  in  the  Wilts  Archaolog.  Magazine  (Vol.  xxviii,  p.  266),  records  that  “ as 
a refident  in  Corffiam  for  the  laft  25  years,  he  had  taken  a leading  part  in  all  local 
matters.  In  politics  he  was  a ftrong  Liberal,  and  an  earneft  advocate  of  temperance. 
He  had  reprefented  Corffiam  in  the  County  Council  fince  1888,  and  was  an  adlive 
member  of  moft  of  the  parochial  and  local  inftitutions  and  committees.  So  com- 
pletely had  he  identified  himfelf  with  the  life  of  the  place,  that  his  death  will  be  felt 
as  a fevere  lofs  throughout  the  diftrid:.”  (See  alfo  an  obituary  notice  in  the  Devizes 
Gazette^  19th,  1895.)

He  married,  yth  September,  1865,  at  Cameley,  Somerfet,  Mary-Hayward,  eldeft 
daughter  of  Jofeph  Perrin  of  Templecloud,  and  had  iffiue; 

A.  Thomas  Mayo,  born  8th  April,  and  died  9th  April,  1866,  at  Corffiam. 

B.  Charles-Joseph  Mayo,  his  twin  brother,  born  8th  April,  1866,  educated  at 
Clifton  College  from  May,  1876,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Trinity  College, 
nth  October,  1884,  aged  18,  and  placed  in  the  fourth  clafs  in  the  Law  School, 
1888.  He  graduated  B.A.  30th  June,  1888,  and  was  admitted  a Solicitor  in 
Auguft,  1894.  He  refided  in  Plymouth,  1866-9,  and  fubfequently  at  Tavlf- 
tock. 

He  married,  15th  Auguft,  1896,  at  Corffiam,  Conftance-Mary,  born  29th 
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Auguft,  1874,  youngeft  daughter  of  Col.  Carleton  Smith,  3rd  Batt.,  Eaft  Surrey 
Regt.,  of  the  Grove,  Corfham.  See  Chapter  XI.  Arms  of  Smith.  Argent,  on  a bend 
between  two  bulls’  heads  erafed  azure,  armed  or,  three  lozenges  of  the  laft.  She  died 
at  the  Grove,  Taviftock,  5th  February,  1900,  and  was  buried  in  the  Taviftock 
cemetery,  having  had  iflue  : Mary  - Winifred  Mayo,  born  30th  Auguft,  at 
I,  Carlifle  Terrace,  Plymouth,  baptifed  at  Corlbam,  13th  October,  1897,  and  died 
at  Plymouth,  12th  January,  and  buried  in  the  cemetery  there,  15th  January,  1898, 
aged  five  months;  and  Charles-Guy  Mayo,  born  8th  Odober,  1898,  at  i,  Car- 
lifle Terrace,  and  baptifed  ill:  November,  at  St.  Andrew’s  Chapel,  Plymouth. 

c.  Edmund-Godfrey  Mayo,  born  26th  April,  1 867,  educated  at  Clifton  College 
from  May,  1876,  and  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Trinity  College,  17th  Odlober, 
1885,  aged  18.  He  obtained  a fecond  clafs  in  Claflical  Moderations,  1887,  and  a 
third  clafs  in  the  Claflical  Final  School,  1889,  and  graduated  B.A.,  14th  November 
in  the  latter  year.  He  ftudied  at  St.  Mary’s  Hofpital,  Paddington,  and  was  ad- 
mitted M.R.C.S.E.  and  L.R.C.P.,  London,  in  1897. 

D.  Herbert-Edward  Mayo,  born  20th  November,  1868,  and  entered  Clifton 
College,  May,  1878.  He  was  appointed  a Lieutenant  in  the  4th  Batt.  (Militia) 
Prince  of  Wales  N.  StalFordlhire  Regt.,  9th  March,  1889,  and  on  obtaining  a 
commilTion  in  the  Army,  October,  1890,  joined  the  Chelhire  Regt.  as  Second 
Lieutenant,  4th  February,  1891.  He  refigned  his  commiflion  28th  December,  1898. 
He  then  went  to  farm  in  New  Zealand,  and  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Boer  War, 
ferved  for  a year  in  the  Border  Horfe  in  South  Africa.  He  returned  to  New 
Zealand  in  1900,  but  removed  to  Canada  in  1904. 

E.  Edith-Mary  Mayo,  born  loth  April,  1870. 

F.  John-Pym  Mayo,  born  31ft  January,  1872,  educated  at  Clifton  College, 
1883-1891,  and  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Balliol  College,  20th  October,  1891, 
aged  19.  He  obtained  a firft  clafs  in  Claflical  Moderations,  i8th  April,  1893,  and 
a fecond  clafs  in  the  Final  Claflical  School  in  the  fummer  of  1895,  and  graduated 
B.A.,  3rd  December,  1896,  and  became  Afliftant  Mafter  at  Manchefter  School, 
1899.  He  married,  loth  September,  1898,  at  the  parifli  church,  St,  Marylebone, 
Alice-Maud,  daughter  of  Very  Rev.  Alfred-Robertfon  Fitchett,  M.A.,  D.D,  (Univ. 
of  N.Z.),  Dean  of  Dunedin,  New  Zealand  (brother  of  William-Henry  Fitchett, 
LL.D.,  author  of  Deeds  that  PFon  the  Empire,  etc.),  and  has  ilTue:  John-Kingdon 
Mayo,  born  24th  April,  in  Manchefter,  and  baptifed  at  Corfliam,  7th  June,  1900;

John  Mayo,  fecond  fon  of  Dr.  John  Mayo  and  Jane,  nk  Cock,  his  wife, 
was  born  in  London,  20th  December,  1792,  inoculated  at  the  age  of  ten  months, 
and  baptifed  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Marylebone.  He  entered  Caius  College,  Cambridge, 
22nd  June,  1811,  aged  18,  and  the  admiffion  regifter  ftates  that  he  had  been  “five 
years  at  fchool  under  Mr.  Smith  at  Eltham,  and  two  under  Dr.  Horne  ^ at  Chifwick.” 
He  was  Scholar  of  Caius  College  from  Michaelmas,  1811,  to  Michaelmas,  1813; 
Tancred  Student,  and  made  the  Speech,  1812,  1816,  and  graduated  B.  Med,,  5th 
July,  1816.  On  leaving  the  Univerfity  he  did  not,  however,  follow  his  father’s 
profeflion,  but  entered  Holy  Orders,  being  ordained  Prieft  at  Norwich,  20th  July, 
1817.  He  fubfequently  became  Curate  of  Sutton  at  Hone,  Kent,  where  his  name 
appears  in  the  parilh  regifter  as  ading  in  that  capacity  from  17th  April,  1820,  to 
ift  April,  1827.  He  died  at  Cheltenham,  14th  July,  1827,  and  was  buried  at 
St.  Mary’s,  in  that  town,  23rd  July,  following.  His  will  was  proved  in  1827. 
(501  Heber,  P.C.C.). 

He  twice  married ; in  1813,  Marianne-Frances,  daughter  of  Rev.  Thomas 
Mantell,  M.A.,  S.T.B.,  late  Fellow  of  Corpus  Chrifti  College,  Cambridge,  and 
Redor  of  Frenftiam,  Surrey,  and  fifter  of  Very  Rev.  Edward-Reginald  Mantell, 
M.A.,  Prebendary  of  Lincoln,  Dean  of  Stamford,  and  Redor  of  Gretford  cum 
Wilfthorpe,  Lincolnlhire.  The  marriage  is  thus  announced  in  the  Sherborne  "Journal 
of  12th  March,  1813;  “At  St.  George’s  Church,  J,  Mayo,  Efq.,  of  Caius  College, 
to  Marianne-Frances,  daughter  of  the  late  T.  Mantell,  Redor  of  Frenftiam.”  She 
died  2ift  May,  1814,  and  was  buried  at  Ware,  Herts,  having  had  one  child,  John 
Mayo,  who  died  in  infancy,  and  was  buried  at  Grantchefter,  Cambridge fhire,  9th 
May,  1814.  The  arms  of  Mantell  are  Argent,  a chevron  engrailed  between  four 
martlets  fable. 

John  Mayo  married  Jecondly^  i6th  July,  1819,  Mary-Hunter,  fecond  daughter  of 
J ohn- Alexander  Ogilvie,  of  T anhurft  Park,  W otton,  Surrey,  and  Eliza- 
Mary,  his  wife,  eldeft  daughter  of  Spencer  Man  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Arms  of  Ogilvie  are  quarterly:  i and  4,  Argent,  a lion  paflant 
guardant  gules  imperially  crowned  proper  Findlater\  2 and  3,  Argent, 
a crofs  engrailed  fable,  Sinclair.  Thefe  are  borne  within  a bordure 
azure  by  Ogilvie  of  Auchiries,  Aberdeenftiire.  An  account  of  the 
families  of  Mantell  and  Ogilvie  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XI. 

Mary-Hunter  Mayo  long  furvived  her  hulband,  and  dying  3rd 
April,  1884,  at  6,  Lanfdowne  Road,  Notting  Hill,  W.,  was 
buried  8th  April  following  at  Kenfal  Green  Cemetery,  grave  No.  29,197. 

Her  portrait  in  oils,  and  miniatures  of  her  hufband,  as  a boy  of  14,  and  another

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as  a young  man,  from  a Daguerreotype,  and  a water-colour  drawing  in  regimentals, 
painted  in  Germany,  are  in  the  pofleflion  of  Mrs.  H.  A.  M.  Mayo. 

The  iflue  of  this  marriage  was  an  only  fon, 

and  leaves  JoHN-PoLE  Mayo,  who  was  bom  at  Tanhurft,  I2th  Auguft,  1822,  and 
Cap"’  baptifed  by  his  father  at  Sutton  at  Hone,  27th  Odober  following,  being  named 
Pole  after  his  godfather.  Sir  William  Templer  Pole,  Bart.  He  was  educated  at  the 
Prebendal  School,  Chichefter,  and  entered  the  Navy  at  fourteen  years  of  age,  which 
he  afterwards  left  for  the  Army,  obtaining  a commiflion  as  Enfign  in  the  1 8th  R. 
Irifh  Regiment,  2nd  Odober,  1840,  and  as  Lieutenant,  21ft  November,  1841. 
He  accompanied  his  regiment  to  China,  where  he  ferved  under  Gough  in  the  fecond 
period  of  the  firft  China  War,  and  afterwards  in  India.  Being  invalided  home  in 
or  about  the  year  1844,  he  travelled  with  his  mother  on  the  Continent,  at  which 
time  he  vifited  Berlin,  where  he  had  permiflion  to  ride  with  the  Prince  of  Pruffia’s 
Staff,  and  danced  at  the  Court  Balls.  He  exchanged  into  the  74th  Highlanders, 
13th  June,  1845,  but  finding  that  foreign  fervice  had  injured  his  health,  fold  his 
commiffion  31ft  July  the  next  year,  and  retired  from  the  Army.  In  his  younger 
days  he  was  well  acquainted  with  many  of  the  notabilities  of  his  time.  Jenny  Lind 
has  fung,  and  the  Sontag  (Countefs  Roffi),  played  to  him.  Being  a keen  fportfman 
he  was  frequently  in  Northumberland,  fhooting  and  fifhing.  He  was  alfo  a member 
of  the  Marylebone  Cricket  Club,  and  played  in  matches  for  the  Club.  PofTeffed  of 
an  unfailing  fund  of  anecdote,  he  was  an  excellent  converfationalift,  in  this  refem- 
bling  his  great  uncle,  Jofeph  Mayo  (see  the  next  chapter).  On  the  failure  of  his 
mother’s  health,  he  went  to  refide  with  her  at  6,  Lanfdowne  Road,  Notting  Hill, 
and  upon  her  death  took  a houfe  at  Buckfaftleigh,  Devon,  but  his  wife  dying 
fhortly  after,  he  returned  to  his  houfe  in  London,  where  he  deceafed,  23rd  March, 
and  was  buried  28th  March,  1899,  in  Kenfal  Green  Cemetery,  in  or  adjoining  his 
mother’s  grave,  where  the  following  infcription,  on  a ledger  tomb,  with  the  Mayo 
arms,  creft  and  motto,  may  be  read:

He  twice  married:  4th  Odlober,  1856,  at  St.  Marylebone  Church,  Sarah, 

only  daughter  of  Richard  Crifpin  of  Sydney,  N.  S.  Wales.  She  died  at  Steps 
Houfe,  Buckfaftleigh,  6th  May,  1885,  aged  71  years. 

He  married, 7th  January,  1890,  at  Holy  Trinity,  Tulfe  Hill,  Surrey, 
hiscoufin,  Helen-Ann-Matilda,  eldeft  daughter  of  George-Robert  Wyatt,  M.R.C.S. 
He  left  no  iftue. 
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III.  Herbert  Mayo,  a noted  phyfiologift  and  anatomift  of  the  laft  century, 
third  fon  of  Dr.  John  Mayo  and  Jane,  nee  Cock,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Queen 
Anne  Street,  London,  3rd  April,  1796.  He  entered  the  Middlefex  Hofpital  as 
furgical  pupil  17th  May,  1814,  when  Mr.  John  Joberns  was  furgeon  of  that 
inftitution,  and  ftudied  under  Mr.  Watfon  and  Mr.  Abernethy,  and,  as  he  himfelf 
tells  us  in  his  book  on  the  Nervous  Syftem  publilhed  in  1 842,  was  a pupil  of  Sir 
Charles  Bell  during  the  years  1812,  1813,  1814,  and  1815.  He  alfo  ftudied  at 
Leyden,  where  he  entered  as  a ftudent  i6th  September,  i8i6,‘  and  was  M.D.  of 
that  Univerfity,  and  “pradifed  there  with  great  fuccefs  as  a furgeon,”  until  his 
return  to  England.  He  was  appointed  Houfe  Surgeon  at  the  Middlefex  Hofpital 
1 8th  Auguft,  1818,  and  held  the  office  for  a year,  and  on  the  6th  of  Auguft,  1819, 
became  a Member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons.  Shortly  afterwards  “he  built 
a private  theatre  in  Berwick  Street,  where  he  foon  diftinguifhed  himfelf  by  his 
ledlures  on  anatomy.  In  1825  [and  until  1830]  he  continued  them,  in  conjundlion 
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with  Mr.  Brodie,  at  Dr.  Hunter’s  School  in  Great  Windmill  Street  ” (^he  Georgian 
ErUy  vol.  ii,  page  587),  a celebrated  Medical  School  which  was  conduced  by  a joint 
body  of  leflurers  connedled  with  the  Middlefex  and  other  London  Hofpitals;  and 
on  the  I ft  of  January,  1827,  publiffied  his  firft  edition  of  Outlines  of  Human 
Phyftology,  being  heads  of  phyfiological  ledures  delived  in  that  fchool.  In  1825 
he  was  eleded  a member  of  the  Athenaeum  Club.  He  was  appointed  Surgeon  of 
the  Middlefex  Hofpital  23rd  Auguft,  1827,  which  poft  he  refigned  on  account 
of  long  continued  illnefs,  15th  November,  1842.  He  was  Hunterian  Profeflbr 
of  Anatomy  and  Surgery  to  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  1828  and  1829,  and 
was  eleded  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  17th  April,  1828,  and  ferved  on  the 
Council  from  30th  November,  1834,  to  30th  November,  1836.  On  the  eftabliffi- 
ment  of  King’s  College  he  received  the  appointment  of  Profeflbr  of  Anatomy 
which  he  held  from  1830  to  1836,  and  was  Profeflbr  of  Phyfiology  and  Patho- 
logical Anatomy  at  that  inftitution  in  the  laft  named  year.  In  1832  he  was  eleded 
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a Fellow  of  the  Geological  Society.  The  Medical  School  in  connexion  with  the 
Middlefex  Hofpital  was  commenced  ift  Oftober,  1835,  and  Herbert  Mayo  held 
the  pofition  of  Ledturer  on  Surgery  from  the  clofe  of  the  feflion  of  1836-7  till  his 
refignation  in  1842-3.  His  name  appears  among  the  Fellows  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  in  the  firft  lift,  iith  December,  1843,  being  then  of  Boppart. 

The  following  valuable  particulars  relating  to  Herbert  Mayo’s  career  and  his 
contributions  to  fcience  were  furnifhed  by  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Druitt  in  1882. 

In  Auguft,  1822,  appeared  the  firft' part  of  the  Anatomical  and  Phyfiological  Commentaries^ 
the  fecond  and  only  other  part  in  July,  1823.  Thefe  Commentaries  are  a colledlion  of  effays 
defcribing  various  points  of  anatomy  and  phyfiology  made  out  by  H.  Mayo’s  own  refearches, 
but  there  are  two  points  which  give  them  an  enduring  place  in  the  annals  of  medical  literature. 
In  the  firft  place  they  contain  an  elaborate,  fomewhat  abridged,  tranflation  of  Profeflbr  Reil’s 
papers  on  the  minute  anatomy  of  the  brain,  tranflated  from  the  original  German  Archiven  fur 
die  Phffiologie  of  Reil  and  Autenrieth,  1 807  and  1808,  quite  unknown  in  England  before  Mayo’s 
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tranflation,  and  illuftrated  by  14  Plates,  drawn  and  printed  by  W.  Sheldrick.  Thefe  papers  of 
Reil’s  in  their  Englifh  drefs  form  the  mine  to  which  every  one  had  recourfe  who  defired  a found 
knowledge,  fo  far  as  it  goes,  of  the  moft  difficult  and  intricate  part  of  human  anatomy.  The 
brain,  as  is  well  known,  confifts  of  two  portions,  one  a grey  cineritious  fubftance,  compofed  of 
minute  cells  or  veficles  and  fuppofed  to  be  the  feat  of  the  real  operations  of  the  nervous  fyftem ; 
the  other  part  is  a white  or  medullary  fubftance,  compofed  of  minute  tubes  or  hollow  fibrillae 
forming  an  infinity  of  connedlions  between  the  different  parts  of  the  brain  and  fpinal  cord.  Of 
fimilar  ftrudlure,  but  firmer,  are  the  nerves  which  are  attached  at  one  end  to  the  brain  or  fpinal 
cord,  and  at  the  other  to  every  part  of  the  body.  The  courfe  of  the  medullary  fibres  of  the 
brain  may  be  fhown  in  a rough  manner  by  fcraping  or  tearing — (the  mafs  is  of  about  the  con- 
fiftency  of  blancmange) — a method  which  was,  as  Mayo  called  it,  facile  and  popular,  and  was 
much  employed  by  phrenologifts.  Reil’s  method  was  much  more  fevere  and  thorough.  He 
immerfed  the  brain  in  alcohol  till  it  had  become  ftirunken  and  hard,  and  thus  was  enabled  to 
give,  not  a paffing  glimpfe  merely,  but  a pofitive  demonftration  of  the  courfe  of  the  fibres,  or  at 
leaft  of  fuch  of  them  as  are  capable  of  being  traced.  For  the  next  ten  or  fifteen  years  phreno- 
logy, or  craniology  as  it  better  deferves  to  be  called,  was  very  popular  with  people  who  would 
now  be  faid  to  be  of  “ advanced  thought.”  Mayo  ridiculed  and  hated  it,  for  he  was  difTatisfied 
with  their  anatomical  method,  and  affirmed  that  there  was  no  connection  between  the  fo-called 
organs  into  which  the  furface  of  the  head  was  mapped  out,  and  the  real  fubdivifions  of  the  brain 
within. 

The  fecond  point  of  intereft  about  the  Commentaries  is  that  No.  I.,  Auguft,  1822,  contains 
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Mayo’s  afTertion  of  his  difcovery  of  the  real  fundtion  of  the  nerves  of  the  face,  and  his  account 
of  the  experiments  which  proved  it.  This  was  the  flatting  point  of  an  exceedingly  bitter  and 
prolonged  controverfy  with  Sir  Charles  Bell,  who  alfo  claimed  the  difcovery.  In  order  to  make 
this  clear  we  mufl  obferve  that  there  are  certain  points  about  the  nerves  which  continued 
unfolved  puzzles  till  the  year  1822,  when  they  were  cleared  up  by  the  fimultaneous  but 
independent  refearches  of  Magendie,  Sir  C.  Bell,  and  Herbert  Mayo.  It  is  well  known  that  an 
ordinary  nerve,  fuch  as  thofe  of  the  limbs,  contains  bound  up  in  one  fheath  and  inextricably 
united  together  the  nerves  of  fenfation  which  convey  impreffions  from  the  furface  to  the  centre, 
and  the  motor  nerves  which  fet  the  mufcles  in  adlion  by  a force  travelling  from  the  centre  to 
the  circumference.  It  was  long  known  that  each  nerve-trunk  that  flarts  from  the  fpinal  cord 
arifes  by  two  fets  of  roots,  the  anterior  and  the  poflerior ; the  poflerior  has  on  it  a fmall  ganglion 
or  knot  of  nervous  matter ; the  two  roots  foon  unite  to  form  inextricably  one  trunk,  which 
ferves  for  fenfation  and  motion.  It  was  not  known  till  Magendie  eflabliftied  it  by  experiment 
in  1822  that  the  poflerior  roots  of  the  fpinal  nerves  are  the  real  nerves  of  fenfation,  and  the 
anterior  the  nerves  of  motion,  which  are  diflindt  at  their  origin  but  foon  become  blended,  as  we 
have  faid.  The  nerves  of  the  face  offered  a flill  greater  puzzle ; there  are  three  on  each  fide, 
one  emerging  from  the  Ikull  above  the  eyebrow  (fupraorbital  or  frontal),  another  below  the 
eye  on  the  cheek  (infraorbital),  and  the  third  on  the  lower  jaw  (inferior  maxillary),  while  there 
is  another  and  very  remarkable  nerve  which  pafles  through  the  internal  ear  and  radiates  forward 
over  the  whole  of  the  forehead,  face,  and  nofe;  this  is  known  as  the  “portio  dura”  of  the 
feventh  nerve.  The  three  nerves  firfl  mentioned  conflitute  the  three  divifions  of  the  pair 
or  trigeminus  nerve ; a nerve  which,  like  the  fpinal  nerves,  arifes  by  two  roots ; one  of  thefe 
has  a ganglion  and  is  a fenfitive  nerve  fupplying,  as  it  is  now  well  known,  the  fenfation  of  the 
head  and  face ; the  fifth  nerve  has  another  fmall  portion  which  correfponds  with  the  anterior 
root  of  the  fpinal  nerve  and  is  diffributed  folely  to  the  mufcles  of  maflication.  Now,  the  firfl 
clear  and  emphatic  announcement  of  the  fundtion  of  thefe  nerves  of  the  face  was  made  by 
Herbert  Mayo,  in  No.  I.  of  his  Commentaries,  dated  Augufl,  1822,  page  112.  “I  infer,”  he 
fays,  “ from  the  preceding  experiments,  that  in  the  afs  the  portio  dura  is  a Ample  nerve  of 
voluntary  motion  ; and  that  the  frontal,  infraorbital,  and  inferior  maxillary  are  nerves  of  fenfation 
only.” 

Sir  Charles  Bell  up  to  this  time  held  that  the  three  divifions  of  the  fifth  or  trigeminus  nerve, 
namely  frontal,  infraorbital,  and  inferior  maxillary  are  “ mufcular  nerves,  ordering  the  voluntary 
movements  of  the  frame ; that  they  are  all  exquifitely  fenfible  and  the  fource  of  the  common 
fenfibility  of  the  body.”  On  the  other  hand  that  the  portia  dura  with  others  are  “refpiratory 
nerves,”  that  is  to  fay,  “ they  connedl  the  internal  organs  of  refpiration  with  the  fenfibilities  of 
remote  parts,  and  with  the  refpiratory  mufcles,  and  are  diflinguiftied  from  thofe  of  which  we  have 
been  fpeaking  by  many  circumflances.”  With  reference  to  Sir  C.  Bell’s  memoirs  publifhed  in  the 
Philofophical  TranfaSlions  for  1821  and  1822,  “his  main  point,”  fays  Dr.  Whewell,  “is  that 
certain  nerves  are  nerves  of  fenfation  and  volition,  and  that  certain  others  are  refpiratory  nerves. 
This  refpiratory  fyflem  of  nerves,  faid  Bell,  is  fuperadded  to  that  of  mere  feeling  and  agency.” 

Neverthelefs,  we  foon  find,  namely  in  June,  1823  (fee  Phil.  Trans.^  1821,  1822,  and  1823), 
Bell  abandoning  his  recently  expreffed  views,  and  claiming  for  himfelf  the  difcovery  which 
Mayo  in  Augufl,  1822,  aflerted  as  his  own.  Great  are  the  bitternefs  and  eagernefs  with  which 
rival  phyfiologifls  contend  for  the  honour  of  priority  in  refearch  or  experiment  and  the  tranf- 
miffion  of  their  names  in  the  annals  of  fcience.  Bell  was  a man  Angularly  genial  and  popular; 
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he  had  been  working  hard  at  the  nerves  for  years,  propounding  various  theories  which  time  has 
obliterated.  No  doubt  he  came  very  near  the  truth  in  his  experiments  on  the  afs,  and  it  may 
have  been  deeply  mortifying  to  find  the  laft  glimmer  of  uncertainty  cleared  away  by  a younger 
man  who  repeated  Bell’s  experiments  and  deduced  conclufions  from  them  which  he  had  been 
unable  to  fee.^  Mayo  was  a man  of  clearer  and  acuter  intelledl  than  Bell,  but  Bell’s  claims  were 
backed  by  a larger  circle  of  friends,  amongft  whom  were  the  Edinburgh  Reviewers.  Dr. 
Whewell,  in  his  Hijlory  of  the  Induaive  Sciences^  1837,  vol.  iii,  page  425,  had  coupled  Mayo’s 
name  with  Bell’s  as  author  of  difcoveries  in  the  nervous  fyftem ; for  this  he  was  attacked  by 
the  Edinburgh  Review,^  which  repudiated  Mayo’s  claim,  and  accufed  Whewell  of  unfair- 
nefs  towards  Bell.  This  attack  led  Whewell  to  ftudy  the  whole  fubjedl  “ab  initio,”  and 
he  fummed  up  his  fubjedl  on  the  whole  cafe  in  a remarkable  letter  ^ to  the  Editor  of  the 
London  Medical  Gazette^  dated  December  iith,  1837.  In  this  he  reaffirms  the  view  that  we 
have  given  above  of  Mayo’s  clear  enunciation  in  Auguft,  1822,  of  the  purely  fenfitive  adlion 
of  the  three  nerves  of  the  face  and  of  the  purely  motor  chara£ler  of  the  portio  dura.  At  the 
fame  time  he  beftows  a warm  and  deferved  eulogy  on  Sir  Charles  Bell’s  refearches  and  fhows 
that  he  very  narrowly  milTed  the  entire  truth.  “ No  injuftice,”  fays  Dr.  Whewell,  “ was 
committed  by  joining  Mr.  Mayo’s  name  to  that  of  Sir  C.  Bell  as  I did.  I fliould  defcribe  the 
difcovery  as  having  been  made  by  Sir  Charles  Bell,  Mr.  Mayo,  and  Mr.  Magendie;  the  two 
latter  phyfiologifts  having  correfted  and  completed  the  refearches  of  the  former.” 

The  writer  of  thefe  pages  has  carefully  read  through  Sir  Charles  Bell’s  memoir  on  the 
Nerves  of  the  Face,  publifhed  in  the  Philofophical  TranfaSlions  for  1821,  and  compared  it  with 
Mayo’s  Anatomical  Commentaries^  1822,  and  his  judgment  is  that  Mayo  was  the  firft  in  enun- 
ciating the  pofitive  do6trine  that  the  portio  dura  is  the  nerve  of  voluntary  motion  for  the  face, 
and  the  fifth  nerve,  the  nerve  of  common  fenfation  to  the  fame.  It  is  true  there  are  certain 
paflages  in  Sir  Charles  Bell’s  treatife  in  1821  which  make  it  difficult  to  conceive  how  he  could 
have  miffed  the  truth,  while  there  are  other  paffages  which  fhow  pofitively  that  he  did  mifs  it. 
Meanwhile,  Mayo’s  ftatement  and  claim  in  1822  were  clear,  precife,  and  unmiftakeable. 

When  the  Medical  School  was  eftabliflied  at  King’s  College,  London,  Herbert  Mayo  was 
appointed  its  firft  Profeffor  of  Anatomy  and  Phyfiology.  While  he  held  this  office  he  feemed  to 


^ Mayo,  as  has  already  been  mentioned,  was  a pupil  of  Sir  Charles  Bell  for  four  years  ending  in 
1815.

’ Dr.  Whewell  in  his  letter,  dated  from  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  i ith  December,  1837,  which 
appeared  in  the  London  Medical  Gazette  of  30th  December,  at  pp.  525-8,  writes  as  follows:  “More- 
over, the  very  ftriking  and  attradlive  view  which  he  [Sir  C.  Bell]  at  firft  prefented  of  the  nature  of 
the  primary  diftinftion  of  funftion  in  nerves  (including  its  bearing  upon  the  expreflion  of  the  counte- 
nance), however  this  view  might  afterwards  be  limited  or  modified,  was  probably  one  of  the  main 
caufes  of  the  advance  made  in  this  fubjedl.  At  the  fame  time  I alfo  think  it  cannot  be  doubted  that 
Mr.  Mayo  fhewed  this  view,  in  its  original  form,  not  to  be  borne  out  by  the  experiments.  Mr.  Mayo 
alfo  added  materially  to,  and  in  fome  inftances  at  leaft  corredled,  Sir  C.  Bell’s  experiments,  and  the 
interpretation  of  them,  as,  for  example,  when  in  animals,  in  which  the  fifth  pair  of  nerves  had  been 
cut,  he  afcribed  the  difufe  of  the  lips,  in  eating,  to  the  lofs  of  fenfibility,  while  Sir  C.  Bell,  lefs  juftly, 
had  at  firft  afcribed  it  to  the  lofs  of  mufcular  power.” 
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have  obtained  a folid  pofition  which  brought  all  the  higher  honours  and  emoluments  of  the 
profeffion  within  his  grafp.  His  maftery  of  the  anatomy  of  the  nervous  fyftem,  as  evinced  by 
his  admirable  plates  and  his  Commentaries,  was  undifputed  fave  by  the  phrenologifts.  His  clear 
and  comprehenfive  Phyjiology  was  in  every  ftudent’s  hand;  his  Pathology  fhowed  that  his  infight 
into  difeafed  ftruifure  was  as  profound  as  his  knowledge  of  the  healthy.  He  was  an  admirable 
furgeon  and  held  a pofition  at  Middlefex  Hofpital  which  enabled  him  to  Ihow  his  fkill  to  the 
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world.  He  was  an  admirable  operator,  and  if  he  was  confidered  to  have  a fault  it  was  that  he 
was  rather  too  fond  of  exhibiting  his  operative  Ikill  when  milder  meafures  would  have  fufficed. 
For  example,  he  amputated  the  thigh  of  a girl  at  the  hip  joint  for  neuralgia.  As  a teacher  he 
was  admirable,  bringing  forward  the  leading  fads  or  dodrines  without  fuperfluous  detail,  and 
illuftrating  them  with  impromptu  drawings  on  the  blackboard,  in  which  he  fhowed  great 
power  as  a draughtfman.  He  was  an  accomplifhed  fcholar,  profoundly  verfed  in  the  beft  Englifh 
literature  and  hiftory,  of  a peculiarly  quaint  and  pithy  ftyle  of  converfation,  and  he  had  a great 
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power  of  attaching  the  ftudents  to  him,  which  is  one  of  the  higheft  praifes  that  can  be  accorded 
to  any  profeflbr. 

The  writer  of  this  memorandum  began  his  medical  ftudies  at  King’s  College  in  Odlober, 
1834,  in  which  year  Mayo  gave  the  introdudlory  ledlure  to  the  Seffion,  a brilliant  difcourfe  in 
which  the  orator  unfolded  to  his  delighted  hearers  the  myfteries  of  the  then  little-known  fa£ls 
which  fhow  that  all  living  things  are  linked  together  in  a kind  of  unity  and  continuity,  and 
that  the  higheft  animals  in  their  embryonic  period  pafs  through  ftages  and  transformations 
refembling  thofe  ftruftures  which  are  permanent  in  the  lower  animals.  During  that  portion  of 
his  ledlure  which  related  to  the  nervous  fyftem  the  front  bench  of  the  theatre  contained  many 
veteran  pradtitioners,  amongft  whom  his  brother.  Dr.  Thomas  Mayo,  fince  Prefident  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Phyficians,  was  a conftant  attendant.  If  ever  a man  feemed  to  have  his  foot 
firmly  planted  on  the  ladder,  that  man  was  Herbert  Mayo,  and  it  is  fad  to  have  to  relate  how 
his  pofition  was  loft,  his  health  fhattered,  his  pradlice  failed,  till  he  retired  to  the  banks  of  the 
Rhine,  and  died  in  exile. 

Firft  amongft  his  misfortunes  was  a certain  inftability  of  mind;  he  could  not  make  up  his 
mind  to  take  his  fide  and  ftick  to  it.  King’s  College,  London,  as  is  well  known,  was  founded 
by  Church  people  in  order  to  counterbalance  the  fuppofed  influence  of  the  lately-eftablifhed 
London  Univerfity,  whofe  principles  did  not  include  religious  teaching.  King’s  College,  on  the 
contrary,  took  for  its  motto  “ Sandle  et  fapienter,”  and  aimed  at  training  its  alumni  in  the  paths 
of  faith  and  difcipline.  But  like  many  other  new  and  very  large  inftitutions  King’s  College  was 
not  at  firft  fuccefsful,  fo  far  as  its  medical  fchool  was  concerned.  The  College  fyftem  was 
denounced,  and  its  ProfelTors  held  up  to  fpecial  ridicule  by  the  Lancet^  a journal  which  at  that 
time  was  fuppofed  to  take  a radical  view  of  medical  affairs,  and  which  employed  all  its  battery 
of  fcurrility  againft  the  ProfelTors  of  the  College.  The  charadler  of  the  oppofition  may  be 
gathered  from  the  fadl  that  nicknames  formed  one  of  the  moft  important  weapons  againft  the 
profeflTors,  and  that  Mayo  was  perfiftently  called  the  “ Middlefex  Owl.”  Meanwhile  the 
medical  ifchool  at  the  Univerfity  of  London,  under  its  free-thinking  fyftem  as  it  was  then  thought, 
was  more  popular  and  lucrative,  and  we  mull:  record  with  a blulh  the  fadl  that  Mayo,  tempted 
by  the  profpedl  of  a rife  in  the  profeflion,  had  the  incredible  want  of  wifdom  and  good  tafte  to 
apply  for  a vacant  profeftbrlhip  at  Univerfity  College.  This  falfe  ftep  naturally  exafperated  his 
colleagues  at  King’s  College,  who  unanimoufly  called  upon  him  to  refign.  I need  hardly  fay 
that  the  Univerfity  College  people  only  laughed  at  him.  After  this  he  fucceeded  in  founding  a 
fmall  medical  fchool  at  the  Middlefex  Hofpital,  which  from  fmall  beginnings  has  become  a 
highly  refpedtable  fchool  of  great  practical  reputation.  Soon  after  this  he  became  affedled  by 
gradually  increafing  rheumatic  gout,  which  reduced  him  to  a ftate  of  the  utmoft  helpleflhefs,  and 
he  left  his  large  houfe  at  19,  George  Street,  Hanover  Square,  for  a lodging  at  2,  St.  James’s  Place. 

It  is  painful  to  have  to  relate  as  part  of  the  cafe  that  Mayo  threw  himfelf  into  the  hands  of 
the  mefmerifts.  His  Philofophy  of  Living  is  a little  gem  of  a book,  witty,  quaint,  and  fhowing 
great  knowledge  of  what  may  be  called  the  philofophy  of  common  life  and  all  that  minifters  to 
its  enjoyment.' 

' A note  may  be  made  of  his  conflift  with  Wakley  the  Coroner,  when,  conceiving  that  Wakley 
had  infulted  him,  he  fent  him  a challenge.  This  was  almoft  the  laft  cafe  of  duelling  propofed  or 
praftifed  within  the  prefent  era.  Thomas  Wakley,  M.R.C.S.,  founder  of  the  Lancet,  1823,  in  which 
he  attacked  hofpital  adminiftration,  and  carried  on  a campaign  againft  the  R.  Coll,  of  Surgeons,  M.P. 
for  Finlbury,  1835-52,  Coroner  of  Middlefex  1839,  died  l6th  May,  1862.  (DUl.  Nat.  Biog.)

The  memoir  of  Herbert  Mayo  in  the  Imperial  DiHionary  of  Univerjal  Biography 
mentions  that  “ About  the  time  when  public  attention  was  firft  diredled  to  hydro- 
pathy Mayo  was  debarred  from  profeflional  exertion  by  fevere  chronic  rheumatifm. 
Having  tried  without  benefit  the  ufual  methods  of  treatment,  he  went  to  Germany, 
and  placed  himfelf  under  the  care  of  a hydropathic  praditioner.  From  him  he 
ftates  he  obtained  relief,  although  during  the  reft  of  his  life  he  continued  crippled 
by  anchylofis  of  the  joints.”  Regarding  the  ftate  of  his  health,  and  his  proceedings 
in  1842-5,  more  detailed  information  may  be  gathered  from  the  preface  to  his  book 
on  1‘he  Cold-Water  Cure^  written  in  the  latter  year. 

My  knowledge  of  the  cold-water  cure  originated  in  my  having  recourfe  to  it  myfelf  as  a 
defperate  remedy  in  a malady  which  feemed  hopelefs.  Through  repeated  attacks  of  a fort  of 
rheumatifm,  my  conftitution  appeared  completely  broken  down.  Already  crippled  in  my  limbs, 
preferring  what  power  of  exertion  I ftill  retained,  only  through  the  ufe  of  opium,  and  my 
indifpofition  ftill  increafing,  I looked  forward  to  being  before  long  worn  out  with  fuffering,  and 
to  death  as  a releafe.  I could  not  bear  the  fatigue  of  a land  journey,  or  I ftiould  have  gone  at 
once  to  Graefenberg;  but  Coblenz  and  Boppard  might  be  reached  from  London  by  water — fo 
I went  to  Marienberg  in  June,  1842.  On  arriving  there  I was  placed  on  the  routine  treatment 
of  fweating  and  bathing.  The  immediate  effe<ft  upon  my  health  was  ftrikingly  beneficial;  and 
in  a week  I was  able  to  relinquifh  the  ufe  of  opium.  The  rheumatifm  did  not,  however,  give 
way  proportionably  to  my  general  improvement:  the  pains  of  the  joints  were  indeed  heightened, 
but  this  I had  been  taught  to  expedl.  I was  then  advifed,  and  at  length  perfuaded,  to  adopt  a 
more  aflive  courfe  of  treatment,  and  accordingly,  in  addition,  douched  twice  a day.  This 
remedy,  extremely  agreeable  and  invigorating  at  the  time,  fenfibly  increafed  my  ftrength,  and  I 
fanguinely  anticipated  towards  autumn,  that  I was  advancing  to  a prompt  recovery.  But  before 
long  it  became  evident  that  the  ftrength  my  body  gained  was  fhared  by  the  difeafe ; my  knees 
and  feet  became  large  and  heavy  with  frefti  effufion;  and  however  better  in  myfelf,  I fell  back 
in  the  ufe  of  my  limbs,  and  feemed  further  than  ever  from  the  power  of  ftanding  and  walking. 
I now  believe  that  the  ufe  of  the  douche  was  unfuitable  at  that  ftage  of  my  diforders.  I was, 
befides,  unlucky  enough  to  fall  upon  two  other  errors  of  treatment  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
autumn  and  winter,  through  which  I loft  further  ground;  and  finally,  in  February,  1843, 
obliged  temporarily  to  difcontinue  the  water-cure. 

By  this  time  I had  feen  a good  deal  of  hydropathy  . . . Gradually  I came  to  form  opinions 
of  my  own  as  to  the  proper  management  of  the  cold-water  cure.  ...  I made  an  agreement 
with  Dr.  Schmitz,  the  proprietor  of  Marienberg,  to  a<ft  from  June,  1843,  three  enfuing 

years,  as  phyfician  to  a hydropathic  eftabliftiment  contiguous  to  Marienberg,  to  be  made  out  of 
an  old  convent,  called  St.  Martin’s,  which  Dr.  Schmitz  had  exprefled  to  me  his  intention  of 
fitting  up  for  fome  fuch  purpofe.  This  arrangement  was  advertifed  in  the  London  Newfpapers 
in  the  fpring  of  1843,  and  feveral  Englifti  were  thus  induced  to  come  to  Boppard  to  place 
themfelves  under  my  care. 

Dr.  Schmitz  repudiated  this  agreement,  and  on  that  account  was  caft  in  damages 
at  Coblentz  in  January,  1844,  and  Mayo  removed  to  Miihlbad,  another  hydro- 
pathic inftitution  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Boppard,  the  property  of  Dr.  Heuflher, 
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who  agreed  to  give  him  the  means  of  receiving  Englifh  patients  under  his  care, 
fuch  as  he  had  ftipulated  for  with  Dr.  Schmitz.  This  arrangement  was  in  force  in 
May,  1845,  when  his  book  on  the  water-cure  was  iffiied.  Subfequently  he  was 
part  proprietor  and  phyfician  of  a fimilar  eftablifhment  at  Bad-Weilbach,  near 
Mayence.  Sir  Charles  Scudamore,  in  his  work  entitled  A Medical  Vijit  to  Grdfen- 
berg  in  1843,  for  the  purpofe  of  inveftigating  the  merits  of  the  Water-cure  Treat- 
ment, fays,  ‘T  was  happy  in  the  opportunity  of  meeting  my  friend  Mr.  Mayo,  whom 
I had  attended  occafionally  in  London,  when  fuffering  moft  feverely  from  chronic 
rheumatifm.  I was  extremely  gratified  to  find  him  in  a fatisfadtory  ftate  of  improve- 
ment.” Mayo,  however,  never  recovered  from  the  effedls  of  the  difeafe,  the  larger 
joints  being  anchylofed.  He  died  at  Bad-Weilbach,  15th  Auguft,  1852,  from 
mortification  of  the  arm  confequent  upon  paralyfis. 

That  the  laft  winter  of  his  life  pafled  pleafantly  by  is  fhown  by  the  following 
letter  written  by  him  on  25th  March  of  that  year: 

I can’t  fay  the  winter  has  not  gone  off  well,  but  that  has  been  the  refult  of  Ems-Wiefbaden 
influences,  one  conveyed  by  port,  the  other  confifting  in  the  accidental  arrival  here  to  fpend  his 
(fecond)  honeymoon  (with  a young  and  lovely  wife)  of  a Pruflian  Nobleman  of  the  firft  clafs, 
and  of  great  wealth — the  Count  von  Zech,  about  my  own  age,  interefted  in  the  fame  philofophical 
fubjedts,  acquainted  perfonally  with  moft  of  the  great  men  of  the  Continent,  fpeaking  Englifti 
fluently — his  wife  underftanding  the  fame.  For  from  10  to  12  weeks  I have  had  almoft  daily 
two  hours  exclufive  converfation  with  him.  He  came  here  to  be  out  of  the  world  with  his 
bride,  14  days  married,  and  a fon  of  17  years  old,  and  the  tutor,  and  they  occupied  the  principal 
fuite  of  rooms  in  the  houfe,  but  dined  at  the  table  d’hote,  and  occafionally  afked  me  to  tea. 
But  the  Count  vifited  no  one  elfe,  not  even  the  Duke,  and  I had,  what  I have  long  defired,  the 
feemingly  unreferved  intimacy  of  a highly  informed  and  highly  gifted  foreign  Nobleman. 
The  handfome  wife,  a quiet  but  cheerful  and  intelligent  perfon,  I need  not  fay  added  grace  to 
the  afpeft  of  the  ftately  group  formed  by  the  Noble  and  his  fon  and  fuite,  to  whom,  to  complete 
the  pifture,  he  read  prayers  night  and  morning. 

The  only  fubjeft  at  which  I have  worked  this  winter,  in  the  way  of  reflexion,  has  been  the 
great  one  of  Chriftian  Revelation,  and  I have  found  myfelf  led  to  admit  its  promifes  and  hopes 
to  a degree  which,  a year  ago,  I had  not  contemplated.  I wrought  at  the  great  argument  my  own 
way,  always  in  a feries  of  propofitions,  which  I am  fure  would  intereft  you,  even  if  you  preferred 
a Ampler  path  to  the  fame  or  to  further  refults.  (Letter  to  G.  A.  H.) 

The  following  charming  letter  was  written  to  his  daughters  from  Germany, 
apparently  the  year  after  he  left  Boppard: 

Weilbach,  April  17. 

Dearest  Katty  and  Toddy, 

It  is  very  long  fmce  I heard  from  you — very,  very  long  fince  I ufed  to  fee  you  daily ; 
— when,  alas,  (hall  I fee  you  again ! I wifti  inftead  of  the  garden  chair,  in  which  I am  wheeled 
about  the  grounds,  and  fometimes  on  the  public  road,  I had  a nice  ftrong  pair  of  wings,  without 
a rheumatic  pain  in  a Angle  feather — it  would  not  be  long  before  I faw  you  then — But  now, — 
who  can  tell  when  I may  hope  to  fee  you  again.  I hope  that  you  are  good  and  happy. 
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I am  living  in  a very  healthy  fpot,  but  not  fo  pretty  a place  as  Boppard ; — however,  I am 
getting  quite  reconciled  to  it; — for  it  is  near  three  towns,  which  I darefay  you  have  heard  the 
names  of,  Mayence,  Frankfort  and  WTelbaden.  Mayence  I came  through  in  May  laft  in  my 
way  from  Boppard.  It  is  only  fix  miles  off,  and  is  a handfome  city,  with  a fine  old  cathedral. 
But  I have  not  vifited  it  fince,  nor  have  I been  either  to  Frankfort  or  Wielbaden.  Wiefbaden 
is  a gay  fummer  watering-place,  Frankfort  is  a rich  commercial  town,  the  capital  of  a little  free 
ftate;  fo  there  is  an  Englifli  refident  there,  the  Honble.  Mr.  Fox-Strangways,  who  came  and 
called  upon  me  laft  fummer.  Dr.  Leighton,  too,  whom  I darefay  you  do  not  remember,  but 
Johnny  perhaps  does, — he  comes  over  fometimes  to  fee  me  from  Frankfort,  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  which  he  has  bought  a houfe.  One  day  I was  very  near  going  over  to  dine  with  him 
with  Mr.  Williamfon, — but  I didn’t,  but  let  Mr.  Williamfon  go  alone.  It  is  fome  pain  to  me 
to  be  lifted  into  a carriage; — I cannot  help  myfelf  at  all, — but  am  put  into  my  chair  like  a doll, 
and  laid  in  bed  like  a baby.  But  by  this  means  I efcape  pain;  and  I read  and  write,  and  if  I 
was  not  more  anxious  than  I can  tell  about  you  two  and  Johnny,  I fliould  live  a very  happy  and 
contented  life  here  in  the  country.  In  the  fummer  there  are  a good  many  people  here,  Germans 
and  Englifli,  which  is  agreeable  enough.  But  the  winter  you  may  fuppofe  is  very  dull  and 
folitary,  and  everything  is  fo  cold  and  backward  this  fpring,  that  I don’t  think  anybody  will 
fancy  coming  here  till  the  middle  of  May  this  year.  Write  to  me,  deareft  Katty  and  deareft 
Toddy,  each  a little  note:  have  you  fifli,  or  birds,  or  any  little  favourites,  fuch  as  you  ufed 
to  have? 

I fend  the  fame  kind  love  to  Johnny  which  I fend  to  you;  tell  him,  too,  to  write  to  me; 
I wifli  to  fee  which  of  you  writes  the  neateft  hand — no,  I don’t, — I wifli  to  fee  you  all  writing 
a neat  and  clear  hand, — not  one  better  than  the  other, — and  fo  in  every  thing, — that  you  all 
three  ftrive  to  do  in  everything  what  is  right  and  fenfible  and  becoming,  and  are  each  willing 
and  defirous  that  the  others  fliould,  if  poffible,  excel  you, — with  no  jealoufy,  or  coldnefs, — no 
tiffs  and  quarrels, — but  all  three  united  in  brotherly  and  fifterly  affedlion,  and  contributing  all 
you  can  to  the  comfort  and  well  fare  of  each  other ; and  may  Almighty  God  blefs  you,  my 
dear  children. 

Brief  accounts  of  Mayo’s  career  may  be  read  in  various  Biographical  Didlionaries, 
and  in  the  medical  newfpapers  of  1852.  Perhaps  the  moft  appreciative  is  that 
given  in  the  Di£lionnaire  Encyclopidique  des  Sciences  Medicates^  Paris,  1872,  the 
great  work  of  Raige-Delorme  and  Dechambre. 

Mayo  (Herbert)  phyfiologifte  et  chirurgien  anglais  qui  a joui  d’une  grande  reputation  dans  la 
premiere  moitid  de  ce  Si^cle;  il  ^tait  profelTeur  d’anatomie  et  de  chirurgie  d’abord  au  College 
du  roi,  puis  a celui  de  I’univerfite,  et  chirurgien  de  I’hopital  de  Middlefex.  Vers  les  dernieres 
annees  de  fa  vie,  il  s’occupa  de  mefmerifme,  mais  furtout  de  hydrotherapie,  a laquelle  il  avait  du 
la  guerifon  d’un  rhumatifme  chronique  tres-douloureux.  Ces  etudes  ayant  eti  mal  vues  de  la 
plupart  de  fes  confreres,  il  fe  retira  en  Allemagne  pour  f’y  livrer  fans  contrainte,  et  il  f’inftalla  a 
Bad-Weilbach,  pres  de  Mayence.  C’eft  la  qu’il  mourut,  dans  un  Sge  peu  avance,  le  15  aoiit, 
1852. 

Herbert  Mayo  etait  un  ecrivain  diftingue,  un  profelTeur  clair  et  elegant;  fon  habilete  comme 
chirurgien  etait  inconteftable,  mais  c’eft  furtout  comme  phyfiologifte  que  fon  nom  eft  devenu 
ceiebre.  On  connalt  fes  experiences  fur  le  fyfteme  nerveux  a I’epoque  ou  les  idees  de  Charles 
Bell  etaient  Tobjet  de  fi  vives  conteftations. 
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Reference  is  alfo  made  to  Herbert  Mayo  in  T’he  Georgian  ErUy  vol.  ii,  p.  587, 
where  it  is  faid  that  the  moft  important  of  his  works  1 was  his  Outlines  of  Phyjiology. 
“ A moft  valuable  work,  and  which  was  thus  charadlerized  by  Dr.  Gooch  [Robert 
Gooch,  M.D.]  in  a letter  to  the  author,  ‘ I have  been  looking  over  nearly  all  the 
fyftems  of  phyfiology  in  exiftence,  within  the  laft  month  or  two,  and  I have  met 
with  nothing  comparable  to  it  in  concifenefs,  perfpicuity  and  purity  of  ftyle.’  ” 

The  Medical  Times  of  28th  Auguft,  1852,  p.  226,  in  fpeaking  of  his  publica- 
cations,  fays  that  Herbert  Mayo  “ had  contributed  fome  valuable  works  to  the 
advancement  of  fcience,  one  of  which,  the  Outlines  of  Human  Pathology  is  remark- 
able for  the  found  fenfe  and  judgment  difplayed  in  the  work,  rendering  it  an 
excellent  book  of  reference  to  the  furgeon  and  pathologift,  and  an  admirable  book 
of  ftudy  for  the  ftudent.  . . . He  was  ahb  the  author  of  fome  fuperb  plates, 
illuftrating  the  ftrudlure  of  the  brain  and  fpinal  cord  in  man.” 

An  epigram  from  his  pen  is  printed  in  Blackwood’s  Edinburgh  Magazine  for 
1847,  vol.  Ixi,  p.  367.^

b,  Caroline-Matilda  Mayo,  born  in  London,  13th  April,  1830,  and  married  at 
Iffiey,  Oxfordfliire,  3rd  July,  1856,  to  George-Robert  Wyatt,  L.R.C.P.  Edinburgh, 
and  M.R.C.S.  London,  who  died  17th  April,  1895,  aged  81,  and  was  buried  in 
Norwood  cemetery.  She  died  at  Palazzo  Calabritto,  Naples,  13th  June,  1871, 
and  was  buried  in  the  Proteftant  burying-ground,  where  her  grave  is  marked  by  a 
crofs  of  Sicilian  marble  infcribed:

The  fixth  fon  of  Charles  Mayo  and  Anne,  nee  Prichard,  was 

William  Mayo,  baptifed  31ft  May,  1726,  at  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford.  He 
matriculated  at  Oxford,  24th  June,  1742,  aged  16,  as  “generofi  filius,”  from  Brafe- 
nofe  College,  and  two  days  after  was  admitted  Somerfet  Scholar,  and  was  fubfequently 
Fellow  on  that  Foundation.  He  had  grace  from  his  College  for  the  degree  of  B.A., 
io(?)  December,  1745,  and  for  M.A.,  3rd  November,  1747,  and  proceeded  to 
thofe  degrees  on  iith  October,  1746,  and  19th  June,  1749,  refpeftively.  He  was 
eleifted  Probationary  Fellow,  19th  Oiflober,  1747,  and  his  Fellowfhip  was  confirmed 
19th  Odlober,  1748,  and  he  was  ordained  Deacon  20th  May,  1749,  and  Prieft  loth 
June,  1750,  by  Thomas  Seeker,  Bifhop  of  Oxford,  in  Chrift  Church  Cathedral.  He 
held  the  College  Offices  of  Praeledlor  Linguae  Graecae  1754-5,  Praeledor  Naturalis 
Philofophiae  1755-6,  Praeleftor  Linguae  Graecae  1756-7,  and  again  1757-8,  Praeledlor 
Publicus  et  Humanitatis  1758-9,  and  again  1759-60,  Senior  Burfar  1760-1,  Junior 
Burfar  1761-2,  Cuftos  Jocalium  1762-3,  Praeledlor  Mathefeos  1763-4,  and  refigned 
his  Fellowffiip  loth  April,  1764. 

THE  AUTOGRAPH  OF  WILLIAM  MAYO,  M.A.,  I726-I80O. 

He  a6led  as  Curate  of  St.  Mary’s,  Whitechapel,  then  in  the  gift  of  the  College, 
from  before  15th  April,  1754,  at  which  date  the  new  marriage  regifters  begin  with 
his  fignature,  and  he  figns  for  the  laft  time  21ft  February,  1757.  He  was  prefented 
by  the  College  to  the  Rectory  of  Selham,  Suffiex,  26th  June,  1761,  vacant  by  the 
refignation  of  his  brother  Herbert,  was  inftituted  24th  September,  and  induded 
30th  Odober,  by  Robert  Robfon,  Curate  of  Cocking.  He  was  again  prefented  to 
Selham  on  his  own  refignation,  21ft  December,  1762,  and  inftituted  to  the  Redory 
of  Wootton  Rivers,  Wilts,  iith  May,  1768,  in  the  gift  of  the  College,  and  it  is 
entered  in  the  College  Regifter  that  William  Mayo  “ fignificavit  fe  in  manus  Rev*^^ 
admodum  in  Chrifto  Patris  Gulielm;  Epifeopi  Ciceftrenfis  5^“  die  hujus  inftantis 
Junii  pure  et  fponte  fua  refignaffe  ” the  benefice  of  Selham.  He  conftantly  refided  at 
Wootton  Rivers  from  1770  until  his  death,  which  occurred  on  15th  May,  1800, 
and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  that  parilh  on  the  19th  of  the  fame  month,  with- 
out iflue.  By  his  will,  dated  14th  April,  1797,  and  proved  27th  May,  1800  (388 
Adderley,  P.C.C.),  he  left  all  his  real  and  perfonal  eftate  to  Dorothy,  his  wife 
and  executrix.  He  married  Dorothy,  aunt  of  General  James  Whorwood-Adeane, 
M.P.,  of  Babraham,  Cambridgelhire,  and  daughteri  of  Simon  Whorwood-Adeane 
of  Chalgrove,  Oxfordlhire,  and  Mary,  nh  Wright,  his  wife.  Charles  Mayo,  of 
Beechingftoke,  writes  to  Mercy-Beata  Mayo,  13th  November,  1786,  “ Your 
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Uncle  was  In  high  fpirits  from  the  kind  reception  he  had  from  Mrs.  Williams, 
whom  he  fays  he  once  loved,  till  the  gentle  Dorothea  kindled  a flame  in  his  breaft 
which  overpowered  all  others.”  Mrs.  Mayo  in  her  will,  dated 
3rd  January,  1803,  and  proved  20th  November,  1807,  (908 
Lufliington,  P.C.C.),  mentions  her  brothers  Whorwood  and  John 
Adeane,  and  diredls  a monument  to  be  placed  over  their  grave 
at  Chalgrove,  and  another  over  her  hufband’s  grave  in  Wootton 
Rivers  Church.  She  leaves  £200  to  the  Rev.  Jofeph  Mayo, 

Curate  of  Seend,  and  appoints  as  her  executors  the  Rev.  Jofeph 
Phillimore  and  his  fon  William  Phillimore  the  Councillor.  She 
was  buried  at  Chalgrove,  ift  May,  1807.  An  account  of  the 
family  of  Adeane  of  Chalgrove,  fubfequently  of  Babraham,  will 
eleventh  chapter.

CHAPTER  X. 


Joseph  Mayo,  son  of  Charles  Mayo,  of  St.  Peter’s,  in  Hereford,  and  his 
DESCENDANTS  IN  EnGLAND,  THE  UniTED  StATES,  AND  SoUTH  AUSTRALIA.

OSEPH  MAYO  was  the  thirteenth  child  and  eighth  fon  of 
Charles  Mayo  and  Anne,  nie  Prichard.^  He  was  baptifed  in  the 
parifh  of  St.  Peter,  in  Hereford,  loth  Auguft,  1728,  and  in 
courfe  of  time  removed  from  his  native  city,  and  refided  in 
Craven  Street,  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields, 
Weftminfter,  and  afterwards  at  Windfor,  Berks.  The  rate-books 
of  St.  Martin’s  fhow  that  from  the  year  1762  to  1777,  both  inclufive,  he  occupied 
what  appears  to  be  the  ninth  houfe  from  the  Strand,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  Craven 
Street,  but  the  houfes  at  that  time  were  unnumbered.  This  houfe  had  been  occupied 
previoufly,  at  any  rate  from  1758,  by  his  mother’s  fifter,  Mrs.  Lucy  Minors,  and 
he  fucceeded  her  in  the  tenancy.  On  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  way  at  one  time  lived 
the  celebrated  Benjamin  Franklin.  It  is  probable  that  Mayo’s  fubfequent  refidence 
at  Windfor  was  determined  by  the  fail  that  his  uncle,  John  Prichard,  Redor  of 
Chrift  Church,  Middlefex,  was  living  there  during  his  declining  years,  which  clofed 
in  1782.  But  he  had  alfo  a connedion  with  Windfor  on  his  wife’s  fide,  one  relation 
of  hers,  Samuel  Haynes,  M.A.,  having  been  Vicar  of  New  Windfor,  1685-9, 
another,  Samuel  Haynes,  D.D.,  Redor  of  Hatfield,  Canon  of  St.  George’s  Windfor, 
1743-52.  In  a rate  made  by  the  churchwardens  of  New  Windfor,  for  church  pur- 
pofes,  “Jofeph  Mayo,  efqr,  jj.  6^.”  appears  for  the  firfl  time,  14th  May,  1778,  fo 
that  he  muft  have  removed  hither  on  leaving  London,  and  his  name  occurs  yearly 
until  15th  May,  1781,  while  in  the  rate  made  in  May,  1782,  his  houfe  is  entered 
as  void.  This  houfe  may  have  been  in  St.  Alban’s  Street.* *  From  the  town  of 
Windfor  family  tradition  afferts  that  he  migrated  to  Old  Windfor,  a village  about 


* The  name,  Jofeph,  is  clearly  derived  from  his  uncle,  Jofeph  Prichard,  though  the  union  of 
Jofeph  and  Mayo  is  of  frequent  occurrence. 

* This  was  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Stevenfon,  the  pariih  clerk.  The  fum,  3/.  is  a bafis  of  aflelT- 
ment  only.

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three  miles  diftant.  Later  on  he  removed  to  Ramfgate,  apparently  in  fearch  of  dies  at 
health.  Here  he  died  of  dropfy,  22nd  Odober,  1789,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Lawrence 
in  Thanet,  Kent,  the  27th  following.  His  grave  is  in  the  firft  addition  to  the 
original  churchyard,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  central  path,  and  is  marked  by  a head- 
ftone  of  Portland  ftone,  ftill  as  firm  and  ftrong  as  when  firft  ereded.  It  bears  the 
following  infcription : ^ 

IN  MEMORY  I of  M^  Joseph  Mayo,  | who  departed  this  life  Oct^  aa* *'*'  1789,  | aged 
63  Years.  | Alfo  of  Mary  His  wife  | Daughter  of  the  | Rev.  John  Hutchinson,  B.A.  | of 
St.  Botolph’s  Aldgate,  | Chaplain  to  the  | Hon.  Artillery  Company,  London.^ 

At  the  foot  of  the  grave  is  a fmall  ftone  bearing  the  letters  J.  M.  91.  1789. 

The  will  of  Jofeph  Mayo,  dated  13th  Odober,  1789,  and  proved  i ith  January,  His  win. 
1790  (31  Bifliop,  P.C.C.),  by  the  executors  named  therein,  is  as  follows: 

I give  to  my  fon  the  Rev*^.  Mr.  Cooke’s  bond,  and  all  money  due  thereon,  and  alfo  what 
may  be  obtained  from  the  eftate  of  Thomas  Wynter,  efqr,  in  confequence  of  my  claims 
delivered  in  to  him  in  his  lifetime.  I give  to  my  wife  one  hundred  pounds  to  be  immediately 
paid  or  retained  by  her,  and  alfo  my  houfehold  goods,  plate,  linen,  china  and  apparel  whatfo- 
ever.  All  the  reft  of  my  property  I give  to  my  nephew,  Charles  Mayo  of  New  Inn,  in  truft  to 
inveft  the  fame  as  foon  as  may  be  in  the  Public  Funds  and  to  pay  the  intereft  and  dividends 
thereof  to  my  faid  wife  for  her  life,  and  after  her  deceafe  to  affign,  pay  or  transfer  the  fame  to 
my  faid  fon,  his  executors,  adminiftrators  and  affigns,  and  I appoint  my  faid  wife  and  nephew 
my  executors.  Jos.  Mayo.  0 Signed,  fettled,  publiflied  and  declared  as  the  laft  will  and 
teftament  of  Jofeph  Mayo  of  Ramfgate  in  the  County  of  Kent,  this  thirteenth  day  of  Odlober, 

1789,  in  the  prefence  of  Tyro  Grigfon. 

7 January,  1790.  On  which  day  appeared  perfonally  the  Rev'*  Herbert  Mayo,  Dodlor  in 
Divinity,  Redfor  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  George  in  the  Eaft  in  the  County  of  Midd%  and  made 
oath  that  he  knew  and  was  well  acquainted  with  Jofeph  Mayo,  late  of  Ramfgate  in  the 
County  of  Kent,  Efquire,  deceafed,  for  feveral  years  before  his  death  . . . and  in  his  confcience 
believes  the  faid  name  Jos.  Mayo,  fet  and  fubfcribed  to  the  faid  will,  to  have  been  written  and 
fubfcribed  by  and  with  the  proper  hand  of  the  faid  Jofeph  Mayo,  Efquire,  deceafed.  Herb”^ 

Mayo.  Same  day  the  faid  Rev.  Herbert  Mayo  was  duly  fworn  to  the  truth  of  this  affidavit 
by  me.  Geo.  Harris,  Surrogate. 

Jofeph  Mayo  ® Is  reported  to  have  been  a man  of  engaging  manners,  and  his

* There  is  a tradition  that  a property  in  the  Weft  Indies  had  been  bequeathed  to  him,  but  no 
effeftual  fteps  feem  to  have  been  taken  to  fecure  it  from  the  hands  of  the  agent  on  the  fpot,  though 
at  one  time  an  idea  was  entertained  that  Jofeph  Mayo,  the  younger,  fhould  proceed  to  Jamaica  for  the 
purpofe. 
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fociety  was  greatly  prized  by  the  circle  of  his  friends.  He  married  14th  April, 
1763,  at  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  Mary,  relid  of  John  Davies,  of  St.  Dunftan’s 
in  the  Weft,  London,  and  daughter  of  John  Hutchinfon,  B.A.,  Trinity  College, 
Oxford,  clerk  in  Holy  Orders,  Perpetual  Curate  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldgate,  Ledurer 
of  St.  Catherine  Coleman,  and  Chaplain  to  the  Hon.  Artillery  Company.  The 
marriage  is  regiftered  in  the  College  of  Arms.  Mary  Hutchinfon  was  baptifed  at 
Aldgate  20th  Auguft,  1734,  and  was  married  to  her  firft  hufband  at  the  age  of  16, 
by  whom  Ihe  had  a fon  John,  who  died  in  youth,  and  a daughter  Margaret.  At 
her  fecond  marriage  fhe  is  ftyled  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth.  She  died  circa  1804-6, 
and  was  buried  in  London.  For  fome  account  of  her  family  fee  Chapter  XI. 

Jofeph  Mayo  and  Mary,  his  wife,  had  iflue  an  only  child, 

Joseph  Mayo,  born  15th  June,  and  baptifed  28th  June,  1764,  in  St.  Martin’s 
in  the  Fields.  He  was  fent,  at  the  early  age  of  five  years,  to  Marlborough  Grammar 
School  in  Wiltfhire,  and  fpent  his  Sundays  with  his  uncle  William,  the  Redor  of 
the  neighbouring  parifti  of  Wootton  Rivers.  A few  years  later  he  was  transferred 
to  Eton  College,  where  his  name  firft  appears  in  the  fchool  lift  of  Auguft,  1776, 
fo  that  he  may  have  entered  at  any  time  during  the  previous  twelve  months.  He 
was  then  in  the  Lower  School,  and  in  the  lift  occurs  five  places  below  “ Mr. 
Wefley  ” (afterwards  the  Duke  of  Wellington),  and  three  places  above  Eden,  and 
a good  many  above  Lord  Blandford.  Frederick  Morton  Eden  (Baronet  1786,  who 
died  14th  November,  1809)  was  the  boy  who  came,  fo  tradition  reports,  on  the 
fame  day  as  Mayo,  and  their  arrival  was  fignalifed  by  a battle  which  refulted  in 
their  becoming  faft  friends.  Lord  Blandford,  about  two  years  his  junior  (born  6th 
March,  1 766,  fucceeded  as  5th  Duke  of  Marlborough  in  18 17),  was  another  friend, 
and  Mayo  rowed  in  the  fame  boat  with  him.  In  1777,  the  names  of  Mayo,  Eden 
and  Lord  Blandford  appear  in  the  3rd  Form,  in  1778  in  the  fecond  Remove  of 
the  4th  Form,  in  1779  in  the  Remove,  and  in  1780  in  the  5th  Form,  and  all  three 
boys,  with  many  others,  were  confirmed  on  8th  July  of  the  year  laft  named.  In 
that  year  Mayo  and  Eden  are  only  feparated  by  one  name,  that  of  Lord  Glafgow 
(born  26th  March,  1766,  fucceeded  as  4th  Earl,  1775).  In  the  lift  of  Auguft, 
1781,  Mayo’s  name  is  not  inferted,  fo  that  by  this  time  he  had  left  the  fchool. 
Another  fchool  and  college  friend  was  Thomas-Henry  Hume,  his  contemporary  at 
Oxford  (fon  of  John  Hume,  Bifhop  of  Sarum)  with  whom,  as  a youth,  he  ufed  to 
ride  over  the  Wiltfhire  Downs,  when  vifiting  him  at  Salifbury. 

Mayo  matriculated  at  Oxford  i6th  January,  1783,  aged  18,  as  “ armigeri 
filius,”  from  Univerfity  College,  and  graduated  B.A.  21ft  November,  1786,  and 
M.A.  loth  July,  1789.  On  leaving  Oxford,  and  after  a Continental  Tour,  during 
which  he  vifited  Paris  and  Bruflels,  he  was  ordained  Deacon  3rd  June,  17875 
church  of  Mungewell,  Oxfordfhire,  by  Shute  Barrington,  Biftiop  of  Sarum,  and 
licenfed  to  the  Curacy  of  Huifti,  Wilts,  where  his  coufin,  Charles  Mayo,  was  the 
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Redlor;  and  on  19th  October,  1788,  was  admitted  to  the  Priefthood  in  the  chapel 
of  the  Palace,  Salifbury,  by  the  fame  Prelate,  and  licenfed  to  the  Curacy  of  Seend, 
Wilts,  at  which  place  he  redded  for  about  eighteen  years.  He  was  alfo  Curate  of 
the  neighbouring  parifh  of  Poulfliot  during  a confiderable  portion  of  this  period.^ 
A letter  from  Charles  Mayo,  dated  “Stoke,  July  19,  1787,”  to  Mifs  Mercy-Beata 
Mayo,  Hereford,  remarks:  “Your  uncle,”  William  Mayo,  Re6lor  of  Wootton 
Rivers,  “ is  very  happy  in  having  procured  the  Curacy  of  Seend  for  my  coufin 
Joe.”  Jofeph  Mayo  muft  have  officiated  at  Seend  for  fome  time  before  he  was 
formally  licenfed  to  the  Curacy,  for  the  regifter  there,  beautifully  kept  in  his  hand- 
writing, ffiows  that  he  a6ted  as  “Curate”  at  a marriage  on  ift  Odober,  1787,  and 
the  records  of  baptifms  are  made  in  his  hand  from  4th  May,  1788,  and  of  burials 
from  29th  June,  the  fame  year.  His  laft  entry  is  a marriage  27th  December,  1807. 
The  houfe  he  occupied  in  Seend  ftands  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ftreet,  as  the  village 
is  entered  from  the  wefl:. 

It  was  at  an  early  period  of  his  refidence  here  that  he  married  Mifs  Gibbes,  the 
daughter  of  the  Redor  of  Woodborough.  There  was  fome  hefitation  on  the  part 
of  her  parents,  in  giving  their  confent  to  the  match,  for  prudential  reafons,  but  the 
lady  decided  the  point  by  mounting  her  horfe  one  morning  before  breakfaft,  and 
riding  from  Woodborough  to  Seend,  fome  twelve  miles  diftant,  where  the  nuptial 
knot  was  tied.  It  is  faid  that  the  bridegroom  had  expedations  of  three  fortunes — 
from  his  father,  his  uncle,  William  Mayo,  and  his  great  uncle,  John  Prichard — but 
thefe  anticipations  were  not  wholly  realized.'^ 

At  the  clofe  of  1807  he  removed  from  Seend  to  North  Nibley,  in  Gloucefter- 
ffiire,  and  took  up  his  refidence  at  Nibley  Houfe,  where  he  kept  a large  and 
fuccefsful  fchool  of  fome  forty  pupils.^  Another  letter  from  Charles  Mayo  to 
Mercy-Beata  Mayo,  dated  “Stoke,  near  Devizes,  Sept.  4th,  1812,”  mentions:  “ I 
have  juft  been  drinking  tea  with  your  old  friends.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gibbes.  They  are 
*■  going  to  Nibley,  in  Gloucefterlbire,  to  vifit  our  coufin  Joe  and  Mrs.  Mayo,  who 
have  a fchool  of  above  40  boys  there  at  50  guineas  a year  each.  Their  eldeft  fon  is 


‘ In  the  Poulfhot  regifter  he  ftgns,  as  curate,  a marriage  25th  November,  1788,  and  for  the  laft 
time,  1 6th  December,  1805.  Seend,  at  this  date,  was  a chapelry  of  Melkftiam. 

* Charles  Gibbes,  his  wife’s  grandfather,  fhortly  before  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1794,  defired 
to  refign  the  living  of  Chitterne  St.  Mary,  in  favour  of  Jofeph  Mayo.  He  found,  however,  on 
approaching  the  patron,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Sarum,  that  the  living  was  already  promifed  to 
another  applicant.

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a Fellow  of  Brazen  Nofe,  to  keep  up  the  Family  Name  there.”  At  Nibley  he 
remained  for  about  fourteen  years.  On  nth  June,  1819,  he  was  licenfed  to  the 
Curacy  of  Ozleworth,  and  on  20th  January,  1821,  was  inftituted  to  the  Redory  of 
the  fame,  on  the  prefentation  of  Lewis  Clutterbuck,  of  Newark  Park,  and  induded 
3rd  February  by  Thomas  Thomas,  B.D.,  Minifler  of  Kingfwood.  In  1821  he  was 
chaplain  to  William  Miller,  of  Ozleworth,  then  Sheriff  of  Gloucefterlhire.  In  the 
latter  part  of  that  year  he  went  into  relidence  at  Ozleworth,^  and  lived  in  the 
Redory,  which  he  enlarged,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  at  2 p.m.  on  the  30th 
December,  1851,  He  was  buried  according  to  his  wilh,  by  his  fon  William,^  and 
his  grave  in  the  churchyard,  at  the  eaft  of  the  chancel,  at  his  own  exprefs  defire  is 
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unmarked  by  any  monument.  In  this  refped  he  was  unconfcioufly  following  the 
example  of  his  great-great  uncle,  Joseph  Watts,  Redor  of  Kentchurch,  who  died 
1 14  years  before,  and  direded  that  he  fliould  be  buried  “without  any  Graveftone 
or  any  ground  rifen  higher  than  the  reft  over  me.”  See  ante^  p.  78.  His  will  was 
proved  in  the  Principal  Regiftry,  London,  in  1852  (No.  577).  A ftained  glafs 

' His  fon  Charles,  in  his  Diary  written  in  India,  under  date  6th  February,  1822,  records:  “Was 
much  gratified  this  morning  by  receiving  a letter  from  Poll,  telling  me  they  were  going  to  leave 
Nibley,  and  to  live  near  Salt  Hill.  Fanny  Gibbes  going  to  be  married  to  a Lieut,  in  the  Navy.”  Salt 
Hill,  partly  in  the  parifh  of  Stoke  Poges,  but  principally  in  Farnham  Royal,  is  at  the  weftern  extremity 
of  Slough,  on  the  Bath  road.  It  was  the  fcene  of  “Montem.”  Fanny  Gibbes  was  the  eldeft  daughter 
of  Sir  George  S.  Gibbes.

13,  “This  is  juft  what  we  want,”  was  the  Biftiop’s 
comment  upon  it.  It  was  reprinted  in  1889. 

Jofeph  Mayo  was  fhort  in  ftature,  of  an  extremely  adlive  frame,  and  in  his  early 
days  a fkilful  fencer  and  fkater.  He  was  alfo  a good  oarfman.  He  enjoyed 
uninterrupted  health  during  a life  prolonged  beyond  the  common  average.  He  had 
a remarkable  fenfe  of  parental  authority,  which  he  fucceeded  in  imprefling  upon  his 
children  and  pupils,  who  looked  up  to  him  with  the  greateft  reverence.  His 
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religious  views  were  thofe  of  a High  Churchman  of  the  old  fchool,  and  in  this 
refpedt  he  much  refembled  his  uncle.  Dr.  Herbert  Mayo,  in  whofe  church,  St. 
George’s,  Middlefex,  he  had  preached  his  firft  fermon.  Writing  to  Admiral  Garrett, 
about  the  year  1828,  he  mentions  that  “In  thefe  eventful  and  difunited  times 
with  regard  to  religious  matters,  I think  it  proper  to  inform  you  that  we,”  i.e., 
himfelf  and  his  fon  William,  “ are  true  Church  of  England  men,  according  to  the 
old  School.”  A letter  to  William,  dated  23rd  February,  1843,  of  which  an  extradl 
is  given  below,  written  foon  after  the  celebrated  charge  of  Bifliop  Blomfield,  will 
ferve  to  indicate  his  ecclefiaftical  pofition. 

Ozleworth,  23rd  February,  1843.  Confidering  a late  charge  of  the  Bifhop  of  London, 
which  muft  certainly  have  attracted  the  notice  of  the  clergy,  I have  much  wondered  that  you 
have  not  taken  notice  of  it  in  your  letters,  particularly  as  you  now  live  at  the  headquarters  of 
one  divifion  of  the  church.  In  my  little  way  I have  taken  the  hint  of  having  the  Sacrament 
once  a month,  and  following  the  direftions  of  the  Rubric  as  far  as  the  fmall  number  of  my 
parifti  require  it,  and  even  old  as  I am,  was  I in  a place  fo  as  to  have  a congregation,  I would 
follow  all  his  directions,  as  I am  fure  it  would  be  of  eflential  fervice.  If  you  have  not  heard 
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of  the  Charge,  I would  recommend  you  to  buy  it.  An  old  friend  of  mine,  whom  I have 
never  feen,  and  who  has  been  my  inftru6lor,  is  mentioned  in  it,  ‘ Herbert’s  Country  Parfon.’

Jofeph  Mayo  married,  2nd  March,  1789,  at  Seend,  by  licence,  Mary-Jane,  only 
daughter  of  George  Gibbes,  D.D.,  Redlor  of  Woodborough,  Wilts, 
and  fifter  of  Sir  George-Smith  Gibbes,  Knt.,  D.M.,  F.R.C.P., 
F.R.S.,  of  14,  Queen  Square,  Bath,  Phyfician  Extraordinary  to 
Queen  Charlotte.  His  uncle,  William  Mayo,  Redtor  of  Wootton 
Rivers,  officiated  at  the  wedding.  She  was  born  26th  March, 
1766,  and  baptifed  the  next  day  at  Woodborough,  and  dying  17th 
F'ebruary,  1816,  was  buried  there  23rd  February  as  “Mary-Jane 
Mayo,  of  Nibley,  Gloucefterffiire,  aged  49.”  The  announcement 
in  the  Gentleman  s Magazine, vo\.  Ixxxvi,  p.  282,  runs:  “ 17th  Feb., 
1 8 16,  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mayo,  of  Nibley  Houfe,  co.  Gloucefter,  only  lifter 
of  Dr.  Gibbes,  of  Bath.”  A memorandum  in  the  handwriting  of  her  daughter, 
Georgiana,  states:  “Poor  dear  Mamma  taken  ill  Wednefday  14  February,  1816, 
Died  17,  Saturday.”  Mrs.  Mayo’s  father  invefted  a confiderable  fum  in  the 
Kennet  and  Avon  Canal,  which  pafled  through  his  pariffi,  and  was  conftruded 
during  his  incumbency.  His  daughter’s  portion  was  ,^10,000  in  ffiares  of  the 
Canal  Company.  Her  grave  at  Woodborough  lies  due  eaft  of  the  chancel,  and 
near  the  eaftern  limit  of  the  churchyard,  and  is  covered  with  a ftone  bearing  this 
infcription:

Joseph  Mayo  and  Mary-Jane,  nee  Gibbes,  had  iflue  twelve  children. 

I.  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  born  20th  December,  1789,  and  baptifed  the  next  day, 
at  Seend.  She  was  buried  25th  December,  at  Woodborough. 

II.  Georgiana  Mayo,  born  23rd  November,  and  baptifed  28th  December, 
1790,  at  Seend.  She  died  5th  March,  and  was  buried  12th  March,  1845,  at 
Ozleworth,  unmarried.  A martyr  to  chronic  rheumatifm. 

III.  Joseph  Mayo,  eldeft  fon,  born  30th  March,  and  baptifed  20th  April, 
1793,  at  Seend.  Four  generations  were  prefent  at  his  baptifm,  viz.,  the  infant, 
the  father,  the  grandfather,  George  Gibbes,  D.D.,  and  the  great-grandfather,  Charles 
Gibbes,  M.A.,  Redlor  of  the  two  Chitternes,  who  adminiftered  the  facrament  of 
regeneration. 

He  received  his  education  at  his  father’s  hands  until  the  time  arrived  for  his 
entering  the  Univerfity,  and  he  then  matriculated  as  a member  of  Brafenofe  College, 
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Oxford,  i6th  January,  i8ii,  age  17,  and  was  elefted  Scholar  of  the  College  the 
14th  November  following.  He  pafled  his  public  examination  on  ift  May,  1815, 
John  Keble  being  one  of  his  examiners,^  and  was  admitted  B.A.  on  the  3rd  of  the 
fame  month,  and  proceeded  M. A.,  ift  July,  1819.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  on 
Sunday,  5th  January,  1817,  and  Prieft  21ft  December,  1817,  in  Gloucefter 
Cathedral,  by  Henry  Ryder,  D.D.,  Bifhop  of  Gloucefter,  and  became  Curate  of 
Leighterton  cum  Boxwell,  in  Gloucefterfhire.  Subfequently,  17th  April,  1820,  he 
was  licenfed  as  relident  Curate  in  charge  of  PouHl>ot,  near  Devizes,  Wilts,  and  lived 
there  until  1823,  when  he  removed  to  Devizes,  where  he  held  the  Chaplaincy  of 
the  Prifon  from  1822  to  1839.^  He  publilhed  “A  Sermon  preached  at  the  Chapel 
of  the  New  Prifon,  Devizes,  on  the  fecond  Sunday  after  the  execution  of  George 
Maflen,  who  was  tried  at  the  Summer  AlTizes,  and  found  guilty  of  ftiooting  at, 
with  intent  to  murder,  Mr.  Rumbold,  of  Lyneham,  on  Tuefday  evening,  the  6th 
of  February,  1838,  on  his  return  from  Caine  Market.  By  the  Rev.  Jofeph  Mayo, 
M.A.,  Chaplain,  Devizes:  printed  and  fold  by  J.  Griffin.  Sold  alfo  by  Mr.  T.  B. 
Smith,  bookfeller.  Market-place.  Price  3^/.”  Sm.  8vo.  Pp.  18.  Text;  St.  Luke, 
xiii,  1-5. 

While  living  at  Devizes,  he  inherited,  under  the  provifions  of  her  will,  the 
property  of  Mifs  Jane  Maynard,  who  died  at  Devizes  7th  June,  1826,  a grand- 
daughter of  Jacob  and  Jane  Maynard,  already  mentioned  at  page  149  of  this  work. 
Her  eftate  included  the  Brow  Cottage,  which  he  enlarged,  and  in  which  he 
fubfequently  reftded.® 

Having  refolved  to  fettle  in  America,  he  refigned  his  appointment  in  this 
country,  and  fet  fail  from  Briftol  with  his  family  in  the  Ihip  Druidy  on  9th  May, 
1839,  being  Holy  Thurfday,  for  the  United  States,  and  arrived  at  New  York  on 
the  9th  June  following,  and  at  once  moved  on  to  Ohio.  The  following  letter, 
written  within  a few  weeks  of  his  arrival,  is  interefting  as  giving  his  firft  impreffion 
of  the  country. 


' The  other  examiners  were  Thomas  Collins,  Fellow  of  Magdalen  College,  Edward  Cardwell, 
Fellow  of  Brafenofe,  and  Charles  Lloyd,  Student  of  Chrift  Church,  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Oxford. 

“ He  figns  the  burial  regifter  at  Poullhot  for  the  firft  time,  i8th  Oftober,  1819,  and  for  the  laft 
time,  25th  January,  1823,  when  William  Fifher  became  Reftor.  He  aflifted  the  previous  chaplain  of 
the  prifon  for  two  years  before  his  own  appointment.  For  an  account  of  his  work  there,  and  his 
enlightened  views  on  penal  difcipline,  fee  Waylen’s  Hijl.  of  Devizes,  1839,  p.  319.  Mr.  Waylen  adds: 
“ Since  the  above  was  written,  our  efteemed  friend  and  townfman  has,  with  his  family,  quitted  England 
for  the  New  World.  They  left  Devizes  in  May,  1839.” 

’ He  is  alluded  to  in  the  Memoirs,  fournal  and  Corref'^ondence  of  Thomas  Moore,  the  poet,  1853, 
vol.  iv.,  p.  129.  “Lord  Lanfdowne  called  juft  as  we  were  preparing  to  fet  off  to  Devizes  to  dine  with 
the  Hughefes.  . . . Company  at  dinner  at  the  Hughefes;  Col,  Hull  and  Mr.  Mayo.”  (9th  September, 
1823.) 
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My  dear  William, 

I left  England  in  fuch  a hurry,  and  was  fo  bewildered  with  the  fatigue  and  anxiety  of 
the  effort,  that  many  things  muft  have  been  left  undone  that  I ought  to  have  done,  and  no 
help  for  it.  All  I can  fay  is,  I will  make  all  right,  D.V.,  as  foon  as  poflible.  But  I want  to 
know  fomething  about  yourfelf.  Did  you  get  my  letter?  We  had  what  is  confidered  a very 
favourable  paffage,  and  have  fmce  journeyed  from  New  York  near  a thoufand  miles  Weft. 
The  climate  is  lovely — no  Hay-fever.'  this  feafon  at  leaft,  and  there  is  fomething  fo  exhilarating 
in  the  air,  that  I feel  as  if  I had  inhaled  laughing  gas — the  woods,  the  rivers,  the  lakes,  all,  all 
fo  grand,  and  beautiful  in  the  extreme.  We  are  at  prefent  occupying  a little  cottage  on  the 
fouth-weftern  ftiore  of  Lake  Erie,  refting  awhile  to  gain  ftrength  for  another  effort,  having  yet 
a thoufand  miles  more  to  go.  The  orchards  of  apples,  peaches,  pears,  cherries,  etc.,  are 
weighed  down  with  fruit, — melons,  cucumbers,  Indian  corn  running  over  the  ground  like 
weeds; — in  fa<ft  the  whole  face  of  the  country  invites  the  cultivator.  The  boys  have  already 
made  fplendid  colledlions  of  butterflies  and  moths,  and  their  ftiouts  of  wonder  over  the  feathered 
tribe  would  perfe£lly  aftonifh  you.  We  have  feen  feveral  eagles,  and  on  our  way  to  the  Lake 
the  other  morning  to  bathe,  I ftiot  at  one  but  8o  yards  off  with  a bullet;  but  not  being  a 
Kentuckeyan,  miffed  my  aim.  We  have  not  done  much  in  the  fiftiing  way  yet,  for  want  of  a 
boat,  but  our  mouths  water  to  have  a caft. 

The  4th  was  the  great  day  of  national  joy,  the  anniverfary  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, 1776.  An  oration  was  delivered  at  the  Baptift  Chapel  in  the  town  on  the  occaflon.  I 
have  not  time  to  tell  you  my  opinion  of  that^  but  the  order  that  reigned  among  fuch  a 
multitude  quite  furprifed  me.  The  mafs  of  the  people  waited  patiently  until  the  ladies  and  the 
authorities  were  feated,  when  one  of  the  Deacons  ftepped  forward  and  faid — ‘ There  are  fome 
feats  unoccupied  here ! ’ Immediately  20  or  30  came  forward  and  filled  4 or  5,  and  then  20 
more,  and  fo  on  till  the  places  were  taken,  when  the  reft  retired  to  wait  at  the  doors.  No 
military  keeping  the  ground,  no  conftables  breaking  people’s  heads  by  way  of  Ihewing  their 
authority:  it  was  the  adt  of  obedience  to  laws  which  they  were  confcious  they  themfelves  had 
affifted  in  forming; — but  more  of  this  anon.  You  will  laugh  when  I tell  you  the  Bifhop  of 
New  York  opened  the  door  to  me,  and  after  preffing  me  to  ftay  dinner,  accompanied  me  to 
the  door  himfelf!  I have  a preffing  invitation  from  the  Biftiop  of  Ohio*  to  fpend  a few  days 
with  him,  which  I hope  to  avail  myfelf  of  in  a few  weeks. 

There  is  one  thing  I blame  the  Americans  for,  they  vaunt  their  independence  unneceffarily. 
There  are  a thoufand  marks  of  the  excellence  of  their  inftitutions,  and  allowing  them  to  fpeak 
for  themfelves  would  offend  no  one ; but  a boy  with  a new  watch  muft  tell  the  hour  to  the 
company. 

I hope  you  will  be  able  to  read  this.  I am  writing  on  a box,  having  no  table  in  the  houfe. 

We  all  join  in  kindeft  love  to  yourfelf  and  Charlotte,  and

' Like  his  brother  William,  he  fuffered  from  an  annual  attack  of  this  complaint. 
^ C.  P.  Mcllvaine,  Bilhop  of  New  York;  B.  T.  Onderdonk,  Bilhop  of  Ohio. 
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Jofeph  Mayo  fettled  at  Liverpool,  Medina  County,  Ohio,  where  for  fome  years 
he  officiated  under  the  authority  of  the  American  Church,  on  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  William  Warner,  of  the  fame  place.  Here  he  and  his  family  “were  moft 
kindly  received  by  all  their  neighbours,  and  found  companions  in  a pleafant  Englifh 
family.”  ^ He  fubfequently  removed  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Jubilee,^  Peoria 
County,  Illinois,  where  he  continued  to  refide  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  While 
living  there,  he  received  on  Monday,  i8th  Auguft,  1851,  an  unlooked  for  though 
welcome  vifit  from  his  brother,  George  Mayo,  of  Adelaide,  South  Auftralia,  who 
had  come  to  England  in  that  year,  and  thence  paid  a flying  vifit  to  America. 
George  Mayo  writes  from  St.  Louis,  MilTouri,  to  his  filler,  Mary-Jane,  at 
Ozle worth  Reiflory,  27th  Auguft,  1851: 

I found  them  all  pretty  well,  Joe  is  a little  infirm  and  Mary  is  thin.  They  were  furprifed 
and  glad  to  fee  me ; the  boys  are  grown  exceedingly  great  tall  men,  young  Mary  has  four  girls 
and  a boy.  They  are  getting  on  pretty  well.  I Hopped  with  them  till  the  following  Monday 
morning  (Aug.  25th)  when  I again  ftarted  on  my  travels  down  the  Illinois.  The  boys  are 
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nice  fellows;  Joe  may  well  be  proud  of  them.  I was  greatly  gratified  in  every  refpedl  at 
feeing  them ; they  deferve  to  do  well.  There  are  three  girls,  Fanny,  Sufan — and  Tizzy,  the 
very  pidlure  of  the  one  they  loft. 

Jofeph  Mayo  died  of  angina  pe6loris  at  “ Albury,”®  in  Radnor  Townfliip,  in 
the  County  of  Peoria,  3rd  September,  1859,* *  buried  in  the  cemetery  of 

Chrift  Church,  Jubilee,  where  a marble  flab  marks  the  graves  of  himfelf  and  his  wife, 
with  the  following  infcription: 


^ The  Woodwards.  Letter  from  Mifs  Eliz.  Browne  to  George  Mayo,  dated  Cheam,  Surrey,  2nd 
June,  1840.  “The  climate  appears  to  agree  with  them,  and  they  have  a nice  farm  and  dairy.  They 
had  two  fine  fat  turkeys  for  dinner  on  Chriftmas  day  from  their  own  poultry  yard,  and  they  get  venifon 
at  zd.  a pound.” 

* Jubilee  Townfliip,  fome  fixteen  miles  from  Peoria,  derives  its  name  from  Jubilee  College,  founded 
by  Philander  Chafe,  D.D.,  when  Bifliop  of  Illinois,  in  1838.^  Jofeph  Mayo  was  on  intimate  terms 
with  Dr.  Chafe,  and  on  the  latter’s  death,  20th  September,  1852,  his  fons  carried  the  prelate  to  his 
grave. 

® “Albury”and  “ Sunny  fide  ” (p.  370)  are  names  of  refidences  in  Radnor  townfliip. 

* His  brother  William,  then  living  at  St.  Nicholas’,  Salifbury,  was  roufed  in  the  night  by  hearing 
the  voice  of  Jofeph  calling  him  by  name,  “ William ! William!”  Unfortunately  the  exaft  date  was 
not  noted,  but  fliortly  afterwards  the  news  arrived  of  his  brother’s  death,  which  muft  have  occurred 
not  far  removed  in  time  from  the  call  fo  diftindly  heard.

Elis  Will,  dated  6th  May,  1859,  was  proved  in  the  County  Court  of  Peoria 
County,  13th  September,  and  again  in  the  Principal  Probate  Regiftry,  London,  by 
his  foil,  Jofeph  Mayo,  foie  executor  and  refiduary  legatee,  14th  December,  1859 
(No.  739).  He  recites  therein  the  devife  by  his  late  coufin,  Jane  Maynard,  3rd 
June,  1826,  of  the  Brow  Cottage,  together  with  a clofe  of  arable  land  or  garden, 
and  the  brow  or  piece  of  woody  land  adjacent,  fituate  in  the  parifh  of  Rowde, 
Wilts,  and  he  directs  that  the  faid  melTuage  and  land,  together  with  the  freehold 
parcel  of  ground  adjoining,  in  the  parifh  of  St.  James  (the  Green),  Devizes,  which 
he  purchafed  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Lucas, ^ Ihould  remain  to  his  eldeft  fon,  Jofeph 
Mayo. 

He  marries  He  married  3rd  Auguft,  1819,  at  St.  Crofs’,  Holywell,  Oxford  (being  then 
^wm^’  Curate  of  Poulfhot),  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Browne,  M.A.,  clerk  in  Holy 

^rowne,  Qrders,  Chaplain  of  Magdalen  College,  and  Lecturer  at  Carfax,  and  fifter  of 

William  Browne,  M.A.,  and  Henry  Browne,  M.A.,  fucceflively  Vicars  of  Lether- 
ingfett,  Norfolk.  The  witnefTes  at  the  marriage  were  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  Eliza 
Gibbons,  and  W.  Browne.  (See  ante^  p.  209.)  Mrs.  Mayo  was  born  7th  June, 
1797,  in  or  near  Oxford,  and  died  19th  June,  1869,  at  Normal,  McLean  County, 
Illinois,  at  the  refidence  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Woodward,  aged  72  years. 
See  an  account  of  her  family  in  the  next  chapter.  Some  little  while  after  her 
hufband’s  death  fhe  wrote  the  following  letter  to  his  fifter,  Mary-Jane,  then  living 
at  6,  Fortfield  Terrace,  Sidmouth: 

Albury,  Feb.  15th,  [1861]. 

My  dear  Mary  Jane, 

Your  kind,  affedlionate  letter  was  fincerely  welcome  to  me,  as  I know  you  fympathifed 
with  me  in  my  fad  bereavement,  as  none  knew  better  than  yourfelf  the  kind  and  loving  heart 
of  the  hufband  I have  loft — my  dear  partner  of  forty  years — but  he  is  happy,  while  I muft  toil 
a little  longer  here  below,  fupported  by  the  hope  of  meeting  yet  again  in  another  world,  where 
forrow  cannot  enter.  I am  truly  thankful  to  fay  my  dear  children  are  in  good  health,  happy 
and  profpering;  they  have  all  ever  been  affedlionate  and  dutiful  children,  which  has  helped 
fupport  me  thro’  many  trials  fince  leaving  my  native  land.  My  own  health  is  tolerable;  the 
climate  has  tried  my  naturally  good  conftitution  feverely,  the  intenfely  cold  winters,  and 
fummers  fo  dreadfully  hot  have  left  their  marks  on  my  poor  emaciated  frame.  I live  with  my 
dear  Joe,  and  have  every  comfort  I could  wifti  for.  I feldom  fee  dear  William  oftener  than

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once  a year;  then  we  always  talk  over  the  trip  to  England.  He  is  never  tired  of  telling.,  and 
I am  never  tired  of  lijlening.  He  truly  enjoyed  his  vifit,  altho’  it  was  fo  ftiort.  I wifti  you 
could  fee  all  my  children ; we  ought  not  to  be  fo  far  feparated ; they  all  think  they  recolledf 
you,  even  dear  Johnny,  who  is  now  over  fix  feet  in  height,  and  fuch  a good  fellow  with  a heart 
as  afFeftionate  as  a woman’s  . . . Give  my  kind  regards  to  Heneage  and  Mrs.  Gibbes ; Joe  has 
defcribed  their  dear  children  to  me.  1 would  like  much  to  fee  them.

Jofeph  Mayo  and  Mary,  ttee  Browne,  had  iflue  twelve  children: 

A.  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  born  9th  O6tober,  baptifed  5th  November,  1820,  at 
Poullhot,  Wilts.  She  died  14th  April,  1895,  at  Rock  Ifland,  Illinois, 
and  was  buried  there  on  the  following  day.  She  was  married  22nd 
September,  1840,  at  Liverpool,  Medina  County,  Ohio,  to  William- 
Edward  Woodward,  of  that  place,  fubfequently  of  Rock  Ifland,  fon 
of  Henry  Woodward,  the  owner  of  the  Drumbarrow  eftate,  Meath, 

Ireland,  by  Sarah-Catherine,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert  Wade  of 
Clonobraney,  High  Sheriff  of  Meath  in  1772.  W.  E.  Woodward 
died  24th  Odlober,  1892,  at  Rock  Ifland,  and  was  buried  there.  woodward. 
An  account  of  the  Woodward  family  will  be  found  in  the  next  chapter. 

B.  Elizabeth  Mayo,  born  12th  April,  and  baptifed  12th  May,  1822,  at 
Poulfliot,  Wilts.  She  died  ift  September,  1839,  at  Brunfwick,  Medina  County, 
Ohio,  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery,  one  mile  north  of  the  centre  of  Liverpool, 
in  the  fame  State  and  County. 

C.  Joseph  Mayo,  eldefl:  fon,  born  2nd  July,  and  baptifed  23rd  September, 
1823,  at  St.  John  Baptift’s,  Devizes.  He  was  educated  at  the  fupplementary 
fchool  at  Cheam,  Surrey,  conduced  by  his  uncle  William  Browne,  M.A.,  Fellow 
of  Worcefler  College,  Oxford,  who  was  anxious  to  have  retained  him  in  England 
with  a view  to  fending  him  to  Oxford,  when  his  father  removed  to  America. 

He  reflded  at  “ Albury,”  Radnor  Townfhip,  Peoria,  Illinois,  from  about  the 
year  1850  to  1887,  when  he  removed  to  13,  Vernon  Street,  Hartford,  Connedlicut, 
for  the  education  of  his  fons  at  Trinity  College  in  that  town.  He  was  created 
M.A.,  honoris  caufd,  by  Trinity  College  on  29th  June,  1893.  He  vifited  England 
in  1859.  He  died  at  Hartford  on  Thurfday,  27th  February,  1896,  and  a funeral 
fervice  was  held  at  St.  John’s  Church  there  on  the  29th,  after  which  his  body  was 
removed  for  interment  to  the  cemetery  at  Chrifl:  Church,  Jubilee,  and  was  buried 
there  on  2nd  March.  The  Hartford  Daily  Courant  of  29th  February,  1896,  in 
giving  a fketch  of  his  career,  ftates  that  “ He  was  a member  of  St.  John’s  parifli  in 
this  city,  an  earnefl:  Churchman,  a fincere  Chriftian.  The  gentle  dignity  of  his 
charadler,  and  the  confiftency  with  which  he  fought  the  right  and  adhered  to  it. 
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endeared  him  to  all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  enjoy  his  friendfhip.”  On  his 
grave  at  Jubilee  is  the  following  infcription: 

Joseph  Mayo  | Devizes,  England  | July  2,  1823.  | Hartford,  Connecticut,  j 
February  27TH,  1896.  | In  Spe  Resurrectionis. 

The  following  letters  are  interefting  on  account  of  the  allufions  they  contain: 

To  Mifs  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  22,  Gay  Street,  Bath. 

Devizes,  Nov.  1 1,  1859.  Friday  morning. 

My  dear  Aunt, 

I have  juft  received  your  very  kind  letter,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  likenefs.  . . . 
I wrote  to  Uncle  Rev.  William  Browne  at  Letheringfett  on  Monday  morning,  and  have 
received  an  anfwer,  and  a large  packet  of  letters.  They  were  beginning  to  be  anxious  about 
my  welfare,  as  you  mention,  in  confequence  of  my  long  vifiting  in  Devonfliire.* 

The  vivid  recolledtions  of  my  childhood  remind  me  that  you,  my  dear  Aunt,  did  your  part 
faithfully  to  lead  me  to  ferioufnefs  and  devotion.  I will  only  add  my  beft  love,  and  need  not 
fay  how  great  pleafure  I have  enjoyed  during  this  ftiort  vifit  to  my  native  country.

My  very  dear  Aunt, 

I am  glad  to  hear  by  your  little  note  enclofed  in  Coufin  Heneage’s  letter,  that  you  are 
living  at  Sidmouth;  it  is  half  the  pleafure  of  life  to  be  furrounded  by  thofe  we  love,  and  Coufm 
Heneage’s  dear  circle  will  be  able  to  make  you  fo  happy.  I can  fcarcely  believe  that  a whole 
year  has  paffed  away  fmee  my  vifit  to  dear  old  England ; the  pleafure  it  afforded  will  be  a 
conftant  inducement  to  me  to  renew  it,  fliould  the  opportunity  ever  prefent  itfelf. 

How  very  fmgular  that  we  fhould  have  heard  of  Mifs  Biggs’  legacy  only  through  your  letter 
to  Aunt  Browne.  I have  written  to  Mr.  Meek  of  Devizes,  but  have  as  yet  had  no  anfwer, 
fo  we  are  ftill  in  the  dark  about  it.  I took  a long  time  to  arrange  my  affairs  in  England;  I 
only  received  the  money  from  the  fale  of  the  Brow  Cottage  laft  week;  I think  I told  you  it 
was  fold  for  ^^1,420.  Mr.  Tylee,  a fcholar  of  dear  Grandfather’s,  adled  as  my  folicitor  by  Mr. 
Schomberg’s  recommendation  to  me,  and  I am  very  glad  that  I employed  him.  I have  an 
autograph  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  the  Prefident  eleft,  to  fend  to  Mifs  Hughes,^  and  fhould  be  glad  to 
know  her  diredtion,  if  you  could  give  it  to  me  when  you  write;  fhe  is  making  a colledlion.  . . . 

Remember  me  very  kindly  to  my  Coufm  and  Mrs.  Gibbes,  and  hoping  you  are  well  and 
comfortable — Believe  me  my  dear  Aunt,

My  dear  Aunt, 

Fan’s  arrival  on  the  Prairie,  after  fpending  a week  or  two  in  Chicago,  brings  me  another 
little  remembrance  from  you,  dear  Aunt,  which  I Ihall  cherifh  with  your  memory  as  long  as  I 
live;  and  now  I have  a little  Joe  to  carry  on  the  name  of  his  honoured  Great-grandfather.  I 
will  try  and  make  him  value  it  alfo.  I fend  the  two  little  faces  for  you  to  look  at.  My 
brothers  and  fillers  think  that  they  take  more  after  the  family  of  Bifhop  Chafe  than  ours. 

Fan'  is  looking  much  better  than  we  expedled  to  fee  her;  the  laft  year  of  poor  Uncle’s 
life  was  one  of  great  fulFering,  the  laft  of  dear  Mother’s  brothers  and  fifters. 

We  have  had  the  fevered  winter  we  have  ever  known  in  America,  and  even  now  it  feems 
unwilling  to  loofe  its  hold  upon  us,  for  the  ground  is  covered  with  fnow,  and  the  North  wind 
is  blowing  at  ten  degrees  below  freezing;  but  we  are  prepared  for  it,  and  therefore  do  not 
fuffer  much.  The  door  is  open  into  our  little  green-houfe  (from  the  parlour)  where  rofes  and 
hyacinths  and  geraniums  are  in  full  bloflbm,  a pleafing  contrail  to  the  appearance  out  of  doors. 

A young  man,’  juft  in  Deacon’s  Orders  and  engaged  to  my  wife’s  filler,  Katie,  met  with 
a ftranger  on  the  cars,  who,  on  hearing  the  name  of  Jofeph  Mayo  mentioned,  faid  he  was  at 
the  fchool  of  the  Rev.  Jofeph  Mayo  at  Nibley.  He  is  a civil  engineer,  and  his  name  is 
Nicholls; — perhaps  you  may  remember  the  name  . . .

Jofeph  Mayo  married  12th  November,  1868,  at  Chrift  Church,  Jubilee,  Sarah- 
Samuel,  third  daughter  of  Samuel  Chafe,  D.D.,  clerk  in  Holy  Orders, 

Prelident  of  Jubilee  College,  of  whofe  family  an  account  will  be 
found  in  the  next  chapter.  They  had  iflue  three  children: 

I.  Joseph  Mayo,  born  15th  January,  1870,  at  “Albury,” 

Radnor,  Illinois,  who,  together  with  his  brother,  received  his  early 
education  at  his  father’s  hands.  He  entered  Trinity  College,  Hart- 
ford, Connedicut,  as  a Undent  in  1887,  and  two  years  afterwards 
fuccumbed  to  an  attack  of  pneumonia.  “ He  was  a young  man  of 
great  purity  of  charader,  gentle,  courteous  and  cheerful  in  difpoli- 
tion,  and  of  a remarkably  brilliant  mind.  Apparently  without  any  fevere  effort 
he  gained  honours  in  every  department.  Without  doubt  he  would  have  graduated 
an  Optimus.”  {Hartford  Daily  Couranty  19th  Odober,  1889.)  He  died  i8th 
Odober,  1889.  A funeral  fervice  was  held  in  Trinity  College  Chapel,  on  Sunday, 
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' Mifs  F.  Mayo,  his  lifter,  failed  from  England  8th  February,  and  landed  at  New  York,  19th 
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0(5lober  20th,  and  on  the  following  Friday,  Odober  25th,  he  was  buried  at  Chrift 
Church,  Jubilee,  where  his  grave  is  marked  with  this  infcription: 

Joseph  Mayo  | died  Oct.  18,  1889  | Aged  19  years.  | A Junior  of  Trinity 
College,  Hartford,  | Conn. 

2.  March-Chase  Mayo,  born  23rd  July,  1871,  at  “Albury.”  He  entered 
Trinity  College,  Hartford,  in  1887,  together  with  his  brother,  both  having  been 
prepared  for  their  entrance  examination  by  their  father.  He  graduated  B.A.,  29th 
June,  1893,  and  delivered  the  valedidory  addrefs  on  that  occafion.  He  continued 
his  ftudies  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  completing  his  courfe 
on  27th  May,  1896,  when  he  read  an  eflay  on  'Truth  and  Grace  Objedlive.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  degree  of  B.D.,  2nd  June,  1897,  after  his  ordination  to  the  Prieft- 
hood,  and  is  now  a Fellow  of  the  fame  inftitution.  He  was  ordained  Deacon,  3rd 
June,  1896,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Williams,  Bilhopof  Connedicut,  at  Middletown, 
Conn.,  and  became  curate  of  St,  John’s  Church,  Waterbury,  Conn,,  ift  Odober 
following.  On  25th  June,  the  fame  year,  he  received  the  degree  of  M.A.  from 
Trinity  College.  He  was  ordained  Prieft  26th  May,  1897,  at  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Newhaven,  Conn,,  by  Rt.  Rev.  Leighton  Coleman,  Bilhop  of  Delaware. 

3.  Mary-Sarah-Russell  Mayo,  born  15th  Auguft,  1876,  at  “ Albury,”  and 
educated  at  St.  Mary’s  School,  New  York,  delivering  the  Greek  eBay,  2nd  June, 
1896,  on  the  completion  of  her  courfe. 

D.  Charles  Mayo,  born  20th  January  and  baptifed  14th  July,  1825,  at 
St.John’s,  Devizes;  now  of  “Sunnyfide,”  Radnor,  Peoria  County,  Illinois.  He 
has  vifited  England  in  1862,  1865,  1870,  and  1894. 

This  country  home  has  become  one  of  the  beft  known  in  the  State.  Situated  on  high  ground 
in  a beautiful  rolling  country,  it  invites  the  cooleft  of  breezes  and  commands  extenfive  views. 
Early  in  his  occupation  of  the  land  Mr,  Charles  Mayo  planted  a grove  of  elms  and  maples, 
which  now  has  no  equal  anywhere.  It  covers  the  approach  from  the  road  to  the  houfe,  a 
diftance  of  about  100  yards,  and  forms  a moft  beautiful  cathedral-arch  of  green,  as  feen  from 
the  houfe.  It  is  this  pidlure  that  lives  ever  frefti  in  the  hearts  of  hundreds  of  honored  guefts 
who  have  won  the  envied  entrance  to  this  hofpitable  home. 

Mr.  Mayo  loft  his  wife  while  ftill  young,  but  with  the  help  of  his  eldeft  daughter  reared 
his  family  of  two  fons  and  three  daughters  fo  fuccefsfully  as  to  make  his  home  worthy  of  its 
title.  No  lord  of  the  manor  in  Old  England  has  been  more  loved  and  refpetfted  than  this 
lord  of  Sunny  Side,  which  in  confequence  has  been  the  fcene  of  countlefs  gatherings  of  friends, 
relatives  and  neighbors,  whofe  enthufiafm  has  founded  its  praifes  far  and  wide  and  made  it 
famous. 

Twelve  miles  from  the  city  of  Peoria,  its  devotees  prove  their  appreciation  of  Sunny  Side 
by  covering  the  diftance  gladly  whenever  honored  with  an  invitation.  No  other  picnics  are 
like  Sunny  Side  picnics.  Nowhere  have  children  found  more  happinefs,  for  no  one  loves 
children  more  than  “Grandpa  Mayo.”  But  fully  to  feel  the  charm  and  know  the  value  of 
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this  ideal  place  one  muft  pafs  a week  there,  as  has  the  writer,  be  one  of  the  adopted  children, 
as  it  were,  and  fliare  the  blefling  of  the  pure  life  lived  there,  be  fteeped  in  the  love  and 
gentlenefs  that  is  the  eflence  of  this  home,  where  every  day  is  opened  and  ended  with  family 
prayer  led  by  its  own  high  prieft  and  patriarch.  Here  one  feels  how  near  to  him  and  to  each 
other  are  God  and  Nature.  (Written  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Cowell,  one  of  Sunny  Side’s  frequent 
vifitors.) 

Charles  Mayo  married  3rd  September,  1853,  at  Chrift  Church,  Jubilee,  Frances- 
Charlotte-Alicia-Henrietta,  daughter  of  Charles-Taylor  Wade, 

M.A.,  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  clerk  in  Holy  Orders  (who 
fettled  at  Kickapoo,  Illinois,  from  Clonobraney,  Co.  Meath,  - 
Ireland),  and  Ifabella-Rebecca,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Hamil- 
ton of  Ballamacoll,  Meath, — brother  of  William-Blaney  Wade,  of 
Clonobraney,  J.P.  and  D.L.  for  Meath.  Some  account  of  the 
Wade  family  may  be  feen  in  the  next  chapter.  F.  C.  A.  H.  Mayo, 
nee  Wade,  was  born  29th  May,  1831,  at  Birmingham,  England, 
and  was  buried  in  Chrift  Church  cemetery.  Jubilee,  with  the 
infcriptlon:  Frances  | Wife  of  Charles  Mayo  | died  | Oct.  16,  1868.  Their 
children  are: 

1.  Josephine-Charlotte  Mayo,  born  22nd  November,  1854,  at  “ Sunny- 
fide.”  She  vifited  England  with  her  father  in  1894. 

2.  Charles-Hamilton  Mayo,  born  21ft  November,  1856,  at  “Sunnyfide,” 
and  now  refiding  there. 

3.  Mary- Virginia  Mayo,  born  20th  December,  1858,  at  “Sunnyfide.”  She 
was  married  9th  Auguft,  1884,  at  Chrift  Church,  Jubilee,  to  Henry-Mayo  Gofs, 
of  Peoria  city,  born  21ft  July,  1861,  at  Troy,  Ohio,  and  has  iffue.  See  the  Gofs 
lineage  in  Chapter  XI. 

4.  William-Francis  Mayo,  born  nth  March,  1861,  at  “ Sunnyfide,”  and 
baptifed  25th  Auguft,  1861,  at  Chrift  Church,  Jubilee.  He  was  educated  at 
Racine  College,  Wifconftn,  where  he  graduated  B.A.  9th  July,  1884,*  and  M.A. 
4th  June,  1889,  and  alfb  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  23rd 
May,  1888.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  loth  June,  1888,  at  St.  Mark’s  Church, 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  Prieft  i6th  June,  1889,  at  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Peoria, 
Illinois,  by  Rt.  Rev.  Alex.  Burgefs,  S.T.D.,  Bilhop  of  Quincy,  and  was  Re6tor  of 
St.  George’s,  Macomb,  Illinois,  1888-91,  and  Redlor  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Quincy,  Illinois,  25th  January,  1891,  to  8th  June,  1895.  He  was  alfo 
Rural  Dean  and  a member  of  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Illinois,  and  General 
Miflionary  of  the  Diocefe  of  Quincy  from  1895  to  28th  February,  1900.  After 
the  ufual  novitiate,  commencing  13th  February,  1901,  he  was  profefted  in  the 
Order  of  the  Holy  Crofs,  Weftminfter,  Maryland,  on  St.  Matthias’  Day,  1903. 

5.  Fanny-Wade  Mayo,  born  26th  December,  1865,  at  “Sunnyfide.”  She  was 
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married  7th  Odober,  1891,  at  Chrift  Church,  Jubilee,  to  Charles-Edward  Gofs  of 
Peoria  (brother  of  Henry-Mayo  Gofs),  and  has  ifTue.  See  Chapter  XI. 

6.  Henry-Joseph  Mayo,  born  25th  June,  1868,  at  Rock  Ifland,  Illinois.  He 
died  14th  July  in  the  fame  year,  and  was  buried  there  on  i6th  July. 

E.  Charlotte  Mayo,  born  ift  May  and  baptifed  29th  May,  1826,  at 
St.  John’s,  Devizes.  She  died  at  the  Fort  Clergy  Daughters’  School,  Clifton,  29th 
April,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Michael’s,  Briftol,  England,  2nd  May,  1837.  (No 
monument.) 

F.  William-Maynard  Mayo,  born  8th  March,  and  baptifed  21ft  December, 

1829,  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes.  He  refided  at  Jackfonville,  Illinois,  at  the  time  of  his 
marriage,  and  removed  to  Chicago  about  three  years  afterwards.  He  was  in 
England  in  1856  and  1867,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  was  appointed  U.S.A.  Conful 
at  Otranto.  He  died  20th  December,  1880,  at  Jackfonville,  and  was  buried  there. 
He  married  6th  November,  1862,  at  Jackfonville,  Annette,  daughter  of  Flemming 
Stevenfon  of  that  place,  but  had  no  iffiie.  His  widow  was  married  9th  June,  1886, 
at  the  fame  place,  to  Paul-Chriftian  Thyholdt,  of  the  Prefbytery  of  New  York. 

G.  George-Gibbes  Mayo,  born  25th  February,  and  baptifed  nth  Auguft, 

1830,  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes.  He  refided  at  Oak  Park,  Cook  County,  Illinois. 
He  died  20th  September,  1905,  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Kanfas  City,  Mifiburi, 
and  was  buried  at  Oak  Park.  He  married  8th  May,  1862,  at  Chrift  Church, 
Jubilee,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  General  Horace  Capron,^  14th  Illinois  Cavalry, 
Head  of  the  Agricultural  Bureau,  Wafhington,  D.C.,  during  Grant’s  adminiftra- 
tion.  She  died  9th  April,  and  was  buried  nth  April,  1880,  at  Oak  Park.  They 
had  ilTue: 

I.  Mary-Louisa  Mayo,  born  25th  April,  1863,  at  Watfeka  (formerly  called 
Middleport),  Iroquois  County,  Illinois.  She  was  married  14th  January,  1885,  at 
Oak  Park,  to  David- Wilfon  Rider  of  Decatur,  Illinois  (born  25th  Auguft,  1857). 
Now  (1902)  Superintendent  of  the  Kanfas  City  Belt  Railway  Co.  They  have  iflue: 


* General  Capron  was  born  4th  Auguft,  1804,  at  Attleboro’,  Mafs.,  and  as  a young  man  fettled  at 
Laurel,  Md.  “He  commanded  the  Laurel  Militia  Company,  which  took  part  in  the  ceremonies  of 
laying  the  corner-ftone  of  Wafhington  Monument.  He  fubfequently  moved  to  Illinois,  and  in  January, 
1863,  was  commiflioned  Lieut.-Col.  of  the  14th  111.  Cavalry,  and  a month  or  fo  later  was  promoted  to 
the  Colonelcy.  He  participated  in  nearly  every  battle  of  the  campaign  of  Eaft  Tenneflee,  and  was  in 
aftive  fervice  with  the  army  of  Gen.  Sherman,  participating  in  all  the  battles  of  that  memorable 
campaign  to  the  taking  of  Atlanta,  when  Col.  Capron  furnifhed  the  advance  guard  of  the  20th  Corps 
from  his  old  regiment,  driving  the  enemy’s  cavalry  through  the  city.

See  F,  A.  Holden’s  Genealogy  of  Defcendants  of  Bamfield  Capron, 
Bofton,  1859. 
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(a)  David-Wilfon  Rider,  born  19th  July,  1886,  at  Decatur;  (b)  George-Mayo 
Rider,  born  8th  July,  1888,  at  Chicago;  and  (c)  Elizabeth  Rider,  born  6th  May, 
1900,  at  Kanfas  City,  Miflburi. 

2.  Adeline-Frances  Mayo,  born  15th  April,  1865,  Watfeka.  She  was 
married  2nd  September,  1885,  at  Grace  Epifcopal  Church,  Oak  Park,  to  John- 
Kendall  Ruflell,  jun.,  of  Oak  Park.  Their  children  are:  (a)  Edwin-Mayo  Ruflell, 
born  27th  June,  1886;  (b)  John-Kniffin  RulTell,  born  nth  Auguft,  1888;  (c) 
Adeline-Virginia  Rufiell,  born  19th  Auguft,  1890,  who  died  23rd  Auguft,  1895, 
and  was  buried  at  Oak  Park;  and  (d)  Paul-Snowdon  Ruftbll,  born  loth  May, 
1893.  Their  marriage  was  civilly  diftblved  15th  Odtober,  1898,  and  ftie  was 
married,  2ndly,  at  Oak  Park,  to  Dr.  William-Edwin  Kidd,  a noted  phyfician  there, 
20th  December,  1900. 

3.  William-Capron  Mayo,  born  26th  July,  1871,  at  Oak  Park.  He  died 
30th  April,  1872,  and  was  buried  at  Kenoftia,  Wifconftn. 

H.  H enry-Herbert  Mayo,  born  24th  February,  1832,  and  baptifed  25th 
January,  1834,  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes.  He  lived  at  “ Hillworth,”  ^ in  Jubilee 
village,  and  fubfequently  at  Rock  Ifland,  Illinois. 

Upon  the  commencement  of  the  war  between  the  Northern  and  Southern  States, 
he  entered  the  Federal  Army,  being  muftered  into  fervice  20th  June,  1864,  as  Firft 
Lieutenant  of  Company  B,  14th  Cavalry  Regiment  of  Illinois  Volunteers,  to  ferve 
three  years,  with  rank  from  22nd  April  of  the  fame  year.  He  was  made  Captain 
of  the  fame  Company,  21ft  December,  1864,  with  rank  from  the  i8th  of  the 
preceding  Odlober.  He  ferved  in  many  engagements  under  General  Sherman,  in 
one  of  which,  at  Magon,  near  Marietta  in  Georgia,  31ft  July,  1864,  he  received  a 
fevere  wound  through  the  Ihoulder  while  leading  a charge,  from  which  he  never 
completely  recovered.  His  brother,  Jofeph,  in  a letter  dated  Kickapoo,  Illinois, 
19th  Auguft,  1864,  to  his  uncle,  William  Mayo,  writes:  “I  received  a letter 
yefterday  from  Revd.  Sami.  Chafe  (Regimental  Chaplain)  that  my  brother  Herbert 
was  wounded  while  leading  a charge  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Atlanta;  he  is  ift 
Lieut.  14th  Illinois  Cavalry.  You  may  imagine  our  anxiety;  it  is  the  firft  blow 
that  has  ftruck  any  of  our  family.” 

The  following  report  of  this  engagement  was  fent  by  Col.  Horace  Capron, 
14th  Illinois  Cavalry,  commanding  Third  Brigade  during  the  operations,  27th 
July — 6th  Auguft,  called  Stoneman’s  Raid,  to  Major-Gen.  Schofield,  commanding 
Department  of  the  Ohio,  near  Atlanta,  Georgia;  dated  Marietta,  Auguft  loth, 
1864.  He  had  moved  forward  on  27th  July,  at  3 a.m.,  and  reached  Ma9on  on 
30th  July  with  the  14th  Illinois  Volunteer  Cavalry,  8th  Michigan  Volunteer 
Cavalry,  and  McLaughlin’s  Squadron,  Ohio  Volunteer  Veteran  Cavalry.

At  day-break,  the  31ft,  General  Stoneman  ordered  me  to  advance  with  my  brigade,  and 
drive  the  enemy  from  their  pofition,  which  I did  for  about  one  mile  and  a half,  when  I found 
them  drawn  up  in  line  of  battle  in  my  front  and  on  my  left,  with  two  pieces  of  artillery  in 
pofition,  with  which  they  opened  on  me  as  we  advanced.  General  Stoneman  now  came  up, 
and  formed  his  whole  command  in  line  of  battle.  Colonel  Adams’  brigade  and  the  8th  Michigan 
Cavalry,  of  my  brigade,  on  the  left,  and  the  balance  of  my  brigade  on  the  right,  with  Colonel 
Biddle’s  brigade  and  one  piece  of  artillery  in  referve,  the  other  piece  of  artillery  taking  pofition 
in  center.  Between  9 and  10  a.m.,  in  compliance  with  orders  from  General  Stoneman,  the 
whole  line  moved  forward  and  engaged  the  enemy.  They  met  me  with  fuperior  numbers, 
and  with  a yell  charged  our  lines,  caufing  the  left  of  the  8th  Michigan  Cavalry  to  fwing  one- 
fourth  way  around,  the  right  of  the  regiment  holding  its  pofition.  A mounted  force  of  the 
enemy,  coming  up  a road  to  the  right  and  rear,  charged  my  extreme  right,  but  were  repulfed. 
I then  ordered  two  companies  of  the  14th  Illinois  Cavalry  to  charge  them  mounted,  which 
they  did,  driving  them  two  miles  and  a half,  when  they  took  pofition  behind  barricades.  The 
enemy  now  rallied  in  ftrong  force,  and  drove  my  men  back.  I immediately  brought  up  four 
companies  of  the  fame  regiment,  checked  them,  charged  them  a fecond  time  to  their  barricades. 
During  this  time  the  14th  Illinois  and  the  McLaughlin  Ohio  Squadron  held  the  enemy  in 
check  in  my  front.  I then  fell  back  a fhort  diftance  from  my  original  pofition,  and  held  the 
ground  until  12.30  p.m. 

I was  then  ordered  to  ftrengthen  my  lines  and  prepare  to  make  a heavy  charge  difmounted. 
I brought  up  every  available  man  to  the  front,  including  my  provoft  guard.  At  i p.m.,  General 
Stoneman  ordered  an  advance,  he  holding  one  regiment  of  Colonel  Adams’  brigade  in  referve. 
As  we  moved  forward,  the  enemy  rofe  up  in  heavy  force  and  with  a yell  charged  our  lines, 
cutting  off  my  communication  with  General  Stoneman.  When  nearly  furrounded  I was 
forced  to  fall  back  to  the  horfes,  which  created  fome  confufion  among  my  men,  as  the  enemy 
followed  clofe  upon  us.  So  clofely  did  the  enemy  prefs  my  command  that  many  of  the  men 
were  unable  to  mount  their  horfes;  the  enemy,  capturing  and  mounting  the  horfes,  repeatedly 
charged  my  rear  as  I continued  to  retreat. 

Lieut.-Col.  E.  Mix,  of  the  8th  Michigan  Cavalry,  now  came  up  and  reported  that 
General  Stoneman  had  furrendered.  I determined  to  extricate  what  I could  of  my  command, 
and  if  poffible  reach  our  lines.  I moved  rapidly  on,  ftruck  the  Eatonton  Road,  and  moved 
toward  Eatonton,  the  enemy  ftill  purfuing  me,  haralling  my  rear,  wounding  and  killing  a 
number  of  my  men.  After  going  fome  feven  or  eight  miles,  feveral  detachments  of  General 
Stoneman’s  Command,  who  had  efcaped  and  followed  our  courfe,  came  up,  drove  off  the 
enemy,  and  relieved  my  rear.  [Rebellion  Record^  Series  I,  vol.  38,  part  2.  Reports,  p.  927. 
United  States,  Dept,  of  War.  Brit.  Mus.  Prefs  Mark,  9615.  f.  12.) 

Captain  Mayo  ufed  to  relate  that  he  was  fired  at  feveral  times,  while  lying  on 
the  road,  after  he  had  been  fhot  off  his  horfe ; later  in  the  day  he  was  fufficiently 
revived  to  crawl  along  until  he  came  to  a brook  among  the  trees,  and  as  the 
weather  was  very  hot,  and  no  one  near  to  help  him,  he  lay  in  the  water  until  the 
next  day,  when  he  was  difcovered  by  negroes  who  took  him  in  charge,  and  paffed 
him  along  from  place  to  place  during  the  nights,  hiding  him  by  day,  until  he 
reached  the  Union  lines  in  fome  two  weeks  or  more.  He  confidered  that  the 
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lying  in  the  water  faved  his  life.  He  was  muftered  out  of  the  fervice  as  Captain, 
with  the  Company,  31ft  July,  1865.  (Records  of  the  War  Department,  Wafhing- 
ton.) 

H.  H.  Mayo  died  i6th  Auguft,  1873,  California,  at  the  houfe  of 

an  old  friend,  Edward  Guppy,  a fon-in-law  of  Dr.  Samuel  Chafe.  The  San  JoJe 
Mercury  of  loth  Auguft,  1873,  fays  that  Captain  H.  H.  Mayo  “ who  recently  died 
in  our  city  and  was  buried  under  the  aufpices  of  the  Mafonic  fraternity,  had  juft 
arrived  here  from  Rock  Ifland,  Illinois.  During  the  war  he  was  a member  of  the 
14th  Illinois  Cavalry,  and  participated  in  many  fevere  engagements,  in  one  of  which 
he  received  a wound,  from  which  originated  the  difeafe  that  caufed  his  death. 
Mr.  Mayo  was  a gentleman  of  great  worth,  and  was  highly  efteemed  by  all  his 
acquaintances.  The  family  of  the  gallant  foldier  have  the  fympathy  of  all  who 
know  them  in  their  fevere  afflidtion.” 

He  married  i6th  Odtober,  1854,  at  Chrift  Church,  Jubilee,  Agnes,  daughter  of 
Captain  Henry  Ingraham^  of  Jubilee,  and  niece  of  Sophia-May  Chafe,  nk  Ingraham, 


* In  Hiftorical  Notes  of  the  family  of  Kip  of  Kipjburg  and  Kip's  Bay,  New  York,  privately  printed, 
1871,  pp.  35-8,  it  is  narrated  that  the  Ingraham  family,  of  the  United  States,  are  defcended  from 
Arthur  Ingram,  of  Barrowby,  by  a daughter  of  Sir  John  Mallory.  He  was  fecond  fon  of  Sir  Arthur 
Ingram,  a Cavalier,  who  married,  firft,  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Slingfby,  of  the  Red  Houfe, 
and  fecondly.  Lady  Catherine,  daughter  of  Thomas,  Lord  Vifcount  Fairfax  of  Gilling;  and  his  eldeft 
fon  was  created  a Scotch  peer,  under  the  title  of  Vifcount  Irvin,  23rd  May,  1661. 

“With  the  younger  branch  in  this  country  (U.S.A.)  the  Navy  feems  to  have  been  the  favourite 
profeflion.  Belides  many  others  connefted  with  the  fervice,  we  may  mention  Captain  Jofeph  Ingraham, 
who  was  loft;  at  fea  in  1799,  in  command  of  the  Hoop  of  war  Pickering-,  Lieut.  William  Ingraham, 
who  was  killed  in  1812,  in  aftion  with  the  Indians  on  the  Pacific  Coaft;  and  in  this  generation 
Commodore  Duncan  N.  Ingraham  (of  South  Carolina)  who,  when  commanding  the  St.  Louis  in  1853, 
gained  a world-wide  reputation  by  his  decifion  in  forcing  the  Auftrian  veflels  of  war,  in  the  harbour 
of  Smyrna,  to  furrendera  prifoner  who  claimed  American  citizenftiip.  Four  of  the  name  died  gallantly 
in  battle  during  the  Civil  War,  three  on  the  Confederate,  and  one  on  the  Federal  fide.” 

Duncan  Ingraham,  Efq.,  was  a Loyalift  during  the  Revolution,  and  went  to  Europe  in  1776,  where 
he  remained  until  the  Peace  of  1784.  He  is  frequently  mentioned  by  Prefident  John  Adams,  then 
Minifter  to  France,  in  his  Diary  kept  in  Paris  in  1779.  His  portrait,  nearly  full  length,  in  the  crimfon 
velvet  Court  drefs  in  which  he  was  prefented  to  Louis  XVI,  was  in  the  polTeflion  of  his  grandfon,  the 
Bilhop  of  California.  He  returned  in  1784,  conformed  to  the  Government,  and  died  at  a place 
called  “Greenvale  Farm,”  near  Poughkeepfie,  New  York  State,  in  1807.  Duncan  Ingraham  married 
Sufannah,  filler  of  Daniel  Greenleaf  of  Quincy,  Mafs.,  and  among  his  children  were  Maria  Ingraham, 
died  26th  May,  1877,  aged  92,  at  Albany,  married  12th  December,  1809,  to  Leonard  Kip  of  New 
York,  who  died  2nd  July,  1846,  aged  71  (fon  of  Leonard  Kip  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  nee  Marfchalk), 
and  became  mother  of  Rt.  Rev.  William-Ingraham  Kip,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bilhop  of  California,  who 
died  7th  April,  1893;  of  Sophia-May  Ingraham,  married  4th  July,  1819,  as  his  fecond  wife,  to 
Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chafe,  D.D.,  Bilhop  of  Illinois ; and  of  Henry  Ingraham,  above-mentioned,  who 
married  Jane  Wilfon,  and  was  father  of  Agnes  Ingraham,  wife  of  Capt.  Henry-Herbert  Mayo. 
(Private  Information.) 
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fecond  wife  of  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chafe,  Bifliop  of  Illinois,  and  alfo  coufin  of 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  William  Ingraham  Kip,  Bifliop  of  California.  She  died  5th  January, 
1872,  and  was  buried  at  Rock  Ifland,  having  had  iflue: 

1.  Janet-Content  Mayo,  born  ift  December,  1856,  at  “ Hillworth,”  Jubilee. 
She  was  married  i6th  Auguft,  1877,  at  “Sunnyfide,”  to  Charles-Alfred  Freeman 
(born  2ift  July,  1857,  at  Philadelphia,  Penn.),  now  of  Chicago,  and  has  ilfue:  (a) 
Mary -Jeannette  Freeman,  born  22nd  January,  1878;  (b)  Herbert-Mayo  Freeman, 
born  26th  September,  1879;  (c)  Alfred-Rudolph  Freeman, born  2ift  Auguft,  1881, 
died  24th  June,  1882,  and  was  buried  at  Freeport,  Kanfas;  (d)  Agnes-Clara 
Freeman,  born  2nd  May,  1883,  married  6th  December,  1905,  at  St.  Martin’s 
Church,  Auftin,  Illinois,  to  Frank-Walton  Young  (born  5th  February,  1883,  at 
Bloomington,  111.),  fon  of  Charles  Young  (born  at  Chicago,  28th  June,  1857),  and 
Anna,  nee  Diamond,  his  wife  (born  at  Alton,  111.,  12th  May,  1854,  and  married  at 
Bloomington,  24th  December,  1877);  (e)  John-Martin  Freeman,  born  4th  April, 
1885;  and  (f)  Charles-Benjamin  Freeman,  born  19th  September,  1887. 

2.  Anna-Chase  Mayo,  born  9th  Odtober,  1858,  at  “Hillworth.”  She  died 
1 2th  July,  1871,  and  was  buried  at  Rock  Ifland. 

3.  Henry-Browne  Mayo,  born  28th  May,  1861,  at  “Hillworth”;  attorney- 
at-law;  of  San  Francifco  fince  1887.  He  was  involved  in  the  great  earthquake  of 
1 8th  April,  1906,  and  the  fubfequent  fire,  but  efcaped  without  perfonal  injury  to 
the  houfe  of  his  fifter,  Mrs.  Averell,  at  Oakland. 

4.  Mary-Mercy  Mayo,  born  9th  Odtober,  1863,  at  “ Hillworth.”  She  died 
14th  December,  1865,  and  was  buried  at  Rock  Ifland. 

5.  Joseph  Mayo,  born  14th  July,  1 866,  at  Rock  Ifland.  Eledrical  engineer. 
Formerly  of  San  Francifco,  then  of  Healdlburg,  now  ( 1 902)  of  Martinez,  California ; 
Prefident  of  the  Contra  Cofta  Elecftric  Light  Company  there.  He  married  29th 
December,  1888,  at  San  Francifco,  Louife-Frederica  (born  in  Chicago,  26th 
Auguft,  1869),  eldeft  daughter  of  Carl  Jenfen  (born  in  Denmark,  22nd  February, 
1839),  and  Kirften,  nee  Mortenfen,  his  wife  (born  in  Denmark,  4th  March,  1842), 
whom  he  married  in  Chicago,  21ft  April,  1863.  They  have  ilTue:  (a)  Agnes- 
Louise  Mayo,  born  i8th  November,  1890,  at  San  Francifco;  and  (b)  Herbert- 
JosEPH  Mayo,  born  15th  May,  1893,  at  San  Francifco. 

6.  Elizabeth-Mercy  Mayo,  born  23rd  January,  1870,  at  Rock  Ifland.  She 
was  married  at  Chicago,  ift  06tober,  1898,  to  Herbert- Ellfworth  Averell,  mechanical 
engineer,  of  San  Francifco,  and  has  ilTue:  (a)  Frances- Fairchild  Averell,  born  at 
San  Francifco,  9th  February,  1901;  and  (b)  James-Lawrence  Averell,  born  22nd 
January,  1903,  at  Eaft  Oakland,  California,  baptifed  7th  June,  at  the  Church  of 
the  Advent  there. 

I.  Frances-Ann  Mayo,  born  28th  April,  and  baptifed  29th  July,  1834,  at 
St.  John’s,  Devizes.  She  fpent  fome  years  in  England  at  her  uncle’s  houfe,  Lether- 
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ingfett  Vicarage,  Norfolk,  and  returned  to  America  in  1873.  She  now  refides  at 
313,  Madifon  Avenue,  Peoria. 

J.  John-Browne  Mayo,  born  29th  April  and  baptifed  6th  September,  1836, 
at  St.  John’s,  Devizes.  He  has  vifited  England  on  feveral  occafions.  He  now 
refides  at  2312,  Calumet  Avenue,  Chicago.  He  married  25th  July,  1863,  at 
St.  John’s  Church,  Portfmouth,  New  Hamplhire,  U.S.A.,  Sarah-Mehetable,  daughter 
of  Matthew-Sheafe  Marfii,^  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  formerly  of  Portfmouth,  N.H. 
They  have  no  children. 

K.  Charlotte-Susan  Mayo,  born  21ft  January,  at  Hillworth,  Devizes,  Eng- 
land, and  baptifed  24th  July,  1838,  at  St.  James’s,  South  Broom,  adjoining  the 
fame  town.  She  was  married  4th  March,  1862,  at  Chrifl;  Church,  Jubilee,  Peoria 
Co.,  to  Henry-Robert  Woodward  of  Peoria,  fon  and  heir  of  Henry-Thomas 
Woodward  of  Drumbarrow,  Meath,  Ireland,  and  grandfon  of  Henry  Woodward, 
alfo  of  Drumbarrow.  H.  R.  Woodward  died  in  Peoria,  loth  February,  1894,  and 
was  buried  there  in  the  Springdale  Cemetery.  The  names  of  their  children  are 
given  in  the  fucceeding  chapter. 

L.  Elizabeth-Mercy  Mayo,  born  4th  Ocflober,  1839,  at  Brunfwick,  Medina 
Co.,  Ohio.  She  was  married  19th  Odober,  1871,  at  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Peoria,  to 


* Jacob  Sheafe,  born  at  Cranebrook,  England,  in  1616,  married  Margaret,  only  daughter  of  Henry 
Webb,  of  London.  They  went  to  America  in  1643,  and  he  died  in  Bofton  in  1658, 
and  was  buried  in  the  firft  tomb  ever  built  in  King’s  Chapel  burying  ground.  Mar- 
garet died  1 6th  March,  1693.  They  had  two  children,  Elizabeth,  born  1644,  and 
Mehetable,  born  1656.  The  latter  married  a diftant  relation,  Sampfon  Sheafe, 
merchant,  of  Bofton,  afterwards  Colleftor  of  Cuftoms  at  Newcaftle,  New  Hamp- 
Ihire.  In  1698  he  was  appointed  one  of  His  Majefty’s  Council  and  Secretary  of  the 
Province,  and  died  in  Bofton,  aged  76.  They  had  two  children, — 

Jacob,  born  1677,  and  Sampfon,  born  1681.  The  latter  married  iith  November,  1711,  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Col.  Theodore  Walton  of  Newcaftle,  N.H.,  was  appointed  one  of  the  King’s  Council  in 
1740,  and  died  in  1772,  aged  91.  They  had  eight  children. 

Jacob,  the  fecond  fon,  was  born  21ft  Oftober,  1715.  He  married  in  1740,  Hannah  Leavey,  and 
died  in  1791.  They  had  eleven  children. 

Sarah,  the  fourth  child,  was  born  ill:  Auguft,  1748,  and  died  8th  June,  1839.  She  was  married  in 
May,  1768,  to  John  Marlh  of  Portfmouth,  N.H. 

Matthew-Sheafe  Marlh,  their  fon,  was  born  in  1773,  and  died  3rd  June,  1814.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Portfmouth,  N.H.  He  married,  29th  September,  1796,  Sarah-Coffin 
MalTey.  They  had  lix  children. 

Matthew-Sheafe  Marlh,  the  fourth  child,  born  at  Portfmouth,  7th  Oftober,  1810,  died  23rd  May, 
1875.  He  was  in  the  U.S.  Navy  for  three  years,  and  then  came  to  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  was 
engaged  in  the  Government  Land  Office.  He  married,  iith  December,  1839,  Martha  J.,  daughter 
of  Stephen  Shortt  and  Sarah  his  wife,  who  were  defendants  of  old  Virginia  families.  Mrs.  Marlh 
died  at  2312,  Calumet  Avenue,  Chicago,  26th  December,  1903,  aged  88.  (Born  in  Kentucky) 
They  had  one  child,  Sarah-Mehetable  Marfh,  born  25th  November,  1840,  the  wife  of  John-Browne 
Mayo. 
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Charles-Finney  Bacon  of  Peoria.  He  died  29th  December,  1886,  and  was  buried 
there.  They  had  ifllie  Lucie-Tyng  Bacon,  born  15th  Auguft  (baptifed  at  St,  Paul’s) 
and  buried  28th  Auguft,  1872. 

Her  thoughts  were  diredled  towards  Foreign  Miflion  Work  in  the  year  1887, 
foon  after  her  hufband’s  death,  and  having  fele<fted  India  as  her  fphere  of  labour, 
ftie  failed  for  that  country  in  the  autumn  of  1889.  She  arrived  at  Calcutta  in 
November,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a month  fpent  at  Cawnpore,  remained  there, 
ftudying  the  language,  until  the  following  October.  She  then  found  an  opening  for 
work  at  Lalitpur,  Central  India,  where  fhe  purchafed  a bungalow  with  land  adjacent, 
and  inaugurated  a fchool  for  native  girls.  Here  fhe  continued  for  the  remainder  of 
her  life,  “ fupporting  herfelf  from  her  private  funds.”  She  died  at  Lalitpur  of 
cholera,  4th  September,  1900.  See  a pamphlet  entitled  “ In  Loving  Remembrance 
of  Elizabeth  Mercy  Bacon.  Born  in  Ohio,  Odober  4th,  1839.  Died  in  India, 
September  4th,  1900.  Her  Life  Text:  ‘ My  foul,  wait  thou  only  upon  God,  For 
my  expedation  is  from  Him,’  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Jamiefon,  Peoria,  Illinois.”

IV.  Charles  Mayo,  born  8th  December,  and  baptifed  17th  December,  1794, 
at  Seend,  was  fecond  fon  of  Jofeph  Mayo  and  Mary-Jane,  nee  Gibbes.  He  was 
educated  for  the  medical  profeflxon  at  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Paris,  and  was  a 
ftudent  at  the  Bath  Cafualty  Hofpital  and  at  St.  Bartholomew’s.  At  Bath  he  was 
a pupil  of  Mr.  George  Norman,  the  well-known  furgeon,  about  the  year  1816,  and 
his  teftamur  on  completing  his  Edinburgh  courfe,  25th  July,  1819,  (hows  that  he 
was  ftudying  there  in  that  and  the  previous  year.^ 

His  name  is  in  the  lift  of  the  members  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons, 
London,  in  1820.  He  was  appointed  furgeon  in  the  H.E.I.C.S.,  and  left 
England,  ift  Odober,  1820,  crofted  the  Line  9th  November,  touched  at  the  Cape 
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* “ Ego  Andreas  Duncan  Jun’’,  M.D.  . . . teftor  Albo  Academico  infcriptum  efle  honeftum 
Juvenem  Carolum  Mayo,  Anglum,  Academiae  Alumnum  et  Bibliothecae  Civem;  harum  Artium  et 
Scientiarum  Studio  fub  Profeflbribus  in  hac  Academia  incubuilTe,  viz..  Anno  millefimo  oftingentefimo 
decimo  oftavo  Artis  Obftetricae ; necnon  Chemiae,  Medicinae  Prafticae,  Materiae  Medicae;  Nofo- 
comium  Regium  frequentalTe  et  Praeleftionibus  Clinicis  interfuilTe;  Anno  mill,  ofting.  decimo  nono 
Artis  Obftetricae.  Datum  ex  Aedibus  Collegii  25  Julii,  a.d.  1819.” 
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8th  December,  and  arrived  at  Madras  13th  February,  1821,  after  a voyage  of 
nearly  five  months’  duration,  in  the  ftiip  Prince  Blucher.  In  April  he  was  polled 
to  the  2nd  Battalion,  24th  Regiment,  N.  I.,  quartered  at  Wallajahbad,  as  Afiillant- 
Surgeon,  and  took  charge  of  the  corps  on  the  12th  of  May.  In  June,  1821,  the 
regiment  removed  to  Bellary.  On  June  the  30th,  1823,  he  arrived  at  Jaulnah, 
having  been  polled  to  the  Rifle  Corps  llationed  at  that  place.  His  commiflion  as 
Aflillant-Surgeon  from  Sir  Thomas  Monro,  K.C.B.,  Governor  and  Commander-in- 
Chief,  Fort  St.  George,  is  dated  9th  January,  1824,  with  rank  from  24th 
September,  1820. 

From  the  records  of  the  India  Office  it  appears  that  he  died  of  fever  at  Jaulnah, 
Madras,  30th  June,  1824,  He  never  married.  The  following  notes  are  from  his 
diary,  which  extends  from  13th  February,  1821,  to  14th  July,  1823. 


1821.  April  ill.  Madras.  Received  rather  a fingular  letter  from  a Mr.  Clarke,  a Civilian, 
who  ftyled  himfelf  the  hereditary  friend  of  the  family  of  Mayo,  and  wilhed  to  fee  me.  I went, 
and  found  him  and  his  wife  very  pleafant  people. 

Found  out  to  be  a connexion  of  a Mr.  Mantell  of  this  eftablilhment,  Q""  M*"  & F,  i Batt. 
24*^**  Regt.,  N.  I.^ 

1821.  May.  “In  the  beginning  of  May  heard  I was  polled  to  the  2nd  Batt:  24’^'^  Regt., 
which  was  quartered  at  Wallajahbad,  and  was  to  join  them  immediately.” 

1821.  June  6th.  “We  marched  out  of  Wallajahbad.” 

1822.  May  4th.  “Heard  from  Blencowe;  told  me  that  my  Uncle'*  had  been  engaged  in 
a quarrel  with  Lord  Camden,  and  that  it  was  likely  to  terminate  in  a duel.  I cannot  help 
faying  it  is  rather  foolilh  of  him.” 

1822.  July  13th.  “ Have  been  at  Ballary  now  one  year,  in  which  time  I have  improved 

my  temporal  affairs  much,  and  I think  I have  not  altogether  turned  a deaf  ear  to  the  concerns 
of  my  eternal  welfare,  but  am  much  behind  hand  Hill.” 

1822.  Odl.  ill.  “Have  been  away  from  old  England  now  two  years  this  day,  and  thank 
God  I can  fay  I have  not  had  a day’s  illnefs  yet  except  that  occafioned  by  a fall  and  the 
mofquitoes.” 

1823.  Feb.  13th.  “Have  been  now  two  years  in  the  Country  and  not  had  a day’s 
illnefs  yet  that  has  been  caufed  by  climate;  have  fent  home  ;^I50,  and  hope  this  year  to  fend 
as  much  again.” 

1823.  May  24th.  “ Received  a letter  from  Col.  Conway,  polling  me  to  the  Rifle  Corps 

at  Jaulnah.  Much  pleafed  at  it,  as  it  may  lead  to  fomething  better.” 

1823.  May  29th.  “Left  Ballary  in  route  for  Jaulnah  thro’  Adoni  Rachore,  Kalburjah 
and  Darroor,  and  arrived  at  Jaulnah  on  the  30th  June,  after  a tolerably  pleafant  march.”

V.  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  born  17th  Auguft,  and  baptifed  2nd  November,  1796, 

at  Seend.  Her  coufin,  Rev.  Samuel  Bethell,  was  her  godfather.  After  her  father’s 
deceafe  fhe  refided,  till  her  death,  at  Bath,  with  the  exception  of  fome  months  in 
1852  with  her  brother  at  St.  Nicholas’,  Salifbury,  and  the  years  1860-5,  which  were 
fpent  at  Sidmouth.  A martyr  to  chronic  rheumatifm.  She  died  20th  March,  and 
was  buried  25th  March,  1879,  lifter  Katharine,  in  Lanfdown  Cemetery, 

Bath,  unmarried.  Her  grave  is  numbered  4.  F.  1 5. 

VI.  Frances  Mayo,  born  4th  January,  and  baptifed  13th  February,  1799,  at 
Seend,  and  buried  ift  June,  1827,  at  Ozleworth — unmarried.  The  Bath  Chronicle 
of  7th  June,  1827,  announces:  “At  Ozleworth  Redtory,  Fanny,  third  daughter  of 
the  Rev*^  Jofeph  Mayo.” 

VII.  Susanna  Mayo,  born  26th  May,  and  baptifed  i8th  Auguft,  1800,  at 

Seend.  She  died  ill  Auguft,  1818,  at  Nibley,  and  was  buried  6th  Auguft  follow- 
ing, at  Woodborough.  The  Bath  Chronicle^  1818,  announces:  “On  the 

I ft  inft.,  Mifs  S.  Mayo,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Jos.  Mayo,  of  Nibley  Houfe, 
Gloucefterftiire,  and  niece  of  Dr.  Gibbes  of  this  City.”  See  alfo  Sherborne  Journal 
of  13th  Auguft,  1818. 

VIII.  William  Mayo,  born  24th  November,  1801,  at  Seend,  where  he  was 
baptifed,  21ft  March,  1802,  his  godparents  being  Captain  Ifaac  Schomberg,  R.N., 
Capt.  Henry  Garrett,  R.N.,  and  Mrs.  Schomberg. ^ As  a young  man  for  a while 
he  outgrew  his  ftrength,  but  the  charge  of  fome  land  at  Nibley  which  his  father 
rented  at  this  time,  relieved  by  an  occafional  ride  with  the  Berkeley  hounds,  foon 
gave  him  the  ftrong  and  upright  figure  which  he  preferved  for  the  reft  of  his  adlive 
life.  His  early  years  were  thus  fpent  at  home,  and  he  received  his  education  under 
his  father’s  care,  with  a view  to  entering  the  Indian  Army,  in  which  he  was 
promifed  a cavalry  commiflion.  He,  however,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  2nd  July, 
1824,  from  Magdalen  Hall,  and  having  determined  to  ftudy  for  Holy  Orders 
declined  the  offer  of  a commiflion  which  he  fubfequently  received.  Two  of  his 
fpecial  Oxford  friends  and  contemporaries  were  (Sir)  Frederick  Madden  (Keeper  of 
the  MSS.,  Britilh  Mufeum),  and  Francis-Henchman  Buckerfield  (incumbent  of 
Little  Bedwin  and  Collingbourne,  Duels)  both  members  of  the  fame  Society.  He 
graduated  B.A.,  8th  May,  1828,  and  M.A.,  25th  May,  1831,  and  was  ordained 


' Ifaac  Schomberg,  Captain  and  Commiflioner,  R.N.,  died  20th  January,  1813.  Amelia,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Rev.  John  Brodrick,  D.D.,  died  19th  April,  1840. 

Henry  Garrett,  Captain,  i6th  September,  1799,  Refident  Commiflioner  of  the  Royal  Hofpital, 
Haflar,  and  of  the  R.  Clarence  Yard,  Gofport,  24th  February,  1820,  till  1838,  Rear-Admiral  on 
retired  half-pay  lift,  i6th  Odtober,  1833,  Vice-Admiral  of  the  Blue,  12th  November,  1840  (aftive 
lift),  Vice-Admiral  of  the  White,  1841.  Died  15th  April,  1846,  aged  72. 
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Deacon  in  Gloucefter  Cathedral  by  Bifhop  Chriftopher  Bethell,  15th  June,  1828,  and 
Prieft,  28th  June,  the  next  year,  and  was  licenfed  to  the  curacy  of  Oldbury  on  the 
Hill  and  Didmarton  in  Gloucefterfhire.  While  holding  this  curacy  he  relidedwith 
his  father  at  Ozleworth  Redlory,  five  miles  diftant  acrofs  country,  but  thirteen  by 
road,  riding  over  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  cure,  and  on  Sundays  reaching 
Didmarton  in  time  for  the  Sunday  School  at  9 a.m.  The  Redtor,  Dr.  Cooke,  then 
lived  at  Tortworth.  It  was  here  that  he  met  with  the  lady  he  fubfequently  married, 
whofe  parents  were  living  at  a houfe  called  “ Kingmead  ” in  the  parilh  of  Oldbury, 
but  near  the  church  of  Didmarton,  the  village  ftreet  dividing  the  two  parilhes.  As 
his  next  curacy  he  held  the  charge  of  Steeple  Langford  in  Wiltfhire,  from  1833  to 
1841,  a parifh  of  which  his  wife’s  uncle  was  the  redlor,  and  was  formally  nominated 
to  the  curacy,  22nd  July,  1836.  While  living  here  he  prepared  a fcheme  and 
plans  for  the  eredtion  of  a village  day-fehool,  which  only  failed  of  being  carried 
into  effedl  through  the  oppofition  railed  by  the  farmers  of  the  parifli  1835-6. 

In  1841  his  health  requiring  a change  of  refidence,  he  removed  to  Salifbury, 
leaving  Langford  on  November  i8th.  Here  he  became  chaplain  of  the  ancient 
foundation  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  Liberty  of  the  Clofe,  dating  from  early  in  the 
thirteenth  century,  a pidlurefque  range  of  buildings  with  gardens  running  down  to 
the  river  Avon.  In  this  fpot  he  refided  for  nearly  twenty-four  years.  But  this  did 
not  afford  a fufficient  fphere  for  a man  of  his  energy  and  confeientious  devotion  to 
hard  and  unobtrufive  work.  The  chaplaincy  of  the  County  Prifon  foon  after 
became  vacant,  and  he  was  licenfed  to  this  appointment  by  Bifhop  Denifon,  29th 
July,  1843. 

The  improvement  of  the  prifoners  from  henceforth  became  the  great  objedt  of 
his  care,  and  not  content  with  difeharging  the  routine  of  duty  which  his  office 
required,  he  devoted  himfelf  with  great  earneftness  to  the  advancement  of  their 
education,  before  any  idea  of  making  a provifion  for  their  inflrudlion  had  entered 
the  thoughts  of  the  Juftices.  For  this  he  received  the  thanks  of  the  magiftrates  in 
Quarter  Seffions.  The  Court  in  1859  made  the  following  order:  “That  the  Court 
do  put  on  record  its  opinion  that  the  county  is  under  great  obligation  to  the  Revd. 
Mr.  Mayo  for  gratuitoufly  undertaking  and  ably  difeharging  the  onerous  duties  in 
connedlion  with  the  inftrudlion  prifoners  confined  in  the  County  Gaol.”  To 

the  prifoners  on  their  difeharg#  it  ^was  his  cuftom  to  give  a copy  of  the  New 
Teftament,  and  on  many  occafions  pecuniary  affiftance.  He  often  remarked  that 
the  happieft  days  of  his  life  were  fpent  w^ithin  the  precinds  of  the  prifon,  and  that 
he  never  experienced  the  flighteft/^J^j^d  from  any  of  the  inmates,  though  he 
was  daily  alone  in  a room  around  him.  During  all  thefe  years 

he  never  had  a day’s  illnefs,^^'i(is,^rig^f:  figure^  as  he  walked  through  the  Clofe 
from  his  houfe  to  Fifherton,^^'^(^i|^nc_^^df^^^  ftyle-ami-a-half,  twice  daily,  with  the 
utmofl  punduality  and  regu^^'^Vejglit- o’i^  in  and  again  later 
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in  the  day,  was  as  true  an  indication  of  the  hour  as  the  found  of  the  Cathedral 
clock.  In  addition  to  thefe  duties  he  gave  his  fervices  gratuitoufly  for  many  years, 
as  chaplain  to  the  Salilbury  Penitentiary,  and  when  he  religned  that  poll  in 
Odlober,  1853,  the  committee  were  compelled  to  provide  a falary  for  his  fucceflbr.* * 
On  20th  April,  1865,  he  was  prefented  to  the  Redtory  of  Folke,  Dorfet,  by  the 
Rev.  the  Hon.  Canon  Gordon,  to  whom  it  fell  to  prefent  to  this  Chapter  living, 
and  was  inftituted  6th  June,  induced  23rd  June,  and  went  into  refidence,  21ft 
July.  On  7th  Auguft  the  fame  year  he  was  prefented  to  the  Perpetual  Curacy  of 
North  Wootton,  an  adjoining  parilh,  by  Mr.  G.  D.  W.-Digby,  of  Sherborne 
Caftle,  and  licenfed  on  15th  Dl’ecember  following.  Fut  the  hard  work  of  previous 
years  foon  after  began  to  tell  upon  his  health,  and  for  fome  time  before  his  deceafe 
he  was  afflided  with  deafnefs  and  other  ailments.  On  9th  Odlober,  1876,  a few 
months  after  his  wife’s  death,  he  went  to  refide  with  his  fon  at  Long  Burton,  but 
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continued  to  take  part  in  the  duties  of  his  parilhes,  in  which  he  was  aflifted  by  a 
curate,  until  within  fix  months  of  his  deceafe.  He  palTed  quietly  away  on  the 
morning  of  the  29th  of  March,  1881,  and  was  buried  at  Folke  on  the  2nd  of  April, 
by  his  fon,  in  the  fouth-eaft  corner  of  the  churchyard,^  where  a monument  marks 
his  laft  refting-place.  During  his  incumbency  the  church  of  Folke  received  a careful 
reftoration,  beings  reopened  on  Thurfday,  i6th  December,  1875.  The  village., 
fchool  was  alfo  placed  under  government  infpeftion,  and  otherwife  improved. 

He  was  a Confervative  in  politics,  though  by  no  means  a party  politician,  and 
a moderate  High  Churchman,  but  averfe  to  the  theory  of  an  eftablilhed  Church. 
He  dilapproved  of  the  Game  Laws,  as  exifting  in  his  day,  and  traced  the  downward

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career  of  many  a countryman  to  their  operation.  Indeed,  both  in  religion  and 
politics  he  carefully  avoided  the  attitude  of  a partifan. 

He  was  a man  of  wonderful  energy  and  determination,  and  worked  without  a 
thought  of  fparing  himfelf,  or  of  feeking  any  reward  for  his  labour.  Self-denial 
was  the  charadteriftic  principle  of  his  life.  He  fcarcely  ever  gave  himfelf  a holiday. 
He  vilited  Paris,  however,  in  1857,  where  his  eldeft  fon  was  then  ferioufly  ill,  and 
Scotland  with  his  daughter  in  September,  1858,  and  again  with  his  wife  and 
younger  fon  in  the  fummer  of  1859,  on  a vifit  to  Mr.  James  Dewar,  the  “ Laird  ” 
of  Vogrie,  near  Dalkeith,  whofe  wife  was  daughter  of  Colonel  Samuel  Dyer,  the 
uncle  of  Charlotte  Mayo.  In  his  earlier  years  he  difplayed  great  adlivity  as  a 
pedeftrian,  frequently  walking  in  a day  from  Langford  to  Sopworth  or  Ozleworth, 
a diftance  of  fome  forty  miles  or  upwards.  His  great  recreation  was  found  in  his 
garden,  of  which  he  was  a fkilful  cultivator.  He  was  alfo  an  excellent  pradlical 
carpenter  and  carver.  In  his  earlier  years,  while  living  in  the  country,  he  produced 
many  examples  of  curious  and  intricate  carvings,  which  have  been  Ihown  at 
exhibitions  at  Salifbury  and  elfewhere.^  He  was  5 ft.  ii  in.  in  height,  and  upright 
to  the  laft,  but  his  hair,  at  firft  of  a rich  brown  colour,  began  to  turn  gray  foon 
after  he  had  reached  his  thirtieth  year.  His  will,  dated  13th  Auguft,  1868,  with 
codicil  of  5th  January,  1878,  was  proved  6th  May,  1881,  in  the  Blandford  Diftridt 
Probate  Regiftry,  by  his  younger  fon.  A pedigree  of  the  Mayo  family,  with 
efpecial  reference  to  his  branch  of  it,  may  be  feen  in  Hutchins’ 
Hijlory  of  Dorjet^  third  edition,  vol.  iv,  page  186,  under  the  ac- 
count of  Folke  pariih. 

He  married  29th  January,  1835,  at  Oldbury  on  the  Hill, 
Gloucefterlhire,  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Robert  Dyer,  D.M.,  of 
Didmarton,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert  Coates,  B.A., 
Redlor  of  Little  Sodbury,  and  lifter  and  heirefs  of  Robert-Trot- 
DYER.  Coates,  B.D.,  Fellow  of  Corpus  Chrifti  College,  Oxford, 

Redlor  of  Sopworth  and  Steeple  Langford,  Wilts,  and  Chaplain 
to  the  Duke  of  Beaufort.  Marriage  fettlement  dated  28th  January,  1835.  Truftees, 


^ Two  of  thefe  may  be  mentioned — one,  a delicate  box  of  open  filagree  work,  with  a lid  and  two 
fufpenfory  chains,  all  carved,  without  joining,  from  a fingle  block  of  lime  wood.  The  chains,  which 
have  each  the  fame  number  of  double  links,  viz.,  53,  are  cut  from  the  fame  block  as  the  box,  without 
a join  in  any  part  of  them,  or  at  the  point  where  they  fpring  from  the  fides  of  the  box.  The  other 
confifts  of  a crofs  fufpended  by  a chain  of  23  links  from  an  ornament  in  the  lhape  of  the  figure  8,  from 
the  upper  circle  of  which  iffue  two  more  chains  of  40  links  each.  Thefe  chains  are  interlaced  with 
two  other  chains  of  36  links  each,  and  above  thefe  extend  two  further  chains  of  105  links  each.

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Charles  Dyer  and  Rev.  Jofeph  Mayo,  the  younger.  An  account  of  the  Dyer 
family  will  be  found  in  the  following  chapter.  Charlotte  Dyer  was  born  17th 
January,  1802,  in  Bridge  Street,  Briftol,  and  baptifed  at  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Briftol, 
ift  Auguft  following.  She  died  8th  March,  and  was  buried  14th  March,  1876, 
at  Folke.  She  was  an  accomplifhed  painter  in  water-colours,  and  has  left  many 
examples  of  her  art.^

2.  William-Robert  Mayo,  born  25th  Odober,  1839,  baptifed  by  his 
uncle,  James-Hardwicke  Dyer,  B.D.,  7th  January,  1840,  at  Steeple  Langford,  his 
godparents  being  Robert-Trotman  Coates,  B.D.,  Robert  Dyer,  M.A.,  and  Eliza- 
beth-Ann  Dyer. 

He  was  educated  at  Marlborough  College,  where  he  was  admitted  15th 
Auguft,  1850,  and  on  leaving  in  Odober,  1854,  continued  his  ftudies  at  home  and 
in  Paris  (1857). 

He  entered  the  War  Office,  Pall  Mall,  in  June,  1858,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Rt.  Hon.  Sidney  Herbert,  and  after  ferving  there  for  a Ihort  period  embraced  the 
opportunity  that  was  offered  of  removing  to  the  Ordnance  Department.  In  this 
fervice  his  Commiffions  are  dated  ift  April,  1861,  ift  Odober,  1875, 
September,  1880;  on  20th  February,  1885,  he  was  gazetted  with  honorary  rank 
of  Major,  in  accordance  with  his  relative  rank;  20th  Odober,  1885,  with  honorary 
rank  of  Lieut.-Colonel,  having  completed  five  years’  fervice  in  the  previous  rank; 
and  8th  Odober,  1890,  Deputy  Commiffary  General  of  Ordnance,  with  honorary 
rank  of  Colonel.  He  has  ferved  at  Dover,  Portfmouth,  Bermuda,  Chatham, 
Devonport,  Bermuda  again,  and  Woolwich,  1859-1892,1  and  finally  was  quartered

He  retired  from  the  fervice  23rd  April,  1895,  and  left  Ireland,  where  he  had 
refided  at  17,  Aileffiury  Road,  Merrion,  co.  Dublin,  28th  November  following.  In 
May,  1896,  he  purchafed  No.  2,  The  Avenue,  Grove  Park,  Lee,  Kent,  which  he 
named  Folkedene,  and  has  refided  there  from  23rd  June  in  that  year.

Robert  Dyer,  M.A.,  his  godparents  being  Jofeph-Trigge  Schomberg,  Q.C.,  of 
Seend,  his  uncle  Charles  Dyer,  and  his  aunt  Mary-Jane  Mayo.  He  received  his 
early  education  at  Salilbury,  and  after  a year  fpent  at  Wimborne  Grammar  School, 
was  admitted  to  Magdalen  College  School,  Oxford,  in  September,  1861,  of  which 
James-Elwin  Millard,  D.D.,  was  then  Head  Mafter.  He  was  eleded  Scholar  of 
Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  9th  April,  1864,  and  matriculated  the  13th  of  the  fame 
month.  He  obtained  fecond  clafles  in  Claflical  Moderations,  12th  December,  1865, 
and  in  the  Claflical  Final  School,  Trinity  Term,  1868,  and  graduated  B.A.,  i8th

He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  Salifbury 
Cathedral,  21ft  February,  1869,  by  Horatio  Powys,  Bilhop  of  Sodor  and  Man, 
afting  for  Walter-Kerr  Hamilton,  Bilhop  of  Sarum,  and  licenfed  to  the  Curacy  of 
Folke  and  North  Wootton,  Dorfet,  and  Prieft  12th  June,  1870,  by  George 
Moberly,  Bilhop  of  the  Diocefe.  He  was  inftituted  Vicar  of  Long  Burton  cum 
Holneft,  Dorfet,  an  adjoining  benefice,  22nd  Auguft,  1872,  on  the  prefentation  of 
Mifs  Margaret  Cofens,  indudled  27th  Augufi:,  and  came  into  refidence  the  19th 
Odlober  following.  The  parifli  fchool  was  then  placed  under  Government  Infpec- 
tion,  and  the  next  year  the  reftoration  of  Long  Burton  Church,  St.  James  the 
Great,  was  begun  (14th  July,  1873),  and  the  church  reopened  by  Bifhop  Moberly, 
3rd  February,  1874.  He  was  appointed  Rural  Dean  of  the  Second  (or  as  it  has 
been  fince  called,  the  Stalbridge)  Portion  of  the  Deanery  of  Shaftefbury,  7th 
December,  1882,  and  honorary  School  Infpedlor  the  fame  day.  The  latter  office 
he  relinquiflied  on  21ft  December,  1896.  Secretary  to  the  Conference  of  Arch- 
deacons and  Rural  Deans  of  the  Diocefe,  28th  September,  1886;  collated  to  the 
Prebendal  Stall  of  Bitton  in  Salilbury  Cathedral,  3rd  Auguft,  1895,  and  inftalled  1 
the  fame  day;  Secretary  of  the  Vale  of  Blackmore  Clerical  Society,  1900.

Adminiftration  to  her  eftate  was  granted  to  her  fifter,  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  12th 
April,  1859,  Principal  Probate  Regiftry. 

X.  Anne  Mayo,  born  4th  July,  and  baptifed  i6th  September,  1805,  at  Seend. 
She  died  9th  May,  1829,  and  was  buried  at  Ozleworth. 

XI.  George  Mayo,  born  8th  January,  and  baptifed  12th  February,  1807,  at 
Seend.  He  was  educated  for  the  medical  profeffion,  and  for  five  years,  to  2nd 
Auguft,  1827,  was  under  the  tuition  of  Mr.  Charles  Cooke,  furgeon,  of  Burton 
Street,  Gloucefter,^  and  fubfequently  ftudied  at  the  Middlefex  Hofpital,  where  he 
was  a pupil  of  and  drefler  to  Sir  Charles  Bell,  and  alfo  a pupil  of  Herbert  Mayo, 
F.R.S.,  and  attended  the  ledlures  of  Sir  Benjamin  C.  Brodie  on  the  Theory  and 
Pradtice  of  Surgery,  and  of  other  celebrated  ledlurers  at  the  Theatre  of  Anatomy, 
Great  Windmill  Street.  His  brother  Charles,  writing  from  Bellary,  5th  Odlober, 
1822,^  at  the  commencement  of  his  ftudies,  advifes  him  to  apply  himfelf  with 
unremitting  attention  to  every  branch  of  his  profeffion,  “ for  you  know  not  to  what 
you  may  be  called,  and  if  you  are  expert  in  all,  you  need  not  be  afraid  of  anything. 
For  the  firft  four  years  let  the  difpenfing  of  medicine  be  your  chief  care,  with  every- 
thing relating  to  chemiftry,  and  with  all  this,  do  not  negledl  your  Claffics,  as  they 
will  be  of  ufe  alfo  as  you  come  out  into  the  world.  . . . Don’t  forget  the  good 
inftrudlions  given  you  by  dear  Father.  I aflure  you,  my  dear  George,  they  have 
kept  me  out  of  many  difficulties,  and  will  do  the  fame  for  you,  if  you  abide  by 
them.” 

On  2nd  January,  1829,  George  Mayo  was  admitted  a member  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  and  fubfequently  became  affiftant  for  nearly  two  years  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Watts  of  Frampton  on  Severn.  In  1832  he  began  to  pradtife  at  Devizes, 
and  was  medical  officer  for  Seend  from  6th  July  in  that  year.  Early  in  1837 
difpofed  of  his  “rapidly  increafing”  praftice,  with  the  view  of  accompanying  his 
eldeft  brother,  who  was  contemplating  a removal  to  Canada.  On  the  latter  aban- 
doning this  plan,  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  newly  formed  Colony  of  South

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Auftralia,  and  failed  thither  in  the  fliip  Emma^  Capt.  Hurft,  on  22nd  July  in  that 
year.  The  following  letter,  written  at  this  time  to  his  brother  at  Steeple  Langford, 
fets  forth  his  views  and  profpedls.

My  DEAR  William, 

I have  been  appointed  “ Surgeon  Superintendent  ” by  the  South  Auftralian  Commiflioners 
to  the  Emigrant  veflel,  the  Lady  Emma-,  it  is  an  appointment  not  to  be  defpifed;  I get  my 
palTage  for  nothing  and  pay  as  well,  it  gives  me  alfo  an  opportimity  of  feeing  the  country.  I 
have  received  written  inftrudlions  from  the  Commiflioners  with  refpeft  to  the  treatment  of 
the  Emigrants,  and  I believe  I have  to  a<ft  as  Chaplain  on  board.  I fail  on  Saturday;  if  the 
time  allowed  had  not  been  fo  ftiort,  I ftiould  have  run  down  to  fay  good-by  before  leaving,  but 
the  Captain  faid  the  fhip  would  be  off  on  the  19th  inftead  of  the  22nd,  and  therefore  I went 
down  to  Father  for  two  or  three  hours,  and  returned  thro’  Devizes.  I fliall  write  to  Father  by 
the  Pilot,  when  he  returns  on  ftiore.  They  have  been  expedfing  you  at  Ozleworth  fome  time. 
I ftiould  like  to  hear  from  you  before  I fail,  if  poflible  . . . May  God  blefs  both  you  and  yours, 
my  dear  William,  and  Believe  me.

July  19th,  1837. 

In  thefe  early  days  of  the  Colony  he  became  an  intimate  friend  of  Colonel  Light, 
who  had  been  fent  out  by  the  Englifti  Government  to  furvey  the  diftridt,  and  feledl 
a fite  for  the  capital,  under  the  diredllon  of  the  South  Auftralian  Company.  On 
Colonel  Light’s  death,  which  occurred  on  8th  Odober,  1839,  his  papers  and  other 
relics,  including  his  portrait  painted  by  the  Colonel  himfelf,  came  into  Mayo’s 
hands. 

Mayo  returned  to  England  in  Odober,  1838,  and  failed  again  for  the  Colony 
early  in  1 839,^  this  time  on  board  the  barque  Afta^  and  marrying  the  next  year,  fixed 
his  refidence  in  Adelaide,  and  devoted  himfelf  to  medical  pradice.  That  he  would 
make  his  permanent  home  in  Auftralia  was  not  at  firft  realized  by  his  friends,  and 
his  brother  Jofeph,  who  was  now  in  Ohio,  believed  that  he  would  join  him  there. 
Mifs  Elizabeth  Browne,  writing  from  the  houfe  of  her  brother.  Rev.  William 
Browne, “ at  Cheam  (see  ante^  pp.  265,  366),  2nd  June,  1840,  alluding  to  this  pro-

Joe  writes  to  us  as  though  you  were  on  your  road  to  the  United  States,  taking  England  (you 
muft,  I think,  remember  old  England)  in  your  way.  In  that  cafe  will  you  give  Cheam  the  cut  again? 
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pofal,  adds  “ Mifs  Newell  is  now  ftaying  at  Dr.  Mayo’s,  and  Ihe  defined  me  to  give 
her  kindeft  regards  to  you  with  her  wijhes  that  you  would  fettle  yourfelf  in  Lower 
Canada,  among  her  friends.  I told  her  I did  not  think  I Ihould  give  her  meffage,  as 
we  wifhed  you  to  fettle  among  your  own  family.” 

It  was  not  until  May,  1851,  the  year  of  the  Great  Exhibition,  that  he  again 
vifited  England,  writing  but  few  letters  home  in  the  interval,  as  he  was  not  a good 
correfpondent.  Previous  to  ftarting  from  Adelaide  he  was  prefented  with  a covered 
cup  of  filver,  inlaid  with  gold,  and  infcribed :

P.  G.  George  Mayo  | and  Surgeon  of  the  above  [ Lodge  | For  his  paft  fervices.  | Adelaide 
Jan.  13.  1851. 

In  the  autumn  of  this  year  he  crofled  from  England  to  America  on  a flying 
vifit  to  his  eldeft  brother  Jofeph  in  Illinois.  Two  letters  to  his  After,  Mary-Jane 
Mayo,  Ozleworth  Redory,  are  extant,  one  dated  from  “ Holgate  Hotel,”  Quebec, 
loth  Auguft,  1851,  the  other  from  St.  Louis,  Miflburi,  27th  Auguft.  The  former 
briefly  defcribes  his  journey  from  New  York,  which  he  left  on  Friday,  8th  Auguft, 
fteaming  up  the  Hudfon  to  Albany  and  Troy,  thence  by  train  to  Saratoga,  “ the 
faftiionable  watering-place  and  very  pretty,”  and  Whitehall,  and  by  alternate  fteamer, 
train,  and  fteamer  to  Montreal,  which  he  reached  on  the  Saturday.  Sunday  he  fpent 
in  Quebec,  and  the  next  day  moved  on,  as  the  fecond  letter  explains,  to  Niagara, 
and  thence  proceeded,  via  Buffalo,  to  Chicago.  “ From  Chicago  I went,”  he  fays, 
**  by  canal  to  La  Salle,  then  by  fteam  to  Peoria,  and  arrived  at  Kickapoo  on 
Monday  the  i8th  in  a waggon,  and  where  young  Joe  got  a fight  of  me  as  he  was 
driving  his  corn  to  market,  and  immediately  knew  me,  and  drove  me  back  to  their 
home,  where  I was  not  forry  to  reft.  ...  I truft  the  next  advices  you  get  from  me 
will  be  in  perfon.” 

Returning  to  England  he  became,  by  examination,  a Fellow  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  on  the  iith  December  in  that  year.  Of  this  he  writes  to  his 
brother  William  in  the  following  letter,  which  will  fhow  his  engagements  at  this 
time.

My  dear  William, 

I fuppofe  you  were  furprifed  at  my  changing  my  mind  fo  foon  after  arranging  to  vifit 
Salifbury,  but  I thought  it  would  be  a good  time  to  work  up  my  anatomy,  furgery,  &c.,  and 
then  it  came  acrofs  me  that  I would  try  for  honors,  and  fo  I turned  to  with  a will,  and  precious

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hard  I have  worked,  and  I am  juft  eletfted  as  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  after 
two  days’  examinations,  fix  and  feven  hours’  duration.  I did  not  fay  anything  about  it  until 
after,  for  fear  I fhould  be  plucked.  I am  now  going  down  to  Ozleworth,  and  I hope  to  get 
acrofs  to  you  after  a little  while.  I have  heard  of  my  darling  children,  and  they  are  well,  thank 
God ; my  Mary-Jane  writes  me  a capital  letter.  I have  had  a very  nice  letter  from  young 
Joe  and  fifter  Mary  ^ from  the  “far  weft.”  They  have  had  a little  ficknefs  in  the  family,  but 
are  all  now  pretty  well.  I guefs  I have  very  much  to  talk  to  you  about.  I have  fent  a little 
prefent  to  fifter  Charlotte  and  niece  Jofephine,*  which  I hope  will  pleafe;  it  will  arrive 
Monday  or  Tuefday.  I muft  go  down  and  fee  Heneage  and  the  Harveys,®  and  I have  promifed 
feveral  times  to  vifit  Worthing  to  fee  Henry  Browne,^  and  Clifford  has  written  to  me  to  come 
and  fee  him  at  Frampton,  and  Albina  Cooke  expefts  me  to  fee  her  at  Cheltenham,  and  Emily 
has  invited  me  to  Edinburgh,  and  Wm.  Woodward  wifties  me  very  much  to  come  to  Dublin; 
fo  you  fee  I muft  have  good  courage  to  ftop  in  Town  all  this  time,  reading  and  difTedling 
eight  and  ten  hours  a day.  With  kind  love  to  Charlotte  and  family.  Believe  me.

His  ftay  in  England  coincided  with  the  date  of  his  father’s  death,  and  he  was  at 
Ozleworth  when  that  event  occurred.  Writing  from  thence  on  Tuefday,  30th 
December,  1851,  to  his  brother  William,  he  fays: 

“I  fend  you  the  mournful  intelligence  that  our  dear  father  is  no  more;  he  had 
been  very  feeble  for  fome  days,  but  laft  night  he  was  worfe  than  ufual,  but  revived 
a little  this  morning,  then  fell  off  again,  and  died  at  two  o’clock  to-day.” 

On  19th  February,  1852,  George  Mayo  entered  again  into  the  married  ftate, 
and  fhortly  after  returned  to  Adelaide.  Here  his  life  was  fpent  in  the  purfuit  of  his 
profeffion.  The  following  anecdote  will  fhow  how  engroffed  he  was  in  his  furgical 
work.  He  was  engaged  in  amputating  a man’s  leg,  at  the  Adelaide  Hofpital,  by 
the  old  method  of  transfixing,  before  the  introdu6lion  of  anaefthetics.  When  the 
operation  was  completed,  he  turned  to  another  furgeon  who  was  prefent,  and  faid, 
“ How  quiet  the  patient  has  been  ! ” “ Why,  man,  he  was  fereaming  all  the  time,” 
was  the  reply. 

Mayo  found  time,  however,  to  take  an  a6Hve  part  in  the  Volunteer  movement 
in  South  Auftralia.  On  6th  October,  1859,  he  was  appointed  Captain  of  the  Weft 
Adelaide  Volunteer  Rifles,  with  rank  from  the  29th  of  the  previous  September,  and 
fubfequently  promoted  to  be  Major  in  Oeftober,  1862,  and  Lieut.-Colonel,  20th

In  1885,  when  the  defencelefs  ftate  of  the  Colony,  in  the  event  of  foreign 
invafion,  was  keenly  felt,  “a  number  of  leading  citizens  of  Adelaide  met,  in  refponfe 
to  a circular  iffued  by  Dr,  Mayo,  in  the  Mayor’s  Room  on  Friday  afternoon,  24th 
April,  to  confider  the  advifability  of  eftablifhing  a force  of  Volunteers  for  the 
defence  of  the  city  and  fuburbs,  and  to  adt  as  a referve.  Dr.  Mayo  was  voted  to 
the  chair. 

The  chairman  faid  that  he  would  not  have  called  them  there  that  afternoon,  if  it  had  not 
been  that  he  had  feen  the  need  of  fome  means  being  provided  for  the  defence  of  their  city  and 
country  from  an  attack  during  the  war  that  was  undoubtedly  impending  between  England 
and  a Foreign  Power.  . . . He  thought  that  at  leaft  5,000  men  were  required  in  the  city  and 
the  fuburbs.  He  hoped  that  each  houfeholder  would  enrol,  and  the  accoutrements  and  arms 
might  then  be  kept  in  the  ftore  or  office,  fo  as  to  be  ready  for  an  emergency.  A very  fimple 
drefs  would  be  required,  poffibly  only  a tunic  and  a hat  would  be  fufficient.  He  thought  that 
the  men  would  be  able  to  provide  thefe  articles  for  themfelves.  The  Government  might  fupply 
drill-inftruftors  and  the  arms  and  ammunition.  In  the  event  of  a hoftile  craft  vifiting  their  fhores, 
he  prefumed  that  the  whole  of  the  available  military  force  would  be  fent  to  the  feaboard  to  refift 
their  advances.  They  would  have  hard  work  there,  for  no  cover  had  been  provided  for  them. 
He  held  that  redoubts,  built  of  fandbags,  fliould  have  been  built  along  the  coaft,  behind  which 
they  could  have  fheltered  themfelves  while  refilling  the  approach  of  the  enemy.  It  would  never 
do  for  them  to  be  expofed  to  the  raking  fire  of  the  veflel.  The  Protestor^  no  doubt,  would  do 
her  bell,  but  Hill  our  volunteers  might  be  driven  back,  and  if  fuch  a contingency  arofe,  would  it 
not  inlpire  them  with  confidence  if  they  knew  that  awaiting  them  in  the  city  were  5,000  volun- 
teers? . . . Before  calling  the  meeting  he  had  been  careful  to  confult  fome  of  their  prominent 
citizens,  and  they  had  heartily  coincided  with  the  propofal.” 

A refolution  was  carried  “ That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Government,  to  requeft  them  to  invite  applications  from  perfons  prepared  to  join 
in  a Volunteer  Defence  Force  for  the  protedlion  of  the  city  and  fuburbs.”  The 
Committee  felefled  confided  of  Sir  William  Milne,  the  Mayor  of  Adelaide,  Dr. 
Mayo,^  Mr.  E.  T.  Smith,  M.P.,  and  others.”  (^South  Auftralian  Regijier^  25th 
April,  1885.) 

In  1884  George  Mayo  had  contemplated  removing  to  a cooler  climate,  and

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had  made  a tour  to  New  Zealand,  vifiting  Dunedin,  Chriftchurch,  and  other  towns 
in  fearch  of  a fuitable  place  of  refidence.  This  idea,  however,  was  abandoned. 
He  died  at  his  refidence,  Nibley  Houfe,  Morphett  Street,  Adelaide,  on  the  third 
Sunday  in  Advent,  i6th  December,  1894,  at  2.30  a.m.,  and  was  buried  the  next 
day  by  Charles  Marryat,  Dean  of  Adelaide,  at  the  Weft  Terrace  Cemetery,  the 
Burial  Service  being  read  in  H.  Trinity  Church. 

The  following  particulars  are  taken  from  the  S.  A.  Regijler  of  17th  December, 
1894: 

Ever  fmce  1852  the  Do£lor  had  always  been  in  pradtice  in  Adelaide,  and,  to  the  furprife 
of  many,  continued  a moft  aftive  member  of  his  profeflion  up  to  almoft  the  time  of  the  illnefs 
which  culminated  in  his  death.  Efpecially  in  the  early  days  Dr.  Mayo  was  often  called  during 
the  night  as  a medical  advifer  into  townftiips  in  the  hills,  and  other  places  a confiderable 
diftance  from  the  city,  and  incidents  have  been  told  of  how  he  was  frequently  obliged  in  the

darknefs  to  difmount  from  his  horfe,  and  feel  for  ports  of  fences  and  for  trees  to  indicate  the 
track  which  he  wanted  to  take.  As  a family  dodtor  he  had  the  confidence  of  many  an  anxious 
mother,  and  was  regarded  with  erteem  by  the  whole  community,  being  /killed  in  his  profeflion, 
very  careful,  confcientious  and  fympathetic,  albeit  a little  bluff,  not  to  fay  eccentric  in  his 
manner.  . . . On  Odlober  13,  1853,  D*"-  Mayo  was  appointed  Hon.  Medical  Officer  at  the 
Adelaide  Hofpital,  and  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  R.  W.  Moore  he  became  Prefident  of  the  Medical 
Board.  We  believe  he  performed  the  firrt  operation  for  ovariotomy  in  the  Adelaide  Hofpital. 
In  Odtober,  1857,  Mayo  was  appointed  to  the  Central  Vaccine  Board  under  Adi  16  of 
1853  5 years  later  a member  of  the  General  Committee  for  the  management  of  the  Adelaide 
Hofpital,  and  in  January,  1868,  one  of  the  Board  of  Management,  on  which  he  fat  for  a great 
many  years.  On  November  24,  1876,  he  was  made  Hon.  Confulting  Surgeon  to  the  Hofpital.* 
f or  a confiderable  time,  too,  the  pauper  lunatics,  charged  at  the  City  Police  Court,  were 
referred  to  him  for  medical  examination.  The  Dodlor  always  had  a lucrative  pradlice,  and 
particularly  in  the  early  years  of  the  Colony  he  was  much  fought  after. 

Volunteers  of  the  early  days,  when  the  Enfield  was  the  mort  formidable  rifle  of  the  time,

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cannot  forget  the  figure  of  dear  old  Dr.  Mayo,  who  was  an  enthufiaftic  member  of  the 
Defence  Force.  . . . 

Outfide  his  profelTion,  with  the  exception  of  his  aflbciation  with  the  Volunteers  in  former 
years,  the  Dodfor  did  not  actively  intereft  himfelf  in  public  matters,  for  he  was  of  a fomewhat 
retiring  difpofition,  and  found  that  his  medical  duties  abforbed  the  greater  part  of  his  time. 
He  was,  however,  one  of  the  original  truftees  of  Trinity  Church’  in  North-terrace,  and  was 
aflbciated  with  that  hiftorical  place  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  The  infcription  on  the 
foundation  of  the  fchoolroom,  eaft  of  the  old  church,  fliows  that  the  ftone  was  laid  by  Dr. 
Mayo  on  May  7,  1887.  He  was  known  to  be  averfe  to  anything  like  public  notoriety,  and 
had  a very  ftrong  objedlion  to  being  photographed.  It  was  faid  that  when  he  was  addrelling 
the  audience  in  the  Town  Hall  in  September,  1879,  aflembled  at  the  opening  of  the  bazaar  in 
aid  of  the  Trinity  Church  Building  Fund,  a fuggellion  was  made  that  the  Doftor  fliould  be 
photographed  among  the  group  on  the  platform,  but  in  deference  to  his  known  wifties  the 
fuggeftion  was  not  a£led  upon.  The  only  photograph  of  the  worthy  Doctor  is  one  in  a group 
taken  years  ago,  and  now  owned  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Reid.^ 

The  Do6tor’s  refidence  was  on  the  block  at  the  north-eaftern  corner  of  Franklin  and 
Morphett  Streets — one  of  the  few  original  city  acres  now  left  intadl.  Upon  this  acre  was  funk 
one  of  the  firft  wells  in  the  city,  and  at  the  prefent  time  a windmill  is  Handing  over  the  well 
for  irrigation  and  other  purpofes.  Dr.  Mayo  was  quite  a city  identity.  He  was  as  well-known 
as  Colonel  Light’s  monument,  and  his  familiar  figure  will  be  miffed  by  many  young  colonifts, 
as  well  as  early  pioneers.  Years  ago  he  was  often  feen  palling  through  the  ftreets  mounted 
upon  a long-tailed  white  fteed,  which  he  fat  with  an  ere£t,  martial  air;  but  he  fubfequently 
tried  a rover  bicycle,  upon  which  he  ufed  to  ride  as  far  as  Glenelg.  He,  however,  gave  this 
up  for  a three-wheeler,  and  it  was  quite  a fight  to  fee  this  fine,  fpirited  pradlitioner,  at  his 
advanced  age,  facing  the  fteep  afcent  to  North  Adelaide  with  as  fteady  a pedal  as  a much 
younger  cyclift.  He  cut  quite  a lively  figure  through  the  crowded  ftreets  of  the  city.  He  was 
a great  advocate  for  phyfical  exercife,  and  cycling  commended  itfelf  to  him.  Being  an 
enthufiaftic  wheelman,  it  was  no  wonder  that  he  was  fo  very  popular  among  cyclifts  generally, 
being  for  fome  years  a Vice-Prefident  of  one  or  more  of  our  cycling  clubs. 

Among  all  claffes  he  was  deeply  refpedted,  and  his  death  caufes  a blank  that  will  be  very 
noticeable  in  the  Community. 

George  Mayo  twice  married;  on  7th  July,  1840,  at  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Adelaide,  Maria,  daughter  of  George  Gandy.  She  died  15th  December,  1847,  and 
was  buried  at  the  Weft  Terrace  cemetery,  Adelaide,  the  next  day,  leaving  iflue: 

I.  Mary-Jane  Mayo,  born  17th  April,  1841,  and  baptifed  at  St.  John’s, 
Adelaide.  She  was  married  4th  January,  1871,  at  Adelaide,  to  Richardfon  Reid, 
clerk  in  Holy  Orders,  and  Incumbent  of  H.  Trinity  Church  in  that  city.  Mr.  Reid 
was  born  at  Cavan,  in  Ireland,  24th  February,  1835,  educated  at  St.  Peter’s  College, 
Adelaide,  ordained  Deacon,  24th  Auguft,  1858,  at  Holy  Trinity  Church,  and 
Prieft,  8th  July,  i860, at  Chrift  Church,  North  Adelaide, by  Auguftus  Short, D.D., 
Biftiop  of  the  Diocefe  (the  Bifhops  of  Melbourne  and  Sydney  aflifting  on  the  latter 


He  marries 
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He  was  mainly  inftrumental  in  its  rebuilding,  to  which  he  fubfcribed  ,^i,ooo. 

There  is  another  photograph  of  him  in  exiftence,  taken  a few  months  before  his  death. 
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occafion),  being  the  firft  candidate  for  H.  Orders  educated  and  ordained  in  the 
colony;  curate  of  St.  Peter’s,  Robetown,  1859-61;  curate,  1861-8,  and  then 
incumbent  of  H.  Trinity  Church,  the  firft  church  founded  in  South  Auftralia,  where 
he  officiated  for  the  laft  time  on  24th  February,  1895,  removing  on  i8th  April  to 
Weftrninfter  Street,  St.  Peter’s,  Eaft  Adelaide,  and  the  next  year  to  “Seend,” 
Somerton,  New  Glenelg.  He  died  30th  December,  1898,  and  was  buried  the  next 
day  in  the  cemetery  of  St.  Jude’s  Church,  Brighton,  Glenelg.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reid 
and  their  fecond  daughter  vifited  England  in  1880.

3.  George-Gibbes  Mavo,  born  22nd  February,  1845,  baptifed  at  St. 
John’s,  Adelaide.  He  accompanied  McKinlay  in  the  expedition  to  explore  the 
Northern  Territory,  fent  out  by  the  South  Auftralian  Government,  which  ftarted 
from  “ Efcape  Cliffs”  at  Adam  Bay,  14th  January,  and  returned  to  the  fame 
point,  5th  July,  1866,  after  confiderable  privations,  and  a voyage  down  the  Eaft 
Alligator  River,  and  along  a portion  of  the  northern  coaft  of  Auftralia,  in  a rude 
veffel  made  of  a framework  of  poles  covered  with  the  fkins  of  the  horfes  whofe 
flefh  ferved  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the  voyagers. 

He  came  to  England  in  1868,  and  ftudied  at  the  Univerfity  of  Glafgow,  where 
he  qualified  as  a civil  engineer.  He  left  in  October,  1873,  and  after  vifiting 
Bruffels,  Rome,  Paris,  and  other  places  of  note  on  the  continent  of  Europe, 
November,  1873 — March,  1874,  failed  from  London  for  Adelaide  in  the  Goolwa, 
19th  March.  He  now  refides  at  116,  Franklin  Street,  Adelaide.  He  is  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  Royal  Society  of  South  Auftralia,  and  a member  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Geographical  Society  of  the  Colony. 

He  married  i8th  September,  1877,  at  H.  Trinity,  Adelaide,  Henrietta-Mary, 
daughter  of  Robert  Donaldfon,  of  co.  Berwick,  Scotland,  and  has  iftue:

She  has  fince 
purfued  her  ftudies  in  London  and  Dublin,  and  is  now  (1906)  with  the  medical 
miflion  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel,  at  St.  Stephen’s,  Delhi. 

ii.  George-Elton  Mayo,  born  26th  December,  1880;  educated  at  St.  Peter’s 
College,  Adelaide,  and  at  the  Univerfity  of  Adelaide,  where  he  matriculated,  28th 
March,  1899.  He  was  refident  in  Scotland  and  England  from  1901  to  1905, 
when  he  returned  to  Adelaide.  He  attended  as  reprefentative  of  the  Univerfity  of 
Adelaide,  at  the  ninth  jubilee  of  the  Univerfity  of  Glafgow  in  1901. 

iii.  Olive  Mayo,  born  5th  March,  1883.  She  died  19th  November,  1896,  at 
Franklin  Street,  Adelaide,  and  was  buried  in  the  North  Road  Church  of  England 
cemetery. 

iv.  Herbert  Mayo,  born  3rd  June,  1885;  educated  at  St.  Peter’s  College, 
Adelaide  (Farrell  Scholar).  Matriculated  in  February,  1904,  at  the  Univerfity  of 
Adelaide. 
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V.  William-Godfrey  Mayo,  born  loth  December,  1887.  Died  6th  January, 
1888.  Buried  at  Weft  Terrace  cemetery. 

vi.  Mary-Penelope  Mayo,  born  21ft  March,  1889.  Educated  at  Tormore 
College,  North  Adelaide. 

vii.  John-Christian  Mayo,  born  4th  Auguft,  1891;  all  except  the  fifth  child 
(which  was  privately  chriftened)  baptifed  in  H.  Trinity  Church. 

George  Mayo,  F.R.C.S.,  married  Jecondly,  while  in  England,  19th  February, 
1852,  at  Holy  Trinity,  Upper  Chelfea,  Ellen-Aijne,  daughter  of  Samuel-Henry 
Ruflell,  H.E.I.C.S.,  of  Lowndes  Street,  London,  and  Cecil-Charlotte  his  wife, 
eldeft  daughter  of  Chriftopher-Robert  Pemberton  (fon  of  Francis  Pemberton  of 
Trumpington  Houfe,  Cambridgefhire).  For  fome  account  of  her  family  fee  the 
next  chapter.  She  was  born  15th  February,  1817,  and  dying  21ft  July,  1901,  was 
buried  befide  her  hufband  in  the  Weft  Terrace  cemetery,  Adelaide,  the  following 
day,  aged  84.

CHAPTER  XI. 

An  Account  of  Certain  Families  which  have  intermarried  with  John  Mayo, 
OF  Devizes,  Wilts,  and  his  Descendants. 

ADEANE. 

-IE  family  of  Adeane,  with  variations  in  the  fpelling  of  the 
name,  has  been  long  eftabliflied  in  Oxfordlhire,  with  branches  in 
adjoining  counties.  Their  earlieft  wills  on  record  are  the  follow- 
ing: 

John  AdeNjoF  Walyngford,  Berks,  20th  Odlober,  1503,  19  Hen.  VII., 
proved  by  Thomas  and  John  Aden,  his  fons,  2nd  January,  1505  (i 
Adeane,  P.C.C.),  who  bequeathed  “to  the  church  of  our  Lady  of  Walyngford  a coope  of 
filk  w***  floures  of  filk  werke,  alfo  a CrofTe  and  a ftaff  therto  of  Coper  over  gilt,  diuerfe 
Auterclothes.” 

Henry  Adene  of  Soncombe  (Swyncombe),  Oxfordlhire,  24th  Auguft,  proved  19th 
September,  1507.  He  mentions  his  “five”  children,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  and  appoints  his 
fon,  Richard,  and  his  coufin,  Ralph  Adene,  executors  (30  Adeane,  P.C.C.). 

Thomas  Adene,  of  Wargrave,  Berks,  17th  April,  proved  15th  May,  1517,  by  Margery, 
his  relift,  and  Ralph  Adene.  (30  Holder,  P.C.C.).  He  mentions  his  ions  Henry,  William, 
John,  Robert  and  Nicholas,  and  his  daughters,  Agnes  and  Alice. 

Raff  Adeane,  of  Newnam  Morreyn,  Oxfordlhire,  26th  March,  1534,  who  leaves 
legacies  to  Walyngford,  Benfyngton,  Cro’marlhe,  North  Stoke,  and  Mongewell,  and  mentions 
his  wife,  Alvs,  his  fons  Henry,  Richard,  William  and  John,  and  his  daughter  Alys.  iOxford- 
Jhire  Wills,  Ser.  I,  vol.  i,  fol.  96). 

The  connefted  pedigree  begins  with : 

John  Adeane,  of  Britwell  Salome,  Oxfordlhire,  whofe  will,  dated  22nd  Auguft, 
1565,  was  proved  26th  September,  1566,  by  his  fon  Ralph  ^ {Ibid.,  Ser.

I.  JoANE  Adeane,  whofe  will,  as  Joane  Chibnall,  of  Princes  Rifborough,  Bucks, 
widow,  22nd  January,  1646,  codicil,  30th  May,  1648,  was  proved  27th  September, 
1649,  by  Ralph  Adeane,  fon  of  her  brother  Thomas  (137  Fairfax,  P.C.C.).  An 
admon.,  de  bonis  non,  was  granted  loth  February,  1662,  to  William  Abraham,  fenior, 
grandfather  and  guardian  alTigned  to  Thomas  and  Abraham  Deane,  fons  of  the  faid 
Ralph  Deane,  deceafed,  during  their  minority. 

She  was  married,  to  John  Quatermaine,  of  Chalgrove,  Oxfordlhire,  whofe 
will,  28th  January,  43  Eliz.,  1600-1,  was  proved  9th  January,  1601-2  {Ibid.,  Ser.

She  caufed  her  brother,  Thomas  Adeane,  to  purchafe  with  her  money,  and  for 
fuch  ufes  as  fhe  fhould  appoint,  the  manor  of  Princes  Rifborough,  of  Edward 
Ditchfeild,  John  Highlord,  Humphrey  Clarke,  and  Francis  Mofle,  citizens  of 
London,  by  indenture  of  1 8th  November,  7 Chas.  I,  1631,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery. 
This  property  fhe  devifed  to  Ralph  Adeane,  with  remainder  to  Thomas  Adeane, 
fhould  he  die  without  iffue,  both  being  fons  of  her  brother,  Thomas  Adeane,  with 
like  remainder  to  Symon,  fon  of  her  brother,  Symon  Adeane.

Mary,  baptifed  iith  June,  1615,  and  married  there  2nd  December,  1633, 
Edmund  Gregory,  of  Cuxham  and  Britwell  (Wood’s  Life  and  Times,  i,  p.  245;  and 
Vifit.  of  Berks,  1664-6,  in  Genealogifi,  v,  p.  265),  and  Jane,  baptifed  15th  June, 
1617,  alfo  married  there  to  Mr.  Leonard  Bowman,  31ft  January,  1640-1.

On  15th 
July,  1668,  commiflion  iflued  to  Jane  Berrenger,  alias  Deane,  alias  Adeane  (wife 
of  Thomas  Berrenger),  mother  and  guardian  of  Thomas  Deane,  alias  Adeane,  junr., 
grandfon  {nepos  ex  filioi)  of  Thomas  Deane,  alias  Adeane,  late  of  Shalgrove,  co. 
Oxon.,  deceafed,  to  adminifter  the  eftate  of  the  faid  deceafed,  during  her  fon’s 
minority.  (P.C.C.).  He  had  ilTue  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Francis 
Barry  of  Thame  {Vifit,  of  co.  Oxon.^  Harl.  Soc.,  p.  326),

2.  John  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  i8th  Odlober,  1625;  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  from  Oriel  College,  2nd  April,  1641,  aged  15,  as  fon  of  Thomas  Deane 
of  Chalgrove,  gent.  Apparently  dead  at  the  date  of  Joane  Chibnall’s  will. 

3.  Ralph  Deane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  5th  April,  1626,  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  from  Magdalen  College,  9th  July,  1641,  aged  14,  as  fon  of  Thomas  Deane 
of  Rilborough,  Bucks;  Demy,  1642-8;  created  B.A.  2nd  November,  1647,  expelled 
by  the  Parliamentary  Vifitors  7th  July,  1648;  admitted  to  Gray’s  Inn,  8th  February, 
1647-8,  as  fon  of  Thomas  Adeane  of  Chalgrove,  gent.  He  was  buried  at  Wingrave, 
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Bucks,  2ift  June,  1662;  will,  as  Ralph  Deane  of  Princes  RiA)orough,  efq.,  19th

3rd  January,  1663. 

4.  Thomas  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  2nd  November,  1628. 

5.  Katherine  Adeane,  mentioned  in  Joane  Chibnall’s  will. 

6.  Elizabeth  Adeane,  or  Deane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  12th  January,  1633-4; 
married  to  Dr.  Richard  Lydall,  a phyfician  at  Oxford,  as  his  firft  wife  (Wood’s  Life 
and  LimeSy  ii,  p.  43). 

7.  Thomas  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  27th  March,  1636.

Symon  Adeane  (IV),  juft  mentioned,  of  Watlington,  baptifed  at  Britwell  Salome 
29th  November,  1580,  as  “ Symeon,  fon  of  Ralph  Dean,”  whofe  will,  1 4th  Odlober, 
1616,  was  proved  by  his  brother  Ralph,  4th  February,  1616-7  (18  Weldon,  P.C.C.), 
had  iflue  Elizabeth  Deane,  living  i8th  Auguft,  1686,  who  was  married  at 
Chalgrove,  9th  June,  1634,  to  Roger  Wiggin  of  the  fame,  who  was  buried  “with 
a fermon,”  ift  July,  1673,  leaving  iffue;  and 
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Simon  Adeane,^  of  Chalgrove  and  Watlington,  gentleman,  buried  at  Watlington  Simon 
27th  Auguft,  1686;  will,  1 8th  Auguft,  proved  by  his  widow  5th  December,  1686  marri"! 
(159  Lloyd,  P.C.C).  He  married  22nd  May,  1652,  at  St.  Alphage’s,  London, 
Mary,  daughter  of  John  Whorwood,  of  Mansfield,  Notts,  and  fifter  and  heir  of 
Robert  Whorwood,  who  died  i8th  Auguft,  1688.  She  died  at  Holywell,  Oxford, 
and  was  buried  at  Watlington  5th  February,  1703-4;  will,  17th  July,  1702,  codicils, 

19th  September,  1702,  and  22nd  September,  1703;  proved  30th  Auguft,  1704,  by 
her  fon,  Simon  Whorwood- Adeane  {Oxf.  Cons.  Courts  Book  C,  p.  17 1).  They  had 
ifllie:

Whorwood-Adeane,  his  fon.  He  devifed  lands  at  Chalworth,  parifh  of  Milton,  and 
at  Wheatley,  co.  Oxon.,  at  Chilton,  Bucks,  Shilton,  Berks,  a copyhold  at  Chalgrove 
under  Magdalen  College,  and  a moiety  of  the  manor  of  Morton  Hall  in  Inck- 
borough,  CO.  Wore.  He  married  Sufannah  . . .,  who  died  28th  January,  and  was 
buried  3rd  February,  1717-8,  at  Chalgrove,  aged  63.  M.I.  They  had  ifTue:

William-Whorwood  Adeane,  of  Wheatley,  o^.y. p.  Will,  19th  May,  proved 
27th  June,  1782  (262  Goftling,  P.C.C.). 

V.  Robert  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Cheriton  4th  February,  1684.  He  died  24th, 
and  was  buried  29th  Auguft,  1705,  at  Chalgrove,  aged  20.  Styled,  4th  fon.  M.I, 

vi.  William  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  ift  March,  1686-7.  Died  loth 
November,  1688.  Styled,  5th  fon.  M.I. 

vii.  John  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  20th  March,  1687-8,  died  3rd  July, 
buried  4th  July,  1688,  aged  4 months.  Styled,  6th  fon.  M.I. 

viii.  Mary  Adeane,  baptifed  at  Chalgrove  i8th  January,  1692.

Will,  4th  Auguft, 
1749,  proved  26th  November,  1760,  by  his  daughter  Dorothy  {Oxf.  Cons.  Courty 
Book  C,  p.  688).  He  married  at  St.  Michael’s,  Oxford,  20th  Odober,  1713,  Mary 
daughter  of  William  Wright,  Treafurer  of  the  Inner  Temple,  Recorder  of  Oxford, 
1690,  and  a Welfh  Judge,  by  Dorothy,  his  firft  wife,  lifter  of  Major  Dunch,  of 
Pufey,  Berks.  She  was  born  15th  May,  and  baptifed  22nd  May,  1684,  at  St. 
Michael’s,  Oxford,  and  was  buried  at  Chalgrove  7th  May,  1743.  They  had  iflue:

His  will,  as 
of  Chelwood,  Somerfet,  loth  September,  1773,  with  codicil  of  fame  date,  was 
proved  2nd  Odlober,  1773,  by  Rev.  Wm.  Wright,  of  Oxford  (379  Stevens, 
P.C.C.).

Simon  Whorwood-Adeane  (b)  of  Chalgrove,  matriculated  at  Oxford  from 
Pembroke  College,  14th  July,  1733,  aged  19.  He  died  before  his  father,  and  was 
buried  at  Chalgrove,  12th  July,  1747;  will,  25th  January,  1743-4,  proved  ift 
September,  1747,  by  his  widow  (221  Potter,  P.C.C.).  He  married  Mary  daughter 
of  the  Honble.  Henry  Brydges,  in  Holy  Orders,  brother  of  James,  firft  Duke  of 
Chandos.  Ante-nuptial  fettlement  dated  25th  July,  1739.  She  died  in  1748. 
They  had  iflue  an  only  child, 

James  Whorwood-Adeane  of  Chalgrove,  baptifed  there  14th  December, 
1740,  Lieut-Col.  ift  Regiment  of  Grenadier  Guards,  Col.  of  45th  Foot,  and  a 
General  in  the  Army;  M.P.  for  the  town  and  afterwards  for  the  county  of 
Cambridge.  He  died  at  Bath  15th  April,  1802;  will,  as  of  Harley  St,  Cavendifli 
Square,  4th  June,  1787,  proved  by  his  widow  nth  May,  1802  (331  Kenyon, 
P.C.C.).  He  married  Ann,  born  1747,  died  1832,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Robert 
Jones  of  Babraham,  Cambridgefhire,  M.P.  for  Huntingdon,  and  had  ilTue, 

Robert-Jones  Adeane,  of  Chalgrove  and  Babraham,  born  1764,  died  1823,

of  Chefter;  a fon, 

Henry-John  Adeane,  of  Chalgrove  and  Babraham,  born  i8th  June,  1789, 
M.P.  for  Cambridgefhire,  died  nth  May,  1847,  who  had  iflue  by  his  fecond  wife, 
the  Honble.  Matilda- Abigail  Stanley,  born  1806,  married  6th  Odober,  1828, 
died  28th  July,  1850,  daughter  of  ift  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  befides  (i)  Robert- 
JoNES,  of  Babraham,  born  9th  Sept.,  1830;  died  unm.  7th  Dec.,  1853;  (3)  Vice- 
Admiral  Edward-Stanley,  C.M.G.,  J.P.  and  D.L.  for  co.  Cambridge,  J.P.  for 
Middx.,  F.R.G.S.,  born  7th  Dec.,  1836,  died  1902;  married  31ft  July,  1875,  Lady 
Edith-Ifabella  Dalzell,  daughter  of  i ith  Earl  of  Carnwath,  and  had  a fon,  Harry- 
Robert-Augustus,  Coldftream  Guards,  born  31ft  July,  1882;  (4)  Frederick- 
Carus,  died  5th  Dec.,  1852;  (i)  Matilda-Annabella-Maria,  died  nth  Sept., 
1853;  (2)  Alethea-Louisa,  married  25th  July,  1867,  to  Henry  R.  Grenfell,  M.P.; 
(3)  Lucy-Elizabeth,  married  24th  June,  1864,  to  Vice-Adm.  Sir  Edward  Southwell 
Sotheby,  K.C.B. ; (4)  Emmeline-Augusta,  married  8th  April,  1856,  to  Thomas

eldeft  daughter  of  Charles-Philip,  4th  Earl  of  Hardwicke.  On  his  death  fhe  was 
married  i6th  July,  1877,  to  Michael  Biddulph,  of  Ledbury  Park,  J.P.,  D.L., 
M.P.  for  CO.  Hereford,  1865-85,  and  for  the  Rofs  Divifion  of  Herefordfhire, 
1885-1900,  raifed  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  27th  Auguft,  1903,  as  Baron  Biddulph 
of  Ledbury.  (See  ante^  pp.  34  and  63.)  Henry-John  Adeane  had  ifTue: 

Charles-Robert-Whorwood  Adeane,  of  Babraham,  J.P.,  D.L.,  born  2nd 
Nov.,  1863;  niarried  23rd  July,  1 888, Madeline-Pamela-Conftance-Blanche, daughter 
of  Honble,  Percy-Scawen  Wyndham,  and  has  iflue  Charles-Percy-George-Guy, 
born  2nd,  died  3rd  Nov.,  1889,  Robert-Philip-Wyndham,  born  3rd  Nov.,  1905, 
and  Pamela-Marie,  Sibell-Eleanor-Maud,  Madeline-Mabel-Ambrose,  Lettice- 
Elizabeth-Evelyn,  and  Helena-Olivia; 

Marie-Constance  (Honble),  V.A.,  Maid  of  Honour  to  Queen  Victoria,  and 
Extra  Woman  of  the  Bedchamber,  niarried  iith  July,  1891,  to  Bernard  Mallet; 
and  Maud,  married  7th  061.,  1895,  to  John  Cator,  of  Woodbaftwick,  Norfolk.

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ALDERNE. 

Members  of  the  family  of  Alderne  are  not  infrequently  referred  to  in  the 
parochial  regifters  of  Herefordfliire,  while  at  Martley,  in  the  adjoining  county  of 
Worcefter,  they  are  found  in  confiderable  numbers  during  the  fixteenth  and  feven- 
teenth  centuries,  leaving  wills  proved  in  the  Worcefter  Probate  Regiftry.  The 
defcent  of  the  following  branch,  which  was  efpecially  conneded  with  the  city  of 
Hereford,  commences  with 

Roger  Alderne,  of  the  parifh  of  All  Saints',  Hereford,^  who  owned  lands  at 
Shutton  in  Maunfell  Gamage,  Herefordftiire,  and  whofe  will,  17th  Dec.,  1599,  was 
proved  29th  January,  1599-1600  (2  Wallopp,  P.C.C.).^  He  married  at  Welling- 
ton, CO.  Hereford,  26th  Feb.,  1581-2,  Margery  Howells,  After  of  William  Howells 
and  daughter  of  another  William  Howells,  of  Wellington,  by  Margery,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  John  Haworth  of  the  fame.  (See  Weaver’s  Vijit.  of  co.  Hereford^ 
p.  41.) 

Roger  Alderne  had  iflue,  befides  four  daughters,  Elianor,  Elizabeth,  Sara, 
and  Marie,  a fon, 

Thomas  Alderne,  under  age  at  his  father’s  death.  In  16 1 1 he  was  appointed 
Regiftrar  to  the  Dean  of  Hereford,  jointly  with  Thomas  Yayden  (fon  of  James 
Yayden,  the  preceding  Regiftrar)  and  Francis  Philpott,  and  on  13th  April,  1616, 
the  faid  Francis  Philpott  afligned  to  him  his  intereft  in  that  office  (Phillipps  MSS., 
Belmont  Priory).  In  1620  he  is  named  in  the  new  Charter  as  one  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  Hereford.  In  “ The  afleftm^  for  the  payment  of  the  firft  fubfidy  for 
Wydm’lhe  warde,  made  the  19th  day  of  June,  Anno  1624,”  his  name  occurs 
among  other  afleflbrs,  as  “Thomas  Alderne  gen’  in  terr’  iij'*  xij®.”  (Hereford 
Municipal  Records,  vol.  4,  p.  40.)  Later  in  the  year  1624  he  was  eleded  mayor 
of  the  city.  On  23rd  April,  5 Chas.  I.,  1629,  a leafe  of  houfes  in  Hereford  was

married  Ann,  filler  of  John  Wallh  of  Hereford,  gent.,  whofe  will  of  i6th  Aug.,  was  proved  30th 
Sept,,  1681  (Hereford  Deanery  Court).

Marriage 
fettlement  dated  20th  Dec.,  1699  (Burke’s  Landed  Gentry),  {d)  Hannah.  Thefe  three  daughters  are 
mentioned  in  their  brother’s  will. 
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granted  by  Birtiop  Godwyn  to  Thomas  Alderne,  Gent.  In  1639  he  was  appointed 
High  Sheriff  of  the  County. 

Some  amufing  depofitions  relating  to  him  in  his  capacity  of  Mayor  ftill  furvive. 

Duodecimo  die  Odtobr*  1624.  Hugh  Alexander  depofeth  that  he  being  committed  to 
ward  this  day  and  being  in  the  cuftody  of  the  keeper  and  fate  at  dynner  there,  and  one  John 
Butler  ctre  being  likewife  fate  at  dynner  there  fayed  grace  before  dynner,  and  in  the 
conclufion  of  his  grace  when  he  had  prayed  for  the  King’s  ma*“®  and  the  councell,  fayed  ‘ and 
the  divell  take  Mr.  Maior.’  And  being  reproved  for  the  fame  by  fome  there  prefent,  he  replyed 
and  fayed,  I pray  God,  Amen. 

Robert  Powell  depofeth  that  he  heard  the  faid  words  or  the  like  in  effedl. 

Richard  Payne  depofeth  the  like  in  effedt. 

Wee  doe  thinck  ffitt  that  the  faid  John  Butler  Ihall  be  committed  to  ward,  to  remayne 
vntill  hee  fhall  ffind  fufficient  fuerties  to  appeare  the  next  Seffions,  and  in  the  meane  time  to  be 
of  the  good  behavior.

30th  Auguft,  1625.  Thomas  Weaver  of  the  Citty  of  Heref’  depofeth  that  he  this  prefent 
day  being  in  company  with  one  Thomas  Williams,  gent.,  in  the  houfe  of  Thomas  Clarke 
barber,  together  with  John  Clarke  fonne  of  the  faid  Thomas  Clarke,  heard  the  faid  Thomas 
Williams  faye  (amongft  divers  other  fpeeches  betwixt  them  and  the  faid  Williams)  that  he,  the 
faid  Thomas  Williams,  was  a better  man  than  Mr.  Maior  (meaning  the  maior  of  the  Citty  of 
Heref’)  and  likewyfe  fayed  that  the  faid  Mr.  Maior  was  a knave,  with  divers  other  opprobrious 
words,  which  this  deponent  cannot  nowe  certeinely  remember.

John  Clarke  fonne  of  Thomas  Clarke  of  the  faid  Citty  harbor  depofeth  that  one  Thomas 
Williams,  gent.,  being  in  this  deponent’s  father’s  houfe  this  day  drinking  in  company  with  the 
faid  Thomas  Weaver  and  this  deponent’s  mother  with  others,  he  heard  the  faid  Mr.  Williams 
fweare  (by  God’s  wounds  Mr.  Maior  was  a knave)  meaning  the  faid  Mr.  Maior,  and  would  at 
that  prefent  have  given  this  deponent’s  mother  fixepence  to  call  the  faid  Mr.  Maior  knave. 
And  withall  at  that  prefent  in  a vaunting  manner  fayed  that  he  would  call  the  faid  Mr.  Maior 
knave  to  his  face  for  two  pence,  and  fayed  that  he  was  a better  man  then  the  faid  Mr.  Maior 
and  that  all  the  Maiors  for  thefe  twentie  yeares  paft  were  cookholds,  and  that  this  deponent’s 
father  was  a cookhold  if  he  had  byn  Maior.

When  fervlng  the  office  of  High  Sheriff,  Alderne  became  involved  in  difficulties 
anent  the  colledion  of  the  Ship  Money,  a fum  of  ;^3,SOO  under  this  head  having 
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been  laid  upon  the  county.  In  February,  and  again  in  March,  1639-40,  he  wrote 
to  the  Council  complaining  of  the  difficulty  he  experienced  in  this  matter.  On 
29th  April,  1640,  he  attended  the  Privy  Council  Board,  and  on  8th  May  was 
committed  to  the  Gatehoufe.  On  that  day  he  petitioned  to  the  effeft  that  he, 
“ dwelling  within  the  City  ” of  Hereford,  “ and  exercifing  the  office  of  prodlor 
within  the  Biffiop’s  Confiftory  Court  there,  was  nominated  as  a man  fit  to  be  chofen 
Sheriff.  In  execution  of  which  office  he  has  laboured  to  execute  the  writ  for  Ship 
Money,  but  being  fick  and  lame  he  could  not  travel  in  perfon,  fo  was  enforced  to 
employ  officers  therein,  who  rather  expedled  the  iffue  of  a Parliament  than  were 
willing  to  put  warrants  in  execution,  as  by  feveral  certificates  to  this  Board  will 
appear.”  (State  Papers,  Domeftic,  vols.  446  (72),  447  (8),  452  (76,  86),  453 
(106),  454  (10),  455  (32,  44,  72),  456  (75).) 

In  Harl,  MS.  597,  fol.  145,  will  be  found  the  Information  of  Sir  John  Bankes, 
Attorney-General,  that  Thomas  Alderne,  efq.,  Sheriff  of  Herefordfiiire,  had 
negledled  to  put  in  execution  the  King’s  writ  for  the  colledtion  of  Ship  Money. 

On  27th  May  he  was  ferved  with  a fubpoena,  and  was  difcharged  from  cuftody  the 
next  day,  having  entered  into  a bond  for  ;^3,ooo  to  anfwer  fuch  information  as  Ihould 
be  preferred  againft  him  in  the  Court  of  Star  Chamber.  (Cf.  S.P.D.,  vol.  455  (72).) 

At  fol.  158  begins  his  anfwer,  covering  twenty  pages,  fetting  forth  the  fteps  he 
had  taken  to  execute  the  writ.  He  adds:  “ The  faid  defendent  further  faieth  that 
ficknes,  difability  of  body  and  infirmityes,  which  for  many  yeares  laft  paft  have  be- 
fallen and  continued  upon  this  defendent  and  which  hee  is  yet  dayly  fubie<5t  unto,  in 
refpedl  whereof  he,  the  faid  defendent,  could  not  travell  in  the  faid  fevearall  partes 
of  the  faid  County  as  he  defired.” 

Alderne  was  one  of  the  Commiffioners  to  raife  an  affeffmentof  ,^1,000  a month 
in  the  county  of  Hereford,  from  25th  March,  to  24th  June,  1657  (Scobell’s  A5is). 
He  married  Beatrix  . . . The  title-deeds  of  the  Old  Bank,  Hereford,  examined 
by  Mr.  Phillipps  in  January,  1823,  Ihow  that  he  was  living  13th  March,  1647, 
and  Beatrix,  his  wife,  21ft  Auguft,  1635.  deeds  of  22nd  July,  1646,  are 

attefted  by  Bridgett  Alderne  (?  the  wife  of  Daniel  Alderne  to  be  mentioned 
prefently)  and  Jane  Alderne  (?  wife  of  Edward  Alderne).  Several  of  the  deeds  are 
fealed  with  three  garbs.  (Phillipps  MSS.) 

Thomas  Alderne  had  iffue  a daughter  Eleanor,  and  three  fons,  Edward,  Thomas 
and  Daniel. 

I.  Eleanor  Alderne,  baptifed  23rd  July,  1609,  at  St.  Nicholas’,  Hereford, 
was  married  to  John  Greene,  efq.,  of  CobwaU  in  the  parilh  of  Allenfmoore,  co. 
Hereford,  who  by  will  2nd  April,  18  Chas.  I.,  1642,  proved  24th  06lober,  1642, 
by  Eleanor  his  relidt,  devifed  Kis  manor  of  Monington  Straddle,  and  all  lands,  etc., 
appertaining  thereto,  fituate  in  Vowchurch,  Kingfton,  Madley,  and  Doore,  to 
Thomas  Alderne,  of  Hereford,  efq.,  Edward  Alderne,  Dr.  of  Laws,  Paule  Dela- 
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haie,  efq.,  William  Carpenter,  of  Chilfton,  gent.,  and  Abel  Carwardine,  of  Carwar- 
dine,  gent.,  for  payment  of  his  debts,  and  maintenance  and  education  of  John 
Greene,  his  fon  and  heir.  (115  Cambell,  P.C.C.) 

II.  Edward  Alderne,  the  eldeft  fon  of  Thomas  Alderne,  entered  the  Middle 
Temple,  1629,  and  became  B.C.L.,  Exeter  College,  Oxford,  i8th  April,  1634,  and 
D.C.L.,  13th  June,  1638.  He  was  a Royalift.  In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  Advance  of  Money,  21ft  March,  1650,  it  is  ftated  that  Dr.  Edward 
Alderne  was  a delinquent,  in  arms  for  the  late  King,  and  was  alfo  an  advocate  for 
the  late  King.  On  iith  February,  1652,  an  order  was  given  for  his  releafe, 
together  with  James  Rodd,  on  the  Ordinance  of  Parliament  of  30th  March,  1647. 
(S.P.D.,  Interregnum,  vol.  ii,p.  181.) 

On  24th  May,  1661,  Edward  Alderne,  LL.D.,  and  Robert  Mafon,  LL.D., 
had  a patent  conjun5iim  et  diviftm  for  the  office  of  Chancellor  and  Vicar-General  of 
the  Diocefe  of  Rochefter.  (Reg.  Spir.  Roff.  F.  fol.  113a.)  In  1662,  or  there- 
abouts, he  claimed  certain  lands  belonging  to  the  Prebend  of  Hunderton,  in  Here- 
ford Cathedral,  the  reverfion  of  which  he  had  purchafed  from  the  truftees  of  the 
late  Parliament,  but  John  Newell,  the  exifting  Prebendary,  refufed  to  renew  the 
leafe.  (S.P.D.,  vol.  66  (85).) 

He  died  at  Rochefter,  1671, //>.  His  will,  2nd  May,  was  proved,  5th  June, 
1671,  by  his  kinfman,  Francis  Griffith.  He  mentions  “ my  ftfter  Hawley  and  every 
of  her  children.”  (72  Duke,  P.C.C.)  He  married,  Jane,  daughter  of  James 
Rodd  of  Hereford  and  Foxley.  She  was  baptifed  at  St.  Martin’s,  Hereford,  ift 
November,  1622.  Arms  of  Rodd^  Azure,  two  trefoils  flipped  fable,  a chief  of  the 
laft.  He  married,7^roW/y,  Helen  . . . named  in  his  will,  who  furvived  him. 

IV.  Daniel  Alderne,  youngeft  fon  of  Thomas  Alderne,  matriculated  at  Oxford, 
from  Exeter  College,  13th  July,  1638,  aged  14,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Middle 
Temple,  1641.  He  next  appears  as  an  officer  in  the  King’s  army  in  occupation  of 
Hereford  in  1645.  Sir  Barnabas  Scudamore,  the  Governor  of  the  city, 

“ had  unfortunately  given  fuch  offence  to  two  of  his  fubordinate  officers.  Captains 
Alderne  and  Howarth,  that  they  threw  up  their  Commiffions,  and  withdrew  into 
the  country.”  {^Memorials  of  the  Civil  IVar  . . . Herefordjhire^  John  Webb, 
vol.  ii.,  p.  250.)  This  Howarth  was  apparently  Alderne’s  coufin,  from  the  con- 
nexion already  fhown  on  page  409. 

A traX  entitled  A New  1‘ricke  to  take  T* ownes^  relating  to  the  furprife  of  Here- 
ford, 1 8th  December,  1645,  and  probably,  as  Webb  believes,  the  produXion  of 


' “A  New  Tricke  to  take  Townes;  or.  The  juft  and  perfeft  Relation  of  the  fudden  furprifall  of 
Hereford,  Taken  December  18,  1645.  With  a True  Copy  of  the  returne  of  the  Warrant,  fent  by  a 
Lieutenant  in  the  habit  of  a Countrey-man;  And  the  names  of  the  fix  men  his  afliftants.  Publijhed  by 
jpeciall  Authority,  London,  Printed  by  E.  G.  1645.”  4®.  Six  leaves. 
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Alderne,  fets  forth  the  part  taken  by  him  in  the  device  of  fending  to  the  town  a 
Lieutenant  and  fix  men,  difguifed  as  country  labourers.  Scudamore,  in  his  defence 
of  his  conduit  on  this  occafion,  fays  of  the  attacking  force,  “ Captain  Howorth  being 
in  the  forelorne  hope  of  foot  that  feconded  the  faid  perfonated  Conftable  and 
Labourers,  Sir  John  Bridges  in  the  forelorne  hope  of  Horfe,  and  Captaine  Alderne 
in  the  fecond  divifion,  Being  entred  the  Gate,  where  they  found  but  four  Souldiers, 
the  forelorne  hope  of  Horfe  takes  the  right  hand,  and  feizeth  upon  the  Maine- 
guards,  where  were  but  fix  Souldiers  and  one  Enfigne;  and  Alderne  . . . 

takes  the  left  hand  to  my  houfe  and  the  Caftle.”  (Webb,  pp.  401,  405.)  Alderne 
went  to  London  with  the  news,  24th  Dec.,  1645.  Committee  of  both  King- 

doms, writing  to  Sir  John  Bridges  from  Derby  Houfe,  24th  Dec.,  1645,  ftate: 
“ We  have  received  yours  by  Capt.  Alderne,  notifying  your  good  fuccefs  againft 
Hereford  and  return  you  thanks  for  your  care  in  that  bufinefs.”  (S.P.D.,  Chas.  I., 
51 1 (84).)  For  their  Ihare  in  this  exploit,  Alderne  received  and  Howorth 

,^400  from  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms,  15th  April,  1646.  (S.P.D.,  Chas.  I., 
vol.  514  (2)),  and  the  promife  that  the  perfons  and  eftates  of  Mr.  Rowland 
Howorth,  Dr.  Edward  Alderne,  Mr.  Charles  Booth  and  Mr.  Clement  Clerke, 
fliould  be  freed  from  delinquency  and  fequeftration.  (See  alfo  S.P.D.,  Chas.  I., 
25th  September,  1646,  vol.  514  (67).) 

Alderne  now  difappears  from  view  until  1656,  when,  on  31ft  March,  being  then 
termed  of  Nunnington,  parifh  of  Withington,  co.  Hereford,  gent.,  he  appoints 
Edward  Alderne,  D.C.L.,  to  be  fteward  of  the  manor  of  Nunnington.  (Phillipps 
MSS.,  ex  evid.  Decani  et  Cap.  Heref.)  The  fame  year,  on  21ft  April,  his  brother 
Thomas  leaves  him  an  annuity  of  >^30,  “ for  fo  long  as  he  lhall  apply  himfelf  to 
the  ftuddie  of  Divinitie  or  Lawe,  which  my  defire  is  he  would  fett  about  with  as 
much  fpeede  as  may  be.”  This  advice  he  appears  to  have  followed,  for  on  25th  July, 
1663,  he  became  Vicar  of  Aylesford,  Kent,  a benefice  which  he  held  until  his  death 
in  1666.  On  30th  Auguft  in  the  latter  year  a caveat  againft  the  probate  of  the  will 
of  Daniel  Alderne  of  Aylesford,  clerk,  was  lodged  by  Francis  Griffith,  gent.  (P.C.C.) 
His  burial  is  entered  in  the  Aylesford  regifter  in  the  following  terms:  “Daniel 
Alderne,  gent.,  Minifter  of  this  pariffi  and  one  of  the  Surrogates  of  the  Dioc:  of 
Rochefter  and  brother  to  Dr.  Edward  Alderne  Chancelour  of  farne  Dioc:  was  buried 
the  firft  day  of  Septr.  1666.”  He  married  Bridget,  feventh  daughter  of  Sir  Seymour 
Knightley,  of  Winwick,  co.  Northampton,  Knt.,  and  had  ilTue.  His  brother, 
Thomas  Alderne,  mentions  in  his  will  the  “ three  eldeft  children  of  my  brother 
Daniel,  now  living,”  and  Edward  Alderne,  D.C.L.,  refers  to  a daughter  Bridget. 
His  widow  married  William  Hereford,  gent. 

III.  Thomas  Alderne,  fecond  fon  of  Thomas  Alderne,  a merchant  in  London, 
ftyled  “citizen  and  draper”  in  a bond  dated  15th  March,  1647,  lived  in  the  parilh 
of  St.  Stephen’s,  Coleman  Street,  and  fubfequently  at  Dalfton. 
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On  17th  Auguft,  1655,  the  Protedtor,  with  the  advice  of  his  Council,  conftituted 
Thomas  Alderne  Vidtualler  of  the  Navy.  (S.P.D.  Interregnum,  vol.  100  (25).) 
Alderne  had,  however,  been  engaged  in  this  capacity  in  previous  years,  at  leaft  as 
early  as  1650.  {Ihid.^  vol.  9 (120).)  On  15th  July,  1656,  by  order  of  the  Council 
of  State,  Captain  Thomas  Alderne  and  nine  others  were  conftituted  a Committee 
for  managing  affairs  in  Jamaica  and  the  Weft  Indies.  (Interregnum.  Entry  Book, 
vol.  cv,  pp.  253-4. — S.P.  Colonial,  vol.  xiii.  No.  7.)  Upon  his  death,  the  Admiralty 
Committee  diredled  the  Navy  Commiftloners  and  Treafurer,  30th  November,  1658, 
“ to  call  the  executors  of  the  late  Capt.  Thos.  Alderne  before  them,  and  to  require 
an  account  of  the  difburfements  of  the  money  imprefted  to  him  for  buying  provi- 
fions  for  the  land  forces  at  Jamaica,  befides  what  he  received  for  making  provifion 
for  the  fleet  as  Victualler  of  the  Navy,  and  to  audit  the  fame  with  all  fpeed.  {Ihid.y 
vol.  195,  (163).) 

He  owned  the  manor  of  Monington  Straddle,  the  farms  called  Old  Hall  [or 
Hill],  and  Hunderton,  in  parifhes  of  Vowchurch,  Madley,  and  Clehonger,  co. 
Hereford,  and  houfes  in  the  city  of  Hereford,  and  in  Capel  Court,  Bartholomew 
Lane,  near  R.  Exchange,  London;  a moiety  of  the  Manor  of  Orgarfwick,  Kent 
(which  he  releafed  to  his  brother  Edward,  D.C.L.,  of  Hereford,  19th  April,  1656), 
and  his  part  of  a fawmill  with  lands  and  appurtenances,  which  he  had  purchafed  in 
New  England,  jointly  with  Col.  Beale. 

He  was  buried  at  Hackney,  from  Dalfton,  9th  April,  1657,  as  Captain  Thomas 
Alderne.  His  lengthy  will,  21ft  April,  1656,  was  proved  20th  June,  1657,  by  his 
widow  (218  Ruthen,  P.C.C.).  He  mentions,  among  others,  his  brother  and  After 
Clarke,^  his  After  Greene,  and  her  daughters  Frances  and  Elner,  and  her  fon  John 
Greene  (an  executor) ; his  couAn  Francis  Griffith,  citizen  and  Afhmonger  of  London, 
and  his  couAn  Martha  Dryden  and  her  children  (to  be  referred  to  prefently). 
Overfeers  of  his  will,  his  honoured  friend,  Major-General  Difberowe,  and  Edward 
Alderne,  Dodtor  of  Laws,  and  his  couAn,  Francis  Griffith. 

He  married  at  St.  Helen’s,  Bifhopfgate,  nth  April,  1648,  Dorothy,  daughter 
of  Col.  Owen  Rowe  (a  member  of  the  Court  which  tried  King  Charles  I,  and  one 
of  thofe  who  Agned  the  death  warrant),  by  Dorothy,  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  of 
. . . Hodges  of  Briftow.  “ Mrs.  Dorothy  Alderne,”  from  Dalfton,  was  buried  at 
Hackney,  7th  September,  1658.  Adminiftration  of  her  eftate  was  granted  to  her 
fon  Thomas,  26th  November,  1679.  (P.C.C.) 


' “ Brother  Clarke  ” is  apparently  Clement  Clarke,  the  Royalift,  whofe  fequeftration  was  taken 
off  about  1646,  at  the  defire  of  Capt.  Daniel  Alderne.  He  was  fon  of  James  Clarke,  of  Hereford  (will 
6th  February,  1639,  adminiftered  3rd  March,  1640,  by  Thomas  Alderne,  efq.,  “curator  ad  lites,” 
during  the  minority  of  Clement,  who  himfelf  proved  the  will,  i8th  June,  1642,  as  executor, 
38  Evelyn,  P.C.C. ).  James  Clarke  was  fon  of  Thomas  Clarke,  of  Hereford. 
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Thomas  Alderne,  of  Dalfton,  had  ifTue  four  children: 

a.  Thomas  Alderne,  to  be  mentioned  prefently. 

b.  Owen  Alderne,  who  was  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  the  city  of  Hereford, 
as  “Owen  Alderne,  gen.,”  ift  Odober,  1697,  “tempore  Thome  Alderne  maior’.” 
He  appears  as  an  Enfign  in  Maj.-Gen.  Tidcomb’s  Regt.  of  Foot,  Irilh  Eftablilh- 
ment,  1702-6.  {Englijh  Army  Lifts^  by  Chas.  Dalton,  vol.  v,  p.  253.) 

c.  Edward  Alderne,  whofe  will,  as  “of  London,  gent,”  15th  March,  1672, 
was  proved  loth  December,  1674,  by  his  brother,  Owen  Alderne.  (141  Bunce, 
P.C.C.)  He  divides  all  his  eftate  between  his  brother  Owen  and  his  filler  Dorothy. 

d.  Dorothy  Alderne.  She  was  married  to  Chriftopher  Guife,  born  3rd,  bap- 
tifed  13th  Auguft,  1656,  Attorney  of  King’s  Bench,  27th  Odober,  1682,  died  in 
Barbadoes;  fon  of  John  Guife  of  Sandhurft,  co.  Gloucefter. 

Thomas  Alderne,  (a.)  already  mentioned,  was  baptifed  at  St.  Stephen’s,  Cole- 
man Street,  17th  November,  1649.  He  was  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  Hereford 
30th  May,  1689,  and  eleded  Mayor  of  that  city  1696.  He  was  Alderman  of 
Hereford  and  Cuftos  of  St.  Giles’s  Hofpital,  and  dying  3rd  Odober,  1717,  aged 
68,  then  being  of  St.  Owen’s  parilh,  direded  his  burial  to  be  made  “in  the  Weft- 
phalin’s  Me  in  the  Cathedrall  Church  as  near  to  Dr.  Harford  as  conveniently  may 
be,”  and  Mr.  Rodd  to  preach  his  funeral  fermon.  His  will,  21ft  September,  was 
proved  15th  Odober,  1717,  by  his  fon,  Thomas  Alderne.  (Deanery  Court,  Here- 
ford.) He  mentions  his  “cozen  Jonah  Taylor.”  His  name  appears  in  the  rate- 
books of  St.  Peter’s  Parilh,  1695-1715. 

His  monument,  removed  from  its  original  pofition  in  the  Cathedral,  on  the  weft, 
wall  of  the  great  North  Tranfept,  St.  Catherine’s  Aille  (Duncumb,  vol.  i,  p.  574), 
is  now  on  the  wall  of  the  Eaft  Walk  of  the  Cloifters,  and  bears  the  following 
infcription:

Above  the  infcription  is  a Ihield  with  four  coats  in  pale,  given  by  Duncumb, 
but  now  obliterated: 
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1.  Gules,  three  garbs  argent  banded  fable.  Alderne. 

2.  Argent,  a chevron  between  three  hawks’  heads  erafed  azure.  Honywood. 

3.  Gules,  feven  lozenges  conjoined  vair,  on  a canton  or  a mullet  pierced  fable. 
Guije. 

4.  Vert,  a chevron  or,  guttee  de  poix,  between  three  ducal  coronets  of  the 
fecond.  Aujiin. 

The  whole  is  furmounted  with  helmet  and  creft, — a garb. 

Thomas  Alderne  thrice  married;  firji^  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward 
Honywood,  Baronet,  of  Evington,  Kent,  12th  June,  1673,  at  Weftminfter  Abbey. 
She  may  be  the  perfon  buried  at  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  2nd  July,  1674,  as  “ — 
alder,  woman”  (Chefter’s  Weft.  Abb.  reg.)-.,  Jecondly^  Mary,  daughter  of  John 
Guife  of  Abbotfcourt,  co.  Glouc,,  brother  of  Sir  Chriftopher  Guife,  Baronet,  of 
Elmore.  She  was  born  at  Sandhurft,  co.  Glouc.,  i8th  January,  and  baptifed  30th 
January,  1657.  In  his  marriage  licence  (Vicar  General),  nth  Auguft,  1675,  he  is 
defcribed  as  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  citizen  and  draper  of  London,  widower, 
aged  about  25;  thirdly ^ Mary,  daughter  of  . . . Auftin,  and  widow  of  Henry 
Dry  den  of  London.  She  had  been  married  to  her  firft  hufband  20th  January, 
1669-70,  at  St.  Bartholomew  the  Great,  London,  and  adminiftered  to  his  eftate, 
26th  Odlober,  1678,  he  being  then  defcribed  as  late  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields, 
deceafed.  She  was  buried  in  the  Cloifter  Garth,  Hereford  Cathedral,  23rd  February, 
1698-9  (burial  regiftered  at  St.  Peter’s),  and  her  grave  is  marked  with  a ftone 
infcribed; 

Here  lyeth  [interred]  the  | body  of  Mary  the  wife  of  | Thomas  Alderne  of  this 
City  | Gen.  who  departed  this  life  | on  the  20  day  of  February  1699. 

Thomas  Alderne  and  Mary,  nh  Auftin,  had  iflue: 

1.  Mary  Alderne,  baptifed  26th  October,  1681,  at  St.  John  Baptift’s, 
Hereford. 

2.  Penelope  Alderne,  baptifed  29th  January,  1682,  at  All  Saints’,  Hereford. 

3.  Thomas  Alderne,  baptifed  i8th  December,  1684,  at  All  Saints’,  Here- 
ford. His  will,  as  of  the  Middle  Temple,  gentleman,  17th  December,  1732, 
was  proved  8th  January,  1732-3,  by  his  brother  Edward  (i  Price,  P.C.C.). 
He  mentions  only  his  nephew,  Alderne  Mayo,  and  his  brother,  Edward 
Alderne. 

4.  Edward  Alderne,  baptifed  15th  May,  1686,  at  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford. 
Admitted  to  the  Freedom  of  Hereford,  as  Apothecary,  31ft  May,  1709.  His  will, 
as  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Holborn,  14th  January,  proved  24th  January,  1744-5 
(i  Seymer,  P.C.C.),  mentions  his  coufin,  Mary  Burges,  his  brother-in-law  and 
executor,  Humphry  Child,  and  his  wife,  already  deceafed. 

5.  Anne  Alderne,  baptifed  24th  November,  1687,  at  St.  Peter’s,  who  was 
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married  to  Charles  Mayo,  7th  May,  1710,  and  buried  loth  Odober,  1713.  See 
ante^  p.  256. 

6.  Mary  Alderne,  baptifed  9th  May,  1689,  at  St.  Peter’s. 

He  NRY  Dryden,  of  London,  previoufly  mentioned,  was  a coufin  of  Thomas 
Alderne.  His  father  was  Jonathan  Dryden  (fon  of  Nicholas  Dryden  of  Moreton 
Pinckney,  co.  Northampton,  and  Mary,  nee  Emyly,  his  wife,  and  brother  of 
Elizabeth  Dryden,  wife  of  Thomas  Swift,  Vicar  of  Goodrich,  grandfather  of 
Jonathan  Swift,  D.D.,  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin),  born  i6oi.  Prebendary  of 
Withington  Parva,  in  Hereford  Cathedral,  26th  Auguft,  1627,  to  circa  1638; 
Vicar  of  St.  John  Bapt,  Hereford;  Redor  of  St.  Owen’s,  Hereford,  1635-40; 
Redor  of  Whitney,  co.  Hereford,  6th  April,  1640;  received  the  profits  of  the 
Vicarage  of  Goodrich,  fequeftered  into  his  hands  5th  July,  1646,  till  the  following 
Chriftmas,  to  fee  that  the  cure  was  duly  officiated  (Walker’s  Sufferings  of  the 
Clergy y pt.  ii.,  p.  363);  Vicar  of  Camberwell,  Surrey,  1650,  till  his  death.  Will, 
24th  November,  1653,  proved  by  his  widow,  loth  February,  1653-4  (304  Alehin, 
P.C.C.). 

He  married  at  St.  Owen’s,  Hereford,  7th  February,  1627-8,  “Martha 
Vaughan,  daughter  of  Elinor  Vaughan,  widow.”  If  this  Elinor  was  the  daughter 
of  Roger  Alderne  of  Hereford  (fee  ante^  p.  409),  the  relationffiip  to  Thomas 
Alderne  of  Dalfton,  who  in  his  will  fpeaks  of  “ my  Cozen  Martha  Dryden,”  would 
be  apparent.  Adminiftration  of  the  eftate  of  Martha  Dryden,  late  of  St.  Sepulchre’s, 
London,  widow,  was  granted  30th  September,  1685,  to  Conftance  Cleave  alias 
Dryden,  wife  of  Ifaac  Cleave,  her  daughter  and  next  of  kin. 

Jonathan  Dryden  had  iffue, 

1.  Martha  Dryden.  She  was  confirmed  by  the  Bifhop  of  Hereford,  22nd 
Sept.,  1635,  apparently  at  or  near  the  age  of  feven  years.  (Reg.  of  St.  John  Bapt., 
Hereford.)  She  married  William  Karver  of  Buttas  in  King’s  Pyon,  co.  Hereford, 
gent.,  whofe  nuncupative  will,  dated  the  Saturday  before  Shrove  Tuefday,  1650, 
was  proved  14th  Sept.,  1653.  (21 1 Brent,  P.C.C.).  She  furvived  him,  and  her  will, 
20th  Aug.,  1652,  was  proved  by  her  father,  13th  May,  1653.  (235  Brent,  P.C.C.). 

2.  Mary  Dryden,  baptifed  17th  Feb.,  1630-1,  at  St.  John  Bapt.,  Hereford. 
Called  eldeft  (furviving)  daughter  in  her  father’s  will. 

3.  Elizabeth  Dryden,  baptifed  24th  Feb.,  1632-3,  at  St.  John  Bapt.,  buried 
the  fame  day  at  St.  Nicholas’,  Hereford. 

4.  Frances  Dryden,  baptifed  7th  January,  1634-5,  at  St.  John  Bapt.  Men- 
tioned in  the  will  of  Thomas  Alderne  of  Dalfton. 

5.  Constance  Dryden,  termed  youngeft  daughter  by  her  father  in  his  will. 
She  married  Ifaac  Cleave,  and  adminiftered  to  her  mother’s  eftate  in  1685.  The 
will  of  Ifaac  Cleave,  of  St.  Dunftan’s  in  the  Weft,  London,  9th  June,  was  proved 
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aift  061.,  1715,  by  Thomas  Cleave,  his  brother.  (188  Fagg,  P.C.C.).  Shefurvived 
him,  and  her  will,  28th  Jany.,  17 1 5,  was  proved  28th  Feb.,  1716-7,  by  her  daughter 
Alice  Feering.  (27  Whitfield,  P.C.C.). 

6.  Jonathan  Drvden,  baptifed  24th  March,  1 637-8,  at  St.  Owen’s,  Hereford. 
Educated  at  Weftminfter  School;  Fellow  of  Trinity  Coll.,  Cambridge;  Re6lor  of 
Scrayingham,  co.  York;  Preb.  of  Botevant,  York,  8th  June,  1682-5,  Preb.  of 
Fridaythorpe,  31ft  061.,  1685,  till  his  death,  25th  Nov.,  1702,  aged  63.  Buried  in 
York  Minfter. 

7.  Robert  Dryden,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Thomas  Alderne,  of  Dalfton. 

8.  Henry  Dryden.  He  married  at  St.  Bartholomew  the  Great,  London, 
20th  Jany.,  1669-70,  Mary  Auftin,  who  adminiftered  to  his  eftate  26th  061., 
1678,  he  being  then  late  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  deceafed.  His  widow 
married  fubfequently  Thomas  Alderne,  of  Hereford. 


ARNOLD. 

Samuel  Arnold,  fon  of  Thomas  Arnold,  of  Weftminfter,  born  loth  Auguft, 
1740,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  28th  June,  1773,  aged  33,  from  Magdalen  College; 
became  Bachelor  and  Do6lor  of  Mufic,  5th  July,  1773;  Organift  of  Weftminfter 
Abbey,  1793;  and  died  22nd  06lober,  at  his  houfe,  22,  Duke  St.,  St.  Margaret’s, 
Weftminfter,  and  was  buried  in  the  North  Aifle  of  the  Abbey,  29th  06lober, 
1802,  aged  62.  He  married,  being  then  of  St.  Pancras’,  London,  7th  February, 
1771,  at  Chefhunt  Church,  Herts,  Mary-Anne,  only  daughter  of  Archibald  Napier, 
D.M.,  of  Chelhunt.  Dr.  Napier  was  born  6th  February,  1715,  and  died  at 
Chelhunt,  22nd  Auguft,  1775;  will,  24th  Sept.,  1774,  proved  5th  Sept.,  1775. 
(352  Alexander,  P.C.C.).  Defcended  from  John  Napier,  of  Merchifton,  the  in- 
ventor of  logarithms.  Mrs.  Arnold  adminiftered  to  her  hufiband’s  eftate,  6th 
December,  1802,  and  her  fon,  Samuel-James  Arnold,  further  adminiftered  (his 
mother  being  then  dead),  31ft  December,  1812.  Dr.  Arnold  had  iflue,  befides 
Marianne  Arnold,  born  28th  April,  1777,  and  married  17th  May,  1803,  to 
William  Ayrton,  F.R.S.,  F.S.A.,  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Royal 
Inftitution  and  of  the  Athenaeum  Club,  born  in  London,  1777,  who  died  in  Bridge 
Street,  Weftminfter,  8th  March,  1858  (fecond  fon  of  Edmund  Ayrton,  Mus.  Doc., 
Cantab.,  1784,  who  died  22nd  May,  1808)  ; and 

Caroline-Margaret  Arnold,  born  13th  06tober,  1778,  who  died  13th 
December,  1795,  and  was  buried  in  the  Weft  Cloifter  of  Weftminfter  Abbey,  20th 
December,  aged  17  years  and  2 months;  a fon, 

Samuel-James  Arnold,  J.P.  for  Middlefex,  F.R.S.,  dramatift  and  proprietor 
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of  the  Englifti  Opera  Houfe,  born  5th  December,  1774.  He  refided  at  3 1,  Golden 
Square,  London,  and  at  the  Limes,  Stanmore,  and  died  at  Walton-on-Thames, 
1 6th  Auguft,  1852,  where  he  was  buried. 

He  married,  i8th  May,  1802,  at  St.  Margaret’s,  Weftminfter,  Matilda-Caroline, 
daughter  of  Henry-James  Pye,  M.A.,  D.C.L.,  of  Faringdon,  Berks,  M.P.  for  co. 
Berks,  1784-90,  and  Poet-Laureate  (by  Mary,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Col.  William 
Hook),  She  was  born  i8th  November,  1775,  and  dying  29th  January,  1861,  was 
buried  at  Walton-on-Thames.  They  had  iflue, 

I.  Thomas-James  Arnold,  born  6th  July,  1803;  admitted  to  Lincoln’s  Inn, 
13th  November,  1824;  called  to  the  Bar,  24th  November,  1829;  Magiftrate  at 
Worfhip  Street,  London,  27th  January,  1847,  and  at  Weftminfter,  1851.  He 
refided  at  i,  Greville  Place,  St.  John’s  Wood,  and  died  19th  May,  1877,  being 
then  Senior  Police  Magiftrate  in  London,  and  was  buried  at  Kenfal  Green 
Cemetery. 

He  married,  firji^  15th  December,  1832,  at  St.  George’s,  Hanover  Square, 
Emily- Frances,  daughter  of  Francis  Couft;  and  Jecondly^  12th  September,  1867,  at 
St.  Marylebone  Church,  Prudentia-Sarah-Jefferfon,  only  child  of  Thomas-Jefferfon 
Hogg,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  Barrifter-at-Law,  and  of  Norton,  near  Stockton-on- 
Tees,  and  of  Clifton  Road,  St.  John’s  Wood,  and  Jane,  his  wife,  widow  of  Capt. 
Edward-Elliker  Williams  (who  was  drowned  with  Shelley,  the  poet),  and  daughter 
of  General  Cleveland. 

II.  Jessica-Matilda  Arnold,  born  20th  January,  1808,  died  4th  July,  1866, 
and  buried  at  Skipton,  Yorklhire.  She  was  twice  married:  firjl^  to  Herbert  Mayo, 
D.M.,  F.R.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  24th  July,  1826,  at  St.  George’s,  Hanover  Square,  who 
died  at  Bad-Weilbach,  15th  Auguft,  1852  (fee  ante^  p.  352) ; ift  January, 
1853,  at  St.  Marylebone  Church,  London,  to  James-John  Lonfdale,  admitted  to 
Lincoln’s  Inn,  24th  November,  1831;  Barrifter-at-Law;  Recorder  of  Folkeftone, 
and  Judge  of  Weft  Kent  County  Court;  D.L.  and  J.P.  for  Kent;  died  nth 
November,  1886,  in  his  76th  year,  at  The  Cottage,  Sandgate,  and  was  buried  at 
Folkeftone  (fon  of  James  Lonfdale,  artift,  of  Berners  Street,  London,  born  i6th 
May,  1777,  died  17th  January,  1839.  See  ante^  pp.  326,  333  and  350). 

Judge  Lonfdale  married,  fecondly,  31ft  Auguft,  1878,  at  St.  Matthias’,  Rich- 
mond, Prudentia-Sarah-JefFerfon,  widow  of  Thomas-James  Arnold,  above  men- 
tioned.

Barrifter-at-law,  Lincoln’s  Inn;  eldeft  Ton  of  Sir  John-Gardner-Dillman  Engle- 
heart, M.A.,  K.C.B.,  Barrifter-at-law,  of  28,  Curzon  Street,  clerk  to  the  Council 
of  the  Duchy  of  Lancafter,  and  now  a member  of  it.

1758,  I Hutton,  P.C.C.),  had  iflue  by  Ann,  his  fecond  wife  (died  31ft  May,  buried 
5th  June,  1733,  aged  54),  John,  baptifed  12th  April,  1703;  Peter,  4th  April, 
1704;  Thomas,  6th  November,  1705  (buried  at  Mortlake  before  July,  1767); 
Ann,  19th  November,  1707,  apparently  wife  of  Richard  Holloway,  of  Maidftone; 
William,  29th  April,  1709  (died  20th  December,  1767,  aged  54,  M.I.)  ; Elizabeth, 
14th  March,  1711,  buried  3rd  July,  1714;  Elizabeth,  i5thO(ftober,  1714;  and 
Henry,  19th  Otftober,  1720.  There  was  alfo  a daughter,  Frances,  wife  of  Jofeph 
Charlton,  of  Lewi  (ham.  See  will  of  Edward  Athawes,  1767.

He  had  iflue  by  Mary,  his  wife  (who 
died  at  Mortlake,  23rd  July,  1794,  aged  91,  devifing  lands  called  Little  Cooks  and 
Bartletts  in  Cold  Norton,  and  Farmbridge,  Eflex,  by  will,  29th  Auguft,  1786, 
proved  15th  Auguft,  1794, 402  Holman,  P.C.C.),  Jane  and  Peter,  who  died  young, 
and  were  buried  at  Mortlake;  and  feven  others,  viz.,  Samuel,  to  be  mentioned 
prefently;  Edward,  of  Cordwainers’  Hall,  London,  efq.,  died  19th  May,  will, 
1 8th  May,  proved  by  John  Millard,  gent.,  of  Baldwin’s  Court,  London,  27th  May, 
1796  (233  Harris,  P.C.C.),  owned  melTuage  and  lands  in  Boxley,  a fliare  of 
Mailing  Woods  (one  hundred  acres),  and  a houfe,  etc.,  at  Mortlake  and  Eaft  Sheen; 
Thomas;  Mary,  died  at  Barnes  Green,  Surrey,  26th  March,  1817,  aged  88; 
Elizabeth,  died  at  Putney,  24th  December,  1819,  aged  88;  Katherine,  married 
to  Edwyn  Sandys,  and  Frances,  the  wife  of  . . . Travis. 

Samuel  Athawes,  laft  mentioned,of  Kingfbridge,in  Swallowfield,  Berks,  and  Med- 
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menham,  Bucks,  fold  his  large  eftates  in  Virginia,  and  purchafed  lands  in  this  country, 
and  died  at  Kingfbridge  Cottage,  20th  May,  1822,  aged  8 8.  He  married,  and  had  iflue 
an  only  fon,  Samuel  (admitted  to  Lincoln’s  Inn,  4th  November,  1786 ; mentioned  in 
his  grandmother’s  will),  who  predeceafed  him.  By  his  will,  2ift06lober,  18 17,  proved 
8th  June,  1822,  by  Sir  George-Sowley  Holroyd,  Knight,  Juftice,  K.B.,  John 
Sanders,  of  Eaft  Sheen,  efq.,  and  Jofeph  Beevers,  truftees  and  executors  (294, 
Herfchell,  P.C.C.),  he  devifed  his  manors  and  lands  in  London,  Wilts,  Berks,  Bucks, 
Eflex,  and  Kent,  after  the  payment  of  certain  annuities,  to  John  Athawes,  fecond 
fon  of  his  coufin,  Samuel,  with  various  contingent  remainders,  under  the  condition 
that  whoever  fucceeded  to  the  eftates  fhould  aflume  the  name  and  arms  of 
Athawes.  1

A more  complete  account  of  the  family  of  Beresford  will  be  found  in  Burke’s

his  firft  wife,  Anne-Conftantia,  daughter  of  General  Count  de  Ligondes,  of  the 
Houfe  of  Ligondes  of  Auvergne  in  France,  and  had  iftue  a fecond  fon, 

George  de-la-Poer-Beresford,  Lord  Bilhop  of  Kilmore  and  Ardagh,  born 
19th  July,  1765;  died  i6th  Odober,  1841.  He  married  in  1794,  Frances, 
daughter  of  Gervais-Parker  Bufhe  of  Kilfaine,  M.P.  for  Kilkenny,  and  had  iflue 
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John  de-la-Poer-Beresford,  born  April,  1796,  Colonial  Secretary  of  the 
Ifland  of  St.  Vincent.  He  married  6th  May,  1822,  Harriet-Eliza,  eldeft  daughter 
of  the  Hon.  William  Wylly,  Chief  Juftice  of  St.  Vincent,  and  died  i6th  Septem- 
ber, 1856.

BETHELL. 

Herefordfhire  is  the  locality  from  whence  have  been  derived  many  families  of 
this  name,  and  Maidenhead  in  Pencomb,  Newchurch  in  Kinnerfley,  Maunfell, 
Burghill,  Wellington,  and  other  parilhes  in  the  county,  have  nouriftied  ofFfhoots 
from  the  parent  ftock,  probably  defcended  from  Ithel  Vaughan,  of  co.  Flint. 
Blanch  Parry,  who  came  from  Newton,  near  Kinnerfley,  Herefordfhire,  one  of  the 
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Bethell. 


Gentlewomen  of  the  Queen’s  Privy  Chamber,  left  by  will  In  1589  (16  Drury, 
P.C.C.)  all  her  Letters  Patent  of  the  Manor  of  Rife,  Yorklhire,  which  Ihe 
obtained  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  her  executors,  Francis  Vaughan,  nephew,  and 
Hugh  Bethell,  gent,  (afterwards  Sir  Hugh,  of  Ellerton,  lent.),  and  Vaughan  con- 
veyed his  intereft  to  his  co-executor,  24th  June,  1591,  from  whom  the  property 
pafled  to  the  latter’s  brother,  Roger  Bethell.  The  prefent  owner  of  Rife,  and 
Chriftopher  Bethell,  D.D.,  Bifhop  of  Gloucefter  and  Briftol,  and  fubfequently  of 
Bangor,  who  died  in  1859,  eighty-fix,  are  defeended  from  Richard  Bethell, 
buried  at  Burghill,  6th  September,  1663.  The  Wilts  and  Somerfet  branch,  to 
which  belonged  Richard  Bethell,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  created  Lord  Weflbury  in 
1861,  are  alfo  believed  to  have  a Herefordlhire  origin.  The  arms  of  Bethelly  when 
borne  without  difference,  are  Argent,  a chevron  between  three  boars’  heads  couped 
fable.  The  following  pedigree  begins  with 

William  Bethell,  admitted  to  the  Freedom  of  Hereford,  7th  September, 

1682,  who  refided  in  St.  John  Baptift’s  parifh,  and  afterwards  in  St.  Peter’s,  whence 
he  removed  about  the  year  1705.  He  married,  at  St.  John’s,  Hereford, 
13th  Augufi:,  1682,  Mary  Powell,  widow,  who  was  buried  there  14th  July,  1685, 
having  had  iffue  one  child,  William  Bethell,  born  15th,  baptifed  21ft  Odtober, 

1683,  at  St.John’s.  He  fecondly^  at  St.  John’s,  ift  June,  1686,  Jane 

Seaborne,  both  being  then  of  that  parifh.  She  appears  to  have  been  buried  at 
St.  Peter’s,  iith  January,  1703-4.  They  had  iffue 

I.  Samuel  Bethell,  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  2nd  November,  1687. 

II.  Jane  Bethell,  baptifed  (as  were  the  reft)  at  St.  Peter’s,  15th  Odlober,

Samuel  Bethell  (I),  already  mentioned,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Brafe- 
nofe  College,  28th  March,  1705,  aged  feventeen;  B.A.,  23rd  June,  1709;  admitted 
to  the  Freedom  of  Hereford,  29th  March,  1708;  and  ordained  Prieft  in  the  chapel 
of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Palatium^  Hereford,  23rd  December,  17  ii,  and 

licenfed  to  the  cure  of  Madeley.  On  26th  September,  1716,  he  was  licenfed  as 
P.  C.  of  Ballingham,  near  Rofs,  now  a Redory,  where  he  has  written  the  following 
memorandum  in  the  Regifter:

In  1730  his  handwriting  ceafes,  and  on  8th  March,  in  that  year,  he  was 
inftituted  to  the  Redtory  of  Dinedor,  on  prefentation  of  the  Duke  of  Beaufort, 
where  he  died  9th  November,  and  was  buried  13th  November,  1766,  aged  80 
years.  His  will,  20th  December,  1743,  was  proved  7th  December,  1766.  (444

Her  will,  8th  January,  1773, 
proved  24th  September,  1776,  by  her  daughter  Dorothy.  (382  Bellas,  P.C.C.). 
She  had  iflue  two  daughters,

Buried  at  Dinedor.  Will  proved  1821.  (314  Mansfield,  P.C.C.). 

Died  29th 
May,  1816,  aged  86,  unm.  Buried  at  Dinedor.  They  lived  in  Hereford  after  their 
father’s  death. 

Samuel  Bethell  (i)  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Wadham  College,  26th 
April,  1738,  aged  17;  B.A.  19th  June,  1742;  was  ordained  Deacon  by  the  Bilhop 
of  Hereford  25th  Sept.,  1743,  and  licenfed  to  the  Curacy  of  Dindor,  and  Priell 
by  the  Bilhop  of  Worceller  9th  June,  1746;  Redor  of  St.  Nicholas’,  Hereford, 
3 ill  December,  1757,  on  prefentation  of  the  King;  admitted  to  the  Freedom  of 
Hereford  12th  March,  1761;  Penlioner  of  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  3rd 
July,  1761,  and  M.A.  the  fame  year;  Redlor  of  Stretton  Sugwas,  Herefordlhire, 
23rd  February,  1766,  on  prefentation  of  Guy’s  Hofpital;  Chaplain  to  John,  Lord 
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Sundridge,  when  he  received  a difpenfation  from  the  Abp.  of  Canterbury  to 
hold  two  livings  together.  (See  AdmiJJions  to  St.  John’s  Coll..,  Cambridge^  part  iii, 
p.  675.)  He  died  25th  May,  1777,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Owen’s,  Hereford, 
the  day  following.  “ On  Sunday  laft  died,  much  regretted,  at  his  houfe  in  this 
city,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bethell,  by  whofe  death  the  Redtories  of  St.  Nicholas’  and 
Stretton  are  become  vacant.”  {Hereford  Journal.,  Thurfday,  29th  May,  1777). 
His  will,  3rd  June,  1755  (witnefles,  Cath:  Mayo,  Gertrude  Wynn,  and  Jno.  Shaw), 
was  proved  in  the  Diocefan  Court,  Hereford,  25th  June,  1777,  by  his  widow  and 
executrix. 

He  married  by  licence,  at  St.  Owen’s,  Hereford,  26th  May,  1755,  Susanna, 
daughter  of  Charles  Mayo,  being  then  defcribed  as  “ Rev.  Mr  Samuel  Bethell,  of 
Dinedor.”  See  ante,  page  259.  Charles  Mayo  (fon  of  Charles  Mayo,  R.  of  Canon 
Frome),  writing  from  London,  i8th  July,  1804,  to  Charles  Mayo,  R.  of  Beeching- 
ftoke,  fays,  “ Pray  ftand  in  Bethell’s  fhoes,  and  be  my  fecond  mentor.  His  mother 
and  lifter  are  about  to  relide  at  Cuckfield,  but  my  coufin  will  return  to  two  old 
kind-hearted  aunts,”  Dorothy  and  Mary  Bethell,  “at  Hereford  on  the  death  of  her 
mother.  I will  at  fome  time  or  other  Ihew  her  Stoke;  Ihe  already  knows  Lucy,  or 
that  would  be  a very  great  inducement.”  Mrs.  Bethell  was  not,  however,  buried  at 
Cuckfield,  but  at  Clayton,  13th  Odlober,  1804,  aged  85,  having  died  on  8th  0(fto- 
ber  previous.  Her  will,  7th  January,  1790,  codicil,  ift  April,  1804,  was  proved 
by  her  daughter  22nd  December,  1804.  (808  Hefeltine,  P.C.C.)  She  had  an 

eftate  at  Little  Dewchurch,  Herefordlhire.  She  had  ilTue 

i.  Samuel  Bethell,  the  third  of  that  name,  baptifed  8th  January,  1756,  at  St. 
Owen’s,  Hereford;  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Brafenofe  College,  17th  March, 
1774,  aged  i8;  B.A.,  loth  October,  1777;  M.A.,  28th  June,  1780;  Fellow  on 
the  Elton  Foundation,  as  Founder’s  kin,  1782-95;  Ledturer  at  St.  George’s,  Middle- 
fex,  1784-96;  Redlor  of  Clayton  cum  Keymer,  Suflex,  9th  November,  1793.  He 
was  truftee  of  the  marriage  fettlement  of  Charles  Mayo,  B.D.,  of  Chelhunt,  1801. 
See  ante,  page  301.  He  died  5th  April,  1803,  aged  47,  and  was  buried  9th  April, 
at  Clayton,  and  admon.  was  granted  to  his  fifter,  20th  April,  1803,  P.C.C.

Richard  Bill,  the  firft;  owner  of  Farley  Hall,  StafFordfhire,  fettled  there  in 
1607  from  Norbury  in  the  county  of  Derby,  and  having  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Robert  Shenton,  an  heirefs,  had  ifTue  Robert  Bill,  who  died  in  1710, 
aged  85.  Richard  Bill,  of  Alton  Lodge  and  Farley  Hall,  eldeft  fon  of  the  laft 
named,  married  Hannah  Morris,  and  dying  in  1716  left  a fon,  Robert  Bill,  who 
had  iflue  by  his  wife  Lydia,  who  died  22nd  February,  1751,  daughter  of  Robert 
Hurft  of  Cheadle  Grange,  a fon,  John  Bill,  Reftor  of  Draycott,  who  married 
Mary  Harrifon,  co-heirefs  of  Dilhorn  Hall,  StafFordfhire.  She  died  29th  December, 
1801,  and  her  hufband  2nd  May,  1806,  aged  80  years,  leaving  two  fons,  the  elder 
being  Robert  Bill,  who  married  Dorothy,  daughter  and  co-heirefs  of  William 
Horsfall,  of  Storthes  Hall,  Yorkfhire,  and  died  7th  January,  1806.  His  fon, 
Charles  Horsfall  Bill,  of  Storthes  Hall,  married  Emma,  daughter  of  Richard 
Wainman,  and  dying  in  1863  left,  with  other  iffue,  a fon,  Charles  Horsfall  Bill, 
of  Storthes  Hall,  and  of  the  Priory,  Tetbury,  J.P.  for  Wilts  and  Gloucefterfhire, 
who  married  in  1841  Anna-Maria,  daughter  of  General  Middleton. 

The  fecond  fon  of  John  Bill,  Reftor  of  Draycott,  was 

John  Bill,  D.M.,  in  pradlice  at  Manchefter,  born  1758,  died  1848;  who 
married  Efther  Grundy,  died  7th  December,  1 833,  of  Lyme  Field,  Bury,  Lancafhire, 
and  had  ifTue 

I.  Mary  Bill,  married  at  Alton,  StafFordfhire,  22nd  May,  1823,  to  Edward

Charles  Bill,  of  Farley  Hall,  born  8th  January,  1843,  educated  at  Eton,  and 
Univerfity  College,  Oxford,  M.A.  1869,  called  to  the  Bar,  Lincoln’s  Inn,  1868, 
J.P.  for  Staffordftiire  and  Alderman  of  the  County  Council,  M.P.  for  the  Leek 
Divifion  of  Staffordfhire,  1892-1904,  Hon.  Col.  4th  North  StafFordfhire  Regt.,  Lord 
of  the  Manor  of  Cheadle  Grange.  He  married  in  1870,  Helen-Margaret-Hepburn, 
daughter  of  Lieut.-Col,  Fitz-Herbert,  of  Somerfal  Herbert,  Derbyfhire,  and  has 
iflue  Charles-Fitz-Herbert  Bill,  born  13th  July,  1872,  John-Hugo-Hepburn 
Bill,  born  24th  Nov.,  1877,  and  Ida-Helen-de-la-Martelliere.

BOKENHAM. 

Thomas  Bokenham,  of  Wortham,  Norfolk,  in  his  will,  13th  Feby.,  proved 
17th  April,  1559  (Bury  Reg.),  mentions  his  fons  Henry,  Thomas,  William  and 
John.  He  appears  to  be  identical  with  Thomas  Bokenham  of  Wortham,  who 
occurs  in  the  will  of  Dr.  William  Bokenham  (May,  1536),  Recftor  of  St.  Michael 
Coflany,  Norwich,  and  previoufly  Mafter  of  Gonville  Hall,  Cambridge.  This 
William  was  brother  of  George  Bokenham  of  Snetterton,  Norfolk,  and  Livermere, 
Suffolk,  head  of  the  main  branch  of  the  Bokenham  family  at  the  time. 

Henry  Bokenham,  of  Wortham,  fon  of  the  above,  in  his  will,  23rd  Auguft, 
proved  25th  Sept.,  1568  (Norwich  Cons.  Court)  mentions  his  fons  William,  Thomas 
and  John,  and  orders  them  to  be  brought  up  in  “ grammar  flcole  and  larninge.”  Of 
thefe  appears  to  have  been  the 

William  Bokenham,  of  Yoxford,  Suffolk,  gentleman,  buried  there  3rd  July, 
1632,  who  by  his  will,  22nd  June,  proved  26th  July,  1632,  at  Ipfwich,  by  Abrahe, 
his  widow  and  executrix,  devifed  property  at  Alderton,  Middleton,  Fordley, 
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Darfham  and  Saxmundham,  and  a water-mill  at  Leyfton,  Suffolk,  and  left,  with 
other  iffue,  an  eldeft  fon, 

William  Bokenham,  of  Yoxford,  baptifed  3rd  March,  1602,  married  26th  Aug. 
1628,  and  buried  3rd  March,  1671-2,  leaving  by  his  will,  witneffed  14th  March, 
1671,  and  now  at  Ipfwich,  lands  at  Middleton  and  Fordley.  His  wife  was  Dorothy, 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  John  Cooke,  junr.,  of  Yoxford,  born  1606,  buried  29th 
Nov.,  1672.  Will  dated  and  proved  22nd  Nov.,  1672,  at  Ipfwich. 

William  Bokenham,  their  fon,  of  Yoxford,  baptifed  23rd  January,  1631-2, 
buried  13th  March,  1671,  married  Matilda  . . . and  had  a fon, 

William  Bokenham,  of  Yoxford,  mentioned  in  his  grandfather’s  will,  buried 
24th  March,  1752.  Will,  9th  Jany.,  proved  5th  May,  1752,  at  Ipfwich.  Mary, 
his  widow  and  executrix,  was  buried  3rd  May,  1752.  He  was  father  of 

William  Bokenham,  of  Yoxford,  buried  6th  06t.,  1751;  will,  12th  Sept., 
1751,  proved  12th  March,  1752,  in  Norwich  Cons.  Court,  by  his  father.  He 
married  Elizabeth  . . . His  younger  fon, 

Thomas  Bokenham,  born  1749,  baptifed  at  Yoxford,  13th  July,  1752,  died 
at  Southwold,  17th  Odl.,  1827,  aged  78  ; mentioned  in  his  grandfather’s  will.  He 
had  iffue 

Thomas  Bokenham,  born  1775,  niarrled  6th  May,  1797,  at  Reydon,  Suffolk, 
Sarah  Libbis  (who  died  6th  May,  1821,  aged  45;  buried  at  St.  Edmund’s,  South- 
wold), and  died  at  Southwold  31ft  May,  1846.  His  fon, 

William  Bokenham,  born  at  Southwold,  1803,  died  at  Yarmouth,  26th 
Dec.,  1876;  buried  there;  Capt.,  Hon.  Artillery  Company,  London;  married 
Clarinda,  daughter  of  Robert  Clifton.  She  died  13th  Sept.,  1898,  in  her  87th  year.

BROWNE. 

This  family  long  refided  at  Iffley,  in  Oxfordfflire,  and  the  neighbourhood, 
“ William,  fon  of  William  Browne  of  Littellmore,^  in  the  parifti  of  S.  Marie,  in 
Oxford,”  being  baptifed  there  28th  January,  1656. 

William  Browne,'^  of  Iffley  (who  was  either  William,  fon  of  John  and  Mar- 
garet Browne,  baptifed  28th  July,  1723,  or  another  William,  fon  of  Martin  and 
Mary  Browne,  baptifed  28th  April,  1723),  had  iflue  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  as 
follows :

* The  name  was  fpelt  with  or  without  the  final  e.  William  matriculated,  in  1779,  as  Browne,  and 
his  fon  William,  in  1810,  as  Brown;  but  his  four  fons,  John,  Edward,  George-Auguftus,  and  Henry, 
as  Browne.  The  name  is  fpelt  with  the  final  e on  the  monuments  at  Holywell  and  Letheringfett. 
George-Auguftus,  however,  omitted  it.

April,  1786;  B.C.L.  nth  July,  1779;  ®*^tsfed  H.  Orders,  was  Chaplain  of 
Magdalen  College  14th  Novr.,  1786  to  1831,  and  held  the  various  offices  of 
Chaplain  of  New  College,  of  the  County  Gaol,  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  1797- 
1 834,  Clerk  of  the  Market,  Prodlor  in  the  Vice-Chancellor’s  Court,  and  Ledlurer 
at  Carfax  (St.  Martin’s).  He  died  at  his  refidence  in  Holywell,  Oxford,  9th 
Nov.,  and  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  there,  13th  Nov.,  1834,  aged  73,  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth,  15th  July,  1830,  aged  65.  On  a low  altar  tomb,  within  iron 
railings,  near  the  S.E.  corner  of  Holywell  Church,  is  the  following  infcription,  copied 
in  1867,  and  now  much  defaced:

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  almoft  fudden  death  of  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Brown,  chaplain 
of  Magdalen  College,  etc.  The  deceafed  had  been  in  declining  health  for  fome  time  part,  but 
was  fufficiently  well  to  entertain  at  rooms  in  his  college  on  Wednefday,  the  5th  inft.,  the 
officers  of  the  Oxfordftiire  Militia,  with  many  of  whom  he  was  on  very  intimate  terms.  He 
complained  of  being  unwell  at  dinner  time,  but  was  enabled  to  fpend  the  evening  with  his 
guefts.  On  the  next  day,  however,  he  was  taken  ferioufly  ill,  and  medical  affiftance  was 
obtained,  but  he  never  rallied,  and  ultimately  fank  under  the  attack  about  nine  o’clock  on 
Saturday  evening  laft.  Mr.  Brown  had  for  many  years  filled  the  office  of  chaplain  at  the  City 
and  County  Gaols,  and  was  highly  refpedled  by  the  magiftrates  and  inhabitants.  His  kind  and 
focial  demeanour  won  for  him  friends  in  every  circle,  and  made  him  a frequent  and  welcome 
gueft  on  moft  occafions  of  county  and  civic  hofpitality. — Oxford  ‘Journal^  061.  15,  1853.

Gentlemans  Magazine^  I79i>  records  that  “Lately,  at  his  houle  at  Tottenham,  a 
martyr  to  the  gout,  died  Thomas  Cock,  Efq.,  a Hamburgh  merchant.”  Will,  30th 
November,  1790,  codicil,  19th  November,  1791,  proved  ift  December,  1791,  by 
John  Cock,  Henry  Cline,  furgeon,  and  John  Green,  efq.,  executors  (562  Bevor, 
P.C.C.).  He  had  purchafed  the  manor  of  Deephams,  in  Edmonton,  of  Thomas 
Highlord  Ravenfcroft  (Lyfons’  Environs  of  London^  i795>  ^ol.  ii.,  p.  257).  Thomas 
Cock  had  iflue  by  his  firft  wife  (name  unknown)  an  only  furviving  child,

Richard  Coldham,  of  Midhurft,  Suflex,  buried  in  the  Church  there,  according 
to  the  will  of  his  fon  Richard,  married  the  daughter  of  . . . Colbrook  of  SufTex, 
and  had  three  fons,  Richard,  William,  and  John.^

(His  wife,  named  in  his  will,  is 
Thomafyn.)  He  had  iflue, 

1.  Richard  Coldham,  of  Midhurft,  who  died  before  his  father,  and  directed 
his  burial  to  be  made  in  Midhurft  Church;  will,  9th  Feb.,  1588,  proved  by  his 
widow,  13th  Feb.,  1589  (10  Drury,  P.C.C.);  married  4th  Nov.,  1582,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  William  Ayling  of  Woolbeding. 

2.  William  Coldham,  baptifed  6th  Dec.,  1567,  buried  there  6th  Ocft.,  1580. 

3.  John  Coldham,  baptifed  23rd  May,  1570;  executor  to  his  father.  His 
children,  baptifed  at  the  dates  fpecified,  were:  Harrie  Coldham,  15th  Sept., 

1595;  William  Coldham,  8th  January,  1595-6;  Anthony  Coldham,  loth 
0(ft,,  1597;  Margaret  Coldham,  14th  January,  1598;  Elizabeth  Coldham, 

20th  January,  1602-3.  Devifee  of  reverfion  of  his  father’s  dwelling-houfe. 

4.  George  Coldham,  baptifed  29th  June,  1573,  devifee  of  Coftarde’s  Mill  in 
Wollavington,  Suflex.  Admon.  granted  to  his  lifters,  Mary  Kercher  and  Margaret 
Hally  well,  ift  May,  1601,  P.C.C.,  as  late  of  Midhurft. 

5.  Marie  Coldham,  baptifed  29th  June,  1573.  She  was  married  there  to 
Thomas  Kercher  (Churcher)  of  Slymfoulde  (Slinfold),  SufTex,  23rd  April,  1593.

‘ The  Vijitation  of  Surrey,  printed  by  the  Harleian  Soc.,  vol.  xliii,  makes  this  John  to  be  a grandfon 
of  Richard  Coldham,  viz.,  fon  of  his  fon  Richard,  but  the  ftatement  made  above  appears  to  be  correft. 
It  agrees  with  the  pedigree  printed  in  Dallaway’s  HiJI.  of  Sujfex,  vol.  i,  p.  230,  from  MS.,  Coll,  of 
Arms  C.  27,  1634,  and  D.  16,  1662.  But  thefe  MSS.  do  not  contradict  the  Fift.  of  Surrey  (C2). 
This  point  is  therefore  left  open  to  be  fettled  by  further  refearch.  Thefe  burials  at  Midhurft  are  not 
accounted  for,  viz.:  Alice,  23rd  May,  1570;  and  Ane,  wife  of  Richard,  5th  Oft.,  1580.

iv.  John  Coldham,  baptifed  19th  Jany.,  1588-9;  devifee  of  Otecrofts  in 
Hayfhott  and  Eafborne,  Suflex,  with  remainder  to  his  brother  Richard.  Ob.J.  p. 
The  foregoing  dates  are  from  the  Midhurft  regifter. 

i.  Richard  Coldham,  who  became  poflefled  of  Down  Place,  parilh  of  Comp- 
ton, near  Guildford,  Surrey,  Churchwarden  of  Compton,  1619  and  1633,  and  was 
living  there  at  the  time  of  the  Heralds’  Vilitation  in  1623.  No  entry  of  his  burial 
appears  in  the  Compton  regifter,  but  adminiftration  of  the  eftate  of  Richard  Cold- 
ham, of  Heyftiott,  Suflex,  gent.,  was  granted  to  Richard  Coldham,  of  Compton, 
Surrey,  his  eldeft  fon,  in  1680  (Chichefter  Probate  Regiftry).  He  married  Wini- 
fred, daughter  of  Richard  Crawley  (or  Cranley)  of  Lifton  (Lifs),  Hants  (Vifit.  of 
Surrey,  1623,  and  Add.  MS.  5705,  p.  354,  Brit.  Mus.).  He  apparently  had  a 
fecond  wife,  Edith,  who  was  licenfed  to  eat  flelh  in  Lent,  31ft  March,  1633,  and 
loth  March,  1633-4,  as  wife  of  Richard  Coldham  the  elder  (Compton  Church- 
wardens’ Book).  He  had  ilTue  ten  children,  all  mentioned  in  the  Vilitation  of 
Surrey,  1623. 

A.  Richard  Coldham,  of  Compton,  aged  18  in  1623,  perhaps  admitted  to  the 
Inner  Temple,  Nov.,  1633.  He  married  Elizabeth  . . .,  buried  at  Compton  28th 
Sept.,  1667,  as  wife  of  Richard  Coldham,  efquier.  She  was  licenfed  to  eat  flelh,  as 
wife  of  Richard  Coldham,  the  younger,  31ft  March,  1633.  He  was  fubfequently 
(3rd  Feb.,  1675-6)  licenfed  to  marry  at  Guildford,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Driver  of 
Guildford,  fpr.,  aged  26,  he  being  a widower,  aged  65  (Vic.  Gen.). 

B.  John  Coldham.  He  may  have  been  the  John  Coldham  of  Tooting  Grave- 
ney,  Surrey,  efq.,  will  21ft  May,  codicil  3rd  June,  proved  2nd  July,  1696,  by 
Rebecca,  his  widow  (no  Bond,  P.C.C.),  in  which  he  mentions  his  fon  Samuel 
Coldham,^  deceafed  (who  left  an  only  child,  Rebecca),  and  his  daughter  Rebecca, 
wife  of  Dr.  Daniel  Cox  and  her  children.  The  will  of  Rebecca  Coldham,  the 
widow,  dated  2nd  March,  was  proved  9th  March,  1696,  by  her  daughter  Rebecca 
Cox  (50  Pyne,  P.C.C.),  and  an  admon.  of  her  eftate  and  de  bonis  non  oi  John  Cold- 
ham’s  eftate,  iflued  19th  Dec.,  1732,  to  Mary,  wife  of  Michael  Burnett,  daughter 
and  admix,  of  Rebecca  Cox,  widow,  deceafed.

Jonathan  Dennis  (fon  of  Nathaniel  Dennis,  of  Cauldbeck,  Cumberland), 
who  matriculated  at  Oxford,  9th  July,  1728,  aged  17,  from  Queen’s  College, 
became  B.A.  6th  April,  1733,  M.A.  8th  July,  1734,  Senior  Fellow  of  Queen’s 
College,  Recftor  of  Bramlhot,  Hants,  1758,  and  dying  22nd  May,  was  buried  27th 
May,  1791,  at  Bramfhot,  aged  80.  His  will,  ift  November,  1788,  with  codicil, 
9th  November,  1790,  was  proved  17th  Auguft,  1791  (381  Bevor,  P.C.C.).  He 
was  poflefled  of  lands  in  Cumberland  and  at  Bramfhot.  He  married  Sarah,  daughter 
and  co-heirefs  of  Richard  Whitehead  (buried  at  Bramfhot  i8th  March,  1744-5), 
Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Bramfhot.  She  was  buried  there  2nd  November,  1780,  aged 
45.  They  had  iffue  a daughter,  Sarah  Dennis,  and  two  fons: 

I.  Whitehead  Dennis,  baptifed  at  Bramfhot  5th  January,  1762;  matriculated 
at  Oxford  26th  February,  1778,  aged  16,  from  Queen’s  College;  B.A.  17th  De- 
cember, 1781;  M.A.  19th  March,  1785;  Curate  of  Bramfhot,  1786-93.  He  fold 
the  manor  of  Bramfhot  to  Nicholas  Kent  in  1814,  and  died  at  Milford,  near 
Lymington,  Hants,  14th  September,  1825,  aged  64.

1.  William  Dennis,  Lieutenant  R.A.,  who  died  3rd  June,  1817,  aged  23;  and

' Sir  Jofeph  Verdin,  who  was  created  a baronet,  24th  July,  1896,  is  brother  of  the  late  Robert

D.L.,  High  Sheriff  of  Chefhire,  1897.  He  is  great-grandfon  of  Theobald  Verdon,  born  in  Ireland 
before  1743,  who  fettled  in  Liverpool,  and  claims  defcent  through  Edward  Verdon  of  Clonmore,  who 
died  in  1550-1,  from  Theobald  de  Verdon,  Conftable  of  Ireland,  who  died  in  1309. 

Thomas  Dennis,  baptifed  at  Bramfhot  23rd  Auguft,  1764;  matriculated 
at  Oxford  31ft  May,  1783,  aged  18,  from  Magdalen  Hall;  Curate  of  Haflemere, 
1787-1808,  and  fubfequently  curate  of  King’s  Langley,  Herts,  and  of  Overton  and 
Laverftocke,  Hants.  He  died  fuddenly  while  dining  with  Mr.  John  Portal,  of 
Freefolk  Priors,  21ft  February,  1815.  He  was  then  ftyled  “lately  of  King’s 
Langley,  Herts.”  He  publilhed  “ A New  Verfion  of  the  Pfalms  in  Blank  Verfe, 
with  a Latin  Verfion  of  the  Eighth  Pfalm  in  Alcaic  Verfe.  By  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Dennis,  Curate  of  Hallemere,  Surrey.  London,  Printed  for  J.  White,  Horace’s 
Head,  Fleet-Street,  1808.”  Pp.  iv,  272. 

He  married  Elizabeth,  nee  Dare,  who  died  6th  November,  1851,  aged  78,  and 
was  buried  at  St.  Thomas’s  Churchyard,  Winchefter.

Hafcombe  and  Shalford  in  Surrey.  Executors,  his  good  friends  Thomas  Balfon, 
of  Fyning  in  the  parilh  of  Rogate,  Suffex,  Efq.,  and  George  Olbourne,  of  Liphook, 
gent.  (See  Scenes  of  Rural  Life  in  Hamp/hire^  by  W.  W.  Capes,  1901,  p.  242.) 
Of  thefe  daughters,  Frances  was  married  to  Rev.  John  Yaldwyn,  of  Blackdown, 
Largolhall,  Suffex  (fee  Burke’s  Landed  Gentry)  \ Sarah,  to  Jonathan  Dennis;  and 
Anne,  to  . . . Croker. 

John  Butler,  of  Bramfhot,  gent.,  who  died  in  1775,  married  Ann  Whitehead, 
who  predeceafed  him  in  1756  (Capes,  Appendix  E,  v),  by  whom  he  had  iffue  John, 
James,  Thomas,  and  Ann  (the  wife  of  John  Newland).  Will  dated  28th  Auguft, 
1762,  proved  3rd  June,  1775  (220  Alexander,  P.C.C.).

By  his  wife,  Sarah,  baptifed  9th  May, 
1715,  daughter  of  Nettleham  Tory,  whom  he  married  12th  May,  1739, 
iffue  (befides  Sarah,  174T;  Philip,  1744-1804,  of  Chriftchurch,  furgeon,  who 
married  i8th  June,  1776,  Elizabeth  Raggett,  and  had  iffue,  Elizabeth-Sarah,

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The  family  of  Dyer  was  anciently  of  note  in  Somerfet,  and  pedigrees  of  it  are 
contained  in  the  Vifitations  of  that  county.  In  addition  to  a baronetcy,  created  8th 
June,  1627,  and  extinft,  on  the  death  of  Sir  Ludovic  Dyer,  in  1669,  it  has  pro- 
duced many  perfons  of  eminence,  amongft  whom  ftand  forth  more  prominently  than 
tbe  reft  Sir  James  Dyer,  Knt.,  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  Common  Pleas,  1558,  who 
died  24th  March,  1581-2;  Sir  Edward  Dyer,  Knt.,  Chancellor  of  the  Garter,  a 
poet  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  who  was  buried  at  St.  Saviour’s,  Southwark,  iith 
May,  1607;  Sir  Thomas  Dyer,  Knt.,  Sheriff  of  Somerfet,  1559;  Edward 
Dyer,  of  Sharpham  Park,  who  received  a commiflion  from  Prince  Charles  27th 
January,  1644,  to  raife  a Regiment  of  Foot  for  the  King,  and  to  be  colonel  thereof, 
which  document  has  defcended  to  the  writer  of  this  volume.  A large  oil-painting 
of  Sir  James  Dyer  is  alfo  in  the  writer’s  pofteffion.  Another  baronetcy,  created  in 
the  perfon  of  Sir  William  Dyer,  in  1678,  is  ftill  extant. 

This  family  fuffered  for  its  devotion  to  Charles  I.,  and  from  that  period  it 
has  generally  been  difficult  to  trace  its  hiftory.^ 

John  Dyer,  who  in  an  old  family  paper  is  faid  to  have  loft  his  eftates  in  the 
Civil  War,  was  buried  at  Burrington,  Somerfet,  24th  April,  1697  ; will,  25th 
January,  1696,  proved  28th  March,  1698  (69  Lort,  P.C.C.).  By  Mary,  his  wife, 
buried  there  6th  April,  1695,  he  had  ilfue,  befides  others,  a fon, 

William  Dyer,  who  removed  to  Wotton-under-Edge,  co.  Glouc.;  died  13th, 
buried  15th  Auguft,  1740,  aged  54;  will  19th  April,  proved  6th  Dec.,  1740 
(318  Browne,  P.C.C.).  He  was  licenfed  (Glouc.  Dioc.  Reg.)  4th  June,  1715,  to 
marry  Mary  Wallington,  of  Wotton,  baptifed  there  5th  March,  1693-4,  daughter 
of  Charles  Wallington  and  Elizabeth,  nee  Trotman,  his  wife,  whom  he  married 
23rd  Dec.,  1686.  Mary  Dyer  died  25th,  and  was  buried  28th  Nov.,  1762,  at 
Wotton,  aged  68.  They  had  iffue  nine  children,  baptifed  at  Wotton:

The  ancient  ftock  of  the  family  of  Gibbes,  from  which  many  branches  of  the 
name  claim  to  be  derived,  was  long  fettled  in  Warwickfhire,  on  an  eftate  at 
Honington,  and  pedigrees  have  been  recorded  at  the  Heralds’  Vifitations  for  that 
county,  wherein  mention  is  made  of  Sir  Ralph  Gibbes,  Knt.,  and  his  fon.  Sir  Henry 
Gibbes,  the  latter  baptifed  in  1593  and  buried  in  1668. 

The  family  of  Gibbes,  of  Wicken,^  co.  Northampton,  which  regiftered  its 
pedigree  in  the  Vifitation  of  the  County  in  1682,  commences  with

P.C.C.),  only  furviving  child  of  the  Rev.  the  Honble.  Hugh-Charles  Hare,  of 
Docking  Hall,  and  wife  of  Henry-Holt  Henley  of  Leigh,  Somerfet  (M.P.  for 
Lyme  Regis,  Dorfet,  9 Anne  to  20  Geo.  II.,  died  8th  May,  1748;  will,  13th  061., 
1735,  adminiftered  by  Robert  Gardner,  3rd  Dec.,  1748,  and  by  the  latter’s 
executors,  12th  April,  1750).  Edward  Chriftian  aflumed  the  name  and  arms  of 
Hare,  under  the  King’s  Sign  Manual,  5th  Dec.,  1798,  and  dying  on  ift  July,

HATES. 

William  Hayes,  of  Devizes,  Wilts,  firft  occurs  in  the  lift  of  Chief  or  Capital 
BurgefTes  of  the  Corporation  of  that  town,  23rd  May,  1651,  when  his  name  is 
found  at  the  foot  of  the  lift,  as  a newly  eledted  member.  He  is  the  only  one  of  the 
BurgelTes  who  at  this  time  is  termed  “gentleman.”  William  Hayes,  gen.,  and  John 
Watton,  gen.,  are  found  as  Capital  BurgefTes  in  1660,  and  are  then  the  onlyperfons, 
out  of  thirty-two,  who  are  fo  termed.  The  former  had  already  been  admitted  a Free 
Brother  of  the  Fraternity  of  Mercers,  28th  June,  1641,  and  eleded  Mafter  of  the 
Company,  13th  July,  1652.  He  was  buried  at  St.  Mary’s,  Devizes,  8th  February, 
1683-4,  as  “ Mr.  William  Hayes,”  and  his  widow,  “ Mrs.  Katherine  Hayes,”  who 
was  the  daughter  of  John  Watton,  of  Devizes,  was  buried  29th  January,  1685-6. 
An  abftrad  of  his  will,  proved  in  the  Confiftory  Court  of  Sarum,  19th  April,  1684, 
is  as  follows:  “William  Hayes,  the  elder,  of  the  parifh  of  the  Blefled  Virgin  Mary 
in  the  Borough  of  Devizes  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  gent,  20th  January,  1683.  To 
be  buried  on  the  north-weft  fide  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary,  a lug  from  the  wall, 
where  my  wife  ftiall  dire6l.  My  nine  children,  William,  Henry,  Philip,  Michael, 
Richard,  Katherine,  Joan,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth.  My  uncle,  John  Hayes.  My  wife, 
Katherine,  executrix.  My  brother,  Richard  Watton,  of  this  Borough,  gent.,  and 
Mr.  Edward  Hope,  executors.” 

Seven  of  thefe  children  were  born  or  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes,  viz., 
Joan,  baptifed  12th  March,  1646-7;  William,  born  22nd  February,  1653-4; 
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Sarah, ‘ born  1 6th  December,  1655;  Henry,  born  28th  Auguft,  1657;  Elizabeth, 
baptifed  7th  July,  1659;  Philip,  baptifed  12th  May,  1661;  and  Michael, 
baptifed  23rd  January,  1662-3. 

Katherine  Hayes  was  married  to  Anthony  Peirce,  of  Caine,  27th  December, 
1668  (St.  Mary’s). 

Joan  Hayes  was  married  to  John  Maio,  25th  April,  1671  (St.  Mary’s).  See 
ante,  page  146. 

William  Hayes,  junior,  attorney-at-law,  was  admitted  to  the  Fraternity,  22nd 
September,  1672,  and  appointed  Cleric  thereof.  On  26th  October,  1688,  he  was 
elected  a “ Burgefs  of  the  Common  Council,”  or  Capital  Burgefs.  He  had  already 
hgned  the  declaration  againft  the  Covenant,  ift  October,  1680.  He  lived  in  the 
parilh  of  St.  Mary,  where  he  married  Grace  Thurman,  12th  January,  1679-80 
(mentioned  as  her  niece  by  Grace  White,  of  Lavington  Epifcopi,  Wilts,  widow,  in 
her  will  dated  20th  Auguft,  1698,  proved  i6th  April,  1703;  Sarum  Cons.  Court). 
He  was  buried  i8th  Odlober,  1700  (B.V.M.).  Admon.  of  his  eftate  was  granted 
25th  February,  1 700-1,  but  his  will,  dated  20th  September,  1700,  was  proved  8th 
March,  1714,  in  the  faid  Court.  He  had  ilTue,  baptifed  at  St.  John’s,  Grace,  9th 
November,  1680;  Sarah,  19th  March,  1681-2;  Elizabeth,  14th  April,  1683;

Henry  Hayes,  brother  of  William  Hayes,  junior,  of  Devizes,  was  admitted  a 
Free  Brother  of  the  Fraternity,  29th  March,  1696.  A “ Henry  Hayes”  was  buried 
loth  061.,  1716  (B.V.M.).  His  adminiftration  bond  is  dated  19th  February,  1732 
(Sarum  Cons.  Court).  By  Mary,  his  wife,  he  was  father  of  Henry,  baptifed  26th 
June,  buried  2nd  July,  1688  (B.V.M.);  Sarah,  baptifed  25th  November,  1689 
(B.V.M.);  and  of  H ENRY  Hayes,  of  Devizes,  gent.,  baptifed  26th  September, 
1691  (B.V.M.),  buried  26th  March,  1765  (B.V.M.),  attorney-at-law,  whofe  will 
was  dated  20th  March  and  proved  24th  March,  1765  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  The 
laft-named  left  £10  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary’s,  befides  many  other  legacies  to  his 

coufins,  the  Hopes,  and  the  refidue  to  his  coufin,  Mr.  Richard  Watton,  his 

executor.  The  names  of  Watton  and  Hope  are  of  frequent  occurrence  in  the 

regifter  of  St.  John’s,  Devizes,  and  a fmall  brafs  on  the  floor  of  the  north  aifle  has 

the  infcription:  “ Here  lyeth  the  Body  of  Edward  Watton  of  this  Borough,

Alice  Have,  of  Great  Sherfton,  Wilts,  widow,  in  her  will,  19th  February,  Hayes,  of 
1 59 1 -2,  proved  25th  April,  1592  (34  Harrington,  P.C.C.),  mentions  her  fon  and  sherfton. 
executor,  Richard  Haie;  h6r  daughter  Joane,  wife  of  John  Haie;  her  four 
daughters,  Joane,  Cecilie,  Elenor  and  Elizabeth;  her  daughters,  Alice  Collins  and 
Chriftian,  wife  of  Lawrence  Wooldridge;  her  goddaughter,  Alice  Haye;  and  Joan, 
Margaret,  Cecilie,  Thomas,  Ann  and  Bridget,  children  of  the  faid  John  Haie. 

Thomas  Hayes  (perhaps  the  perfon  lately  mentioned),  married  Mary,  lifter  of 
Thomas  Hodges,  efq.,  of  Shipton  Moigne,  co.  GIouc.,who  furvived  him.  He  had, 
with  other  perfons,  a leafe  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Briftol  of  the  recftory  and 
advowfon  of  Sherfton  and  Aldington,  Wilts,  before  2nd  Auguft,  4 Edw.  VI.,  for 
99  years,  when  another  leafe  was  granted  to  John  Veale,  of  Longford,  Gloucefter. 

His  widow  fubfequently  was  married  (fettlement  i6th  November,  i Chas.  I,  1625), 
to  Edward  Chetwynd,  D.D.,  Dean  of  Briftol.  In  her  will,  publiftied  3rd  November, 

1633,  and  again  lOth  February,  1633-4,  and  proved  9th  May,  1634,  by  her 
brother,  Luke  Hodges,  of  Briftol  (49  Seager,  P.C.C.),  Ihe  mentions  Mary  Webb, 
daughter  of  Anthony  Webb,  near  of  kin  to  her  late  hulband,  Thomas  Hayes; 

Mary  Hayes,  daughter  of  Thomas  Hayes,  near  of  kin  to  her  faid  hulband,  and 
Sarah  Hayes,  her  lifter;  and  the  teftatrix’s  coulin,  Alexander  Hayes,  alfo  near  of 
kin. 

Adminiftration  of  another  Thomas  Hayes,  of  Sherfton,  was  granted  26th 
September,  1641,  P.C.C.,  to  Chriftian  Hayes,  his  widow  (died  5th  November, 
buried  9th  November,  1670),  who  in  her  own  will,  15th  Odober,  1668,  proved 
4th  May,  1671  (Archd.  of  Wilts),  mentions  her  daughters  Mary,  Dorothy,  Edith, 
Sufanna  and  Joane;  her  fons,  Philip,  Robert,  and  John  (the  laft,  executor),  and  her 
grandchild,  Sufanna  Helder. 

H ENRY  Hayes,  Vicar  of  Great  Sherfton,  1641,  died  13th  July,  and  was  buried 
i6th  July,  1678,  and  admon,  of  his  eftate  was  granted  to  his  eldeft  fon,  John,  19th 
of  the  fame  month  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  His  wife,  Katherine,  died  1 6th  May,  and 
was  buried  19th  May,  1664,  at  Sherfton.  They  had  ifliie; 

I.  John  Hayes,  matric.  at  Oxford,  from  Queen’s  College,  17th  March,  1653-4;

1715  (Sarum  Cons.  Court).  His  fon,  Thomas,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from 
Trinity  College,  9th  July,  1713,  aged  17;  and  two  other  fons,  Henry  and  George, 
were  apprenticed  at  Briftol,  i6th  June,  1707,  and  5th  March,  1719-20, 
refpe6lively. 

III.  Mary;  IV.  Katharine;  V.  Susanna,  married  at  Sherfton,  i6th  June, 
1670,  to  Samuel  Allway,  B.A.,  of  St.  Edmund  Hall,  Oxford,  clerk  in  H.  Orders.

HUrCHINSON. 

John  Hutchinson,  of  St.  Mary’s,  Iflington,  gentleman,  by  his  will,  21ft 
November,  proved  14th  December,  1738,  in  the  London  Confiftory  Court,  appoints 
as  his  executors  and  truftees  his  wife’s  nephew.  Rev.  Samuel  Haynes,  Redlor  of 
Hatfield,  Herts,  fubfequently  Canon  of  Windfor,  and  John  Tulidge  of  London, 
goldfmith,  and  mentions  his  granddaughter,  Mary  Moggs,  and  Frances,  John, 
Catherine  and  Mary,  children  of  his  fon,  John  Hutchinfon.  He  was  licenfed  to 
marry  at  Pinner,* *  Middlefex,  4th  Odlober,  1693,  Mrs.  Prifcilla  Haynes,  of  the 
fame,  fpinfter,  aged  about  25,  he  being  then  of  Pinner,  bachelor,  aged  about  29 
(Vicar  Gen.),  but  the  marriage  is  not  regiftered  there.  She  was  daughter  of  John 
Haynes,  of  Ditcheat,  Somerfet,  baptifed  atDitcheat,  17th  December,  1665,  and  filler 
of  Samuel  and  Hopton  Haynes,  to  be  mentioned  prefently.  They  had  ifTue: 

Grace  Hutchinson,  baptifed  at  Pinner,  30th  September,  1694,  as  daughter  of 
John  and  Prifcilla  Hutchinfon,  and  married  at  St.  James’s,  Duke’s  Place,  London, 
28th  Augufl,  1715,  to  Thomas  Moggs,  of  Bifhopfgate,  fhe  being  then  ftyled  of 
St.  Clement  Danes,  London;  and 

John  Hutchinson,  baptifed  at  St.  Botolph’s,  Bifhopfgate,  24th  July,  1698, 
as  fon  of  John  and  Prifcilla  Hutchinfon.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  5th  July, 
1715,  aged  17,  from  Trinity  College,  as  fon  of  John  Hutchinfon,  of  Bifhops- 
gate,  “ generofus,”  and  graduated  B.A.  17th  April,  1719;  entered  Holy  Orders,^ 
and  became  Perpetual  Curate  of  Aldgate  in  1722  or  1723,  and  fo  continued  for 
upwards  of  30  years;  Head  Mafter  of  the  Sir  John  Cafs’  School,  13th  Odober, 
1726;  Ledurer  of  St.  Catherine  Coleman;  and  Chaplain  of  the  Hon.  Artillery 
Company,  being  preacher  on  the  Feafl  Day,  6th  June,  1753.  His  fucceffor,  Jofeph 
Cookfon,  appears  on  4th  June,  1759.  {Hijlory  of  Hon.  Artillery  Comp..,  by  G.  A. 
Raikes,  1879,  vol.  ii,  p.  482.) 


* On  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel  of  Pinner  Church  is  a monument  to  Thomas  Hutchinfon, 
from  Richmondftiire,  Yorks,  citizen  of  London,  died  zoth  June,  1656,  aged  84,  and  Margaret,  nee 
AJlanfon,  his  wife.

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On  24th  March,  1760,  admon.  of  the  eftate  of  John  Hutchinfon,  late  of 
St.  Mary’s,  Iflington,  widower,  deceafed,  was  granted  to  Mary  Davies,  formerly 
Hutchinfon,  widow,  daughter  of  the  faid  deceafed  (P.C.C.).  It  feems,  however, 
that  he  left  a will,  dated  4th  Odlober,  1 748  (probably  not  found  for  fome  time  after

ham,  Sufiblk,  and  the  leafe  of  a houfe  in  Aldgate,  etc.,  to  his  wife  for  her  life,  one 
fhilling  to  his  fon,  John  Hutchinfon,  and  after  his  wife’s  death  the  reverfion  of  his 
property  to  his  fon,  Charles  Hutchinfon,  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  (201  St.  Eloy, 
P.C.C.) 

John  Hutchinfon  twice  married,  at  All  Hallo ws’-on-the- Wall,  London, 
2nd  March,  17 20-1,  Catherine  Gillingham;  licenfed  (Bp.  of  London)  ift  March, 
he  of  St.  Auguftin’s,  alias  St.  Auftin’s,  bachelor,  aged  23,  ftie  of  St.  Ethelburga’s, 
fpinfter,  aged  23.  In  the  regifter  of  All  Hallows’  the  name  is  written  Hutchifon. 
He  married,  Mrs.  Anne  Markham,  of  St.  Botolph’s,  Aldgate,  widow; 

licenfed  (Bp.  of  London)  27th  January,  1737-8,  to  be  married  at  St.  Paul’s,  Shad- 
well.  She  was  probably  widow  of  Samuel  Markham,  who  died  26th  June,  1732, 
fon  of  George  Markham  (Aldgate  reg.).  By  his  firft  marriage,  John  Hutchinfon 
had  iftue  eight  children,  all,  except  the  firft,  baptifed  at  Aldgate: 

I.  Frances  Hutchinson,  mentioned  in  her  grandfather’s  will. 

II.  John  Hutchinson,  baptifed  12th  February,  1722-3,  buried  31ft  Odlober, 
1723.  His  mother’s  name  is  ftated  to  be  Frances,  but  apparently  this  is  a miftake. 

III.  John  Hutchinson,  baptifed  28th  Odlober,  1724;  mother’s  name  not 
given. 

IV.  Catherine  Hutchinson,  baptifed  27th  April,  1727.  In  this  cafe,  and  in 
regard  to  the  four  following  children,  the  mother’s  name  is  given  as  Catherine. 

V.  Charles  Hutchinson,  baptifed  5th  July,  1729. 

VI.  Peter  Hutchinson,  born  29th  June,  baptifed  nth  July,  1730;  died  12th 
May,  1731. 

VII.  Anna  Hutchinson,  baptifed  loth  April;  died  i8th  April,  1732. 

VIII.  Mary  Hutchinson,  baptifed  20th  Auguft,  1734.  She  was  married, 
when  16,  to  John  Davies,  of  St.  Dunftan’s  in  the  Weft,  and  on  14th  September, 
1758,  was  granted  admon.  of  his  eftate,  as  his  widow  and  relidl.  Two  children  of 
this  marriage  are  regiftered  at  St.  Dunftan’s,  viz.,  John,  born  iith  February,  bap- 
tifed 8th  March,  1752,  and  Margaret,  born  2nd,  baptifed  21ft  November,  1753, 
as  children  of  John  and  Mary  Davis,  refident  in  Fleet  Street.  Two  “ Likeneftes 
in  Miniature  Profile,  taken  by  Mrs.  Lightfoot,  Liverpool,”  reprefenting  a boy 
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and  girl,  now  in  the  poflelTion  of  the  writer,  and  formerly  of  Mifs  Mary-Jane 
Mayo  (fee  ante^  page  381)  may  be  their  portraits.  The  fon  was  educated  at  the 
College  School,  Gloucefter,  where  the  admiflion  regifter  has  this  entry,  28th  June, 

1762,  “Johannes  Davis,  annor:  9^,  Dominae  Mariae  Davis  de  civ.  Lon:  filius.” 
He  died  young,^  but  neither  his  burial,  nor  that  of  his  father  or  lifter  occurs  in  the 
St.  Dunftan’s  regifter. 

During  her  widowhood,  viz.,  on  24th  March,  1760,  admon.  of  the  eftate  of 
Prifcilla  Hutchinfon,  late  of  St.  Mary’s,  Illington,  widow,  deceafed,  was  granted  to 
Mary  Davies,  formerly  Hutchinfon,  widow,  daughter  and  adminiftratrix  of  the  goods 
of  John  Hutchinfon,  widower,  deceafed  (while  living,  the  fon  and  only  child  of  faid 
deceafed),  dying  before  he  had  taken  upon  him  adminiftration. 

Mary  Davies,  then  of  St.  Mary’s,  Lambeth,  was  married  at  St.  Martin’s-in-the- 
Fields,  Weftminfter,  14th  April,  1763,  to  her  fecond  hufband,  Joseph  Mayo,  of 
Craven  Street.  See  ante^  page  358.  She  died  circa  1804-6. 

By  his  fecond  marriage  John  Hutchinfon  had  iflue  one  child, 

IX.  Charles  Hutchinson,  baptifed  19th  Auguft,  1739,  who  was  nominated 
his  father’s  eventual  univerfal  legatee. 

John  Haynes,  of  Ditcheat,  Somerfet  (perhaps  baptifed  there  loth  March,  1625, 
as  fon  of  Ralph  Haines),  had  iflue,  baptifed  there,  John,  15th  May,  1654; 
Martha,  4th  Auguft,  1656;  John,  24th  April,  1659;  Joane,  nth  Auguft,  i66o; 
Rebecka  and  Precilla,  both  on  17th  December,  1665  (the  latter  married  to  John 
Hutchinfon,  fee  ante^  page  495);  Hopton,  8th  July,  1667;  and  Samuel. 

Samuel  Haynes  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Lincoln  Coll.,  2nd  April,  1677, 
aged  15;  B.A.  15th  October,  1680;  M.A.,  King’s  College,  Cambridge,  1685; 
Vicar  of  New  Windfor,  1685-9;  died  in  St.  Martin’s-in-the- Fields,  Middlefex. 
Admon.  of  his  eftate  granted  to  his  brother,  Hopton  Haynes,  8th  July,  1689 
(P.C.C.). 

Hopton  Haynes  matriculated  at  Oxford,  from  Exeter  College,  22nd  March, 
1683-4,  as  “Hopton  Heinfius”;  entered  the  fervice  of  the  Mint,  1696  or  1697, 
probably  under  the  patronage  of  Sir  Ifaac  Newton,  the  Warden,  with  whom  he  was 
upon  very  intimate  terms  till  the  latter’s  death  in  1727;  Mafter  of  the  Mint,  6th 
February,  1723.  In  April,  1737,  he  was  allowed  to  appoint  a deputy,  and  retired 
on  full  penfion,  8th  February,  1749,  retaining  the  auditorftiip  of  the  Tally  Office 
in  the  Exchequer.  Richard  Baron,  in  A Cordial  for  Low  Spirits^  3rd  impreffion, 

1763,  vol.  i,  p.  xviii,  note,  fays,  “ Mr.  Haynes  was  the  moft  zealous  Unitarian  I ever

23rd  Dec.,  1693, 
both  of  Stepney,  aged  26  and  24  (Vicar  Gen.);  fecondly^  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir 
Strange  Jocelyn,  Bart.,  of  Hyde  Hall,  Sawbridgeworth,  and  widow  of  John  Bayley, 
of  London;  mar.  lie.,  as  Mary  Bayley,  6th  January,  1734-5.

November,  1822;  admitted  to  King’s  College,  London,  4th  May,  1848;  Theolog. 
AfToc.  1850;  ordained  Deacon,  1850,  and  Prieft  1851,  by  John,  Bifhop  of  Lich- 
field, and  licenfed  to  curacy  of  Golden  Hill,  Staffs. ; Vicar  of  St.  John’s,  Portfea, 
1853-80,  and  Surrogate;  Redlor  of  St.  James’s,  Shaftefbury,  1880,  where  he  died

Browne,  who  was 
buried  at  Manningtree  in  1711,  a fon  and  executor,  Bryan-Reve  Knowlys,  and 
another  fon, 

Thomas  Knowlys,  junior,  baptifed  at  Marlefworth,  Suffolk,  24th  May,  1681, 
and  buried  20th  Auguft,  1761,  at  Bredfield  in  the  fame  county.  This  Thomas

Jacob  Maynard,  who  refided  in  the  parilh  of  St.  John’s,  Devizes,  was  admitted 
a Free  Brother  of  the  fenior  branch  of  the  Merchant  Guild,  6th  November,  1693, 
elected  Warden,  5th  November,  1694,  and  Mafter,  6th  November,  1704,  and  was 
buried  there  30th  December,  1707.  He  twice  married,/^,  Elizabeth  . . . buried 
24th  January,  1689-90;  and  Jecondly^  27th  March,  1690,  Sufanna  Butcher,  buried 
as  widow,  30th  January,  1719-20.  Her  will,  as  Sufanna  Minor,  of  Devizes,  widow, 
26th  July,  1711,  proved  14th  January,  1720,  mentions  her  fons  [ftepfons]  Charles 
and  Jacob  Minor,  and  her  daughter  Elizabeth,  executrix  and  refiduary  legatee,  wife 
of  William  Strawbridge,  of  Devizes  (Sarum  Cons.  Court,  Reg.  ii,  p.  256). 
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By  his  firft  wife  he  had  iflue  Charles  and  Jane  Maynard,  mentioned  in  their 
fifter  Elizabeth  Broadmead’s  will,  but  not  baptifed  at  Devizes;  and  Elizabeth, 
baptifed  23rd  January,  1677-8;  Elizabeth,  baptifed  27th  July,  1684;  Elizabeth, 
baptifed  5th  April,  1687,  buried  at  St.  John’s  25th  May,  1736,  as  “ Mrs.  Broad- 
mead”;^  (her  will,  as  of  Devizes,  widow,  20th  March,  1732,  proved  28th  March, 
I737>  by  her  nephews,  John  and  James  Maynard,  executors  and  refiduary  legatees, 
mentions  her  After  Jane  Maynard,  brother  Charles  Maynard,  Ann,  wife,  and 
Thomas  and  Elizabeth,  children  of  her  nephew,  John  Maynard;  overfeers,  Mr. 
Thomas  Webb,  the  elder,  and  Mr.  John  Anftie,  both  of  Devizes  [Sarum  Cons. 
Court,  Reg.  iv,  p.  175]);  Mary,  baptifed  30th  January,  1688-9;  ^ 

Jacob  Maynard,  baptifed  29th  May,  1681,  at  St.  Mary’s,  buried  at  St.  John’s 
28th  July,  1719.  He  alfo  twice  married,  loth  April,  1702,  Mary  Hillier, 
buried  21ft  July,  1703;  and  Jecondly^  at  St.  Mary’s,  19th  December,  1703,  Joane 
[Jane],  daughter  of  John  Mayo,  baptifed  3rd  December,  1678,  died  4th,  buried 
7th  November,  175 1,  as  widow,  aged  73.  See  page  149.  Jacob  Maynard 
had  iflue  by  his  fecond  marriage  four  children, 

I.  John  Maynard,  of  whom  prefently. 

II.  Jane  Maynard,  baptifed  i8th  Ocftober,  1705;  buried  8th  September, 
1708. 

III.  James  Maynard,  baptifed  20th  06lober,  1707;  buried  9th  November, 
1786.  A mourning  ring,  in  the  pofleflion  of  the  writer,  bears  the  legend  James 
Maynard,  ob:  4 Nov:  1786.  jet:  79.  He  pradlifed  medicine  in  Devizes,  was 
eleded  a Free  Burgefs  and  alfo  a Chief  Burgefs,  9th  September,  1743;  propofed  for 
Capital  Burgefs  Councillor  21ft  June,  1765,  and  again  i6th  Auguft,  1770,  but  not 
elected.  Voted  for  Goddard  at  the  Wilts  eledlion  in  1772.  Will,  as  James  Maynard, 
of  the  Borough  of  Devizes,  gentleman,  14th  March,  1777,  proved  by  his  three 
nieces  15th  December,  1786,  his  friends,  Charles  Garth,  of  Devizes,  efq,,  and  James 
Sutton,  of  New  Park,  Wilts,  efq.,  being  the  truftees  of  his  real  eftate.  (627  Norfolk, 
P.C.C.). 

IV.  Mayo  Maynard,  baptifed  2nd  Auguft,  1710;  buried  6th  January, 
171 1-2. 

John  Maynard  (I.),  baptifed  7th  Odtober,  1704;  buried  ift  May,  1747.  He 
married  at  St.  Mary’s,  6th  April,  1730,  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bayly,  of 
Devizes,^  who  long  furvived  him  and  was  buried  28th  November,  1781,  as  widow. 


' Jacob  Broadmead  (perhaps  her  fon),  and  Jane  Weeb  (Webb)  were  married  at  St.  John’s,  i6th 
May,  1726.  He  feems  to  have  been  buried  as  “Parfon  Broadmeade,”  25th  December,  1729. 

“ The  will  of  Thomas  Bayly,  loth  Sept.,  1746,  was  proved  at  Devizes,  8th  May,  1747,  by  Jane 
Bayly,  his  daughter  and  foie  executrix  (Sarum  Cons.  Court,  vi,  p.  39).  The  regifter  of  St.  Mary’s, 
which  is  badly  kept  at  this  time,  records  that  Jacob  Maynard  married  Jean  Bayly,  which  is  clearly  an 
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A mourning  ring,  in  the  poflefTion  of  Mifs  Frances-Ann  Mayo,  of  Peoria,  Illinois, 
bears  the  legend,  “ Ann  Maynard  died  Nov.  23,  1781,  aged  73.”  Her  will, 
13th  December,  1774,  was  proved  by  her  three  daughters  25th  June,  1782  (Sarum 
Cons,  Court,  Reg.  ix,  page  370).  Her  children  were 

1.  Thomas  Maynard,  baptifed  12th  March,  1730-1;  buried  ift  June,  1733. 
A mourning  ring,  in  the  pofTeflion  of  Mifs  Kate  Woodward,  of  Peoria,  bears

2.  Elizabeth  Maynard,  baptifed  2nd  June,  1732.  “A  child  of  John  Minnor’s 
buried  23rd  May,  1733.” 

3.  Thomas  Maynard,  baptifed  14th  December,  1733.  “A  child  of  Mr. 
Minnor’s  buried  19th  Auguft,  1737.”  The  entries  in  the  St.  John’s  regifter  were 
at  this  time  made  by  an  illiterate  perfon. 

4.  Ann  Maynard,  baptifed  30th  September,  1735,  as  Joan,  evidently  an  error 
in  the  regifter.  She  was  buried  ift  March,  1816,  aged  80,  as  ^nn.  Admon.  of  her 
eftate  granted  22nd  Auguft,  1816,  to  Jane,  her  lifter  and  only  next  of  kin  (P.C.C.). 
“March,  1816,  at  Devizes,  Mrs.  Anne  Maynard,  whofe  memory  will  ever  be 
endeared  to  thofe  who  were  acquainted  with  her  amiable  difpofition,  her  cheerful 
temper,  and  her  diftinguilhed  worth.”  {Sherborne  'Journal.^ 

5.  John  Maynard,  baptifed  2nd  Odtober,  ^ medical  man,  in  practice  at 

Caine,  circa  1772-1793;  buried  at  St.  John’s,  Devizes,  from  St.  Mary’s,  Marl- 
borough, 2ift  Auguft,  1802,  aged  65.  He  married  at  Caine,  by  licence,  i6th 
November,  1772,  Mary  Paradife,  but  left  no  ifliie.  Her  will,  23rd  March,  1821, 
proved  21ft  January,  1822,  as  of  Mary  Maynard,  of  Froxfield,  Wilts,  widow, 
bequeaths  a legacy  of  ;^5o,  due  to  her  from  Mr.  Henry  Hale,  to  be  divided  between 
Mrs.  James  Hale,  of  Caine,  and  her  lifter,  Mrs.  Haines,  and  the  relidue  to  Jane 
Maynard,  of  Devizes,  her  late  hulband’s  lifter.  (Archd.  of  Wilts). 

6.  Jane  Maynard,  baptifed  as  Joane^  27th  January,  1739;  died  7th,  buried 
14th  June,  1826,  aged  87.  Mifs  Mercy-Beata  Mayo,  page  324,  writing  to  Mifs 
Lucy  Mayo,  page  164,  fays:  “ When  you  write  next,  tell  me  how  the  Maynards 
go,  and  whether  Mifs  Jane  is  prime  minifter.  If  I had  their  fortunes,  I would 
ramble  all  the  world  over,  and  afterwards  lit  down  contented.”  By  her  will,  3rd 
June,  proved  ift  July,  1826,  fhe  bequeathed  the  bulk  of  her  property  to  Jofeph 
Mayo,  whom  Ihe  appointed  her  executor  and  reliduary  legatee.  (386  Swabey, 
P.C.C.).  See  antCy  page  363, 

7.  Elizabeth  Maynard,  baptifed  17th  December,  1742;  buried  27th  April, 
1803,  aged  60.  Admon.  of  her  eftate  granted  24th  November,  1803,  to  her  lifter 
Jane  (P.C.C.).  Lucy  Mayo  writes  to  her  brother  Charles,  at  Oxford,  30th  March, 

error.  The  will  of  Jane  Baily  of  Devizes,  fpinfter,  25th  Nov.,  1766,  mentions  her  niece  Jane,  daughter 
of  her  deceafed  lifter,  Mary  Burgefs,  and  bequeaths  relidue  to  Anne  Maynard,  widow,  lifter  and 
executrix;  proved  8th  July,  1773.  ix,  p.  14.)  » 
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1772:  “Coufin  B.  Maynard  defires  me  to  tell  you  Ihe  has  got  the  Italian  fong, 
Prudente,  but  if  you  ftiou’d  hear  any  other  eafy  Italian  fong,  fhe  will  be  glad  if  you 
will  tranfcribe  it  for  her.” 

N.B.  The  foregoing  dates  of  baptifm,  etc.,  are  from  the  Regifter  of  St.  John’s, 
Devizes,  except  where  otherwife  ftated. 
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Christopher-Henry-Barry  Meade,  of  Lifburn,  co.  Antrim,  Ireland,  Lieut, 
64th  Regt.  of  Foot  (2nd  Staffordfhire)  iith  Auguft,  1798,  who  died  circa  1815; 
married  in  1799  Anne,  daughter  of  Jofeph  Fulton,  of  Lilburn,  and  Ann,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Francis  Graham,  and  filler  of  James  Graham,  of  Weft  Mailing,  Kent

M.A.  1885;  Mathematical  and  Science  Mafter  at  the  King’s  School,  Warwick; 
called  to  the  Irilh  Bar,  8th  June,  1897.  He  married,  6th  June,  1895,  Mary’s, 
Donnybrook,  co.  Dublin,  Annie-Josephine,  eldeft  daughter  of  Col.  William 
Robert  Mayo  (fee  ante,  page  387)  and  has  ifiue: 

1.  Mayo-Francis  Meade,  born  at  10,  Belgrave  Square,  Weft,  Monkftown, 
27th  March,  and  baptifed  22nd  April,  1896,  at  Monkftown  Church.

Sir  Walter  Ogilvie,  Knt.,  Treafurer  of  Scotland,  temp.  James  I,  who  died  in 
1440,  married  Ifabel  Durward,  heir  of  Lintrathen  in  Forfarlhire,  and  had  iffue. 

Sir  Walter  Ogilvie,  Knt.,  of  Auchleven,  2nd  fon,  who  died  in  1473, 
married  Margaret,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Sinclair,  of  Defkford  and 
Findlater.  His  fon. 

Sir  James  Ogilvie,  Knt.,  of  Defkford  and  Findlater,  died  in  1510,  and  by 
Margaret,  his  wife,  eldeft  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Innes,  of  Innes,  had 

Sir  James  Ogilvie,  Knt.,  who  died  in  1505-6,  having  married  Agnes,  natural 
daughter  of  George,  2nd  Earl  of  Huntley.  He  had  iffue, 

Alexander  Ogilvie,  of  Findlater,  who  married,  as  his  fecond  wife,  Janet,  2nd 
daughter  of  James  Abernethy,  3rd  Lord  Saltoun,  and  had 
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James  Ogilvie,  of  Findlater,  commonly  called  Cardels,  who  married,  fecondly, 
Mary  Livingftone,  of  Lintrathen,  and  had 

Alexander  Ogilvie,  of  Logie,  ob.  v.  p.,  who  married  Barbara,  daughter  of 
Walter  Ogilvy,  of  the  Bryne,  and  had  iflue  (befides  Sir  Walter  Ogilvie,  created 
Lord  Defkford  in  i6i6,  father  of  Sir  James  Ogilvie,  created  Earl  of  Findlater  in 
1638),  a fon, 

George  Ogilvie,  of  Hallyards,  in  parifh  of  Fordyce,  near  Banff.  He  married, 
fecondly,  in  1621,  Helen,  daughter  of  Sir  David  Meldrum,  of  Seggre,  and  fifter  of 
George  Meldrum,  of  Tilliebodie,  who  commanded  the  Parliamentary  Army  in 
England,  and  had  iffue, 

Patrick  Ogilvie,  born  in  1638,  died  27th  February,  1710,  who  purchafed  the 
Barony  of  Auchiries,  in  the  parifh  of  Rathen,  co.  Aberdeen,  in  1703.  He  married 
in  1673  Helen,  eldeft  daughter  of  Alexander  Garioch,  of  Endovie,  and  had  (with 
thirteen  others), 

James  Ogilvie,  of  Auchiries,  born  in  1682,  died  in  1741,  who  built  the  Manor 
Houfe  of  Auchiries  in  1715.  He  married,  in  1712,  Margaret,  eldeft  daughter  of 
Alexander  Strachan,  of  Thornton,  and  had  fourteen  children.  Of  thefe 

I.  Rebecca  Ogilvie,  born  in  1719,  died  29th  January,  1804,  buried  in  Pit- 
lligo  church;  was  married  22nd  Auguft,  1750,  to  John  Forbes,  ob./.p.,  1781, 
Mafter  of  Pitfligo,  co.  Aberdeen  (only  fon  of  Alexander,  4th  Baron  Pitfligo, 
attainted  for  joining  Prince  Charles-Edward  in  1745). 

II.  Mary  Ogilvie,  born  in  1721;  married,  in  1751,  to  Alexander  Irvine,  of 
Drum,  CO.  Aberdeen,  who  joined  Prince  Charles-Edward  in  1745,  and  died  9th 
February,  1761.  (See  Burke’s  Landed  Gentry,  1906,  p.  903). 

III.  Alexander  Ogilvie,  of  Auchiries,  the  eldeft  fon  who  furvived  childhood,

1906,  p.  1712);  and 

George  Ogilvie,  of  Auchiries,  born  in  1748,  died  in  1801;  married,  July, 
1779,  his  couftn  Rebecca,  died  March,  1824,  youngeft  daughter  of  Alexander 
Irvine,  of  Drum,  and  had  (with  others), 

1.  Alexander  Ogilvie,  of  Auchiries,  born  in  1783,  died  22nd  Odlober,  1832, 
at  Secunderabad;  Lieut.-Col.  46th  Regt.,  loth  Sept.,  1823;  fold  the  Barony  of 
Auchiries  in  1804  to  the  truftees  of  George,  3rd  Earl  of  Aberdeen.  He  married 
8th  January,  1825,  at  Wotton,  Surrey,  his  couftn,  Janet-Rebecca,  eldeft  daughter 
of  John-Alexander  Ogilvie.  She  died  at  Church  Brampton  Redlory,  Northants, 
24th  May,  1865,  aged  73,/-P- 

2.  John-Charles  Ogilvie,  born  in  1784,  died  in  1839;  M.D.,  Edinburgh, 
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1805;  rnarried  22nd  Auguft,  1818,  Jane,  died  1876,  daughter  of  John  Forbes,  of 
Boyndlie,  co.  Aberdeen,  and  heir  of  her  brother,  Alexander  Forbes.  She  fucceeded 
to  Boyndlie  in  1862,  and  then  aflumed  the  furname  of  Forbes,  in  addition  to 
Ogilvie.  For  her  defcendants  fee  Burke’s  L.  G.,  1906,  p.  608,  under  Ogilvie- 
Forbes,  of  Boyndlie. 

3.  George  Ogilvie,  born  in  1786,  died  in  1828;  Major,  Indian  Army,  Madras 
Pres.,  nth  April,  1826.  He  married  Sarah-Forbes,  died  in  1831,  daughter  of 
John  Sinclair,  of  Culloden,  and  had  iflue. 

4.  William  Ogilvie,  born  in  1788,  died  in  1851,/./).;  Captain,  19th  July, 
1821;  Brevet  Major,  loth  January,  1837,  Indian  Army,  Bombay  Pres.;  Judge 
Advocate  General. 

IV.  Charles  Ogilvie,  7th  fon  of  James  Ogilvie,  of  Auchiries,  born  in  1733, 
died  8th  February,  1788  {Mu/graves  Obituary)  \ of  South  Carolina,  and,  at  his 
death,  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  London;  will,  ift  November,  1775,  proved  with  codicil, 
13th  Odlober,  .1788,  by  his  nephew,  George  Ogilvie,  (501  Calvert,  P.C.C.).  He 
married  in  1762,  Mary,  died  in  1767,  daughter  of  Hon.  James  Michie,  Chief 
Juilice  of  South  Carolina,  and  had  iflue  Mary  Ogilvie,  born  in  1764,  died  in 
infancy;  Charles  Ogilvie,  born  in  1766;  of  Calcutta;  died  in  1794;  James 
Ogilvie,  born  in  1766,  died  in  infancy,  and 

John-Alexander  Ogilvie,  born  in  1767;  buried  at  Wotton,  Surrey,  26th 
May,  1827,  aged  60  years.  Of  South  Carolina,  fubfequently  of  Danbury  Place, 
Eflex  (1797),  and  afterwards  of  Tanhurft,  Wotton,  Surrey.  He  owned  plantations 
called  Richfield  and  Mount  Pleafant,  in  Prince  William  Parifli,  S.  Carolina,  and 
other  lands  in  Carolina  and  Georgia.  In  a will  dated  19th  September,  1797, 
he  appoints,  as  executors,  his  wife,  his  coufin,  George  Ogilvie,  efq.,  of  Auchiries, 
his  father-in-law,  Spencer  Man,  efq.,  of  Charlefton,  S.  Carolina,  William  Gemmell, 
efq.,  of  Weymouth  St.,  London,  and  Alexander  Garden,  efq.,  of  True  Blue,  S. 
Carolina;  but  the  will  proved  by  his  widow  25th  January,  1827,  P.C.C.,  is  dated 
4th  May,  1819,  by  which  he  leaves  his  property  amongfl;  his  three  children,  and 
appoints  his  wife,  Elizabeth-Mary,  foie  executrix,  and  guardian  of  his  fon,  William- 
Henry-Middleton,  a minor.

This  family  Is  of  Wellh  extradlion,  being  derived  from  the  County  of  Carmar- 
then; and  at  Laugharne  in  particular  the  name  has  been  of  frequent  occurrence. 
Sir  William  Perrot,  of  Haroldfton,  co.  Pembroke,  Knt.  (will  proved  yth  June,  1503), 
executed  a power  of  attorney,  9th  June,  2 Hen.  VII  (1487),  by  which  he  placed 
John  Perrot,  of  Haverfordweft,  in  pofleflion  of  the  lordftiip  and  manor  of  Tallacharn 
or  Laugharne.  In  2 Eliz.  the  Inquis.  p.  m.  of  William  Perrot  was  taken  there,  and 
Sir  John  Perrott,  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  was  the  owner  at  the  time  of  his  attainder 
{^Archaeologia  Cambrenfis,  1865,  vol.  xi,  pp.  30,  244),  and  the  name  is  found  in  the 
regifters  of  Laugharne  (which  begin  in  1645),  from  1657  until  a recent  date. 

Thomas  Perrott,  born  at  Llanybri,  near  Carmarthen,  a ftudent  under  Mr.  James 
Owen  at  Wrexham,  was  admitted  to  the  Preflbyterian  miniftry  6th  Auguft,  1706, 
at  Knutsford,  and  ferved  fucceflively  at  Newmarket,  co.  Flint,  and  Brombrough, 
Chefhire,  until  1719,  when  he  became  Tutor  or  Principal  of  the  Academy  (now 
College)  at  Carmarthen,  where  he  died  26th  Dec.,  1733.  His  brother, 

John  Perrott,  was  Presbyterian  Minifter  at  Wotton-under-Edge,  co.  Glouc., 
from  circa  1720,  until  his  death  in  1749,  and  had  iflue  by  Ann,  his  wife,  eight 
children,  five  of  whom  were  living  in  1744,  viz.,  John,  eldefl;  fon,  Samuel,  Mary, 
Frances,  and  Elizabeth.

Meredith  Prichard,^  poflefled  of  lands  at  Hopton  Wafers  and  Burford,  Salop, 
in  his  will,  as  of  the  latter  place,  dated  i ith  November,  1675,  proved  nth  January, 
1675-6,  by  his  fon,  Benjamin  Prichard,  clerk  (Hereford  Dioc.  Court)  mentions  his 
two  lifters,  Rebecca  Baylies,  widow,  and  Joyce  Suler,  widow,  and  defires  to  be  buried 
at  Cleobury  Mortimer,  near  two  of  his  children.  He  left  by  Anne,  his  wife  (appar- 
ently buried  at  Ledbury,  21ft  July,  1692,  as  “Anne  Prichard,  widow”),  an  only 
furviving  child, 

Benjamin  Prichard,  born  at  Hopton  Wafers,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  29th 
March,  1667,  aged  15,  from  Chrift  Church,  and  graduated  B.A.  20th  Odlober, 
1670,  and  M.A.  3rd  July,  1673.  was  inftituted  to  the  Redtory  of  Croft, 
Herefordihire,  26th  July,  1676,  on  the  prefentation  of  Sir  Herbert  Croft;  to  the 
Redory  of  Sutton  St.  Nicholas,  26th  May,  1678,  on  the  prefentation  of  William

and  was  collated  to  the  Prebend  of  Cublington  in  Hereford  Cathedral  26th  Decem- 
ber, 1685.  He  was  buried  at  Ledbury,  23rd  January,  1701-2,  aged  51. 

His  monument  in  the  fouth  aifle  (St,  Anne’s  Chapel),  formerly  on  the  floor,  but 
at  a recent  refloration  of  the  Church  placed  againftthe  north  wall,  bears  the  follow- 
ing infcription:

* “The  church  of  Ledbury  has  two  finecure  Reftors,  called  ‘ Portion aries,’  becaufe  they  change 
their  portions  of  tythes  and  other  returns  every  third  year.  They  are  in  the  Bilhop’s  gift,  and  receive 
inftitution  and  indudlion,  and  thefe  two  alternately  nominate  the  Vicar,  and  to  them  belong  the 
Upper  Hall  Houfe  and  the  Lower,  adjoining  the  churchyard.”  (Camden’s  Britannia,  ed.  Gough,  1789, 
vol.  ii,  p.  456.)  Thefe  finecure  Reftories  were  abolilhed,  and  the  patronage  veiled  in  the  Bilhop  in 
1855  by  an  Aft  of  Parliament  intituled  “An  Aft  for  appropriating  the  Corps  of  the  Prebend  or 
Portion  of  Netherhall,  Ledbury,  in  the  Diocefe  and  County  of  Hereford,  and  for  conllituting  the 
Living  of  Ledbury  a Reftory  with  cure  of  fouls,  and  for  augmenting  the  endowments  thereof.” 

^ Reftor  of  Wefton-under-Penyard,  1684,  Canon  of  Hereford,  1678,  Chancellor  of  the  Cathedral, 
1682,  Vicar  of  Upton  Bilhop,  1679,  fucceflion  to  Canon  Watts,  died  April,  1720. 
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to  difpofe  of  the  fame  for  the  benefit  of  my  wife  and  children  “ unborn  as  thofe  that 
are  born.”  Twenty  fhillings  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  Ledbury.  WitnefTes,  Robt. 
Cutler,  Will:  Mathews,  Wm.  Biflle.  Proved  27th  February,  1702-3,  in  the  Here- 
ford Diocefan  Court,  by  William  and  Jofeph  Watts. 

Benjamin  Prichard  married  Gertrude,  fixth  daughter  of  William  Watts,  M.A., 
Vicar  of  Much  Marcle  and  Canon  Refidentiary  of  Hereford  (fee  ante^  78). 
On  ift  October,  1722,  file  joined  with  her  eldeft  fon,  Benjamin  Prichard,  in  the  fale 
of  I- 1 2th  part  of  the  manor  of  Ledbury.  She  was  buried  there,  12th  March,  1727-8, 
as  “ Mrs.  Gertrude  Prichard,  widow.”  They  had  iflue  nine  fons  and  five  daughters. 

I.  Benjamin  Prichard,  “ y®  fon  of  M*^  Benjamine  Prichard  Redtor  of  Croft  & 
Gertrude  his  wife  fixth  [fifth  ftruclc  out]  daughter  of  M*'  Will’  Watts  vie.  of  Marcle 
was  baptifed  May  y®  22^*  1679”  (Much  Marcle  reg.).  He  matriculated  at  Oxford, 
26th  May,  1693,  from  Brafenofe  College,  became  Fellow  on  the  Elton  Foundation, 
17th  Odlober,  1696,  till  1719,  B.A.  26th  January,  1696,  and  M.A.,  4th  July, 
1699.  He  was  ordained  Deacon,  i6th  March,  1700,  and  Prieft  23rd  May,  1703, 
by  Peter-William,  Bifiiop  of  Oxford,  in  Chrift  Church  Cathedral.  He  was  inftituted 
to  the  Redlory  of  Stonesfield,  co.  Oxford,  5th  March,  1 704-5,  Patron,  the  Queen, 
which  he  held  till  1718-9,  together  with  his  fellowfiiip,  and  on  7th  February,  1 7 1 8-9, 
to  the  Redlory  or  Portion  of  RatclifFe,  Stepney,  and  the  fame  day  to  the  Redlory  of 
St.  George’s,  Middlefex,  Patron,  Brafenofe  College;  and  to  the  Redlory  of  Corring- 
ham,  ElTex,  22nd  May,  1725,  on  the  prefentation  of  Robert  Biddulph,  his  coufin. 
The  laft  two  benefices  he  held  till  his  death,  which  occurred  2nd  Odlober,  1726. 
{Hift.  Reg-1  1726,  Chron.,  p.  38.) 

He  was  nominated  Clerk  of  the  Market,”  Oxford,  by  the  Univerfity,  loth 
Odl.,  1718,  and  ferved  for  one  year.  His  will  is  to  the  following  effedl. 

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen.  Benjamin  Prichard,  clerk,  and  Redlor  or  Portionift  of 
Ratcliff,  Stepney,  Middlefex.  To  my  fon,  Benjamin,  the  200  pound  bond  which  I have  upon 
my  brother  Randolph,  and  what  money  I have  in  Mr.  Francis  Cockaine’s  hands,  and  likewife 
houfes  and  tenements  in  Lancafhire  left  to  my  wife  by  her  father  and  mother.  To  my  fon, 
Thomas,  the  400  pound  bond  I have  in  Mr.  Thomas  Chefhyre’s  hands.  To  my  fon,  William, 
the  300  pound  bond  and  the  100  pound  note  I have  in  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Shippen’s  hands.* 
Dr.  Shippen,  my  brother  Herbert  Prichard,  and  Mr.  Francis  Cockaine,  to  affifl  my  executrix  in 
the  management  of  her  affairs.  To  my  wife,  Anne,  the  falary  which  will  be  payd  after  my 
deceafe  by  the  Mercers’  company,  and  all  my  books,  houfehold  goods,  plate  and  manuferipts. 
She  foie  executrix.  2nd  May,  1726.  Witneffes,  Jofeph  Watfon,^  Lucy  Minors,  W.  Coles. 
Proved  8th  November,  1726.  (241  Plymouth,  P.  C.  C.)

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Three  fons  are  mentioned  in  this  will : 

I.  Benjamin  Prichard,  baptifed  31ft  May,  1720,  at  Ewelme,  co.  Oxford,  as 
fon  of  “ Reverend  Mr.  Benjamin  Prichard,  Redlor  of  Stepney,  and  Anne  his  wife.” 
He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  loth  April,  1742,  aged  21,  from  Brafenofe  College,  and 
graduated  as  of  Magdalen  College,  B.A.  26th  Odlober,  1745?  M.A.  8th  July, 
1749,  of  which  College  he  was  Demy,  1744-7,  and  was  ordained  Deacon  20th 
September,  and  Prieft  20th  December,  1747,  at  Oxford. 

A tablet  on  the  wall  of  the  north  aifle  of  Ewelme  Church  has  this  infcription; 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  the  Revd.  Benjamin  Prichard,  M.A.,  who  died  on  the 
8th  day  of  November,  1777. 

On  another  tablet : 

Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Frances  Prichard,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Prichard,  M.A.,  who  died  the  9th  day  of  October  1776. 

Adminiftration  of  his  eftate  was  granted  (P.C.C.)  19th  December,  i777j  to  his 
fon.  Rev.  Henry  Prichard,  the  deceafed  being  then  termed  “ Rev.  Benjamin 
Prichard,  alias  Pritchard,  late  of  Ewelme,  co.  Oxford,  clerk,  widower.” 

He  had  two  fons,  both  baptifed  at  Ewelme,  viz. ; 

1.  Henry  Prichard,  privately  baptifed  23rd  December,  1747,  and  received 
into  the  Church  20th  January,  1748.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  loth  Oftober, 
1767,  aged  19,  from  Brafenofe  College,  B.A.  5th  February,  1772,  and  M.A. 
1 6th  July,  1774;  and  was  ordained  Prieft  at  Oxford,  20th  December,  1772. 
Fofter’s  Alumni  Oxon.  ftates  that  he  became  Redor  of  Feltwell,  Norfolk,  1778, 
and  held  the  living  till  his  death  19th  April,  1823. 

ii.  Benjamin  Prichard,  baptifed  loth  June,  1749. 

It  might  have  been  fuppofed  that  John-James  Prichard,  who  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  22nd  May,  1760,  from  Brafenofe  College,  aged  17,  as  fon  of  Benjamin 
Prichard,  clerk,  of  Hindley,  Lancaftiire,  was  another  fon,  were  it  not  that  Benjamin 
Prichard  feems  to  have  vacated  his  Demyftiip  in  1747,  upon  his  marriage,  whereas 
John-James  Prichard  was  born  in  1743.  But  perhaps  the  marriage  was  clandef- 
tine,  and  not  difclofed  until  1747. 

2.  Thomas  Prichard,  born  at  Stepney,  matriculated  at  Oxford  9th  Septem- 
ber, 1739,  aged  15,  from  St.  Alban  Hall;  and  graduated  as  of  Trinity  College, 
B.A.  2ift  Odober,  1743;  M.A.  17th  Odober,  1746;  and  was  ordained  Deacon 
at  Oxford,  5th  June,  1748.  Perhaps  Vicar  of  Little  Miflenden,  14th  June,  1750; 
and  Vicar  of  Penn,  Bucks,  8th  May,  1754-5. 

3.  William  Prichard. 

II.  William  Prichard,  “ the  fon  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Prichard  and  Gertrude 
his  wife  was  borne  upon  Wednefday  the  tenth  day  of  November  betwixt  twelve 
and  one  a’clock  at  noone,  and  was  baptized  November  the  18***  1680,”  (Much 
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Marcle  Regifter.)  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  9th  June,  1698,  aged  17,  from 
Magdalen  Hall,  B.A.  13th  November,  1702,  and  M.A.  4th  July,  1720.  He 
became  Vicar  of  Hill,  co.  Gloucefter,  1706,  figning  the  fubfcription  book  at 
Gloucefter  as  B.A.  previoufly  to  his  admiffion  24th  May,  1706,  but  the  fadt  of  his 
inftitution  is  not  recorded.  He  was  made  Redtor  of  Corringham,  Eflex,  2nd  June, 
1735,  on  the  prefentation  of  Robert  Biddulph,  his  coufin,  in  which  living  he  was 
fucceededby  his  nephew  Charles  Mayo  in  1743.  He  was  buried  under  the  altar  in 
Hill  Church,  with  this  infcription : 

In  memory  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  William  Prichard,  A.M.,  Rector  of  Corringham, 
IN  THE  County  of  Essex,  and  more  than  36  years  Minister  of  this  Parish,  who  died 
the  14TH  DAY  of  May,  a.d.  1743,  in  the  63“  Year  of  his  Age. 

III.  Joseph  Prichard,  “ the  fon  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  Redlor  of  this  Parilh 
and  Gertrude  his  wife,  was  baptifed  and  was  born  on  the  25th  December  betwixt 
10  and  1 1 at  night  1681.”  (Sutton  St.  Nicholas  reg.) 

IV.  Gertrude  Prichard, baptifed  (as  were  the  reft)  at  Ledbury,  25th  Novem- 
ber, 1683,  and  married  there,  28th  November,  1708,  to  Caleb  Randolph.  She  was 
buried  25th  November,  1709,  as  “Gertrude,  ye  wife  of  Mr.  Caleb  Randolph,”  and 
her  hulband,  who  long  furvived  her,  23rd  April,  1741,  as  “Caleb  Randolph, 
Gent.” 

On  the  floor  of  St.  Anne’s  Chapel  (fouth  aifle)  is  a ftone  with  this  infcription:

Caleb  Randolph’s  long  will,  dated  29th  Odlober,  1734,  with  codicil  19th  Sep- 
tember, 1738,  was  proved  22nd  Auguft,  1741.  (212  Spurway,  P.C.C.) 

V.  Herbert  Prichard,  baptifed  13th  May,  1685.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford, 
loth  July,  1702,  aged  15,  from  Brafenofe  College;  B.A.  nth  April,  1706,  and 
M.A.  17th  February,  1709.  7th  June  (Tu.),  1715;  “This  morning  preached  at 
St.  Marie’s  [Oxford],  Mr.  Herbert  Prichard  of  Bras.  N.  upon  Rom.  viii.  26. 
Likewife  the  Spirit  alfo  helpeth  our  Infirmities.  It  was  but  an  indiiferent  Difcourfe.” 
(Hearne’s  ColleElions^  vol.  v,  p.  64.  Oxford  Hift.  Soc.,  1901.)  He  was  inftituted 
Redlor  of  St.  George’s,  Middlefex,  22nd  June,  1727,  and  ceded  1729;  Redlor  of 
Stebonheath,  Spitalfields  Stepney,  ift  June,  1728,  and  Redlor  of  Chrift  Church, 
Spitalfields,  loth  July,  1729,  all  in  the  gift  of  Brafenofe  College.  He  died  13th 
Auguft,  1730  (Mufgrave’s  Obituary).  Admon.  of  his  eftate  was  granted  (P.C.C.) 
19th  February,  1731,  to  Martha  Darby,  widow,  principal  creditor;  his  children 
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Benjamin,  Thomas,  and  Gertrude  being  minors.  A fecond  admon.  iflued  on  5th 
February,  1741,  to  Rev.  Thomas  Foxley,  principal  creditor,  Sufannah  Moor  being 
then  guardian  of  Gertrude  Prichard,  a minor.  As  to  thefe  three  children, 

1.  Benjamin  Prichard,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  5th  March,  1736-7,  aged  19, 
from  St.  Alban  Hall,  as  born  at  Frieden  (.?).  He  died  unmarried. 

2.  Thomas  Prichard,  born  at  Weftminfter.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford,  13th 
March,  1 730-1,  aged  16,  from  Brafenofe  College,  and  graduated  B.A.,  6th  Novem- 
ber, 1734.  He  alfo  died  unmarried. 

3.  Gertrude  Prichard,  married  to  — Wynne;  Ihe  died  at  Clayton,  Suflex, 
9th  November,  1801,  aged  72  years,  the  refidence  of  her  coufin,  Samuel  Bethell,  the 
Redor  there.  On  29th  December,  1752,  Herbert  Mayo  [D.D.],  Fellow  of  Brafe- 
nofe College,  in  conlideration  of  a fum  of  ,^125,  paid  him  by  Gertrude  Wynne,  of 
the  parifh  of  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford,  agrees  to  grant  her  a life  annuity  of 
Witnefles,  Thomas  Mayo,  William  Davies. 

VI.  Thomas  Prichard,  baptifed  i6th  December,  1686. 

VII.  Robert  Prichard,  baptifed  3rd  November,  1688;  buried  3rd  March, 
1 688-9. 

VIII.  Charles  Prichard,  baptifed  — February,  and  buried  22nd  February, 
1689. 

IX.  Anne  Prichard,  “ ye  daughter  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  clerk,  and 
Gertrude  his  wife  was  baptifed  July  y®  4,  1691.”  (Ledbury  Regifter.)  She  was 
buried  in  the  South  Cloifter  of  Hereford  Cathedral,  13th  May,  1754  (St.  Peter’s 
Regifter)  having  been  the  wife  of  Charles  Mayo.  “ Mr.  Charles  Mayo  and  Mrs. 
Anne  Pritchard  ” were  married  24th  April,  1714,  at  Ledbury.  See  ante^  page  256. 

X.  Catherine  Prichard,  baptifed  22nd  July,  1693. 

XI.  Lucy,  baptifed  15th  Auguft,  1695,  and  married  i8th  November,  1715,  to 
“ Mr.  John  Minors,”  junr.,  at  Ledbury.  In  the  Hereford  marriage  allegations,  the 
day  previous,  occur  “ John  Minors  of  the  City  of  Hereford,  aged  22,  bach.,  and 
Lucy  Prichard  of  Ledbury,  aged  10,/oluta”  In  1737  he  is  ftyled“of  Clement’s 
Inn,  CO.  Middlefex,  gent.”  (Will  of  Jofeph  Watts.)  He  pre-deceafed  his  wife, 
who  in  1761  (and  from  1758,  if  not  earlier)  was  occupying  the  houfe  in  Craven 
Street,  Strand,  London,  where  her  nephew,  Jofeph  Mayo,  fucceeded  her  the  next 
year  (fee  ante^  page  356).  She  died  i8th  December,  1776  (St.  Peter’s  Regifter, 
Hereford),  and  was  buried  23rd  December,  at  Ledbury,  aged  81,  “from 
Hereford.” 

XII.  Samuel  Prichard,  baptifed  26th  May,  1697.  He  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  5th  February,  1713-4,  aged  16,  from  Brafenofe  College;  buried  at  Ledbury, 
1 2th  April,  1717,  as  “Mr.  Samuel  Prichard.” 

XIII.  Elizabeth  Prichard,  baptifed  25th  March,  1699;  buried  at  Ledbury, 
17th  May,  1720,  as  “Mrs.  Elizabeth  Prichard.” 
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XIV.  John  Prichard,  baptifed  24th  February,  1701.  He  matriculated  at 
Oxford,  22nd  May,  1717,  aged  15,  from  Brafenofe  College,  and  became  Fellow  on 
the  Elton  Foundation,  17th  July,  1719;  B.A.  6th  February,  1720,  and  M.A.  12th 
0(5tober,  1723;  and  was  ordained  Deacon  31ft  May,  1724,  and  Prieft  24th 
September,  1727,  by  John,  Bilhop  of  Oxford,  in  Chrift  Church  Cathedral.  He 
refigned  his  fellowlhip  in  1740,  having  been  inftituted  to  Chrift  Church,  Spitalfields, 
Middlefex,  19th  January,  1738.  He  died  28th  September,  1782,  unmarried.  In 
his  will,  dated  15th  November,  1779,  ^ codicil,  27th  July,  1781,  and  proved 

15th  November,  1782  (556  Goftling,  P.C.C.),  he  defcribes  himfelf  as  of  Windfor, 
Berks,  and  mentions  his  great-nephew,  Charles  Mayo  (his  Executor),  and  his 
nephews,  Jofeph  Mayo  and  Benjamin  Prichard.  He  was  buried  3rd  Odlober,  1782, 
as  “ the  Rev*^  Mr.  John  Pritchard  ” (Regifter  of  New  Windfor,  Berks).

Monmouth,  and  Lympftone,  Devon, 
Infpedlor  of  Lighthoufes  to  the  Board  of  Admiralty,  born  22nd  June,  1771,  died 
at  Briftol,  2nd  June,  1838  (fon  of  William  Reynolds,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  E.  Coulthard,  of  . . .,  Surrey,  by  Anne,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert 
Surtees,  of  Mainsforth,  Controller  of  Cuftoms  at  Sunderland,  by  Dorothy,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  John  Marley,  of  Pitchtree,  co.  Durham),  married  7th  Auguft,  1798, 
at  St.  Mary’s,  Stoke  Newington,  Georgiana-Grueber,  2nd  daughter  of  William 
Larkins,  Accountant-General  of  Bengal,  born  24th  September,  1778,  at  Calcutta, 
died  30th  April,  1853,  at  Lympftone,  Devon,  and  had  iflue: 

I.  William-Larkins  Reynolds,  born  at  Stoke  Newington,  i8th  June,  1799; 
died  at  Geneva.  He  twice  married. 

II.  Georgiana-Mary  Reynolds,  born  at  Lympftone,  Devon,  24th  September, 
1800;  died  6th  March,  1880,  aged  80,  buried  at  Puddington,  Devon;  having  been 
married  at  Malpas  to  David  Llewellyn,  Redlor  of  Puddington.

He  married  9th  November,  1843,  Tunbridge  Wells,  Elizabeth-Sufannah, 
5th  daughter  of  James  Walker,  of  Blackheath,  and  Apollonia-Charlotte-Ann,  his 
wife,  daughter  of  William  Larkins,  Accountant-General  of  Bengal;  born  i6th 
December,  1809;  died  at  Blenheim  Lodge,  Guildford,  25  th  December,  1902.

Captain  49th  Bengal  N.I.,  Principal  Afliftant  to  the  Commiflioner  of  AlTam;  died 
1 6th  January,  1853,  at  Tezpore,  Aflam.  By  his  wife,  Jeflie,  nee  Hudfon,  he  had 
ilTue  Mary,  married  to  Dr.  Bramwell;  Sarah,  and  others,  now  deceafed.

The 
diftinguiflied  anceftry  of  the  Walwyn  family,  derived  from  Richard  Walwyn  living 
in  the  fourteenth  century,  who  married  Joanna,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Walter  de 
Helyon,  of  Hellens,  may  be  feen  in  Manftons  and  Manors  of  Herefor d/hire y by 
C.  J.  Robinfon,  D.C.L.,  and  in  the  continuation  of  Duncomb’s  Hijiory  of  Her eford- 
fhirey  by  W.  H.  Cooke,  Q.C.,  Recorder  of  Oxford. 

John  Shepheard,^  of  Hilluppencott,  in  Bitterley,  Salop,  was  poflelTed  of 
lands  in  Shropftiire  and  Herefordfliire.  His  will,  i8th  June,  1630,  with  codicils, 
1 2th  and  14th  May,  1631,  was  proved  by  his  fons,  Richard  and  George,  8th 
Odober,  1631  (112  St.  John,  P.C.C.).  He  married  Elizabeth,  and  had  ilTue:

Thomas  Willim,  baptifed  20th  June,  1644,  admitted  Freeman  of  Hereford 
I ith  November,  1673,  whofe  will,  dated  i8th  July,  1701,  was  proved  31ft  January, 
1 701 -2  (Hereford  Deanery  Court).  He  was  buried  at  St.  Nicholas’  22nd 
December,  1701,  and  had  ilTue  by  Katherine,  his  wife,  buried  there  8th  January, 
1729-30,  as  “ Mrs.  Cathrin  Willim,  widow,”  the  following  children:

I.  Thomas  Willim,  the  eldeft  fon,  baptifed  at  St.  Nicholas’,  31ft  March, 
1707;  matriculated  at  Oxford,  20th  May,  1724,  aged  17,  from  Oriel  College; 
B.A.  from  Wadham  College,  27th  February,  1727-8;  M.A  .12th  December,  1730; 
Head  Mafter  of  Cathedral  School,  Hereford,  1731-1748;  collated  to  the  Prebend 
of  Fiona  Parva,  in  Hereford  Cathedral,  4th  May,  1733;  admitted  Freeman  of 
Hereford  23rd  July,  1728;  Redor  of  Eaton  Bifhop.  He  died  in  his  father’s 
lifetime,  and  was  buried  at  Eaton  Bifhop  i ith  September,  1750.  His  will,  as  of  the 
city  of  Hereford,  clerk,  5th  September,  was  proved  28th  September,  1750  (Here- 
ford Deanery  Court).

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CHAPTER  XII 

The  Manors  of  Andrewes  and  Le  Mote,  in  Cheshunt,  Hertfordshire. 

iE  readers  of  the  foregoing  narrative  will  remember  that  it  has 
already  been  ftated  at  page  300  that  the  Manors  of  Andrewes 
and  Le  Mote  in  the  parifh  of  Chelbunt,  Hertford fhire,  defcended 
to  Charles  Mayo,  B.D.,  on  the  death  of  Ann,  widow  of  William 
Shaw,  in  1826.  It  has  not  been  eafy  to  afcertain  their  devolution 
from  lord  to  lord  at  every  ftage  of  their  hiftory,  but  an  attempt 
is  here  made  to  exhibit  it,  and  original  documents  are  quoted  with  confiderable 
fulnefs  to  eftablifh  the  conclufions  now  fet  forth.  It  will  be  convenient  to  begin  with 
the  manor  of  Le  Mote. 


LE  MOTE. 

The  firft  mention  of  this  manor,  at  prefent  known  to  be  on  record,  occurs  in 
a grant,  dated  3rd  March,  43  Edward  III,  1369,  by  which  John  de  Haftynges, 
fecond  Earl  of  Pembroke  of  that  name,  conveys  to  feoffees  the  manor  of  la  Mote, 
Hertfordfhire,  and  other  manors  in  various  counties,  which  Lady  Mary  de  St.  Paul, 
Countefs  of  Pembroke,  was  holding  in  dower  of  his,  the  faid  Earl’s,  inheritance 
{Ancient  Deeds  in  P.R.O.,  vol.  iii,  A.  4874).  Her  Inquijitio  pojl  mortemvizs  held  at 
Buntingford  14th  April,  51  Edw.  Ill,  1377,  when  it  was  found  that  the  deceafed 
held  at  her  death  the  manor  of  Le  Mote,  at  ChelKunt,  having  been  jointly  enfeoffed 
of  the  fame  with  Aylmer  de  Valence,  her  late  hufband.  The  manor  was  held  of  the 
Earl  of  Richmond,  the  Abbot  of  Waltham,  Philip  Darcy,  Knt.,  the  Prior  of 
St.  Mary’s  Hofpital  in  Bifhopfgate  Without,  London,  the  heirs  of  John  Andrew, 
and  the  parifh  church  of  Chefhunt,  by  the  annual  fervice  of  6Ss.  %d.  The  reverfion 
belonged  to  John  de  Haflings,  third  Earl  of  Pembroke  of  that  family,  then  a minor 
in  ward  of  the  King.  This  John  de  Haftings  was  great-great-grandfon  of  John  de 
Haflings,  Lord  Haflings,  who  died  in  1313,  by  his  wife,  Ifabel  de  Valence,  filler 
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and  coheir  of  Aylmer  de  Valence,  and  died,  30th  December,  1389,  aged  17, 
when  Reginald,  Lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn,  was  found  to  be  heir  of  the  whole 
blood,  and  prefumably  inherited  this  manor.  Thus,  the  defcent  of  this  manor  feems 
to  have  been  as  follows: 

1.  Aylmer  de  Valence,^  Earl  of  Pembroke;  died  23rd  June,  1324. 

2.  Mary  de  St.  Paul,  his  widow;  died  i6th  March,  1377. 

3.  John  de  Hastings,  Earl  of  Pembroke;  died  30th  December,  1389. 

4.  Reginald,  Lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn. 

The  next  mention  of  Le  Mote  occurs  early  in  the  following  century,  when,  on 
20th  December,  7 Hen.  IV,  1405,  William,  Vicar  of  Chefthunte,  releafes  to  John 
Breton,  of  Chefthunte,  and  his  heirs,  the  lands,  tenements,  rents,  and  fervices  called 
le  Moot.  This  is  followed  6th  March,  8 Hen.  IV,  1406-7,  by  a demife  from 
Richard  Hanham  and  Peter  Petyt,  of  Chefthunte,  to  William,  Vicar  of  Chefthunte, 
Walter  Waltham,  Thomas  Cays  and  John  Baldok  and  their  heirs,  of  the  lands,  etc., 
called  le  Moot,  in  the  vills  of  Chefthunte  and  Waltham  Holy  Crofs,  which  they 
lately  had  by  the  gift  and  feoffment  of  John  Breton,  of  Chefthunte.

mentis redditibus  et  ferviciis  cum  pertinenciis  de  cetero  exigere  feu  vendicare  poterimus  fet  ab 
omni  accione  juris  et  clamii  inde  fimus  exclufi  per  prefentes  imperpetuum.  In  cuius  rei  tefti- 
monium  prefentibus  figillum  meum  appofui  Datum  vicefimo  die  Decembris  Anno  regni  Regis 
Henrici  quarti  poft  conqueftum  feptimo.

An  interval  of  thirty-four  years  now  occurs  without  the  ownerfhip  of  the  manor 
being  traced,  when  two  fines  occur,  dated  refpedively  17  Hen.  IV,  Trinity  Term, 
No.  96  (1439),  ^9  IV,  Mich.  Term,  No.  108  (1440).  By  the  former  of 

thefe  Robert  Ellerbek  and  Agnes,  his  wife,  deforciants,  acknowledge  that  i 
mefluage,  14  acres  of  land  and  4 acres  of  meadow  in  Chefthunt  and  Wormele,  and 
a moiety  of  the  manor  of  la  Moot,  with  appurtenances  (except  1 acres  of  meadow 
of  the  fame  moiety)  were  the  right  of  John  Fray,  the  querent,  and  that  he  had 
them  by  the  gift  of  Robert  and  Agnes,  who  quitclaim  the  fame  for  themfelves  and 
the  heirs  of  Agnes  to  the  faid  John  and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

The  other  fine  was  levied  between  William  Philip,  Lord  of  Bardolf,  John 
Walflhe,  Nicholas  Dixon,  clerk,  John  Leuenthorp,  efq.,  and  Henry  Langley,  efq., 
querents,  and  Roger  Ree  and  Rofe,  his  wife,  deforciants,  regarding  i mefluage, 
14  acres  of  land  and  4 acres  of  meadow  in  the  faid  parifhes,  and  a moiety  of  the 
manor  of  Moot,  with  appurtenances,  and  the  faid  Roger  and  Rofe  acknowledge  the 
fame  to  be  the  right  of  John  Walflhe,  and  quitclaim  the  fame  for  themfelves  and 
the  heirs  of  Rofe  to  the  faid  querents  and  the  heirs  of  John  Walflhe  for  ever. 

Thefe  fines  fuggeft  that  the  manor  of  Mote  had  now  fallen  to  co-heirefles,  who 
difpofed  of  their  refpedlive  moieties.  Walfh’s  moiety  will  be  mentioned  prefently. 
The  teftarnent,  together  with  the  will  of  Robert  Elderbek  (Jic)^  efq.,  dated  31ft 
December,  1460,  was  proved  27th  Odober,  1461,  by  Nicholas  Elderbek,  his  fon 
(23  Stokton,  P.C.C.),  but  no  further  light  is  thrown  on  the  tranfadion,  though  he 
ftill  retained  at  the  former  date  3^^  acres  of  land  in  a place  called  “ le  Frethay  ” in 
Cheflhunt.  However,  a court-roll  is  found,  dated  19th  September,  37  Hen.  VI, 
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1458,  which  is  endorfed  “ Rotul’  Cur’  Johannis  Yonge,  civis  et  Groc’  London’  mai^ii 
fui  de  la  Mote  in  Chefthunt  in  Com.  Hertford.”  It  thus  appears  that  at  the  date 
mentioned  the  manor  was  in  the  pofleflion  of 

John  Yonge,  citizen  and  grocer  of  London.  In  his  will,  dated  8th  November, 
21  Edw.  IV,  1481,  and  proved  by  his  relifl  and  executrix,  Dame  Johane,  14th 
February,  1481-2  (4  Logge,  P.C.C.),  in  which  he  is  defcribed  as  Sir  John  Yong, 
“ Knyght,  citezein  and  late  aldermanne  and  maire  of  London,  and  alfo  late  maire 
of  the  ftaple  at  Caleys,”  he  provides  as  follows: 

Item  as  for  the  manoir  of  the  Mote  in  Chefthunt  in  the  countie  of  Hertford  w*'  alle 
landes,  tenements  and  thapp‘’tenhc3  thereto  belonging  afwele  in  Chefthunt  as  in  Walteham  Saint 
CrolTe  in  the  faide  countie  of  Hertford  I the  saide  John  Yong  and  the  faide  Dame  Jane  my 
wife  haue  as  nowe  a foie  Joynt  eftate  to  vs  and  to  the  heires  males  of  our  ij  bodies  betwene  vs 
lawfFully  begoten.  And  for  defaute  of  fuch  0''  heires  thanne  to  o'"  heires  in  fee  fimple.  Where- 
fore I wolle  that  fhe  after  my  decefte  fhalhaue  and  enioye  the  fame  according  to  our  faide 
aftate  to  gider  alfo  w‘  all  othe’  my  landes  in  Chefthunt  and  Walthm  Saint  Crofle  aforefaide 
afwele  fre  holde  as  copy  holde. 

Dame  Johane  Yonge,  after  her  hulband’s  deceafe,  married  . . . Lewkenor. 
Her  will,  dated  27th  February,  1494,  as  of  “Dame  Johanna  Lewkenore,  wedowe,” 
was  proved  by  her  coufin  and  executor,  Hugh  Shuldham,  efq,,  14th  May,  1495 
(23  Vox,  P.C.C.).  It  contains  no  reference  to  the  manor,  and  indeed  fhe  had  already 
parted  with  it  to  Sir  Edward  Brampton  or  Brampston,  Knt. 

Sir  Edward  _ The  next  reference  to  this  manor  occurs  in  a Rental  of  Chefhunt,  April, 
Brampton,  ^ 1 484,  wherein  mention  is  made  of  the  moiety  of  lands  and  tenements  of

In  the  margin  is  written  a note  of  later  date,  “ Modo  Edwardi  Brampfton 
milit’  poftea  Hugonis  Clopton  et  deinde  Edi  Denny  vni®  barron’  de  fcaccrio.” 

The  whole  payment  made  by  Yonge  to  the  lady  of  the  manor  of  Chefthunt  for 
thefe  and  other  lands  amounts  to  “ Ixiij®  viij'*  ob.  qu.  cu’  medefilS  pro  op® 
in  p'’®'t’.”  ^

The  whole  value  of  the  manor  of  Chelhunt  at 
this  time  is  fummed  up  as  “ the  fm“  of  all  vnto  my  lady  by  yere  ys  iij’^’'iiij'‘  vij’  vij**.” 
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London,  for  ^^300,  and  by  another  deed  of  15th  February  following,  whereby  Ihe 
conveys  to  the  faid  Hugh  Clopton,  Katherine  his  wife,  William  Clopton,  junr., 
William  Prat  of  the  King’s  Chancery,  and  William  Lamberd,  citizen  and  mercer  of 
London,  their  heirs  and  afligns,  her  eftate  in  the  manor  or  mefluage  called  the  Mote 
in  Chefthunt,  and  all  other  her  lands,  freehold  and  copyhold,  which  fometime  were 
of  Sir  John  Yong,  Knt.,  and  which  fhe,  the  faid  Countefs,  had  by  fale  and  grant  of 
Edward  Brampton,  Knt.;  and  agrees  to  deliver  to  the  faid  Hugh  Clopton,  inter  alia ^ 
“ an  obligacion  in  and  by  which  Dame  Jane  Lewkenor  wydowe  late  wylF  of  the  faid 
John  Yong  is  hold  and  ftondeth  bounde  to  Sir  Edward  Brampton  Knyght  in  V®  li 
fterlinge.”  From  thefe  evidences  it  may  be  gathered  that  the  manor  pafled  through 
the  hands  of 

1.  Sir  John  Yonge,  Knight,  citizen  and  grocer  of  London. 

2.  Dame  Johane  Yonge,  his  widow,  who  married  . . . Lewkenor. 

3.  Sir  Edward  Brampton,  knight,  apparently  her  mortgagee. 

4.  Margaret,  Countess  of  Richmond,  mother  of  Henry  VII. 

5.  Hugh  Clopton,^  and  his  truftees.  Finally  it  came  to 

6.  Edmund  Denny,  one  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer.

The  next  owner  of  this  manor,  after  Hugh  Clopton,  was  Edmund  Denny, 
Baron  of  the  Exchequer.  His  pojl  mortem  inquilition,  taken  at  Waltham,  Eflex, 
14th  Odlober,  12  Hen.  VIII,  1520,  fets  forth  that  for  long  before  his  death  he  was 
felfed  in  demefne  as  of  fee  of  the  manor  of  Le  Mote,  with  its  appurtenances,  and 
of  1 2 mefluages,  1 1 acres  of  land,  1 5 acres  of  pafture  and  20  acres  of  meadow  in 
Chefthunt,  and  by  his  charter  granted  the  premifes  “ which  he  lately  acquired  to  him- 
felf,  his  heirs  and  afligns,  of  Hugh  Clopton,  citizen  and  mercer  of  London,”  to 
John  Legh  of  Stokewell,  Surrey,  Knt,  Thomas  Knefeworth,  citizen  and  alderman 
of  London,  Robert  Blagg,  King’s  Remembrancer  in  the  Exchequer,  Ralph  Legh, 
John  Caftell,  John  Parient,  Erafmus  Forde,  Richard  Hill,  and  John  Smith,  of  whom 
Thomas  Knefeworth  and  Ralph  Legh  had  died,  and  the  reft  furvive;  and  Edmund 
Denny,  at  London,  in  the  ward  of  Baynardes  Caftell,  20th  July,  1 1 Hen.  VIII,  1519, 
declared  his  laft  will,  to  the  effed  that  his  executors,  viz.  Thomas  Denny,  his  eldeft 
fon,  John  Smythe  aforefaid,  now  Remembrancer  of  the  King’s  Treafury,  and  John 
Dan  yell,  gent.,  ftiould  receive  the  profits  of  the  premifes  for  four  years,  for  the 
exhibition  and  fuftentation  of  his  daughters,  Joyce  and  Mary,  or  until  their  marriage, 
profeflion  to  religion,  or  death,  then  to  the  ufe  of  his  fon,  Thomas,  and  that  at 
the  end  of  the  term  of  four  years,  the  faid  Thomas  ftiould  hold  the  premifes.  The 
furviving  truftees  are  now  feifed  of  them,  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  executors.  The 
faid  manor  and  premifes  are  held  of  the  Abbot  of  St.  Peter’s,  Weftminfter,  in  right 
of  his  monaftery,  and  are  worth,  beyond  reprifes,  {^10.  Edmund  Denny  died 
28th  April,  1520,  and  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  is  aged  twenty-four  years  and 
upwards. 

Thomas  Denny  in  due  courfe  entered  on  this  manor  and  lands,  upon  whofe 
death,  in  1527,  they  became  the  inheritance  of  John  Denny,  his  fon  and  heir.  In 
an  old  paper-book,  which  has  loft  its  beginning  and  end,  but  appears  to  be  a rental 
of  lands  in  Cheftiunt,  temf,  Flenry  VIII,  occurs:

“ The  fame  Thomas  for  works  of  the  pke  & medowe  iii'^  q*".” 

This  Robert  Dacres  died  20th  Odlober,  35  Hen.  VIII,  1543,  and  immediately 
after  the  manor  of  Mote  was  dealt  with  by  a Private  Adi  of  Parliament,  and  afligned 
by  way  of  exchange  to  George  Dacres,  his  fon  and  heir.  This  Adi,  35  Hen.  VIII, 
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c,  23,  is  not  printed,  but  an  abftra<5l  is  given  in  Letters  and  Papers^  Foreign  and 
DomeJUc^  Hen.  VIII,  vol.  xix,  pt.  i,  p.  13,  as  follows: 

Partition  of  certain  lands  made  at  the  fuit  of  Anthony  Denny  of  the  Privy  Chamber,  who 
was  in  communication  for  an  exchange  with  Robert  Dacres,  the  King’s  fervant,  deceafed,  of  all 
Dacres’  lands  in  Weft-merfey,  Petehall  and  Fyngryngo,  Eflex;  and  Dacres,  alfo,  by  will 
devifed  that  Anthony  Denny  Ihould  fell,  for  payment  of  his  debts,  marriage  of  his  daughters 
and  the  daughters  of  Thomas  Denny,  whofe  executor  he  was,  the  manors  of  Lathbury,  Bucks, 
and  Kempftone,  Beds.,  and  all  lands  of  the  inheritance  of  John  Denny  in  thefe  places,  and  the 
manor  of  Barford,  Northants,  and  a houfe  at  Bednolde  Grene,  Midd.,  and  all  lands  there  holden 
of  the  Bilhop  of  London  by  copy  of  court  roll.  The  King  lhall  now  take  the  manors  of  Weft- 
merfie,  Petehall  and  Fyngryngo,  and  Denny  lhall  have  the  manor  of  Perkebury,  Herts,  which 
belonged  to  St.  Albans,  and  certain  lands  in  and  about  St.  Albans  j George  Dacres^  fon  and  heir 
of  the  faid  Robert,  lhall  have  the  manors  of  Mote^  in  Chejhunt  Parilh,  Herts,  Apperfeld,  Kent, 
and  Tyncottes  in  Trompyngton,  Camb.,  parcel  of  the  inheritance  of  the  faid  "John  Denny^ion 
and  heir  of  the  faid  Thomas  Denny,  the  manors  of  St.  Giles,  Herts,  and  Longe  Ichyngton, 
Warw.,  reftory  of  Chelhunt,  Herts,  parcel  of  the  inheritance  of  the  faid  Anthony  Denny, 
etc.  etc. 

From  this  time  the  manor  of  Le  Mote  has  been  held  in  conjundlion  with  the 
manor  of  Andrewes,  to  which  attention  will  be  now  direded. 


ANDREWES. 

This  manor  derives  its  name  from  the  John  Andrew,  whofe  heirs  are  mentioned  Manor  of 
in  the  Inquijitio  pojl  mortem  of  Mary  de  St.  Paul,  taken  in  1377,  to  which  attention 
has  already  been  direded.  That  he  was  living  at  Chelhunt  in  1353  is  evident  from 
the  following  charter,  by  which  he  grants  to  John  Perfonn  certain  lands  there  at  an 
annual  fee  farm  rent  of 

Sciant  prefentes  et  futuri  quod  ego  Johannes  Andreu  de  Chefthunte  dedi  concelli  et  hac  Grant  by

Dedi  eciam 
et  conceffi  eidem  Johanni  Perfonn  vnam  Rodam  terre  jacentem  in  Campo  predido  videlicet  in 
latitudine  inter  terram  Willielmi  Robert  ex  parte  boriali  et  terram  domini  Johannis  de  Gannt 
Comitis  Richemund  ex  parte  auftrali,  et  abuttat  ad  unum  caput  verfus  orientem  verfus  Purifeld- 
ftyle.  Habendum  et  tenendum  predidas  quatuor  Rodas  terre  cum  omnibus  fuis  pertinenciis 
predido  Johanni  Perfonn  heredibus  et  allignatis  fuis  ad  feodi  firmam  de  capitalibus  dominis 
feodi  illius  libere  quiete  bene  et  in  pace  per  fervicia  inde  debita  et  de  jure  confueta  imperpetuum 
Reddendo  inde  annuatim  michi  heredibus  et  allignatis  meis  quatuor  denarios  ad  quatuor  anni 
terminos  per  equales  porciones  et  faciendo  fedam  ad  curiam  meam  quando  contigerit.  Et  ego 
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predi(5tus  Johannes  Andreu  et  heredes  mei  totas  predidlas  quatuor  Rodas  terre  cum  omnibus  fuis 
pertinenciis  predidlo  Johanni  Perfonn  heredibus  et  affignatis  fuis  in  feodi  firmam  contra  omnes 
gentes  warantizabimus  imperpetuum.  In  cujus  rei  teftimonium  uni  parti  hujus  carte  indentate 
penes  didlum  Johannem  Perfonn  refidenti  ego  predidlus  Johannes  Andreu  figillum  meum 
appofui  alteri  vero  parti  penes  me  remanenti  figillum  didli  Johannis  Perfonn  eft  appenfum. 
Hiis  teftibus  Willielmo  de  Stanftede  Ricardo  de  Norton  Ricardo  de  Scheringg  Willielmo  Pentrie 
Johanne  Adam  et  aliis.  Datum  apud  Chefthunte  die  dominica  in  fefto  fanftorum  martirum 
Marcellini  et  Petri  [2nd  June]  anno  regni  Regis  Edwardi  tercii  poft  conqueftum  vicefimo 
feptimo  [13531-

27°  E.  3 certen  londs  letton  in  fee  ferme  by  John  Andrew  onto  John  Perfonn  paieng  yerely 
iiijd.” 

His  name  alfo  appears  in  the  two  following  deeds:

Small  round  feal  of  red  wax,  “ sigillvm  ioh’is  de  cadomo  c . . and  an  eagle  difplayed, 
with  a motto.  Endorfed  “Pannel  acre,”  and  in  a later  hand,  “ John  de  Caam  to  John  Andrew 
(nuft  dat’)  of  one  of  Lands  in  Chefthunt.” 

From  the  firft  of  the  foregoing  charters  it  appears  that  John  Andrew  owned  a 
manor  in  Chefhunt  in  1353,  as  he  requires  John  Perfonn  to  do  fuit  at  his  Court, 

“ faciendo  fedam  ad  curiam  meam  quando  contigerit.”  The  rolls  of  the  manor  of 
Andrewes  do  not,  however,  begin  until  1438.  Thofe  known  to  the  writer  are  as 
follows,  and  relate  to  the  time  when  John  Walsh,  fenior,  was  owner  of  the  John 
eftate : S'?;

1442.  Court  of  John  Welffii  “ et  fociorum  fuorum,”  held  on  Monday  after 
St.  Valentine,  20  Hen.  VI. 

1442.  Court  of  Henry,  Cardinal  of  England  and  Bllhop  of  Winchefter, 
Richard  Nevill,  Earl  of  Sarum,  William  de  la  Pole,  Earl  of  Suffolk,  “ et  fociorum 
fuorum,”  held  on  Monday  after  SyfPetronilla,  20  Hen.  VI. 

Courts  of  the  Manor  of  Andrewes  were  held  by  thefe  perfons,  probably  the 
feoffees  of  John  Walfh,  until  1446,  viz.,  Monday  after  the  Nativity  of  B.  V.  M., 
Monday  before  St.  Margaret,  and  Monday  after  St.  Bartholomew,  21  Hen.  VI; 
Saturday  before  St.  Matthias,  22  Hen.  VI;  Monday  before  St.  Gregory,  23 
Hen.  VI;  on  St.  Matthias’  Day,  and  on  Tuefday  before  St.  Giles,  24  Hen.  VI. 
Other  Courts  were  held,  where  the  rolls  do  not  give  the  names  of  the  lords,  on 
Tuefday  after  St.  Valentine  and  Wednefday  after  St.  Alban,  26  Hen.  VI;  Monday 
after  Sts.  Peter  and  Paul,  27  Hen.  VI;  Tuefday  after  Purif.  B.  V.  M.,  28  Hen.  VI; 
and  Saturday  after  the  Afcenfion,  29  Hen.  VI,  1451. 

The  will  of  John  Walfh,  efquyer,  29th  September,  1464,  proved  3rd  Odlober

following,  by  Margaret,  his  widow,  Nicholas  Sharp  and  John  Luthyngton,  efquyers, 
the  executors  (6  Godyn,  P.C.C.),  contains  the  following  direcftions: 

I will  that  Margaret,  my  wife,  haue  aftate  of  my  feoffe3  of  my  place  in  Chefthunt  in  the 
which  I dwell  in,  with  the  clofe  paled  aboute  for  terme  of  hir  lifF  Alfo  I will  that  the  Reuenues 
of  all  myn  other  lyuelode  that  I haue  in  Chefthunt  with  other  lyuelode  that  I haue  at  the 
Stronde  in  London  and  other  lyuelode  that  I haue  in  Worceterfhire  be  Rewled  and  kept  to  the 
manage  of  myn  doghters  and  y*  to  be  done  by  my  wif.  And  that  my  fone  be  founde  to  his 
lernyng  and  otherwyfe  as  may  be  thoght  goode  by  thaduyfe  of  myn  executours  and  that  alfo  to 
be  done  by  my  wif.  Alfo  I will  that  after  my  doghters  be  maried  that  my  wif  haue  Aftate 
terme  of  her  lif  in  all  ye  lands  and  ten’ts  afore  reherfed  and  that  ftie  continually  prouyde  or 
otherwife  purvey  yt  that  my  fone  haue  Refonable  levying. 

John  Waljfh  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon,  John  Walsh,  who  with  his  wife, 
Criftina,  and  others,  doubtlefs  his  feoffees,  receives  22nd  December,  1479,  a grant 
of  the  manor  of  Andrewes  and  of  a moiety  of  the  manor  of  Moteland,  from 
Richard  Glyn  and  John  Pike,  fenior,  yeomen,  both  of  Chefhunt,  all  of  which  they 
had  by  grant  of  John  Walfh  and  Criftina,  his  wife.  This  is  important  as  making 
mention  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Moteland.  It  has  already  appeared,  on 
page  556,  that  Sir  John  Yong’s  moiety  of  the  lands  and  tenements  of  le  Moote 
are  mentioned  in  a rental  of  1484.  The  charter  runs:

John  Walfhe  by  deed  conveyed  the 
manor  of  Andrewes  and  one  mefluage,  20  acres  of  land,  and  alfo  half  the  manor  of 
Moteland  and  lands,  etc.,  in  St.  Clement  Danes  and  St.  Mary  le  Strand,  London,  to 
Sir  John  More,  Chief  Juftice  of  Common  Pleas,  John  Joflelyn,  Thomas  Underhill, 
Thomas  Knyghton,  gents,  Thomas  Suare  and  Covando  Clayton,  as  feoffees  to  the 
ufe  of  his  laft  will  and  teftament.  This  conveyance  was  not  enrolled  in  the  Clofe 
Rolls  till  23rd  November,  1519,  ii  Hen.  VIII.

Jofolyn  and  oder  upon  whiche  lends  and  hereditaments  I declare  this  my  prefent  laft  will  that 
my  faid  feoffes  ther  heyres  and  alllgnes  of  & in  all  the  fame  my  fayd  lends  & tent’s  w*^  the 
p’mifles  fhall  make  vnto  my  faid  lord  of  Wyltefhere  [Henry  Stafford,  Earl  of  Wiltftiire]  my 
faid  Execute’’  and  to  his  heyres  & aflignes  or  to  fuch  other  pfons  as  my  faid  lord  fhall  name  to 
hufe  of  hym  and  of  his  heyres  and  aflignes  a good  fure  & fufficient  eftate  in  lawe  of  & in  all 
the  p’miffes  as  by  his  lerned  Counfell  in  lawe  fhalbe  devyfed  at  my  cofts  to  & forre  the  execu- 
cion  & pformaunce  of  this  my  prefent  will  following.”

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Soon  after  the  death  of  John  Walfli  arrangements  were  made  for  the  fale  of  his 
lands  to  Cardinal  Wolsey,  and  great  care  was  taken  to  fecure  the  validity  of  the 
title.  In  the  Calendar  of  Ancient  Deeds  in  the  Public  Record  Office^  vol.  iii,  thefe 
four  documents  are  mentioned.

Eflex  and  Middle- 
fex,  or  other  legacies  bequeathed  to  the  Cardinal  by  the  will  of  the  faid  Wellhe, 
20th  June,  9 Hen.  VIII.

The  Earl  of  Wiltfhire  and  Lucas  Longland,  gent,  conveyed  the  premifes 
in  Chefthunt  to  Cardinal  Wolfey,  William  Fitzwilliam  and  Richard  Rokeby, 
Knights,  Hugh  Afheton,  clerk,  Mafter  Robert  Tonnys,  Thomas  Heneage,  William 
Ellis,  Richard  Page,  and  William  Shelley,  efquires,  to  hold  to  the  ufe  of  the  Cardinal 
and  his  heirs,  and  according  to  his  will,  29th  Nov. 

Several  perfons  releafed  their  intereft  in  this  property  to  the  Earl  and  Lucas 
Longland,  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  the  Cardinal’s  title,  viz.  Wm.  Kelke,  26th 
Nov.,  Michael  Nevill,  gent.,  coufin  and  heir  of  John  Walfhe,  viz.,  fon  of  Johan, 
his  fifter,  John  Tylor,  John  Rufford,  gent.,  fon  of  Elizabeth,  fifter  of  faid  John 
Walfh,  and  William  Cheffdl,  gent,  28th  Nov. 

1520.  A fine  was  levied  between  the  Cardinal  and  his  feoffees,  demandants,  and 
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Michael  Nevill  and  Joan  his  wife,  John  RufFord,  and  William  Cheflill  and  Alice 
his  wife,  deforciants,  of  the  manor  of  Andrewes,  40  acres  of  land,  40  of  pafture,  6 
of  wood — alfo  of  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Moatlands,  alias  manor  of  the  Mote,  and 
of  40J,  rent,  and  the  rent  of  four  red  rofes. 

Courts  of  the  manor  were  held  by  thefe  feoffees,  or  fome  of  them,  on  St.  Luke’s 
day,  12  Hen.  VIII;  28th  July,  14  Hen.  VIII;  24th  July,  15  Hen.  VIII;  15th 
May,  17  Hen.  VIII.,  and  14th  January,  18  Hen.  VIII. 

On  9th  Odlober,  1529,  Wolfey  was  indicted  under  the  ftatute  of  Provifors,  and 
this  eftate,  inter  alia^  was  forfeited  to  the  King,  who  fubfequently,  13  th  April, 
1531,  granted  it  to  Henry  Somerset,  Earl  of  Worcefter,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
for  their  lives  at  a yearly  rent  of  _^4  6.

On  1 6th  January,  27  Hen.  VIII,  1535-6,  and  24th  06lober  and  2nd  Decem- 
ber, 28  Hen,  VIII,  1 536,  Courts  of  thefe  manors  were  held  in  the  name  of  Henry, 
Earl  of  Worcefter. 

About  feven  years  after  the  grant  of  the  manors  of  Andrewes  and  Halfmote  to 
the  Earl  and  Countefs  of  Worcefter  for  their  lives,  the  King,  30th  Odlober,  1538, 
granted  the  reverfion  of  the  fame  to 

Sir  Robert  Dacres,  Knt.,  Mafter  of  Requefts  and  P.C,,  and  his  heirs  (Pat., 
30  H.  VIII,  p,  I,  m.  5).  Sir  Robert  muft  have  bought  up  the  exifting  life  intereft, 
for  26th  November  following  he  demifed  the  premifes  to  feoffees,  and  he  is  termed 
the  owner  in  the  rental  of  1 540-1,  which  here  follows.  He  died  in  1543,  having 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  George  Mannock,  of  Giffords  Hall,  Suffolk,  and 
widow  of  Thomas  Denny.  Henry,  Earl  of  Worcefter,  did  not  die  until  26th 
November,  1549,  and  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  until  1565.

The  jury  at  his  Inq.  p.  m.y  taken  ift  May,  37  Hen,  VIII,  1545,  found  that  long- 
before  his  death  Robert  Dacres  was  feifed  in  demefne  as  of  fee  of  and  in  the  manor 
of  Andrewes  with  appurtenances  in  Chefthunt,  and  in  one  mefuage  40  acres  of  land, 
40  acres  of  pafture,  30  acres  of  wood,  50  fhillings  rent,  and  a rent  of  four  red  rofes 
in  Chefthunt,  and  of  and  in  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Moteland  alias  Mote,  with 
its  members  and  appurtenances.  And  being  thus  feifed,  by  his  charter  dated  26th 
November,  30  Hen,  VIII,  1538,  he  demifed  the  premifes  to  Anthony  Cooke,  of 
Romford,  efq.,  John  Carell,  of  Horftiam,  Suflex,  efq.,  Thomas  Polfterde,  Thomas 
Saunders,  and  Robert  Keylwaye,  of  London,  gentlemen,  and  Thomas  Pawley,  of 
Chefthunt,  yeoman,  to  the  ufe  of  himfelf  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  and  their  heirs  and 
affigns  for  ever,  Thefe  feoffees  remained  thus  feifed  until  24th  February,  27 
Hen.  VIII,  1535-6,  on  which  day  the  premifes  came  into  the  hands  of  the  faid 
Robert  and  Elizabeth  Dacres  by  virtue  of  a certain  ftatute  (the  Statute  of  Ufes) 
therein  made  and  provided,  by  which  they  became  feifed  thereof  in  free  tenement, 
to  them  and  their  heirs  and  aftigns.  On  the  death  of  Robert  Dacres  20th  December, 
35  Hen.  VIII,  1543,  the  premifes  came  to  the  faid  Elizabeth  by  furvivorfhip,  to 
remain  to  George,  their  fon  and  heir,  and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

The  premifes  are  held  of  the  king  in  focage,  as  of  his  manor  of  Chefthunt  by 
fealty,  and  the  rent  of  a penny  per  annum  at  Michaelmas,  for  all  fervices,  and  is 
worth,  per  annum,  beyond  all  reprifes,  7^40  fterling. 

George  Dacres  was  ten  years  of  age  at  his  father’s  death,  and  held  them  until 
his  own  deceafe,  which  occurred  30th  September,  23  Eliz.,  1580.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Wymond  Carew,  by  Martha,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir 
Edmund  Denny.  His  Inq.p.m.^  taken  22nd  December,  23  Eliz.,  1580,  ftates  that 
he  was  feifed  in  demefne  as  of  fee  (i)  of  the  manor  of  Andrewes,  and  (2)  the 
moiety  of  the  manor  of  Moteland  alias  Mote,  as  already  defcribed  in  1545,  both 
held  of  Sir  George  Penruddocke,  Knt.,  and  Lady  Anne,  his  wife,  in  focage,  as  of 
their  manor  of  Chefthunt,  by  fealty  and  rent  of  one  penny  per  ann.,  and  worth 
;^40  per  ann.;  (3)  the  manor  or  farm  of  St.  Giles  in  Chefthunt  at  40  fh.  rent,  worth 
,^15.  18.  8 per  atm.;  (4)  the  manor  of  Mote  in  Chefthunt,  at  ,^3  rent,  worth 
PjiG.  13.  4 per  ann.;  (5)  the  manor  of  the  Redory  of  Cheftiunt  at  53  Ih.  4d.  rent, 
worth  ,^26  per  ann.  Thefe  three  are  held  of  the  Queen  and  her  heirs  and  fucceflbrs 
in  capite,  by  the  fervice  of  ^V^h  part  of  a knight’s  fee,  and  by  payment  of  the  rents 
aforefaid  at  Chriftmas;  (6)  112  acres  of  meadow  in  Frithey,  in  Chefthunt,  worth 
^16,  held  of  the  Queen,  etc.,  by  knight  fervice. 

It  is  thus  evident  that  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Moteland  Mote,  and  the 
manor  of  Mote  were  now  united  in  the  pofteflion  of  one  and  the  fame  owner.  It  is 
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noticeable,  however,  that  the  Valor  Jive  extentus  of  the  lands  of  George  Dacres, 
deceafed,  as  given  in  the  fpecial  livery  made  to  his  Ton  Thomas,  6th  May,  2j  Eliz., 
1581,  omits  No.  2,  as  held  of  Sir  George  and  Lady  Penruddocke,  and  calls  No.  4 
the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Motelands  alias  Mote. 

Sir  Thomas  Dacres,  Knt.,  fon  of  the  preceding  owner,  now  became  pofleflbr 
of  this  eftate.  He  died  on  31ft  July,  1615,  and  his  p.  m.^  dated  4th  April, 
14  Jac.  I,  1616,  (hows  that  he  was  poflefl’ed  of  (i)  the  manor  of  Andrewes 
deferibed  as  on  previous  occafions,  held  of  Urfula,  Lady  Cock,  widow,  late  wife  of 
Sir  Henry  Cock,  Knt.,  as  of  her  manor  of  Chefthunt,  in  focage,  by  fealty  and  a 
penny  rent;  (2)  the  moiety 'of  the  manor  of  Moteland  alias  Mote,  valued  2.t  6 

per  ann.,  held  of  the  King  in  capite,  by  fervice  of  ^\jth  part  of  a knight’s  fee,  and 
by  the  annual  rent  of  60  Ih. ; (3)  and  of  certain  lands  in  co.  Hertford.  On  his 
deceafe  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  eldeft  fon  (by  his  firft  wife  Dorothy,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Pigott,  of  Doddelhall,  Bucks), 

Sir  Thomas  Dacres,  Knt.,  who  married  Martha,  daughter  of  Thomas  Elnies, 
of  Lilford,  Northants,  and  dying  in  1668,  was  fucceeded  by  his  grandfon. 

Sir  Robert  Dacres,  Knt.  (fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Dacres,  Knt.,  who  had  died  in 
his  father’s  lifejiime,  by  Elizabeth,*  nie  Auftin,  his  wife,  who  was  remarried  to  Sir 
William  Glafcocke,  Knt.).  Sir  Robert  foon  parted  with  this  eftate  to 

James,  Earl  of  Salisbury.  By  articles  of  agreement  of  19th  June,  1675,  Sir 
Robert  Dacres  covenants  to  fell  to  the  faid  Earl  for  ,^15,614.  3.  4,  the  manor  or  feite 
of  the  manor  of  Andrewes,  etc.,  and  lands  in  Cheftumt  and  Waltham  Holy  Crofs, 
Wormleyand  Eflenden  (except  Holy  Field  Grove  in  Waltham  Holy  Crofs,  mortgaged 
by  the  faid  Sir  R.  Dacres  and  John,  his  brother,  to  — Letton).  Jiofioo  of  this  fum 
was  to  be  retained  in  the  Earl’s  hands,  till  Dame  Elizabeth  Glafcocke  had  conveyed 
all  her  right  in  the  premifes  to  the  faid  Earl,  and  alfo  againft  an  incumbrance  on 
the  premifes  to  raife  J900  for  Ann,  fifter  of  Sir  Robert  Dacres,  and  a payment  of 
£yoo,  with  intereft,  to  William  Glafcocke,  esq.,  fon  of  the  aforefaid  Sir  William 
Glafcocke.  This  covenant  was  followed  by  an  indenture  of  bargain  and  fale,  30th 
July,  1675,  whereby  Sir  Robert  Dacres  and  Thomas  Blackall,  of  Furnival’s  Inn, 
London,  gent,,  grant  the  premifes  to  the  Earl  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  On  29th 
March,  1681,  they  were  conveyed  by  Sir  Robert  Dacres  to  John  Fiftier,  of  the 
Middle  Temple,  gent.,  for  one  year,  for  the  purpofe  of  fuftbring  a recovery. 
(Richard  Cocke  and  William  Fletcher,  demandants;  John  Fiftier,  tenant;  Sir  Robert 
Dacres,  vouchee,  33  Chas.  II). 

On  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Salifbury,  which  occurred  on  7th  June,  1683,  it  was 

^ Dame  Elizabeth  Dacres,  on  14th  March,  1670,  being  feifed  of  Chefthunt  houfe,  etc.,  for  life, 
for  her  jointure,  leafed  her  holding  to  Robert  Dacres,  her  eldeft  fon,  to  hold  from  ift  May,  1670,  for 
fixty  years,  if  fhe  fo  long  lived,  at  a rent  of  ;645°  to  bo  paid  her  quarterly  in  the  Dining 
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neceflary  to  procure  the  pafling  of  “ An  A<5t  for  the  better  fecuring  the  Portions, 
Debts,  and  Legacies  given  and  owing  by  the  deceafed  which  amounted  to  ,^136,000 
and  upwards,  of  which  many  thoufand  pounds  remained  undifcharged  in  1691. 
For  this  purpofe  various  lands  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  truftees,  for  fale  or 
mortgage,  including  the  manor  of  Andrewes,  the  manor  of  Mote,  and  the  moiety 
of  the  Mote  lands,  otherwife  called  the  manor  of  Mote,  with  various  lands  in 
Chelhunt  and  Waltham  H.  Crofs,  fometime  in  the  occupation  of  Sir  Thomas 
Dacres,  the  elder,  Knt.,  and  Sir  Thomas  Dacres,  the  younger,  Knt.,  both  deceafed — 
or  of  one  of  them,  and  all  other  lands  which  were  of  Sir  Robert  Dacres,  on  28th 
March,  1681.  The  purchafer  of  thefe  lands  and  manors  was 

Sir  Edward  Desbouverie,  Knt.,  who  by  leafe  and  releafe,  2nd  and  3rd  May, 
1692,  purchafed  for  a fum  of  ,^17,500  the  premifes  that  had  been  conveyed  to  the 
Earl  of  Salifbury  on  30th  July,  1675.  This  purchafe  was  effedled  by  a fextipartite 
indenture  between  (i)  James,  Earl  of  Salilbury,  fon  and  heir  of  James,  the  late  Earl, 
deceafed,  and  Frances,  Countefs  of  Salilbury,  wife  of  the  faid  Earl;  (2)  Sir  William 
Bowyer  of  Denham,  Bucks,  Bart.,  Samuel  Percivall  of  Roydon  Hall,  Eflex,  efq., 
Ebenezer  Sadler,  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  Middx.,  gent.,  John  Filber  of  the 
Middle  Temple,  gent.,  truftees;  (3)  John,  Lord  Archbp.  of  Canterbury,  John, 
Lord  Stawell,  Robert  Cecill,  efq.,  a younger  fon  of  the  late  Earl,  Sir  William 
Forrefter  of  Dothill,  Salop,  Knt.;  (4)  Sir  Robert  Dacres  of  St.  James’,  Clerkenwell, 
Knt.,  James  Hill  of  Lincoln’s  Inn,  gent.;  (5)  Sir  Edward  Delbouverie,  of  London, 
Knt.;  (6)  William  Delbouverie,  fon  and  heir  apparent  of  the  faid  Sir  Edward.  In 
Trinity  Term,  1692,  a recovery  of  the  premifes  was  fuffered,  to  the  ufe  of  Sir 
Edward  Delbouverie  and  his  heirs  for  ever;  William  Delbouverie,  demandant;  Sir 
Edward  Delbouverie,  Knt.,  tenant;  Sir  Robert  Dacres,  vouchee.  The  purchafe 
money  was  alTigned  as  follows:

Sir  Edward  Delbouverie  died  at  his  manor  houfe  here,  2nd  April,  1694,  and  his 
fon  foon  after  difpofed  of  the  eftate  to 

Sir  John  Shaw,  Baronet,  of  Eltham  Court,  Kent,  who,  upon  his  intended 
marriage  with  his  fecond  wife,  Sarah,  daughter  of  William  Paggen,  of  London, 
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merchant,  and  for  a fum  of  ^^6,500,  her  marriage  portion,  covenanted  with  Charles 
Shaw,  of  Lincoln’s  Inn,  efq.,  Chriftopher  Tower,  of  London,  gent.,  Roger  Norton, 
citizen  and  ftationer  of  London,  and  Peter  Paggen,  of  London,  merchant,  truftees 
of  his  marriage  fettlement,  yth  February,  1692,  to  pay  to  them  before  25th  March 
following  the  fum  of  17,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  purchafe  of  lands,  producing 
,^1,000  per  annum,  within  40  miles  of  London,  to  be  fettled  on  his  intended  wife 
and  her  iffue.  This  was  effeded  by  the  purchafe  from  William  and  Jacob 
Defbouverie,  of  London,  merchants,  fons  of  Sir  Edward  Delbouverie,  deceafed, 
27th  February,  1694-5,  of  the  manor  of  Andrewes,  the  manor  of  Mote,  and  the 
moiety  of  Mote  lands,  with  divers  lands  in  Chefhunt  and  Waltham  Holy  Crofs ; 
and  by  an  indenture  of  2nd  January,  1706,  between  the  faid  parties  excepting 
Roger  Norton  who  had  deceafed,  the  manors  and  lands  fo  purchafed  were  fettled 
on  Sir  John  and  his  fecond  wife  for  life,  and  on  her  iflue,  in  tail  male.  Sir  John 
Shaw  died  nth  December,  1721,  and  on  ift  May,  1739,  Dame  Sarah  Shaw,  his 
relidl,  who  had  fucceeded  to  the  eftate,  releafed  to  her  eldeft  fon, 

William  Shaw,  all  the  manors,  lands,  rents,  etc.,  fettled  for  her  jointure,  with- 
out impeaching  an  indenture  of  demife  of  15th  March,  172 1-2,  between  the  faid 
Dame  Sarah,  and  her  fon  William  Shaw,  referving  her  a yearly  rent  of  ;/^300. 
Whereupon,  3rd  May,  1739,  William  Shaw  made  a fettlement  of  the  eftate,  pro- 
viding for  the  fuffering  of  recoveries,  and  the  fettling  the  lands  on  the  heirs  male 
of  his  body,  etc. 

John  Shaw,  fon  of  William,  fucceeded  on  his  father’s  death  in  1767,  and 
Meliora  Shaw,  widow  of  John  Shaw,  enjoyed  it  from  his  death  in  1772,  until 
her  own  deceafe  in  1788.  The  eftate  then  pafled  to 

Ann  Shaw,  widow  of  William  Shaw,  a younger  brother  of  John  Shaw,  as  tenant 
for  life.  Her  hufband,  who  died  in  1784,  had  devifed  to  her  by  will  (fee  ante^  page 
319)  “all  that  my  manor  of  Andrew  le  Motte  in  the  parilh  of  Chefhunt,  . . . and 
alfo  all  that  Capital  Mefluage  or  Manfton  Houfe  called  Chefhunt  Houfe,  with  the 
Park  and  lands  thereunto  belonging  . . . and  all  thofe  lands  . . . whereof  I am 
now  feized  in  fee  Ample,  or  any  other  eftate  of  inheritance  expeftant  on  the  death 
of  my  fifter-in-law,  Meliora  Shaw,  widow,  or  otherwife  howfoever,  fituate  ...  in 
the  counties  of  Hertford  or  Eflex  . . . during  the  term  of  her  natural  life” — and 
eventually  to  the  ufe  of  Charles  Mayo,  fecond  fon  of  Herbert  Mayo,  D.D.,  for  life, 
remainder  to  his  fons  in  tail  male,  remainder  to  Paggen- William  Mayo,  and  his  iflue 
in  tail  male,  and  in  default  of  fuch  iftue  to  the  right  heirs  of  Charles  Mayo  for  ever. 

Charles  Mayo,  B.D.,  fucceeded  to  the  eftate  on  the  death  of  Ann  Shaw  in 
1826,  which  he  held  until  his  own  death,  in  1858,  when  it  paflbd  to  his  nephew, 
William-Herbert  Mayo,  who,  dying  in  1888,  was  fucceeded  by  his  nephew, 
Herbert-Harman  Mayo,  who  died  in  1900,  and  the  eftate  is  nowvefted  in  his 
children.  See  ante^  page  310,7^(7. 
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Upon  a furvey  of  “the  Manor  of  Andrews  le  Mote”  made  by  John  Holmes, 
furveyor,  in  1696,  foon  after  the  purchafe  by  Sir  John  Shaw,  it  appeared  that  the 
eftate  was  1,008  a.  1 r.  4 p.  in  extent,  of  which  647  a.  1 r.  1 5 J>.  were  enclofures, 
while  in  the  Common  Fields  were  194^?.  3 r.  34^.  of  arable  land  and  165  3 r.  2SP- 

of  meadow.^  Of  thefe  totals  i~j  a.  or.  29  P’  of  enclofures  and  16  a.  2 r.  14.  p.  of 
pafture  in  the  Common  Fields  (at  an  eftimated  rental  of  £^4.  los.)  were  in  hand, 
and  the  reft  let  to  38  tenants  for  £62^  14J.  Sd.  The  lands  in  hand  comprifed  the 
Manor  Houfe  of  “ Andrews  Lee  Mote,”  with  appurtenances,  4a.  2r.  2p.\  orchard 
on  weft  ftde  of  the  houfe,  abutting  fouth  on  Goff’s  lane,-  2 a.  or.  12  p, ; a meadow 
called  Great  Cookes  together  with  the  moated  orchard,  <^a.  2r.  36/). ; a piece  of 
woodland  called  the  Grove,  10  a.  2i^-  2%p.,  abutting  fouth  on  the  lane  leading  to 
Afgot  Hill,  and  a meadov/  called  Great  New  Clofe,  abutting  north  and  eaft  on  the 
river  Lea,  and  weft  on  y®  frith  hay,  \(>  a.  3 r.  14^. 

An  interefting  fact  in  regard  to  thefe  manors  muft  not  be  omitted,  viz.,  the 
Cuftom  of  fucceflion  to  Copyhold  eftates,  called  “The  Cuftomary  Bank,”  whereby, 
if  any  Copyholder  died  feized  of  a Copyhold  eftate,  the  eldeft  fon  inherited  all  the 
Copyhold  lying  above  th.e  Bank,  z.^.,  on  the  weftern  fide  of  this  line,  and  the 
youngeft  fon  all  the  Copyhold  below  the  Bank,  or  on  the  eaftern  fide. 

It  is  entered  upon  the  Roll  of  the  Court  of  the  manors  of  Andrewes  and  Le 
Mote  held  on  behalf  of  Sir  Thomas  Dacres,  19th  Odober,  2 Jas.  I,  1604,  as 
follows : 

Item  ad  hanc  Curiam  compertum  eft  per  homagium  quod  infra  manerium  predidlum  tabs 
habetur  et  a tempore  cuius  contrarii  memoria  hominum  non  exiftit  habebatur  confuetudo  quod 
fi  aliquis  tenens  cuftumarius  manerii  predicfti  obierit  feifitus  de  aliquibus  terris  fiue  tenementis 
cuftumariis  infra  manerium  predidtum  quae  jacent  infra  ripam  quod  filius  natu  minimus 
hujufmodi  tenentis  hereditabit  omnia  terras  et  tenementa  Cuftumaria  infra  ripam  Et  quod 
filius  natu  maximus  hereditabit  omnia  libera  terras  et  tenementa  infra  ripam.  Et  quod  fupra 
ripam  verfus  occidentem  filius  natu  maximus  hereditabit  omnia  terras  et  tenementa  tarn  libera 
quam  cuftumaria. 

The  cuftom  is  thus  defcribed  by  Salmon,  Hift.  of  Hertfordjhire.,  p,  8. 

In  this  Parifh  [Cheftiunt],  we  have  Reafon  to  believe,  was  the  Boundary  of  the  kingdom 
of  Mercia.,  from  that  of  the  Eaf  Saxons-,  And  that  this  Boundary  was  a Bank,  which  anciently 
reached  from  Middlefex  through  Theobald' s-P ark,  acrofs  Goffe’s-Lane  to  Thunderfield  Grove, 
belonging  to  the  Earl  of  Salijhury,  over  Beaumont-Green  to  Nine-acres  Wood,  belonging  to  the 
fame  Earl,  and  fo  through  the  Lands  of  Sir  fohn  Monfon.  Of  this  Bank  nothing  is  to  be  feen. 


* Under  the  Chelhunt  Common  Enclofure  Aft,  39  Geo.  Ill,  376/7.  zr.  Jp.  were  allotted  to  Mrs. 
Ann  Shaw,  as  Lady  of  the  Manor  of  Andrewes  and  Le  Mote.  As  her  proportion  of  fencing  and  other 
expenfes  amounted  to  ,^1,500,  and  Ihe  being  only  tenant  for  life,  Ihe  railed  this  fum  by  mortgage  of 
thefe  allotments  to  Richard  Smart,  i8th  May,  1802. 
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but  the  lands  on  both  fides  it  have  been  fet  out  by  a Jury  to  determine  Men’s  Property.  For 
there  is  a Cuftom  in  this  Manor  by  which  the  elder  brother  inherits  above  the  Bank,  and  the 
youngeft  below  it,  in  the  fame  Fields;  which  could  not  have  been  introduced  but  from  the 
different  Laws  of  a different  Government.^

In  regard  to  the  exifting  Manor  Houfe  and  its  furroundings,  the  plan  drawn 
by  Holmes  in  1696  fbows  that  the  moat  embraced  a fquare  enclofure,  facing 
approximately  the  four  points  of  the  compafs.^  Within  this,  running  north  and 
fouth,  was  a long  block  of  building,  comprifing  the  Great  Hall,  with  a fhallow 
wing  extending  weftward  from  near  its  northern  end,  and  a much  deeper  wing 
(with  a fmall  returned  bay),  near  its  fouthern  end, — the  whole  having  the  appear- 
ance of  the  letter  L reverfed,  thus  J,  and  forming  an  incomplete  quadrangle.  The 
bafe  of  the  J extended  weftward  to  the  moat,  where,  on  the  weft  fide,  was  fituated 
the  approach  to  the  manfion.  At  that  time  Goff’s  Lane  ran  from  weft  to  eaft,  in  a 
diredt  line  towards  the  entrance,  and  juft  before  reaching  it,  turned  at  right  angles 
fouthwards  to  the  road  called  Park  Lane,  and  then  at  right  angles  again  eaftward. 
A large  tree  is  marked  on  the  plan  as  growing  at  the  fpot  where  the  lane  turned 
fouthward  before  the  entrance.  Thefe  abrupt  turnings  have  been  removed  by  Goff’s 
Lane  being  defleded  gradually  fouthwards,  but  the  line  of  the  older  road  can  ftill 
be  traced,  and  fome  old  oak  trees  mark  the  former  hedgerow. 

The  pleafure  garden  of  the  manfion  occupied  the  north-eaft  angle  of  the  enclofure 
within  the  moat.  At  prefent  the  moat  itfelf  remains  on  the  north  and  eaft  fides,  but 
has  been  filled  up  on  the  fouth  and  weft.  It  was  fupplied  with  water  by  a narrow 

^ See  alfo  Cuflens’  Hundred  of  Hertford,  p.  207.  Shore,  Origin  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Race,  p,  116, 
ftates  that  the  cuftom  of  junior  inheritance,  “ traced  to  its  moft  probable  home,  leads  us  to  Eaftern 
Germany,  and  to  the  old  Slavic  tribes  which  once  occupied  it.”  He  confiders,  p.  345,  that  it 
indicates  a Frifian  fettlement  where  it  occurs  in  Hertfordlhire. 

^ Clutterbuck  thus  writes  in  1815  : “One  fite  of  the  manor  of  Half  Mote,  furrounded  by  a moat, 
upon  which  there  is  no  remains  of  a manor  houfe,  is  fituated  on  the  fouth  fide  of  Goff’s  Lane ; the 
other  lies  on  the  north  fide  of  the  fame  lane,  in  a park  of  44  acres,  upon  which  ftands  the  prefent 
Manor  Houfe,  called  Chelhunt  Houfe.  This  hall,  which  is  fpacious  and  lofty,  and  well  calculated  for 
the  entertainment  of  a numerous  tenantry,  is  probably  coeval  with  the  houfe,  and  to  have  been  erefted 
in  a quadrangular  form  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  etc.”  {Hif.  of  Herts,  vol.  ii,  p.  99,  foot- 
note.) 

The  exifting  capital  melfuage  would  seem  to  be  the  Andrewes  manor  houfe,  and  the  other  and  vacant 
fite,  the  fituatiori  of  the  manor  houfe  of  Mote,  which,  as  already  feen,  p.  $61,  came  into  the  hands  of 
George  Dacres,  the  owner  of  Andrewes,  in  1543.  Againft  this  view  may  be  cited  the  fchedule  on 
p.  568,  which  implies  that  the  manor  place  of  Andrewes  had  difappeared  by  1532,  It  may,  however, 
have  been  fubfequently  rebuilt  on  the  old  foundations. 
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channel  at  the  north-weft  corner,  conneAed  with  a fiftipond  a few  yards  diftant,  and 
was  drained  by  another  channel  running  out  of  the  fouth-eaft  corner.  The  enclofure 
is  raifed  much  above  the  level  of  the  furrounding  meadow. 

What  the  houfe  was  like  at  the  time  when  this  plan  was  made,  there  is  now  no 
means  of  afcertaining.  A great  change  was  made  in  its  appearance  when  John  Shaw, 
who  fucceeded  in  1767,  cafed  the  whole  in  brick.  At  that  time  the  prefent  eaft 
front, — a piece  of  good  brickwork  of  the  period, — was  ereded,  which  is,  in  fa6t,  a 
fcreen  exhibiting  two  rows  of  ten  redangular  windows  each  (not  all  pierced),  the 
dreflings  alfo  of  brick,  maflcing  the  eaft  wall  of  the  Great  Hall  and  other  buildings. 
He  alfo  feems  to  have  built  or  remodelled  the  north-weft  wing,  the  interior  panel- 
ling and  ftaircafe  of  which  date  from  about  this  period.  At  this  time  the  Great  Hall 
was  lighted  from  the  weft  fide  by  four  tall  round-headed  windows,  the  entrance  to 
the  houfe  being  between  the  third  and  fourth  windows  (reckoning  from  north  to 
fouth),  as  Ihown  in  the  engraving  of  1809.  Juft  within  the  moat,  the  quadrangle 
was  defined  on  the  weftern  fide  by  iron  railings  and  a lofty  iron  gate,  and  on  the 
outer  fide  of  the  moat,  here  crofTed  by  a bridge,  was  a low  wall.  Beyond  this  again 
another  wall  and  gates  feparated  the  precinds  or  curtilage  from  the  public  road. 

In  the  reminifcences  of  Mr.  John  Thomas  Smith,  publiftied  in  1845, 
fequently  reprinted,  entitled  A Book  for  a Rainy  Day^  or^  Recollections  for  Fifty 
Tears,  occurs  an  account  of  his  vifit  to  the  Great  Houfe  in  1791 

After  dining  at  the  Red  Lion  we  vifited  another  old  moated  manfion,  the  property  of  Dr. 
Mayo,  faid  to  have  been  originally  a houfe  belonging  to  Cardinal  Wolfey,  or  in  which  he  had 
at  one  time  refided.  After  crolfing  a drawbridge,  and  palling  through  the  iron  gates,  the  gar- 
dener ulhered  us  into  a fpacious  hall,  and  Ihowed  a curioully  conftrudted  chair,  in  which  he  faid 
the  Cardinal’s  porter  ufually  fat.  Of  this  fmgular  chair  I made  a drawing,  and  had  the  honour 
to  furnilh  the  late  Marquis  of  Lanfdowne  with  a copy,  to  enable  his  Lordlhip  to  have  a fet 
made  from  it.  In  an  adjoining  room  was  a bedftead  and  furniture,  confidered  to  be  that  in 
which  the  Cardinal  had  flept ; it  was  of  a drab-coloured  Cloth,  profufely  worked  over  with 
large  flowers  in  varioufly  coloured  filks.^  We  were  then  conduced  to  an  immenfe  room  filled 
with  old  portraits.  I recolledl:  noticing  one  in  very  excellent  prefervation  of  Sir  Hugh  Myddle- 
ton,  with  an  infcription  on  the  background,  totally  differing  from  the  one  by  Cornelius  Janffen, 
engraved  by  Vertue. 

Engravings  There  are  two  fmall  prints  of  the  exterior  of  the  houfe  in  exiftence,^  Ihowing

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its  condition  at  this  time,  both  taken  from  the  weftern  fide,  one  publifhed  by 
J.  Sewell,  Cornhill,  ift  January,  i8oi  (Shirt  del.,  Ridley  Sc.)  which  gives,  on  a 
fmall  fcale,  the  houfe  as  feen  from  beyond  the  outer  gateway, — the  other,  here 
reproduced,  drawn  by  Ellis  and  engraved  by  Hawkins  for  Dr.  Hughfon’s  London 
and  its  Neighbourhood^  and  publilhed  by  J.  Stratford,  1 12,  Holborn  Hill,  20th  May, 
1809,  Ihowing  the  houfe  from  a nearer  point  of  view. 

In  the  year  1806  Charles  Mayo,  who  was  the  leflee  under  Mrs.  Ann  Shaw,  and 
entitled  in  reverfion  to  the  property,  contemplated  putting  the  manfion  into  habit- 
able repair,  and  otherwife  improving  it — a plan  he  abandoned  on  the  advice  of  his 
architect,  Mr.  James  Hall.  He  then  removed  a confiderable  portion  of  the 
manfion  ^ (fome  33  rooms),  viz.,  part  of  the  north-weft  wing,  and  the  whole  of  the 
fouth-weft  wing,  together  with  the  fouthern  end  of  the  hall,  with  which  alfo  dif- 
appeared  a Minftrels’  Gallery.  All  the  outbuildings  and  furrounding  walls  were  at 
this  time  pulled  down,  and  the  prefent  incongruous  fouth  end  of  the  hall  eredled. 
The  weft  and  fouth  portions  of  the  moat  were  alfo  filled  in.  Mr.  Hall’s  letter  runs 
as  follows: 

Bloomrtjury  Place, 

25  June,  1806. 

^ To  Rev.  Charles  Mayo,  Chelhunt. 

Sir, 

I haften  to  communicate  to  you  the  imprellions  made  on  my  mind  in  confequence  of 
the  view  I yefterday  took  of  the  buildings  on  the  Eftate  at  Chelhunt  in  which  I learn  you  have 
a revertionary  intereft. 

The  Manor  houfe  appears  to  me  to  be  fo  extenfive,  ununiform,  ill  calculated  for  domeftic 
accommodation  and  above  all  fo  very  much  out  of  repair,  that  were  you  in  adtual  polTeffion  of 
the  Eftate  and  of  the  means  of  doing  what  would  be  abfolutely  neceflary  to  render  the  houfe  fit 
for  habitation,  I would  certainly  advife  you  againft  taking  fuch  a ftep,  as  I do  not  think  you 
could  put  it  into  fuch  condition  as  would  be  fuitable  to  your  then  fituation  for  lefs  than  ^(^2,000, 
and  that  without  any  material  alteration  of  the  external  appearance  or  internal  arrangement; 
but  to  effedl  in  its  fulleft  extent  what  it  appears  to  me  you  have  entertained  and  thought  of 
doing,  I think  might  involve  altogether  an  expenditure  of  ,^10,000 — this,  when  done,  would 
leave  you  in  poffeffion  of  a very  indifferent  houfe  at  an  expenfe  by  no  means  commenfurate 
with  the  acquirements. 

With  regard  to  your  anxiety  to  preferve  the  great  Hall,  I enter  into  it  as  much  as  I believe 
it  to  be  pollible  for  anyone  to  do  in  my  relation  to  you,  and  I cannot  but  fay  I think  the 
facrifices  you  feem  inclined  to  make  for  the  attainment  of  that  objedl  greatly  exceed  its  claims 
to  your  confideration.  Under  thefe  circumftances  I am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  beft  thing

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to  do  would  be  to  difpofe  of  (in  lots  by  public  audlion)  all  the  materials  of  the  Manfion,  etc., 
which,  together  with  what  has  already  been  taken  down,  I think  would  produce  £2^000 — the 
proceeds  might  be  laid  out  to  accumulate  until  events  concurred  to  render  it  convenient  and 
defirable  to  you  to  build  a Houfe  on  the  Eftate,  calculated  to  embrace  every  objedl  you  might 
have  in  view  in  engaging  in  fuch  a work,  the  expenfe  of  which  would  probably  amount  to 
£10^000.  . . .

In  Add.  MS.  32,349  (Brit.  Mus.)  Illujlrations  of  Hertfordjhire^  Vol.  II,  fol.  43, 
is  an  Indian  ink  Iketch  of  the  Great  Houfe,  taken  from  the  weft,  ftiowing  the 
building  much  in  its  prefent  condition,  with  the  following  exceptions. 

1.  The  three  windows  of  the  Hall,  now  blocked  up,  appear  to  be  glazed  and 
divided  into  fquares. 

2.  The  weft  end  of  the  north-weft  wing  is  very  irregular,  and  almoft  ruinous. 

3.  The  moat  on  the  weft  fide  is  fhown  full  of  water,  with  ducks  floating 
upon  it. 

This  Iketch  may  have  been  taken  while  the  alterations  were  yet  incomplete. 

In  the  fame  volume,  fol.  33,  is  alfo  a very  fmall  Indian  ink  Iketch,  Ihowing  the 
houfe  in  its  prefent  condition. 

The  Great  Hall,  the  principal  entrance  to  which  is  now  gained  from  the  fouth 
end,  meafures  40  ft.  by  23  ft.,  and  is  paved  yvith  ocftagons  of  freeftone,  with  fmaller 
fquares  of  black  flate  fet  diagonally  at  the  corners.  The  walls  are  cafed  with  modern 
panelling,  perhaps  placed  there  by  Charles  Mayo,  B.D.,  in  1806,  and  the  roof  is 
divided  into  five  bays  by  fix  principal  timbers,  refting  on  corbels,  two  of  which  are 
charged  with  a faltire,  in  feeming  allufion  to  the  manor  of  Andrewes.  The  hall  is 
now  lighted  from  the  fouth  end,  but  formerly  from  the  weft  fide,  where  three 
recefles,  till  recently  occupied  by  demi-fuits  of  armour  on  ftands,  take  the  place  of 
the  window  openings.  A door  in  the  eaft  wall  leads  to  the  ftairs  to  the  eaftern 
gallery,  between  the  hall  and  the  brick  fcreen  eredled  by  John  Shaw,  and  another 
door  at  the  north  end,  near  the  fire-place,  conducts  to  the  domeftic  portion  of  the 
building.  Two  other  doorways  open  into  chambers  eaft  and  weft  of  the  main 
entrance.  The  hall  contained  ^ many  portraits  of  members  of  the  Shaw  family  and

wolsey’s  chair 
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of  hiftorical  perfonages,  five  fuits  of  Tudor  armour  with  portions  of  two  others, 
one  of  chain  armour,  two  old  carved  oak  chefts,  a fet  of  quaint  high-backed  chairs, 
and  a chair  of  curious  defign,^  with  triangular  feat  and  turned  ftaves,  called  Wolfey’s 
chair,  an  illuftration  of  which  may  be  feen  in  this  volume.  The  hall  alfo  contained 
a colle<5tion  of  hatchments  and  old  banners.  All  thefe  interefting  objedls  were 
probably  brought  together  by  Charles  Mayo  from  other  portions  of  the  manfion,^ 

The  main  ftaircafe,  with  a finely  carved  pilafter  baluftrade,  is  placed  at  the  north- 
weft  part  of  the  exifting  building,  and  leads  to  a landing  which  gives  accefs  to  a 
room  on  the  north-eaft,  and  to  another  with  windows  looking  weft — the  latter  ufed 
as  the  habitation  of  the  Greftiam  Mafonic  Lodge.^  The  former  room  may  alfo  be 
entered  from  the  eaftern  gallery.  In  this  room  were  kept  a rudely  conftrucfted 
rocking-horfe,  faid  to  have  been  ufed  by  Charles  I in  his  childhood,  when  he  refided 
at  Theobalds,  and  a high-backed  chair  in  which  he  fat;  and  a beautifully  made 
harpfichord,  of  inlaid  walnut,  bearing  the  words  “Jacobus  Kirchman  Fecit  Londini 
1750.”  Over  the  fireplace  was  fufpended  a panel  with  coat  of  arms  with  fupporters, 
a lion  rampant  guardant  crowned,  and  a lion  rampant  ducally  gorged,  double  cued, 
and  comprifing  fixteen  quarterings,  the  firft  a lion  rampant,  furrounded  with  the 
Garter,  and  a motto  ung.  dieu.  ung.  roy.  servier.  ie.  doy.  Some  few  portraits 
alfo  adorned  the  walls. 

With  this  room  is  connecfted  the  legend  which  appears  in  Hughfon’s  (Edward 
Pugh)  London  and  its  Neighbourhood^  1809,  vol.  vi,  p.  139,  that  the  door  is  ftained 
with  the  blood  of  a lady,  a vi6tim  of  the  Cardinal’s  jealoufy  whom  he  defpatched 
with  his  own  hand ! The  blood-ftain,  however,  is  now  pointed  out  upon  the  floor. 

A back  ftairs  leads  to  the  attic  ftory. 

The  crypt,  below  the  hall,  is  of  fome  intereft,  and  is  entered  from  the  bafement 
of  the  domeftic  buildings  adjoining  its  northern  end.  This  bafement,  which  appears 
to  be  the  old  kitchen  of  the  manfion,  has  a wooden  ceiling,  fupported  by  two  round 
pillars  of  brick,  on  moulded  o6lagonal  ftilted  bafes  ; and  a femi-arch,  now  blocked, 
in  the  weft  end  of  fouth  wall,  formerly  communicated  with  the  undercroft.  Admiflion 
is  now  obtained  to  the  latter,  by  a paflage  on  the  eaft  fide,  running  from  north  to 
fouth,  between  the  old  wall  on  the  weft,  and  the  brickwork  of  John  Shaw  on  the 
eaft.  This  paflage  is  entered  by  a narrow  doorway  of  brick  with  a head  of  chamfered 
brickwork,  and  is  lighted  by  windows  looking  into  the  funk  area  on  the  eaftern 
fide.

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On  proceeding  along  this  pafTage,  it  will  be  found  that  the  undercroft  of  the 
hall  confifts  of  two  fe<5lions.  The  firft  of  thefe  is  of  one  bay,  and  is  entered  from 
the  paflage  by  a wide  depre/Ted  arch  of  brick,  fupported  in  the  midft  by  a flender 
odagonal  brick  column,  which  feems  to  be  a later  infertion.  This  archway  is  now 
almoft  wholly  blocked  with  brickwork,  as  an  additional  fupport.  A limilar  arch, 
fupported  in  the  fame  way,  is  thrown  acrofs  the  middle  of  this  vault,  A fmall 
recefs  or  niche  exifts  in  the  weft  end  of  the  fouth  wall.  At  the  eaft  end  of  the  fame 
wall  is  a doorway,  opening  into  a fmall  antechamber,  or  clofet,  partly  conftrucfted 
out  of  the  adjoining  vault,  with  which  it  communicated  by  another  doorway,  now 
built  up.  A third  doorway,  alfo  blocked,  led  into  the  external  paflage,  fo  that  here 
was  the  old  entrance  from  the  exterior,  and  a perfon,  fo  entering  the  antechamber, 
might  gain  accefs  to  either  fedion  of  the  undercroft. 

The  inner  or  fouthern  crypt  conflfts  of  three  aifles  or  bays,  each  of  three  deprefled 
arches  (not  uniform),  fupporting  the  vaulted  roof,  and  fpringing  from  four  pillars, 
and  generally  dying  away  into  the  fide  walls.  The  arches  appear  to  be  of  brick,  as 
alfo  are  two  of  the  pillars;  one  of  the  latter  is  oftagonal,  another  fquare.  The 
other  two  pillars  are  of  ftone,  and  their  capitals  have  perpendicular  mouldings. 
This  vault  has,  on  its  fouth  wall,  a low  opening,  with  a deprelTed,  partly  blocked 
up  arch.  It  is  lhaped  like  a fireplace,  but  is  not  one.  There  is  alfo  a blocked  up 
doorway  in  the  fouth  wall,  which  evidently  led  to  another  crypt,  deftroyed  when 
the  length  of  the  hall  was  reduced  in  this  diredlion. 

Near  the  fouthern  extremity  of  the  eaftern  wall  of  this  vault  is  a window  of  two 
obtufe-headed  lights  of  moulded  brick,  and  another  to  the  north  of  it,  of  four 
acutely  pointed  but  damaged  lights,  alfo  of  brick.  This  vault  can  now  be  entered 
only  by  creeping  through  this  opening.  It  may  be  noticed  that  this  piece  of  wall 
is  the  ancient  external  wall  of  the  old  hall,  and  the  ancient  entrance,  already  men- 
tioned, led  diredl  from  the  open  air.  Some  other  building  muft  have  adjoined  the 
firft  fedion  of  the  undercroft,  as  it  is  not  likely  that  the  wide  arch  in  its  eaftern 
fide,  communicated  immediately  with  the  curtilage.^

LISTER  THOMAS  ELTON,  Vicar  of  Broxborne,  Herts,  in 
his  will,  2ift  September,  proved  2ift  Odlober,  1501,  by  William 
Hachet,  refiduary  legatee  (3  Blamyr,  P.C.C.),  bequeaths  to 
Ifabell,  his  lifter,  xx^.,  and  to  Robert  Audeley,  vijr.  viij^/.  The 
latter  bequeft  fuggefts  a connexion  with  the  Eltons  of  Ledbury. 
See  Canon  Elton’s  will.  Robert  Audeley,  nephew  of  Bilhop 
Audeley,  was  Prebendary  of  Ramlbury  in  Salilbury  Cathedral,  2nd  Dec.,  1514, 
Archdeacon  of  Berks,  14th  Feb.,  1522,  and  died  in  1545. 

P.  24,  1.  20.  The  following  indenture  is  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  Eafter  Term,  4 Jas.  I.,  1606,  P.R.O.:

and  all  melTuages  toftes  houfes  edifices  buildings  mylls  gardens  orchards  lands  meadowes  paftures 
tenements  and  hereditaments  leafes  feedings  woods  underwoods  rents  reuerfions  feruyees  eafe- 
ments  profytts  and  comodytyes  whatfoeuer  with  all  and  finguler  thappurtenances  to  the  fame 
mannor  belonginge  or  in  any  wife  apperteyninge  and  which  nowe  are  or  at  any  time  heretofore 
were  accepted  reputed  efteemed  or  taken  as  parte  parcell  or  member  of  the  fame  And  all  thofe

open  Court  there  for  and  to  his  Majefties  vfe  or  to  the  vfe  of  his  Majefties  heires  or  fucceffbrs 
the  full  and  whole  fome  of  tenne  pounds  of  good  and  lawfull  money  of  England  That  then

P.  44,  1,  31.  Katherine  Elton,  of  Ludlow,  by  her  will,  14th  December,  1650, 
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proved  15th  February,  1650-1,  by  her  coufin,  John  Arnell  (20  Grey,  P.CC.), 
defires  to  be  buried  by  the  body  of  Mr.  Elton,  her  laft  hulband,  in  the  parilh 
church  of  Ludlow,  and  mentions  her  filler  Elton,  coufin  John  Elton  of  the  Nether 
Hall,  filler  Bucknell’s  daughter,  living  at  home  and  yet  unmarried,  and  the  daughter 
that  is  married.  * The  bequell  of  a trunk  with  K and  A upon  it  fuggells  that  her 
name  had  previoufly  been  Arnell.

1.  35.  William  Mayo,  of  Swalcleiff,  clerk,  and  Mary  Unite,  were  married  by 
licence  at  Fenny  Compton,  co.  Warwick,  20th  November,  1689. 

P.  86,  1.  17.  Rev.  Mathias  Mayo  and  Mrs.  Mary  Redman  were  married  by 
licence  at  Soulbury,  Bucks,  25th  September,  1730.
